^Portraits. 


HE  illustrations  found  in  this  work  constitute  an  essential  feature. 
A  book  issued  from  the  press  and  placed  between  cases  today 
destitute  of  some  kind  of  picture  embellishments  would  be  con- 
sidered out-of-date  and  wanting  in  an  important  factor.  Many  of 
those  published  herein  were  procured  through  much  research  and  considerable 
expense.  The  portraits  of  the  Soules  and  Sowles  representing  the  American 
families  were  furnished  by  individuals  and  their  reproduction  in  most  instances 
paid  for  by  them;  those  representing  foreign  branches  were  more  difficult  to 
obtain,  and  the  engraving  and  publication  was  paid  for  from  the  common  fund 
donated  by  the  American  families.  In  but  one  instance  has  a  portrait  or  other 
illustration  been  produced  by  money  contributed  by  a  foreign  family  or  any 
member  thereof.  All  such  illustrations  and  views  have  been  supplied  by  money 
furnished  by  the  American  branches.     Shall  I  become  more  personal? 

Having  learned  something  of  the  eminent  Cardinal  Clement  Benedict 
Soule  of  New  Britain,  France,  with  a  few  biographical  notes  furnished  me 
before  the  World  War,  I  cherished  a  strong  desire  to  obtain  his  portrait; 
especially  as  a  counterpoise  for  an  excellent  one  of  Bishop  Joshua  Soule  rep- 
resenting the  American  family.  Through  a  correspondence  with  the  publisher 
of  a  magazine  near  the  residence  of  the  venerable  prelate  and  who,  having  been 
acquainted  with  him  for  a  long  term  of  years,  was  qualified  to  supply  some 
interesting  descriptive  particulars  concerning  him,  I  immediately  instituted  a 
movement  calculated  to  secure  his  portrait.  Knowing  that  as  a  private  citizen 
my  appeals  would  scarcely  be  recognized  in  a  foreign  country,  I  made  known 
my  wishes  to  a  member  of  Congress,  asking  him  to  seek  for  the  good  offices  of 
the  French  ambassador  to  aid  in  accomplishing  my  purpose.  Such  personal 
and  official  influences  proved  effectual  and  I  was  soon  advised  of  the  existence 
of  such  a  portrait  as  I  required.  I  was  informed  also  that  I  should  make  my 
request  known  to  the  Archbishop  of  Paris  direct,  and  I  immediately  addressed 
a  letter  to  that  ecclesiastical  dignitary,  calling  him  "Brother,"  and  this  very 
presumption  of  familiarity  seemed  not  to  have  been  offensive,  for  he  instantly 
instructed  his  archivist  to  procure  the  desired  likeness  of  the  venerable  Cardinal ; 
assuring  me  at  the  same  time,  that  it  would  afford  him  great  pleasure  if  he  could 
be  of  further  service  to  me.  The  Archbishop's  librarian  not  only  procured  the 
portrait  but  visited  the  parish  church  in  the  parish  where  the  Cardinal  was 
born,  and  procured  copies  of  his  birth  and  baptism  and  the  names  of  his  parents, 
brothers  and  sisters.  Thus,  through  meandering  mediums,  was  procured  the 
portrait  of  Cardinal  Clement  Benedict  Soule  herein  preserved.  He  had  died 
during  the  progress  of  the  European  war  on  April  21,  1919,  aged  92  years. 

During  my  several  years  of  search  among  foreign  books  I  found  upon  the 
shelves  of  our  great  American  libraries  the  name  and  something  of  the  career 
of  General  Jerome  Soule,  a  very  distinguished  military  commander  who  had 
been  created  a  Count  of  the  Empire  and  whose  name  had  also  been  engraved 
on  the  Arche  de  Triomphe  in  Paris.     By  correspondence  with  officials  of  the 
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National  Library,  I  learned  that  a  large  portrait,  painted  in  oil  by  a  celebrated 
artist,  was  preserved  in  the  "Departments  of  Portraits,"  and  that  a  photog- 
rapher of  repute  would  be  permitted  to  visit  the  library  and  make  copies. 
I  immediately  obtained  quotations  from  a  gentleman  of  such  quality  and 
forwarded  a  money  order  made  in  French  currency  for  the  reproductions. 
Awaiting  satisfactory  results  I  received  the  money  order  returned  without 
comment.  Somewhat  depressed  by  this  futile  attempt  I  waited  to  "string  my 
bow"  anew  before  making  another  overture  for  the  attainment  of  my  object, 
and  after  waiting  for  nearly  a  year,  "girded  up  the  loins  of  my  mind"  and 
opened  correspondence  with  the  United  States  Consul  in  Paris;  and  was  soon 
encouraged  by  a  tentative  promise  of  assistance  and  the  assurance  that  it 
would  afford  the  Consul  pleasure  to  render  any  help  toward  the  attainment 
of  my  object.  This  was,  however,  the  last  word  from  that  source  and  I  once 
more  "unstrung  my  bow."  Waiting  for  the  stimulation  of  my  courage  I  placed 
another  well-feathered  arrow  upon  my  bowstring  and  transferring  my  aim, 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  librarian  of  the  New  York  City  Library  who  informed 
me  that  after  approaching  the  subject  of  my  inquiry  from  several  standpoints 
they  had  discovered  a  succinct  account  of  the  career  of  the  distinguished  Count 
published  in  the  French  language  that  could  be  copied  for  the  modest  sum  of 
$36.00.  No  allusion  was  made  concerning  the  portrait  and  as  I  already  had 
a  very  comprehensive  biographical  sketch  of  the  General,  I  declined  to  make 
payment  of  the  amount  suggested. 

As  a  last  resort  I  enclosed  this  New  York  letter  and  addressed  it  to  Mr. 
Frank  H.  Chase  of  the  Boston  City  Library  and  asked  him  to  inform  me  if 
the  book  containing  the  extensive  account  of  Count  Soule's  career  was  within 
the  alcoves  of  this  New  England  institution  in  which  he  has  been  employed  as 
reference  librarian  for  several  years ;  and  to  my  inexpressible  pleasure  received 
the  statement  that  the  volume  was  reposing  upon  their  shelves,  and,  better  still, 
that  he  had  discovered  a  fine  engraved  portrait  of  the  distinguished  officer 
within  a  French  book  in  the  library.  Thus,  through  the  kindness  and  assistance 
of  the  ever-obliging  gentleman,  I  have  found  the  object  of  my  long  search 
nearer  home  than  I  had  ever  anticipated.  A  fine  reproduction  of  this  rare 
portrait  appears  in  conjunction  with  the  sketch  of  his  life  within  this  family 
history. 

I  have  thus  given  the  account  of  my  adventures  when  searching  for  these 
portraits  to  enlighten  those  persons  who,  being  inexperienced  in  this  class  of 
research,  have  been  impatient  and  inclined  to  criticise  the  author  because  he 
did  not  produce  this  work  during  some  pleasant  honeymoon  vacation,  hoping 
that  my  description  might  prove  an  antidote  for  any  such  predisposition. 

While  treating  of  portraiture  I  may  add  that  that  of  Hon.  Pierre  Soule, 
published  in  this  work,  was  kindly  copied  from  a  large  one  loaned  by  the  family 
of  Col.  George  Soule  of  New  Orleans  and  was  pronounced  "an  excellent 
likeness." 

The  copy  from  a  steel  engraving  of  Bishop  Joshua  Soule  of  the  Methodist 
Church  South,  was  from  an  original  published  many  years  ago  in  the  volumes  of 
the  Maine  State  Historical  Society  and  represents  him  with  a  much  less  stern 
expression  than  those  copied  from  the  portrait  painted  in  oil  while  visiting 
England  several  years  ago. 
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The  somewhat  quaint  portrait  represented  in  the  peculiar  costume  of  his 
time  is  the  likeness  copied  many  years  ago  of  a  wealthy  Baltic  merchant  who, 
with  several  generations  of  his  family,  was  engaged  in  navigation  on  the 
northern  seas.  This  was  furnished  by  his  grandson,  the  recently  deceased 
Richard  Harrison  Solly,  a  resident  of  Bournemouth,  England,  formerly  a 
professor  of  chemistry  in  an  English  college  but  was  retired  and  has  supplied 
much  interesting  information  for  this  work;  as  well  as  his  own  portrait,  taken 
expressly  for  this  publication.

After  my  travels  in  the  Scandinavian  lands  and  viewing  the  antiquities 
preserved  therein  representing  the  early  history  of  this  versatile  race  inhabiting 
the  northern  part  of  Europe,  I  became  so  enamored  of  the  country  and  its 
people  that  I  employed  a  distinguished  Swedish  artist  to  paint  in  water-colors, 
several  typical  views  for  my  own  home  where  the  originals,  enframed,  are 
hanging  upon  the  walls  today.  Three  of  these  I  caused  to  be  copied  as  im- 
pressive illustrations  of  the  lives  of  the  remote  ancestors  of  the  Norman  Soules. 
That  representing  the  "Viking  Hall"  was  suggested  by  me  and  a  rough 
drawing  forwarded  to  C.  I.  Ostrand,  the  artist  in  Boroas,  Sweden.  He  assured 
me  that  the  subject  was  original  and  new  to  him.  He  elaborated  my  sketch, 
making  several  suggestions  for  some  alterations,  and  sent  me  his  improved 
drawing.  This  subject  was  painted  in  oil,  quite  large,  and  sold  for  a  handsome 
price  after  being  framed.  At  the  time  of  contracting  with  Mr.  Ostrand  for 
these  views  I  had  not  been  employed  in  research  for  the  Soule  Genealogy,  and 
when  I  saw,  later,  how  appropriate  copies  of  these  views  would  be  for  illustrating 
some  descriptive  paragraphs  written  for  this  work,  I  determined  to  have  the 
three,  "A  Viking  Hall,"  "A  Viking  Monument"  and  "Viking  Ship  under  Full 
Sail,"  reproduced  for  that  purpose. 

The  picture  of  "A  Viking  Hall,"  original  with  me,  represents  within  its 
timbered  walls  an  old  scarred  Viking,  or  more  properly,  a  venerable  "sea-king," 
entertaining  another  of  his  class  at  a  feast  upon  a  whole  roast  pig,  and  his 
daughter  bringing  in  the  dessert  of  cherries.  While  thus  seated  at  the  table 
the  Scald  stands  reciting  the  Sagas  descriptive  of  the  valor  of  their  ancestors. 
Beyond,  in  the  distance,  seated  in  waiting,  is  a  man-servant,  and  near  a  maid- 
servant weaving  on  an  ancient  Norse  loom.  In  the  foreground  may  be  seen 
the  "high-seat"  or  primitive  "throne"  lighted  by  torches,  while  the  smoke  is 
floating  through  the  hall.  This  painting  was  historically  correct  and  the 
original  has  a  high  value  attached  to  it. 
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HERE  are  several  reasons  why  a  literary  work  of  this  class  is  much 
more  expensive  than  many  others;  the  cost  of  compilation  and 
publication  heavier  in  proportion  to  its  income.  It  requires  much 
more  time  and  cost  for  the  materials  incorporated  within  its  pages. 
The  general  expenses  are  more  than  doubled  during  the  last  ten  years.  Mate- 
rials and  labor  are  now  at  Alpine  heights.  The  best  paper  stock  purchased  for 
four  cents  per  pound  ten  years  ago  now  costs  nine-and-a-half  cents  per  pound. 
Stock  for  book-binding  has  trebled.  Embossing  and  gold-stamping  has  been 
doubled.  Expenses  for  travel  and  shipping  have  nearly  become  prohibitive. 
For  railway  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  prices  have  mounted  to  crushing 
altitudes.  The  curses  of  the  tipping  system  have  become  almost  general  and 
impose  an  unreasonable  and  unjustifiable  burden  upon  the  public.  Engraving 
of  dies  for  stamping  of  titles  and  heraldic  pictures  have  been  three  times  as 
expensive  as  formerly. 

With  the  above-mentioned  items  the  compilation  of  this  historical  and 
genealogical  work  has  been  a  stupendous  undertaking  and  could  have  been 
accomplished  only  through  liberal  donations  from  the  families  involved,  and 
some  have  possessed  the  good  judgment  and  generosity  to  meet  the  situation 
with  benevolent  action,  while  many  with  equal  financial  ability,  probably,  have 
maintained  a  rigid  indifference  to  the  author's  appeals  and  have  not  contributed 
a  dime  toward  the  enterprise.  Some  have  had  so  little  interest  in  the  venture 
that  they  have  not  even  subscribed  for  copies  of  the  books.  The  contributions 
of  two  branches  of  the  Soule  families  have  reached  more  than  the  thousand 
figures;  only  eight  persons  have  pledged  but  one  hundred  dollars  each  to 
sustain  the  cost  of  publication.  Many,  however,  have  advanced  their  sub- 
scriptions to  assist  the  publisher;  an  action  much  appreciated. 

For  four  years  employed  by  George  Soule,  head  of  the  Soule  Literary 
Institute  in  New  Orleans,  the  expenses  of  the  research  were  supported  prin- 
cipally by  that  noble-hearted  gentleman.  This  was  followed  by  a  lapse  of 
financial  support  and,  consequently,  of  work.  Since  the  resumption  of  the 
investigation  and  compilation,  the  Soules,  well-known  merchants,  of  Syracuse, 
N.  Y.,  have  come  to  the  "rescue"  and  have  with  great  encouragement  in  cor- 
respondence and  liberal  financial  contributions  helped  forward  the  work;  in- 
deed, without  this  benefaction  the  undertaking  would  have  been  abortive  long 
ago. 

In  the  completion  of  his  task  the  author  had  no  inclination  to  issue  the 
result  of  his  sacrificial  labor  in  a  rough-shod  fashion  that  would  have  been 
offensive  to  the  eye  and  repulsive  to  the  readers.  This  genealogical  offspring 
was  thought  worthy  of  being  well  and  tastefully  dressed;  especially  while 
appearing  in  public  bearing  the  author's  own  name.  He  has,  therefore,  insisted 
upon  having  the  very  best  materials  and  workmanship;  the  best  leather  and 
cloth  for  the  bindings,  and  the  best  skill  employed  in  making  the  illustrations 
and  dies  for  stamping  the  cases.  In  place  of  some  cheap  material  as  a  substitute 
for  stamping  the  ornaments  such  as  coats-of-arms  and  shelf-titles  he  has  re- 
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quired  pure  gold-leaf  that  would  not  be  defaced  by  tarnishing  and  handling. 
The  most  up-to-date  machinery  and  modern  workmanship  have  been  requisi- 
tioned for  the  binding.  No  second  quality  materials  have  been  purchased. 
Thus  formulated  and  finished  no  one  may  be  ashamed  to  expose  these  volumes 
upon  their  parlor  tables  or  the  shelves  of  their  cabinets,  nor  to  show  them  to 
their  visitors 

With  feelings  of  extreme  hesitancy  and  modesty  I  must  now  make  a  con- 
fidant of  the  hundreds  with  whom  I  have  been  in  correspondence  and  place  my 
personal  situation  squarely  before  them.  There  have  been  periods  during  my 
researches  when  there  were  no  contributions  in  my  hands  and,  as  said  by  the 
Dutch  miller,  "Sometimes  when  da  water  was  low  and  da  wheel  turn  slow," 
I  have  expended  my  own  funds  to  keep  the  work  of  research  from  a  relapse. 
This  has  been  continued  during  the  last  seven  years  till  my  accounting  shows 
more  than  six  hundred  dollars  in  cash  besides  payment  for  my  labor  invested 
in  this  Family  Memorial.  For  seven  years  of  continual  application  to  this 
enterprise  I  have  received  but  two  hundred  dollars.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  travel  and  visit  the  great  libraries  in  our  New  England  cities,  and  I  have 
paid  my  car  fares  and  hotel  expenses.  Postage  to  the  approximate  amount  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  expressage,  also  numerous  expenses  for  incidentals,  have 
been  paid  from  my  own  pocket.  Charges  for  searching  records  in  foreign 
repositories  were  heavy.  For  consulting  documents  in  the  British  Museum, 
in  the  Herald  College,  the  Naval  College  at  Greenwich,  the  Colleges  and  Church 
Registers  the  expenses  were  not  inconsiderable.  Photographs  of  monuments 
and  ancient  family  seats  were  obtained  at  quite  heavy  expense. 

Searching  and  making  copies  in  the  numerous  surrogate  and  probate  offices 
and  registry  of  deeds  have  been  quite  expensive.  Copies  and  abstracts  made 
from  books  in  the  city  and  college  libraries  were  very  necessary,  and  paid  for. 
A  copy  made  from  a  Soule  record  found  in  an  old  family  Bible  cost  me  $15.00. 
Photographic  copies  made  from  books  found  in  the  American  libraries  were 
expensive. 

While  nearly  all  of  the  family  portraits  were  subscribed  and  paid  for  by 
individuals,  many  supplied  from  foreign  sources  were  paid  for  from  general 
donations.

To  secure  more  pliability  in  the  backs  and  obviate  the  danger  of  breakage 
in  the  sewing,  the  illustrating  plates  in  these  books  have  been  more  widely 
distributed  than  they  would  have  been,  but  where  these  would  have  been 
associated  in  clusters  their  printed  titles  will  enable  the  readers  to  identify 
each  without  difficulty. 


The  two  volumes  of  this  genealogy  contain  the  names  of  more  than  twenty 
thousand  persons  and  the  large  majority  of  these  were  the  descendants  of 
George  Soule  who  came  from  England  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  Verily,  it 
seems  patent  to  all  considerate  persons  that  the  family  patriarch  and  his 
descendants  performed  their  full  share  in  replenishing  and  populating  the 
earth;  and  this  inheritance  has  comprised  families  of  real  moral  and  intellectual 
worth  whose  lives  have  contributed  nobly  to  the  upbuilding  and  prosperity 
of  the  American  nation. 


%  Worit  to  Pg  €xitus. 

[T  has  often  been  remarked  that  a  genealogical  or  other  statistical  work 
was  more  liable  to  contain  errors  than  any  other,  not  only  because 
of  many  problematical  names  occurring  in  original  sources  of 
information  but  from  the  uncertain  character  of  the  handwriting 
of  correspondents.  Those  persons  familiar  with  early  and  ancient  documents 
will  appreciate  what  I  have  to  make  record  of  in  this  published  statement. 
Some  of  the  early  scribes  and  justices  were  experts  with  the  old-fashioned 
"quill-pen"  and  examples  of  their  chirography  invite  attention  to  characters 
as  gracefully  formulated  and  legible  as  the  most  skilful  specimens  of  the 
engraver's  art.  The  author  has  examined  the  public  records  in  many  of  the 
offices  of  probate,  surrogate  and  deeds  and  has  seen  the  product  of  the  early 
clerks  who  had  the  custody  of  them;  and  recalls  instances  in  which  the  pen- 
manship was  most  beautifully  executed,  every  letter  formed  as  distinctly  and 
with  as  much  uniformity  as  a  human  hand,  particularly  trained,  could  have  left 
them;  and  having  been  taught  to  write  with  such  primitive  instruments,  him- 
self, was  filled  not  only  with  amazing  delight  but  with  wonder  as  well,  at  the 
skill  exhibited  by  the  scribes  as  they  wielded  such  a  refractory  and  deviating 
stylus.  As  these  lines  were  written  he  remembers  the  old  pedagogues  of  the 
school-room  when  dressing  the  pens  of  their  pupils  with  their  knives  sharpened 
for  that  express  purpose.  Placing  themselves  in  the  best  positions  to  take 
advantage  of  light  as  it  filtered  through  the  green  German  "seven-by-nine" 
glass  of  the  windows  and  with  one  eye  closed  and  the  opposite  eyebrow  elevated 
and  arched,  how  carefully  and  with  great  dexterity  did  he  pare  away  the  horn- 
like substance;  and  when  the  supreme  moment  came  and  the  point  of  the  quill 
was  to  be  split  lest  the  points  were  left  uneven  and  the  whole  spoiled,  the 
spectators  fairly  held  their  breath.  And  how  these  quill-pens  would  whistle 
as  they  were  guided  over  the  paper!  However,  these  early  scribes  had  become 
familiar  with  all  of  the  cunning  habits  of  such  implements  and  had  learned  to 
frustrate  them  and  produce  the  most  beautiful  samples  of  penmanship  for  their 
successors  to  read. 

In  counter-distinction  to  the  foregoing  description  the  searcher  of  today 
encounters  samples  and  handwriting  which  challenges  his  skill  and  wearies  his 
brain  and  eyesight.  To  employ  the  common  figures  and  call  the  written 
characters  "pothooks  and  trammels"  is  merciful  treatment;  "spears  and 
pruning-hooks"  would  be  more  graphic.  The  angular  hieroglyphics  stamped 
in  brick  tablets  found  in  Assyrian  libraries,  are  readable  in  comparison.  Not 
only  the  characters  that  were  nearly  indecipherable  but  much  of  the  ink  used 
quickly  faded  and  did  not  preserve  the  writing.  Samples  of  the  fluid  used  by 
the  early  scribes  was,  however,  of  excellent  quality  and  has  remained  clearly 
distinct  for  two  or  three  centuries.  The  author  of  this  work  recalls  instances 
in  which  he  has  spent  hours  over  some  old  page  of  English-made  paper  and 
the  faint  characters  written  thereon,  trying  to  decipher  the  language  employed 
by  the  early  clerks,  and  was  obliged  to  leave  them  in  considerable  doubt  and 
perplexity.     The  instances  recalled  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  were  not  all 
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encountered  during  his  many  years  of  handling  old  documents;  there  are, 
today,  with  all  of  the  advantages  of  steel  pens,  gold  pens  and  fountain  pens, 
examples  of  writing  equally  impregnable  to  the  searcher  and  correspondent. 
Farmers  and  seamen  with  hands  cramped  by  hard  work  may  be  excused  if  their 
chirography  appears  irregular  and  wandering,  and  with  such  the  author,  as 
elsewhere  intimated,  has  cultivated  consummate  patience;  but  to  excuse  per- 
sons in  their  prime  and  having  all  the  advantages  for  education  and  commercial 
training  for  being  satisfied  with  such  bungling  and  repulsive  characters  as  they 
endorse  with  their  subjoined  signatures,  seems  unpardonable.  It  is  a  fact  well 
known  to  searchers  that  many  of  the  best  scholars  are  very  careless  about  their 
writing  and  such  should  form  their  apologies  when  asking  their  correspondents 
to  "excuse  poor  penmanship." 

Resuming  what  we  began  to  explain,  we  repeat  that  depending  upon  such 
uncertain  writing,  errors  will  remain  undiscovered  until  the  published  work 
falls  into  the  hands  of  persons  who  are  familiar  with  the  facts,  and  then  looking 
over  their  right  shoulder  and  with  one  eye  closed  as  they  gaze  upon  the  horizon, 
they  will  say,  "What  a  careless  historian!"

HIS  record  of  my  personal  experience  may  seem  egotistical  and  quite 
unnecessary,  but  to  satisfy  the  curiosity  of  many  of  my  intelligent 
and  well-meaning  correspondents  I  have  tried  to  overcome  my  per- 
sonal reluctance  and  suppress  my  natural  pride  to  reveal,  briefly, 
a  few  incidents  in  my  personal  experience;  touching  lightly  upon  such  events 
between  my  childhood  and  venerable  years  as  might  prove  entertaining  for  a 
few  moments,  even,  to  those  who  have  never  seen  me  and  with  whom  I  have 
had  only  a  casual  acquaintance  through  correspondence. 

From  the  fact  of  my  being  personally  employed  in  collecting  data  for  a 
history  and  genealogy  of  the  Soule-Sowle  family  I  have  subjected  myself  to  a 
continuous  and  persistent  inquisition  and  some  of  the  interrogative  expressions 
found  in  the  letters  written  for  my  reading,  bordered  upon  the  fringes  of  the 
impertinent.  Was  my  mother  maiden-named  Soule?  Had  I  married  a  lady 
named  Soule?  How  was  I  descended  from  or  connected  with  this  great  and 
honorable  family,  anyway?  Replying  to  such  very  natural  inquiries  I  must 
report  that  I  am  not  aware  of  the  most  remote  family  connection  with  this 
house.  My  only  relationship  with  them  has  been  literary,  as  an  employee 
through  an  extensive  and,  in  the  main,  delightfully  pleasant  correspondence; 
and  through  this  medium  alone,  I  have  made  many  warm  friends  who,  as 
they  ruminate  through  this  book,  may  continue  to  regard  me  as  a  person 
worthy,  in  some  respects,  of  their  loyalty,  and  think  of  me  kindly. 

Descended  from  a  Norwegian  ancestry  and  inheriting  the  mental  inclina- 
tions of  that  people,  I  was  born  on  the  terraced  banks  of  the  Saco  River  in 
Hollis,  York  County,  Maine,  July  1,  1841,  just  in  season  for  the  celebration  of 
the  following  "Independence  Day."  My  father  was  a  stalwart  yeoman  of 
uncompromising  moral  principles  and  my  mother  a  woman  richly  endowed 
with  intellectual  faculties  and  refined  tastes  and  an  admiration  for  all  that  was 
beautiful  in  Nature  and  Art.  She  was  a  lady  of  the  most  lovely  Christian 
character  and  attractive  personality  whose  influence  over  her  children  was 
immortal;  and  to  her  spirit  and  daily  example  I  owe  the  best  qualities  of  my 
being.  While  my  high-minded  father  was  determined  to  make  me  a  trailer 
of  the  plowshares  and  a  handler  of  agricultural  implements  for  my  livelihood, 
there  was  something  inherent  within  my  soul  that  conjured  visions  of  broader 
horizons  and  more  extensive  fields  of  research  and  caused  me  to  become  equally 
determined  to  break  away  from  the  restraints  of  farm  life  and  see  something 
of  the  world  in  which  divine  Providence  had  placed  me.  My  mother,  with 
keen  discernment,  discovered  something  in  my  mental-  inheritance  seeking  for 
development  that  was  worthy  of  encouragement  and  gave  me  her  sympathy. 
I  was  quite  unlike  my  brothers;  neither  of  them  gave  evidence  of  the  same 
aspirations;  they  were  of  mechanical  inclinations  and  became  competent 
master- workmen;  one,  a  successful  clergyman. 

While  confined  to  the  restrictions  and  drudgery  of  the  farm  during  the 
summer  months,  I  was  not  deprived  entirely  of  the  companionship  of  features 
of  the  natural  world  to  which  I  was  so  attached  and  revelled  in  my  observations 
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of  the  opulent  floral  beauty  displayed  around  me.  I  feasted  my  eyes  upon 
the  loveliness  of  the  purpling  billows  of  clover,  sparkling  daisies  and  nodding 
lilies  that  formed  such  a  rich  coverlet  for  the  fields,  and  listened  with  enraptured 
spirit  to  the  songs  of  the  feathered  vocalists  as  they  poured  these  down  through 
the  luxuriant  foliage  of  the  roof-tree  that  shaded  the  broad  gables  of  the  old 
farm-house. 

I  became  familiar  with  the  habits  of  all  the  wild  animals  that  frequented 
the  neighboring  forests  and  recognized  the  voices  of  the  birds  that  found  their 
homes  around  the  farm.  From  the  clarion  mandate  of  the  wild  gander  leading 
his  crescent-formed  phalanx  across  the  vaulted  heavens  to  the  chattering 
laughter  of  the  loon  upon  the  distant  lake,  there  was  no  inharmony  and  all  of 
these  sounds  sent  forth  upon  the  vibrant  night  air  were  melodious  and  charming. 
I  captured  and  tamed  all  of  the  small  wild  creatures  and  some  of  them  would 
respond  to  my  whistling  as  promptly  as  the  old  house-dog. 

Attending  the  district  school  in  winter,  I  acquired  some  rudiments  of  edu- 
cation such  as  were  taught  by  the  muddy-brained  old  pedagogues  who  presided; 
and  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  was  self-graduated  to  escape  the  tyrannical  treatment 
of  such  teachers  as  were  too  obstruse  to  discover  within  my  mental  structure 
anything  more  entertaining  than  the  drudgery  of  poring  over  the  dull  text- 
books upon  my  desk.  Such  bush-headed  wielders  of  the  cudgel  pronounced 
me  incapable  of  learning  anything  of  practical  use  in  life,  and  I  gratified  my 
retaliating  temperament,  afterwards,  by  criticisms  of  their  illiteracy  in  faulty 
spelling.  I  was  not  without  an  appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  education 
and  the  proper  cultivation  of  the  intellectual  faculties  and,  later,  became  self- 
taught  through  borrowed  and  purchased  books  by  hard  study  at  night  and 
stored  some  of  the  fundamentals  that  fitted  me  to  tackle  the  problems  of  active 
life.  Some  thin  veneer  has  been  superimposed  in  subsequent  years  by  the 
insatiate  reading  of  the  best  authors. 

Gratifying  my  rude  artistic  inclinations  I  frequently  anticipated  the  opening 
of  the  school  and  the  coming  of  the  teacher  (my  uncle)  by  climbing  through 
the  windows  and  drawing  his  portrait  in  the  most  grotesque  forms  upon  the 
blackboard;  this,  when  discovered,  resulted  in  an  application  of  the  "birch," 
but  that  did  not  detract  from  the  pleasure  I  had  derived  from  the  embarrass- 
ment and  discomposure  experienced  by  the  humiliated  pedagogue. 

Frequently  asked  how  early  in  life  I  began  to  write  chronicles,  I  have 
replied,  "  I  cannot  remember."  Born  with  an  inquisitive  inclination  and  living 
in  the  home  of  my  venerable  paternal  grandfather,  I  made  him  the  responsible 
agent  and  authority  for  my  earliest  descriptive  articles.  From  such  fragments 
of  paper  as  my  mother  found  she  sewed  together  a  small  blank-book  upon 
which  I  recorded  in  quaint  parlance  such  traditions  as  I  could  abstract  by 
persistent  inquisitions  from  the  memory  of  the  family  patriarch;  and  these 
requisitions  became  so  annoying  by  frequent  enforcement  and  endless  persist- 
ency, that  to  escape  from  this  imposition  he  would  spring  from  his  great  chair 
and  leave  the  room.  These  early  small  blank-books  were  written  in  simple 
and  sometimes  very  quaint  descriptive  language,  and  I  sometimes  smile  behind 
my  ears  when  I  unearth  samples  from  the  "ancient  lore"  stored  away  many 
years  ago.  The  passion  for  descriptive  prose-writing  was  inherent  and  time 
has  not  eradicated  it.     Many  of  my  articles  published  in  magazines  were 
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fabricated  from  realistic  dreams  and  some  of  my  most  graphic  descriptive 
paragraphs  were  formulated  when  others  were  being  refreshed  by  balmy  sleep. 
Since  acquiring  more  facility  for  composition  I  have  experienced  my  greatest 
pleasure  in  collecting  particulars  and  weaving  them  into  literary  form.  Indeed, 
I  have  revelled  in  handling  the  opulent  English  language,  and  at  the  venerable 
age  attained  (85  years)  I  frequently  rise  from  my  bed  to  jot  down  and  preserve 
some  wakeful  train  of  thought. 

Having  served  two  strenuous  terms  of  service  during  the  Civil  War,  I  en- 
gaged in  a  mechanical  business  in  my  native  town  and  while  thus  employed 
was  called  to  see  my  most  precious  friend  pass  from  the  earth  by  an  accident, 
and  promised  her  when  receiving  her  last  admonition  that  I  would  become  a 
disciple  of  her  divine  Savior;  and  within  a  year  after  her  death  sold  my  tools, 
folded  my  apron,  and  without  human  license  or  the  sanction  of  any  conference, 
presbytery  or  hierarchy  went  forth  into  the  great  world  to  promulgate  the 
story  of  a  Redeemer's  compassion  among  my  fellow-men,  and  for  fifty  years 
labored  as  an  evangelist  and  pastor  to  advance  the  cause  of  God  in  the  gathering 
of  souls  into  the  Christian  church;  while  my  success  or  failure  has  been  justly 
recorded  in  God's  Book  of  Remembrance,  and  that  will  be  sufficient.  Finding 
that  many  of  the  modern  churches  required  young  ministers,  I  declined  several 
calls  to  prosperous  pastorates  and  have  since  devoted  nearly  all  of  my  time 
to  the  class  of  literary  work  for  which  I  had  long  been  very  fond.  Since  this 
change  of  employment  I  have,  however,  supplied  for  eight  denominations 
without  any  theological  disputes  and  among  them  made  many  very  devoted 
friends. 

In  addition  to  seven  large  volumes  to  my  credit  I  have  published  articles 
in  more  than  a  hundred  magazines  and  newspapers,  and  have  without  solici- 
tation been  elected  to  several  historical,  antiquarian  and  genealogical  societies, 
American  and  European.  On  these  subjects  I  was  enthusiastic  and  have 
experienced  exquisite  pleasure  in  their  pursuit.  I  am  now  approaching  the 
termination  of  my  earthly  pilgrimage,  feeling  that  the  most  satisfying  reward 
for  labors  performed  is  the  consciousness  of  having,  in  even  the  smallest  degree, 
been  helpful  to  others.  Trying  to  subdue  and  overcome  all  of  the  disagreeable 
inclinations  of  my  mortal  existence,  I  shall  close  my  career  with  charity  for  all 
and  hatred  toward  none. 

After  the  wearisome  task  of  compiling  and  editing  a  large  volume,  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  spending  a  summer  of  travel  in  Europe.  Here  I  am  tempted 
to  swerve  from  the  line  of  my  discourse  to  make  record  of  an  incident  that 
shows  an  experience  in  my  early  life  on  the  homestead.  Praying  for  three- 
days  storms  that  would  afford  me  the  pleasure  of  resorting  to  an  open  chamber 
to  spend  the  time  in  reading  when  my  father  needed  sunshine  to  cure  his  hay, 
I  passed  many  a  pleasant  hour  in  delving  in  a  parcel  of  out-of-date  Boston 
Cultivators  which  supplied  very  rich  feeding-ground  for  my  hungry  mind. 
While  thus  engaged  the  pattering  rain  upon  the  responsive  shingles  lulled  me 
off  to  sleep.  I  had  been  reading  a  very  graphic  and  picturesque  account 
written  by  Washington  Irving  concerning  his  visit  to  Westminster  Abbey 
and  was  charmed  with  his  description  of  the  "miracle  of  stone"  in  the  roof 
and  the  angelic  appearance  of  the  "choir-boys"  as  they  came  marching  down 
the  aisle;  and  of  these  I  was  furnished  with  the  materials  of  a  very  realistic 
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dream.  I  certainly  thought  I  was  there  myself  witnessing  first-hand  the  very 
scenes  of  which  I  had  been  reading.  I  was  in  ecstacy  over  the  wonderful 
revelation  and  was  drifting  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  scenery  when  I  was 
suddenly  interrupted  by  my  father  at  the  stair-foot  announcing  dinner  ready. 
Thinking  I  could  awaken  something  of  the  same  enthusiasm  in  my  father  while 
my  mind  was  fresh  with  the  dews  from  my  dream,  as  my  mother  was  pouring 
the  coffee  I  launched  into  a  description  of  the  scenery  I  had  just  witnessed, 
and  .shall  never  forget  his  disdainful  expression  and  gestures  as  he  warned  me 
not  to  flatter  myself  that  I  should  ever  gratify  my  fancy  by  witnessing  such 
scenes  as  I  had  made  an  attempt  to  describe.  However,  like  a  "Jack-in-the- 
box"  this  rebuke  only  stimulated  my  curiosity  and  aroused  within  my  soul  a 
firmer  determination  to  master  every  opposition  and  to  personally  feast  my 
eyes  and  soul  upon  those  very  objects  which  my  father  had  no  desire  to  see; 
and  when,  a  few  years  later,  I  stood  within  the  stately  walls  of  the  ancient 
Abbey  and  saw  before  me  what  Washington  Irving  had  made  an  attempt  to 
describe,  and  listened  to  the  mighty  organ  and  the  voices  of  the  choir,  it  seemed 
more  of  a  dream  than  that  which  I  had  when  sleeping  in  the  chamber  of  the 
rustic  old  farm-house  in  my  native  state. 

The  foregoing  brief  account  of  an  early  experience,  indicates  something  of 
the  discouraging  influences  encountered  by  the  boy  or  girl  who  has  found  them- 
selves possessed  with  a  soul-longing  for  the  most  beautiful  possibilities  of  human 
life,  even  emanating  from  those  in  their  own  homes;  and  the  personal  struggles 
necessary  to  surmount  such  obstacles  without  being  accused  of  being  dreamers 
and  illusionists.  Against  all  phases  of  these  suspicions  and  delusions  I  was 
compelled  to  wrestle  in  my  early  life  and  only  by  heroic  endeavor  and  an 
independent  temperament  was  I  enabled  to  surmount  such  oppositions  and 
make  any  progress  in  attaining  the  higher  and  richer  aspirations  of  my  soul. 

Inspired  by  what  seemed  to  me  a  worthy  ambition  and  induced  forward 
by  a  fair  store  of  self-confidence,  I  struggled  onward  and  have  accomplished 
something  of  the  wished-for  results  and  have  experienced  much  of  the  pleasure 
arising  from  the  gratification  of  my  tastes  for  the  achievements  of  success  in 
literature  and  art.  The  opportunities  afforded  me  while  in  Europe  were  rich 
in  advantages  for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  a  thousand  historic  subjects  and 
my  visitation  of  the  great  institutions,  of  exhibitions  of  art  in  paintings  and 
sculpture,  afforded  me  a  very  unusual  pleasure.  My  introduction  to  distin- 
guished persons  engaged  in  literary  pursuits  and  holding  positions  in  official 
life  were  replete  with  entertaining  influences  and  stimulating  to  my  eager 
desires.  My  entertainment  at  their  homes  was  delightful  beyond  description 
and  left  pictures  upon  my  memory  that  will  never  be  effaced.  All  of  such  con- 
tact and  personal  acquaintance  are  to  the  receptive  mind  of  an  expanding 
character  and  invest  the  appreciative  person  with  a  richer  legacy  of  useful  and 
ever-after  entertaining  knowledge  upon  which  he  may  refresh  his  memory  and 
feast  his  intellectual  aspirations. 

In  drawing  this  thesis  to  a  close  I  wish  to  convey  my  thanks  to  my  numerous 
correspondents  for  their  many  words  of  encouragement  and  good  cheer  as  well 
as  for  their  financial  assistance  rendered  when  the  pockets  of  my  personal  bank 
were  exhausted.     It  is  with  the  hope  that  these  may  find  some  satisfactory 
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reward  for  their  confidence  in  a  stranger  and  their  patient  waiting  in  the 
perusal  of  the  work  he  is  now  committing  to  their  custody. 

In  closing  the  preliminary  sections  of  this  work,  it  may  be  prudent  to 
announce,  right  here,  that  when  I  have  composed  the  last  paragraph  and 
written  the  last  word  in  this  book,  my  task  will  be  ended.  The  author  has 
advanced  too  far  on  the  journey  of  life  and  is  too  weary  and  weak  from  the 
burden  of  years,  to  reply  to  any  criticisms  of  his  work.  Without  any  inclination 
to  display  the  "white  feather"  he  has  reached  a  period  of  existence  when,  in 
justice  to  himself,  he  must  not  assume  any  more  responsibility  for  errors  that 
may  have  escaped  his  observation  and  crept  into  its  pages.  Criticism  and 
complaining  will  avail  nothing,  and  before  those  who  feel  inclined  to  find  fault 
can  gratify  themselves,  the  author  will  have  stepped  from  the  apex  of  the 
peninsula  of  life  and  launched  away  upon  the  unexplored  sea  that  borders  the 
shores  of  the  eternal  spheres.  He  has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  he  has 
with  faithful  intentions  and  conscientious  aspirations,  performed  his  task,  and 
with  his  limited  means  could  have  accomplished  no  more  than  here  appears. 
He  may,  however,  indulge  in  the  hope  that  some  successor,  during  the  coming 
years,  can  use  what  he  has  produced  as  the  basis  of  a  more  exhaustive  and 
accurate  work.  There  are  doubtless  some  old  family  records  that  may  be 
unearthed  to  supplement  what  has  already  been  compiled. 

My  caution  may  be  discovered  by  a  careful  reading  of  the  title  page  of  this 
book.  I  have  announced  to  my  readers  that  this  was  only  a  "contribution" 
to  the  history  of  the  families  under  notice.  I  have  made  no  claim  to  perfection 
or  a  close  approach  to  exhaustive  treatment. 
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[AVING  been  so  closely  identified  with  this  literary  undertaking  for 
more  than  ten  years,  devoting  his  time  almost  exclusively  to  the 
research  and  compilation,  the  author  feels  justified  in  giving  the 
numerous  families  who  bear  the  name  in  its  various  forms  of  orthog- 
raphy, as  well  as  those  who  are  collaterally  connected,  and  with  whom  he  has 
enjoyed  much  pleasant  correspondence,  a  general  account  of  his  experience 
during  the  progress  of  his  investigation,  with  as  nearly  an  unbiased  mind  as 
may  be  consonant  with  the  conditions;  and  in  this  explanation  he  will  avoid 
as  much  as  possible  the  use  of  the  personal  pronoun  singular. 

While  employed  as  a  correspondent  of  a  local  weekly  newspaper  with 
a  financial  remuneration  that  was  quite  satisfactory,  the  author  was  approached 
by  Mr.  James  B.  Soule  of  Portland,  and  his  services  solicited  for  the  collection 
of  the  general  history  and  statistics  of  the  families  descended  from  George 
Soule,  the  Mayflower  pilgrim.  This,  then,  was  the  inception  of  the  continued 
project  which  was  at  first  conducted  in  a  very  unsystematic  way;  afterwards, 
along  lines  more  methodical  and  successful.  While  employed  by  this  gentle- 
man the  compiler  had  occasion  to  communicate  with  Professor  Soule,  head 
of  the  "Soule  Literary  Institute,"  of  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  he  instantly 
manifested  a  deep  interest  in  the  attempt.  Mr.  Soule  had  but  recently  em- 
ployed an  experienced  genealogist,  Philip  DeLutz,  to  search  for  proof  of  his 
descent  from  George  Soule,  the  Mayflower  pilgrim  who  came  across  seas  in 
1620  and  settled  in  Plymouth,  Mass.  This  investigation  had  proceeded  but 
a  short  time  when  it  was  discontinued  through  the  death  of  the  searcher,  and 
the  notes  assembled  by  him  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  his  employer.  By  an 
arrangement  with  Professor  Soule  these  documents  were  forwarded  to  the 
compiler  with  instructions  to  prosecute  the  search  that  had  been  so  suddenly 
suspended;  and  for  nearly  four  years  after  this  engagement  the  work  was 
continued  without  interruption,  the  expenses  being  paid  by  the  projector  of 
the  plan.  After  this  protracted  investigation  it  became  evident  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  research  would  not  only  involve  a  heavy  cash  expense,  but  re- 
quire an  almost  interminable  and  discriminating  examination  of  hundreds  of 
early  records  and  early  documents  in  pursuit  of  the  materials  necessary  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  purpose  under  consideration.  After  carefully  weighing 
the  prospects  and  discouragements  Professor  Soule  was  not  inclined  to  finance 
the  enterprise  any  further  until  others  of  the  family  came  forward  and  pledged 
themselves  to  bear  a  proportional  share  of  the  expenses.  About  this  time  he 
issued  a  circular  letter  addressed  to  the  Soule-Sowle  families-at-large  in  which 
he  concisely  stated  the  situation  and  pledged  himself  and  sons  to  contribute 
another  handsome  sum  and  assume  their  share  of  the  financial  expenses.  This 
appeal  having  received  no  practical  response,  the  whole  plan  proved  abortive 
and  was,  reluctantly,  discontinued. 

At  this  time  the  compiler  had  accumulated  an  enormous  aggregation  of 
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detached  names  and  records  which  were  left  in  an  indigested  condition;  these 
papers  were  carefully  packed  and  stored  away  for  future  (?)  use.  One  visitor 
who  examined  the  collection  advised  the  compiler  to  "burn  the  whole  batch 
for  kindling-wood." 

About  this  time  the  author  was  visited  by  Hon.  Mahlon  M.  Gowdy  of 
Providence,  R.  I.,  who  employed  him  to  undertake  the  collection  and  publica- 
tion of  the  genealogy  of  his  family;  this  intended  as  a  memorial,  or  literary 
monument,  to  his  late  father.  For  four  years  this  work  of  research  was  pursued 
and  the  results  embodied  in  two  handsome  volumes  which  the  writer  edited 
through  the  press  until  the  last  "signature"  was  printed. 

Being  advanced  in  years  and  weary  from  overwork,  he  then  resorted  to 
his  native  town  for  rest  and  recreation,  hoping  that  the  diversion  from  such 
mental  burdens  as  he  had  assumed,  and  contact  with  the  rural  scenery 
familiar  in  his  youth,  might  aid  in  recuperating  exhausted  nervous  forces  and 
bring  back  to  him  some  of  the  vigor  of  other  days.  However,  during  these 
years  of  employment  or  recreation,  his  thoughts  frequently  reverted  to  the 
stored  papers  and  he  wondered  what  their  final  disposition  might  be.  Three  cen- 
turies having  passed  since  the  principal  ancestor  of  the  family,  living  under 
variant  forms  of  the  name,  landed  on  Plymouth  Rock,  a  new  interest  in  the 
history  of  the  family  became  apparent  and  from  several  persons  of  prominence 
and  wealth  inquiries  were  received  couched  in  such  language  as  indicated  their 
willingness  to  assist  in  the  completion  of  the  work.  Among  those  who  man- 
ifested a  stimulated  interest  there  was  a  business  man  in  the  West  who  devel- 
oped a  plan  for  the  completion  and  publication  of  the  work.  For  a  time  the 
project  seemed  feasible,  but  the  assistance  of  the  financial  feature  promised 
by  the  originator  of  the  new  plan  did  not  materialize  and  the  whole  fell  through. 
All  of  these  attempts  to  push  the  investigation  having  proved  futile  and  dis- 
appointing, there  resulted  a  relapse  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  that  were 
necessary  for  the  encouragement  and  successful  advancement  of  the  investiga- 
tion. At  this  stage  of  the  adventure  the  compiler  himself,  to  float  the  under- 
taking and  soothe  his  pride,  had  invested  several  hundred  dollars  on  the  venture 
drawn  from  his  meagre  savings;  something  a  venerable  man  should  not  have 
been  impelled  to  do;  and  for  which  he  has  never  received  any  reimbursement. 

While  dealing  with  the  various  obstacles  that  impede  the  progress  of  the 
genealogical  searcher,  we  shall  not  overlook  those  connected  with  the  Soule 
family  who  seem  to  have  a  mercenary  motive  in  withholding  such  information 
and  record-materials  as  they  possess.  Here  is  a  case  in  point:  A  Mr.  Soule, 
stopping  temporarily  at  a  hotel  in  New  York,  having  seen  one  of  the  compilers' 
inquiries  in  a  local  newspaper,  advised  him  that  his  father,  living  in  Michigan, 
had  an  old  Bible,  on  the  "fly-leaves"  of  which  were  written  down,  the  names 
and  dates  of  births  of  four  generations  of  the  Soule  families  in  Dutchess  County, 
New  York;  "  but,  "  wrote  this  traveling  man,  "  Dad  is  peculiar  and  may  refuse 
to  have  a  copy  of  the  records  made."  However,  this  old  gentleman  was 
approached  on  the  subject  and  absolutely  refused  to  "allow  the  scratch  of 
a  pen"  till  five  hundred  dollars  were  laid  down.  Knowing  these  records,  if 
authentic,  were  very  important  in  connecting  the  early  descendants  of  George 
Soule,  the  Pilgrim,  as  well  as  several  others  of  the  same  name,  and  communicat- 
ing the  facts  to  Professor  Soule  of  New  Orleans,  he  replied,  "We  must  have  a 
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copy  of  these  records,"  accompanied  with  his  check  and  a  suggestion  of  a 
method  of  negotiation.  Following  such  instruction,  a  lawyer  was  commu- 
nicated with  and  employed  to  visit  the  home  of  the  owner  of  the  old  Bible. 
The  result  of  this  visit  was  a  curt  refusal  to  allow  the  legal  gentleman  to  even 
see  the  sacred  volume,  till  twenty-five  dollars  were  in  sight — quite  a  descent 
from  the  five  hundred  at  first  required!  This  interview  was  reported  and  the 
attorney  instructed  to  go  again  and  to  display  before  the  eyes  of  the  old  gent 
a  crisp,  new,  ten-dollar  bank-note  with  the  emphatic  statement  that  he  might 
accept  this  price  for  a  copy  of  the  records  or  nothing.  He  took  the  bill  in  his 
hand,  looked  at  it  wistfully,  and  said:  "  Well,  I  am  a  little  short  of  funds  today 
and  shall  accept  the  offer" — quite  a  fall  from  the  first  price!  The  old,  leather- 
bound  Bible  was  brought  forth  from  its  seclusion  and  the  transcript  neatly 
made.  These  records  had,  at  first,  been  written  down  in  another  Bible  by  a 
family  of  Soules  living  in  the  County  of  Dutchess  and  carried  away  to  Michigan. 
The  original,  having  been  allowed  in  the  hands  of  children,  was  dilapidated,  and 
only  by  an  accident  were  the  contents  saved.  These  family  records  are  now 
assorted  and  arranged  properly  in  this  volume  where,  as  rescued  wanderers, 
they  will  be  permanently  preserved  for  future  generations. 

Such  narrow-mindedness  and  indifference  to  the  interests  of  family  history 
seems  incredible,  but  the  fact  is  frequently  encountered  and  has  to  be  admitted 
as  one  of  the  most  formidable  obstacles  to  successful  investigation  of  genealog- 
ical problems. 

Another  hindrance  to  progress  while  pursuing  his  researches  is  the  prevalent 
existence  of  the  traditional  account  of  some  vast  dowery  to  be  recovered  for 
the  Soule  families  in  America.  This  tradition  appears  dressed  up  in  various 
fashions  of  apparel  but  underneath  it  remains  practically  the  same.  Some- 
times it  is  located  in  England  and  the  proof  necessary  for  its  recovery  by  the 
rightful  heirs  is  lodged  in  the  records  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.  Some  old 
heirloom,  possibly  an  old-time  iron  kettle  preserved  in  a  Soule  family,  bears  the 
foundry-mark  of  the  moulders  and  the  location  where  it  was  cast;  and  this 
must  have  been  the  very  town  or  hamlet  in  which  the  vast  territorial  estate 
once  owned  by  the  Soule  ancestors  resided.  In  several  well-known  instances, 
family  meetings  have  been  called,  and,  strange  to  say,  money  raised  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  some  attorney  bearing  the  name  who  was  sent  to  investigate 
the  claim  and  report  success  or  failure — always  failure — to  recover  the  estate 
through  some  loophole  in  the  British  laws.  Such  legal  representative  of  the 
family  has  enjoyed  a  summer  vacation  by  traveling  in  the  foreign  countries 
where  his  imaginary  progenitors  lived  and  loved  800  years  ago,  at  the  expense 
of  his  hopeful  and  generous  kindred  whose  very  mouths  watered  with  antic- 
ipation of  handling  some  pieces  of  old  English  gold. 

Another  claim  located  the  lands  where  the  city  of  Syracuse  now  stands  and 
its  recovery  by  the  rightful  heirs  depends  upon  the  ability  of  some  astute 
lawyer  to  convince  the  Courts  of  the  validity  of  the  claim.  Still  another 
enthusiastic  heir-at-law  has  discovered  the  vast  territorial  estate  where  the 
Philadelphia  City  Hall  now  stands;  but  in  consequence  of  many  subsequent 
claimants  and  legal  titles  the  real  legatees  have  failed  to  uncover  this  bit  of 
valuable  soil.  Possibly  the  most  audacious  assumption  launched  upon  the 
unsuspecting  public  was  the  announcement  published   in   the   Toronto  Globe 
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(Canada)  recently  in  which  it  was  stated  that  a  certain  old  dowager  held  a 
lease  of  ninety-nine  years  on  an  estate  belonging  to  the  Soule  or  Sowle  families, 
and  that  said  lease  was  nearly  expired  and  this  manorial  estate  would  auto- 
matically transfer  itself  to  the  aspiring  heirs.  It  seems  a  wonder  to  every 
considerate  person  that  anyone  possessed  of  ordinary  intelligence  can  be  so 
easily  deceived  and  have  the  "wool  pulled  over  their  eyes."  Why,  one 
sanguine  old  gentleman  would  assure  the  compiler  of  this  work  that  he  was  the 
heir  to  fifteen  millions  waiting  to  be  legally  claimed  somewhere  in  France,  or 
England — he  had  forgotten  which  country — and  he  would  allow  the  literary 
scribe  to  share  with  him  in  the  small  sum  of  a  million  if  he  would  recover 
the  property.     Wonderfully   generous! 

It  is  a  serious  fact  that  from  the  beginning  of  his  research  this  imaginary, 
this  mirage-like,  assumption  upon  the  part  of  many  persons  bearing  the  Soule 
name,  or  others  collaterally  related,  has  proved  a  hard  handicap  and  hindrance 
to  his  progress;  while  the  correspondence  has  been  sickening  in  the  extreme; 
and  there  are  living  still  some  venerable  and  unsophisticated  persons  who 
have  persistently  refused  to  yield  up  the  records  embalmed  in  the  old  Bibles 
handed  down  by  their  grandparents,  in  which  vital  statistics  were  recorded; 
and  these  have  boldly  accused  him  by  unqualified  statements,  or  by  inuendo, 
that  his  whole  object  in  this  historical  venture  was  to  assemble  the  proof,  secure 
this  estate,  and  rob  the  real  heirs  of  their  inheritance.  It  is  a  fact  that  the 
absence  of  many  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  from  the  pages  of 
this  book  and  the  consequent  break  in  these  pedigrees,  must  be  attributed  to 
the  absolute  refusal  of  the  possessors  of  these  important  records  to  have  them 
copied  and  made  thus  available  for  the  family  memorial.  Thus  the  author 
"washes  his  hands"  from  having  failed  to  incorporate  within  these  covers 
all  of  the  available  data  known  to  him;  and  to  thus  assure  the  Soule-Soulis 
families,  the  world  over,  that  his  only  purpose  has  been  to  produce  an  authentic 
and  as  nearly  exhaustive  a  record  as  was  possible  with  the  means  at  his  disposal. 
In  instances  where  such  family  records  were  held  by  venerable  persons  passing 
into  the  mists  of  declining  memories  and  weakened  judgment,  the  author  has  been 
patiently  considerate,  and  against  those  who  were  in  their  prime  and  mis- 
guided through  the  stories  of  relatives,  he  has  nothing  but  pitiful  kindness. 
However,  the  genealogical  sections  of  the  book  must  ever  remain  deficient 
in  consequence  of  this  delusion  possessing  many  persons  allied  to  the  families 
in  whose  history  their  kindred  were  deeply  concerned;  and  thus  their  negative 
influence  must  be  keenly  felt  by  generations  yet  unborn. 

Since  the  resumption  of  the  investigation  four  years  ago,  the  author  has, 
practically,  "gone  a  warfare  at  his  own  charges,"  paying  from  his  own  pocket 
hundreds  of  dollars  for  stationery,  printing,  traveling,  hotel  charges  and 
postage;  and  still  there  are  inexperienced  persons  who  elevate  their  eyebrows, 
look  eastward  and  express  wonder  because  such  a  work  could  not  be  accom- 
plished during  a  honeymoon  or  compiled  from  the  ravellings  of  a  worsted 
dream;  or,  that  such  a  result  could  not  have  been  evolved  from  his  "inner 
consciousness, "  or  like  the  spider,  spun  from  his  home-made  fibre.  The 
romancer,  the  novelist,  with  a  cultivated  ideality  can  close  his  outward  vision, 
and  under  the  shade  of  some  venerable  tree  allow  his  fancy  free  rein  while  he 
formulates   pictures  of  scenery   that,   well-depicted   upon   the   printed   page, 
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might  regale  the  sentimental  reader  and  bring  him  a  handsome  copyright. 
The  honest  compiler  and  publisher  of  history,  biography  and  genealogy,  must 
betake  himself  to  other  and  more  difficult  sources  of  information.  He  must 
cultivate  and  lubricate  his  patience  from  the  beginning;  he  must  cherish  the 
scent  of  discovery  as  keen  as  the  most  sagacious  reynard;  must  roll  up  his 
sleeves  to  avoid  dust  and  tackle  thousands  of  musty,  and  sometimes  mousy, 
old  documents;  he  must  crawl  through  dense  festoons  of  cobwebs,  and  in- 
vestigate ancient  houselofts  wherein  are  stored  meal-chests;  hair-covered, 
leather-bound  old  trunks,  bandboxes  and  sap-buckets;  he  must  invade  the 
holy  precincts  of  bureaus  handed  down  from  sainted  granddames  in  which 
are  weather-soiled  tall  hats  alongside  of  Molly's  quarterly-meeting  bonnet 
worn  but  twice  since  she  "came  out"  under  the  preaching  of  Elder  Frothing- 
ham,  nigh  onto  twenty  years  ago  when  "son  John  was  born;"  he  must  distrust 
the  statement  of  residents  of  old  homesteads  where  four  generations  have 
lived  and  delve  in  old  rag  bags  and  birch-buckets  in  search  of  some  marriage 
certificate  or  oath  of  allegiance;  indeed  his  literary  materials  must  be  original 
and  authentic,  bearing  the  dusty  imprint  of  truth  and  veracity.  With  the 
successful  searcher  perseverance  must  be  stimulated  by  hope.  Documentary 
evidence  may  be  looked  for  in  out-of-the-way  places  and  expectation  dis- 
appointed when  the  trail  seems  warm.  Small  pieces  of  written  paper  should 
not  be  ignored.  A  word  or  a  date  may  prove  a  clue  to  opulent  genealogical 
treasures.  Accounts  written  with  chalk  on  a  shingle  are  worth  as  much  as  an 
inscription  in  marble.  Lovers' initials  interlaced  with  united  hearts  carved 
in  the  bark  of  trees  may  prove  the  places  of  residence  of  the  interested  persons, 
when  the  dates  appear.  Old  faded  "samplers"  wrought  by  cramped,  blue- 
veined  hands  that  were  long  ago  dissolved  in  dust,  may  conserve  names  and 
chronology  found  in  no  other  receptacle.  Old  powder-horns,  carried  by 
leathern  thongs  at  the  battle  of  Saratoga,  may  preserve  names,  dates  and 
accounts  valuable  as  links  in  the  genealogical  chains. 

During  my  pilgrimages  when  searching  for  data  to  incorporate  in  this  work 
there  were  some  amusing  incidents  and  adventures,  an  account  of  which  would 
not  be  the  least  interesting  reading  found  herein,  and  as  a  record  of  such 
experiences  should  constitute  a  part  and  parcel  of  a  family  history,  I  shall 
venture  to  preserve  the  particulars  upon  the  printed  page. 

Driving  twenty  miles  to  visit  an  old  colonial  mansion  in  which  four  gen- 
erations of  a  Soule  family  were  known  to  have  lived,  I  met  at  the  door  a  ven- 
erable but  very  active  old  gentleman  of  whom  I  inquired  for  some  particulars 
concerning  that  branch  of  the  family.  With  an  indescribable  expression  of 
surprise  upon  his  features  the  old  yeoman  "struck  an  attitude."  Then  he 
replied  to  my  inquisition  with  many  bodily  demonstrations  as  follows:  "Now, 
look-a-here,  mister,  there's  not  a  record  nor  the  scratch  of  a  pen  in  this  house, 
but  if  my  Aunt  Sally  was  a-living  she  could  tell  you  all  you  want  to  know,  for 
she  had  all  of  the  chronicles  and  proclamations  clear  back  to  Ardam;  but  she's 
dead  and  lies  over  yonder,  so  you  can't  get  a  word  out'en  her,  an'  I  don't  see 
what  you  can  do."  Begging  to  be  excused  for  my  presumption  I  pressed  my 
inquiry  and  found  my  way  into  the  sitting-room,  where  I  encountered  a  pleas- 
ant, bespectacled  old  dame  and  asked  her  if  she  did  not  know  of  some  trunk 
or  bureau  containing  old  papers  and  documents,  or  an  old  Bible  containing 
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records;  and  after  scrutinizing  me  from  head  to  foot  over  the  rims  of  her 
octagon  glasses, she  replied:  "Yeus,  there's  an  ole  Bible  in  the  cham'er,  but 
the  kiver's  gone  an'  I  dunno  what's  inside  o'  her."  I  persuaded  the  old  lady 
to  bring  "her"  down  and  through  the  cobwebbed  and  dusty  old  volume  I 
discovered,  written  in  faded  ink  with  a  quill-pen,  held  in  some  cramped  hand, 
and  composed  of  angular  characters,  a  record  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
reaching  to  a  date  long  before  the  American  Revolution  and  comprising  four 
generations  of  this  branch  of  the  family;  but  not  the  least  interesting  feature 
of  the  information  was  a  clipping  from  a  local  newspaper  and  pasted  into  the 
records,  an  obituary  of  the  proprietor's  "Aunt  Sally,"  in  which  epitomized 
biography  she  was  represented  as  a  woman  of  remarkable  intelligence  and 
fruitful  memory  to  whom  many  resorted  for  information  concerning  the  early 
history  and  families  of  the  town. 

The  successful  genealogist  must  resort  to  many  humiliating  expedients  in 
his  search  for  information.  He  must  make  long  journeys  to  visit  old  bush- 
grown  and  briar-guarded  burying  grounds  in  which  the  mortal  remains  of 
some  Soule  family  has  reposed  for  half  a  century,  and  crawl  through  entangling 
underbrush  and  menacing  thorns  to  reach  the  mossy  slabs  and  decipher  the 
inscriptions  thereon;  and  when  he  emerges  from  such  a  radical  experience  his 
clothing  may  resemble  the  long-used  and  proverbial  hearth-mat. 

An  old,  dilapidated  farm-house  ebonized  by  the  tempests  of  a  century  and 
indented  by  hailstones,  stood  leaning  westward  beside  a  grass-grown  and 
"discontinued"  road.  The  windows  were  broken,  the  padlocked  door  was  ajar, 
the  underpinning  fallen  into  the  cellar  and  the  once  comfortable  and  cozy 
dwelling  had  become  the  habitation  of  bats  and  wandering  rodents.  As 
gloomy  and  uninviting  as  this  old  house  appeared,  a  knowledge  that  it  had  once 
been  the  homestead  of  a  family  named  Soule,  the  ashes  of  whose  members 
reposed  upon  the  hillside  in  a  small,  neglected,  field  burial  plot,  excited  the 
inquisitiveness  of  the  visitor  to  such  an  extent  that  he  determined  to  open  and 
investigate  the  premises.  The  key  to  the  rusty  padlock  was  found  in  the 
custody  of  the  last  surviving  relative  of  the  family  living  in  the  neighborhood, 
who,  wearing  a  long  checkered  apron,  accompanied  him  to  the  house.  After 
many  attempts  the  corroded  bolt  of  the  lock  yielded  and  the  two  persons  entered 
the  building  over  fallen  bricks  and  mortar  from  the  chimney  and  walls.  Their 
search  was  not  rewarded  by  finding  anything  of  importance  in  the  lower  rooms. 
There  were  narrow  stairs,  but  they  were  so  much  decayed  by  falling  rains  and 
the  assaults  of  Time  that  they  looked  dangerous.  Cautiously  ascending  this 
old  ladder  they  reached  the  chamber-floor.  Though  the  house  had  the  rep- 
utation of  being  haunted,  no  ghosts  were  encountered.  The  only  furniture 
left  in  the  attic  consisted  of  a  meal-chest  containing  several  compartments 
that  had  been  protected  by  a  hinged  cover  well  closed  down.  In  this  old 
family  treasury  that  had  held  stores  of  yellow  meal  from  the  burnt  ricks  of 
the  farm,  the  rye  flour,  the  wheat  flour,  the  middlings  and  the  shorts  for  family 
use  during  an  hundred  years  of  their  tenure  of  the  farm,  one  compartment 
had  been  reserved  as  a  cabinet  for  the  family  papers,  many  of  which  had  been 
bitten  in  fragments  as  nests  and  swaddling  bands  for  young  mice;  but  on 
raising  the  "kiver"  of  the  chest  there  was  diffused  the  long  pent-up,  but  still 
portential   musty  and  mousy  smells,  common  to  such  ancient  receptacles. 
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Cautiously  these  old  papers,  frail  by  lapse  of  time  and  decay,  were  handled, 
and  among  them  were  discovered  a  bundle  of  old  deeds  tied  about  with  yellowed 
woolen  yarn,  some  of  them  being  coeval  with  the  pioneer  settlement  of  the 
township,  and  a  stained  commission  showing  that  the  head  of  the  family 
in  colonial  days  had  been  an  officer  in  the  State  Militia.  But  deeper  yet  and 
better  preserved,  was  lifted  an  old  book,  quill-penned  upon  coarse,  crown- 
marked,  English-made  paper,  and  inscribed  by  its  former  owner's  hand  were 
the  names,  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  his  eleven  children,  beginning 
with  "Mary  Soule,born  Dec.  4th,  1747." 

This  discovery  was  enough  for  one  day,  and  with  the  result  of  the  search 
tucked  within  the  ample  capacity  of  that  motherly  apron  worn  by  "Aunt 
Huldah,"  the  leaning  door  was  closed  and  the  old  homestead  was  left  for  a 
more  comfortable  retreat  where  a  critical  examination  of  the  old  documents 
could  be  had. 

The  foregoing  instances  will  sufficiently  illustrate  some  of  the  adventures 
and  experiences  of  an  enthusiastic  genealogist,  but  not  all  of  the  obstacles  of 
his  search  can  be  described  in  a  paragraph. 

Many  of  the  pioneers  in  the  Soule  families  of  New  England  and  in  other 
settlements  on  the  frontier  as  well,  were  destitute  of  the  advantage  of  education, 
and  irregular  and  angular  chirography,  as  found  in  replies  to  my  inquiries, 
finds  me  having  great  patience  with  them.  Such  scribes  almost  always  use 
the  word  "bornded"  and  "drownded,"  and  one  of  these  gently  rebuked  the 
author  because  he  expressed  some  doubt  concerning  the  orthography  of  the 
personal  name  of  Joshua  which  name  he  had  written  "  Jehoshuway."  How- 
ever, when  I  have  undertaken  to  decipher  letters  written  by  well  educated 
persons  of  such  intolerable  and  insufferable  characters  as  have  been  employed 
by  correspondents,  I  have  sometimes  been  influenced  by  my  destructive  tem- 
perament and  wished  they  would  not  only  beat  their  swords  into  plowshares  and 
their  spears  into  pruning-hooks,  but  also  their  pothooks  and  trammels  into 
characters  that  could  be  understood  by  the  common  reader.  For  such  inde- 
cipherable writing  by  persons  in  the  prime  of  life,  with  privileges  for  cultivat- 
ing a  more  graceful  and  legible  sample  of  chirography,  there  is  no  plausible 
excuse,  and  I  may  be  pardoned  if  I  have  mistaken  the  intention  behind  their 
pens  and  thus  permitted  errors  to  creep  into  this  book. 

Traditionary  information  has  been  used  with  interesting  results.  While 
grandfather's  "fireside  stories"  and  "auld  wives'  tales"  have  been  listened 
to  with  suspicion  these  accounts  were  nearly  always  found  to  contain  a  seed- 
fact  that  was  valuable  in  directing  the  searcher  to  records  that  could  be  de- 
pended upon  to  substantiate  the  more  important  features  of  the  case  under 
notice.  There  can  be  no  reason  assigned  for  the  existence  of  these  family 
traditions  unless  they  originated  in  truth  of  fact;  and  those  perpetuating 
them  were  influenced  by  no  sinister  motive;  therefore,  without  ignoring  the 
traditions  existing  in  the  Soule  families  they  were  held  for  their  real  worth 
as  verified  by  the  more  reliable  documentary  records. 

During  the  time  since  this  undertaking  was  instituted  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  travel  much  and  to  spend  considerable  time  in  the  libraries  of 
our  large  cities,  but  also  to  search  among  the  archives  of  the  county  houses 
and  registers  found  in  many  towns.     Three  months  at  different  times  were 
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spent  in  the  City  of  Boston;  two  months  searching  and  making  copies  in  the 
State  Library  in  Hartford.  Worcester,  Springfield,  Providence,  Lawrence,  Lynn, 
Salem,  and  many  smaller  places  were  visited  and  much  interesting  data  pro- 
cured for  this  work.  The  library  in  New  Bedford  was  especially  prolific  with 
pertinent  materials,  as  the  documents  there  comprised  data  from  the  sur- 
rounding towns  of  Westport,  Kingston,  Halifax,  and  other  municipalities. 
In  the  Genealogical  Department  of  the  Library  in  New  Bedford  were  found 
the  "Leonard  Papers, "  containing  carefully  made  copies  of  the  vital  records 
of  many  towns.  These  valuable  papers  have  been  well  preserved  and  indexed, 
and  are  thus  available  to  searchers  who  visit  the  alcoves.  Births,  marriages 
and  deaths  as  they  were  published  in  the  local  newspapers  during  many  years 
have  been  culled  and  arranged  by  this  library.  These  records  constitute  a 
valuable  source  of  information. 

The  Washburn  Institute  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  was  found  a  prolific  source 
of  genealogical  information  and  was  made  especially  available  through  the 
assistance  and  indulgence  of  the  courteous  and  kindly  librarian.  For  this 
gentleman's  unselfish  ministrations  I  herewith  tender  my  grateful  expres- 
sions of  appreciation.  I  also  herewith  extend  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  libra- 
rian and  the  assistants  in  the  Boston  City  Library  for  their  uniform  kindness 
and  attention  to  my  needs  while  at  the  institution;  especially  to  Mr.  Frank 
Chase  and  Mr.  Blaisdell,  whose  assistance  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to 
me.  When  I  made  known  my  wish  to  have  the  freedom  of  the  stacks  where 
I  could  have  more  feasible  access  to  the  foreign  books,  Mr.  Wadlin,  the  librarian, 
said  to  Mr.  Blaisdell,  "  Supply  Mr.  Ridlon  with  a  chair  and  small  table  and 
permit  him  free  range  in  the  alcoves."  Through  this  condescension  I  was 
enabled  to  accomplish  more  than  double  the  amount  of  work  than  I  could 
have  done  through  the  complicated  card-catalogue  system. 

All  of  the  known  records  in  the  towns  of  Plymouth,  Duxboro,  Dartmouth 
Plympton,  Westboro,  Halifax,  New  Bedford,  Compton,  Swansea,  and  Tiverton 
have  been  examined.  The  county  registers  in  nearly  every  shire  in  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  for  deeds  and  wills  were  visited.  The  early  church  records 
were  also  made  available  as  far  as  known  to  exist. 

The  muster  rolls  and  pension  records  covering  every  war  in  which  the 
country  has  been  engaged,  were  carefully  examined  and  copious  abstracts 
made.  The  law  granting  pensions  to  those  who  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
struggle  was  not  passed  till  1818  when  more  than  half  of  the  soldiers  had 
died;  hence  the  muster  rolls  and  the  pension  records  do  not  tally.  The 
pension  records  have  proved  a  rich  source  of  genealogical  and  biographical 
information.  The  authorities  were  critically  particular  when  they  received 
an  application  from  the  soldiers  of  the  Revolution.  These  officials  were 
evidently  suspicious  and  did  not  intend  to  be  imposed  upon  by  fraud.  They 
required  each  applicant  to  furnish  a  detailed  history  of  himself,  his  family,  his 
property  and  his  service;  hence  in  the  records  at  Washington,  the  searcher 
may  expect  to  find  much  of  interest.  Full  names  of  husband  and  wife,  record 
of  their  marriage,  places  of  residence,  names  and  ages  of  children,  principal 
occupation  of  applicants  and  then  present  physical  condition.  Some  of  these 
afford  amusing  reading  in  consequence  of  the  pretense  of  poverty  and  the 
quaint  language  employed  descriptive  of  rheumatic  "jints"  and  the  infirmities 
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of  their  children.  In  many  instances  the  authorities  required  of  the  applicants 
their  family  statistics  and  the  author  found  at  the  department  the  "lost" 
record  of  fifteen  children  securely  preserved  among  the  "pigeon-holes" 
where  it  had  reposed  for  more  than  a  century.  This  record  of  births  was 
written  down  upon  the  back  side  of  the  leaf  containing  the  title-page  of  the 
family  Bible  and  was  considered  of  more  importance  as  evidence  of  temporal 
necessity  than  for  spiritual  consolation.  The  laaf  had  been  dissected  from 
the  sacred  volume  and  sent  to  Washington  where  it  had  fallen  into  good  hands 
and  was  safe  from  destruction  while  waiting  for  the  time  when  wanted  by  the 
author  of  this  work.  When  pension  papers  were  transferred  from  one  place  of 
residence  to  another  the  records  at  the  Pension  Department  point  clearly  to 
the  new  family  seat;  and  thus  afford  important  assistance  for  tracing  a  family. 
Many  of  these  statements  contain  so  many  particulars  concerning  the  ap- 
plicant's family  and  his  personal  material  situation,  that  they  are  very 
important  as  a  source  of  data  wanted  by  the  genealogist  and  the  biographer. 

The  expense  of  searching  and  abstracting  has  been  heavy.  Women 
in  Washington  make  this  their  calling  and  can  be  depended  upon  to  make 
a  very  reliable  transcript.  The  work  is  attended  with  much  unpleasantness. 
The  old  tomes,  bound  in  leather,  in  which  the  records  have  been  preserved  are 
dusty  and  dilapidated;  they  are  heavy  to  handle  and  without  indices.  The 
searchers  and  copyists  earn  all  they  receive  for  their  services. 

Another  public  source  of  information  afforded  the  genealogist  consists 
of  the  census  returns  from  the  year  1790  when  the  first  survey  was  instituted. 
These  have  already  been  published  in  large  volumes  and  are  accessible  in  all 
of  the  great  libraries.  The  records  are  published  by  the  original  states  and 
are  well  indexed.  They  contain  the  names  of  parents  and  the  number  and 
approximate  ages  of  children  in  each  family — a  very  good  starting  point  for 
the  searcher.  The  subsequent  Census  Registers  are  of  still  greater  value, 
containing  many  more  details  concerning  each  family  whose  names  were 
recorded.  In  these  all  names  and  ages  of  children  will  appear  under  names  and 
residence  of  parents;  places  of  parents'  nativity  and  principal  occupation. 
Such  are  the  contents  of  the  Census  Record  for  1810  and  1820. 

There  are  no  public  records  more  reliable  and  prolific  of  pertinent  infor- 
mation than  wills  and  depositions.  Names,  dates  and  statements  are  de- 
pendable. Parents'  names,  places  of  residence,  character  of  estates  and 
names  of  heirs  and  other  legatees  are  recorded.  By  tracing  through  several 
generations  of  a  family  the  successive  wills  afford  a  practical  and  reliable 
basis  for  their  history.  Depositions  usually  contain  the  age  of  the  witness 
and  other  important  information;  indeed  names,  dates  and  facts  that  were  in 
no  other  way  available  have  been  gleaned  from  depositions. 

Church  records  have  been  found  of  inestimable  value.  Some  of  the  old 
"larned  Orthodox  ministers"  were  careful  to  write  down  the  records  of  the 
baptisms,  marriages,  and  burials  where  they  officiated.  These  were  some- 
times supplemented  by  journals  personal  in  which  many  local  events  were 
recorded  and  thus  preserved  permanently.  By  some  genealogists  these 
church  records  have  been  nearly  ignored  because,  in  some  instances, 
they  did  not  tally  with  the  municipal  records,  family  records,  and  inscriptions 
found  on  tombstones.     This  is  often  true,  but  the  family  records  written  down 
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in  Bibles  and  framed  registers  are  as  often  in  fault.  Some  of  these  family 
records  were  evidently  only  approximately  correct  and  but  the  fruit  of  defect- 
ive memories.  Inscriptions  on  mortuary  monuments  were  often  supplied 
many  years  after  burials  and  the  dates  are  misleading. 

Books  of  mercantile  accounts  are  often  prolific  and  reliable  repositories 
of  materials  for  family  history.  I  recall  a  case  in  point.  One  of  the  old-time 
cobblers,  a  primitive  shoemaker,  had  from  about  1740  kept  his  debts  and 
credits  in  a  flexible  "marbled"  covered  blank-book  of  coarse,  hand-made, 
"watermarked"  English  paper;  and  the  chirography  was  of  "pothook  and 
trammel"  order.  The  hand  that  guided  the  quill-pen  was  cramped  and  the 
characters  quaint  and  irregular.  The  ink,  home-made  from  maple  bark  and 
copperas,  had  faded,  as  flowers  fade,  and  to  decipher  the  statements  required 
discriminating  patience.  However,  the  value  of  his  records  of  charges  for 
making"shose"  and  "pomps"  are  insignificant  compared  with  a  family  record 
containing  the  names  and  births  of  his  thirteen  children  found  inscribed  in  the 
back  of  the  book.  This  record  had  been  saved  from  destruction  in  two 
burning  houses  and  lies  before  the  author  as  he  writes. 

Here  we  have  another  example:  As  all  searchers  for  genealogical  data  have 
learned,  the  County  of  Dutchess  in  the  State  of  New  York  is  almost  a 
barren  field  in  consequence  of  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  public  records; 
consequently  every  scrap  of  paper  bearing  a  name  or  date  that  affords  a  clue 
to  family  history  must  be  made  available.  During  the  author's  researches 
among  the  towns  of  this  county  where  so  many  families  of  the  Soules  settled, 
he  has  sought,  "high  and  low,"  for  every  item  that  might  uncover  reliable 
information  and  was  fortunate  in  the  discovery  of  a  journal  and  ledger  once 
the  property  of  an  early  merchant  and  now  in  possession  of  a  local  grocer  at 
Dover  Plains,  N.  Y.  These  old  account  books  contained  the  names,  accom- 
panied by  specific  dates,  of  many  persons  named  Soule  as  well  as  of  intermarried 
families;  and  these  entries  were  found  to  be  as  "golden  links"  for  making 
connections  between  families.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  owner  of  these 
records,  James  McGrath,  Esq.,  they  have  been  available  and  have  supplied 
such  data  as  could  not  have  been  otherwise  procured. 

These  descriptions  of  some  of  the  domestic  sources  from  which  the  gen- 
ealogist may  look  for  data  do  not  comprise  all  of  the  documentary  deposits  of 
written  fact,  for  old  notes-of-hand,  obligations,  agreements,  receipts  and 
personal  memoranda,  may  be  pressed  into  service  and  made  to  fill  up  otherwise 
chasmatic  breaks  in  the  genealogical  chains. 

Foreign  sources  of  information  are  numerous  but  not  often  available. 
Without  the  means  and  facilities  for  going  abroad  to  examine  original  docu- 
ments the  aspiring  genealogist  will  encounter  many  difficulties  and  some  of 
them  are  insuperable.  There  are  two  institutions  well-known  on  the  other 
side  of  the  seas  that  are  veritable  treasure-houses  filled  with  information 
such  as  one's  soul  admires,  the  Universal  Library  of  France  in  Paris,  and  the 
British  Museum  in  London.  To  procure  any  data  from  these  requires  the 
intervention  of  experienced  diplomats  lubricated  with  cash.  Besides,  the  vis- 
itor who  would  venture  to  invade  the  vast  treasures  deposited  within  the 
alcoves  of  these  libraries  will  be  staggered  when  he  takes  his  first  survey  and 
considers  the  enormous  mass  of  records  and  documents  to  be  approached.     The 
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custodians  employed  in  the  great  Parisian  library  will  not,  even  when  tempted 
by  offers  of  fees,  attempt  to  search  for  any  specified  document,  and  without 
the  personal  intercession  of  some  influential  intermediary  it  will  be  impossible 
to  procure  any  information  from  this  source.  As  the  Soules  were  from  France, 
or  more  correctly  speaking,  from  Normandy,  it  was  especially  desirous  that 
the  vast  documentary  treasures  supposed  to  be  stored  in  this  library  should 
be  made  available;  but  the  attempt  was  futile.  While  the  institution  is 
well  arranged  and  skilfully  classified,  the  contents  can  only  be  reached  through 
some  well-known  and  influential  resident  or  professional  who  has  a  "pull" 
on  the  custodians.  In  one  instance  only,  have  1  been  able  to  reach  and  obtain 
desired  documentary  information  from  the  National  Library  in  Paris.  There 
were  believed  to  be  some  very  important  records  in  the  Department  of  Docu- 
ments which  were  indispensable  for  an  historical  purpose,  and  through  the 
intervention  of  an  official  in  Paris  and  the  almost  lavish  use  of  money  were  the 
desired  documents  made  available.  The  Department  of  Portraiture  can  some- 
times be  reached  by  a  local  and  responsible  photographer.  Only  through  the  in- 
termediate influence  of  the  French  ambassador  in  Washington  and  the  diplomatic 
red-tape  unwound  by  our  U.  S.  consuls,  can  anything  be  procured  from  the 
ecclesiastical  avenues.  In  the  interests  of  the  Soule  families  through  the 
medium  of  this  book  the  author  wished  to  procure  the  portrait  of  the  late 
Archbishop  of  Cape  Breton,  in  France.  This  loomed  as  an  unapproachable 
possibility.  However,  the  attempt  was  made  and,  after  many  delays,  was 
successful.  By  forwarding  a  carefully  dictated  letter  in  which  the  desideratum 
was  concisely  stated  to  a  representative  in  Congress  who  placed  it  in  the  hands 
of  the  French  Minister,  this  Bohemian  wanderer  reached  the  Archbishop  of 
Paris.  This  ecclesiastical  dignitary  was  very  kind  and  responded  to  the 
inquiry  through  his  archivist,  who  not  only  procured  the  desired  portraits 
but  from  the  church  records  where  Clement  Soule  was  christened,  had  copies 
made  of  the  names  of  his  parents  with  the  attached  dates  of  his  baptism  and 
the  names  and  christening  of  his  brothers  and  sisters.  Without  this  brief 
statement  how  little  would  the  readers  of  this  work  realize  the  amount  of 
patient  and  persistent  effort  it  required  to  procure  this  rare  portrait!  Some 
may  say  "the  cause  was  not  worth  the  candle,"  but  as  we  had  an  eminent 
bishop  in  the  American  family  whose  portrait  is  preserved  within  this  literary 
gallery,  it  was  deemed  proper  to  make  a  strenuous  effort  to  publish,  as  a  balance 
quality,  the  likeness  of  the  distinguished  and  venerable  ecclesiastic  from  over- 
seas. The  difficulties  of  translation  renders  correspondence  laborious  both 
for  the  English  and  French  scribes;  especially  when  the  correspondence  has  to 
do  with  French  heraldry.  In  the  use  of  this  science  such  descriptive  language 
is  employed  that  some  of  the  best  French  scholars  in  our  colleges  cannot 
produce  a  reliable  translation  from  the  Herald  records  in  France.  Such 
difficulties  were  so  intricate  and  wearing  that  the  attempt  was  discontinued 
and  the  heraldic  emblazon  of  Soule  arms  retained  in  the  French  vernacular. 
The  data  to  be  looked  for  in  the  British  Museum  is  more  readily  accessible. 
The  character  of  the  documents  is  so  distinctly  specialized  and  the  arrange- 
ment so  concisely  made  that  the  searcher  will  find  his  way  without  much 
embarrassment.  Should  he  make  the  attempt  personally,  backed  by  ample 
cash  encouragement  and  an  investiture  of  elastic  perseverance,  he  may  make 
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reasonable  progress.  Should  he  employ  a  searcher  and  scribe  he  may  expect 
faithful  service  and  must  not  be  thunder-struck  by  the  charges  in  his  "state- 
ment of  accounts."  For  several  months  the  compiler  employed  a  woman 
familiar  with  the  documentary  department  to  search  for  everything  relating  to 
the  Soles,  Soules,  Sowles,  and  Sollys,  and  the  result  of  her  investigation  was 
comprised  in  several  "Consignments"  containing  the  assembled  "  Notes"  she 
had  written  down.  These  transcripts  were  interesting  but  fragmentary,  but 
the  expense  was  too  heavy  and  the  search  was  discontinued. 

The  College  of  Arms  or  Herald  Office  is  a  rich  repository  of  such  data  as 
the  genealogist  desires,  and  if  the  families  he  represents  were  of  the  aristocracy 
and  titled  he  will  revel  in  the  stores  of  heraldic  documents  found  there.  The 
patents  granted  with  arms  were,  many  of  them,  very  complicated  and  verbose, 
but  they  contained  much  of  family  history  worth  investigating.  Somersett 
House  is  another  institution  where  there  reposes  an  almost  limitless  assemblage 
of  old  documents  of  interest  to  the  "mousing  antiquary."  Supplementing  the 
sources  indicated,  it  may  be  said  that  hundreds  of  volumes  have  been  published 
by  the  Harlean  Society  and  other  organizations  which  contain  abstracts  from 
the  parish  registers;  and  these  are  now  to  be  found  in  many  of  our  American 
libraries. 

Should  the  genealogist  go  North  and  have  occasion  to  approach  the  old 
records  of  Scotland,  he  will  discover  enough  to  occupy  his  energies  for  a  life- 
time. The  National  Register  House  in  Edinburgh  is  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able conservatories  of  historic  documents  in  the  world.  The  fire-proof  vaults 
of  this  institution  contain  such  a  collection  as  cannot  be  duplicated  anywhere. 
Stored  here  are  the  very  ancient  records  brought  from  the  Shetland  and  Orkney 
Islands  in  the  North  Sea.  Being  so  remote  from  the  seat  of  the  wars  that 
devastated  the  Scottish  mainland  these  ancient  record-documents  were  not 
destroyed.  Here  may  be  seen  the  record  of  "Hornings,"  the  records  of  the 
"Courts,"  the  records  of  the  "Particular  Sasines"  and  the  "Bishops  Records." 
Duplicate  records  from  the  parishes  of  Orkney  and  Shetland  have  been  depos- 
ited in  the  Register  House  in  Edinburgh  while  thousands  of  old  time-stained 
documents  written  in  the  very  singular  "Bishops  Hand"  are  stored  in  the 
vaults  of  the  Court  House  in  Kirkwall,  Orkney.  While  these  islands  were 
under  the  rule  of  the  Norse  Jarles  the  Scandinavian  Bishops  were  the  Superiors 
of  the  land;  hence  the  ancient  charters  were  written  by  these  ecclesiastics; 
many  of  them  in  Latin. 

The  genealogist  searching  for  materials  in  Great  Britain  need  not  expect 
to  find  encouragement  from  visiting  church-yards  or  from  the  custodians  of 
parish  records.  The  fact  is  but  few  persons  belonging  to  the  class  of  common 
people  had  any  inscribed  monuments  erected  at  their  places  of  burial.  Only 
those  who  belonged  to  the  aristocracy  were  considered  of  sufficient  importance 
to  commemorate  their  memories  by  erecting  tombstones  bearing  inscriptions 
and  flattering  laudations.  The  rectors  of  the  parish  churches  generally  use 
the  records  within  their  control  for  a  mercenary  purpose;  and  should  any 
person  desirous  of  procuring  a  transcript  request  the  exposure  of  these  doc- 
uments for  the  purpose  they  will  be  met  with  many  excuses  or  be  required 
-to  offer  a  generous  fee  for  the  purpose. 

During  the   progress  of  this  investigation  the  author  has  projected  his 
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inquiries  into  nearly  every  civilized  country  of  the  world.  His  letters  have 
been  perused  in  Holland,  South  Africa,  Germany,  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark, 
and  Australasia.  Wherever  there  had  been  made  the  track  of  one  of  the  Sole- 
Soule  race,  there  he  has  tried  to  find  it.  In  many  instances  the  results  were 
nil,  but  there  was  left  the  satisfaction  of  having  made  as  nearly  an  exhaustive 
canvass  as  possible. 

I  now  find  pleasure  in  introducing  the  name  of  Col.  Charles  E.  Banks 
who  was  long  in  the  United  States  marine  service,  now  retired  on  half-pay 
and  devoting  his  attention  to  historical  and  genealogical  research.  Colonel 
Banks,  whose  mother  was  a  Soule  of  the  Freeport,  Maine,  family  has  for  more 
than  forty  years  desired  to  learn  the  names  and  residence  of  the  parents  of 
George  Soule  of  the  Mayflower,  and  during  the  last  two  years,  while  visiting 
England,  spent  considerable  time  and  money  in  search  for  every  item  doc- 
umentary that  reflected  light  upon  this  subject.  He  published  many  years  ago 
a  pamphlet  containing  a  genealogy  of  the  Yarmouth  and  Freeport  branches  of 
the  Soule  family  in  Maine;  and  from  his  long  study  and  familiarity  with  the 
subject  has  consistently  opposed  the  assumption  that  George  Soule  was  either 
a  Frenchman  or  an  illiterate  servant  of  Winslow.  The  result,  compressed,  of 
his  late  researches  to  appear  in  the  introductory  section  of  this  work,  should 
convince  all  of  the  Soule  connection  of  the  soundness  of  his  conclusions.  While 
located  in  London,  Colonel  Banks  forwarded  the  result  of  his  investigations 
by  weekly  instalments  to  the  author,  and  he  feels  under  deep  obligations  to 
this  erudite  and  well-known  historian  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  rendered 
toward  the  volumes  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Soule  families. 

The  reader  should  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  there  was  a  hiatus  in  the 
search  for  data  to  be  used  in  this  book  of  more  than  four  years  duration  and 
that,  meanwhile,  many  changes  occurred  in  families  bearing  the  family  names. 
The  information  procured  during  the  first  canvass  was  not  supplemented  by 
subsequent  collections;  hence  the  deficiencies. 

The  Financial  Review. — The  author  of  this  work  has  never  recognized  it 
as  his  duty  to  solicit  or  raise  the  funds  necessary  for  its  compilation  and  pub- 
lication. His  personal  financial  limitations,  being  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War 
under  a  pension,  would  not  warrant  him  to  expend  his  meagre  savings  in  an 
undertaking  so  remote  in  interest  from  his  own  family.  He  was  in  no  way 
related  to  the  Soule  families  save  by  the  tenure  of  his  employment  and  con- 
sequently lacking  in  such  inspiration  and  spirit  of  sacrifice  as  might  be  expected 
from  those  "to  the  manor  born."  In  his  engagements  upon  previous  and 
kindred  works  his  employers  were  persons  of  abundant  wealth  who  could 
well  afford  to  bear  the  financial  obligations  incident  to  such  an  expensive 
venture.  They  had  not  only  paid  all  of  his  expenses  of  traveling  and  hotels; 
his  stationery  and  printing  bills;  his  expressage  and  postage,  besides  an  ample 
salary  that  stimulated  activity.  From  the  inception  and  beginning  of  this 
enterprise  it  has  been  attended  with  discouragements  and  nearly  insuperable 
obstacles.  After  the  first  attempt,  though  quite  successful  as  to  results, 
George  Soule  of  New  Orleans  frankly  confessed  his  doubts  concerning  the 
final  outcome  of  the  work  and  was  fully  justified  in  withholding  further  financial 
aid — till  some  others  who  might  be  equally  able  would  assume  their  share  of 
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the  financial  support.  Having  paid  every  expense  and  the  compiler's  salary, 
he  allowed  the  investigation  to  be  discontinued.  However,  when  circum- 
stances were  more  favorable  to  the  consummation  of  the  work,  three  hundred 
years  having  expired  since  the  landing  of  the  common  ancestor,  and  appeals 
to  the  compiler  were  flowing  in,  he  warmly  responded  with  an  offer  of  eight 
hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  by  himself  and  his  four  sons  and  generously  presented 
the  author  with  his  check  for  one  hundred  to  protect  him  against  loss.  The 
Soule  families  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  who  had  assisted  in  the  payment  of  the 
expenses,  announced  their  decision  to  discontinue  their  benefactions  till  they 
could  be  assured  of  the  publication  of  the  books.  For  each  family  I  was  then 
employed  to  compile  a  pedigree  comprising  the  records  of  each  particular 
line,  which  served  as  a  sort  of  caveat  until  hoped-for  events  might  warrant 
the  resumption  of  the  researches  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  book. 

As  soon  as  the  latest  edition  of  the  Prospectus  was  issued,  Mr.  Frank 
Channing  Soule  of  the  well-known  packing  firm  of  the  "  Merrill-Soule  Co." 
came  forward  with  characteristic  benevolence  and  sent  his  pledge  for  a 
handsome  amount  toward  the  completion  of  the  work.  On  announcement 
of  the  receipt  of  this  financial  encouragement,  George  Soule,  LL.D.,  and  sons 
have  placed  on  deposit  for  the  compiler's  use  seven  hundred  dollars  more.  Con- 
sidering my  appeals  through  the  circulars,  several  persons  of  the  Soule  family 
have  sent  checks  for  one  hundred  dollars  each;  three  of  them  being  ladies. 
Smaller  sums  aggregating  two  hundred  dollars  have  been  received.  According 
to  promise,  these  cash  donations  were  instantly  placed  on  deposit  where  they 
will  remain  inviolate  till  drawn  to  meet  the  cost  of  paper-stock,  printing  and 
binding. 

For  this  expression  of  confidence  in  a  person  whom  they  have  never  seen 
the  author  has  been  sincerely  grateful,  while  he  has,  to  float  the  work  when 
clouds  gathered  gloomily,  invested  more  than  six  hundred  dollars  in  the  com- 
pilation besides  his  time  for  four  years,  with  no  promise  of  reimbursement, 
unless  some  generous-hearted  Soule  appreciates  his  labors  sufficiently  to  pay 
back  some  of  this  sacrifice. 


Saps  attb  (Stoims. 


There  are  few,  if  any,  sections  of  the  globe  where  the  annals  of  a  nation, 
or  families  composing  a  nation,  have  been  so  extensively  and  sacredly  pre- 
served as  by  the  Scandinavian  races  and  their  descendants.  These  are  some- 
thing more  than  the  written  preservation  of  oral  traditions;  they  are  the 
embalmed  historical  facts  in  the  Sagas  and  Eddas  found  in  Norway,  Sweden, 
Denmark,  Iceland,  and  the  Orkney  Islands.  Many  of  these  ancient  records 
have  been  translated  into  English.  Some  of  the  statements  therein  recorded 
may  have  the  flavor  of  romance  and  legend  and  will  be  more  the  fruit  of  fancy 
than  treasures  of  fact,  but  they  have  been  the  conservatory  of  the  history  of 
events  that  have  actually  occurred  during  the  passing  centuries  when  other 
nations  were  neglectfully  permitting  their  progress  and  achievements  to  go 
unrecorded.  Even  the  sculptures  and  the  hieroglyphics  found  upon  the  monu- 
ments of  Assyria  and  Egypt  have  not  so  well  preserved  the  history  of  those 
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nations,  and  their  adventures  with  contemporary  peoples,  as  faithfully  and 
particularly  as  have  the  scribes  of  the  Northlands.  Moreover,  the  characters 
with  which  these  words  and  paragraphs  were  composed  are  much  more  grace- 
fully inscribed  and  legible  than  the  records  found  in  bricks  and  stones;  hence 
their  significance  is  comprehended  with  greater  claims  of  assurance. 

As  so  much  of  the  early  history  of  the  adventures  of  the  Sea  Kings  and 
Vikings,  the  far-away  ancestors  of  the  Soule  families,  have  been  derived  from 
these  Sagas  and  Eddas,  we  shall  publish  samples,  as  well  as  of  the  "Bishops 
hand"  found  in  the  documents  preserved  in  the  Orkney  Isles. 


(  Resume. ) 

[NLIKE  many  works  of  this  class  the  subject-matter  in  this  book  will 
contain  a  liberal  feature  of  descriptive  treatment  and  general  infor- 
mation. There  will  appear  more  particulars  concerning  land-trans- 
actions and  the  early  homesteads  to  which  the  forefathers  and 
foremothers  pioneered  the  way  and  marked  the  forest  trails  for  their  children; 
more  about  the  personal  and  incidental  affairs,  comprising  biography  and  in- 
dividual description.  With  no  inclination  to  introduce  "padding"  for  the 
expansion  of  the  work,  and  at  the  risk  of  being  accused  of  prolixity,  the 
author  has  assumed  the  prerogative  of  avoiding  the  Sahara  of  an  assem- 
blage of  dry  statistics  by  an  attempt  to  permeate  the  work  with  more  pleasing 
delineations  and  picturesque  descriptive  phrase  to  embellish  the  pages  and 
entertain  his  readers;  trying  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  a  comparatively 
barren  scene  by  supplying  a  more  pleasing  diversity  of  literary  landscape. 

A  family  history  should  be,  in  a  peculiar  sense,  singularly  domestic;  a 
treasury  for  the  preservation  of  much  detail  for  the  coming  generation  that 
might  seem  insignificant  in  a  general  history.  Posterity  will  require  details 
and  incidental  particulars  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  treatment;  and  right- 
fully so.  With  this  object  in  view,  the  compiler  has  cordially  invited  his 
clientage  to  seats  beside  the  broad,  old-fashioned  firesides  and  upon  the  com- 
fortable braided  hearth-mat  wrought  by  the  ingenious  hands  of  industrious 
mothers;  firesides  of  abundant  good  cheer  and  genial  radiance  honored  by 
venerable  grandames  and  grandsires  as  the  dancing  rays  of  the  firelight  depicted 
their  silhouettes  upon  the  wainscoted  walls.  Around  these  hearthstones  we 
have  endeavored  to  entertain  those  who  open  this  work  and  shall  feel  dis- 
appointed if  we  have  failed. 

No  work  of  this  class  can  be  standardized,  and  like  all  others  treating 
kindred  subjects,  it  will  seem  out  of  proportion.  Some  sarcastic  reader  may 
call  it  a  "literary  catch-all;"  well,  that  might  bean  appropriate  designation. 
Others  might  say  it  is  a  "basket  of  chips;"  but  if  these  are  mahogany  chips 
they  were  worth  saving.  Hypocritics  may  say  the  style  of  the  author  is 
undignified  and  simple.  Very  well,  this  was  his  intention — to  be  simple  and 
graphic.  The  reader  may  be  disappointed  by  encountering  some  old-fashioned 
phrases  and  quaint  forms  of  speech.  Well,  the  author  has  long  admired  the 
rustic  parlance  of  those  practical  fathers  and  mothers  whose  lives  were  too 
full  of  cares  to  polish  their  words  and  sentences,  and  has  tried  to  salvage  some 
of  them  from  the  hurrying  tide  of  Time.  These  rustic  expressions  will  not 
appear  foreign  to  such  as  were  of  New  England  mintage.  Some  of  these 
forms  of  speech  may  savor  of  the  Scottish  dialect;  well,  that  is  a  stimulating 
language  and  will  brace  the  reader.  Should  the  writer  be  accused  of  using 
many  homely  words  he  will  admit  the  fact  and  confess  that  such  conduct 
was  not  accidental. 
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The  plan  and  arrangement  of  this  work  is  generative  and  chronological. 
Beginning  with  the  Title-Page,  this  will  be  like  the  dial-plate  of  the  clock, 
suggestive  of  what  is  within.  The  Table  of  Contents  will  point  the  way  to 
other  sections  of  the  book.  The  compendium  treating  of  the  ancient  history 
of  the  Norse  ancestry  of  the  families  will  attempt  to  present  a  running  account 
of  the  whole  race  during  the  centuries  of  their  adventures  and  migrations  for 
eight  hundred  years;  following  them  from  one  country  to  another,  their 
encounters  with  other  nations,  their  adaptation  to  changed  conditions  and 
their  wonderful  versatility  when  developing  the  institutions  found  in  their 
new  homes.  We  shall  wish  to  consider  the  remote  ancestry  as  they  sailed 
the  northern  seas  and  launched  their  marauding  assaults  upon  almost  every 
country  in  Europe;  to  go  with  them  as  they  invaded  Gaul  and  established 
themselves  in  what  was  afterwards  called  Normandy.  Following  down  to 
the  Conquest,  we  shall  see  the  "Men  of  Sole"  led  onward  by  their  social 
superiors,  the  Sieur  de  Soules,  and  see  them  engaged  in  the  sanguinary  con- 
flict. We  shall,  in  fancy,  stand  on  the  field  when  King  William  deals  out 
their  allotments  of  land  as  promised  them;  and  with  King  David  join  the 
train  and  go  with  them  as  they  take  sasine  of  their  estates  in  Scotland.  We 
shall  see  them  as  they  fortify  their  possessions  in  Liddesdale  by  the  erection 
of  the  castle  of  Hermitage  and,  later,  as  they  were  summoned  by  their  monarchs 
to  go  on  their  diplomatic  errands  to  France.  We  shall  tarry  with  those  noble 
cadets  of  the  family  who  settled  upon  the  lands  in  Kent  where  many  of  them 
adopted  an  agricultural  employment  and  multiplied  numerously.  Lingering 
awhile,  we  shall  see  the  Pilgrim,  George  Soule,  after  his  graduation  from  his 
training,  going  on  board  the  Mayflower  to  encounter  three  months  of  storms 
on  the  Atlantic  and  face  the  rigors  of  a  New  England  winter  in  the  American 
Wilderness.  From  Old  Plymouth  and  Duxborough  we  shall  go  with  them 
in  their  migrations  to  the  far  West  and  to  the  Pacific  slopes,  where  they  founded 
new  states  and  new  institutions.  We  shall  see  these  descendants  of  the  Ply- 
mouth-scribe in  their  new  homes  and  see  their  sons  and  daughters  at  the 
students'  desks  in  the  great  seats  of  learning;  then  find  them  teachers  in  their 
Alma  Maters.  Statesmen,  professors  in  colleges,  lawyers,  clergymen  (bishops), 
merchants,  manufacturers  and  cunning  craftsmen — in  every  honorable  activity 
where  intelligence  was  required. 

The  sections  of  this  work  devoted  more  especially  to  the  preliminary 
treatment,  will  be  introduced  under  specific  heads  printed  in  the  "Old  English" 
style  of  letters.  These  sections  will  serve  as  an  equipment  for  the  reader's 
better  comprehension  of  the  genealogical  department  following.  All  that 
will  be  necessary  for  a  clear  understanding  of  the  method  and  chronological 
arrangement  will  be  found  in  these  introductory  topics  under  their  proper 
captions. 

Approaching  the  genealogical  department  of  the  work  the  reader  will 
observe  that  each  section  is  headed  by  the  name  of  the  first  known  ancestor 
of  that  particular  branch  of  the  family.  This  name  will  be  followed  by  the 
names  of  children  and  grandchildren,  each  designated  by  a  subhead,  "Sixth 
Generation"  or  "Seventh  Generation"  as  the  case  may  be.  Besides,  the 
designation  of  families  will  appear  under  such  heads  as  "Children  of  James 
and  Hannah  (Bolton)  Soule."     Then  there  will  be  published  such  notice  as 
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this:  "See  Fourth  Generation"  or  "See  forward."  This  will  advise  the  reader 
of  something  to  anticipate  on,  perhaps,  another  page. 

Following  each  person's  name  as  printed  in  "full-faced"  type,  there 
will  appear  in  parenthesis  a  full-faced  figure.  This  character  informs  the 
reader  that  a  certain  number  of  Samuel  Soules  had  appeared.  Samuel  (5) 
indicates  that  four  persons  of  this  particular  name  had  appeared  before,  as 
Samuel  (4).  Thus  every  person  bearing  the  Soule  surname  can  be  identified 
without  any  confusion.  This  arrangement  has  been  adopted  as  the  most 
simple  and  comprehensive  of  any  known.  It  obviates  any  unnecessary  rep- 
etition of  names  and  places  each  one  in  conspicuous  display. 

Following  the  genealogical  section  proper,  there  will  appear  a  collection 
of  "Unclassified  Names,"  an  assembly  of  fragments  or  sketches  of  families 
that  could  not,  for  want  of  definite  statements,  be  properly  arranged  in  the 
regular  order  of  the  book.  Supplementing  this,  there  will  be  a  section  entitled 
"Gleanings  from  the  Field,"  containing  smaller  fragments  considered  worth 
preserving.  From  these  segments  persons  who  know  more  about  these 
particular  families  may  reconstruct  a  pedigree. 

There  will  appear  an  "Index  of  Surnames,"  comprising  all  intermarried 
families.  Should  the  reader  wish  to  locate  any  particular  family  and  can 
recall  the  maiden  name  of  a  wife  or  mother,  this  can  be  done  without  any 
trouble  by  running  down  this  Alphabetical  Index. 

Thus  we  have  explained  each  section  and  department  of  this  work  and  by 
a  careful  study  of  these  simple  rules  there  need  not  be  any  confusion. 
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HE  use  of  established  surnames  cannot  be  traced  to  a  period  much 
earlier  than  the  middle  of  the  tenth  century,  but  there  have  been 
some  exceptions.  Surnames  were  used  in  "Bible  Times."  Simon 
was  surnamed  Peter,  probably  to  distinguish  him  from  another 
"Simon  the  tanner  who  dwelt  by  the  seaside."  There  were  other  Simons  who 
had  surnames.  Several  other  biblical  characters  had  surnames.  Pompey  was 
surnamed  "Magnus"  because  of  his  great  power.  Bringing  our  investiga- 
tion down  to  Scandinavian  times  we  shall  find  that  many  of  the  prominent 
men  had  surnames.  There  were  Norsemen  named  "Magnus  the  Good" 
and  "Magnus  the  Barefoot."  Several  of  the  Harolds  had  surnames  annexed 
for  distinction's  sake.  Surnames  were  first  written  above  the  Christian 
names  as  the  proper  position  for  them.  Surnames  came  into  quite  general 
use  in  Normandy  and  after  the  coming  of  the  Conqueror  were  introduced 
into  England.  Many  of  the  Norman  adventurers  who  had  assisted  in  the 
conquest  had  already  adopted  the  names  of  their  seats  and  lands  as 
surnames;  and  when  their  sons  had  come  over  and  settled  on  the  estates 
William  the  King  had  bestowed  as  a  reward  for  military  service,  they  applied 
their  Norman  local  names  to  their  new  possessions.  When  the  Norman- French 
language,  at  one  time  so  popular,  disappeared  from  England  the  prefix 
de  was  generally  discarded  and  the  word  "of"  used  as  a  substitute.  Surnames 
were  not  much  used  in  Scotland  till  the  twelfth  century;  and  the  Scotch  have 
another  method  of  designating  families  who  are  owners  of  landed  estates. 
They  say  "of  that  ilk."  The  assumption  of  surnames  by  the  common  people 
was  everywhere  of  a  later  date  than  that  of  the  gentle  families.  In  England, 
the  number  of  surnames  is  about  40,000,  or  one  to  every  five  hundred  persons; 
in  Scotland,  far  fewer  in  proportion  to  the  population. 

The  reason  for  the  introduction  and  general  use  of  surnames  is  obvious, 
and  these  may  be  divided  into  several  classes,  as  personal,  characteristic, 
territorial  and  mechanical.  The  names  Fairbank,  Burbank,  Burnham,  Wash- 
burn, Woodbury,  Bradbury,  Mansfield,  Butterfield  and  Merrifield  were  all 
of  territorial  or  local  origin.  The  names  Carpenter,  Wheelright,  Turner, 
Weaver,  Brewer,  Gardener,  Goldsmith  and  Cordwainer  were  derived  from  the 
occupation  of  the  ancestors  of  those  families.  Among  the  surnames  taken 
from  some  personal  or  physical  peculiarity  were  Walker,  Springer,  Sleeper, 
Armstrong,  Longstaff,  Lockhart,  Broadhead  and  Longfellow. 

In  localities  where  there  were  two  persons  Christian-named  John,  they  were 
surnamed  "John  the  Carpenter"  or  "John  the  Cartwright"  when  mentioned 
by  way  of  distinction.  Two  other  individuals  were  Christian-named  the  same 
and  were  designated  by  their  places  of  residence.  One  was  "Samuel  of  Fair- 
banks," the  other  "Samuel  of  Mansfield."  In  time  these  names,  and  others 
of  their  class,  were  reduced  to  the  simple  forms  of  "Samuel  Fairbanks"  and 
"Samuel  Mansfield."  William  Longfellow  was  distinguished  from  one  William 
Armstrong  through  their  physical  structures. 
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There  is  nothing  obscure  concerning  the  origin  and  significance  of  the  sur- 
name of  the  families  under  consideration  in  this  work.  On  the  sandy  floors  of 
the  dashing  streams  where  they  had  reached  their  lower  levels,  multitudes 
of  soles  found  a  habitation,  and  these  "partridges  of  the  sea"  became  an  im- 
portant article  of  food.  So  common  and  plentiful  were  these  singularly  formed 
and  delectable  fishes  that  they  were  an  element  in  the  every-day  parlance  of 
the  local  population.  These  also  derived  their  name  from  the  sole  of  a  shoe 
or  sandal  because  of  their  form.  At  length  the  whole  district  or  province 
where  they  were  so  numerous  became  known  by  the  name  "Sole."  Thus  this 
simple  name  was  purely  local.  Evidently  this  name  was  applied  to  a  con- 
siderable area  or  territory,  as  the  title  was  attached  to  several  places  in  the 
vicinity  where  they  are  still  known  by  this  designation.  To  distinguish  the 
human  inhabitants  who  lived  in  the  community  from  residents  of  other  local- 
ities they  were  called  "the  men  of  Sole"  before  surnames  came  into  general 
use;  and  thus  when  the  soldiers  in  William  the  Conqueror's  army  showed  their 
valor  and  intrepidity  by  striking  at  close  quarters  and  were  taken  especial 
notice  of  they  were  designated  as  "The  men  of  Sole."  In  the  study  of  this 
subject  it  appears  to  disclose  something  like  the  following:  The  military 
units  in  the  Conqueror's  army  were  organized  much  like  the  Scottish  clans, 
with  members  of  particular  families  commanded  by  a  chieftain  bearing  their 
own  name,  being  held  together  by  the  colors  of  their  "tartans."  One  of  the 
Sieur  de  Soles  had  organized  a  company  for  service  in  the  Norman  army  com- 
posed of  the  "Men  of  Sole"  and  without  any  other  titles  they  went  into  the 
battle  of  Hastings;  and  some  time  during  the  bloody  conflict  their  leader  was 
slain  and  left  upon  the  field  among  the  dead.  After  the  battle  had  been 
fought  and  William  caused  a  census  of  the  fallen  to  be  taken,  Sieur  de  Sole, 
or,  Anglicized,  Lord  Soule,  was  found  where  he  had  fallen  while  leading  his 
countrymen,  and  his  name  inscribed  upon  t/he  "Roll  of  Battel  Abbey." 

All  of  the  superior  officers  were  clad  in  mail  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest, 
and  we  may  safely  assume  that  this  leader  and  commander  was  thus  protected. 
He  wolild  bear  some  insignia  by  which  his  followers  were  to  recognize  him 
in  the  midst  of  the  turmoil  and  conflict,  and  this  was  probably  worn  upon  his 
helmet.  Fancy  followed  by  speculation  might  suggest  that  this  emblem  was 
a  model  of  the  sole  fish.  This  assumption  is  in  full  accord  with  the  military 
customs  of  the  time  and  perfectly  plausible.  This  incident  is  not  a  positive 
statement  based  upon  authentic  historical  fact,  but  presented  as  an  interesting 
probability. 

Continuing,  we  may  state  that  the  territorial  name,  purely  such,  was 
finally  adopted  as  a  permanent  title  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  to  which 
it  had  been  applied  and  became  thus  an  established  surname.  As  soon, 
therefore,  as  some  of  these  Soles  had  been  elevated  to  the  social  status  of  a 
Heraldic  Family  their  shield  was  charged  with  objects  agreeable  to  their 
name — sole  fishes.  Thus  these  were  called  by  the  Normans  "Arms  Parlantee," 
or  "Speaking  Arms."  For  a  further  amplification  of  this  subject,  see  section 
of  this  work  entitled  "The  Family  Heraldry." 

At  what  time  the  orthography  of  this  family  name  was  enlarged  among 
Norman  branches  of  the  race  we  have  not  learned.     Probably  not  till  after 
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the  Conquest,  as  it  appears  soon  after  that  event  in  England  in  its  simple 
primitive  form.  By  some  principle  involved  in  the  uncodified  law  of  language, 
the  name  was  expanded  into  the  name  "Soule"  and  "Soulis."  The  name 
Sole  appeared  in  Kent  and  about  London  about  contemporary,  and  the  families 
continued  the  use  of  that  spelling  for  long;  then  the  names  "Sole"  and  "Solly" 
were  used  interchangeably.  It  has  been  suggested  as  plausible  that  the 
latter  orthography  was  adopted  as  an  attempt  to  gain  the  French  pronun- 
ciation of  "Soul-a. "  At  any  rate  the  name  was  spelled  in  the  same  document 
as  applied  to  the  same  man  both  "Sole"  and  "Solley." 

The  name  Soule  and  Soulis  was  adopted  soon  after  the  Norman  Conquest. 
The  Soules  and  Soulis  families  who  settled  in  Liddesdale,  Scotland,  evidently 
brought  those  forms  with  them,  and  these  titles  were  also  spelled  interchange- 
ably in  the  early  documents  still  preserved  in  that  country.  On  several  State 
Papers  seen  the  name  was  spelled  "Sullis"  and  "Sulis,"  but  all  of  these  variants 
must  be  attributed  as  existing  in  consequence  of  the  ignorance  or  fancy  of  the 
early  scribes.  There  were  no  standard  or  established  forms  of  spelling  sur- 
names for  many  years;  each  writer  became  a  law  unto  himself. 

In  a  small  volume  entitled  "A  Corner  of  Kent"  the  author  has  told  us 
that  the  local  meaning  of  the  word  sole  is  a  dirty  or  muddy  pool  or  stream 
of  water,  and  yet  there  is  neither  of  these  found  on  the  old  Sole  manors.  The 
two  names  should  not  be  confounded  nor  the  muddy  water  be  mixed  with  the 
clear  fountains  or  streams  of  the  Manor  of  Sole  or  of  Mote  Farm. 

There  were  families  scattered  through  several  counties  in  England  where 
some  still  remain,  but  they  have  never  to  any  extent  spelled  their  names 
Sole.  In  Worcester  the  name  has  been  found  in  records  and  early  documents 
variously.  As  will  appear  elsewhere  the  Eckington  family  used  the  form  of 
Sole;  however,  some  clerks  spelled  the  name  "Soule"  and  "Soull."  In  this 
county  the  name  was  also  spelled  "Solly"  and  "Solley."  One  family  wrote 
their  names  "Sowle."  This  in  which  were  the  distinguished  military  command- 
ers, General  Marmaduke  Sowle  and  Colonel  Robinson  Sowle. 

In  Cornwall  and  Lincoln  the  families  seem  to  have  universally  spelled 
their  names  "Soule"  or  "Soull;"  but  the  early  written  documents  expose 
the  ignorance  or  indifference  of  contemporary  scribes. 

A  branch  of  the  Scottish  family  so  distinguished  in  Liddesdale  settled  in 
Ireland  seems  to  have  long  survived  the  downfall  of  that  house  of  Soulis  and 
to  have  perpetuated  that  orthography;  but  as  in  other  cases,  the  name  was 
written  in  various  fashions  by  the  quillmen. 

Crossing  the  seas,  we  shall  pay  our  respects  to  the  American  families. 
One  man  was  responsible  for  the  adoption  of  the  accent  mark  over  the  terminal 
vowel  in  the  name,  making  it  of  two  syllables.  This  was  the  exiled  French- 
man, Pierre  Soule,  who  settled  in  New  Orleans  and  was  elected  to  the  United 
States  Congress.  Coming  into  contact  with  some  families  of  the  descendants 
of  George  Soule,  the  Mayflower  Pilgrim,  he  convinced  them  that  the  proper 
way  to  spell  their  names  was  by  the  syllabifying  process;  and  these  deluded 
Soules  immediately  adopted  the  French  form  and  have  used  it  ever  since. 
This  orthography  became  contagious  and  other  families  adopted  the  two 
syllables.     Some  of  these  when  in  college  enjoyed  being  called  "  Mister  Sou- 
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la."  This  incident  in  the  history  of  the  family  was  unfortunate  and  has 
resulted  in  much  confusion  and  controversy.  The  autograph  of  the  common 
ancestor  of  the  majority  of  the  American  branches  of  the  family  has  been 
discovered  and  was  clearly  written  "George  Soule  Senr."  There  is  no  evi- 
dence to  show  that  he  was  a  Frenchman  or  that  his  name  was  ever  pronounced 
Sou-la:  consequently,  there  is  no  authority  for  adopting  the  French  form  of 
spelling  or  manner  of  speech.  If  the  error  had  not  been  chiseled  into  marble 
and  granite  it  should  be  universally  changed  and  the  proper  spelling  restored. 

Some  branches  of  the  family  descended  from  George  Soule  while  living 
in  Duxbury  and  Dartmouth,  near  his  homestead,  adopted  the  name  "Sowle" 
and  their  descendants  in  the  West  continue  to  use  that  form.  Among  the 
Vermont  families  descended  from  Major  William  Soule,  a  Loyalist,  some  have 
adopted  the  name  "Sowle"  and  "Sowles, "  while  David  said  he  would  not 
waste  time  and  ink  in  writing  so  long  a  name  and  reduced  his  title  to  the  old 
English  form  of  "Sole."  His  old  Bible  containing  his  family  record,  sent  me 
from  Michigan,  has  the  names  of  all  the  children  spelled  "Sole."  Here  again 
these  changes  have  resulted  in  unpleasant  confusion.  Dea.  Ezekiel  Soule, 
the  father  of  Major  William,  the  Loyalist,  removed  from  Duxbury  to  Wool- 
wich, Maine,  and  himself  and  descendants  in  this  state  have  always  spelled 
the  name  "Soule."  In  one  instance  only  have  we  found  the  name  spelled 
"Soal,"  and  the  family  bearing  it  frankly  admit  that  it  was  changed  by  them 
to  that  form  from  "Soule." 

The  families  removing  to  North  and  South  Carolina  from  Massachusetts 
early  in  the  eighteenth  century  were  recorded  "Sole"  and  the  earlier  genera- 
tions so  spelled  their  names.  There  was  a  tradition  lingering  down  there  that 
some  of  them  had  their  names  changed  to  "Sowell"  and  later  to  "Sewall," 
a  very  common  name  in  those  states  at  present.  The  author  has  doubts 
respecting  this  tradition,  although  he  has  found  the  name  of  the  well-known 
New  England  Soules  spelled  in  the  U.  S.  Pension  Records,  "Sholes"  and 
"Shoules."  It  is  a  pleasure  to  learn  that  some  of  the  well  educated  families 
have  recently  restored  the  name  to  "Soule"  in  their  homes. 

In  the  Army  Rolls,  in  the  Pension  Records  and  in  the  Returns  of  the  first 
Census,  the  name  is  found  variously  fashioned,  the  same  person  being  denom- 
inated "Sole,"  "Soal,"  "Soul,"  "Soule,"  and  "Sowle." 

We  have  now  reached  a  point  in  our  treatment  where  a  name  has  been 
imported  direct  from  Normandy.  The  Soulis  family  so  long  resident  in  New 
Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  were  from  a  Huguenot  ancestor  who  came  from  France 
through  England  to  this  country  with  others,  of  Protestant  faith,  from  the  same 
locality.  This  name  has  become  extinct  in  New  Rochelle  at  the  present  time, 
but  branches  of  the  family,  being  Loyalists,  settled  in  Nova  Scotia  after  the 
Revolution  and  their  posterity  have  spelled  their  names  "Sulis"  and  "Soulis," 
both  forms  being  used  at  present. 

The  author  of  this  work  has  devoted  more  space  to  this  subject  than 
otherwise  necessary  in  consequence  of  nearly  interminable  questions  asked 
by  correspondents  during  the  compilation  of  the  book.  To  many  these  changes 
of  a  family  name  is  a  great  mystery.  One  lady  has  told  me  that  she  saw  in 
adjoining  lots  in  a  western  cemetery  the  names  "Soule"  and  "Sowle"  and 
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wondered  whether  the  two  families  were  kindred.  Some  have  given  as  a 
reason  for  the  changes  in  their  family  name  that  an  early  schoolmaster 
taught  them  to  make  this  change.  That  pedagogue  should  have  devoted 
his  attention  to  "'ritin'  and  'rithmetic"  and  kept  hands  off  from  genealogical 
subjects  and  personal  nouns.  Sentimental  persons  have  made  the  changes 
in  their  names  for  the  sake  of  euphony,  believing  "Sowle"  to  be  preferable 
to  "Soule."  While  there  may  have  been  no  violation  of  law  in  such  trans- 
actions, there  certainly  has  been  an  insult  to  the  principles  of  propriety. 


|LL  ancient  nations  mentioned  in  history  were  protected  by  some 
kind  of  defensive  armor  when  they  went  to  war;  sometimes  of 
leather,  of  brass,  of  iron  or  of  steel.  Some  of  the  nobles  and 
commanders  had  their  coats  of  mail  and  their  metal  helmets 
richly  ornamented  with  gold  and  silver.  The  scriptural  historians  were 
familiar  with  armor;  with  shields,  breast-plates  and  helmets,  and  St.  Paul 
admonishes  his  brethren  to  "put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God."  He  also 
specified  the  several  parts  by  name,  and  according  to  this  description  such 
protection  did  not  differ  essentially  from  the  armor  worn  centuries  later  by 
the  knights  and  crusaders  of  the  Palestinian  wars. 

When  coats  of  armor  were  made  from  thick  leather,  they  were  padded  with 
some  elastic  material  that  would  deaden  the  blows  of  sword  or  spear.  The 
scale  armor  was  composed  of  plates  of  brass,  iron,  or  steel,  so  formed  and  joined 
together  as  to  adjust  itself  to  the  movements  of  the  wearer's  body  and  the 
flexibility  of  the  soldier's  limbs.  Sometimes  the  men  in  battle  wore  surcoats  of 
heavy  leather  over  their  polished  metal  armor  to  protect  themselves  from  the 
heat  of  the  sun;  some  of  these  bore  painted  characters  that  were  durable 
and  sometimes  embroidered  upon  their  over-garments,  and  thus  the  insignia 
became  visible  to  every  beholder  when  engaged  in  a  battle.  These  devices 
and  symbols  painted  upon  shields  and  surcoats  were  of  endless  variety,  "from 
highest  things  celestial  to  lowest  things  terrestrial." 

Armor  originally  covered  the  head  and  shoulders,  but  in  the  time  of  William 
the  Conqueror,  men  of  war  were  clad  from  crown  to  spurs  with  an  encasement 
of  plates  or  rings  of  steel.  In  process  of  time  the  old  knights  and  chieftains 
bore  devices  on  their  shields  that  represented  their  prowess  and  that  were 
significant  of  their  names  or  places  of  residence;  then  also  a  crest  was  worn 
on  the  helmets  well  known  to  those  in  the  ranks  and  served  as  an  ensign  when 
following  their  leaders.  From  this  method  of  displaying  the  emblems  on 
armorial  bearings  and  surcoats  arose  the  term,  "Coats-of-Arms"  or  "Coat- 
Armor." 

Many  of  the  monumental  sculptures  and  effigies  still  to  be  seen  in  the  old 
churches  in  England  represent  soldiers  clothed  in  armor  and  covered  with 
surcoats  upon  which  were  depicted  their  armorial  symbols,  exactly  corresponding 
with  those  engraved  upon  their  battle  shields.  During  the  middle  ages 
armorial  devices  had  become  so  systematized  as  to  form  a  language  understood 
by  the  common  people.  The  scholar  and  the  unlearned  plebeian  could  read 
and  comprehend  the  symbolic  picture,  which  was  presented  to  the  eye  in  a 
thousand  ways  until  the  armorial  system  was  interwoven  with  the  character 
and  teaching  of  the  inhabitants.  The  noble  families  decorated  their  houses  and 
carriages  with  the  armorial  insignia  of  their  ancestors  well  known  by  the  shield 
in  the  upper  sections  of  their  windows. 
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In  time  the  knights  protected  themselves  from  the  heat  of  the  sun  when  on 
the  battlefield  with  a  cloth  covering  folded  over  their  helmets,  and  this  has 
in  drawings  of  coats-of-arms  been  developed  into  the  "wreath,"  above  which 
the  crest  has  been  placed.  However,  the  ornamental  accessories  emblazoned 
by  modern  artists  are  insignificant;  they  seem  to  supplement  the  devices  within 
the  shield  and   are  purely  decorative. 

During  the  early  days  when  the  Crusaders  went  to  battle  the  church  was 
in  favor  of  armorial  bearings,  and  the  old  knights  carried  their  banners  to  be 
blessed  by  the  priests  before  going  to  Palestine  to  engage  in  the  Crusade  wars, 
and,  on  their  return,  these  trophies,  covered  with  honorable  decorative  charges, 
were  suspended  in  the  lofts  of  the  chapels,  and  being  of  a  perishable  nature 
and  subject  to  decay  and  fading,  the  distinctions  were  in  time  permanently 
displayed  in  the  stained  glass  of  the  windows  and  in  frescoes  upon  the  walls, 
or  carved  in  stone  on  the  building  itself.  Many  of  these  pictures  of  arms  were 
the  only  subjects  from  which  the  modern  heralds  painted  their  copies.  In 
later  times,  when  the  system  of  heraldry  had  become  well  developed,  verbal 
statements  descriptive  of  the  legal  grants  accompanied  by  drawings  were 
preserved  in  the  Herald  Office  in  London  where  they  may  be  seen  at  the 
present  time. 

By  visiting  some  of  the  old  chapels  the  curious  may  see,  hanging  overhead, 
the  faded  and  tattered  banners  that  were  brought  from  the  Crusade  wars 
and  suspended  from  the  roofs  for  exhibition  and  preservation.  Some  of  these 
stained  and  faded  banners  show  that  the  devices  upon  them  were  executed 
with  great  artistic  skill. 

In  the  infancy  of  heraldry,  every  knight  assumed  such  armorial  distinc- 
tions as  he  pleased  without  consulting  any  authority  or  receiving  any  official 
license  for  doing  so.  Animals,  plants,  imaginary  monsters,  things  artificial, 
and  objects  familiar  to  pilgrims,  were  adopted;  and  frequently  the  choice 
was  suggestive  of  the  name  of  the  person  or  of  his  family  history.  Such  arms 
and  devices  were  called  by  the  French,  "Arms  parlantes,"  or  speaking  arms. 
The  Appleton  family  had  in  their  shield  three  apples;  the  family  of  Bell  had 
three  bells;  the  Masons  had  three  trowels;  the  Swans,  three  birds  of  that 
species;  the  Ryedales,  three  ears  of  rye  slipped.  This  was  also  true  of  the 
Soule  family  and  indicates  the  derivation  of  their  name.  Their  early  arms 
bore  the  chevron  between  three  sole  fishes  either  haurient  or  statant. 

Commenting  upon  this  character  of  the  Sole-Soule  arms,  we  believe  this 
device  was  borrowed  from  the  locality  and  habitant.  The  sole  fish,  a  species 
of  the  flounder  family,  frequented  in  great  numbers  the  small  mountain 
streams  that  flowed  through  the  valley  where  the  Soles  settled  within  the 
Norman  hills.  The  name  was  taken  because  of  the  resemblance  in  form  of  the 
sole  of  a  shoe  or  sandal,  and  some  persons  in  the  modern  family  of  Soule  pos- 
sessed of  a  lively  ideality,  have  assumed  that  this  device  represented  the 
wandering  habits  of  the  ancestors  of  the  family — the  pilgrim's  shoe. 

We  have  not  learned  how  early  the  sole  fish  was  adopted  by  the  family. 
Certainly  these  figures  were  found  in  the  earliest  branches  after  their  settle- 
ment in  Kent,  England.  The  Sole-Solly  families  in  this  county  bear  the  sole 
fishes  both  haurient  and  statant  in  their  shields  and  have  a  very  significant 
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crest.  This  device  is  in  the  form  of  a  crescent  surmounting  the  helmet  and 
a  sole  fish  horizontally  resting  upon  the  horns  thereof;  a  very  graceful  and 
attractive  appendage  to  the  arms.  This  crest  appears  on  the  monument  of 
Richard  Solly  in  the  church-yard  in  Sandwich,  in  Kent.  The  appearance  of 
these  arms  as  borne  early  by  several  branches  of  the  Solly  and  Solley  family 
without  any  interference  by  the  heraldic  authorities  recorded,  should  be  suf- 
ficient proof  of  the  connection  between  this  sept  and  the  Sole-Soule  family. 
At  a  date  so  early  as  the  possession  of  these  arms  by  the  Solly-Solley  family 
in  Kent  the  heraldic  laws  were  rigidly  enforced,  and  had  these  insignia  been 
borne  by  the  families  without  proper  authority,  the  visiting  heralds  would 
have  discovered  the  fraud  and  dire  punishment  would  have  followed.  So 
far  as  any  records  indicate  these  arms  were  assumed  and  borne  by  the  families 
mentioned  unmolested  and  unquestioned;  and  descendants  claim  the  same 
authority  for  possessing  the  arms  at  the  present  time.  These  same  arms, 
possibly  with  slight  variation,  were  borne  by  the  Solly  family  at  Lickhill  and 
Hindslip. 

We  have  the  description  of  the  Arms  of  the  Sole  family  of  Brabanne  as 
Vert,  a  chevron  gules  between  three  sole  fishes  haurient,  a  bordure  engrailed 
gules  (sometimes  "sable")   with  crest. 

We  have  found  no  record  of  a  patent  of  these  arms,  but  they  were  not  a 
grant  of  arms  that  were  entailed;  hence  we  assume  to  say  they  were  granted 
as  an  honorary  endowment  for  some  especial  service  rendered  the  government. 

Arms  were  not  to  be  perpetually  assumed  by  families  whose  ancestors  had 
received  the  grant  unless  confirmed  by  the  proper  authorities  and  record  made 
of  any  differences  in  the  new  grant.  A  case  in  point  was  the  grant  of  Arms 
to  John  Sole — mayor  of  Worcester,  and  confirmed  with  crest  to  his  son  Robert 
the  Salter  of  London.  This  coat  has  quarters  of  gold  and  blue  and  in  the  first 
quarter  an  embattled  tower,  and  a  crown  and  lion  for  crest.  The  motto 
was  "Per  Industria." 

The  record  of  grant  of  arms  to  Robert  Sole,  Salter,  found  in  the  College 
of  Arms  in  London,  reads  as  follows: 

"A  confirmation  of  armes  and  gift  of  the  crest  to  Robert  Sole  of  London 
gent  the  son  of  John  Sole  of  Eckington  in  the  County  of  Worcester  gentleman 
and  to  the  posterity  of  the  said  Robert  Sole  forever  under  the  hand  and  seale 
of  Robert  Cooke  Ats  Clarence  dated  at  London  the  18th  of  June  1591,  the 
34th  of  Eliz." 

Legally  this  grant  means  that  it  was  an  old  coat  confirmed,  showing  it  had 
been  in  use  by  the  Sole  family.  The  crest  was  granted  to  Robert  Sole  and 
could  only  be  used  by  his  posterity,  but  the  arms  can  be  used  by  any  descendant 
of  Soles  of  Eckington  or  of  the  branch  to  which  John  Sole  belonged. 

The  record  in  the  Book  of  Grants  at  the  College  of  Arms  indicates  that 
the  arms  confirmed  to  Robert  Sole  were  an  old  coat  that  had  been  previously 
in  use  by  the  family,  while  the  supplementary  crest  was  a  special  grant  to 
him  and  his  posterity  for  all  time,  while  the  arms  proper  could  only  be  used 
by  the  descendants  of  the  Soles  descended  from  the  branch  to  which  John 
Soule  of  Eckington  belonged. 
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A  fac-simile  of  the  arms  has  been  procured  by  Col.  C.  E.  Banks  from  the 
College  of  Arms,  from  which  the  colored  picture  was  made.  There  is  a  castle 
or  tower  in  but  one  quarter  of  the  shield;  the  first  quarter  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  the  confirmation  of  the  arms  of  John  Sole  of  Worcester  to 
his  son  Robert  of  London.  In  consequence  of  these  limitations  the  Soules 
descended  from  George  Soule,  the  Mayflower  Pilgrim,  have  no  legal  right  to 
assume  the  arms  borne  by  the  " Salter"  of  London;  neither  is  there  any  legal 
authority  for  preventing  them  from  hanging  them  in  pictures  upon  their 
walls  or  painting  them  upon  the  doors  of  their  cars  if  they  so  desire.  However, 
if  any  American  Soules,  Sowles  or  Soulis  should  wish  to  ornament  their  houses, 
their  cars  or  their  stationery  with  a  shield  or  crest  it  would  be  better  taste 
to  assume  the  arms  of  Brabanne  or  those  so  long  borne  by  the  families  in  Kent. 

As  coats-of-arms  became  more  numerous  confusion  often  arose  from  the 
use  by  different  knights,  who  bore  the  same  symbols;  and  this  confusion  was 
augmented  by  the  practice  of  feudal  chiefs  in  permitting  their  followers  to 
bear  their  personal  arms  in  battle  as  a  mark  of  honor.  In  consequence  of 
this  practice  many  of  the  coats-of-arms  so  closely  resembled  each  other,  that 
it  was  imperative  for  distinction's  sake,  that  some  outward  restrictions  and 
regulations  should  be  adopted  and  enforced  respecting  the  character,  number 
and  position  of  the  figures  represented  in  the  shields  and  crests.  This  necessity 
led,  in  course  of  time,  to  the  development  of  a  regular  system  of  heraldry,  and 
the  ancient  rules  show  that  the  process  was  going  on  in  the  fourteenth  century. 

In  England  the  assumption  of  arms  by  private  persons  was  first  restrained 
by  a  proclamation  from  Henry  V.  which  prohibited  every  one  who  had  not 
borne  arms  at  Agincourt  to  assume  them,  in  virtue  of  inheritance  or  a  special 
grant  from  the  Crown.  To  enforce  this  law,  herald  visitations  were  instituted, 
and  were  continued  from  time  to  time  for  several  centuries.  All  persons 
claiming  the  right  to  bear  arms  were  warned  to  assemble  at  some  stated 
place  in  his  district  and  to  bring  with  them  all  arms,  crests  and  pedigrees  for 
examination  by  the  heralds'  deputies  and  to  present  evidence  that  such  were 
genuine.  So  strict  were  these  heraldic  laws  and  so  impartially  enforced  that 
a  person  assuming  another  code  of  armorial  bearings  without  the  proper  au- 
thority, lost  one  of  his  ears  as  the  penalty. 

In  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  no  person  is  entitled  to  bear 
arms  without  an  hereditary  claim  to  descent,  or  a  grant  by  the  proper  au- 
thority, this  jurisdiction  being  executed  by  the  Herald  College  in  England, 
the  Lyon  Court  in  Scotland,  and  the  College  ot  Arms  in  Ireland.  It  is  illegal 
to  use,  not  only  a  coat  of  ams,  but  a  crest  as  well. 

The  passion  for  outward  distinction  is  so  deeply  inplanted  in  human 
nature  that  in  America,  where  all  differences  in  rank  are  repudiated,  many 
families  known  to  have  been  descended  from  an  ancestry  who  were  granted 
arms,  have  assumed  the  right  to  ornament  their  mansions  with  such  historic 
memorials  as  found  described  in  the  books  of  heraldry.  Such  paintings  are 
becoming  more  popular  and  numerous  every  year  in  ratio  as  the  interest  in 
genealogical  research  increases,  and  such  devices  may  be  frequently  seen  as 
framed  pictures  hanging  in  their  halls,  on  the  doors  of  their  carriages  and  on 
their  stationery;  and  this  interest  is  both  natural  and  highly  commendable, 
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for  a  heraldic  picture  well  handled,  the  subject  lending  itself  to  artistic  treat- 
ment, is  most  beautiful.  A  gentleman  of  wealth  for  whom  a  coat-of-arms 
was  emblazoned  and  richly  framed,  said  he  had  many  valuable  paintings 
purchased  in  Europe;  he  would  part  with  every  one  of  them  before  he  would 
allow  his  arms  to  be  removed.  There  are  many  devices  and  figures  in  arms 
that  are  far  from  graceful  or  attractive,  and  such  will  not  lend  themselves 
to  picturesque  beauty  in  paintings.

The  earliest  arms  assigned  to  the  Sole,  Soule,  or  Soulis  families  were  found 
in  Scotland.  These  were  the  arms  and  seals  used  by  the  Soule-Soulis  families 
in  Liddesdale.  Some  of  these  were  regular  shields  bearing  the  charges,  and 
others  were  metal  seals  bearing  various  designs  and  in  different  sizes. 

The  stately  monument  that  commemorates  the  martial  life  of  John  Soulis 
at  Deadriggs,  bears  the  arms  of  the  family.  The  chevrons  are  still  visible 
while  the  ermine  spots,  being  shoal,  have  been  worn  away  by  the  weather. 

In  the  arms  of  the  great  barons  of  Liddesdale  there  were  three  chevrons 
gules,  between  which  there  were  ermine  spots;  two  in  the  top,  five  in  the  next 
space  below,  five  in  the  space  below,  and  one  in  the  base  part.  In  a  descrip- 
tion of  some  old  seals  belonging  to  the  Soulis  family,  one  writer  has  described 
the  chevrons  as   "barry." 

The  family  of  Soulis  was  so  identified  with  the  lordship  of  Liddesdale  that 
the  families  of  Douglas  and  Hepburn  quartered  their  arms  with  these  chevrons 
and  ermine  spots. 

Upon  the  shield  of  Nicholas  de  Soulis,  A.D.,  1292,  cast  from  a  very  good 
impression  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  there  was  a  falcon  close  within 
a  carved  panel  of  six  cusps  and  signed  "  Nicolai  de  Soule." 

Sir  John  de  Soulis,  Knight,  A.D.,  1292,  there  was  a  seal  cast  from  a  very 
good  impression  one  inch  in  diameter,  a  Shield  of  Arms;  barry  of  six,  over  all 
a  bendlet.  Within  a  carved  panel  six  cusps.  Beaded  border.  This  was  a 
Royal  seal  and  the  Soulis  figures  were  on  the  reverse  side  as  a  counterseal. 

William  de  Soulis,  County  Roxburgh,  seal  impression  one  and  a  quarter 
inches  (A.D.  1320).  This  seal  was  made  from  an  imperfect  impression.  It 
has  for  figures  in  armor  a  hauberk  (sword)  and  shield.  A  horse  galloping 
armorially  caparisoned.  Arms  barry  of  six,  or  three  chevrons  for  Soulis.  In 
the  background  three  roses.     (Douglas  peerage,  Vol.  1.  page  16.) 

Nicholas  Soulis  affixed  the  seal  of  his  arms  to  a  document  in  1291,  using 
a  secretum,  being  merely  a  raven,  but  at  another  time  upon  a  deed  of  homage 
there  was  a  shield  with  "Barry  of  Six." 

Dominus  John  Soulis  had  a  seal  of  arms  bearing  a  shield  hanging  upon  a 
tree  thereon,  "three  bars  surmounted  by  a  ribbon." 

The  traitor  Knight,  Sir  William  Soulis,  carried  bars  upon  his  shield. 

Sir  Thomas  Soulis  used  a  bend  and  other  charges. 

The  cocks'  heads  sometimes  quartered  with  Soulis  were  from  the  arms  of 
Cockburn,  a  family  intermarried  with  the  Soulis.

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On  the  top  of  a  monument  in  Mitton  Chapel,  Kidderminster  parish,  fixed 
to  the  wall  of  the  chancel  there  is  "Vert  a  chevron  counterchanged  or  and  gu. 
between  three  soles  naiant  arg.,  impaling  gu.  a  bend  arg." 

The  arms  of  the  Soles  of  Bobbing  Court  were:  A  chevron  gu.  between  three 
Soles  haurient  ppr.,  all  within  a  bordure  engrailed  of  the  second.

The  best  evidence  of  kinship  between  different  branches  of  any  old  families 
is  their  arms.  One  of  the  most  experienced  of  the  early  heralds  has  recorded 
that  where  the  arms  of  two  families  or  branches  of  the  same  were  alike  or 
closely  resembled  each  other,  it  was  considered  very  strong  presumptive  evi- 
dence of  consanguinity.  The  fact  of  the  existence  of  many  arms  borne  by 
representatives  of  the  Sole,  Solly,  Soule,  Soulis  and  Sowle  families  points  to 
a  common  origin.  The  derivation  of  the  surname  from  the  sole  fish  and  the 
prevalence  of  this  charge  in  the  shield  and  even  in  the  crest  in  the  arms  of 
the  various  families  bearing  the  above  names,  is  conclusive  evidence  that 
they  were  originally  of  the  same  blood  if  bearing  different  titles. 

The  arms  as  depicted  in  the  windows  of  the  ancient  seats  of  the  Kentish 
families  of  Solly  at  Mote  Farm  and  Sole  Manor,  as  well  as  upon  the  old  mon- 
uments standing  in  the  county,  should  be  considered  sufficient  proof  of  the 
kinship  of  the  families  to  which  they  were  granted.  It  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  the  laws  regulating  heraldry  were  very  strict  and  in  early  times  the 
Garters-at-Arms  were  not  easily  bribed  to  issue  fictitious  grants;  had  they 
done  so  they  would  have  forfeited  their  position  besides  exposing  themselves 
to  a  heavy  penalty  and  imprisonment. 

There  is  a  peculiar  difference  between  the  arms  borne  by  the  Solly  families 
seated  in  Kent  and  those  of  Brabanne  and  some  others  living  in  the  other 
shires  in  England.  This  difference  is  in  the  crest,  this  being  in  the  form  of 
the  SOLE  FISH  resting  horizontally  upon  the  horns  of  a  crescent.  The  arms 
in  the  window-pane  at  Mote  Farm  and  those  on  the  sculptured  monument  of 
Richard  Solly  in  the  Richborough  church-yard  are  the  same,  showing  that 
contemporary  branches  were  allowed  to  bear  these  emblazons. 

The  arms  assigned  to  the  Solly  families  in  Worcestershire  were  not  essentially 
different  from  those  borne  by  the  Kentish  families.  The  arms  of  the  Hind- 
slip  family  in  Worcester,  were  identical  with  those  in  Brabanne. 

Listed  with  the  names  as  above  inscribed  were  those  of 

William  of  Soulis  (1284)  then  Justicair  of  Lothian,  Scotland; 

Sir  William  Soulis,  High  Stewart,  grandson. 

From  some  of  the  characters  employed  by  the  engravers  of  these  seals  it 
appears  almost  certain  that  these  were  borrowed  from  the  ancient  arms  borne 
by  the  Soules  in  Normandy  and  were  brought  over  by  those  who  made  a 
permanent  settlement  in  Scotland. 

The  subjoined  engravings  represent  some  of  the  arms  assigned  to  these 
Normans. 
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The  fact  that  the  early  arms  borne  by  the  Soles,  Sollys  and  Sooles  were 
the  same,  is  proven  by  existing  samples  still  extant  in  Kent,  England,  that  the 
families  were  originally  the  same.  There  are  still  existing  sculptured  arms  to 
prove  this  assumption.  On  a  pane  of  glass  in  a  window  of  the  Mote  Farm 
in  Ash,  Kent,  there  is  the  painting  of  the  Solly  arms,  in  the  field  of  which 
there  are  three  sole  fishes,  haurient.  The  shield  is  surmounted  by  a  helmet, 
over  which  there  is  for  crest  a  crescent,  upon  the  horns  of  it  a  sole  fish  haurient. 
On  the  monument  of  Richard  Solly,  thrice  Mayor  of  Sandwich,  standing  in 
the  church-yard  there,  there  was  sculptured  a  shield  surmounted  with  a  helmet 
on  which  rested  a  crest  and  on  the  horns  of  this  reposed  a  sole  fish,  but  through 
the  ravages  of  time  the  head  and  tail  were  broken  off,  disfiguring  the  monument. 
Views  of  these  arms  will  appear  in  this  work. 

Some  branches  of  the  Solly  family  in  Kent  bore  arms  closely  resembling 
those  just  described;  the  only  difference  being  in  the  position  of  the  three 
fishes  which  were  "naiant"  instead  of  "haurient." 

The  information  in  my  possession  shows  that  the  Solly  and  Solley  families 
of  Hindslip,  Worcester,  bore  the  same  arms  as  those  in  Kent,  and  the  two 
branches  of  the  family  were  evidently  from  the  same  original  stock.  See 
Solley  of  Hindslip. 
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Vert,  a  chevron,  per-pale,  or  and  gu.,  between  three  soles   naiant  argent. 

The  compiler  of  the  Sole-Soule  history  would  here  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  History  of  Kent  contains  an  account  of  Sole  Manor,  as  an  ancient 
seat  of  the  Sole  family,  and  the  author  states  that  they  derived  their  name 
from  the  place.  We  are  led  to  inquire  why  the  same  author  of  this  old  and 
valuable  history  of  Kent,  assigns  to  these  two  branches  of  the  family,  Sole  and 
Solly,  the  arms  in  which  the  three  sole  fishes  appear;  a  heraldic  feature  by 
which  arms  are  called  in  French,  "Parlante, "  i.e.,  speaking  arms,  because 
these  figures  bear  the  same  name  of  the  family.  These  ancient  arms  con- 
tain in  the  shield  three  sole  fishes  either  haurient  or  naiant,  and  are  the  arms 
granted  to  the  Soles  of  Brabanne  and  now  claimed  by  the  Soule  family.  There 
is  every  documentary  reason  to  believe  that  the  Sole  and  Solly  families  were 
one  and  the  same. 

ARMS  OF  SOULE.  In  an  old  and  ponderous  volume,  leather-bound, 
entitled  "A  Display  of  Heraldry,"  the  following  quaint  description  of  the  arms 
of  the  Sole  or  Soule  family — one  branch  only — appears:  "He  beareth  Argent, 
a  chevron  Gules,   between  three  Sole  fishes  haurient   Proper,   with   Bordure 

Note. — From  a  translation  from  a  verbal  description  of  the  arms  borne  by  the 
Soule-Souli  families  in  France,  we  have  found  the  opinion  recorded  above  confirmed. 
The  "dungeon"  in  the  arms  of  the  French  Soules  was  evidently  the  origin  of  the  em- 
battled " tower"  in  the  shield  of  Robert  Sole  of  London. 
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engrailed  Sable.  This  coat  pertaineth  to  the  family  of  Soles  of  Brabanne,  in 
the  county  of  Cambridge.  These  arms  are  agreeable  to  the  bearer's  name, 
which  happens  very  often  in  Armoury;  for  divers  men  taking  their  names 
from  Beasts,  Birds,  Fowls,  or  Fishes  do  bear  Coat  Armour  in  resemblance 
thereof." 

"The  fish  is  known  to  the  Latinists  by  three  names,  Solea,  a  similitydine, 
Soleae,  i.e.  a  Shoe  sole;  Sandalinum,  which  cometh  from  the  Greek,  a  kind  of 
shoe  that  opens  with  latchets  on  the  Instep;  Linglace,  quodformain  linguae 
referat.  The  French  call  the  fish  'un  Sole.'  The  delicateness  of  the  Taste, 
hath  gained  the  name  of  the  Partridge  of  the  Sea." 

Turning  to  the  Encyclopaedia  we  find  the  following.  "Sole.  French, 
Sole.  Latin,  Soles.  A  marine  flat  fish  (the  Solea  vulgaris),  which  with  allied 
species  is  peculiar,  among  vertebrate  animals,  in  having  both  eyes  placed  on 
one  side  of  the  head,  namely,  that  side  which  is  uppermost  when  they  are 
swimming.  This  fish  keeps  near  the  bottom  of  the  sea.  It  sometimes  grows 
to  weigh  six  or  seven  pounds." 

Referring  again  to  the  writer  on  heraldry,  we  make  note  that  he  has  fur- 
nished no  information  respecting  the  significance  of  the  sole  fish  as  a  figure  in 
the  Sole-Soule  coat  of  arms.  The  local  name  Sole,  in  the  Department  of 
Maunche,  in  France,  from  which  district  the  Soule  family  bearing  this  name 
originated  and  derived  its  name,  is  situated  on  the  river  of  that  name;  and  it 
is  probable  that  this  town  took  its  name  from  the  fishes  that  abound  in  its 
waters.  Coutances  is  a  town  in  France,  in  the  Department  of  La  Manche, 
at  the  confluence  of  the  rivers  Soull  and  Bulsard.  It  is  built  on  a  conical  hill 
a  few  miles  from  the  English  Channel  and  is  a  somewhat  lugubrious  place. 
Its  cathedral,  however,  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  of  ecclesiastical  edifices 
in  Europe,  being  in  the  early  pointed  style  in  Normandy.  One  of  the  towers 
of  the  building  is  lighted  with  a  lantern  which  serves  as  a  beacon  for  ships 
navigating  the  channel.     The  population  in  1872  was  7,278.

DE  SABLE,  a  trois  Soleils  d'or.  avec  celles  qui  furent  octroyees  par  empe- 
reur  an  General-Cornie  Soules.

DE  SABLE  has  three  golden  suns  with  those  which  were  granted  by  the 
Emperor  to  General-Carnie  Soules,  gold  embellished  with  two  crossed  swords 
on  a  black  ground  accompanied  by  four  red  stars. 

ARMS,  SOULIE  IN  LONGUEDOC.  Silver  with  two  branches  of  maple, 
one  of  laurel  and  the  other  of  palm,  crossed  in  the  field  and  bound  with  red 
stars.  In  the  blue  field,  charged  with  a  golden  sun  (by  the  side  of)  two  golden 
stars. 

In  the  Camden  Roll  arms  are  given— Monsieur  Bartha  de  Sulee — field  of 
gold  has  two  bands  of  red  stars. 

(This  translation  was  kindly  made  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Soule  Carhart  of  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  for  this  work.  It  should  be  understood  that  the  terms  employed 
by  the  French  Heralds  were  quite  unlike  those  used  in  English;  hence  the 
impossibility  of  a  literal  translation. — Author.) 

In  an  old  book  dealing  with  Kentish  families  the  following  was  seen: 
"What  does  the  word  Sole  mean  as  attached  to  such  Kentish  places  as  Sole- 
Street,  Sole-Field  and  Sole-Green?" 

In  Shaw's  Dictionary  of  the  Kentish  Dialect  there  is  a  note  anent  the 
word  Sole  as  follows:  "Sole,  a  pond  of  standing  water  or  a  pool  of  dirty  water; 
and  this  is  the  original  significance  to  be  derived  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  Sol, 
mud,  mire  (whence  the  word  sully)  allied  to  the  Danish  word  Sol  and  German 
Suhle,  mire.  It  enters  into  several  small  places  where  ponds  exist,  e.g.,  Barn- 
sole,  Butsole,  Maidensole,  Sole-Street,  etc.  In  the  will  of  J  no.  Franklyn, 
sometime  rector  of  Ickham,  a  property  was  described,  '  Beside  the  watering 
Sole  in  the  end.'  " 

"Again  the  word  Sole  is  in  frequent  use.  Sole- Field  in  Norfleet  still  retains 
it.  Sole-Street  near  Meopham  is  another  example.  The  word  is  probably  a 
corruption  of  the  Latin  Sol,  and  has  reference  to  the  ancient  worship  of  the 
sun  in  Kent.     There  is  a  pond  three-and-a-half  miles  on  the  road  from  Margate 
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to  Sandwich,  County  Kent,  called  Green-Sole.     In  the  parish  of  Southfield, 
County  Kent,  is  a  place  called  Sole-Field." 

The  author  has  no  dispute  with  the  writer  of  the  foregoing  when  he  defines 
the  local  word  as  meaning  sediment  or  muddy  water,  but  when  he  claims  this 
to  have  been  the  derivation  of  the  family-name  of  Sole  and  Solly,  we  must 
emphatically  disagree  with  him.  There  is  nothing  known  to  connect  this 
name  with  Sole  Manor  or  other  estates  early  owned  by  the  families  mentioned, 
for  there  are  no  muddy  streams  or  ponds  thereon.  We  still  insist  that  these 
families  were  derived  from  Normandy  and  settled  upon  the  lands  in  the  Eccle- 
siastical County  of  Kent,  holding  of  Odo  the  Bishop  of  Baeux,  as  extant 
records  prove.     See  "Heraldy  of  the  Family"  in  work,  for  more  details.

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'HE  origin  and  distribution  of  the  races  of  mankind  presents  a  prob- 
lem that  invites  the  attention  of  the  general  historian,  the  scope  of 
whose  studies  may  be  restricted  to  national  affairs;  and  when  the 
survey  has  been  directed  to  the  history  of  those  families  from  whom 
we  derive  our  existence,  the  history  of  their  origin,  their  development  and 
migrations  and  the  formative  influences  that  have  moulded  their  mental  and 
physical  characters,  the  interest  is  naturally  intensified  and  the  consequent 
investigation  necessary  for  the  acquisition  of  the  desired  data  stimulated. 
The  arbitrary  and  irrevocable  laws  of  heredity  have  reproduced  in  the  descend- 
ants of  a  common  ancestry  many  peculiar  characteristics,  many  unmistakable 
"birth-marks,"  that  may  be  perpetuated  through  other  generations.  These 
mental  and  physical  features  may,  like  streams  running  underground,  dis- 
appear for  a  time,  but  they  are  sure  to  reappear  and  be  duplicated  through 
decades  of  family  history.  A  careful  study  of  these  family  peculiarities  will 
be  of  the  deepest  interest  to  the  persons  whose  temperament  inclines  them  to 
investigation,  and  the  results  will  richly  reward  the  student. 

It  would  seem  to  be  a  pleasing  diversion  from  the  strenuous  activities 
of  a  commercial  or  political  life,  to  pause  and  look  backward  to  that  period 
of  time  when  our  ancestors  first  dwelt  upon  the  earth  and  to  make  ourselves 
familiar  with  what  transpired  in,  and  contemporary  with,  the  history  of  their 
lives;  to  reflect  our  inquiry  back  to  the  distant  fountain-head  of  the  human 
current,  observing  in  our  inquiry  the  tributary  influences  that  have  had  a 
tendency  to  develop  the  attributes  of  the  individual  and  family. 

The  purpose  of  this  section  of  the  family  history  is  to  institute  a  searching 
and  comprehensive  survey  of  the  race  from  which  the  ancestors  of  the  Sole- 
Soule  families  derived  their  existence  and  name.  There  have  been  developed 
in  a  very  conspicuous  degree  and  prominently  observable,  many  quite  re- 
markable features  in  the  lives  of  the  families  under  notice  that  could  not  have 
been  accidental  nor  isolated,  but  were  purely  racial  and  hereditary;  these 
peculiarities  traceable  to  but  one  source,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  extreme 
north  of  Europe,  who  left  the  shores  of  the  German  ocean  as  nomads  and 
turned  their  faces  to  the  Scandinavian  territory  now  known  as  Norway,  Sweden 
and  Denmark. 

These  pioneers  of  settlement  were  a  blonde,  yellow-haired,  blue-eyed 
people  and  a  branch  of  the  Teutonic  family,  or  Aryan  race,  coming  originally 
from  the  East,  broke  in  upon  the  Roman  Empire  and  overwhelmed  the  tribes 
who  preceded  them.  Various  reasons  have  been  assigned  for  this  movement 
to  the  North.  The  rivers  teemed  with  fish  and  wild  fowl.  A  character  of 
stone  was  found  there  from  which  weapons  were  made  and  used  by  people  in 
an  early  state  of  society.     Sweden  was  singularly  rich  in  iron  and  copper 
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ores  which  lay  near  the  surface.  Everything  required  by  a  people  in  a  primitive 
state  of  civilization  was  found  there.  Our  only  sources  of  information  are 
comprised  in  the  Eddas  and  Sagas.  Of  these  ancient  records — and  they  are 
a  very  remarkable  collection — compiled  by  Sigfusen  and  Sturlson,  both  Ice- 
landers, we  are  not  certain  when  they  were  written;  but  they  contain  much 
of  family  history  and  biography.  When  we  first  encounter  the  people  of 
the  Scandinavian  country  they  were  living  in  great  houses  of  timber  in  the 
most  democratic  fashion.  The  stone  peculiar  to  the  country  was  not  suitable 
for  building  purposes  and  all  resorted  to  the  vast  forests  that  mantled  the 
mountains  for  timber  to  build  with.  In  consequence  of  these  natural  conditions 
there  were  no  stately  castles  occupied  by  feudal  lords  to  overawe  the  common 
people.  From  our  earliest  acquaintance  with  this  race  they  recognized  no 
other  than  the  udal  or  odal  law,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  which  all  of  the 
children  were  equal  heirs  to  the  parental  estates.  Living  under  such  a  law 
there  could  be  no  aristocracy. 

The  physical  build  and  countour  of  the  typical  Norsemen  were  very 
distinctly  marked.  Broad-shouldered,  deep-chested,  long-limbed,  with  slender 
waist  and  small  hands  and  feet — their  figures  told  of  strength;  and  so  highly 
was  strength  estimated  that  their  puny  infants  were  sacrificed  and  the  vigorous 
alone  preserved. 

The  ordinary  dress  of  both  sexes  was  nearly  the  same.  A  loose  frock 
girded  at  the  waist,  long  hose  held  in  place  by  thongs  twisted  about  their 
ankles,  heavy  shoes,  an  armless  cloak,  with  low,  broad-brimmed  hat  com- 
pleted the  costumes  of  the  men.  The  underclothing  of  both  sexes  was  linen; 
their  outer  garments  of  coarse  woolen  homespun — of  grey,  of  black  or  blue, 
or  red,  the  most  prized  of  all.  To  this  attire  the  chiefs  added  when  engaged 
in  warfare,  a  helmet  and  coat  of  mail,  and  all  were  armed  with  a  long  shield 
covering  and  protecting  the  whole  body.  This  shield  was  white  in  time  of 
peace  and  red  in  time  of  war.  It  was  covered  with  leather  and  had  a  rim  and 
boss  of  iron  or  brass.  Their  spears  with  shaft  of  ash  were  long  and  pointed 
with  metal.  Armed  with  battle-axes  and  the  long  sword,  the  last  the  darling 
of  the  Northmen. 

Their  ships,  of  which  we  shall  have  more  to  write  later,  were  long  half- 
decked  galleys,  propelled  with  both  oars  and  sails.  The  waist  where  the 
rowers  sat,  was  low  that  the  oars  might  have  free  play.  The  bows  and  stern 
were  high  and  terminated  with  the  carved  head  and  tail  of  a  dragon;  and 
thus  such  ships  when  seen  approaching  over  the  sea  resembled  some  huge 
monster  with  open  jaws.  Their  sails  were  originally  of  cowskin  but  later  of 
coarse  linen  woven  in  stripes  of  blue  and  green  and  red. 

In  the  prow  stood  the  warriors,  and  these  ships  were  driven  stem  on  against 
an  enemy.  The  chief  stood  at  the  stern  and  behind  him  the  helmsman.  The 
movements  of  the  rowers  were  protected  by  planks  set  along  the  gangways 
or  shields  hanging  over  the  sides. 

The  character  of  the  Norsemen  was  stereotyped  and  its  peculiarity  rec- 
ognized everywhere.  Their  constant  exposure  and  struggle  for  existence  in 
an  inhospitable  climate  had  taught  them  contempt  of  danger  and  quick 
dexterity  in  emergencies.  Living  free  from  all  privileged  classes  and  aris- 
tocratic associations  they  acquired  a  spirit  of  naughty  independence  and

uncompromising  assertion  which  equipped  them  for  warlike  excursions.  Their 
facial  features  were  moulded  through  generations  of  ancestral  environment 
and  experience  and  were  angular  and  granitic.  Their  faces  were  typically 
elongated  with  overhanging  brows  and  steeply  receding  foreheads.  Their 
eyes  were  deep-set  and  overshadowed  by  long,  bristling  and  coarse  thickets 
of  hair.  Their  cheek-bones  were  prominent,  their  noses  of  aquiline  mould, 
their  mouths  broad  and  close-shut,  supported  by  broad  and  square-cut  chins. 
Exposure  and  physical  struggle  had  invested  the  expressions  of  their  faces 
with  a  hard,  severe  and  somewhat  savage  aspect;  and  we  must  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  descendants  of  the  Vikings  seen  in  a  visit  to  the  Shetland 
and  Faroe  Islands,  constantly  impressed  us  with  these  facial  marks.  Nearly 
all  of  the  men  carried  a  melancholy  and  suffering  expression,  and  the  women, 
subjected  to  a  hard  life,  had  its  effects  stamped  upon  their  features. 

These  Northmen  were  a  strictly  maritime  people.  Everything  about  them 
savored  of  the  sea.  In  our  study  of  the  temperamental  structure  of  the 
people  of  the  Northlands  we  have  been  deeply  conscious  of  the  fruits  of  inher- 
itance. There  has  existed  for  centuries  an  indissoluble  affinity  between  the 
inhabitants  of  this  country  and  the  sea.  If  there  were  ever  mermaids  and 
sirens  they  must  have  been  the  dwellers  along  these  shores;  and  the  songs 
they  sang  must  have  had  in  them  the  lure  of  the  ocean.  The  necessity  existing 
of  seeking  for  a  livelihood  far  from  domestic  sources  of  supply,  there  was  also 
a  necessity  for  ships.  The  only  highways  known  to  this  maritime  race  were 
the  un-surveyed  "sea-roads"  through  which  they  steered  their  vessels. 

When  we  contemplate  the  magnitude,  the  extensiveness,  of  the  ship-building 
industry  at  so  early  a  date  in  the  progress  of  civilization  among  these  Norse- 
men, we  are  naturally  filled  with  surprise.  The  suggestion  of  such  possibilities 
seems  unwarranted.  However,  the  facts  remain.  The  great  number  of  the 
ships  built  along  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  and  the  intersecting  voes  that  pierce 
the  mountain  valleys,  were  beyond  computation.  Several  of  the  fleets  com- 
manded by  the  Sea  Kings  of  which  we  have  record,  comprised  no  less  than 
800  hulls.  Employing  such  primitive  methods  of  construction  as  these  ship- 
wrights were  compelled  to  adopt  and  restricted  to  the  use  of  such  rude  tools 
as  they  used,  we  marvel  at  such  skill  and  industry  as  these  artisans  exhibited, 


Note. — This  blonde  people  whose  hair  was  as  yellow  as  the  dawn  and  whose  eyes 
were  a  reflection  of  heaven's  own  blue,  were  jealous  of  a  foreign  tributary  of  blood 
and  considered  a  dark  complexion  the  mark  of  an  alien  race;  and  such  infants  were 
exposed  and  permitted  to  die.  By  this  process  of  weeding  out  the  disagreeable  and 
unwanted  the  Norse  peoples  were  stereotyped  and  their  physical,  and  largely  their 
mental,  characters  fixed.  The  Icelandish  branch  of  the  Scandinavian  race  as  well  as 
those  in  the  Shetland  Isles,  have  retained  less  contaminated,  the  blonde  peculiarities 
than  the  other,  their  kindred  peoples;  but  Sweden,  among  the  present-day  nations, 
has  preserved  the  blonde  complexion  and  features  to  a  greater  degree  than  Norway 
and  Denmark.  The  Icelanders  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  Shetlands  have  also  perpet- 
uated more  conspicuously  the  Norse  features  and  expressions  of  face.  In  some  prov- 
inces in  Sweden  it  would  be  a  rare  exception  to  find  a  person  of  dark  hair  or  complexion; 
and  the  people  in  the  northern  parishes  of  the  Shetlands  are  nearly  all  decidedly  blonde 
and  of  typical  Norse  features.  These  fixed  racial  marks  are  the  result  of  the  isolation 
of  the  people  and  the  intermarriages  so  frequent  among  those  families;  the  inbreeding 
process. 
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as  the  ships  recently  excavated  from  the  mounds  on  the  coasts  of  Sweden 
indicate. 

Their  ship-yards  must  have  covered  extensive  areas  of  territory.  The 
woodmen  detailed  to  enter  the  forests  seeking  for  timber  to  build  such  numbers 
of  seacraft  must  have  numbered  thousands.  The  hewers  and  framers  laboring 
within  the  marts  were  legion.  Hundreds  of  strong  oxen  tugging  at  their 
bows  must  have  been  requisitioned  to  draw  these  huge  timbers  to  the  work- 
men's hands.  The  scene  within  the  ship-yards  must  have  been  a  model  of 
primitive  industry,  and  alive  with  organic  activity.  The  shouting  of  the 
overseers,  the  commands  of  the  master-builders,  the  reverberations  of  echoes 
from  the  axes  and  hammers,the  clicking  of  the  corker's  mallet  and  the  nautical 
language  of  the  riggers — these  and  kindred  sounds  were  common  to  the  busy 
scene. 

Supplementing  these  activities  there  were  the  smiths'  forges  built  against 
some  precipitous  cliff  where  the  metal  work  was  fashioned  ready  for  the 
ship-builders'  use.  The  iron  articles  used  by  the  Scandinavians  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Viking  craft  as  found  in  the  hulls  of  the  ships  now  on  exhibition 
at  Christiania,  prove  that  the  planks  were  fastened  by  nearly  the  same  appli- 
ances used  by  modern  builders.  There  are  coarsely  forged  rivets  and  washers 
produced  by  the  Norse  smiths  almost  identical  with  modern  products.  Then 
there  were  the  great  sails  to  be  made  of  the  hides  of  deer  or  domestic  cattle 
almost  universally  used  by  the  seamen  during  the  Viking  Age.  These  ships 
were  so  constructed  that  only  a  small  quantity  of  cordage  was  required.  This 
was  twisted  from  the  long  hair  taken  from  the  manes  and  tails  of  horses. 

In  addition  to  the  various  departments  in  the  ship-builders' craft  mentioned, 
there  was  the  work  of  the  oar-makers.  The  models  of  the  Viking  ships  re- 
trieved from  the  great  burial-places,  prove  that  some  of  these  craft  carried 
from  fifty  to  sixty  oars;  and  the  preserved  samples  show  that  these  oars  were 
wrought  from  the  most  springy  ash.  These  oars  were  long  and  gracefully 
fashioned.  A  fleet  composed  of  800  ships  would  have  required  approximately 
60,000  oars  and  these  estimates  give  us  a  hint  of  materials  used  by  the  oar- 
makers.  From  the  swamps  searchers  brought  the  best  specimens  of  tenacious- 
grained  ash  from  which  the  workmen  rove  the  slabs  from  which  the  oars  were 
fashioned.  If  fleets  of  the  Viking  ships,  eight  hundred  to  the  fleet,  sailed 
from  the  wicks  and  voes  of  the  Baltic  and  the  North  seas,  each  requiring  from 
fifty  to  sixty  oars,  what  must  the  number  have  been  in  the  aggregate!  Surely 
the  oar-makers  must  have  filled  an  important  place  in  the  maritime  industry 
and  their  employment  have  been  continuous. 

When  we  consider  the  numerous  artisans  as  compared  with  the  small 
area  of  arable  land  under  cultivation  from  which  they  were  supplied  with 
food,  we  elevate  our  brows  and  sigh  with  feelings  of  doubt  and  dismay. 

Vi Icing — Viking  differs  in  meaning  from  sea-king,  with  which  it  is  frequently 
confounded.  "The  sea-king  was  a  man  connected  with  a  royal  race,  either  of  the  small 
kings  of  the  country,  or  of  the  Haarfager  family,  and  who,  by  right,  received  the  title 
of  king  as  soon  as  he  took  the  command  of  men,  although  only  of  a  single  ship's  crew, 
and  without  having  any  land  or  kingdom.  Vikings  were  merely  pirates,  alternately 
peasants  and  pirates,  deriving  the  name  of  viking  from  the  vicks,  wicks,  or  inlets  on 
the  coast  in  which  they  harbored  with  their  long  ships  or  rowing-galleys.' '        S.  Laing. 
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It  has  been  of  deep  interest  to  observe  the  developments  of  the  laws  of 
heredity  as  exhibited  by  the  male  persuasion  amongst  the  Norse  peoples. 
We  must  briefly  call  attention  to  the  famales  among  them.  The  lure  of  the 
sea  is  too  strong  to  be  resisted  by  the  wives  and  daughters  of  these  sea-farers 
and  they,  too,  take  to  the  rolling  waves  as  instinctively  as  the  men.  While 
crossing  the  North  Sea  it  was  nothing  unusual  to  see  some  robust  daughter  of 
a  fisherman  sitting  at  ease  on  the  gunwale  of  her  father's  boat  employed  with 
her  knitting  while  the  craft  was  tossing  upon  the  heaving  sea  and  the  salty 
breezes  playing  with  her  abundant  locks.  When  sailing  between  the  Faar 
Isle  and  the  Shetland  mainland  we  noticed  a  flag  ascending  upon  its  staff 
at  a  small  port  and  two  lassies  launching  their  sailboat.  Running  up  the 
sail,  one  of  them  took  the  tiller  while  the  other  held  the  canvas.  Seeing  the 
approaching  boat  the  captain  of  our  steamer  reduced  speed  and  waited  their 
coming.  Dropping  their  sail,  these  girls  held  their  oars  against  the  hull  of 
the  steamer  to  shield  the  boat  from  being  crushed  and  asked  in  their  plaintive 
dialect  for  newspapers  and  magazines.  Being  abundantly  supplied  by  the 
stewards  of  the  steamer,  these  brave  maidens  hoisted  their  sail  and  went  back 
to  their  island  homes  with  their  treasures  of  literature.  Truthful  old  Shet- 
landers  affirmed  that  there  were  not  a  dozen  young  women  in  the  island  who 
could  not  hoist  a  sail,  launch  a  boat  and  put  to  sea.  Hundreds  of  hulls  loaded 
with  poultry  or  knitted  shawls  are  frequently  seen  on  the  voes  of  Shetland 
managed  entirely  by  women  and  girls.  These,  then,  are  the  daughters  of 
the  Vikings  sea-faring  in  modern  times. 

This  seems  to  be  the  most  proper  section  of  this  treatment  to  introduce 
an  account  of  the  burial  of  the  Sea  Kings  and  a  description  of  the  finding  and 
retrieving  of  the  Viking  ships.

Gathering  our  information  from  authentic  sources,  we  assume  to  state 
that  there  were  various  forms  of  burial  when  a  Sea  King  died  and  a  variety 
of  ceremonies  performed  at  his  obsequies.  Their  bodies  were  sometimes  laid 
out  within  the  cabins  of  their  ships,  and  after  placing  the  Viking's  horse  and 
dog  in  the  ship  with  him,  the  whole  was  floated  out  to  sea  and  consumed  by 
fire.  Another  method  was  to  draw  the  Viking's  ship  upon  the  land  and 
when  their  bodies  had  been  placed  within  the  cabin  the  whole  was  reduced 
to  ashes.  From  the  numerous  mounds  existing  along  the  shores  of  Sweden 
and  Norway,  it  would  seem  that  the  majority  of  the  Sea  Kings  were  buried 
with  a  more  elaborate  ceremony.  Their  ships  were  drawn  upon  the  land  some 
distance  from  the  shore,  where  an  excavation  was  made,  and  later,  a  series  of 
heathen  ceremonies  performed.  In  two  instances  at  least  buried  ships  have 
been  discovered  and  exposed  again  to  the  light  of  day.  After  the  Sea  King 
and  his  animals  had  been  laid  within  the  burial  chamber  for  that  purpose 
and  the  ceremonies  performed,  the  whole  was  covered  with  the  boughs  of 
trees  and  buried  under  blue  clay  to  preserve  them  from  decay.  The  two 
Sea  King  ships  discovered  and  retrieved  were  the  Osberg  ship  and  the  Gotstad 
ship.     Both  of  these,  almost  entirely  restored,  are  now  housed  within  the 
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enclosure  of  the  University  grounds  at  Christiania,  the  capital  of  Norway. 
Learned  men  who  were  familiar  with  the  history  of  Viking  days  believe  these 
ships  were  launched  during  the  ninth  century.  Even  for  far-away  Norway 
this  seems  to  be  an  ancient  date,  it  being  earlier  than  the  Norse  discovery  and 
conquest;  earlier  than  the  Viking  raids  that  so  troubled  the  kings  of  England; 
earlier  than  the  investment  of  Normandy  and  the  subsequent  conquest  of 
England;  earlier  than  the  day  when  the  Norsemen  sailed  into  Venice  and 
Constantinople  and  fought  with  England  and  France  for  the  salvation  of 
Jerusalem;  and  all  of  these  events  belonged  to  Pagan  times.  It  was  from  this 
fact  that  the  preservation  of  the  Viking  ship  was  due;  for  it  was  a  Pagan- 
Norse  custom  to  bury  these  Sea  Kings  in  the  ships  in  which  they  had  passed 
so  much  of  their  lives.  The  Norse  seaman  must  sail  into  Valhalla  in  the  same 
craft  which  had  carried  him  to  Iceland,  Denmark  and  the  Orkneys,  and  with 
him  must  go  his  horse  and  his  dog.  Within  the  hull  of  the  ship  a  sepulchral 
chamber  was  constructed  in  which  was  stored  the  provision  for  his  last  voyage. 
The  following  description  of  the  final  ceremony  was  by  an  eye-witness  of  the 
sad,  solemn  and  tragic  ritual. 

I  have  seen  an  account  of  a  burial  of  a  sea  king  as  given  by  an  eye-witness,  a 
Hebrew  who  was  visiting  in  Norway,  which  bears  a  tragic  interest.  The  ship 
had  been  drawn  upon  the  land  near  the  sea  and  the  sepulchral  chamber  made 
ready.  An  old  hag  had  been  deputed  to  sacrifice  a  young  girl,  who  was  made 
to  drink  some  opiate,  and  while  under  its  influence  she  went  through  some 
singular  performances  of  humiliation.  After  the  Viking's  horse  and  dog 
had  been  slain  and  thrown  into  the  ship  the  old  hag  pulled  the  maiden  into 
the  chamber  by  the  hair  and  stabbed  her  to  death  with  a  long  knife.  This 
was  a  sacrificial  burial  and  shows  us  the  heathen  condition  of  the  Norsemen 
at  that  period  of  time,  and  in  contra-distinction  the  beneficial  influences  of 
Christianity  as  illustrated  by  the  civilization  and  advancement  of  the  same 
race. 

The  Osberg  ship  was  found  and  exposed  to  the  light  and  gaze  of  astonished 
men  in  1903.  It  was  discovered  by  the  owner  of  the  land  bordering  the  sea- 
shore where  curiosity  had  been  excited  by  the  peculiar  appearance  of  the 
mound  in  which  it  had  been  embedded.  Soon  after  beginning  a  superficial 
excavation  he  unearthed  some  pieces  of  charred  oakwood,  black  from  age  and 
almost  as  hard  as  iron.  Convinced  that  he  had  discovered  something  unusual 
he  communicated  the  fact  to  the  University  of  Christiania,  and  the  excavation 
was  undertaken  with  scientific  carefulness.  The  ship  was  found  to  be  remark- 
ably preserved  and  was  only  decayed  where  the  rains  of  centuries  had  percolated 
through  the  fissures  in  the  clay  with  which  it  had  been  encased.  With  the 
greatest  precaution  and  delicacy  of  handling,  all  of  the  fragments  were  removed 
from  the  sepulchral  mound,  all  numbered  and  shipped  to  Christiania,  where 
the  whole  ship  was  reconstructed,  only  a  small  quantity  of  new  wood  being 
required  to  complete  the  work.  Nearly  all  of  the  iron  rivets  were  salvaged 
from  the  original  as  used  by  the  primitive  ship-builders.  Though  part  of  the 
carved  prow  had  decayed  by  reason  of  its  elevation  and  consequent  exposure, 
the  rudder,  the  anchor,  the  mast  and  many  of  the  oars  were  intact. 

The  President  of  the  Norwegian  Antiquarian  Society,  under  whose  super- 
vision the  excavation  was  conducted,  has  published  both  in  English  and  Danish 
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a  full  account  of  the  vessel  and  its  contents,  and  from  his  work  we  glean  the 
following  facts: 

"Near  the  small  town  of  Sandefjord  at  the  entrance  of  the  Christiania 
Fjord,  stands  the  little  hamlet  of  Gokstad,  a  place  consisting  of  a  few  farms 
scattered  over  a  plain,  and  for  centuries  past  the  successive  generations  of 
inhabitants  have  known  of  the  existence  of  a  mound  under  which  was  supposed 
to  be  a  Viking  ship.  This  mound  was  near  and  in  full  sight  of  the  sea  which 
has  evidently  receded  a  considerable  distance  from  its  former  boundaries. 
In  the  year  1880  the  sons  of  a  farmer  upon  whose  estate  the  mound  was  situated 
began  to  dig  for  the  treasure  which  it  was  supposed  to  contain.  This  at- 
tempt to  excavate  the  mound  was  noised  abroad  and  reached  Christiania, 
from  which  an  experienced  man  was  sent  to  look  after  the  work.  On  the 
second  day,  at  the  end  of  a  trench  the  stem  of  a  boat,  and  in  a  few  weeks  the 
whole  ship,  was  revealed  to  the  wondering  and  delighted  gaze  of  many  visitors. 
By  careful  handling  the  ship  was  removed  to  Christiania,  where  the  recon- 
struction  was   complete. 

This  ship  was  somewhat  weather-worn  when  it  was  buried.  It  had  ridden 
the  waves  for  many  years  before  its  rest.  It  was  built  of  solid  oak  and  un- 
painted.  It  was,  when  found,  composed  of  stern-post,  frame-timbers,  beams, 
knees  and  external  planking.  The  frame-timbers  had  been  lashed  to  the 
planking  with  withes  made  from  the  roots  of  some  tree,  and  as  fibrous  and 
strong  as  ropes.  The  seams  had  been  corked  with  a  threefold  cord  made 
from  cattle  hair.  The  hull  was  nearly  80  feet  in  length  and  her  breadth  of 
beam  16  feet.  Her  depth  from  gunwale  to  keel  was  4  feet.  This  Viking 
ship  carried  a  mast  and  could  only  make  fast  time  before  the  wind.  Hence 
arrangements  had  been  made  for  propelling  her  with  oars.  The  bulwarks 
were  pierced  on  either  side  with  sixteen  holes  through  which  thirty-two  oars 
could  be  thrust  from  within;  and  when  not  in  use  each  was  supplied  with  a 
shutter,  to  prevent  the  sea  from  washing  into  the  ship. 

The  steering  was  done  by  a  rudder  fastened  to  the  starboard  side  at  the 
stern,  a  few  feet  forward  of  the  sternpost.  This  was  secured  to  the  vessel  by 
a  rope,  and  was  moved  by  a  tiller.  The  ship  contained  32  shields,  one  for 
each  oarsman,  formed  from  durable  wood  and  had  been  well  reinforced  with 
a  metal  rim  and  boss.  These  were  painted  alternately  yellow  and  black 
half-moons.  The  curiously  carved  neads  were  also  painted  yellow  and  black; 
were  probably  used  as  ornamental  supports  for  an  awning  which  was  sometimes 
stretched  over  the  deck.  She  must  have  carried  a  crew  of  at  least  64  men 
and,  counting  the  steersman,  and  possibly  several  other  assistants,  her  whole 
complement  must  have  been  not  less  than  70  men. 

The  sepulchral  chamber  in  which  the  Viking-owner  was  buried  was  erected 
amidships  and  had  been  broken  into  and  robbed  many  centuries  ago,  probably 
for  the  weapons  and  jewels  it  contained. 

Immediately  after  the  death  of  the  Sea  King  a  place  was  selected  in  full 
view  of  the  sea  so  that  all  passing  might  see  the  mound  where  the  person  was 
interred.  In  this  instance  the  surface  of  the  soil  was  removed  and  the  ship 
was  drawn  probably  by  the  horses  of  the  deceased  from  the  seaside  at  Midtjord 
and  lowered  seaward  into  the  excavation  of  blue  clay,  stem  seaward,  and  stayed 
by  shores.     The  sepulchral  chamber  was  then  constructed  from  timber  brought 
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from  the  forest;  and  when  all  was  ready  the  body  of  the  Viking  was  brought, 
arrayed  in  his  state  attire  and  begirt  with  his  arms,  drawn  on  a  sledge,  and 
taken  through  an  opening  was  placed  upon  a  couch.  The  opening  was  then 
closed,  flakes  of  birch  bark  were  placed  against  it,  and  finally  other  articles 
that  had  been  the  property  of  the  deceased  were  stored  in  the  ship.  Among 
these  were  the  horse  and  dog  that  were  slain  and  their  bodies  laid  close  beside 
the  ship,  and  its  entire  hold — the  sepulchral  chamber  alone  excepted — filled 
with  blue  clay  whose  surface  was  covered  with  a  layer  of  moss  and  hazel  wood. 
Then  the  tumulus  was  piled  high  over  all. 

Some  bones  of  a  man  of  large  size  and  strong  frame  were  found  in  the  burial 
chamber  and  were  said  to  have  been  those  of  a  person  more  than  fifty  years  of 
age.  No  Viking  ship  has  been  or  will  be  excavated  that  can  surpass  this  in 
respect  to  model  and  workmanship,  for  in  the  opinion  of  experts,  this  must 
be  considered  a  masterpiece  of  its  kind  and  equal  to  the  best  specimens  pro- 
duced by  the  most  skilful  builders  of  seacraft  at  the  present  time." 

When  beholding  this  remarkable  ship  one  can  only  wonder  how  seamen 
could  ever  cross  the  ocean  in  such  a  vessel;  but  in  ships  precisely  like  this  the 
Norsemen  crossed  the  Atlantic,  and  with  a  fleet  of  800  of  them  Rollo  invaded 
France.  Hard  battles  were  fought  upon  their  decks  between  the  Vikings 
as  recorded  in  the  Sagas.  Human  life  on  board  during  some  of  the  long 
voyages  undertaken  must  have  been  extremely  hard  and  attended  with  con- 
stant danger.  Want  of  sleep  and  extreme  labor  when  pulling  at  the  oars; 
scanty  provisions  to  sustain  sixty  or  seventy  men — all  of  these  considered 
by  the  beholder  within  the  housing  shed  in  Christiania. 

One  of  these  Viking  ships  thus  buried  and  excavated  may  have  been  the 
one  in  which  Leif  Ericsson  made  his  voyage  of  discovery  to  the  western  hemi- 
sphere. At  any  rate  it  was  of  the  same  general  proportions,  size  and  construc- 
tion as  those  in  which  Rollo  crossed  the  Baltic  on  his  voyage  to  France.  After 
crossing  the  Atlantic  in  one  of  the  majestic  steamers  the  visitor  to  Christiania 
is  impressed  with  the  contrast  between  the  ship-building  of  a  thousand  years 
ago  and  of  modern  times.  Let  fancy  draw  the  picture.  Here  were  fifty 
stalwart  seamen  tugging  at  the  oars,  the  galley-master  beating  time  to  the 
strokes  with  his  hammer;  a  dozen  of  these  sailors  snatching  a  little  sleep  in 
an  over-crowded  boat  while  she  rocks  and  pitches  and  the  spray  of  the  salt  sea 
dashes  over  them.  Fifty  hardy  men,  fearless  men,  getting  their  food  of  tainted 
meat  and  wind-dried  fish  with  rye  bread  from  the  vicks  above  the  voes,  stored 
in  leathern  bags  underneath  the  floors — all  of  this  and  the  exhaustion  of 
rowing  for  weeks  upon  a  turbulent  ocean  through  the  lashing  winds  and 
pelting  of  rain  and  darkness,  without  chart  or  compass,  trusting  wholly  to 
instinct  and  the  mercy  of  an  unknown  Deity;  here  the  reader  has  a  "puzzle- 
picture"  of  the  courage,  the  hardihood,  the  endurance  and  utter  contempt 
of  danger  as  represented  in  the  experiences  of  Viking  life  amongst  the  Soule 
ancestors,  and  duplicated  in  some  degree  by  the  sailors  produced  by  the 
families  since  their  arrival  upon  the  American  shores. 
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Pome  of  i\t  Sfxetkntr  Crofter. 

It  has  been  intimated  that  the  Shetland  crofter  has  preserved  more  com- 
pletely the  customs  and  fashions  of  his  Norse  ancestors  than  any  other  branch 
of  the  race  as  found  during  the  "Viking  Age."  Should  the  traveler  visit 
one  of  the  small  interior  hamlets  in  the  mainland  of  Shetland  he  would 
find  himself  surrounded  by  a  dozen  lowly,  stone-walled  and  straw-thatched 
houses,  from  the  chimneys  of  which  would  be  coiling  the  pale  blue  spirals  of 
peat-smoke  rising  from  the  stone  hearth  below.  If  these  Shetland  houses 
were  of  the  more  primitive  pattern  the  lums,  or  so-called  chimneys,  would 
probably  be  an  old  fish  barrel  imbedded  within  the  thatch.  The  roofs  thus 
constructed  present  a  picturesque  appearance.  To  prevent  the  straw  from 
blowing  away  during  the  strong  winds  that  sweep  these  islands,  ropes  of  straw 
are  twisted  and  passed  across  the  thatch  in  checkers  having  "whin-stanes" 
(Scotch)  attached  to  their  ends  and  hanging  along  the  eaves.  The  doors  are 
lowly  and  the  windows — if  there  are  any — small  and  deep-set  within  the  walls. 

Should  the  visitor  be  invited  within  he  will  be  filled  with  surprise.  There 
will  be  no  floor  and  the  hearth  will  be  a  broad  stone,  undressed,  laid  down 
in  the  middle  of  the  living  room.  Over  this  hearth,  suspended  from  the  roof, 
there  will  be  a  sotty  chain  and  a  variety  of  hooks  upon  which  the  cooking 
utensils  will  be  hung.  The  fires  will  be  of  peat  and  a  pile  of  this  material 
will  be  stacked  beside  the  hearth.  The  walls  of  these  houses  are  not  fin- 
ished nor  are  there  any  floors  overhead.  The  furnishing  will  be  heavy  and 
crude;  a  few  home-made  chairs,  a  table  and  the  beds  built  against  the  walls  like 
the  berths  in  the  hold  of  a  sailing  ship.  A  flock  of  domestic  fowls  will  roam  at 
will  about  the  room  or  be  brooding  in  some  old  peat  kasie  resting  upon  the 
bottom  of  some  discarded  chair.  In  a  corner  of  the  room  there  may  be  seen 
an  orphaned  pony  confined  by  a  fence  across  the  corner,  or  a  pig  may  be  teth- 
ered to  a  stake  driven  into  the  "ground-floor."  Around  the  hearth  there  will  be 
a  collection  of  oars  and  steering  paddles  draped  with  fish  nets  and  adorned  with 
high-topped  boots  and  "sou'wester"  hats.  All  of  the  paraphernalia  of  the 
fisherman's  craft  will  be  displayed  about  the  room.  Overhead  there  will  be 
long  strings  of  small  fishes  hanging  to  be  cured;  some  "pilticks"  on  wires 
and  "sillocks"  on  sticks.  Always  there  will  be  seen  the  "spinnie"  and  "swerie" 
for  dressing  the  silken  wool  of  the  Shetland  "peerie"  sheep,  an  industry  fol- 
lowed by  all  of  the  women  in  the  island — of  the  crofter  class. 

Over  the  smouldering  peat-fire  will  hang  the  simmering  teakettle  as  the 
be  capped  old  dame  is  baking  her  square  "scones"  upon  the  "girdle"  over 
the  coals.  Beside  the  hearth,  generally  leaning  against,  the  wall  of  the  house, 
there  will  be  the  heavy  plank  " resting-chair, "  otherwise  "settle," overspread 
with  old  garments.  There  will  be  a  few  dishes  stacked  in  a  trellised  rack  at 
the  wallside  and  a  "binnacle  lantern,"  salvaged  from  a  wreck,  may  hang  from 
a  perline.  There  may  also  be  seen  a  large  round  clock  taken  from  the  cabin 
of  some  vessel  that  was  dashed  against  the  rock-bound  coast. 

The  wardrobe  of  the  family  will  be  old-fashioned  and  uncouth.  The  men 
almost  universally  wear  great  woolen  mufflers  wound  about  their  necks. 
During  later  years  the  men  often  wear  leather  sleveless  coats,  especially  when 
"at  the  fishing."     The  women  wear  short  skirts  and  large  aprons  with  knitted 
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small  shawls  over  their  shoulders;  many  of  them  a  handkerchief  tied  over 
their  heads. 

As  in  the  Norwegian  farmer's  house,  there  will  be  placed  midway  of  the 
table  the  long  tray  partitioned  in  the  middle  as  a  receptacle  for  the  potatoes 
and  fish — always  a  good  fish,  well  served. 

These  Shetlanders  cultivate  small  pieces  of  land;  segments  of  some  extensive 
landed  estate  owned  by  an  ancestor  and  reduced  by  frequent  partitions  as 
assigned  to  the  heirs  of  many  generations.  A  few  cows  are  pastured  on  the 
"scatalds"  in  summer  and  sheltered  in  the  "byres"  during  winter.  A  few 
sheep  are  kept  for  the  fine  wool  they  produce. 

The  whole  life  of  the  old-fashioned  Shetland  crofter  and  fisherman — for  these 
employments  are  followed  by  all — as  studied  in  the  remote  sections  of  the 
islands  has  been  but  slightly  modified  during  the  last  seven  hundred  years  and 
illustrates  fairly  well  the  lives  of  the  Vikings  who  sailed  these  seas  a  thousand 
years  ago. 

Horn*  of  r  Ufaforo  Jtonfoer. 

Having  been  the  honored  guest  of  a  modern  Northman's  home  while  on 
his  visit  to  Scandinavia,  the  author  is  enabled  to  present  a  brief  description 
of  the  house  and  something  of  the  interior  and  the  family  life. 

A  visitor  with  me  would  have  found  this  house-furnishing  quite  meagre. 
The  house  itself  was  seated  upon  a  high  bluff  overhanging  the  sea.  It  was 
built  of  heavy  logs  locked  together  at  the  corners  and  many  of  the  household 
utensils  were  hanging  from  pegs  in  the  walls.  He  spent  a  part  of  each  year 
in  fishing,  and  hanging  around  his  living  room  there  were  displayed  all  of  the 
nets,  oars  and  gear  peculiar  to  the  fisherman's  craft.  This  house  was  covered 
in  sections  with  pieces  of  a  ship-sail  which  made  the  roof  impervious  to  rain. 
There  was  also  a  floor  laid  within  the  kitchen — if  I  may  be  pardoned  for  using 
this  common  New  England  term. 

The  plank  table  in  the  middle  of  the  room  had  been  hewed  from  some 
monster  "Norroway  Pine"  and  was  four  inches  in  thickness,  two  feet  in 
breadth  and  ten  feet  in  length.  It  was  supported  upon  heavy  mortised  legs 
wrought  from  the  same  tree,  intersected  by  a  foot-rail  extending  the  entire 
length.  This  family  " board"  was  used  without  drapery  and  was  much  dis- 
colored by  reason  of  age.  In  the  middle  of  this  was  placed  a  long  tray  fashioned 
of  wood,  and  into  the  two  principal  compartments  the  food  was  placed.  At 
such  a  table  the  writer  sustained  himself  with  comfort  and  comparative  satis- 
faction, cheered  by  the  warm  hospitality  and  pleasant  atmosphere  of  the  home 
and  family.  Sometimes  the  bill-of-fare  consisted  of  sun-dried  sillocks  and  the 
eggs  of  sea  fowls  gathered  from  the  cliffs  around  the  coast,  not  distant  from 
the  bonder's  house.  For  a  change  some  barley  scones  washed  down  with  a 
mug  of  bleddock. 

While  the  guest  in  this  humble  home  an  enormous  white  bear-skin  was 
noticed  upon  the  floor  fronting  the  bed  of  mine  host;  and  thereto  hangs  a 
tale.  The  owner  of  this  farm  had,  like  nearly  all  of  his  race,  spent  his  early 
years  in  the  whale-fisheries  of  the  ice-clad  North,  where,  in  a  most  dangerous 
adventure,  he  had  obtained  this  much-prized  trophy.     By  some  coaxing  to 
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overcome  his  extreme  modesty,  he  was  induced  to  relate  in  his  singular  Norse 
dialect  the  circumstances  under  which  he  became  possessed  of  the  bear-skin. 

While  their  whale  ship  was  lying  at  anchor  somewhere  in  Behring  Sea 
this  enormous  bear  was  seen  upon  a  floating  ice  field  and  the  mate  called 
for  volunteers  to  man  the  long  boat  and  attack  the  enormous  beast.  Before 
my  introduction  of  the  exciting  story  I  wish  to  stage  an  outline  picture  of  the 
man.  He  was  beyond  ten-and-sixty,  of  good  stature,  erect,  with  long  body 
and  expansive  hips  and  shoulders.  His  whole  form  was  interlaced  and  re- 
inforced by  bands  of  muscular  strength.  His  arms  were  long,  his  hands 
cordy  and  cramped  by  the  friction  of  handled  ropes  when  young.  His  com- 
plexion was  decidedly  florid  and  his  grizzled  beard  and  hair  had  been  blonde. 
Upon  his  massive  jaw  there  flourished  an  enormous  expanse  of  hirsute  foliage 
that  had  long  been  immune  from  clippers  or  shears;  this  encircled  his  face 
like  a  military  "cheval-de-frise."  His  broad  lip  was  sheltered  by  a  robust 
growth  of  bristling  stubble  that  wore  the  aspect  of  challenge.  Overhanging 
his  deep-set  eyes  that  were  as  gray  as  granite,  were  long,  bosky  and  shadow- 
casting  brows.  ''Time's  ruthless  share"  had  plowed  deep  furrows  across  his 
forehead.  Upon  his  head  there  was  a  tasselled  woolen  cap,  the  surplus  terminal 
folded  down  over  the  side.  This  is  as  I  remember  the  old  Norseman  in  whose 
home  I  was  a  guest  many  years  ago. 

Rising  upon  his  feet  and  standing  quite  erect  the  old  whaler  related  the 
account  of  his  adventure.  The  second  officer  and  two  seamen  launched  forth 
in  their  strong  boat  manned  by  oars.  As  they  approached  the  ice  field  the 
huge  beast,  as  if  anticipating  coming  events,  rose  upon  his  haunches,  and, 
swinging  his  fore  legs  in  defiance,  sent  forth  an  awful  roar;  and  the  rumbling 
echoes  reverberated  far  and  wide  across  the  frozen  ocean.  As  the  boat's  prow 
grazed  the  edge  of  the  ice-floe  the  bear  became  visibly  agitated  and  his  appear- 
ance was  savagely  menacing.  From  his  mashing  jaws  he  ejected  great  patches 
of  froth  and  challenged  his  approaching  foes.  The  plan  of  attack  had  been 
well  mapped  out  before  the  three  seamen  left  the  ship.  They  were  to  approach 
the  bear  from  three  standpoints.  Each  was  armed  with  a  long-handled  and 
sharp  harpoon.  The  mate  was  to  thrust  first,  the  seaman  nearest  him  to 
follow  next,  and  the  man  who  told  the  story,  last.  This  arrangement  they 
made  an  attempt  to  carry  out,  but  the  wary  bear  with  a  mighty  blow  from  his 
paw  sent  the  first  harpoon  spinning  through  the  air.  Then  the  second  man 
thrust  with  his  lance  and  was  as  quickly  disarmed;  but,  taking  advantage  of 
the  bear's  momentary  deflection  of  vision,  and  exerting  his  full  strength,  the 
third  man,  the  narrator,  sprang  forward  and  thrust  his  lance  into  the  bear's 
side,  cleaving  his  heart  in  twain.  With  one  blood-curdling  groan  the  enormous 
beast  sank  slowly  upon  the  ice,  rolled  upon  his  side  and  gasped  out  his  life. 
He  was  then  rolled  into  the  boat  and  carried  to  the  ship;  and  when  he  had  been 
raised  to  the  deck  was  weighed  by  the  "bismar"  and  registered  800  pounds. 
The  skin  was  removed,  packed  in  salt  and  brought  home  to  supply  ever  after- 
wards a  cushion  for  the  fortunate  victor's  feet. 

My  readers  have  been  given  the  literal  facts  but  only  the  dull  end  of  the 
story.  While  relating  the  account  of  the  battle  upon  the  ice  field  the  attitude 
and  appearance  of  the  narrator  were  terrible  to  behold.  He  lived  over  again 
the  whole  startling  scene.     His  facial  expression  and  his  movements  demon- 
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strated  and  duplicated  in  a  startling  manner  those  enacted  by  him  during  the 
actual  fight  with  the  bear.  He  stood  at  guard  with  his  lance — substituting  an 
old  oar — poised  ready  for  the  thrust,  the  last  chance,  and  when  he  had  reached 
the  crucial  moment  he  sprang  forward  with  the  agility  of  an  athlete  as  he 
illustrated  the  fatal  plunge  of  the  cleaving  lance.  The  old  man  would  grip 
the  oar  and  shut  his  teeth  with  a  snap.  His  corrugated  forehead  was  contracted 
into  knots  and  under  his  shaggy  brows  his  eyes  glinted  fire.  His  whole  attitude 
was  frenzied  and  startling  in  the  extreme.  After  finishing  his  recital  in  which 
he  had  acted  so  important  a  part,  he  stood  gazing  steadfastly  upon  the 
bear-skin  as  if  he  expected  it  to  become  animated  with  life  to  renew  the  battle. 
This  simple  story  indicates  the  contempt  of  danger,  the  prowess  and  hardihood 
of  the  typical  Norseman,  and  the  same  elements  of  character  exhibited  by 
those  old  sea  kings  who  were  feared  throughout  Europe  by  all  of  the  maritime 
nations  during  the  eighth  and  ninth  centuries. 

During  my  wanderings  in  the  north  lands  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  cross 
an  arm  of  the  North  Sea  a  distance  of  eight  Norwegian  miles,  and  while 
there  I  secured  the  services  of  an  old  grizzled  son  of  Neptune  whose  general 
appearance  would  have  been  a  guarantee  of  the  truth  of  the  assumption  that 
he  had  been  excluded  from  the  general  decree  by  which  the  fair-haired  Harold 
had  driven  the  Vikings  into  exile,  and  was  treading  his  native  heath  and 
sailing  the  seas  that  washed  its  shores.  Every  movement  and  aspect  of  this 
old  man  indicated  his  derivation  from  the  Norse  race,  while  the  general 
contour  of  his  form  and  facial  features  filled  the  picture  of  the  typical  Viking  as 
framed  within  the  realms  of  the  imagination.  He  came  down  from  his  small, 
stone-walled  house  perched  upon  a  headland  protruding  into  the  sea.  He 
wore  an  old  "sou'wester"  hat,  and  an  armless  leather  coat,  his  neck  enswathed 
within  the  manifolds  of  a  heavy  worsted  "  comforter."  His  gaze  was  inquisitive 
and  suspicious;  his  voice  was  hoarse  and  sepulchral;  his  general  presentment 
forbidding  and  scornful.  His  sailboat  was  anchored  a  little  way  from  the 
shore  and  was  tossing  upon  the  undulating  billows.  Here  was  encountered 
again  the  great  square  sail  employed  by  his  Norse  ancestors  seven  hundred 
years  ago.  This  was  handled  and  controlled  by  a  rope  passing  through  a 
hole  in  a  knee  of  the  boat  and  held  by  one  hand  while  he  steered  the  craft  with 
the  other.  During  the  whole  voyage  he  remained  silent  save  when  asked 
some  question  and  his  whole  aspect  forbade  any  familiarity.  Weaving  in  and 
out  among  the  low-lying  islands  that  clustered  on  the  glimmering  North  Sea, 
the  boat  almost  constantly  surrounded  by  bright-plumaged  water-fowl,  the 
journey  was  novel  and  delightful.  Landing  upon  a  small  portable  pier  at 
Raewick  we  paid  our  fare  and  continued  the  journey  on  foot  across  the 
"scatald." 

Here  again  I  had  encountered  a  specimen  of  Norse  descent  that  was  as 
distinctly  typical  as  if  he  had  been  brought  up  among  the  savage  Vikings  of 
seven  centuries  ago.  While  voyaging  with  him  and  cautiously  surveying  his 
face  and  watching  his  movements  my  fancy,  gathering  its  materials  from  the 
reading  of  sea-king  history  many  years  ago,  caused  me  to  feel  that  I  had  been 
transported  backward  to  earlier  centuries  and  that  I  was  indeed  making  my 
journey  with  one  who  represented  all  of  the  hardihood  and  reckless  valor 
of  his  ancestors.     So  iron-clad  and  savage  was  his  aspect  that  my  imagination

conjured  up  images  of  fleets  of  the  Viking  ships  filled  with  warriors  armed  with 
battle-axes  and  broadsword  going  forth  to  kill  and  commit  robbery.  His 
shaggy  eyebrows  alternately  rose  and  fell  and  there  was  a  peculiar  drawing  of 
his  mouth  that  emphasized  the  granitic  investiture  of  his  features.  His  deep- 
set  gray  eyes  were  glistening  and  intently  watching  the  sea  and  movements 
of  his  boat.  His  voice  in  answer  to  my  few  inquiries  was  subterranean  and 
chilling  and  the  words  that  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth  were  like  nuggets  of 
crystal. 

There  was  only  one  race  that  could  have  produced  such  men — the  Norse 
race;  only  one  nation  that  could  have  been  the  progenitor  of  such  a  specimen 
of  the  human  being — the  Scandinavian  nation.  The  specimen  was  unique. 
Nowhere  in  this  wide  world  or  across  seas  could  have  been  found  a  man  like 
this.  Every  manifested  element  of  his  temperament  was  strictly  that  of  the 
Vikings  whose  adventures  were  recorded  in  the  Eddas  and  Sagas.  Of  such 
blood  was  Eric  the  Red  and  his  contemporaries.  Such  men  were  Rollo 
the  Ganger  and  William  the  Conqueror.  Such  life  currents  flowed  in  the 
veins  of  those  "Men  of  Sole"  who  fought  at  Hastings,  and  such  was  George 
Soule  the  Pilgrim  who  braved  the  stormy  seas  for  three  months  when,  with 
the  others  of  that  heroic  band,  he  made  the  conquest  of  the  North  American 
wilderness  and  landed  on  Plymouth's  shore. 

For  unnumbered  generations  this  race  and  class  of  men  inhabited  the 
shores  of  the  Baltic  and  North  seas  and  "took  to  the  water"  as  by  instinct. 
They  inhaled  the  salty  spray  and  drank  from  the  spumedrift. 

For  many  years  after  the  settlement  of  these  wanderers  in  the  northlands 
they  had  no  settled  laws  or  forms  of  government.  Their  first  statutes  were 
not  codified  but  were  practically  odal  or  udal  in  principle.  Until  the  days  of 
Harold  the  Fairhair  there  had  been  only  the  rule  of  the  Vikings  surrounded 
by  their  retainers.  How  these  pirates  held  the  allegiance  of  their  followers 
we  have  not  been  informed.  They  were,  however,  ready  at  the  blast  of  the 
oxhorn  to  spring  to  the  sail  or  oars  and  embark  in  any  adventure  that  promised 
gain.  Harold  subdued  or  drove  off  these  petty  kings  and  confederated  the 
inhabitants  into  a  law-abiding  whole.  He  outlawed  those  who  refused  to 
be  subject  to  his  imperious  will.  Many  of  those  who  had  lived  a  Viking  life 
were  driven  to  the  Orkneys  and  Shetlands  where  they  continued  their  warlike 
raids  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  countries  around  them.  These  marauders 
were  known  and  feared  in  almost  every  part  of  Europe.  At  their  approach 
the  inhabitants  fled  to  the  mountains  or  swamps  and  did  not  return  to  their 
homes  till  the  sentinels  stationed  to  watch,  announced  that  the  robbers  had 
departed. 

We  have  already  alluded  to  the  primitive  dwellings  in  which  these  early 
Norse  peoples  lived.  They  were  always  builded  near  the  ocean  and  their 
ships  were  always  anchored  near  them.  The  great  halls  where  the  sea  kings 
lived  were  a  sort  of  royal  palaces,  and  though  built  of  the  rude  materials 
abounding  in  the  country,  made  some  pretense  to  stateliness  and  were  orna- 
mented with  shields,  battle-axes  and  swords,  hanging  upon  the  walls. 

Rollo  the  Ganger  defied  the  confederating  policies  of  Harold  and  being 
tried  before  the  primitive  court  was  outlawed.  He  then  left  his  seat  of  opera- 
tions in  Norway  and  found  a  rendezvous  in  the  Shetland  Islands  where  he 
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gathered  around  him  a  numerous  band  of  followers  who  rendered  obedience  to 
his  will. 

This  remarkable  man  presents  a  singular  example  of  the  contrasting 
elements  that  are  sometimes  found  in  the  temperament  of  the  same  person. 
While  circumstances  caused  him  to  pursue  the  calling  of  a  Viking  and  pirate, 
there  were  within  his  complex  nature  qualities  of  which  great  marshals  and 
generals  were  developed.  Certainly  he  was  a  great  organizer  and  had  a 
masterful  control  of  men.  He  was  a  Jarl  in  Norway  before  he  became 
a  Duke  in  Normandy.  Great  must  have  been  the  preparation  before  his  Viking 
investiture  of  France.  How  could  this  man  at  such  a  remote  period  assemble 
such  a  numerous  force  and  provide  for  their  sustenance  while  on  his  excursions 
of  unknown  duration?  Where  in  the  Shetlands  could  he  find  a  harbor  of 
sufficient  capacity  for  the  accommodation  of  his  large  fleet?  Historians  have 
informed  us  that  there  were  about  800  of  these  ships  before  Rouen  when 
Rollo  laid  siege  to  the  city.  Such  an  undertaking  involved  the  finest  executive 
ability  of  an  organizer  and  commander  of  men.  So  secretly  and  discreetly 
had  the  enterprise  been  planned  and  executed  that  when  his  fleet  of  war- 
galleys  armed  with  bold  seamen  with  battle-axes,  broadswords  and  spears 
behind  their  glittering  shields,  appeared  before  the  walls  of  the  city,  the  pop- 
ulation was  taken  by  utter  surprise  and  resistance  made  unavailable.  Seeing 
the  almost  limitless  number  and  equipment  of  the  invaders,  Charles  the 
Simple  made  overtures  of  peace  by  the  gift  of  the  hand  of  his  daughter  and 
the  surrender  of  the  whole  province  of  Normandy — afterwards  so-called. 

Leading  forth  his  soldiers  from  their  ships  to  the  acquired  territorial  pos- 
sessions, Rollo,  the  beforetime  Viking  and  conqueror,  became  the  statesman 
and  organizer.  He,  with  much  wisdom,  distributed  the  fruits  of  his  conquest 
among  his  followers  and  exerted  such  a  paternal  care  over  them  that,  "beating 
their  swords  into  plowshares  and  their  spears  into  pruning-hooks,"  they  settled 
down  to  the  blessings  of  an  agricultural  existence. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  reader  that  in  dealing  with  the  history 
of  the  Scandinavian  people  as  a  whole,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that, 
numbered  among  them  were,  though  not  by  name,  the  legitimate  ancestors  of 
the  Sole-Soule  families;  and  also  the  fact  that  these  bold  sea-rovers  transported 
to  Normandy  the  rushing  blood  and  temperamental  attributes  that  have  been 
so  conspicuously  exhibited  in  their  descendants  through  many  generations 
since  they  were  known  by  a  distinctive  family  name. 

How  altered  the  condition  of  these  Northmen  after  their  removal  to  their 
new  possessions!  But  their  readiness  to  adjust  themselves  to  new  conditions 
was  one  of  the  notable  features  of  their  race.  As  a  people  they  have  exhibited 
a  wonderful  versatility  and  facility  in  accommodating  themselves  to  changed 
environments.  They  have  not  insisted  in  enforcing  their  own  fashions  and 
ideas  of  government  upon  those  who  preceded  them  in  the  occupation  of  the 
territory  to  which  they  had  migrated.  They  did  not  attempt  to  found  new 
institutions  that  had  been  peculiar  to  their  national  life,  but  set  to  work  for 
the  development  of  such  as  were  already  in  existence.  They  did  not  segregate 
themselves  and  try  to  graft  on  and  perpetuate  their  old  traditions,  but,  auto- 
matically, distributed  themselves  among  the  indigenous  inhabitants  and  mingled 
their    cooling    blood    with    those    with    whom   they  had   come    to    reside. 
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However  true  this  may  have  been  they  never  surrendered  nor  subordinated 
any  moral  principle  or  noble  quality  for  an  ignoble  substitute,  however  alluring 
its  appearance  or  subtle  the  argument  in  its  favor. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  distinctive  temperamental  features 
peculiar  to  the  Soules,  transmitted  to  them  through  unknown  generations, 
were  as  prominently  developed  in  the  individual  representatives  of  the  race 
before  Rollo  had  settled  in  Normandy  as  after  the  local  title,  "the  men  of 
Sole,"  was  applied  to  them.  These  traits  were  distinctly  marked  and  un- 
mistakable. They  included  the  inclination  to  roam  and  seek  for  new  adven- 
tures and  conquest,  with  the  seas  for  their  highway;  the  readiness  to  abandon 
the  land  of  their  nativity  and  seek  for  a  habitation  in  another  clime;  the 
facility  for  adjusting  themselves  to  changed  conditions  and  the  adoption  of 
new  methods  of  securing  a  means  of  subsistence;  the  ability  to  advance  in 
learning  and  the  remarkable  facility  to  acquire  knowledge  from  contact  with 
people  of  another  nationality  and  the  authority  assumed  under  conditions 
where  some  bold  spirit  was  required  to  do  some  extraordinary  work.  Sanguine 
and  undisturbed  in  deprivation  and  adversity,  and  the  exhibition  of  heroic 
endurance  under  physical  suffering — these  and  many  other  mental  and  physical 
attributes  were  characteristic  of  these  Northmen  in  whose  blood  there  was 
both  iron  and  salt;  and  they  were  known  and  feared  by  all  maritime  peoples 
in  Europe. 

These  nomads  made  no  attempt  to  establish  new  institutions  carried  with 
them  to  their  adopted  homes  and  engraft  them  upon  such  as  they  found,  but 
assisted  successfully  in  the  development  and  growth  of  those  already  existing; 
and  when  they  constituted  a  majority  they  quickly  acquired  the  language 
and  customs  of  the  minority  as  the  most  accommodating  medium  of  intercom- 
munication, while  they  retained  the  language  transmitted  to  them  by  their 
progenitors  for  domestic  use. 

These  Scandinavians  did  not  amalgamate  to  any  great  extent  with  the 
neighboring  tribes  and  there  were  but  few  instances  where  the  blood  of  the 
two  nationalities  commingled.  Thus  by  the  preservation  of  the  marked 
physical  and  intellectual  traits  these  peculiarities  were  stereotyped  and  in- 
delible. The  resemblance  between  different  branches  of  the  family  has 
long  been  the  cause  of  comment  among  strangers.  The  general  mould  and 
contour  of  features  may  challenge  verbal  description,  but  the  unerring  eye 
of  the  camera  discovers  it  and  instantly  transfers  it  indelibly  to  the  sensitized 
plate.  Representatives  of  far-separated  branches  of  the  Soule  and  Sowles 
family  have  been  surprised  when  associating  with  strangers  to  learn  how 
quickly  the  resemblance  was  discovered.  The  mental  distinguishing  features 
were  as  marked  as  the  physical.  In  the  majority  of  instances  the  Soules 
have  been  above  the  medium  in  stature  and  of  spare  build.  Few  save  those 
who  were  marked  through  inheritance  from  the  maternal  side  of  the  house 
and  modifying  strains  of  blood,  were  inclined  to  corpulency  or  a  full  habit. 
They  were  invested,  however,  with  muscular  forms  and  nervous  fabrics.  Their 
faces  were  rather  elongated  but  oval  and  well  proportioned,  their  noses  mod- 
erately arched  but  seldom  Romanized.  Their  brows  were  high  and  full- 
templed,  their  mouths  determined  of  expression,  subjoined  by  granitic,  square- 
cut  chins.     Many  were  gray  when  quite  young    and    seemed    prematurely 
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venerable,  while  their  vigor  and  keen  perception  signalized  the  sprightliness 
of  maturity.  Some  of  them  were  well  known  athletes  and  measured  strength 
with  any  who  made  the  attempt  to  test  muscle  with  them.  In  danger,  espec- 
ially in  the  trying  experiences  of  war,  they  were  heroic  and  chivalrous. 

Among  the  inherent  endowments  distinguishing  the  Soule  families  were 
an  almost  universal  love  for  music  and  a  remarkable  vocal  investiture.  In 
the  earlier  days  of  New  England  history  the  Soules  were  leaders  in  the  church 
choirs,  and  in  some  instances  whole  families  bearing  the  name  were  depended 
upon  to  render  sacred  music  in  the  churches.  Some  of  them  were  instrumental 
in  the  organization  of  bands  and  orchestras  and  were  the  leaders  of  martial 
hosts  during  the  Civil  War. 

From  the  time  when  King  Harold  struck  with  the  welding  hammer  of 
federation,  merging  the  scattered  families  into  a  unified  body,  a  great  improve- 
ment was  observable  in  that  country.  Driven  to  secure  a  new  source  of  supplies 
for  their  families,  these  peoples  emerged  from  their  half-civilized  and  heathen 
state  and  began  the  development  of  a  peaceable  condition  of  existence. 
Their  progenitors  had  migrated  to  the  Scandinavian  lands  in  search  of  iron 
for  weapons  to  hunt  the  denizens  of  the  deep  and  thus,  though  unsuspecting, 
under  the  mysterious  direction  of  Providence,  had  opened  the  gates  of  enter- 
prise and  caused  the  latent  powers  of  a  crude  race  to  be  employed  in  the  civilizing 
process  of  tilling  the  soil  and  the  more  intelligent  manufacture  of  the  valuable 
ores,  that  underlaid  the  lands,  into  implements  of  husbandry.  From  that 
auspicious  period,  those  who  had  as  followers  of  their  Viking  leaders  sought 
their  livelihood  by  robbery  and  piracy  on  many  shores,  became  a  people  who 
caused  the  hillsides  to  glimmer  with  waving  billows  of  ripening  grain  while 
their  domestic  herds  and  flocks  found  verdant  pasturage  in  the  valleys.  From 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Harold  this  fair-haired  people  observed  a  more 
domestic  attachment  and  cherished  a  more  congenial,  homelike  atmosphere. 
Paternal  government  was  more  respectfully  recognized  and  the  laws  of  the 
household  had  more  of  a  claim  to  the  obedience  of  the  children.  And  this 
improvement  continued  during  the  enforcement  of  the  odal  or  udal  laws 
under  which  all  of  the  children  were  recognized  as  equal  heirs  to  a  parental 
estate;  a  condition  that  brought  the  members  of  the  family  into  more  intimate 
relations  through  their  dependence  upon  each  other.  In  no  land  upon  which 
the  benignant  rays  of  the  sun  shines  is  the  home  regarded  with  more  sacred 
respect  or  obedience  to  parental  government,  or  held  more  inviolate,  than  in 
the  Scandinavian  countries;  and  those  who  have  been  the  favored  guests 
to  share  in  the  gracious  hospitality  dispensed  in  such  homes,  must  have 
observed  with  great  pleasure  the  household  atmosphere,  the  obedience  of  the 
children  and  the  affectionate  regard  manifested  by  all  members  of  the  family. 


Sfrt  gsttle  of  Hastings. 


Knowing  that  the  Soules  of  Great  Britain  and  America  were  of  Norman 
derivation  and  that  the  family  was  represented  at  the  Battle  of  Hastings, 
or  Sanlace,  I  take  the  liberty  of  introducing  the  following  relating  to  the 
subject: 
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The  Battle  of  Hastings  was  fought  in  the  County  of  Sussex,  fifty-six  miles 
from  London,  October  14,  A.D.  1066,  and  the  scene  of  the  conflict  is  still 
known  as  "Battel."  By  means  of  this  victory  a  Norman  duke  became  the 
King  of  England  and  was  enabled  thereby  to  transfer  the  crown  to  his  suc- 
cessors, and  all  subsequent  sovereigns  rest  their  claims  upon  the  Normans 
thus  transmitted.  During  the  following  year  William  commenced  the  erec- 
tion of  a  vast  and  magnificent  abbey  on  that  section  of  the  battle  field  where 
the  conflict  had  been  the  most  desperate,  and  caused  the  high  altar  to  be  raised 
on  the  spot  where  Harold,  the  slain  king,  was  found.  This  edifice  was  ded- 
icated to  St.  Martin  and  endowed  with  almost  royal  privileges.  The  existing 
ruins,  being  nearly  a  mile  in  circumference,  bear  witness  to  its  extent  and 
grandeur. 

An  ancient  scribe  writing  of  this  abbey  has  represented  it  in  "Old  English" 
as  follows: 

"He  called  it  so  then  for  a  memorye  of  his  battel  by  which  England  he 
gate  in  token  of  his  mighty  victorye.  The  Englands  this  he  so  well  overset 
(To  pray  for  the  Souls  slayne,  as  was  his  debt)  Which  Abbye  in  Sussex  in  that 
slede  where  the  battayle  was,  and  the  people  dede." 

The  day  after  the  battle  William  caused  a  list  or  roll  to  be  compiled  of 
those  who  had  crossed  the  sea  with  him  from  Normandy  to  England.  This 
list  of  names,  tradition  saith,  was  suspended  in  the  abbey,  and  was  known  as 
the  "Roll  of  Battell  Abbey."  According  to  historians  this  contained  the 
names  of  the  chief  noblemen  and  gentlemen  who  came  into  England  with 
William   the   Conqueror. 

A  venerable  historian,  or  antiquarian,  has  given  the  following  account 
of  this  great  historical  event: 

"The  daie  after  the  bettell  verie  earlie  in  the  morning,  Odo,  Bishop  of 
Baieux,  soong  masse  for  those  that  were  departed.  The  duke  after  that, 
desirious  to  know  the  state  of  his  battel,  and  what  people  he  had  therein  lost, 
and  were  slain,  he  called  to  come  unto  him  a  clerke  that  had  written  their 
names  when  they  were  embarked  at  St.  Valeries  and  commanded  him  to  call 
them  all  by  their  names,  who  called  them  that  had  been  in  the  battel  and 
had  passed  the  seas  with  Duke  William."  Continuing,  this  historian  wrote: 
"Many  who  came  out  of  Normandy  were  nobles  in  their  native    country; 


Note. — Hastings  is  a  parliamentary  and  municipal  borough  and  famous  watering 
place  in  Sussex,  England.  Formerly  an  insignificant  village  it  has  become  a  populous 
and  beautiful  residential  place.  The  chief  point  of  interest  is  the  ruin  of  an  ancient 
castle  supposed  to  have  been  erected  before  the  Norman  conquest.  Here  as  is  well 
known,  the  Conqueror  landed  in  1066,  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  are  traces  of  a 
camp,  said  to  have  been  that  occupied  by  the  Normans  the  night  previous  to  their 
march  against  the  Saxons.  To  commemorate  his  victory,  William  founded  in  1067, 
on  the  spot  where  Harold's  standard  was  taken,  a  splendid  abbey,  which  was 
endowed  with  all  the  lands  within  a  league  of  it.  This  abbey  had  the  privileges  of  a 
sanctuary,  and  the  Conqueror's  sword  and  a  roll  of  his  barons  were  deposited  in  it. 
The  existing  ruins,  which  belong  to  a  building  erected  after  the  original  abbey,  are 
a  mile  in  circumference. 
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especially  such  as  were  stiled  from  their  places  (of  residence)  as  Le  Sire  de 
Soule,  Le  Sieur  de  Haye  or  Le  Sieur  de  Mortain,  whereby  we  understand  them 
Lords  (equivalent  to  the  English  title)  and  owners  of  such  manors,  towns  and 
castles  (chateaus)  from  whence  they  took  their  denominations  or  surnames." 
Considering  the  foregoing  abstracts  from  authentic  history,  we  assume  to 
say  no  family  represented  in  the  "living  present"  has  stronger  evidence  upon 
which  to  base  their  claims  to  a  Norman  origin  than  the  Soules  and  Soulis 
families.  Many  historical  and  documentary  statements  extant  link  the  ances- 
tors of  the  family  with  that  country  unmistakably.

[HE  nobles  in  Normandy  were  induced  to  join  the  army  of  the  Con- 
queror by  promises  of  great  wealth  and  after  his  victory  the  King 
began  to  attend  to  his  obligations.  Many  of  the  confiscated 
estates  were  almost  immediately  conferred  upon  those  who  had 
filled  important  commands  in  his  army.  Some  of  those  who  did  not  return 
to  Normandy  were  invested  with  official  dignity  and  became  councillors  of 
the  sovereign.  William  did  not  carve  out  for  these  nobles  principalities 
but  bestowed  upon  them  the  manorial  estates  all  over  England.  The  fact 
that  William  did  not  bestow  any  landed  estates  upon  the  Sole  or  Soule 
families  immediately  after  the  Domesday  Survey  was  made,  shows  con- 
clusively that  the  Le  Sieur  de  Soule  mentioned  by  Wasce  did  not  survive 
the  battle  of  Hastings.  This  was  undoubtedly  true,  but  there  were  others 
of  the  Norman  family  left  in  that  country  who  soon  after  the  conflict  and 
coronation  came  over  to  Britain  and  submitted  their  claim  for  their  share 
of  the  patrimony  that  had  been  promised  the  Soule  family  in  case  William 
won  the  victory.  We  now  have  conclusive  proof  that  this  promise  was  honored 
by  the  King  and  have  record  of  extensive  territorial  estates  assigned  them  in 
England  and  Scotland.  A  historian  of  repute  has  published  the  statement 
that  the  Soule-Soulis  family,  represented  by  the  great  barons  in  Northamp- 
tonshire, came  into  that  country  and  the  possession  of  their  heritage  immedi- 
ately after  the  Conquest.  The  fact,  well  known  to  the  readers  of  history,  of 
the  long-continued  connection  of  the  Scottish  Soules  with  their  native  land 
and  the  frequent  and  extended  visits  made  by  the  barons,  should  prove  to 
be  another  link  in  the  chain  that  bound  the  family  to  Normandy. 

Among  the  pioneer  families  of  Sole  coming  into  England  soon  after  the 
battle  of  Hastings  and  the  crowning  of  William  as  king,  were  those  of  Kent. 
These  lands  of  Sole  were  held  of  Odo,  bishop  of  Baeux,  a  half-brother  of  the 
king,  who  had  been  granted  this  section  of  England  as  a  "County  Paletine" 
over  which  he  was  made  the  Superior;  consequently  we  learn  that  at  the 
11  Domesday  Survey"  Sole  was  held  of  Odo,  bishop  of  Bayeux.  This  was  only 
four  years  after  the  battle  of  Hastings.  As  this  county  was  under  ecclesiastical 
rule,  the  lands  held  of  Odo  were  not  entailed;  and  when  that  dignitary  was 
-deposed  the  Soles  were  dispossessed  of  their  estates — unless  these  were  con- 
firmed by  the  bishop's  successor.  Although  we  have  found  no  record  of  the 
continual  possession  of  their  lands  by  the  Soles  in  Kent  there  are  good  reasons 
for  believing  that  they  did,  as  their  descendants  were  resident  proprietors  of 
the  same  manors  many  years  subsequent  to  the  first  grants  under  Odo.  Certain 
it  is  that  the  Soles  and  Solleys,  originally  the  same,  have  held  possession  of 
agricultural  estates  in  Kent  from  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  and  possibly 
before  the  settlement  of  their  Norman  kindred  in  Scotland.  John  de  Soles, 
before  the  twentieth  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.,  was  the  proprietor  of 
Northborne  in  Kent.  It  was  written  "Aresfred  holds  of  the  Bishop  Soles." 
In  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor  the  Manor  of  Sole  was  worth  100  shillings 
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and  later  only  20  shillings.  Subsequently,  six  pounds.  In  the  twentieth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  John  de  Soles  with  the  Prior  of  Dover  paid 
20  pence  for  one  knight's  fee  in  Soles  held  of  Richard  de  Roberte.  This  John 
de  Soles  died  seized  of  the  Manor  of  Sole  in  the  forty- ninth  year  of  that  reign. 
Sole  Manor,  in  County  Kent,  was  in  the  possession  of  William  de  Sole  and 
Thomas  de  Sole  seven  hundred  years  ago.  John  de  Sole  and  Hamo  de  Sole 
were  styled  of  Sole  Manor  in  1347  A.D.  About  this  time  a  John  de  Sole 
purchased  the  manor  of  Northborne  of  John  de  Masney.  In  an  ancient  legal 
document  the  name  of  John  de  Sole  is  found  spelled  John  de  Solley,  and  from 
the  evidence  thus  adduced  it  has  been  assumed  that  the  subsequent  branches 
of  the  families  of  Solly  and  Solley  derived  the  forms  of  spelling  their  names. 
We  present  these  incidents  in  the  history  of  the  Kentish  families  to  show  some  of 
the  varieties  of  early  spelling  as  well  as  to  reaffirm  the  statement  made  in  an- 
other article  that  the  various  spellings  were  comparatively  insignificant  and 
were  largely  the  errors  of  the  scribes  or  the  results  of  fancy.  Men  wrote 
these  names  as  the  pronunciation  was  understood  when  spoken  and  there  was 
no  person  to  kick  at  the  transaction.  The  Solly  and  Solley  families  in  Kent 
have  as  valid  a  claim  to  the  ancient  Norman  line  of  ancestry  as  those  who 
have  adopted  or  inherited  the  names  Soule,  Soulis  or  Sowles. 

We  have  elsewhere  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  even  the  Sea  Kings 
and  Jarles  did  not  live  in  castles  while  established  in  Scandinavia  surrounded 
by  their  retainers,  and  their  posterity,  after  their  settlement  in  Normandy, 
were  elevated  to  a  social  and  material  condition  only  after  two  or  three  gen- 
erations had  passed  away.  When  their  wealth,  derived  from  their  revenues, 
had  become  sufficient  to  support  a  more  pretentious  and  dignified  position, 
the  aristocratic  heads  of  families  erected  their  stately  chateaus  and  "looked 
down,"  both  intellectually  and  socially,  upon  their  more  humble  kindred  who 
lived  in  contentment  and  comfort  in  the  valleys  below.  However,  neither 
wealth  nor  social  status  could  long  restrain  this  people,  in  whose  veins  coursed 
the  restless  blood  of  the  Viking  race,  from  seeking  new  adventures  and  con- 
quests. A  life  of  ease  and  quietude  palled  upon  them  and  they  looked  forth 
upon  the  great  unknown  world  around  them  with  restless  longing  for  new 
scenes  and  contact  with  new  peoples.  The  Norman  conquest  afforded  just 
the  opportunity  for  such  adventure  as  these  restless  Norsemen  aspired  for 
and  they  hesitated  not  to  identify  themselves  with  the  hazardous  undertaking. 
Leaving  his  peaceful  home  among  the  elevated  plateaus  overlooking  the  valley 
through  which  the  cascading  river  of  Soule  found  its  tortuous  way,  Sieur  de 
Soule  went  forth  to  recruit  a  company  of  peasants  for  William's  army  and 
himself  took  command  of  the  same.  With  this  band  of  soldiers  he  crossed 
the  channel  and  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Hastings.  Those  composing  this 
command  were  the  "Men  of  Sole"  who  in  the  midst  of  the  bloody  conflict 
struck  at  close  quarters,  holding  their  shields  over  their  heads  to  ward  off  the 
blows  of  the  hatchets  or  battle-axes.  And  the  bold  leader  fell  upon  the  field 
while  the  surviving  members  of  his  company  had  an  account  of  their  valor 
recorded  in  history.  When  the  scribe  was  commissioned  to  visit  the  scene 
of  strife  after  the  battle  and  take  a  census  of  the  slain  he  found  among  them 
the  body  of  Sieur  de  Soule  and  inscribed  his  name  upon  the  memorable  roll 
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of  Battel  Abbey,  where  it  was  seen  by  his  kindred  and  commemorated  his 
sacrifice  upon  the  field. 

From  what  has  been  written  and  published  we  are  authorized  in  making 
the  statement  that  this  battle  opened  the  gateway  for  the  coming  of  the 
Soules  into  Britain.  Having  been  invested  with  extensive  grants  of  land  in 
several  sections  of  the  country,  both  north  and  south,  these  men  of  the  Norse 
race  and  Scandinavian  inheritance  sat  down  upon  their  new  estates  and  became 
the  powerful  barons  of  Liddesdale  during  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries. 
Such  was  their  influence  as  to  become  allied  to  royalty  and  present  their 
claims  to  the  crown  of  Scotland.  They  gathered  around  them  small  armies 
of  retainers  as  a  body-guard  and  for  the  enforcement  of  their  claims  to  their 
right — when  "might  made  right."  These  rich  lords  as  the  rightful  heirs  of 
the  Sieur  de  Soule  who  fell  at  Hastings,  entered  upon  their  inheritance  through 
the  benevolence  of  royalty,  while  their  humble  kinsmen,  some  of  whom  may 
have  seen  active  service  upon  the  field  of  battle,  were  rewarded  with  small 
tracts  of  land  in  Kent  under  the  control  of  the  hard-faced  old  Odo,  the  bishop. 
This  has  been  the  way  in  many  instances.  Those  who  have  "borne  the  burden 
in  the  heat  of  the  day"  have  taken  a  subordinate  place,  while  those  with  soft 
hands  and  untanned  brows  have  been  seated  upon  thrones. 

Gathering  our  evidence  from  many  isolated  documentary  statements,  we 
conclude  that  many  of  the  peasant  families  of  Sole  settled  in  England  soon 
after  the  Conquest.  Whether  the  majority  of  these  pioneers  established  them- 
selves in  Kent  or  settled  around  London — the  city  was  not  far  away — we  are 
not  able  to  state  with  certainty.  However,  we  are  sure  that  families  of  the 
name  were  resident  in  Sussex  at  an  early  day  following  the  coronation;  and 
they  were  distributed  through  several  counties  soon  after  and  multiplied 
fruitfully  there. 

From  the  evidence  we  have  procured  from  English  sources  it  appears 
that  the  American  families  were  descended  from  some  of  the  emigrants  who 
represented  the  peasant  class  in  Normandy  and  had  established  their  homes 
not  distant  from  London.  This  assumption  reflects  no  dishonor  upon  the 
history  of  the  Soules  and  Sowles  in  this  country,  for  those  in  humble  life  in 
Normandy  and  in  England  were  of  the  same  blood  and  fibre  as  those  who 
dwelt  in  more  elevated  spheres  and  wore  titles.  We  have  been  ashamed  of 
some  of  the  American  families  who  have  pleaded  with  us  to  find  some  position 
for  George  Soule,  the  common  ancestor,  besides  that  of  a  "servant"  as  recorded 
in  history.  When  we  consider  these  aristocratic  sentiments  we  are  always 
reminded  of  the  writings  of  the  poet  Burns  in  which  he  said,  "The  goud  is  but 
the  guinea  stamp,  the  man's  the  man  for  a'  that."  It  is  sufficient  to  know 
that  George  Soule  was  a  man  of  self-reliant  character  and  moral  worth  and 
transmitted  qualities  of  intellectual  excellence  to  his  posterity.  When  traveling 
abroad  amongst  aristocrats  it  was  a  pleasure  to  tell  them  that  we  hailed  from 
a  country  in  which  a  man  who  behaved  like  a  gentleman  was  called  a  gentleman; 
and  from  this  tall  staff  we  never  pulled  our  colors  down.  We  submit  that  the 
Soule  families  should  have  become  so  thoroughly  Americanized  after  three 
centuries  of  residence  as  to  be  weaned  from  the  aspirations  for  a  spoon  of 
gold  in  their  mouths.     The  glorious  stars  and   stripes  are  more  honorable 
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than  a  thousand  jewelled  coronets  and  to  have  been  born  on  American  soil 
a  grander  heritage  than  all  the  titles  in  a  kingdom. 

I  beg  no  man's  pardon  for  this  diversion  from  the  silver  thread  of  my 
discourse  to  express  in  passing  my  detestation  for  any  sentiment  leaning 
toward  social  distinctions  where  character  should  underlie  all  estimates  of  real 
worth;  and  my  wish  has  always  been  to  leave  on  record  some  expression  of 
my  principles  where  it  might  reach  the  rising  generation  and  be  an  inspiration 
to  noble  ideals  and  efforts.  This  medium  has  been  provided  and  the  expression 
has  been  offered.     May  God  bless  the  result. 

As  the  history  of  the  Sole-Soule  family  is  inseparably  associated  with  the 
Norse  race  from  whom  they  derived  their  existence,  we  deem  it  eminently 
appropriate  to  devote  some  space  and  exertion  to  an  account  of  some  of  their 
most  prominent  representatives.  It  was  not  till  the  close  of  the  ninth  century 
that  the  whole  of  Norway  was  subject  to  monarchal  rule.  Previous  to  that 
time  the  territory  had  been  divided  into  small  sections  under  the  rule  of  Jarles 
or  Sea  Kings  whose  principal  occupation  was  fighting  each  other,  ravaging 
the  North  Sea  and  the  invasion  of  England  and  France.  From  this  class 
were  recruited  the  Vikings,  or  more  properly,  Wikings,  meaning  "Men  of 
the  Bay,"  who  sailed  forth  to  spread  terror  and  lay  waste  the  coasts  of  the 
Baltic.  One  of  the  rulers  in  Norway  at  this  period  of  history  was  a  Jarl 
named  Halfdan,  a  dark  man,  who  though  not  of  strong  character  became 
notable  as  the  father  of  a  renowned  son,  Harold  the  Fairhair,  who  succeeded 
860  A.D.,  being  so  named  because  he  had  vowed  never  to  comb  or  clip  his 
abundance  of  yellow  hair  till  he  had  subdued  the  petty  kings  who  held  sway  in 
Norway,  or  had  died  in  the  attempt.  One  of  the  Jarles  who  had  been  great 
assistant  of  this  Harold  during  his  wars  of  subjugation  was  named  Rognvald, 
who  was  father  of  Rollo  the  Ganger.  This  remarkable  man  had  been  a 
notorious  Jarl,  and  when  Harold  made  an  attempt  to  confederate  the  small 
kingdoms  he  refused  to  submit  to  his  authority.  A  session  of  the  court,  called 
the  "Thing,"  was  assembled,  when  this  Rholf  or  Rolf  was  tried  and  outlawed. 
Being  a  man  of  great  ability  he  gathered  about  him  a  large  number  of  retainers 
and  resorted  to  a  rendezvous  in  the  Shetland  Islands  where  he  matured  his 
plans  for  invading  Gaul  or  France.  Being  familiar  with  the  coast  of  the 
mainland  of  Shetland  we  have  been  interested  while  trying  to  learn  in  what 
harbor  this  cunning  Viking  found  anchorage  for  so  numerous  a  fleet  as  we 
know  he  had.  With  no  reliable  evidence  to  the  contrary  we  shall  assume  that 
he  made  Brassy  Sound  his  harbor  while  recruiting  his  naval  soldiers  and  was 
laying  his  stores  of  supplies  for  his  voyage  and  conquest;  and  while  making 
a  visit  to  that  northern  town  we  often  sat  on  the  hillbrow  and,  gazing  upon 
the  glimmering  waters  of  the  Sound,  allowed  Fancy  free  range  and  drew  mental 
pictures  of  the  scene  when  the  800  galleys  of  Rolf  were  tossing  upon  the  waves 
thereof.  From  this  secluded,  storm-protected  retreat  this  bold  sea  rover 
sailed  forth  on  his  errand  of  conquest  and  subjugation.  We  shall  look  in  upon 
him  in  another  place. 

The  extensive  exodus  from  Norway  to  the  Shetlands  and  Orkneys  in  the 
time  of  Harold's  proclamation  as  chief  ruler  materially  depleted  the  domestic 
population  and  carried  to  those  western  lands  pioneers  of  the  Norse  race 
whose  decendants  have  perpetuated  their  inheritance  of  blood  as  pure  as  any 
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peoples  save,  possibly,  the  Icelanders.  However,  the  policy  centralizing  under 
Harold  proved  surprisingly  effective  and  the  numerical  strength  of  the  re- 
maining inhabitants  was  soon  multiplied.  After  the  confederation  by  Harold 
the  odal  or  udal  laws  were  codified  and  their  wholesome  character  has  long  been 
recognized  by  the  subjects  of  the  King. 

Another  character  coming  upon  the  scene  as  we  delve  in  Norse  history 
was  Jarl  Erling  Skjaigsson,  a  man  of  singular  ability  in  his  way.  This  Norse- 
man was  a  resident  of  a  locality  near  the  coast  known  as  "Sole."  Here  we 
find  another  Viking  who  had  refused  to  submit  to  the  rule  of  Harold  the 
Fairhair  when  he  gathered  up  the  scattered  reins  with  which  to  govern  Norway. 
So  rich  was  this  man  that  he  supported  a  princely  manner  of  living.  He 
assumed  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  king  and  was  surrounded  with  a  court  which 
nearly  equalled,  if  it  did  not  surpass,  that  of  Harold.  Ninety  warriors  con- 
stituted his  daily  household  and  when  occasion  required  he  could  summon  a 
retinue  of  double  that  number.  He  kept  thirty  thralls  for  his  daily  service 
besides  those  who  cultivated  his  lands.  He  proved  himself  a  good  master, 
stimulating  his  servants  to  thrift  and  frugality.  He  was  engaged  in  extensive 
agriculture  for  his  time;  in  fishing  and  other  branches  of  industry. 

Being  aware  that  some  searchers  along  genealogical  lines,  wishing  to  find 
the  origin  and  original  significance  of  a  family  title,  will  "catch  at  a  straw," 
we  shall  here  comment  for  a  moment  upon  this  local  name  "Sole."  This  was 
the  earliest  instance  in  which  the  name  has  been  found  attached  to  a  family 
or  person.  That  this  high-born  chief  named  Skjaigsson  was  born  or  was 
living  at  a  place  known  as  Sole,  between  A.D.  900  and  A.D.  1000  we  have 
no  reason  to  doubt.  He  was  the  owner  of  a  sea  galley  that  was  in  competition 
with  the  celebrated  "Long  Serpent"  and  was  with  it  in  the  battle  of  Svolder 
with  King  Olaf.  This  appearance  of  a  man  of  distinction  living  at  a  locality 
known  as  SOLE,  certainly  excited  our  attention;  and  being  adopted  by  a 
Norseman  too,  this  seemed  too  significant  to  be  overlooked  or  dealt  with 
lightly.  After  the  Norman  Conquest  it  was  no  unusual  event  for  families  to 
confer  their  names  upon  their  lands,  though  at  the  time  of  the  Domesday 
Survey  the  new  incumbents  more  frequently  adopted  the  name  of  their  ter- 
ritorial  holdings. 

Should  any  person  be  inclined  to  attach  any  significance  to  this  as  a  sur- 
name it  would  amount  to  nothing.  The  history  of  the  origin  of  the  Soule 
family  name  has  been  so  well  established  that  the  assumption  of  something 
new  and  novel  would  instantly  be  discarded.  While  we  willingly  admit  that 
the  discovery  of  this  local  title  was  an  interesting  coincidence  that  caused 
us  to  pause  and  consider,  it  was  not  of  sufficient  interest  to  deflect  our  attention 
from  the  evidence  already  adduced.  The  name  as  translated  into  English 
is  identical  with  the  name  of  the  sole  fish  and  of  the  personal  title  as  employed 
by  the  families  early  settled  in  England.  We  have  not  become  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  Norse  language  to  understand  the  meaning  of  this  word 
in  the  nomenclature. 
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HILF  contemplating  his  conquest  and  the  marshalling  of  his  army, 
Duke  William  held  out  every  inducement  to  the  nobles  in  Nor- 
§H  mandy  to  ally  themselves  with  the  movement;  promising  them  if 
he  gained  the  victory  over  Harold  and  was  crowned  king,  he 
would  reward  them  with  a  share  of  the  rich  territorial  possessions.  From 
a  statement  by  Wasce  in  his  note  it  appears  that  the  Sieur  de  Soules  had 
met  with  some  ill  fortune  and  had  lost  some  of  their  estates  in  Normandy 
before  the  Conquest.  This  fact  may  have  been  a  reason  why  these  lordly 
representatives  of  the  family  were  induced  to  cast  in  their  lot  with  Duke 
William.  However,  the  Soules  were  not  the  only  families  from  the  noble 
class  who  went  with  the  Conqueror  to  England.  The  De  La  Hays,  the 
Mortains,  and  the  Jardines,  representing  distinguished  Norman  families, 
were  identified  with  the  army  of  William.  Whatever  their  reverses  may  have 
been,  these  Soules  were  invested  with  the  quality  of  inflammable  tempera- 
ments to  become  excited  by  any  inducement  that  promised  an  opportunity 
to  engage  in  warfare  and  would  be  followed  bv  the  possession  of  wealth  or 
rich  booty.  Like  their  Viking  ancestors  who  sailed  across  the  Baltic  on  their 
marauding  raids,  these  Soules  were  ready  to  challenge  fate  and  risk  the  con- 
sequences. 

From  what  we  have  gleaned  from  historical  sources  it  appears  that  several 
of  the  Soules  representing  the  noble  family  had  joined  the  army  with  the  knights 
composing  the  most  brave  soldiers  that  formed  the  body-guard  of  the  Duke. 
All  were  clad  in  defensive  armor  composed  of  plates  or  rings  of  steel,  their 
helmets  ornamented  with  brass,  gold,  and  precious  stones.  They  carried 
swords  that  were  equal  to  those  of  Damascus  and  their  shields  were  emblazoned 
with  devices  emblematical  of  their  prowess.  These  knightly  soldiers  were 
mounted  upon  the  best  blooded  black  horses  of  the  Belgian  breeds,  and  their 
whole  panoply  was  of  the  most  opulent  character. 

There  are  reasons  for  assuming  that  the  members  of  the  Norman  com- 
munity who  were  designated  by  the  local  title,  had  taken  the  full  name  of 
"Soule"  before  their  joining  the  army  of  the  Conqueror;  and  those  of  the 
lordly  class  may  have  been  distinguished  from  the  "Sole"  peasantry  by  this 
enlarged  title.  However,  we  know  that  one,  at  least,  under  the  designation 
of  Sieur  de  Soule,  a  resident  of  the  Contentin,  was  among  the  forces  that 
crossed  on  the  transports  from  Ponthieu  to  Pevensey,  where  the  army  dis- 
embarked and  marched  for  the  field  of  Hastings.  The  department  of  the 
Norman  army  in  which  the  knights  served  was  marshalled  around  William 
as  their  personal  commander  and  were  in  the  hottest  of  the  conflict;  and  it 
was  during  the  crisis  when  the  foe  pressed  hardest  in  defense  of  their  standard, 
that  a  Sieur  de  Soule  fell.     When  the  Conqueror  caused  the  census  of  the 
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dead  to  be  taken,  this  brave  soldier  was  found  near  where  William  had  been 
dismounted  and  tore  the  helmet  from  his  head  to  show  while  fighting  on  foot 
that  he  was  still  alive. 

Immediately  after  the  coronation,  the  Norman  ruler,  remembering  the 
promises  he  had  made  to  the  soldiers  before  leaving  their  country,  summoned 
the  survivors  of  the  battle  and  granted  them  large  territorial  estates  that  he 
had  wrested  from  the  English.  We  cannot  assume  the  authority  to  state  how 
many  of  the  Soule  families  were  present  to  receive  their  share  of  the  royal 
patrimony,  but  they  were  certainly  represented  in  the  assembly  and  shared 
in  the  distribution.  It  would  be  of  interest  to  know  where  these  lands  were 
located.  We  know  from  extant  records  that  Charles  Soule  was  granted  a 
large  tract  of  land  in  1075,  only  nine  years  after  the  battle  of  Hastings,  situated 
in  Tiviotdale,  Scotland.  Whether  he  took  sasine  of  this  grant  we  know  not. 
We  have  reached  a  stage  in  our  historical  treatment  where  the  ravine  must 
be  bridged  largely  by  the  imagination.  It  is  an  historical  statement  that 
Runulfus  de  Soulis  had  been  at  least  a  nominal  resident  in  Northamptonshire 
where,  as  a  baron,  he  was  a  man  of  great  wealth;  and  one  presumptuous 
author  has  conjectured  that  it  was  in  this  shire  that  he  adopted  his  name. 
After  a  discriminating  search  in  the  several  historical  works  on  Northampton- 
shire we  have  failed  to  find  any  authentic  grounds  upon  which  to  base  such 
a  suggestion.  The  author  of  the  history  of  Liddesdale  cautiously  couches 
his  statement  in  the  following  language:  "For  whatever  cause  Runulfus  de 
Soulis  came  into  Scotland  with  King  David, "  etc.  Here  we  are  left  in  some 
obscurity.  That  there  had  been  intimate  relations  existing  between  David 
and  this  distinguished  representative  of  the  Soule  family  from  Normandy, 
there  is  good  reason  for  believing,  but  we  find  no  inducement  mentioned  why 
he  should  accompany  him  to  North  Britain.  Though  he  had  acquired  wealth 
in  Northamptonshire  we  are  not  informed  of  what  it  consisted.  Neither  do 
we  know  what  claim  he  had  upon  the  generosity  of  David  or  by  what  right 
the  Scottish  king  could  bestow  such  rich  territories  of  land  upon  him.  As 
the  Norman  king  in  England  laid  claim  to  much  of  Scotland  after  the  Conquest, 
he  may  have  granted  the  lands  of  Liddesdale  to  the  Soulis  families.  At  any 
rate,  we  know  that  this  Runulfus  de  Soulis  was  a  man  of  great  power  on  the 
Scottish  border  as  were  his  successors.  His  name  appears  in  charters  of 
David  I.,  Malcolm  IV.  and  William  the  Lion.  He  witnessed  a  charter  of 
Earl  Henry  to  the  monks  of  Holm,  Cultram,  about  1140  A.D.  Before  the 
year  1147,  he  granted  to  the  monks  of  Jedworth  the  church  of  Dodington, 
near  Bartons,  in  Northamptonshire,  and  the  church  in  Liddesdale  in  Scotland, 
with  a  curucate  of  land  in  the  manor  of  Nisbit. 

This  family  was  in  these  early  days  most  powerful  in  Scotland  where 
it  gave  its  name  to  the  barony  of  Souliston  (now  Salton)  in  East  Lothian. 
Runulfus  de  Soulis  or  one  of  his  successors,  was  styled  Pincerna  Regis.  Mem- 
bers of  the  family  were  frequent  benefactors  to  Newbottle  Abbey  and  other 
monasteries;  and  their  power,  says  Scott,  over  the  South  and  West  Marches 
where  they  appear  to  have  possessed  the  whole  district  of  Liddesdale, 
with  five  rich  baronies  in  Roxburgshire.  William  de  Soulis,  Justiciarius 
Laodniae,  in  1281,  subscribed  to  the  famous  obligation,  by  which  the  noblility 
of  Scotland  bound  themselves  to  acknowledge  the  sovereignty  of  the  Maid 
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of  Norway  and  her  descendants;  and  in  1291,  Nicholas  de  Soulis  appears  as  a 
competitor  for  the  crown  of  Scotland,  which  he  claimed  as  the  grandson  of 
Margery,  a  natural  daughter  of  Alexander  II.,  who,  could  her  legitimacy  have 
been  ascertained,  must  have  distanced  all  other  claimants.  His  grandson  was 
John  de  Soulis,  a  gallant  warrior,  warmly  attached  to  the  interests  of  his  country, 
who,  with  fifty  Borderers,  defeated  and  made  prisoner  Sir  Andrew  Barcla, 
at  the  head  of  three  hundred  Englishmen,  and  was  himself  slain  while  fighting 
in  the  cause  of  Edward  the  Bruce,  at  the  battle  of  Dunkeld,  in  Ireland,  in  1318. 
This  man  had  been  joint-warden  of  the  Kingdom  with  John  Comyn  after  the 
abdication  of  Wallace  in  1300,  in  which  character  he  was  recognized  by  John 
Baliol,  who,  in  a  charter  granted  after  his  dethronement,  and  dated  at  Ruther- 
glen,   1302,  styles  himself  Custus   regni  nostra. 

Having  no  means  of  access  to  the  many  interesting  documents  that  contain 
much  of  value  in  treating  this  subject,  our  sources  of  information  are  limited 
to  such  meagre  and  detached  fragments  as  we  can  find  in  the  Border  history 
of  Scotland;  consequently,  what  we  publish  will  be  composed  from  such 
gleanings  as  we  have  salvaged  from  many  books  and  will  not  contain  the 
sequence  desired. 

SIR  JOHN  SOLIS.  This  great  soldier  and  ambassador  belonged  to  one 
•of  those  Anglo-Norman  families  which  settled  in  Scotland  during  the  reign 
of  Malcolm  III.  In  1284  A.D.  he  negotiated  a  marriage  between  the  Scots 
King  and  Jolette,  or  Yolande,  daughter  of  the  Count  of  Dreaux.  As  an 
official  under  the  crown  of  Scotland,  he  received,  on  the  5th  of  February, 
1289,  a  fee  of  £20  sterling  from  the  Chamberlain  of  Scotland  as  related  in  some 
documents  pertaining  to  that  country.  He  must  have  been  a  man  of  re- 
markable versatility  and  diplomatic  influence  as  he  was  employed  officially  in 
England.  In  February,  1292  A.D.,  he  was  custodian  of  the  lands  of  Hugh 
Lovel,  a  tenant-in-chief  of  the  King  of  England,  and  in  March  of  the  same 
year  he  received  from  Edward  I.  a  writ  of  protection  while  staying  beyond 
seas  for  a  year.  On  the  14th  of  November  he  had  sufficient  influence  with 
Edward  to  gain,  along  with  Richard  de  Soulis,  probably  a  brother,  for  having 
caused  Richard  le  Tayllur  to  be  taken  from  England  to  Scotland  against  his 
will.  On  the  6th  of  November  in  the  same  year,  he  concurred  as  one  of  the 
arbitrators  in  England  with  the  judgment  of  Edward  I.  in  favor  of  Baliol's 
claim  to  the  Scottish  crown.  When  Baliol,  in  1295,  decided  to  defy  Edward, 
he  sent  John  de  Soulis  and  three  others  to  negotiate  a  treaty  with  France, 
which  proved  the  beginning  of  a  long  alliance  between  the  two  countries. 
Sir  John  de  Soulis  made  his  submission  to  Edward  I.  in  1296  along  with  the 
rest,  and  he  witnessed  a  charter  of  that  king  at  Northallerton  on  the  10th  of 
October.  But  he  did  not  keep  his  oath  to  Edward  long.  Some  time  in  1299 
he  was  appointed  by  John  Baliol,  who  had  escaped,  co-guardian  of  the  realm 
of  Scotland  with  John  Comyn  the  younger.  Acting  as  if  he  was  sole-guardian, 
he  sent  envoys  to  Boniface  VIII.  complaining  of  the  conduct  of  the  English 
king.  In  the  same  year  he  went  on  an  embassy  to  France,  and  in  June,  July, 
and  August,  Edward  commissioned  ships  to  intercept  Sir  John  and  his  compan- 
ions, who  were  expected  to  embark  at  Damme  on  their  way  back  to  Scotland. 
On  the  night  of  the  7th  and  8th  of  September,  1301,  this  Soulis  and  Sir  Ingram 
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de  Umfraville  made  a  fruitless  attack  on  Lochmaben  Castle.  The  terms 
offered  to  the  Scots  in  1304,  and  eventually  accepted,  included  the  banishment 
of  Sir  John  de  Soulis  for  two  years  from  Scotland  and  the  country  north  of 
the  Trent.  He  was  apparently  in  France  at  this  time.  In  1314  he  was  one 
of  the  leaders  of  a  Scottish  host  which  in  August  of  that  year,  ravished  Rich- 
mondshire  and  levied  blackmail  on  Copeland  and  the  Bishopric  of  Durham. 
His  remarkable  career  was  brought  to  a  close  upon  the  battlefield  of  Dunkeld, 
Ireland,   as  above  stated. 

The  treason  of  Sir  William  de  Soulis  occasioned  the  downfall  of  this  re- 
markable family.  This  powerful  baron  entered  into  a  conspiracy  against 
Robert  the  Bruce,  in  which  many  persons  of  rank  were  involved.  Their 
object  was,  according  to  historians,  to  elevate  Lord  Soulis  to  the  Scottish 
throne,  but  other  causes  have  been  suggested.  This  plot  was  discovered  by 
the  Countess  of  Stratherne,  and  Lord  Soulis  was  seized  at  Berwick,  although* 
attended  by  three  hundred  and  sixty  esquires  besides  many  gallant  knights. 
Having  confessed  his  guilt  in  full  Parliament,  his  life  was  spared  by  the  king; 
but  a  large  part  of  his  domain  was  forfeited,  and  he  himself,  confined  in  the 
castle  of  Dumbarton,  where  he  died.  From  this  time  the  Soulis  family  does 
not  figure  conspicuously  in  the  annals  of  Scotland,  although  branches  survived 
and  descendants  are  represented  both  in  Ireland  and  France. 

The  Scottish  and  English  Borders  were  rife  with  traditions  about  this  wicked 
Lord  Soulis.  Close  under  the  wall  of  Hermitage  Castle,  his  stronghold, 
there  is  a  deep,  dark  pool  in  the  stream  of  Hermitage  where  his  great  North- 
umbrian rival,  the  Count  of  Keeldar,  was  held  down  by  the  spears  of  his  troops 
till  he  was  drowned.  Another  tradition  states  that  a  young  chief  of  the  Arm- 
strongs, who  is  said  to  have  once  saved  the  life  of  Lord  William  Soulis  when  in 
great  jeopardy,  and  had  sheltered  him  under  his  own  roof  at  Mangerton, 
being  brought  as  a  guest  to  the  Castle  of  Hermitage,  while  sitting  at  supper 
was  treacherously  put  to  death.  See  a  tradition  long  extant  on  the  Border 
concerning  the  death  of  this  Soulis. 

"Tradition  tells  a  widely  different  tale.  It  recounts  how  Lord  Soulis 
retreated  to  his  Border  Castle  of  Hermitage,  and  fortified  it;  how  he  forced  his 
unwilling  vassals  to  labor  like  beasts  of  burden  in  dragging  great  stones  for 
the  work;  and  how,  worn  out  by  his  cruelties,  they  laid  their  case  before  the 
king.  Not  only  was  this  man  of  great  bodily  strength,  but  he  was  held  to 
bear  a  charmed  life,  not  to  be  "harmed  by  forged  steel,  and  not  to  be  bound 
by  chain  or  hempen  band."  Again  and  again  did  they  present  their  complaint 
and  grievances,  till  at  last  the  king,  worried  and  irritated  beyond  endurance, 
exclaimed,  "Boil  him  as  ye  list,  but  let  me  hear  no  more  of  him."  The  mes- 
sengers, accepting  this  as  his  answer,  departed  forthwith;  and  the  king, 
thinking  over  his  hasty  words,  and  of  the  savage  nature  of  the  men  to  whom 
they  had  been  spoken,  hurriedly  sent  to  the  Border  to  recall  them,  but  the 
work  was  already  done.  Having  seized  Lord  Soulis  they  carried  him  to  the 
Nine-stane-Rig,  an  ancient  Druidical  circle  on  the  hill  above  Hermitage 
Water,  where  they  hung  a  huge  iron  cauldron  on  a  rod  laid  across  two  of  the 
stones,  kindled  a  fire  underneath  and  made  it  red  hot;  then,  rolling  the  offensive 
Lord  Soulis  in  a  sheet  of  lead,  they  plunged  him  in,  and  by  heaping  on  fresh 
fuel,  boiled  him  till  they  had  melted  "lead,  bones  and  a'."    It  is  said  this  caul- 
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dron  was  long  preserved  at  Skelfhill,  a  village  between  Hawick  and  Hermitage. 
The  stones  are  yet  pointed  out;  and  on  the  place  where  they  boiled  him,  no 
grass  has  ever  grown.  The  old  castle  itself — half-buried  as  most  old  buildings 
are — is  believed  to  have  sunken  into  the  ground  under  "the  load  of  iniquity." 

A  modern  writer  has  published  the  statement  that  the  Soulis  family  had 
kept  their  lands  in  Normandy  long  after  their  settlement  in  Britain.  On 
21st  January,  1321,  Edward  II.  signified  to  the  Archbishop  of  Rouen,  in  Nor- 
mandy, that  Richard  Lovel  had,  by  his  wife  Murilla,  daughter  of  John  de 
Soulis,  a  son  James  now  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  begged  his  influence  for 
safeguarding  the  inheritance  of  this  young  man  in  his  diocese. 

Sir  William  de  Soulis,  knight,  by  charter  circa  1280,  confirmed  to  God 
and  the  church  of  St.  Marie  of  Jedworth,  and  the  abbot  and  convent  of  the 
same,  two  acres  of  land  in  the  territory  of  Castleton,  lying  nearest  the  cemetery 
of  the  church  of  the  said  town  to  the  South,  and  also  half  an  acre  of  meadow 
land  which  had  been  held  by  Hugh  Faber,  then  deceased,  with  all  liberties 
and  common  privileges  pertaining  to  said  lands;  which  lands  were  to  be  held 
by  the  abbot  and  convent  free  and  perpetual  alms  gift,  as  freely  as  any  alms 
gift  was  held  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  Sir  William  Soulis  undertook  for 
himself  and  his  heirs  to  defend  the  same  against  all  persons  forever. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  duration  of  time  in  which  the  Soulis  families  had 
held  their  lands  in  Scotland  we  submit  the  following:  The  master  and  brethren 
of  the  hospital  of  St.  Leonards  at  Berwick-on-Tweed  laid  claim  to  certain 
lands  which  they  stated  their  predecessors  had  owned,  viz:  a  curucate  of  land, 
with  the  appurtenances,  in  Vale  de  Lydel  (in  Liddesdale).  These  claimants 
affirmed  that  the  lords  of  Soulis  in  their  time,  and  others  who  had  been  put  in 
possession  of  the  lordship  by  the  king  since  the  conquest,  had  kept  them  out 
of  their  lands.  Sir  William  de  Soulis,  and  others,  had  ejected  them  from  these 
lands,  and  had  kept  them  dispossessed.  This  from  Stevenson's  Documents 
relating  to  Scotland. 

Another  account:  "The  earliest  lord  of  Liddesdale  of  which  we  have 
any  knowledge  was  Runulph  de  Soulis,  a  Northampton  baron  whose  name 
appears  in  charters  of  David  I.,  Malcolm  IV.  and  William  the  Lion.  He  is 
supposed  to  have  erected  a  fortress  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  Liddell,  a 
little  above  its  junction  with  the  Hermitage  water;  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood his  retainers  established  themselves,  and  the  hamlet  they  occupied  after- 
wards became  known  as  Castleton.  This  Runulph  de  Soulis  granted  to  the 
monks  of  the  valley,  the  Vale  of  Liddell, '  Ecclesiam  de  Valle  Lidel'  to  the  abbey 
of  Jedburg.  During  the  reign  of  William  the  Lion  he  held  the  important  office 
of  (King's  butler)  Pincerna  Regis.  Dying  without  issue,  this  lord  of  Liddes- 
dale was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Runulphus  de  Sole,  the  son  of  his  brother 
William  de  Soulis.  This  second  Runulphus,  lord  of  Liddesdale,  was  assassinated 
in  1207  in  his  castle  by  his  domestics.  Fulco  de  Sules  appears  to  have  been 
the  next  'pincerna.'  His  connection,  however,  with  the  second  Runulphus 
has  not  been  ascertained.  He  succeeded  to  lands  in  Cumberland  which  had 
been  possessed  by   Runulph,  and  probably  in  Liddesdale  also." 

Nicholas  de  Soles,  son  of  Falco  de  Soles,  succeeded  both  as  the  lord  of 
Liddesdale  and  the  office  of  pincerna,  and  is  frequently  mentioned  in  the 
charters  of  Alexander  II.  and  Alexander  III.     It  was  during  the  lifetime  of 
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this  Nicholas  de  Sules  that  the  building  of  the  important  castle  of  Hermitage 
was  commenced. 

The  erection  of  the  stronghold  was  the  avowed  cause  of  the  assembly  of 
the  English  army  at  Newcastle  in  the  year  1243,  for  the  invasion  of  Scotland. 
It  has  been  stated  how  the  dispute  was  arranged,  but  the  castle,  which  was 
doubtless  intended  for  a  royal  fortress,  was  probably  afterwards  possessed 
by  the  lord  of  the  district.  Nicholas  de  Sules,  sheriff  of  Roxburg,  1246,  al- 
though the  wisest  and  most  eloquent  man  in  the  kingdom,  was  removed  from 
the  councils  of  his  sovereign  in  1255.  He  went  across  the  channel  and  died 
in  the  home  of  his  Norman  ancestors  at  Rouen,  France,  in  1264.  By  his  wife 
Annora,  the  fifth  daughter  of  the  earl  of  Buchan,  he  had  at  least  two  sons, 
William  and  John. 

William  de  Soles,  son  of  Nicholas  before  mentioned,  who  was  possessed 
of  lands  in  Northumberland,  was  knighted  by  Alexander  III.,  at  Haddington, 
on  St.  Michael's  day,  1270.  He  was  a  witness  to  many  charters  and  was 
Justiciary  of  Lothian,  1281,  also  in  1283-84;  and  about  the  same  period  he 
granted  lands  in  South  Castleton,  in  Liddesdale,  to  which  charter  Sir  Thomas 
de  Soule  and  Sir  John  de  Soule,  knight,  brothers  of  the  grantee,  were  witnesses. 
Sir  William  de  Soules  was  one  of  those  who,  in  1281,  was  appointed  to  arrange 
the  marriage  between  Eric  of  Norway  and  the  Princess  Margaret,  the  daughter 
of  Alexander  III.  He  also  became  bound  in  1283-84  to  acknowledge  the 
"Maid  of  Norway,"  the  issue  of  that  marriage,  and  her  descendants  as  heirs 
to  the  throne  of  Scotland.  He  and  Sir  John  de  Soles  were  of  the  community 
of  Scotland  who,  1290,  dispatched  a  letter  to  Edward  relating  to  the  proposed 
marriage  between  his  eldest  son  and  the  "Maid  of  Norway."  On  the  13th 
of  June  he  made  homage  to  Edward  I.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  certainty 
as  to  the  successor  to  this  William,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Nicholas 
de  Soule,  who  was  the  competitor  for  the  crown  and  was  afterwards  Keeper 
and  Justiciary  of  Lothian,  was  possessed  of  lands  in  Liddesdale. 

On  the  30th  of  October,  1300,  Simon  de  Lindesaye  of  Wauchhopedale,  was 
"Guardian  des  fortelesces  de  Lydel  et  del  Hermitage  Soules."  William  de 
Soules  sent  a  petition  to  the  council,  showing  that  it  was  ordained  in  the  last 
Parliament  held  in  London  by  the  king  and  his  council,  that  children  under 
age  of  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland  were  not  to  be  disinherited,  and  that  in  the 
same  parliament  the  King  had  made  a  decree  for  all  of  those  in  Scotland  who 
came  to  his  peace  and  will  (as  well  before  the  coming  of  M.  John  Comyn  as 
for  those  who  came  with  him),  by  which  decree  it  was  ordained  that  the  lands 
of  the  Vale  of  Lydell,  the  heritage  of  the  said  William  of  Soulis,  which  the 
Lady  de  Wake  held  at  the  will  of  the  King,  be  taken  and  seized  in  his  hand, 
so  that  the  holding  of  said  lands  by  the  said  lady,  might  not  turn  to  the  dis- 
inheriting of  the  said  William  de  Soules.  In  accordance  with  this  judgment 
the  said  lands  of  the  Vale  of  Lydell  were  seized  in  the  hand  of  the  King.  Vv  il- 
liam  de  Soules  understanding  that  the  Lady  de  Wake  had  gone  into  court 
with  the  object  of  endeavoring  to  secure  the  same  lands  as  she  had  before 
by  disinheriting  him,  made  petition  and  request  that  he  might  not  be  disin- 
herited contrary  to  the  ordinance  of  the  King  and  the  order  of  his  council. 
Then  it  was  decided  by  the  council  that  the  court  should  be  certified  as  to 
the  manner  and  cause  of  the  said  tenements  into  the  King's  hands,  and  the 
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chancellor  of  Scotland  being  present,  stated  that  the  Lady  de  Wake  should 
have  the  benefit  of  the  lands — the  tenements,  with  the  knight's  fees  and  advo- 
cation of  the  churches,  together  with  the  fruits  thereof — as  this  William  of 
Soules  was  under  age.  He,  son  and  heir  of  Nicholas  de  Soule,  was  afterwards 
restored  to  his  estates.  He  was  "Butlarius  Sectiae"  and  lord  of  Liddesdale, 
but  having  conspired  to  assassinate  the  King  and  seize  the  crown,  forfeited 
his  possessions  (only  a  part  of  them)  and  died  in  the  prison  of  Dumbarton 
Castle. 


"The  original  castle  of  the  lords  of  Liddesdale  stood  on  a  platform  which 
rises  ninety-four  feet  above  the  river  and  holm  land.  This  elevation  is  pro- 
tected on  the  north  and  north-west  by  a  bank  of  rock  and  earth  almost  per- 
pendicular; on  the  east  by  a  natural  ravine  with  precipitous  sides  and  of 
considerable  depth;  and  toward  the  south  by  a  broad,  deep  fosse  extending 
from  the  precipice  above  the  Liddell  to  the  ravine.  Beyond  this,  and  toward 
the  south,  was  another  enclosure  protected  by  a  parapet  and  deep,  wide  moat 
extending,  like  the  river  fosse,  from  the  precipice  above  the  river  to  the  ravine. 
On  examining  the  plan  of  the  castle  it  will  be  at  once  seen  that  the  position 
was  one  of  great  natural  strength.  Moreover,  it  commanded  an  extensive 
view  toward  the  east,  north  and  west,  and  was  probably  only  abandoned  on 
account  of  the  want  of  water,  which  could  not  easily  have  been  obtained.  At 
the  close  of  the  last  century  when  the  Rev.  James  Arkle  was  the  minister  of 
Castleton,  the  foundation  and  a  portion  of  the  wall  were  visible." 


Notes. 

From  this  it  may  be  concluded  that  William  was  in  possession  of  the  barony  of  Bret- 
talach,  which  had  been  previously  held  by  Turgot  Rossedale,  and  which  was  granted 
at  a  subsequent  period,  along  with  Kirkandrews,  by  Robert  I.  to  Sir  John  de  Soulles. 

William  de  Soules,  father  of  the  second  Randulph,  Richard  his  brother,  and 
Randulph,  his  uncle,  the  "pincerna,"  are  all  mentioned  in  this  charter. 

"1208-9  Northumberland.  Ranulph  de  Sules  ows  £100  for  venison  found  for 
him."

"Fulco  de  Sules,  pincerna,"  was  a  witness. 

1222-23.  Cumberland.  "Fulco  de  Sules  ows  £100  and  four  palfreys  for  having 
the  land  which  was  Ranulf  de  Sules.  He  also  confirmed  a  charter  of  Runulph,  the 
son  of  William,  and  added  twenty  acres  to  the  lands  granted." 

In  a  charter,  Nicholas  de  Soules,  "pincerna,"  refers  to  Fulco,  his  father. 

He  and  his  wife,  Annora,  were  in  possession  of  lands  in  Stanfordham  and  Stokesfend, 
Northumberland. 

1268-69,  Jan.  10th.  The  King,  Henry  III.,  granted  to  William  de  Sulys  acquit- 
tance from  common  summons  in  the  county  of  Northumberland  on  the  next,  arrival  of 
the  Justices  there,  1271;  one  Knight's  fee  in  Stanfordham,  Northumberland,  which  had 
belonged  to  Hugh  Balliol  was  held  by  William  de  Sules. 


ERMITAGE  CASTLE  is  situated  upon  a  broad  and  rapid  river 
of  the  same  name  which  traverses  the  upper  and  northern  part  of 
the  sequestered  district  of  Liddesdale.  It  is  a  huge  building  about 
one  hundred  feet  square.  The  walls  are  entire,  but  the  interior 
is  totally  ruined.  The  plan  of  the  castle  is  somewhat  singular;  the  east  and 
west  fronts  of  the  square  tower  being  flat  and  without  any  projection, 
whereas  the  northern  and  southern  sides  present  a  curtain,  flanked  with 
an  enormous  square  tower  at  each  end.  The  principal  entrance  seems  to 
have  been  from  the  west,  by  a  very  high  portal  arch,  which  ascends  to  the 
projecting  battlements  on  the  top  of  the  castle  wall;  but  this  archway  enters 
but  a  short  distance  at  this  extraordinary  height,  being  blockaded  by  an 
inner  wall,  through  which  an  entrance  of  moderate  dimensions  leads  into  the 
court-yard  of  the  structure.  Above  the  interior  portals  are  openings  in  the 
wall  for  pouring  down  arrows,  stones  and  other  offensive  weapons  upon  an 
enemy  who  might  attempt  to  take  the  place  by  storm.  There  are  good  reasons 
for  believing  that  the  present  castle  was  founded  upon  the  ruins  of  an  older 
structure  that  was  built  with  more  cost  and  attention;  for  there  are  irregular 
portions  of  the  wall  toward  the  foundation  that  present  quite  a  different 
appearance  and  in  a  style  of  masonry  much  superior  to  that  erected  above 
in  the  more  modern  sections. 

The  situation  of  the  castle  is  exceedingly  strong,  being  defended  on  the 
southern  side  by  the  river  and  on  the  other  three  sides  by  a  deep  and  level 
morass  above  which  the  basement  of  the  castle  is  considerably  elevated.  It 
is  only  accessible  on  the  east  by  a  narrow  causeway;  on  the  west  by  the 
bank  of  the  river.  There  are  also  evidences  that  an  ample  moat  intervened 
between  the  walls  and  the  surrounding  approaches;  this  being  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Hermitage  brook  added  the  defences  of  art  to  those  of  nature. 
Higher  up  the  river,  at  a  distance  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  above  the 
castle,  are  the  remains  of  a  chapel,  the  cemetery  around  it  being  long  used  as  a 
place  of  burial. 

Here  is  said  to  have  been,  in  early  time,  the  cell  of  a  hermit;  a  circumstance 
which  gave  the  river  its  name  and  from  that  it  was  applied  to  the  castle. 
The  period  of  the  foundation  of  this  ancient  stronghold  has  been  ascertained. 
The  chief  of  the  once  powerful  family  of  Bisset  had  fallen  under  the  displeasure 
of  Alexander  II.  because  of  his  supposed  accession  to  the  murder  of  the  Earl 
of  Athole  at  Haddington.  It  appears  that  this  man  Bisset  fled  into  England 
and  was  the  instigator  of  Henry  III.  to  invade  Scotland,  alleging  among  other 
charges,  that  Walter  Comyng,  Earl  of  Monteith,  had  done  prejudice  to  England 
by  the  erection  of  two  castles,  one  in  the  valley  of  Liddel  and  one  in  Lothian. 
One  of  these  offensive  castles  was  Hermitage.  The  building  of  the  fortress 
was  therefore  fixed  to  a  period  shortly  preceding  1244,  and  from  comparing 
the  authorities  the  founder  appears  to  have  been  Walter  Comyng,  Earl  of 
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Monteith.  The  quarrel  between  the  two  nations  was  accommodated  by  the 
mediation  of  Robert,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  and  some  of  the  English  barons  without 
any  further  mention  of  the  castle  of  Hermitage.  The  power  of  the  Comyngs 
was  at  this  time  immense.  Whether,  however,  the  Earl  of  Monteith  had 
founded  the  castle  of  Hermitage  as  a  baronial  fortress,  or  whether  he  erected 
it  as  a  royal  castle,  cannot  now  be  settled  with  certainty,  but  the  latter  was 
probably  the  case;  for  it  does  not  seem  plausible  that  this  man  should  have 
fortified  a  castle  for  his  own  use  upon  the  territory  which  at  this  period  belonged 
to  the  powerful  family  of  Soulis. 

Runulph  de  Soule  was  the  first  of  the  distinguished  men  who  came  from 
Normandy  into  Scotland  and  who  followed  King  David  1.  to  that  country, 
and  was  rewarded  by  a  grant  of  Liddesdale,  of  the  manor  of  Nisbit,  and  other 
lands  in  Tiviotdale  and  Soulston  (since  called  Salton)  in  East  Lothian.  In 
Liddesdale  this  Norman  baron  founded  a  castle  which  gave  name  to  the 
village  of  Castleton.  Probably  many  of  the  legends  connected  with  the 
family  of  Soulis  are  founded  upon  circumstances  which  happened  at  Castleton, 
though  the  popular  tradition  has  transferred  the  scene  to  the  more  extensive 
and  important  ruins  of  Hermitage.  The  traditions  of  the  country  have  loaded 
the  memory  of  one  member  of  the  Soulis  family  with  many  crimes. 

Hermitage  Castle  is  situated  about  four  miles  from  Ricarton  Junction, 
among  the  wild  uplands  and  morasses  of  Liddesdale,  on  a  platform  of  ground 
on  the  left  side  of  Hermitage  water  (a  stream).  The  reason  for  the  selection 
of  this  site  has  apparently  been  the  fact  that  two  streams  join  the  water  of 
Hermitage  at  this  point,  one  on  each  side  of  the  castle.  These  would  afford 
an  ample  supply  of  water  for  filling  the  numerous  ditches  which  surrounded 
the  castle,  the  outline  of  which  is  still  traceable. 

Armstrong,  in  his  history  of  Liddesdale,  points  out  that  the  original  castle  of 
the  Lords  of  Liddesdale  was  built  by  Runulph  de  Soulis,  about  the  time  of 
David  I.  in  a  different  position  from  that  of  the  present  structure. 

It  was  placed  in  a  strong  situation  near  the  junction  of  the  Hermitage 
water  with  the  Liddel.  Mr.  Armstrong  gives  a  plan  of  the  fortress,  with 
its  ditches,  etc.,  and  mentions  that  some  years  ago  a  portion  of  the  wall  was 
standing. 

A  castle  was  first  built  on  the  present  site  by  Nicholas  de  Soles,  who  lived 
in  the  reigns  of  Alexander  II.  and  Alexander  III.,  or,  according  to  Mr.  Frazer, 
in  his  "Scots  of  Bucleuh,"  by  Walter  Comyn,  Earl  of  Monteith.  The  erection 
of  this  castle  was  one  of  the  causes  of  the  assembling  of  an  army  by  Henry  III. 
in  1243,  for  the  invasion  of  Scotland.  He  maintained  that  this  fortress  was 
too  near  the  Borfer  (which  at  the  time  was  the  Liddel  water)  and  would  be  a 
constant  menace  to  England.  The  castle  was  evidently  originally  intended 
for  a  Royal  fortress,  but  was  afterwards  possessed  by  the  lords  of  the  district. 
On  a  map  of  about  the  year  1300,  Hermitage  appears  as  one  of  the  few  great 
fortresses  on  the  frontier. 

William  de  Douglas,  Knight,  of  Liddesdale,  had  a  grant  of  the  castle  from 
David  II.  Thereafter  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Earls  of  Angus  in  1398 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  castle  was  enlarged  by  them  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fifteenth  century.  In  1470,  David  Scott  of  Bucleugh  was  appointed 
governor  of  the  castle,  and  subsequent  Scotts  held  the  same  office.     In  1492 
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Archibald,  Earl  of  Angus,  exchanged  Hermitage  Castle  in  Liddesdale  for 
Bothwell  Castle  on  the  Clyde.  In  1540  the  castle  was  in  the  keeping  of  Lord 
Maxwell,  who  repaired  it  at  a  cost  of   £100,  and  introduced  artillery  into  it. 

The  castle  as  seen  externally  is  for  the  most  part  probably  of  the  fifteenth 
century,  but  there  are  really  few  features  observable  whereby  its  approximate 
age  can  be  determined.  The  exterior  is  in  a  remarkable  state  of  preservation 
and  presents  a  very  striking  contrast  to  the  interior,  which  has  been  almost 
entirely  demolished. 

It  has  massive  walls  built  with  strong  coursed  rubble-work  with  numerous 
large  apartments.  It  was  not  built  around  a  quadrangle  like  many  of  the 
old  strongholds.  There  were  doubtless  enclosing  walls  and  ditches,  but 
the  outworks  are  now  reduced  to  green  mounds. 

Some  parts  of  the  original  castle  as  built  by  Nicholas  de  Soule  before 
1244  remain,  but  not  of  sufficient  completeness  to  indicate  its  plan  at  that  time. 
The  castle  keep  was  in  the  form  of  a  double  tower  with  a  small  courtyard; 
and  four  towers  were  added  at  the  angles. 

The  north-east  tower  contained  a  dungeon  with  a  vaulted  roof  and  hatch, 
and  there  was  in  it  a  guard  room.  Tradition  points  to  this  dungeon  as  that 
in  which  the  Knight  of  Liddesdale  confined  Sir  Alexander  Ramsey,  sheriff  of 
Tiviotdale,  until  starved  to  death.  The  story  says  he  survived  for  some  time 
on  grains  of  corn  that  fell  from  the  floor  of  a  granary  over  his  prison. 

In  the  south-east  tower  there  is  a  circular  draw-well,  carefully  built  with 
ashlar  and  with  a  draw  through  the  adjoining  wall.  The  depth  of  this  fountain 
was  9  feet  6  inches  from  the  top  to  the  surface  of  the  water.  This  tower  also 
contained  a  postern  door  with  a  portcullis  connected.  A  small  stair  leads 
from  the  well  room  to  the  place  for  raising  the  gate. 

On  the  ground  floor  there  remains  a  large  oven  7  feet  in  diameter,  and,  in 
recesses  of  the  adjoining  wall,  there  is  a  singular  stone  boiler  built  of  most 
careful  masonry,  about  3  feet  7  inches  in  diameter,  and  has  an  aperture  beneath 
the  floor.  This  part  of  the  castle  was*  evidently  a  bake-house.  The  upper 
floors  have  large  ornamental  windows,  and  here  were  the  principal  family 
apartments.  The  flues  of  the  fireplaces  were  curiously  carried  up  in  one 
corner.  There  are  great  pointed  arches  uniting  the  two  eastern  and  two 
western  towers. 


Some  years  ago,  a  person  digging  for  stones  about  the  old  castle  of  Hermi- 
tage, opened  a  vault  containing  a  quantity  of  chaff,  some  bones  and  pieces 
of  iron;  among  others  the  curb  of  an  ancient  bridle. 


"The  appearance  of  the  castle  of  Hermitage,  so  extensive  a  ruin  in  such 
a  desolate  spot,  on  the  brink  of  a  furious  torrent,  and  surrounded  by  a  morass 
and  lofty  hills,  its  walls  grey  with  age,  and  stained  with  all  the  variety  of 
colors  with  which  so  many  rolling  centuries  have  checkered  them,  is  more 
solemn  and  grand  than  picturesque  and  romantic.  The  traveler  who  sees 
it  first  from  the  '  Nine-stane-rig, '  with  the  long  and  narrow  vale  of  Her- 
mitage in  prospective,  and  the  mountains  of  Westmoreland  and  Cumber- 
land in  the  background,  is  inspired  with  the  sublimity  of  the  scene.     This 
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must  have  been  particularly  the  case  when  the  district  of  Liddesdale  remained 
in  the  inaccessible  state  to  which  it  was  condemned  until  within  the  last 
eight  years." 

After  fighting  his  way  through  morasses,  along  the  brink  of  precipices, 
and  amidst  pathless  moors  in  passing  into  Liddesdale  from  Tiviotdale,  the 
first  work  of  men  by  which  the  pilgrim  was  greeted  were  the  grim  towers, 
distinguished  by  many  a  legend,  and,  as  the  peasantry  believe,  still  haunted 
by  the  perturbed  spirits  of  those  who  had  done  or  suffered  evil  within  its 
walls. 

The  outward  windows  are  few  and  narrow,  and  the  whole  building  ob- 
viously calculated  for  resistance  rather  than  for  magnificence  or  accommo- 
dation. But  the  broken  roof  and  shattered  walls  have  given  picturesque  effect 
to  what,  if  entire,  must  have  been  heavy  and  massive.  The  hoary  towers  of 
Hermitage  are  so  much  respected  by  the  superstitious  people  of  the  thinly 
populated  valley,  that  the  proprietor  was  deemed  guilty  of  rash  hardihood 
when  he  pitched  his  tents  for  a  shooting  party  upon  a  spot  between  the  chapel 
and  the  castle. 

The  chapel  of  the  lords  of  Liddesdale  at  Hermitage  stood  about  400  yards 
to  the  east  of  the  castle.  From  the  foundation,  which  can  still  be  traced,  it 
seems  to  have  been  about  sixteen  or  seventeen  yards  in  length  and  in  breadth 
seven  yards.  A  large  ash  tree  occupies  the  west  end.  There  was  a  grave- 
yard and  in  the  wall  around  it  are  many  dressed  stones  that  are  portions  of 
the  chapel  windows.  There  is  an  upright  stone  without  sculpture,  which  was 
probably  part  of  a  cross.  There  was  a  baptismal  font  that  formed  a  portion 
of  the  church-yard  wall. 

In  the  course  of  some  repairs  to  the  walls  of  the  castle  an  iron  key,  cor- 
roded with  rust,  was  found.  An  iron  ladle  was  also  unearthed  from  the  ruins 
and  a  bugle  horn  from  the  marsh.  The  view  shown  in  the  engraving  em- 
braces the  eastern  and  southern  sides,  and  is  taken  from  a  standpoint  looking 
up  the  river.  (This  view  is  in  the  De  Luxe  Library  under  the  dome  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  in  a  work  of  Scott  on  Border  Antiquities.) 

Scott  says:  "The  castle  of  Hermitage,  unable  to  support  the  load  of 
iniquity  which  had  long  been  accumulating  within  its  walls,  is  supposed  to 
have  partly  sunk  beneath  the  ground,  and  its  ruins  were  regarded  with  peculiar 
aversion  and  terror  by  the  peasantry." 


Tradition  represents  Lord  William  Soulis  as  a  cruel  tyrant  and  sorcerer; 
constantly  employed  in  oppressing  his  vassals,  harassing  his  neighbors,  and 
fortifying  his  Castle  of  Hermitage  against  the  King  of  Scotland.

[T  CANNOT  be  determined  with  certainty  when  the  term  "de- 
batable" was  first  applied  to  the  baronies  of  Kirkandrews,  Bryn- 
talone,  and  Marton;  but  during  the  16th  century,  and  before  the 
final  division  of  the  district,  it  was  stated  to  have  been  left  undi- 
vided at  the  time  of  the  frontier  invasion  during  the  reign  of  Robert  I. 

The  first  person  whose  name  is  found  in  connection  with  this  territory 
was  that  of  Turget  Rosedale,  who,  during  the  reign  of  David  I.,  1124  to  1153, 
founded  the  priory,  afterwards  known  as  Canobia,  which,  with  the  adjacent 
lands,  with  the  church  of  Kirkandrews  and  the  pertinents,  he  granted  to  the 
abbey  of  Jedburg.  Guy  de  Rosedal,  with  consent  of  Ralph  his  son,  also 
granted  the  same  monastery  "forty-two  acres  between  Esche  and  Lid  el  where 
the  Esche  and  Lidel  meet,  and  the  freedom  of  the  water  from  the  fosse  de 
Lidel  even  to  the  church  of  the  dale  of  Lidel."  It  would  appear  that  Runulph 
de  Soles,  lord  of  Liddesdale,  was  also  in  possession  of  the  barony  of  Bryntalone, 
as  he  granted  to  the  same  religious  house  the  church  of  the  valley  of  Lidel, 
in  which  it  was  situated. 

From  Robert  L,  Sir  John  of  Soules  and  brother  William  of  Soules,  a  former 
lord  of  Liddesdale,  had  two  grants,  one  of  the  whole  barony  of  Kirkandrews 
which  had  belonged  to  Sir  John  Wake,  knight,  then  deceased,  and  the  other, 
in  which  he  is  described  as  the  son  of  the  late  Nicholas  of  Soules,  Knight,  of 
the  whole  land  of  Kirkandrews  and  the  land  of  Bretalach  which  were  in  the 
king's  hands  (see  case  of  dispute  between  William  de  Soule  and  the  Lady  de 
Wake),  by  reason  of  forfeiture;  to  hold  of  the  said  John  and  his  heirs  of  the 
crown,  for  rendering  service  due  and  wont  in  time  of  King  Alexander  I. 

Runulphus  de  Soule  was  rewarded  by  a  grant  of  land  called  Liddesdale, 
the  Manor  of  Nisbit  in  Tiviotdale,  with  some  other  lands  both  in  this  district 
and  in  Lothian.  In  Liddesdale  he  built  a  fortelace,  which  gave  rise  to  the 
village  of  Castleton,  in  which,  as  it  was  unlucky,  has  produced  popular  legends. 
He  had  the  important  office  of  Pincerna  Regis  for  some  time  during  the  reign 
of  William  the  Lion.  He  died  before  the  year  1170,  and  was  succeeded  in  his 
estates  by  his  nephew,  Runulph  de  Soule,  son  of  his  brother  William  de  Sules. 
The  office  of  Pincerna  did  not,  however,  descend  to  Runulph  the  second, 
as  it  was  not  then  hereditary  in  the  family  of  de  Sules.  Contemporary 
with  him  flourished  under  William  the  Lion,  Richard  de  Sule,  his  brother,  who 
witnessed  his  charter  of  confirmation,  and  Fulco  de  Sules,  who  must  have  been 
of  the  same  blood,  as  he  also  confirmed  the  charter  of  confirmation.     Runulph 


Note. — The  castle  of  Barntalloch,  in  the  barony  of  Stabilgerton,  in  Eskdale,  has 
already  been  mentioned,  and  we  may  state  here  some  particulars  by  which  the  lands  were 
granted  to  Sir  John  Soules,  Knight,  may  with  probability  be  identified,  not  with  lands  in 
Eskdale,  but  the  barony  known  during  the  sixteenth  century  as  Bryntallon,  in  which 
the  priory  of  Canobia  was  situated.  There  is  no  known  charter  of  lands  in  the  barony 
of  Stapilgorton  to  John  de  Soules,  but  both  he  and  William  de  Soules,  were  in  possession 
of  the  barony  of  Westerkerker. 
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de  Sules  second,  died  by  a  detestable  domestic  stroke  of  assassination  in  1297. 
Nicholas  de  Sules,  son  of  Fulco  de  Sules,  succeeded  the  second  Runulph  and  he 
acquired  by  his  talents  the  office  of  Pincerna,  which  he  exercised  under  Alexander 

II.  and  even  under  Alexander  III.  Amidst  the  clash  of  parties  which  divided 
Scotland  between  that  nation  and  English  interests  during  the  minority  of 
Alexander  III.,  Nicholas  de  Sules  was  removed  from  the  King's  council  in 
1255.  He  died  in  1264  with  a  great  character  of  wisdom  and  eloquence. 
In  1271  William  de  Sulis,  the  son  and  heir  of  this  Nicholas  de  Sulis,  was 
knighted  at  Haddington,  by  Alexander  III.  He  became  Justiciary  of 
Lothian  under  this  King.  He  was  one  of  the  Magnates  Scotia  who  engaged 
in  1284,  to  support  the  succession  of  Princess  Margaret  to  her  father,  Alexander 

III.  In  1290  he  was  present  with  John  de  Sules,  his  brother,  in  the 
parliament  at  Brigham,  for  betrothing  the  heiresss  of  Scotland  to  the  prince 
of  England.  Besides  William  and  John  de  Sules,  there  were  Thomas  de 
Sules  of  the  county  of  Roxburg,  who  swore  fealty  to  Edward  I.  in  1296,  and  Sir 
Nicholas  de  Soules,  one  of  the  competitors  for  the  crown  in  1290,  with  Baliol 
and  Bruce,  but  soon  withdrew  his  pretensions,  which  could  not  be  supported, 
as  he  was  perhaps  the  same  Nicholas  de  Soules  who  swore  fealty  to  Edward 
in  1290.  This  numerous  family  seems  to  have  been  involved,  finally,  in 
the  ruinous  effects  on  the  memorable  competition. 

The  second  Runulphus  de  Soules  granted  a  charter  to  the  monks  of  New- 
bottle,  wherein  he  mentions  his  uncle  the  Pincerna;  and  this  must  have  been 
before  1171,  as  it  was  confirmed  by  a  charter  of  William  de  Soules,  which  was 
tested  by  Nicholas  de  Soules,  the  chancellor,  who  died  in  1171,  1207  Runul- 
phus de  Soules  occius  est  doma  suis.  The  enjoyment  of  Liddesdale  and 
Gilmerton,  and  other  lands,  which  were  held  by  the  Runulphs,  evinces  that 
Nicholas  de  Soules  was  their  acknowledged  heir. 

Anno  1264  "obitt.  Nicolays  de  Soules,  Domi.  Valles  del  Lydal  apud  Rotho- 
magnum  (Rouen  in  Normandy)  vir  titius  gagni  eloquentissimus  et  sapientis- 
simus,  cui  successit  will  plius  ejus."  By  his  wife,  daughter  of  the  Earl  of 
Buchan,  he  had  two  sons,  William  and  John.  This  intimation  throws  a  little 
light  on  the  dark  motives  of  William  de  Sules  when  he  plotted  against  Robert 
Bruce. 

On  the  8th  of  April,  1280,  William  de  Soules,  the  Justiciary  of  Lothian, 
witnessed  a  charter  of  Alexander  III.     He  held  the  office  in  1284. 

John  de  Soules  was  one  of  the  ambassadors  to  France  for  the  marriage  of 
Jolette,  the  daughter  of  Count  de  Droix,  to  Alexander  III.  In  1294,  John  de 
Soules  was  sent  to  France  to  negotiate  the  marriage  of  Edward  Baliol  with  the 
daughter  of  Charles,  the  French  king's  brother.  In  1299  he  was  made  by 
John  Baliol,  Custus  regni  Scotia.  In  1300  Sir  John  de  Soules  commanded 
at  the  siege  of  Stirling  Castle  which  was  surrendered  by  him  to  the  English. 
In  1303  he  was  of  the  Scottish  commissioners  to  Paris.  He  was  excepted  by 
Edward  I.  from  the  conditions  of  the  capitulation  at  Strathurd  the  9th  Feb- 
ruary, 1304,  and  it  was  provided  that  he  should  remain  in  exile  for  two  years. 
He  joined  Robert  Bruce,  from  whom  he  had  a  grant  of  the  baronies  of  Kirk- 
andrews  and  Porthwald,  and  the  lands  of  Bretalloch  in  Dumfrieshire. 

In  1300  Thomas  de  Soules,  Knight,  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  English 
in  Galloway,  and  Edward  I.  ordered  an  allowance  of  4d.  per  day  for  his  main- 
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tenance.  In  1306  Alicia,  the  widow  of  Thomas  de  Soule,  did  homage  to 
Edward  I.  for  land  in  Scotland. 

The  claim  of  Nicholas  de  Soule  to  the  crown  of  Scotland  was  thus  deduced: 
Alexander  II.  left  a  bastard  daughter,  Margery,  who  was  married  to  Allen 
Durward,  an  active  and  ambitious  baron,  who  died  in  1275,  leaving  three 
daughters,  and  one  of  these  maidens  (Ermingard)  was  the  wife  of  a  Soules. 
Of  this  marriage  was  Nicholas  Soules  who  competed  for  the  crown.  The  seal 
of  this  Nicholas  de  Soules  has  been  engraved  by  Astle  among  the  Scottish 
seals,  plate  3,  No.  11.  But  his  armorials  were  quite  different  from  those  of 
the  Soules  of  Liddesdale,  as  set  forth  by  Nisbit.  From  this  circumstance 
there  was  reason  to  infer  that  the  lineage  was  also  different.  The  author 
doubts  this  suggestion.     See  "Heraldry  of  the  Soules." 

There  is  much  of  interest  in  the  History  of  the  Cockburn  (pronounced 
Coburn)  Family  concerning  the  Soules,  since  the  two  families  were  early 
intermarried.  There  is  a  fine  engraving  of  the  monument  of  John  de  Soulis 
in  this  work,  from  which  a  copy  was  made  for  the  Soule  History. 

Margery  de  Soulis,  wife  of  Piers  de  Cockburn,  inherited  lands  that  had 
belonged  to  a  younger  branch  of  the  family  that  held  some  of  the  estates  in 
Eskdale  and  Annandale,  whose  progenitor  may  have  been  Thomas  de  Soule, 
a  loyal  adherent  of  the  Bruce,  whose  wife  was  Alice  de  Soule.  In  1318  Edward 
II.  ordered  that  their  heirs  should  not  be  disturbed  in  the  third  of  the  Manor 
of  Stamforthan  that  Thomas  and  Alicia  held  till  his  rebellion  with  the  Scots. 
It  may  be  the  ancestor  was  John  de  Soules,  another  trusted  friend  of  Robert 
Bruce,  to  whom  he  gave  lands  in  Annandale  after  the  condemnation  of  the 
traitorous  Knight  of  Liddesdale. 

In  1334,  Simon  Bassett  asked  for  a  grant  of  land  which  Maurice  gave  one 
David  de  Berkeley,  which  came  by  inheritance  of  succession  to  one  John 
Soules,  in  vicecum  de  Dumfries. 

Margery  Cockburn  may  have  inherited  her  estates  from  a  female  ancestor. 
There  were,  no  doubt,  other  daughters  of  the  Soule  race  besides  the  wife  of 
William  de  Keith,  whose  husband  acquired  portions  of  their  vast  lands.  The 
Bruce  was  too  generous  and  noble-hearted  a  man  to  forget  the  many  brave 
soldiers  of  this  house  through  the  misconduct  of  William  de  Soule.  Ermy- 
gard  Soulis,  own  sister  of  the  traitor,  was  left  undisturbed  in  her  possessions. 
Murilla  Soulis,  Lady  of  Auld  Roxburg,  wife  of  Richard  Lovel,  was  the  daughter 
of  John  de  Soulis,  one  of  the  magnates  of  Scotland,  sent  in  1283,  with  the 
Chancellor  Charteris,  to  escort  that  loveliest  of  the  ladies  of  her  day,  "  Domi- 
narum  Speciosissimam." 

Murilla,  daughter  of  John  de  Soulis  and  wife  of  Richard  Lovel,  inherited 
the  Manor  of  Auld  Roxburg  and  half  of  the  barony  of  Westerkirk  in  Eskdale. 
The  other  half  belonged  to  her  relatives  on  the  mother's  side,  the  Lovels. 
It  was  narrated  in  a  petition  from  Sir  Richard  Lovel  and  Murilla  that  "the 
barony  of  Hawick  had  belonged  to  Richards  Lovel's  ancestors  from  the  time 
to  which  no  man's  memory  runs  to  the  contrary."  With  Murilla's  consent, 
Sir  Richard  exchanged  Auld  Roxburg  for  lands  in  Somersettshire  in  1310  A.D. 
He  was  summoned  as  a  peer  of  Parliament  in  1348  A.D.  It  was  a  fortunate 
arrangement  Murilla  de  Soulis  and  her  husband  made,  as  their  granddaughter, 
Muriel,  would  not  have  brought  as  a  portion  of  her  inheritance  this  great 
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estate  in  Scotland  to  Sir  Nicholas  St.  Maur.  On  the  21st  January  1321,  A.D., 
Edward  II.  signified  to  the  Archbishop  of  Rouen  that  Richard  Lovel  had  by 
his  wife  Murilla,  a  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  John  de  Soulis,  a  son  James, 
now  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  begged  his  good  offices  for  Richard  in  his 
diocese  during  this  young  man's  minority. 

Some  writers  have  assumed  that  the  Soules  were  extinct  in  Scotland  soon 
after  the  imprisonment  of  Sir  William  de  Soule  the  Knight,  but  this  is  an 
error.  They  still  continued  both  in  Scotland  and  in  Normandy.  Scions  of 
the  family  were  mentioned  officially  in  the  fifteenth  century.  There  was  a 
John  de  Soulle  serving  with  the  Scotch  Auxiliaries  in  France  at  the  time 
things  had  been  brought  to  the  lowest  ebb  with  Charles  VI.  On  the  10th  of 
May,  1417,  an  agreement  was  made  for  the  surrender  of  the  fortress  of  Hambye, 
between  "John  de  Robesart  et  Trespuissant  Chivaloler  et  Commis-de  Tres- 
bault  et  Trespuissant  Prince  mon  Tresdouble,  Seigneur  le  de  Gloucestre  d'une 
et  d'antrepart  and  John  de  Soulle  Escuier  pour  et  noun  de  Messieur  Philip 
de  Haya  Chivaler,  et  Capitayne  du  Chastell  de  Hamlye."  Most  likely  Philip 
de  la  Haye  and  John  de  Soulis  went  back  with  their  followers  to  their  native 
glens  in  Twedale  and  Eskdale  to  return  to  France  in  the  next  year  with  the 
army  led  by  Buchan. 

According  to  the  statement  of  Nisbit,  "The  family  of  Soules,  lords  of 
Liddesdale,  anciently  carried  three  chevrons  gules;  which  I  have  observed 
marshalled  sometimes  in  the  achievements  of  the  Douglasses,  for  the  title 
of  that  lordship.  The  lord  of  Liddesdale  in  1278  Anno  D.  carried  ermine 
three  chevrons  gules,  which  were  afterwards  quartered  by  the  Earls  of  Douglas 
for  the  title  of  Liddesdale.  As  for  the  antiquity  of  the  family,  Sir  James  Dal- 
rymple,  in  his  collection,  tells  us  that  Runulphus  de  Soules  was  witness  in 
the  time  of  King  David  I.  to  his  charters.  He  and  his  successors,  in  other 
king's  charters  were  often  designed  Pincerna  Regis,  and  in  the  chartulary 
of  Newbottle,  Guelmus  de  Soules  is  designed  Butellarious  Regis  in  the  year 
1320.  This  family  was  very  powerful  at  the  time  of  the  controversy  between 
the  Bruce  and  the  Baliol,  but  they  adhered  to  the  latter.  Sir  William  de 
Soules  was  Governor  of  Berwick  in  1320.  He  was  suspected  and  convicted 
of  treason,  and  forfeited  by  King  Robert  the  Bruce  and  Sir  Alexander  Seaton 
of  that  ilk,  succeeded.  His  lands  in  Soulston  or  Salton,  in  East  Lothian,  came 
to  the  Abernettys  who  were  lords  of  Salton;  and  afterwards  by  marriage  to 
Frazer  Lord  Salton;  but  the  baron  belongs  now  to  Fletcher  of  Salton." 

One  writer  has  expressed  surprise  that  a  chateau  in  civilized  Normandy 
should  not  have  been  deemed  a  pleasanter  abode  than  a  hermitage  in  Liddes- 
dale. Referring  to  their  possessions  in  Scotland  he  wrote:  "Auld  Roxburg 
certainly  had  great  attractions,  and  Murilla  perhaps  looked  back  with  regret 
to  the  days  when  she  gazed  upon  the  fair  scene  at  the  junction  of  the  Tweed 
and  Tiviot." 

Concerning  the  descendants  of  the  Soules  in  Scotland,  we  learn  of  a  Flori- 
mond  de  Soule  who  was  taken  prisoner  in  1423  in  the  market  place  of  Meiver, 
in  France,  whom  Henry  VI.  handed  over  to  Robert  Scott,  who  was  answerable 
for  his  leaving  the  territories  of  the  King  of  England  and  departing  to  his  own 
country  "Cum  financia,"  a  safe  conduct  being  granted  to  the  said   Florimond, 
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or  Florimont,  a  name  which  was  not  uncommon  among  the  Cockburns  at 
that  time. 

We  here  take  occasion  to  state  that  there  must  have  been  many  of  the 
Soule  family  in  Scotland,  both  male  and  female,  whose  names  would  not  be 
mentioned  in  history;  neither  in  the  charters  or  other  documents,  as  these 
were  not  invested  with  official  authority  and,  consequently,  did  not  act  any 
conspicuous  part  in  public  affairs.  The  Soules  were  a  prolific  race  and  their 
blood  must  have  commingled  with  many  families  along  the  Border  whose 
names  have  not  reached  us.  Unaware  of  this  inheritance,  many  a  Scot  has 
been  impelled  to  roam  and  sail  the  seas  by  the  stirring  life  current  that  had 
trickled  down  twenty  generations  to  impart  activity  and  fearless  heroism  to 
his  mental  fabric;  and  many  have  been  the  blonde  complexion,  the  sky-blue 
eyes  and  yellow  hair  of  Scottish  maiden  that  were  transmitted  through  her 
maternal  ancestors  from  the  Normans  and  the  Norse  peoples,  who  were  re- 
sponsible for  her  birthplace  in  the  "Land  of  Heather." 

Reverting  to  the  intermarriages  of  the  Soules  with  other  lordly  and  historic 
families  in  Scotland,  we  may  call  the  reader's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
blood  of  royalty  flows  in  the  veins  of  many  a  family  in  Scotland  today,  in- 
herited through  their  Soule  ancestors.  There  was  not  a  family  named  Hay  in 
that  country  in  whose  veins  the  blood  of  the  Soules  did  not  flow.  Both  of  the 
branches,  descended  from  the  two  sons  of  the  Soule  mother,  have  contributed 
to  the  existence  of  the  numerous  families  bearing  the  name  of  Hay  and  Hays 
who  have  been  among  the  most  honorable  and  useful  citizens  in  every  land 
where  they  were  domiciled. 

The  Cockburn  family,  well  known  in  America  as  Coburns,  have  contrib- 
uted through  their  posterity  the  blood  of  the  Soules  inherited  from  Margery 
and  her  husband,  whose  dust  now  rests  under  the  tombstone  erected  by  a 
respecting  and  worthy  son.  Should  we  have  the  higher  powers  of  mental 
analysis  conferred  upon  us  we  might  trace,  through  the  intellectual  channels, 
and  emphasized  in  actions,  the  life-current  of  the  de  Soules  who  had  lived 
and  fought  during  the  stormy  events  recorded  in  history  that  occurred  along 
the  marches  of  the  "  Debatable  Land."  The  Coburns  of  Maine  who  have 
figured  so  prominently  in  the  political  and  industrial  affairs  of  that  State, 
might  trace  their  lineage  back  to  the  Soule-Cockburns  of  the  Scottish  Borders. 


The  Hay  Family. — As  all  known  families  bearing  this  ancient  name  were  descended 
from  the  Soules  in  Normandy  and  Scotland  we  shall  preserve  an  account  of  them  in 
this  note.  The  name  La  Hay  was  derived  from  the  Castle  and  Barony  in  the  depart- 
ment of  La  Manche,  Normandy.  William  de  la  Hay,  a  Norman  of  this  ancient  family, 
came  into  England  after  the  Conquest  and  went  later  to  Scotland,  settling  in 
Lothian  in  the  middle  of  the  12th  century,  where  he  became  Pincerna-domini 
Regis,  or  Butler  of  Scotland  during  the  reign  of  Malcolm  IV.  and  William  the  Lion. 
This  nobleman  married  Julianna  de  Soules,  a  daughter  of  Runulph  de  Soules,  one  of 
the  powerful  Lords  of  Liddesdale,  and  died  in  1170,  leaving  two  sons:  I.  William 
de  Hay,  represented  by  the  Earls  of  Errols  and  Eres  of  Kinnouell  (female  lines)  and 
2d,  Robert  de  Hay,  represented  by  the  Marquesses  of  Twedale.  From  this  William 
de  la  Hay  and  Julianna  de  Soules  all  of  the  Scottish  families  bearing  the  names,  since 
so  numerous  and  distinguished,  were  descended.  Both  families  were  associated  in 
the  district  of  La  Marche  in  Normandy,  came  into  Britain  together,  and  lived  neighbors 
in  Scotland. 
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The  old  New  England  family  of  Cummins,  from  whom  so  many  brilliant 
men  of  learning  and  distinguished  citizens  have  descended,  were  animated 
and  impelled  largely  by  the  blood  of  their  remote  ancestors,  the  de  Soules, 
who  so  early  removed  from  Normandy  to  North  Britain.  Looking  back- 
ward we  find  Wynton  saying: "  Malise,  Earl  of  Stratherne,  married  the  second 
daughter  of  Alexander  Comyn  (since  spelled  "Coming"  and  "Cummings"), 
Earl  of  Buchan,  sister  of  Sir  John,  Earl  of  Buchan,  and  probably  Agnes  was 
that  Countess  who  figured  in  the  conspiracy  in  1320.  If  she  was  a  Comyn, 
William  de  Soule,  the  traitor,  then  a  young  man,  would  be  her  nephew,  as 
he  was  a  son  of  that  Nicholas  de  Soule  who  married  Margaret  Comyn,  suf- 
ficient reason  for  her,  the  Countess  of  Stratherne's,  duplicity  in  an  attempt  to 
seat  him  on  the  throne  of  Scotland.  She  is  said  to  have  been  imprisoned 
for  life.     Helene  Comyn  was  the  wife  of  Nicholas  de  Soule.

Forasmuch  as  the  King  of  England  has  evidently  shown  us  that  the 
sovereign  seignery  of  Scotland  and  the  right  of  determining  our  several  pre- 
tentions belong  to  him,  we  therefore,  of  our  own  free  will  and  without  com- 
pulsion, have  agreed  to  receive  judgment  from  him  as  our  lord  paramount, 
and  to  become  bound  to  submit  to  his  award — 3d  June,  1291. 

It  was  in  the  open  field  on  the  north  side  of  the  Tweed,  at  Upsettlington, 
opposite  Norham  Castle,  that  this  conference  took  place  (according  to  appoint- 
ment) on  the  2d  June,  1291.  There  were  eight  competitors  for  the  crown  of 
Scotland,    named   as   follows: 

1.  Robert  de  Brus,  Lord  of  Annandale. 

2.  Flounce,  Count  of  Holland. 

3.  John  de  Hastings,  Lord  Abergaveny. 

4.  Patrick  Dunbar,  Earl  of  March. 

5.  William  de  Ross. 

6.  William  de  Vescy  (through  his  attorney). 

7.  Robert  de  Pinckney. 

8.  Nicholas  de  Soules. 

On  the  3d  of  June  appeared — 

9.  John  de  Baliol,  Lord  Galloway. 

10.  John  Cumyn,  Lord  Badenock  (Black  John  Cumyn).     He,  Regent, 

presented  a  pedigree,  claiming  descent  from  Donald  Bain,  but  with- 
drew in  favor  of  John  Baliol. 

11.  Eric,  King  of  Norway,  also  put  in  a  claim  as  heir  to  his  daughter, 
Queen  Margaret. 


SOULIS  MONUMENT 


■ 
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Cjj*  gfamtmrnis  in  Sratlatttr. 

At  the  head  of  Soulis  Street  in  the  parish  of  Kilmarnock  a  stone  pillar, 
nine  feet  in  height,  commemorates  Lord  Soulis,  an  English  nobleman,  killed 
on  the  spot  by  one  of  the  Boyda  in  1444.  This  monument  was  renewed  in 
1825,  when  a  fluted  pillar,  surmounted  by  a  vase,  was  placed  near  the  old 
erection,  in  a  niche  of  the  wall  enclosing  the  burial-ground.  On  the  pedi- 
ment is  the  following  inscription: 

"TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  LORD  SOULIS  A.D.  1444 
Erected  By  Subscription,  1825." 

In  the  parish  of  Eccles,  at  Crosshall,  stands  a  sandstone  column  ten  feet 
in  height,  supported  by  a  massive  pedestal  of  the  same  material.  On  the 
north  it  is  sculptured  with  a  Calvary  cross,  the  upper  part  surrounded  by 
a  kind  of  shield.  The  west  side,  which  becomes  narrower  toward  the  top, 
has  at  the  summit  a  circular  expansion  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  with  a 
chevron  in  the  dexter  and  sinister  chiefs,  and  precise  middle  base  respectively, 
and  a  St.  John's  cross.  On  the  south  side  is  an  escutcheon  similar  to  that 
on  the  west  side,  and  beneath  is  a  double-handed  sword.  On  the  east  side 
is  a  circular  expansion  at  the  top;  below  is  the  nude  figure  of  a  man  and  a 
greyhound. 

Among  the  several  conjectures  respecting  this  monument  the  most  probable 
is  that  it  was  constructed  after  the  second  Crusade,  1114,  A.D.,  in  honor  of 
the  father  of  Sir  John  de  Soulis,  lieutenant  to  John  Baliol.  Till  recently  the 
locality  of  the  monument  was  called  Deadriggs. 

We  do  not  know  the  name  of  the  warrior  of  the  de  Soulis  race  to  whose 
memory  was  placed  the  obelisk  at  Deadriggs,  now  called  Crosshall,  in  the 
parish  of  Eccles,  in  the  Merse.  This  monolith,  which  stands  ten  feet  in  height 
above  the  large  block  of  stone  which  forms  its  base,  remains  in  wonderfully 
good  preservation  considering  its  exposed  and  unprotected  situation,  with 
the  "three  chevrons"  of  the  Soulis  family  distinct.  The  ermine  spots  on  the 
shield,  as  might  be  expected,  have  been  obliterated  under  the  influence  of 
the  frosts  of  five  centuries  and  more  that  have  passed  since  the  encounter 
took  place  in  which  the  Knight  fell  in  whose  honor  it  was  set  up.  It  was  not 
in  memory  of  the  gallant  Schyr  Johne  the  Soullis — 

"  That  to  Schyr  Androw  Hardelay, 
With  fyfty  men  withset  the  way, 
That  had  thar  in  his  company 
Thre  hundyr  horsyt  jolyly, 
This  Schyr  Johne  in  till  playn  melle, 
Throw  sowerane  hard  iment  that  felle, 
Wenecussyt  thaim  sturdily  ilk  ane, 
And  Schyr  Andrew  in  hand  has  tane;" 

for  he  was  slain  fighting  in  the  cause  of  Edward  Bruce  at  the  battle  of  Dundald 
in  1318. 
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The  view  of  Cruggleston  Castle  published  in  this  work  was  copied  from  an 
engraving  found  in  a  book  entitled  "The  Hereditary  Sheriffs  of  Galloway" 
and  was  a  reprint  from  a  colored  picture  now  in  the  British  Museum. 

The  family  of  Comyn  had  the  castle  of  Cruggleston  in  1292  and  continuously 
till  1308,  when  his  lands  were  forfeited  and  handed  over  to  Lord  William 
Soules  by  Bruce,  who,  in  turn,  being  forfeited  for  conspiracy,  the  castle  passed 
to  the  monks  of  Whithorn. 

This  stronghold  was  described  in  a  report  to  his  Majesty  docketed  between 
1563  and  1566,  as  follows: — "The  Tower  standeth  upon  a  high  bancke  and 
Rocke;  there  can  no  ordinance  nor  gounes  endomage  yt  of  the  sea,  nor  can 
artyllarye  be  taken  to  it  upon  lande,  once  having  the  house,  for  stritness  of 
ground,  and  of  ye  land  at  Newton  upon  flete  watter,  then  ye  must  go  upon 
strait  ground  and  upon  rockes,  where  no  ordinance  can  be  carried  but  upon 
mens  backes.  Yt  is  nyne  foote  thick  of  the  walls,  withoute  a  bermekin  and 
without  batalling.  At  the  ground-eb  men  may  ryde  under  the  place  upon 
the  sandes  one  myle;  and  at  the  full  sea,  boates  of  eight  tonnes  may  come 
under  the  wall.  It  may  be  taken  with  two  hundretht  men  at  the  suddane. 
And  being  an  English  possession  may  be  kept  with  one  hundred  men  in  Gar- 
rison. It  will  anoye  the  inhabitants  betwixt  the  watter  of  Cree  aforesaid, 
and  Kyrkcowbright;  and  be  assistant  to  the  same  Distant  by  sea  from  Wirk- 
ington  in  England  twenty  two  myles." 


That  we  may  comprise  all  that  has  come  under  our  notice  concerning  the 
Soule  and  Sully  families,  we  shall  publish  such  historical  data  as  we  could 
gather  from  various  sources.  Some  accounts  contain  very  circumstantial 
particulars  relating  to  these  families,  while  other  authors  have  given  us  only 
brief,  condensed  facts.  In  order  to  learn  all  that  we  have  gathered,  the 
reader  should  cover  the  whole  ground — then  judge  for  himself. 


"SOULIS.  An  ancient  surname  borne  by  a  once  potent  family  which 
seems  to  have  left  no  representative.  The  first  of  the  name  was  Runulf 
de  Soulis,  an  Anglo-Saxon  (?)  baron  from  Northamptonshire  who  accompanied 
David  I.  into  Scotland  and  received  from  him  a  grant  of  land  in  Liddesdale, 
with  the  manor  of  Nisbit  in  Tiviotdale,  as  well  as  other  lands  in  East  Lothian. 
He  was  a  witness  to  several  charters  of  the  King.  He  and  his  successors 
were  the  lords  of  Liddesdale;  and  in  charters  they  were  often  styled  Pincerna 
Regis." 

Runulph  de  Soulis  built  a  fortelace  in  Liddesdale,  called  Hermitage  Castle, 
which  gave  rise  to  the  now  extinct  village  of  Castletown.  In  1271  William 
de  Soule  was  knighted  at  Haddington  by  Alexander  III.,  and  under  this 
monarch  he  became  the  Justiciary  of  Lothian.     He  was  one  of  the    Magnates 
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Scotiae  who,  in  1224,  engaged  to  support  the  succession  of  the  Princess  Mar- 
garet to  her  grandfather,  Alexander  III.  In  1290,  he  and  Sir  John  Soulis 
were  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Estates  of  Scotland  at  Brigham,  now 
Burgham,  a  village  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  Tweed,  when  the  proposal 
for  a  marriage  between  the  heiress  of  Scotland  and  the  Prince  of  Wales  was 
agreed  to.  Sir  John  de  Soulis  was  one  of  the  Ambassadors  to  France  to  arrange 
the  marriage  of  Joletta,  daughter  of  the  count  de  Dreux,  with  Alexander  III. 
In  1294,  he  again  went  to  France,  to  negotiate  the  marriage  of  Edward  Baliol 
with  a  daughter  of  Charles,  brother  of  the  French  king.  In  1299  he  was 
appointed  by  John  Baliol  Custus  rigni  Scotiae,  Keeper  of  the  Scottish  King- 
dom. In  1300  he  commanded  at  the  siege  of  Stirling  Castle,  which  was  sur- 
rendered to  him  by  the  English.  In  1303  he  was  one  of  the  Scots  commis- 
sioners at  Paris.  At  the  capitulation  of  Strathurd,  9th  February,  1304,  he 
was  excepted  by  Edward  I.  from  the  ignominious  conditions  imposed  on  the 
vanquished,  and  it  was  provided  that  he  should  remain  in  exile  for  two  years. 
He  joined  Robert  the  Bruce,  and  for  his  services  that  monarch  rewarded  him 
with  a  grant  of  the  baronies  of  Kirkandrews  and  Torthowald,  and  the  lands 
of  Brettalach,  Dumfrieshire.  Going  to  Ireland  with  Edward  Bruce  he  was 
slain  in  the  battle  of  Dunkeld,  5th  October,  1318. 

In  1296,  Sir  Thomas  Soulis  of  the  county  of  Roxburg,  a  brother  of  Sir 
John  de  Soulis,  swore  fealty  to  Edward  I.  In  1300  he  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  English  in  Galloway,  and  as  we  learn  by  the  wardrobe  accounts,  the 
king  ordered  fourpence  a  day  to  be  paid  on  his  allowance.  In  1306  his  widow, 
Alicia  de  Soulis,  did  homage  to  Edward  for  lands  in  Scotland. 

Nicholas  de  Soulis  was  one  of  the  claimants  for  the  crown  of  Scotland, 
after  the  death  of  Alexander  III.  Pry  nee  the  historian,  thus  states  his  claim: 
"Alexander  II.  left  a  bastard  daughter,  Margery,  who  married  Allen  Durward, 
an  active  and  ambitious  baron,  who  died  in  1275,  leaving  three  daughters.  One 
of  these  was  Ermangard,  who  became  the  wife  of  John  Soulis;  and  of  this 
marriage  was  Nicholas  Soulis,  the  competitor." 

His  grandson,  Sir  William  Soulis,  is  designated  Butellarius  Regis  in  1320. 
He  was  one  of  the  Scots  nobles  who  sent  the  famous  letter  to  the  Pope  that 
year,  asserting  the  independence  of  Scotland.  He  was  governor  of  Berwick; 
but  soon  after  was  convicted  of  treason  and  forfeited  by  King  Robert  the 
Bruce,  and  Alexander  Seaton  was  appointed  governor  in  his  place.  Sir  William 
was  sentenced  for  life  to  imprisonment  in  Dumbarton  Castle.  Barbour  in- 
sinuates that  the  object  of  this  conspiracy  was  to  place  William  Soulis  on  the 
throne. 

The  barony  of  Caverton,  in  Roxburgshire,  also  belonged  to  the  Soulises,  one 
of  whom,  Lord  Soulis,  according  to  tradition,  was  boiled  alive  at  the  Nine- 
stane-rigg  in  the  parish  of  Castleton,  near  his  castle  of  Hermitage. 


Douglas  took  the  field  at  once  with  Sir  William  de  Soulis  and  fell  upon  the 
raiders  at  Scaith  Moor  in  Coldstream  parish.  They  proved  to  be  a  party  of 
Gascons,  horse  and  foot,  who,  sending  forward  some  of  their  number  with 
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the  cattle  they  were  driving,  received  the  onslaught  of  the  Scots  with  great 
steadiness.  Barbour  describes  this  as  the  hardest  fight  that  ever  fell  to 
Douglas. 

After  the  battle  of  Bannockburn  the  war  entered  upon  a  new  phase  and 
Sir  James  Douglas  (the  Black)  in  company  with  Edward  Bruce  and  de  Soulis, 
wasted  Northumberland  in  August,  penetrating  Yorkshire  as  far  as  Teesdale, 
and  returned  by  way  of  Westmoreland. 

A  Nicholas  de  Soules  appears  to  have  been  the  son  and  heir  to  William 
de  Soule  of  Tolybotheville,  A.D.  1293.  William  de  Soules,  as  the  son  and 
heir  of  Nicholas,  afterwards  claimed  Liddesdale,  and  received  it. 

In  February,  1341-42,  Sir  William  Douglas,  Knight,  obtained  a  grant  of 
the  lands  of  the  valley  of  Lydale,  which  had  belonged  to  Sir  William  de  Soules, 
Knight.  Afterwards  the  Douglas  family  quartered  the  Soule  arms  with  their 
own  as  evidence  of  their  title.

Here  we  have  another  assumption  of  license  upon  the  part  of  a  scribe 
in  spelling  this  old  Norman  family  name.  Some  of  the  persons  whose  names 
are  recorded  below  were  in  other  documents  called  "Soules"  and  "Soulis." 

John  de  Suley  was  a  baron  who,  26th  of  Edward  I.,  had  summons  to  attend 
enyiset  armis  at  Carlisle,  as  also  in  the  28th,  to  attend  a  parliament  at  London 
and  at  Lincoln.  Moreover,  29th  Edward  I.  he  was  one  of  those  great  men 
who,  in  the  said  parliament  at  Lincoln,  subscribed  that  memorable  letter, 
sent  by  the  nobility  of  Scotland  to  the  Pope,  asserting  the  King's  supremacy 
over  the  Seal  of  Scotland:  on  which  occasion  his  name  was  written  "Johannes 
Dominus  de  Sulle."  By  the  name  John  de  Suley,  he  was  also  recited  in  several 
parliaments  of  the  30th  and  32d  of  Edward  I. 

Rignald  de  Sulley.  This  name  occurs  as  representing  one  of  those  famous 
persons  who  assisted  Robert  Fitz  Hamon  in  his  conquest  of  Glanmorganshire, 
and  his  services  were  rewarded  with  the  castle  and  manor  of  Sulley. 

John  de  Sulley  is  noticed  as  a  man  very  renowned  in  the  Holy  Land  against 
the  Saracens,  where  he  remained  several  years,  but  at  length  received  many 
wounds,  and  returned  to  England,  where  he  died,  at  his  seat  at  Iddesley,  in  the 
county  of  Devon,  and  was  interred  in  Crediton,  under  a  tomb  erected  to  his 
memory,  with  his  figure  in  full  proportions,  cross-legged. 

Raymond  de  Sully,  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.  upon  the  collection  of  the 
aid  for  the  marriage  of  the  King's  sister  to  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  was 
assessed  eleven  marks  and  eight  shillings,  for  five  Knights  fees,  and  aliquot 
parts  which  he  held  of  the  barony  of  Torrington,  which  had  come  to  his  pos- 
session by  marriage  with  one  of  the  co-heirs  of  (five)  of  Matthew  Fitz  Robert, 
baron  of  Torrington,  in  the  county  of  Devon  aforesaid.  To  this  Raymond 
succeeded  Walter  de  Sully,  who,  26th  of  Henry  III.,  had  lived  of  those  whereof 
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the  said  Raymond  had  died  seized;  this  Walter  Sully  about  the  14th  of  Edward 
I.  being  then  possessed  of  a  fifth  part  of  the  barony  of  Torrington  before 
mentioned.  He  or  another  Walter  de  Sully  married  Mabel,  one  of  the  four 
daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Roger  de  Somery,  by  Nicholas  his  wife,  one  of  the 
sisters  and  heirs  of  Hugh,  the  last  of  Albini,  Earl  Arundel;  and  by  the  said 
Mabel,  who  deceased  5th  of  Edward  II.  had  issue  two  daughters,  Sabilla  and 
Nichola;  as  also  a  son,  Raymond  de  Sully,  who  died  about  the  10th  of  Edward 
II.,  being  then  seized  of  his  mother's  inheritance  at  Barewe  and  elsewhere,  in 
the  county  of  Leicester.  The  name  of  his  wife  does  not  appear,  but  is  stated 
to  have  had  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  who  died  without  issue.  Besides  the  persons 
before-mentioned,  there  was  another  of  considerable  note,  viz: 

Henry  de  Sully,  styled  Dominus,  who  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  was 
appointed  Governor  of  the  Islands  of  Guernsey,  Jersey,  Alderney  and  Sarke; 
and  in  the  eighteenth  of  the  same  reign,  he  was  constituted  the  King's  ambas- 
sador to  France  and  other  countries.

Note. — Ragman's  Roll.  The  word  "Ragman"  is  of  uncertain  meaning,  used  in 
ancient  diplomatic  language  for  an  indenture  or  legal  deed.  This  name  was  given  to 
the  collection  of  instruments  which  record  the  acts  of  fealty  and  homage  performed  by  the 
Scottish  nobility  and  gentry  to  Edward  I.  of  England  during  his  military  progress 
through  Scotland  in  1296,  and  afterwards  at  the  parliament  held  at  Berwick.  The 
original  instruments  of  homage  under  the  seals  of  the  parties  were  deposited  in  the 
Royal  Treasury  of  England,  and  have  almost  entirely  perished;  but  the  roll  still  existing 
in  the  Tower  of  London  preserves  a  record  of  them.  A  copy  was  printed  by  the  Ban- 
natyne  Club  in  1834.  An  especial  value  attaches  to  the  Ragman's  Roll  as  containing 
the  largest  and  most  authentic  enumeration  extant  of  the  nobility,  barons,  landholders, 
and  burgesses,  as  well  as  of  the  clergy  of  Scotland,  prior  to  the  14th  century,  and  the 
only  genuine  statistical  notices  of  the  period.

ROM  the  Parish  Registers  recently  published  we  have  culled  the 
records  that  follow.  From  such  early  documents  we  learn  how 
extensively  these  Soule  families  were  distributed  through  the 
counties  of  England  after  the  Norman  conquest.  There  remains 
but  little  doubt  concerning  this  dispersion  through  the  rewards  bestowed  by 
the  Conqueror  for  military  service  rendered  by  the  Soules  at  the  battle  of 
Hastings.

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SOLLY  MONUMENT,  SANDWICH,  ENGLAND

|ENT  is  an  important  maritime  county  in  England  and  was  for- 
merly one  of  the  seven  small  kingdoms  into  which  the  country 
was  divided.  Its  surface  is  undulating  and  its  climate  mild  and 
genial.  The  county  is  rich  in  agricultural  products  as  well  as  in 
historical  associations.  The  hop-fields  of  Kent  cover  about  forty  thousand 
acres.  There  are  many  ecclesiastical  edifices,  among  them  the  celebrated 
cathedrals  of  Canterbury  and  Rochester.  Kent  lies  contiguous  to  London 
and  is  believed  to  have  been  one  of  the  earliest  places  of  residence  of  the 
Sole-Solly  families  following  the  Norman  Conquest.  When  the  Conquering 
King  made  distribution  among  his  soldiers  he  assigned  the  county  of  Kent 
to  his  half-brother,  Odo,  the  bishop  of  Baieux,  and  the  Domesday  record  of 
1088  shows  that  it  was  in  his  possession  as  an  ecclesiastical  county;  and 
from  him  all  held  their  lands  until  his  disgrace,  when  many  estates  were 
forfeited  and  lost.  Under  the  tenure  of  this  bishop,  Sole  was  held;  and 
during  the  reign  of  King  Edward,  Hamo  de  Soles  and  John  de  Soles  held 
the  estate.  In  the  20th  year  of  that  reign  John  de  Soles  with  the  prior  of 
Dover  paid  aid  for  one  Knight  fee  in  Soles  held  of  Richard  de  Rokesie.  John 
Soles  died  forfeited  of  the  estate  in  the  49th  year  of  Edward  III.  It  is  believed 
that,  although  the  known  extant  records  do  not  prove  continuous,  the  families 
held  lands  in  Kent  from  the  Conquest.  Records  containing  dates  separated 
by  years  find  families  bearing  the  name  holding  estates  there. 

Great  Pedding  in  Kent  was  an  ancient  residence  of  the  Solly  family  and  the 
members  thereof  were  buried  in  Ash  church-yard.  Then  there  were  Mote 
Farm  and  Fleete  Farm  as  well  as  Nonington  and  Bobbing  Court  mentioned 
in  history  and  in  the  Sole-Solly  pedigrees.  The  Manor  of  Kingsdon,  in  the 
county  of  Kent,  was  owned  by  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  of  Bobington,  who  died  in 
1750  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  John  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  afterwards  of 
Norton-Court,  who,  some  years  later,  sold  the  place  to  a  Mr.  Evans.  This 
John  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  held  the  lease  of  the  inheritance  of  the  parsonage 
of  Milton  church  in  the  county  of  Kent,  1799.  He  married  Catherine,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Godfrey  Lussington  and  Dorothy,  his  wife,  who  was  the  daughter  of 
John  Gifford,  Esq.,  of  Derbyshire,  on  whom  he  settled  this  manor  in  1754, 
on  the  date  of  his  marriage  in  his  lifetime.  John  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  becoming 
thus  possessed  of  Norton  Court,  removed  thither  about  the  year  1765.  He 
died  in  1790,  leaving  an  only  surviving  daughter  by  his  first  wife.  Soon  after 
his  death  the  Manor  and  seat  were  sold  under  the  direction  of  his  will,  to  John 
Bennett,  Esq.,  of  Feversham,  who  owned  it  in  1798.  Norton  Court,  written 
in  ancient  records  "Northune,"  that  is,  the  North  Towne,  a  name  derived 
from  its  situation  northward  of  Newham,  both  places  having  belonged  to 
Odo  of  Baieux  and  leased  by  him  to  a  tenant.  This  seat  lies  close  to  the 
south  side  of  the  high  London  road,  a  little  beyond  the  forty-fourth  milestone. 
It  was  near  the  edge  of  the  parish. 
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Bobbing-Place  in  Milton  Hundred,  county  of  Kent,  is  an  ancient  seat  of 
the  family  of  Sole,  and  from  which  they  were  reputed  to  have  derived  the 
surname.  See  "Derivation  and  Mutation  of  Surnames"  in  this  work.  This 
estate  was  alienated  in  1692  by  Thomas  Cooke  of  Feversham  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Sole  of  Milton,  ship-builder.  He  married  in  1688  Mary  Cocking  of  that 
parish,  by  whom  he  left  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  a  barrister-at-law  and  recorder 
of  Queensborough,  who  made  this  his  place  of  residence  and  where  he  died 
in  1750,  leaving  one  son  and  a  daughter  Catherine,  who  was  married  to  Mr. 
Nowell,  and  second,  John  Constantine  Jennings,  Esq.  He  was  succeeded  in 
this  seat  by  John  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  who  kept  his  shrievalty  here  in  1756. 

For  the  evidences  relating  to  the  origin  and  significance  ofjthese  surnames, 
see  section  of  this  work  under  head  of  "Heraldry  of  the  Family." 


During  the  years  of  my  research  in  old  books  of  history  I  have  collected 
many  notes  containing  some  allusion  to  the  Sole-Solly  families  early  and 
late.  These  cannot  be  arranged  in  chronological  order  but  are  worth  preserving 
for  the  use  of  the  next  historian  of  the  family.     Some  of  these  will  follow. 

"Over  the  door  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Sandwick,  there  is  a  monument  of 
marble  for  Richard  Solly,  gentleman,  thrice  mayor  of  Sandwick,  obit.  1731, 
aged  57;  and  Anna  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  Chritchett,  gent.,  by  whom  he 
had  ten  sons  and  three  daughters.  She  died  in  1730,  aged  54;  and  Mary  their 
daughter,  wife  of  Stephen  Long,  obit.  1725,  aged  28."  On  this  monument 
there  are  sculptured  the  Arms  of  the  family  as  follows:  "Arms,  a  chevron  party- 
per-pale  or  and  gules,  between  three  soles  naiant,  argent.  "This  description 
does  not  mention  the  crest  with  this  shield,  a  crescent  surmounted  by  a  sole 
fish  horizontally  supported  upon  the  horns  thereof.  There  are  stones  pointing 
to  the  entrance  of  the  vaults  of  Mr.  Solly. 

There  is  a  memorial  for  Mary,  first  wife  of  Mr.  John  Solly,  Mercer,  eldest 
daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Furnesse,  b'a'rt.,  obit.  1685;  Martha,  the  second  wife, 
daughter  of  Mr.  Isaac  Le  Gay  of  county  Sussex,  gent.,  obit.  1716  and  had  eight 
sons  and  one  daughter.     Mr.  Solly  obit.  1747,  aged  87. 

A  monument  for  Annie,  wife  of  Benjamin  Solly  of  Garling,  obit.  1787, 
aged  49.     Also  of  the  said  Benjamin  Solly,  obit.  1788,  aged  87. 

Mrs.  Christian  Solly  now  pays  a  yearly  fee-farm  rent  of  11  shillings  for 
St.  Martin's  church-yard.  She  had  several  houses  standing  on  the  site  of 
the  church  and  claims  the  right  of  herbage  in  the  church-yard,  but  the  right 
of  interment  has  continued  with  the  inhabitants.  This  is  locally  known  as 
"the  old  church-yard." 

In  this  little  island  (Kent)  twenty  miles  in  circumference  are  the  remains 
of  a  ruined  monastery  once  called  Minster,  built  by  Sexburg,  the  wife  of  Er- 
combert,  King  of  Kent,  A.D.,  710.  Some  parts  have  been  converted  into  a 
parish  church  in  which  are  many  funeral  monuments  which  were  evidently 
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moved  from  the  adjoining  chapel;  some  bear  evidence  of  great  antiquity.  One 
is  described  as  follows:  "In  the  most  holy  uame  of  Jesus  pray  ye  sowl  of  John 
Soole,  late  of  ye  town  of  Feversham,  Maire  (Mayor)  and  Margaret  his  wyffe, 
Agnes  and  Elizabeth,  his  daughters,  and  for  the  sowles  of  Richard  Ware  and 
Elizabeth,  fader  and  moder  to  the  seyd  Margaret  his  wyffe,  and  all  Christian 
Sowles.  The  which  John  Soole  deceased  ye  day  of  decolation  of  St.  John 
Baptist,  1521"  (the  beheading  of  John  the  Baptist). 


Great  Pedding  in  the  parish  of  Ash,  Hundred  of  Wingham,  County  of 
Kent,  was  the  ancient  seat  of  the  family  of  Solly,  and  many  of  this  name  were 
buried  in  the  Ash  church-yard.  The  family  seat  was  situated  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  parish  and  contained,  including  New  Street  and  Great  Pedding, 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  houses.  All  local  indications  of  the  original 
buildings  have  been  removed.  The  estate  was  sold  by  one  of  the  family 
to  Dean  Lynch,  K.B. 

The  manor  of  Neville- Fleete,  in  the  parish  of  Ash,  was  owned  in  MDCCC. 
by  Joseph  Solly,  gent,  of  Sandwich. 

The  manor  of  St.  Margaret's-at-Cliff,  alias  Palmers,  alias  East-Court,  was 
conveyed  by  sale,  1730,  to  Richard  Solly,  gent,  of  Sandwich.  His  grandson, 
Richard-Heaton  Solly,  Esq.,  of  St.  Margaret's,  was  owner  of  this  property 
in  MDCCC.     A  court  of  baron  was  held  here  by  the  tenants  in  early  times. 

Linacre- Manor,  or  Linacre-Coult,  in  the  49th  year  of  the  reign  of  King 
Edward  III.  was  owned  by  Joseph  Solly,  whose  name  appears  in  the  register 
of  the  abbey  as  holding  it  of  the  Abbot  by  Knight's  service. 

The  manor  of  North  Corne  was  owned  by  John  de  Sole  in  the  20th  year  of 
the  reign  of  Edward  III.     This  in  county  Kent. 

In  a  "Survey  of  Kent"  before  1659,  by  Richard  Kilborne,  it  was  recorded 
that  in  the  church  of  St.  Mary  in  the  diocese  of  Canterbury,  there  was  a 
monument  of  the  interment  of  a  member  of  the  Soole  family,  very  ancient. 
This  was  seen  130  years  before  1659. 


[INDSLIP  BRANCH.  This  parish  is  in  the  Hundred  of  Owaldeslawe. 
The  succession  of  Solly  most  likely  followed  Dabetot,  but  there 
was  no  record  between  them.  The  first  of  the  Solly  of  Hindslip 
is  a  deed  from  William  Walyshe  (Walsh)  of  the  estate  to  William 
Solly,  son  of  Thomas  Solly,  to  all  the  meadow  lands  lying  within  the  manor, 
date  St.  Mark's  day,  13th  Henry  IV.  This  William  Solly  had  issue  Thomas 
Solly,  who  lived  till  the  8th  year  of  King  Edward  IV.  and  left  two  sons, 
Thomas  Solly,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Hindslip,  and  Richard  Solly,  to  whom 
his  father  gave  parcels  of  land  in  the  manor,  "hys  brother  out  of  hys  deere 
love  because  hee  would  not  be  separated  from  hym  caused  hym  to  build  a 
house  neere  the  church  and  his  own  mansyon,  so  God  unyted  them  in  earth 
whom  I  hope  hee  hath  joyned  in  Heaven."  But  Mr.  Thomas  Solley,  thys 
Thomas  Solleys  heyer,  whose  mother  was  Judge  Coningbye's  daughter,  and 
hys  wyfe,  sister  of  Roger  Winter  of  Hodington,  who  for  his  worth  and 
wysdom  swayed  this  shyre,  dyed  32d  Henry  VIII.  ragyne  by  purchase  thys 
charitable  house  and  part  of  the  lands  of  this  younger  family  which  were  inter- 
laced with  his  own.  The  rest,  Arthur  Solley  heyer  of  thys  second  brother 
dyed  14th  Sept.  in  the  4th  of  Elizabeth,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Nash.  But 
the  Manor  of  Hindslip  then  Mr.  Solleye,  after  the  death  of  Thomas  Solley  if 
he  had  no  heirs  near  cousin  by  his  mother." 

The  Manor  of  Hindslip,  together  with  the  advowson  of  the  church,  were, 
as  appears  by  record  1st  of  Edward  VI.  after  the  death  of  Thomas  Solley,  if 
he  had  no  heirs  of  his  body,  to  be  settled  on  Conningsby,  his  near  cousin 
by  his  mother;  which  Mr.  Conningsby  accordingly  enjoyed  it,  and  in  the  5th 
year  of  Elizabeth,  sold  Hindslip  to  John  Harbington,  Cofferer  to  the  Queen. 
The  arms  of  this  family  were  the  same  as  those  of  Soles  with  a  slight  difference. 
See  Visitation  of  Worcester,  Harlean  Mss. 

An  early  genealogist  has  written:  "Now  concerning  the  ancient  name  and 
family  of  Solley,  I  write  upon  proof  of  evidence  that  Richard  Solley,  father 
of  Humphrey  Solley,  father  of  John  Solley  of  Smith  and  grandfather  of 
Humphrey,  which  two  last  are  living.  There  are  also  others  of  this  stem  of 
these  Solleys  whom  I  cannot  so  exactly  set  down." 

ORTON  CHAPEL.  This  little  chapel  belongs  to  Eastham  together  with 
the  near  adjoining  house,  the  chapel  for  ease  and  the  habitation  and  lands 
for  inheritance,  the  right  and  seat  of  the  Solleys  whose  family  hath  continued 
in  this  shire  since  the  13th  of  Edward  I.  removed  their  habitation  to  Hindslip, 
13th  of  Henry  IV.,  and  there  remained  till  the  last  year  of  Philip  and  Mary, 
and  whose  line  yet  endureth  in  John  Solly  of  Smith,  and  Leonard  Solley  of 
White  Ladye's  Aston. 

THE  HINDSLIP  MANSION.  This  elegant  seat  is  supposed  to  have  been 
built  by  John  Harbington,  who  held  office  under  Queen  Elizabeth.  The  date  in 
the  parlor  is  1572.     His  son,  concerned  in  various  plots  for  releasing  Mary, 
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Queen  of  Scots,  and  setting  up  a  papist  to  succeed  her,  contrived  many  hiding 
holes  in  different  parts  of  the  building.  The  access  to  some  of  these  was 
through  the  chimney,  to  others  through  small  adjoining  houses;  others  had 
trap-doors  which  connected  with  stair-cases.  Some  of  these  rooms  seen  from 
the  outside  have  the  appearance  of  great  chimneys. 

DOMESDAY.  The  Domesday  record  shows  that  Urfor  holds  five  hides 
at  Hindslip;  in  demesne  are  two  curucates  and  a  priest,  and  three  villains 
and  four  borderers  with  two  curucates.  There  were  then  24  acres  of  meadow, 
a  wood  half  a  lowe  long  and  half  a  lewe  broad.  The  name  de  Abotots  becoming 
extinct,  Solley  succeeded  to  this  Manor;  perhaps  he  was  de  Abotots's  heir, 
since  no  conveyance  has  been  found. 

The  fine  view  of  Hindslip  Hall  appearing  in  this  work  was  copied  from  a 
History  of  Worcester. 

MONUMENTS.  In  the  church  of  Eastham,  Worcester,  there  is  a  small 
monument  fixed  to  the  south  wall  of  the  chancel  bearing  the  following  inscrip- 
tion: "Here  lieth  the  body  of  Edward  Solly  of  Orton,  gent.,  who  departed 
this  life  Aug.  17,  1690."  On  the  top  are  his  arms  and  crest.  On  a  flat  stone 
is  the  following  inscription:  "Here  lieth  the  body  of  Edward  Solley,  of  Orleton, 
in  this  county,  gent.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Vincent  Owen,  A.M., 
rector  of  Mountston  in  Shropshire.  He  died  in  Tenbury,  in  the  county  of 
Worcester,  Dec.  17,  1718,  aged  35  years." 

"John  Solly,  and  Eliza,  his  wife,  who  departed  this  life  the  27th  day  of 
Febr.,  1700,  aged  5  months." 


AT  RIBBESFORD.  On  an  alabaster  monument  are  the  names  of  the 
persons  whose  bodies  were  interred  in  the  middle  of  the  chancel: 

John  Soley,  gent.,  4th  June,  1604. 

Margaret  Soley,  his  wife,  5th  Jan.,  1639. 

John  Soley,  their  son,  gent.,  15th  Feb.,  1652,  aged  60;  and  Mary,  his  wife, 
25th  June,  1633,  aged  38. 

John  Soley,  their  son,  20th  April,  1665,  aged  63;  and  Catherine,  his  wife, 
6th  Feb.,  1701,  aged  70. 

Mary  Solly,  their  daughter,  20th  March,  1669,  aged  19.  Elizabeth  Soley, 
their  youngest  daughter,  who  was  married  to  John  Bourn  of  Ashton  Hall, 
gent.,  16th  Nov.,  1677,  aged  24. 

Margaret,  sister  of  said  Catherine  Soley,  and  widow  of  Thomas  Cotton, 
Esq.,  10th  Oct.,  1696,  aged  64. 

John  Soley,  of  Samnorn  in  this  county,  Esq.,  17th  Oct.,  1730,  aged  54. 

Elizabeth  Soley,  daughter  of  John  Lockey,  of  London,  merchant,  and 
wife  to  John  Soley  of  Samborne,  Esq.,  mentioned  above,  18th  Aug.,  1728, 
aged  64. 


Thomas  Soule  was  bailiff  of  the  city  of  Worcester,  1512. 
George  Soley  was  Mayor  of  Worcester,  1681. 

1671,    3d   Aug.     Catherine   Soley   of   Hindslip   and    Richard   Stanton   of 
Wordon,  Worcester,  were  married. 
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1701,  20th  Nov.,  John  Soley  and  Susan  Tyler  were  married. 

1731,  5th  Dec,  William  Soley  died. 

1763,  3d  Sept.,  Mary,  wife  of  Russel  Soley,  died. 

1788,  21st  Feb.,  Richard  Soley  of  All  Saints,  Evesham,  widower,  and 
Sarah  Blower,  widow,  married  by  license,  ceremony  by  E.  Davenport,  minister. 
Witness,   Mr.   Richard   Blower. 

1766,  Thomas  Soules  witnessed  a  marriage  in  Worcester. 

1766,  Sarah  Soule. 

1724,  19th  Jan.,  John  Soull  and  Catherine  Bach  of  Hanley  Castle,  married 
in  Worcester. 

1580,  1st  Nov.,  John  Soule  and  Anna  Lagden,  married  in  Essex. 


MITTON  CHAPEL.  In  Kidderminster  parish,  the  following  records  were 
found: 

John  Soley,  Esq.,  had  a  good  estate  in  lands  and  tythe  in  this  parish. 

On  the  top  of  a  monument  fixed  to  the  east  wall  of  the  chancel,  "Vert,  a 
chevron  counterchanged  or  and  gu.  between  three  Soles  nayant  Arg.  impaling 
Gu.  a  bend  Arg." 

On  the  west  of  the  chancel  lieth  interred,  the  honourable  Anne  Soley, 
wife  of  John  Soley  of  Lickhill;  who  was  the  eldest  daughter  of  the  right  hon- 
ourable Thomas  Lord  Foliott,  and  departed  this  life  the  28th  day  of  April, 
1696,   aged  40. 

Also  near  to  the  fourth  side  of  the  chancel  lieth  the  body  of  Humphrey 
Soley,  second  son  of  the  said  John  Soley,  and  Eliza,  his  wife,  who  departed 
this  life  the  27th  day  of  Feb.,  1700,  aged  5  months.     (See  duplicate.) 


The  Soleys  of  Lickhill  and  Sandbourne  resided  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Bewdley  in  the  sixteenth  century.  There  are  memorials  of  them  in  Ribesford 
church  commencing  with  the  death  of  John  Soley,  1604.  The  pedigree  was 
recorded  at  the  Visitation  of  1682-3.  John  Soley  of  Lickhill  married  the 
Hon.  Anna  Folliett,  sister  of  Henry  Lord  Folliett.  She  died  in  1696,  aged 
40,  leaving  issue  a  daughter  Rebecca  who  inherited  considerable  estates,  which 
she  gave  by  will  to  General  Folliett. 


DE  SOLERS  IN  WORCESTER.  1300,  Simon  de  Solers  made  profession. 
1308,  warning  by  (Sister)  Lucy  de  Solers,  sub-prioress  of  Whiston.  1308, 
John  de  Solers  appointed  Deacon  by  Sister  Lucy  de  Solers.  1317,  Robert  de 
Solers  presented  of  Shipton,  Adam  de  Aston,  Chaplain.  1401,  Institution  of 
Thomas  Cooper,  chaplain  to  the  church  of  Shipton-Solers  upon  the  presentation 
of  Margaret  Solers,  lady  of  Shipton-Solers.  1338,  Richard  de  Solers  was 
rector  of  the  chapel  of  Shipton. 


Simon  Solers  married  the  youngest  daughter  of  Walter  de  Cormeile,  son 
of  Richard  and  wife  Beatrix;  which  Solers  held  the  manor  of  Shipton-Solers 
in  right  of  his  wife,  and  from  him  it  obtained  the  name.     Thomas  Solers  was 
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the  son  and  heir  of  Simon  Solers,  and  John  Solers  was  the  son  of  Thomas. 
John  de  Solers  died  seized  of  Shipton-Solers,  4th  Edward  II.  This  parish 
lies  in  the  Hundred  of  Bradley,  four  miles  from  Cheltenham.

In  the  list  of  tax  payers  in  Sevenhampton  and  Brockhampton,  Gloucester, 
1st  of  Edward  III.,  was  Robert  de  Solers,  III  shillings  and  VI  pence. 

Mary,  wife  of  John  Solers,  died  Oct.  4,  1715,  aged  60. 

Tonkin,  Cornwall,  was  the  seat  of  the  Sowles  before  their  removal  to 
Penrice.  

For  the  eminent  services  of  Walter  de  Laci,  William  the  Conqueror  rewarded 
him  with  great  possessions.  He  gave  his  sixteen  manors  in  Gloucestershire  to 
Ansfred  de  Cormeiles,  whose  wife  was  his  niece.  This  Shipton  was  one  of  these 
manors,  of  which  Ansfrid  de  Cormeile  was  seized  at  the  time  of  the  general 
survey,  by  the  virtue  of  the  gift  of  Walter  de  Laci.  Richard  de  Cormeile  was 
the  son  and  heir  of  Ansfrid;  he  died  seized  of  Shipton,  23d  Henry  II.  His  wife 
Beatrix  survived  him  and  enjoyed  the  manor  some  in  dower,  after  whose  death 
it  passed  to  Walter  de  Cormeile,  who  left  three  daughters  and  co-heiresses. 
Margaret,  the  eldest,  was  the  wife  of  Hugh  Poher;  she  died  20th  Henry  III. 
and  left  issue  two  daughters  and  co-heiresses,  whereof  the  eldest  was  married 
to  Robert  Archer  and  the  youngest  to  Simon  (or  Simeon)  Solers.  She  was  not 
the  daughter  of  Walter  de  Cormelie  (see  back  and  correct),  and  from  him  are 
descended  all  of  the  name  of  Solers. 

John  Coningsby  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Roger  de  Solers,  by  whom 
Samuel  Solly,  of  Serge  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Abbots  Langley,  Esq. 


^iy^HE  manor  of  Paunteley,  Gloucestershire,  England,  soon  after  the 
Norman  Conquest  belonged  to  a  family  of  the  same  name,  who 
held  it  of  the  honor  of  Clifford  castle  by  one  Knight's  fee.  Walter 
de  Pauntly  died  seized  of  this  seat,  leaving  Margery,  his  daughter 
and  heiress,  who  was  married  to  John  de  Solers.  Walter  de  Solers,  son  of 
Margery,  was  seized  of  Pauntly,  32d  Henry  III.,  in  which  Margery,  his 
mother,  then  wife  of  Richard  de  Sutton,  released  to  him  all  of  her  rights. 
Thomas  de  Solers  was  the  son  of  Walter.  John  de  Solers,  son  of  Thomas, 
died  seized  of  Pauntly  in  the  4th  Edward  I. 

Richard  Solers  was  a  voter  in  Stroud,  Gloucester,  England,  1776. 

Samuel  Soule  was  a  voter  in  Stroud,  Gloucester,  England,  1776. 

In  1236,  Jacob  de  Solers  held  two  fees  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  viz: 
Potislipe,  which  William  de  Solers  then  held,  and  Batesford,  then  held  by 
Thomas  Galafre. 

In  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  John  Solers  was  seized  of  two  yard-lands,  and 
seven  acres  of  meadow. 

In  the  20th  of  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  William  Solers  was  possessed  of 
an  estate  dignified  in  the  records  by  the  name  of  Weston-Underregge. 

On  a  monument  in  Chestnut  Church,  Hertfordshire,  England,  was  found 
the  following:  "In  memory  of  Mrs.  Jane  Sowle,  1720.  She  openeth  her  mouth 
with  wisdom  and  in  her  tongue  was  the  law  of  kindness." 

On  the  same  monument:  "  Marmaduke  Sowle,  Esq.,  died  September  14, 
1776,  aged  65  years.  Mrs.  Lucretia  Sowle,  wife  of  the  above,  died  January 
10,  1775,  aged  64  years." 

The  above  inscription  was  for  a  distinguished  officer  in  the  British  Army. 
He  was  the  commander  of  the  Tower  of  London  at  one  time.  Associated 
with  him  in  his  military  life  was  Col.  Robinson  Sowle,  another  officer  who 
figured  in  the  records.  The  following  notes  were  copied  from  the  Gentle- 
man's Magazine,  largely. 

"  Marmaduke  Sowle  to  be  Lieut,  to  Lieut.-Col.  Lee  in  room  of  Charles 
Gignon  preferred,  5th  April,  1720.  Daniel  Frissum  to  be  Ensign  in  room  of 
Marmaduke  Sowle,  28th  Foot  Regiment,  1st  Battalion,  Gloucester,  which 
embarked  with  Expedition  to  Vige  in  August,  1710,  and  returned  to  Ireland 
three  months  later.  He  was  transferred  to  the  3d  Buffs,  17  March,  1732. 
Major  of  the  11th  Foot,  then  commanded  by  Col.  Robinson  Sowle,  5th  August, 
1745.  Believed  to  have  served  with  the  Buffs  at  Fountenoy,  Geringas,  Major 
11th  Foot  in  1748. 

Col.  Robinson  Sowle  was  frequently  mentioned  in  the  early  English 
records.  He  was  of  the  same  family  as  Marmaduke  Sowle.  "  Robinson  Sowle 
to  be  Captain  in  room  of  Hugh  Palliser,  4th  May,  1717.  He  was  appointed 
Ensign  of  Lord  Lucas's  Regiment  of  Foot,  6th  April,  1704;  Lieutenant,  28th 
April,  1709;  Captain,  13th  February,  1713;  half  pay,  1713;  Major-Brigadier  Bas- 
sett's  Regt.  Foot,  7th  May,  1718;  Lieut.-Col.  of  Montagne's  Reg.  Foot,  21st 
May,  1743.     He  served  at  Fountenoy  and  died  or  left  the  army  in  1746. 
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Henry  Sowle,  son  of  Robinson  Sowle,  1725,  was  appointed  Lieut,  to  his 
father  in  the  30th  Reg.  Foot,  1st  Battalion  Lancashire  Regt.  He  was  to  be 
made  Captain  26th  July,  1721.  He  was  with  Capt.  Lord  John  Keer's  Regt. 
26th  July,  1721.     He  was  serving  in  1730;  out  before  1740. 

The  author  of  this  work  has  felt  an  unusual  interest  in  the  history  of  this 
branch  of  the  family  from  the  fact  of  their  having  used  this  form  of  spelling 
the  name;  and  has  put  forth  more  effort  to  procure  the  full  pedigree  than  for 
any  family  represented  in  the  book.  This  has  failed  to  a  large  extent  and  the 
following  records  were  all  that  could  be  obtained.  It  was  believed  that  a 
portrait  of  some,  if  not  all,  of  these  brave  commanders  would  appear  in  some 
department  of  the  British  Museum,  but  such  was  not  discovered.  The  family 
was  of  Gloucestershire  originally.

M.  B.  Soley,  1741,  and  Mary  Baker,  for  whom  there  is  a  mural  monument  with 
the  arm  of  Soley  impaling;  Mary,  wife  of  William  Baker,  rector  of  Hedenham, 
eldest  daughter  of  John  Soley,  rector  of  this  Parish,  who  was  buried  17th 
April  1741,  aged  41.     "Uisest  Virtuousest  Best." 


SOLERS;  SOUTH  WALES.  The  family  de  Solariis,  which  may  be 
Englished  Chambers,  gave  their  name  to  Pentre-Solers,  their  seat  in  Glasbury, 
Breconshire,  and  to  the  parishes  of  Bridge-Solers  and  Sollershope  in  Hereford- 
shire, and  Shipton-Solers,  in  Gloucestershire.  There  is  an  ancient  house  in 
that  shire  of  the  Solers;  whether  at  that  time  or  after  marriage  there  was 
doubt.  Some  of  the  Solers  were  of  Portthaniel,  Isaac  and  Peter  Solers  in 
Glasbury.  A  daughter  of  John  Frye  was  married  to  Phillpott  Soler  of  Por- 
thaniel,  Esq.,  j?v  whom  Thomas  Soler,  Esq.,  who  married  Jane,  daughter  of 
Roger  Vaughan  of  Kefreden,  Esq.,  and  had  Thomas  Soler,  who  married  Alice, 
daughter  of  William  de  Gunter  of  Fregoed,  Esq.  (in  Breconshire,  now  the 
seat  of  Viscount  Hereford),  and  had  William  Soler  of  Porthaniel,  who  married 
a  daughter  of  Edward  Games  of  Trenewith,  Esq. 
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"In  Yarwell  liberty,  Northamptonshire,  are  Old-Suley  and  Suley-Hay 
Lodge.  These  are  residences  of  the  officers  pertaining  to  Cliff  bailiwick  within 
the  limits  of  Rockingham  forest,  and  were  anciently  held  by  the  family  of 
Yarwell."  This  brief  paragraph  is  the  only  reference  in  the  history  of  North- 
amptonshire concerning  the  places,  and  has  not  the  most  remote  connection 
with  the  family  of  Soulis  settled  in  Liddesdale,  Scotland. 


As  the  result  of  a  quarrel  between  Captain  Sole  and  Mr.  Pascal  of  the 
King's  Battery,  a  duel  was  fought.  Mr.  Pascal  died  of  his  wounds.  Capt. 
Sole  was  dangerously  wounded  in  the  throat  and  sword  arm.  This  the  result 
of  gaming. 


On  Nov.  25,  1737,  Reverend  Soley  Prebendery  of  Winchester  died  of  rupture 
and   mortification. 

On  May  7,  1745,  died  William  Soley,  Esq.,  chief  clerk  of  the  Auditor's 
Office  for  the  revenue  of  the  exchequer  and  deputy  Auditor  General  for  the 
Prince  of  Wales;  succeeded  by  his  son.

Ackworth  Hall  is  a  spacious  and  elegant  mansion  of  stone,  erected  on  an 
eminence  commanding  an  extensive  view  of  a  rich  country  bounded  by  an 
extensive  range  of  hills.  The  central  part  of  the  building  is  ancient.  The 
kitchen  is  a  curious  remnant  of  antiquity;  has  a  large  arched  fireplace  and  a 
Gothic  doorway.     The  hall  was  modernized  in  1805  by  Mrs.  Solly.

LEET  FARM  in  Ash,  Kent,  England,  was  an  early  residence  of  the 
Solley  family,  and  the  parish  of  Ash  was  the  burial-place  of  the 
family  for  many  generations.  The  Solleys  were  probably  settled 
there  as  early  as  1400  A.D.  and  some  of  their  monuments  in  the 

church  in  Ash  have   been  nearly  defaced  by  the  storms  and  frosts  of  Time.

Note. — A  large  number  of  Sollys  were  living  in  Worcestershire  from  1420  to  1800. 
The  earliest  was  Thomas  Soley  of  Hindslip.  They  changed  their  name  to  Solley, 
Sowley  and  Soely  and  wrote  it  sometimes  Solly.  They  were  most  probably  descended 
from  the  Soles  and  Sollys  of  East  Kent.    They  died  out  in  1800. 
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HE    following    sketches   were   produced    by    Prof.    R.    H.    Solly    of 
Bournmouth,  England,  a  gentleman  who  has  for  many  years  been 
assembling    information    relating   to   this    branch    of    the   family. 
He  has  confined  his  investigations  almost  entirely  to  the  authority 
of  public  documents  and,  hence,  the  result  can  be  depended  upon  as  authentic. 


John  Solly  was  born  1660  and  died  1747.  He  wrote  an  interesting  account 
of  the  Solly  family  in  1734;  this  manuscript  is  in  the  possession  of  G.  E.  Solly 
of  Winborne.  "For  many  years  and  several  generations  they  had  been  some 
of  the  chief  characters  of  the  parish  of  Ash  in  Kent,  where  they  had  considerable 
estates  in  land."  He  states  that  his  great-grandfather  was  John  Solly  whose 
tombstone  then  existed  in  Ash  church-yard.  (Will  proved  1624.)  His  grand- 
father was  Richard  Solly  who  married  Elizabeth  Pryor  and  died  in  1655  at 
Fleet  Farm,  Ash.  His  father  was  Richard  Solly  who  married  Mary  Prouds 
and  died  1655,  of  Mote  Farm,  Ash.  John  Solly,  the  narrator,  married  Mary, 
sister  of  Sir  Henry  Furness,  Bart.  She  died  1685,  S.  P.  In  1693  he  married 
Martha,  co-heiress  with  her  sister  Hannah  (who  married  Thomas  Hollis), 
daughters  of  Isaac  LeGay.  Thus  began  the  connection  between  the  Solly 
and  Hollis  families.     He  had  nine  children.     The  eldest  son  was 

Richard  Solly,  brother  of  the  above-named  John  Solly,  born  1674,  died 
1731.  He  married  Ann  Cricket.  Was  Mayor  of  Sandwich.  Residence, 
Fleet  Farm.  Has  son  Richard,  born  1705,  died  1789.  Married  Mary  Heaton. 
Was  mayor  of  Sandwich.  Had  a  son  Richard  who  did  not  marry.  William 
Henry  and  Joseph,  sons  of  the  first  Richard,  died  unmarried  and  the  male 
line  ceased. 

Richard  Solly,  eldest  son  of  John  Solly,  born  1694,  died  1729,  married  Ann, 
daughter  of  John  Hollis.  He  was  apprenticed  to  his  uncle  and  father-in- 
law's  firm,  Thomas  &  John  Hollis,  and  on  his  marriage  was  made  a  partner. 
He  died  when  only  35,  leaving  five  young  children.  His  widow  survived  47 
years.     His  residence  was  at  Walthamstow,  Essex.     He  died  a  rich  man. 

Isaac  Solly,  the  5th  surviving  son  of  Richard  Solly,  born  1724,  died  1802, 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  N.  Neal.  Timothy  Hollis,  his  mother's  brother, 
acted  as  guardian  to  his  sister's  young  children.  About  1752  he  started  Isaac 
and  his  brother  Samuel  as  Baltic  merchants  at  Crosby  Square,  E.  C.  About 
1765  Isaac  Solly  moved  into  his  uncle's  house  in  Jeferies  Square  and  founded 
the  firm  of  Isaac  Solly  &  Sons.  He  died  a  very  rich  man  and  left  twelve 
children  alive.     His  widow  survived  him  20  years. 

Samuel  Solly,  sixth  son  of  Richard  Solly,  born  1724,  died  1807,  retired  from 
the  firm  of  Isaac  &  Samuel  Solly  about  1766.  He  married  1776,  Sarah,  only 
daughter  of  Samuel  Horsman.  His  uncle,  Timothy  Hollis,  left  him  his  house 
in  Great  Ormand  Street  with  its  contents.     He  had  two  sons,   (1)   Richard 
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Horsman,  born  1778,  died  1858,  unmarried.  He  left  £100  to  each  of  the 
descendants  of  his  uncle  Isaac,  then  numbering  140.  Samuel  Reynalds  born 
1761,  died  1868.  He  lived  at  Serge  Hill,  Hertfordshire.  Married  Frances 
Hammond,  by  whom  a  son,  William  Hammond  Solly,  born  1815,  died  1888, 
who  married  Catherine  Goldfinch.  The  male  branch  died  out  as  the  son  of 
William  Hammond,  Henry  Reynalds,  died  1897,  had  only  a  daughter  Catherine, 
who  married  General  C.  Luard. 

Isaac  Solly,  2d  son  of  Isaac  Solly,  married  1795,  Mary,  daughter  of  J. 
Harrison.  He  had  ten  children.  Was  chairman  of  the  London  Dock  Com- 
pany for  more  than  20  years;  of  the  London  &  Birmingham  railway;  of  the 
British  &  American  Steam  Navigation  Company;  a  Governor  of  the  Royal 
Exchange  Insurance  Company.  The  first  steamer  to  cross  the  Atlantic  was 
built  from  his  timber,  he  being  a  large  Baltic  merchant  of  timber,  corn,  etc. 
He  was  born  1769,  died  1853. 

Richard  Solly,  3d  son  of  Isaac  Solly,  born  1771,  died  1803.  A  fine  monu- 
ment to  his  memory  may  be  seen  in  Worcester  Cathedral.  He  was  a  partner 
in  the  firm  of  Isaac  Solly  &  Sons.  He  married  Frances,  only  daughter  of  Sir 
F.  Flood,  an  Irish  Baronet.  Frederick  Solly  the  only  son,  born  1801,  added  the 
name  of  Flood  to  his  name  when  his  grandfather  died  in  1824.  He  was  Queen's 
Council  and  Attorney  General  of  Gibraltar.  His  2d  son,  F.  Richard,  born 
1829,  died  1909,  was  K.  C.  B.— Major-General.  His  2d  son,  Arthur,  born  1871, 
is  Major-General  C.  M.  G. — D.  S.  O.  His  3d  son,  Richard,  born  1877,  is 
Major-General  C.  M.  G—  D.  S.  O. 

Edward  Solly,  5th  son  of  Isaac  Solly,  born  1776,  died  1847,  was  a  remarkable 
man.  When  he  was  but  16  years  of  age  he  joined  his  brother,  Isaac  Solly, 
as  a  clerk  in  the  mercantile  office  of  Uphagan  &  Company  of  Dantzic.  In 
1800  he  started  the  firm  of  Solly  &  Gibson  as  Baltic  merchants  at  Dantzic 
and  agent  to  his  father's  firm  of  Isaac  Solly  &  Sons,  and  at  the  end  of  ten  years 
he  had  massed  a  large  fortune.  In  1801  he  married  Lavinia  Pohl,  by  whom  he 
had  two  daughters,  Lavinia  and  Sarah.  She  died  in  1807.  He  then  commenced 
making  a  very  large  collection  of  early  Dutch,  Flemish  and  Italian  pictures. 
In  1819,  on  account  of  the  great  depression  in  business  all  over  Europe,  he 
offered  his  magnificent  collection  to  King  Frederick  William  of  Prussia  and 
in  1821  a  selection  of  677  subjects  out  of  3000  were  purchased  for  £115,000. 
"Those  who  have  seen  this  collection  formed  by  Edward  Solly  now  in  the 
Berlin  Museum  must  know  that  he  possessed  extensive  knowledge  as  well  as 
cultivated  taste  and  that  he  collected  in  the  true  spirit  of  a  lover  of  art." 
(London  Times,  1847.)  In  1815  he  bought  from  a  dealer  the  two  side  panels 
of  the  "Adoration  of  the  Lamb,"  by  the  brothers  Van  Eyck  in  Ghent  church, 
which  the  authorities  had  sold  so  as  to  be  able  to  repair  the  church.  In  1922 
the  Belgian  government  obtained  the  panels  as  part  payment  for  war  debts. 
In  1818  he  married  Charlotte  Kruger  (whose  father  held  a  high  position  at 
the  court  of  King  William  of  Prussia).  In  1842  when  Frederick  William  IV. 
was  visiting  Queen  Victoria  he  called  on  Edward  Solly  at  his  house  in  Gower 
Street,  London.  Edward  Solly  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Leipzig  in  October, 
1813,  as  the  friend  of  Sir  Charles  Stewart  (afterwards  Marquis  of  Londonderry), 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  reserve  cavalry.     "In  order  to  take  every  measure 
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to  accomplish  the  transmission  home  of  this  virtually  important  intelligence 
as  speedily  as  possible,  I  availed  myself  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Solly,  who  with 
indefatigable  zeal  and  at  great  personal  risk  and  inconvenience  undertook  to 
carry  a  copy  of  my  communication  direct  to  the  English  Government  through 
the  midst  of  the  French  armies.  He  embarked  in  an  open  boat  and  arrived 
in  London  with  this  glorious  intelligence  in  an  incredibly  short  space  of  time." 
Marquis  of  Londonderry,  1830 — "War  in  Germany  and  France,  1813-14." 
Capt.  James,  his  aid-de-camp,  with  dispatches  arrived  in  London  24  hours  later. 

Samuel  Solly,  son  of  Isaac  Solly,  born  1805,  died  1871,  was  a  very  dis- 
tinguished surgeon  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  1838,  and  was  made  a  fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society  in  1847.     F.  R.  C.  S.

This  will  shows  the  connection  between  the  SOLLEYS  of  WORCESTER- 
SHIRE  and  the  SOLLEYS  of  KENT.       

Note. — Thomas  Hollis,  born  1634,  died  1713,  married  Anna,  sister  of  Robert 
Thorner,  who  is  numbered  among  the  early  benefactors  of  Harvard  College.  He  left 
three  sons,  Thomas,  Nathaniel  and  John.  Thomas  Hollis,  born  1659,  died  1731,  com- 
menced his  benefactions  to  Harvard  College  in  1719,  which  were  increased  as  time  went 
on  and  continued  till  the  close  of  his  life.  He  married  Hannah  Le  Gay,  whose  sister 
was  the  wife  of  John  Solly.  He  died  without  issue,  leaving  his  nephew  Thomas  his 
heir.  Nathaniel  Hollis.  the  2d  son,  born  1663,  died  1738.  He  had  one  son,  Thomas 
Hollis,  who  died  1735,  neir  to  his  uncle  Thomas  Hollis.  He  married  and  had  one  son, 
Thomas  Hollis,  born  1721,  died  1744,  unmarried.  He  was  a  benefactor  of  Harvard 
College  and  presented  the  institution  twice  with  a  large  number  of  sumptuously  bound 
books  he  had  re-published  of  the  works  of  Milton,  Locke,  Algernon  Sidney,  Needham 
and  others.  John  Hollis,  the  3d  son,  born  1666,  died  1735,  had  a  son,  Isaac  Hollis, 
born  1701,  died  1774,  who  had  one  son,  John  Hollis,  born  1734,  died  1824,  unmarried. 
He  was  the  last  surviving  Hollis.  There  was  also  a  son,  Timothy  Hollis,  born  1708, 
died  1790,  unmarried.  He  was  a  partner  of  his  father's  firm,  Thomas  &  John  Hollis. 
His  sister  married  Richard  Solly,  the  eldest  son  of  John  Solly.

HERE  were  married  in  May,  1617,  Samuel  Hinckley  and  Sarah 
Soole.  Samuel  Hinckley  had  a  son  Thomas,  bapt.  March  19, 
1619-20.  Samuel  Hinckley  of  Tenterden,  County  Kent,  England, 
and  of  Scituate  and  Barnstable  in  New  England,  had  escaped 
notice  till  these  records  were  discovered  since  the  record  of  the  Hinckley 
family  was  forwarded  from  England  in  1911;  neither  was  the  maiden  name  of 
his  wife  known. 

Hawkhurst,  County  Kent,  the  parish  in  which  the  Sole-Soole  records  were 
found,  lies  10  miles  west  of  Tenterden  and  15  miles  south-west  from  Harriet- 
sham  and  adjoins  the  border  of  Sussex. 

The  will  of  John  Sole  of  Cranbrook  (County  Kent)  March  1,  1508  (1508-9). 
"To  be  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Dunstan,  Cranbrook.  To  the  high  alter 
there  8d.  To  my  daughters  Alice  and  Agnes  20  shillings  each.  To  my 
apprentice  John  Pilcher.  To  each  of  my  godchildren.  Residuary,  and  Exec- 
utrix: wife  Agnes.  Witnesses  Henry  Hovenden,  John  Hovenden  and  others. 
To  Agnes  my  wife,  for  life,  my  massuages  where  I  dwell,  with  reversion  at 
her  death  to  Harry,  William  and  William  my  sons  each  to  be  the  other's  heir, 
and  if  all  die  without  issue,  my  massuage  is  to  be  sold  and  one  half  of  the  money 
received  to  be  paid  to  the  church  of  Cranbrook  and  one  half  to  an  honest  priest 
to  sing  for  the  soul  of  my  father  and  mother,  me,  my  wife  and  all  my  good 
friends.  If  my  massuage  fall  in  "the  key"  (i.e.  fall  into  decay)  for  lack  of 
reparation,  then  my  children,  Harry,  William  and  William,  are  to  enter  into 
the  Massauges,  paying  to  Agnes  my  wife  6  shillings  8d  a  year."  The  will  was 
proved  May  22,  1509,  by  the  executrix  named.  (Archdeaconry  of  Canterbury, 
Vol.  II.     Folio  1.)

A  fruitless  search  has  been  made  among  the  Sole,  Soole,  and  Soule  wills 
and  administrations  of  Kent  for  positive  proof  of  the  parentage  of  Thomas 
Soole,  the  father  of  Sarah  Soole  Hinckley.  He  was  probably  the  son  of  John 
and  Maria  Whitfield  Soole  who  were  married  at  Hawkhurst  21  June,  1565-6; 
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but  he  was  not  baptized  at  Hawkhurst,  unless  the  register,  which  up  to  1598 
is  the  copy  of  an  earlier  register  made  in  that  year,  is  defective.  Perhaps  the 
family  lived  in  one  of  the  neighboring  Sussex  parishes,  or  he  may  have  been 
descended  from  John  Sole  of  Cranbrook,  County  Kent,  the  testator  of  1508-9. 
In  the  records  pertaining  to  the  Indendens  of  County  Kent,  published 
in  Vol.  67  of  the  Register,  an  account  was  given  of  John  Indenden  of  Cranbrook, 
tailor,  and  his  wife  and  children.  It  was  there  stated  that  this  John  Indenden 
married  Christian  Glover,  because  both  he  and  his  wife  in  their  wills  called 
Richard  Glover  "Brother."  From  the  records  given  above  it  appears  that 
she  was  named  Mercer  and  Richard  Glover  was  probably  husband  of  her 
sister  or  of  John  Indenden's  sister.  Timothy  Mercer,  overseer  of  her  will, 
was  of  Hawkhurst  and  probably  her  brother.  Her  marriage  to  John  Indenden 
at  Hawkhurst  was  of  date  26  Sept.,  1569.  The  preceding  records  show  that 
their  daughter  Mary  was  married  at  Hawkhurst  16  Oct.,  1598,  to  Thomas 
Soole  of  Hawkhurst,  and  their  daughter,  Sarah  Soole,  who  was  baptized  at 
Hawkhurst  8  June,  1600,  was  married  to  Samuel  Hinckley,  7  May,  1617.  The 
other  children  of  this  Thomas  and  Mary  (Indenden)  Soole  were  recorded  as 
follows:  "Mary,  bapt.  29  Jan.,  1603-4;  Thomas,  bapt.  12  May,  1605;  Annie, 
bapt.  30  April,  1615."  Here  is  a  chasm  in  the  records  of  ten  years  between 
1605  and  1615  and  there  were  probably  other  children  born  during  the  time. 
No  will  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Indenden)  Soole  has  been  found.  Katherine, 
another  daughter  of  John  and  Christian  (Mercer)  Indenden,  bapt.  at  Cran- 
brook, 23  Feb.  1577-8,  is  proved  by  the  records  to  have  been  the  wife  of  Stephen 
Hosmer  to  whom  married  13  July,  1600;  and  among  their  children  was  Hosmer, 
bapt.  at  Hawkhurst  8  Dec,  1605,  who  emigrated  to  New  England  ni  1635.

OLE-STREET  is  in  the  parish  of  Crundal  in  the  Hundred  of  Wye, 
County  of  Kent,  England.  As  some  authors  and  many  tourists 
have  assigned  this  locality  as  the  place  where  the  first  ancestors  of 
the  Sole-Soule  families  sat  down  after  the  Conquest,  diligent  search 
has  been  prosecuted  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  every  item  of  evidence  that 
could  be  depended  upon  to  support  this  assumption;  and  the  conclusion  has 
been  reached  that  another  ancient  seat  of  several  generations  in  the  same 
county  was  more  likely  to  have  been  their  original  home.  However,  as  tra- 
dition has  been  persistent  and  must  sometimes  be  gratified,  we  shall  present 
such  verbal  accounts  of  this  locality  as  we  have  been  able  to  procure  in  the 
published  history  of  the  County  of  Kent.     See  other  statements  in  this  work. 

"Crundal  lies  north-eastward  of  Wye  and  has  likewise  been  called  Drom- 
wald.  This  is  a  small  parish,  and  contains  within  it  not  more  than  twenty- 
four  houses.  It  is  an  out-of-the-way  situation,  having  little  or  no  traffic  through 
it,  and  exceedingly  barren.  The  soil  is  a  general  chalk,  covered  with  quantities 
of  flint.  The  county  here  is  very  healthy,  but  exceedingly  cold,  and  has  a 
wild  and  dreary  appearance.  A  great  part  consists  of  open  downs,  most  of 
which  are  uncultivated,  those  on  the  eastern  side  lying  on  the  high  ridges  of 
hills  adjoining  the  Wye  downs.  In  the  middle  of  the  parish  there  is  some 
coppice  wood,  and  still  more  at  the  north-east  boundary  of  it.  There  are  two 
small  streets  or  hamlets,  one  in  the  valley,  called  Danord,  a  corruption  of 
Davenswood-Street,  the  other  eastward  from  it,  on  the  hills  called  Sole-Street, 
which  is  the  principal  one,  where  there  is  a  fair  for  toys  and  pedlary  held 
yearly  on  Whit-Monday.  Close  at  the  end  of  the  former,  in  the  valley,  stands 
the  parsonage,  a  genteel,  habitable  dwelling,  and  on  the  hill,  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  distant,  is  the  church.  P.  Thomasine  Philpot,  a  widow, 
by  will  in  1711,  left  a  yearly  pension  of  ten  shillings  out  of  her  house  and  lands 
at  Sole-Street  in  Crandal,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  forever,  to  be  distributed 
among  them  by  the  church-wardens  on  Christmas  day.  Crandal  is  within 
the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  of  Canterbury.  The  church,  standing  on  an 
elevation,  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary.  Crandal  house  is  a  small  distance  south- 
eastward from  Danord  Street.  The  site  of  Hadloe  manor  is  a  small  distance 
still  further  southward.    The  mansion  has  been  torn  down  'time  out  of  mind.'  " 

In  the  parish  of  Southfield,  County  of  Kent,  at  a  place  called  Sole-Field, 
was  found  a  vessel  of  spherical  form  and  of  strong  red  pottery  of  about  twenty 
gallons  capacity,  in  a  stone  tomb  with  two  leaden  coffins,  and  sarcophagus  with 
two  large  glass  urns. 

Bobbing-Place  in  Milton  Hundred,  County  of  Kent,  is  an  ancient  seat 
of  the  family  of  Sole  (Soule),  and  from  which  they  were  reputed  to  have  derived 
their  name,  "The  Soles  of  Bobbington."  This  estate  was  alienated  in  1692 
by  Thomas  Cooke  of  Favorsham  to  Mr.  Thomas  Sole  of  Milton,  ship-builder. 
He  married  in  1688  Mary  Cockin  of  that  parish  by  whom  he  left  Cocking 
Sole,  Esq.,  a  barrister-at-law  and  recorder  of  Queensborough,  who  made  this 
his  place  of  residence  and  where  he  died  in  1750,  leaving  one  son  and  a  daughter, 
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Catherine,  who  married  1st,  Mr.  Nowell,  and  2d,  John  Constantine  Jennings, 
Esq.  He  was  succeeded  in  this  seat  by  John  Cocking  Sole,  Esq.,  who  kept  his 
shrievalty  at  it  in  1756.

John  Sole  of  Eckington,  County  of  Worcester,  was  mayor  of  that  city,  and 
styled  "Gentleman."  To  him  was  granted  an  honorary  coat  of  arms  which 
was  confirmed  to  his  son,  Robert  Sole  of  London,  by  grant  of  a  crest  by  R. 
Cooke,  Clark,  18th  June,  1591,  described  as  follows: 

Arms — "Per  cross  Gules  and  Ornate  in  the  first  quarter,  a  tower  of  the 
second."

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William  Sole  (1741-1802)  was  born  in  the  Isle  of  Ely  in  1741,  being  the 
eldest  son  of  John  Sole  by  his  wife  Martha,  daughter  of  John  Rayner,  banker, 
of  Ely.  The  family  derived  its  name — perpetuated  in  Sole-Street,  near  Roches- 
ter— from  Soules,  near  St.  Lo  in  Normandy,  and  was  settled  in  East  Kent 
during  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  and  held  the  Manor  of  Soles  in  the  parish  of 
Nonington  in  that  of  Edward  I. 

William  Sole,  grandson  of  John  Sole,  mayor  of  Faversham  in  1444  (who 
raised  a  company  of  pikes  against  Jack  Cade  and  received  the  thanks  of  the 
privy  council),  settled  in  the  Isle  of  Ely  about  1510,  and  was  the  ancestor  of 
the  subject  of  this  notice,  the  botanist.  Joan  Sole,  the  wife  of  another  descend- 
ant, of  Horton,  was  martyred  at  Canterbury  on  31  Jan.,  1556,  and  there  are 
copper  tokens  struck  by  John  Sole  of  Battersea  in  1668. 

William  Sole,  the  botanist,  was  educated  at  King's  School,  Ely,  and  then 
apprenticed  to  a  Dr.  Cory  of  Cambridge.  He  afterwards  accompanied  his 
relative,  Christopher  Austey  the  poet,  to  Bath,  where  he  practiced  as  surgeon. 
On  the  foundation  of  the  Linean  Society,  in  1788,  Sole  was  chosen  one  of  the 
first  associates,  and  carried  on  a  long  correspondence  with  John  Pitchford  of 
Norwich,  the  early  friend  of  Sir  James  Edward  Smith,  on  the  subject  of  mints. 
He  drew  up  a  manuscript  flora  of  Bath  in  1782.  In  1798  he  published  his 
chief  botanical  work,  "  Menthae  Botannicae,"  a  folio  of  fifty-four  pages, 
illustrated  by  twenty-four  copper  plates,  the  critical  accuracy  of  which  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  several  British  mints  still  bear  the  names  assigned 
to  them  by  Mr.  Sole.  He  also  prepared  an  account  of  the  principal  English 
grasses  and  their  agricultural  uses,  with  specimens,  which  he  presented  to  the 
Bath  and  West  of  England  Agricultural  Society  in  1799,  and  the  Society 
presented  him  with  a  silver  tankard.  He  died  unmarried  at  Trim  Street, 
Bath,  Feb.  7,  1802  and  was  buried  at  Bath-Easton.  Sprengel  commemorated 
him  by  the  genus  Solea  now  merged  in  Viola.  A  miniature  of  him  by  Ford  is 
in  the  possession  of  his  grand-nephew,  the  Rev.  A.  Baron  Sole  of  Winchester. 
(From  National  Biography.) 

Edward  Solly  was  born  in  London,  Oct.  11,  1819,  and  studied  chemistry 
in  Berlin.  In  1836,  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  he  published  a  paper  "On  the 
conducting  power  of  iodine,  etc.,  for  electricity,"  (Phil.  Mag.,  viii,  130),  and 
in  1838  he  was  appointed  chemist  to  the  Royal  Asiatic  Society.  In  the  same 
year  he  was  elected  to  the  Society  of  Arts.  He  was  appointed  lecturer  in 
chemistry  at  the  Royal  Institution  in  1841,  where  he  was  associated  with 
Faraday,  and  he  published  numerous  papers  on  the  chemistry  of  plants  and 
on  agriculture.  He  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Royal  Agricultural 
Society  in  1842,  and  published  a  valuable  work  on  Rural  Chemistry  in  1843 
(third  edition  1850).  On  Jan.  19,  1843,  he  was  elected  a  fellow  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  London,  and  in  1845  became  professor  of  chemistry  in  the  Military 
College  of  Addiscombe.  A  syllabus  of  his  lectures  on  chemistry  appeared  in 
1849.  In  1845  and  1846,  as  honorary  professor  to  the  Horticultural  Society 
he  conducted  a  series  of  experiments  respecting  the  alleged  influence  of  elec- 
tricity on  vegetable  growth.     Solly's  last  scientific  paper  appeared  in  1849. 
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From  that  date  he  was  associated  with  the  Gresham  Life  Assurance  Society, 
of  which  he  remained  a  director  until  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  promoters 
of  the  Great  Exhibition  of  1851,  and  acted  as  Juror;  while  from  June  9,  1852  to 
May  4,  1853,  he  was  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Arts. 

Solly  collected  a  large  library,  which  was  particularly  rich  in  eighteenth- 
century  literature;  and  his  wide  genealogical  and  literary  knowledge  was  at 
the  service  of  "Notes  and  Queries,"  the  Biographer,  and  the  Antiquary,  and 
other  periodicals  of  a  similar  character.  In  1879  he  edited  "Hereditary  Titles 
of  Honor"  for  the  Index  Society,  of  which  body  he  was  treasurer.  He  died 
at  his  residence,  Camden  House,  Sytton,  Surrey,  April  2,  1886. 

He  married  Miss  Alice  S.  Wayland,  Sept.  13,  1851,  and  left  five  daughters. 
His  library  was  sold  at  Southebys,  London,  in  November,  1886.  He  presented 
to  the  National  Gallery  an  anonymous  picture  called  "A  Venetian  Painter." 

Obituary  notices  were  published  in  numerous  journals. 

Samuel  Solly,  son  of  Isaac  Solly,  a  Baltic  merchant,  was  born  May  13, 
1805,  in  Jeffrey  Square,  St.  Mary  Axe.  He  was  educated  under  Eleizer  Gogan 
of  Highham  Hill,  Northampton,  where  Disraeli,  Dr.  Hampden,  afterwards 
bishop  of  Hertford,  and  Russell  Gurney,  were  among  his  school-fellows.  He 
was  articled,  somewhat  against  the  wishes  of  his  father,  in  May,  1822,  to 
Benjamin  Travers,  surgeon  to  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  and  he  was  one  of  the 
last  of  the  surgeons  to  a  London  hospital  who  succeeded  to  his  post  by  the 
payment  of  a  large  apprenticeship  fee.  He  was  admitted  a  member  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  May  9,  1828,  and  he  then  went  to 
Paris  to  continue  his  medical  studies.  He  commenced  practice  in  his  father's 
premises  at  St.  Mary  Axe  in  1830,  moving  to  St.  Helens  in  1837,  to  Aston 
Keys  house  on  the  death  of  that  surgeon  in  1840,  and  afterwards  to  Savile 
Row.  From  1833  to  1839,  he  was  lecturer  on  anatomy  and  physiology  in  the 
Medical  School  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital.  He  was  apprenticed  assistant  to 
that  institution  in  1841;  twelve  years  later  he  became  full  surgeon,  and  was 
appointed  lecturer  on  surgery.  He  was  called  upon  to  resign  the  office  of 
surgeon  in  1865,  under  a  new  rule  which  required  those  in  the  medical  profes- 
sion to  retire  at  the  age  of  60.  He  pleaded  that  the  rule  was  not  retrospective, 
and  was  reappointed  till  he  should  have  completed  his  term  of  twenty  years 
as  full  surgeon.  His  health  gave  way,  however,  and  he  resigned  before  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  court  of  examiners  in  1867,  and  held  the 
post  of  Arris  and  Gale  professor  of  human  anatomy  and  surgery  in  1862.  He 
was  president  of  the  Royal  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Society  in  1867-8,  and 
became  a  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  in  1836.  He  died  suddenly  in  Savile 
Row,  Sept.  24,  1871,  and  was  buried  at  Chislehurst,  Kent. 

Dr.  Solly  was  a  skilful  operator,  a  florid  lecturer,  and  a  good  clinical 
teacher;  his  opinion  was  especially  sought  in  cases  of  injury  to  the  head  and 
diseases  of  the  joints.  He  had  a  taste  for  art,  and  was  skilful  in  using  the 
pencil  and  brush;  his  water-color  pictures  more  than  once  adorned  the  walls 
of  the  Royal  Academy.  (See  Graves'  Dictionary  of  Artists,  page  220.)  He 
made  his  own  lecture  illustrations,  many  of  which  were  purchased  by  the 
authorities  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  in  1840.     After  his  death  a  marble  bust 
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was  presented  to  the  St.  Thomas  Hospital,  and  a  Solly  prize  and  medal  in  the 
Medical  School  was  established  from  the  proceeds  of  a  public  subscription 
to  his  memory.  He  was  a  voluminous  contributor  to  the  medical  and  surgical 
journals. 

He  married,  May  22,  1834,  Jane  Barrett,  daughter  of  Rev.  Joseph  Barrett, 
and  by  her  had  seven  sons  and  four  daughters. 

Thomas  Solly,  a  philosophical  writer,  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Solly,  of  Black- 
heath,  Kent,  by  Anne,  sister  of  Benjamin  Travers,  surgeon,  was  born  at 
Walthamstow,  Essex,  Jan.  31,  1816.  He  was  educated  under  Dr.  Morrell  at 
Hove,  Brighton,  the  Grammar  School,  Turnbridge,  and  Caius  College,  Cam- 
bridge, which  he  entered  in  1836,  but,  being  a  Unitarian,  left  without  a  degree. 
On  Nov.  3,  1838,  he  was  admitted  a  student  at  the  Middle  Temple,  where  he 
was  called  to  the  bar  Nov.  19,  1841.  Migrating  to  Germany,  he  was  appointed, 
on  July  6th,  1843,  lecturer  on  English  language  and  literature  in  the  University 
of  Berlin,  where  he  died  June  8,  1875. 

He  was  twice  married;  first,  March  24,  1845,  to  Augusta,  daughter  of 
Hollis  Solly  of  Toft  End  Hall,  Tipton,  Staffordshire;  second,  to  a  German 
lady.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  issue  two  daughters  and  a  son.  By  the  second 
wife,  who  survived  him,  he  had  no  issue. 

Thomas  Solly  was  the  author  of  numerous  works  both  in  English  and 
German,  and  was  the  editor  of  several  standard  works  on  poetry  and  comedy.

[OBERT  SOLE  (SOULE),  Salter  and  citizen  of  London,  was  a  son  of 
John  Sole  of  Eckingham,  County  of  Worcester.  He  may  have  been 
married  twice,  but  no  wife  was  mentioned  in  his  will — which  see. 
His  father  was  a  man  of  repute,  styled  "Gentleman,"  who  was  at 
one  time  Mayor  of  Worcester  and  so  far  as  documentary  evidence  can  be 
depended  upon  the  whole  family  was  of  education  and  prominent  in  civil  life. 
This  Robert  Sole  was  a  man  of  wealth  at  the  time  his  will  was  made.  He 
appreciated  the  advantages  of  education,  sent  his  sons  to  college  and  assisted 
in  establishing  them  in  good  positions  for  life.  A  protracted  and  searching 
inquisition  by  Col.  Charles  E.  Banks,  formerly  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Service  as  Master  Surgeon,  has  disclosed  all  we  know  about  this  family. 
Believing  that  this  was  the  line  of  ancestry  from  which  George  Soule,  the 
Mayflower  pilgrim,  sprang,  great  interest  has  stimulated  unusual  research 
for  genealogical  connections;  but  the  loss  of  the  early  parish  records  by  fire 
has  broken  connections  and  the  desired  proof  is  wanting.  The  following  will 
reveal  all  that  is  known  concerning  the  family.  There  were  five  sons  and 
probably  three  daughters  as  indicated  in  the  documents  discovered.

While  searching  English  records  the  author  discovered  this  early  will.  See 
the  deductions  of  Col.  C.  E.  Banks  concerning  this  document. 

All  of  his  children  except  his  son  Myles  having  been  fully  advanced  of  their 
share  of  his  goods  in  manner  as  set  out,  they  were  desired  to  be  therewith 
content.  To  son  Myles  he  leaves  certain  messuages  in  Breadstreets  and 
Knightryd  Streets,  commonly  called  Trinitie  Lane,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mildred 
in  Breadstreet.  To  George  his  son,  ten  pounds.  To  Walter,  a  portion  of 
his  homestead  stuff.  Bequests  also  to  Jane  Christoft  and  Mary  Ayre,  his 
daughters,  and  others.  Solemnly  charges  William  his  son  to  be  content  with 
the  liberal  portion  and  gift  of  the  parsonage  of  Great  Massingham,  County 
Norfolk,  with  which  the  said  William  has  been  advanced,  and  to  suffer  Myles 
his  son  to  enjoy  the  lands  and  tenements  divided.  Guardians  appointed  for 
Thomas.  His  sons  Geroge  and  Walter  and  his  daughters  Jane  and  Mary  and 
their  respective  husbands,  to  forfeit  all  benefits  under  his  will  if  they  attempt 
to  bring  suit  directly  or  indirectly  affecting  the  interest  of  Myles.  To  Keepers 
and  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of  the  Art  or  Mystery  of  Salters  certain  ten- 
ements, etc.,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  without  Creplegate,  and  certain  others 
formerly  known  by  name  of  "bolts  and  Toune,"  situated  in  Tridaiestreet,  in 
the  parish  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  in  Watling  Street,  as  well  as  other  tene- 
ments, rents,  etc.,  formerly  bequeathed  or  assigned  to  superstitious  uses,  to 
have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  them  and  their  successors  to  their  own  proper 
use  and  behoof  forever.     July   18,   1593. 
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1.  George  Sole  (1),  probably  eldest  son  of  Robert  (1),  was  mentioned  in 
his  father's  will,  1591.  The  father  had  purchased  for  him  a  "Great  House" 
or  Inn  situated  in  Evesham,  Worcestershire,  and  bought  him  the  lease  thereof 
at  a  cost  of  200  marks.  He  was  left  also  £10  payable  in  yearly  installments. 
Diligent  search  has  failed  to  find  any  further  account  of  this  man.  Whether 
he  married  and  left  issue  is  not  known,  but  he  may  have  been  the  father  of 
George  Soule,  the  common  ancestor  of  the  old  Plymouth  stock. 

2.  Thomas  Sole  (1),  may  have  been  the  second  son  of  Robert  (1).  He 
was  under  age  when  his  father  made  his  will.  His  father  leaves  him  specified 
household  goods  and  puts  him  under  guardianship  of  his  brothers  Myles  and 
Walter.     This  son  was  probably  "non  compos  mentis." 

3.  Walter  Sole  (1),  third  son  of  Robert  (1),  to  whom  in  his  will  of  1591 
his  father  bequeathed  certain  household  goods.  Nothing  more  is  known  of 
this  Walter. 

4.  William  Sole  (1),  fourth  son  of  Robert  (1),  who  accoding  to  his  will 
had  already  bought  for  him  the  parsonage  of  Great  Missingham,  Norfolk. 
The  father  mentions  his  wife  and  children,  but  not  by  name.  Search  has 
revealed  that  Rev.  William  Sole,  son  of  Robert  Sole  of  London,  salter,  entered 
as  segar  in  Clare  College,  Cambridge,  Lent  term,  1557-8.  Graduated  A.B., 
1561-2.  Degree  of  A.M.  (Fellow  of  Queen's  College)  1565.  He  purchased 
the  advowson  of  Great  Massingham,  Norfolk,  1573,  and  compounded  the 
same  year  for  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  with  his  father  Robert  Sole  as  surety. 
He  became  rector  of  Great  Massingham;  married  Alice  Rothwell,  1573,  and 
had  issue  Robert,  Jane  and  Elizabeth.  This  Robert  Sole  may  have  been  the 
one  matriculated  as  pensioner  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  in  1615. 
The  Great  Massingham  registers  contain  the  marriage  of  William  Sole  and 
Alice  Rothwell,  Nov.  30,  1573.  These  registers  also  have  the  following  mar- 
riages: Robert  Jenner  and  Jane  Sole,  20  Nov.,  1600;  Thomas  Scott  and  Eliza- 
beth Sole,  12  Oct.,  1609 — daughters  of  William  Sole.  These  marriages  show 
that  the  Reverend  was  living  in  the  parish  as  late  as  1609.  The  following  will 
prove  of  interest:

To  Robert  Sole  his  son,  he  gave  his  lands,  etc.,  after  the  death  of  his  wife. 
"  My  sonne  shall  not  molest  his  mother  any  manner  of  way." 

To  my  children,  Robert  Sole,  Jane  Crener,  Elizabeth  Brassington,  Lucy 
Dawson;  grandchild  named  Scott.     Wife  Alice,  executor. 

Norfolk,  Massingham  Magna.  "  Wilmus  Soole  clicus  comport  pro  primicus 
pred  extenden  ad  XXXIII  li  VI  s  VI I J  De  cimaende  Lxvi  s  viijd." 

Obligation  idem-Willmus,  Robtus  Soole  pockie  Ste  Mildrede  in  Bredstreet

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The  children  of  Robert  Sole,  son  of  the  Rev.  William,  have  not  been  looked 
for  and  there  may  be  descendants  still  living. 

5.  Jane  Sole  (1),  daughter  of  Robert  (1),  was  married  to  George  Critoft 
and  had  a  daughter,  Mary  Critoft.     These  mentioned  in  her  father's  will,  1591. 

She  was  chosen  executrix  of  the  will  of  her  brother,  Myles  Sole,  on  June 
7,  1612. 

6.  Mary  Sole  (1),  a  daughter  of  Robert  (1),  was  married  to  Thomas  Aire 
and  mentioned  in  the  will  of  her  father,  1691. 

7.  Myles  Sole  (1),  probably  youngest  son  of  Robert  (1),  was  mentioned 
in  the  will  of  his  father  in  1591  and  especial  provisions  made  for  his  mainte- 
nance and  protection.  He  was  given  certain  tenements  in  Bread  Street  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Mildred  and  in  Knightbride  Street  (sometime  called  Trinity 
Lane).  Miles  Soule  matriculated  as  pensioner  at  Queen's  College,  Cambridge, 
Michaelmas  Term,  1567,  and  was  doubtless  the  son  of  the  "Salter."  He  was 
a  resident  of  London.     He  was  not  married.     See  copy  of  his  will  subjoined.

Note  on  Critoft. — Robert  Sole's  daughter  was  the  wife  of  George  Critoft.  The 
name  was  very  rare  and  this  abstract  may  relate  to  the  same  family.  Robert  Critoft 
of  Glanford,  Norfolk,  vs.  Anne  Brigge.  The  orator  has  "for  many  years  last  past" 
been  seized  of  the  fee  of  30  acres  in  Glandford,  as  also  his  ancestors  from  time  immemo- 
rial, and  is  now  deprived  of  the  use  of  them  by  the  acts  of  deforcements. 

Note. — The  will  of  Robert  Sole  associated  with  the  following  items  shows  that  John 
Chandler  had  married  first  a  daughter  of  this  head  of  the  London  family.  She  had 
doubtless  died  leaving  children,  and  he  was  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  13  Jan., 
1581-2,  then  of  St.  Margaret  Moyse,  to  marry  Jane  Gitton,  spinster,  of  St.  Mildred, 
Ponetry.  John  Chandler,  Salter,  was  buried  at  St.  Mildred's  in  Bread  Street  in  the 
quere  (choir?)  March  25,  1585,  consequently  did  not  survive  long  after  his  second  mar- 
riage. The  names  and  baptisms  of  three  children  of  John  Chandler  and  the  Sole  mother 
are  given  below. 

1572 — October  12,  Robert,  son  of  John  Chandler,  Salter,  bapt. 

1575 — November  16,  John,  son  of  John  Chandler,  Salter,  bapt. 

1576 — February  26,  Martha,  daughter  of  John  Chandler,  bapt. 

Note— By  C.  E.  Banks.  As  both  Robert  Sole  (1592)  and  Giles  Sole  (1603)  ten 
years  later  refer  to  cousins  (i.e.  nephews),  John  Ireland  and  James  Ireland,  I  infer  that 
Robert  Sole  and  Giles  Sole  were  brothers  and  that  their  sister  had  been  married  to  an 
Ireland.  If  this  surmise  be  correct  the  odd  name  of  Giles  should  be  a  deterniining 
factor  in  locating  Robert  as  his  brother.  Following  are  abstracts  of  the  will  of  John 
Ireland:  He  was  also  a  Salter  and  lived  in  London,  parish  of  St.  Mildred,  Bread  Street.

And  I  leave  the  disposition  of  my  bodie  for  the 
burial  thereof  unto  executor  hereafter  named  desyring  her  yf  it  may  conven- 
iently be  done  that  it  may  be  buroed  in  the  p'ish  (Parish)  church  of  St.  Stephen 
in  Coleman  Street,  London  wherin  I  have  long  remayned.  For  the  disposi- 
tion of  that  small  portion  of  worldly  goods  wherewith  God  hath  blessed  me 
my  will  and  minde  is  that  they  shall  be  appraised  and  sauld  by  my  executrix 
for  the  payments  as  far  as  they  will  extend,  and  yf  anything  thereof  shall 
remayne  after  my  debts  are  paid  and  funeralls  discharged  I  will  the  same  shall 
be  and  remayne  with  my  said  executrix,  to  her  own  use.  And  I  do  hereby 
nominate  and  appoint  my  loving  sister,  Jane  Cretofte  my  sole  and  only  exec- 
utrix of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  and  seale  this  seventh  daie  of  June  in  Anno  dom  1612.

The  will  is  dated  1585  and  hence  Myles  Sole  was  born  before  1564  to  be  21 
and  act  in  a  legal  capacity.

He  was  for  some  time  a 
student  in  the  sacred  faculty  among  those  of  his  order  in  Oxon;  took  one  if 
not  both  the  degrees  in  the  said  faculty  in  this  university  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  VII.,  being  then  a  very  famous  preacher,  and  not  only  followed  by 
the  secular  priests,  but  by  many  of  the  religious  orders.  He  was  a  great 
admirer  and  preacher  up  of  the  doctrines  of  St.  Paul,  and  endeavored  to  his 
utmost  to  frame  his  life  according  to  it,  and  to  make  others  do  the  like,  and 
therefore  much  liked  and  honored  and  valued  by  Dr.  John  Colet,  the  learned 
and  religious  dean  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  He  hath  written,  according  to 
Baleus,  these  things:  "Sermons  ex  D.  Paulo"  and  "  Divesiones  Themaum." 
A  Course  of  Sermons  for  the  Year,  besides  other  matter  relating  to  Divinity. 
He  departed  this  mortal  life  in  1508,  which  was  the  last  year  of  Henry  VII., 
and  was  buried  in  the  Carmes,  commonly  called  the  "White  Friars,"  in  their 
convent  near  Fleet  Street,  in  the  suburb  of  London,  leaving  then  the  character 
behind  him  of  a  most  pious  and  religious  father.

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heir  of  the  first-mentioned  Humphrey  Conysby  made  entry  into  the  premises; 
whereupon  your  orator  was  driven  to  complain  before  the  Commissioners  of 
the  late  King  Philip  and  Queen  Mary  in  the  Marche  of  Wales,  who  decided 
in  favor  of  your  orator;  but  Humphrey  Conysby  conspired  to  defeat  the  decree 
and  by  fine  sold  it  to  William  Acton  who  in  turn  leased  it  back  to  said  Hum- 
phrey, to  the  utter  undoing  of  your  said  orator  his  wyfe  and  children  being  in 
number  nyne  and  all  of  young  and  tender  years.  Conysby  then  leased  the 
premises  to  your  orator  for  21  years,  but  dying  soon  after,  his  widow  married 
one  John  Hybbot  and  they  have  entered  a  large  part  of  the  premises  "nyo- 
toriously"  and  deprived  your  orator  "a  very  poore  man"  of  his  only  means  of 
support  of  himself  and  family. 

Chancery  Proceedings,  17th  Nov.,  1624.  George  Sole  the  elder  of  Flitwick, 
Bedfordshire,  yeoman,  vs.  Richard  Smith  and  Hugh  Barfoot.  Plaintiff  recites 
that  about  the  20th  of  Elizabeth  (1598)  he  bought  of  John  Sole,  late  of  Tud- 
dington,  deceased,  warrener,  brother  of  your  orator,  one  messuage  commonly 
called  Sette,  by  one  indenture  bearing  date  1st  December,  1598;  that  the 
premises  were  delivered  to  and  have  been  occupied  by  him  situated  in  the 
parish  of  Harteingsfordbury  in  the  County  of  Hertford;  that  your  orator  ever 
since  hath  taken  the  rents;  yet  one  Richard  Smith  of  St.  Peters  in  St.  Albans 
and  one  Hugh  Barfoot  of  Stecher,  County  Cambridge,  warrener,  being  two 
of  the  witnesses  to  the  above-named  deed,  have  lately  given  out  that  there  was 
no  livery  nor  seizin  given  your  orator  by  the  heirs  of  the  said  John  Sole,  they 
the  said  Smith  and  Barfoot  well  knowing  that  Robert  one  other  of  the  witnesses 
to  the  same  is  dead,  and  being  also  informed  that  your  orator  (being  very  aged 
and  much  decayed  in  his  strength)  does  not  now  remember  the  names  of  those 
present  on  the  occasion,  have  combined  to  prejudice  your  orator  in  his  estate. 

The  defendants  admit  all  the  allegations  of  the  plaintiffs,  admit  that  they 
were  present  and  saw  livery  and  seizin  by  John  Sole  to  the  plaintiff  and  that 
Robert  Sole  was  also  present.  They  deny  combination  to  deprive  plaintiff 
of  his  messuage.  (This  was  a  friendly  suit  to  establish  a  title  to  property  and 
typical  of  many  others.)

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Maney;  that  he  received  from  their  servants  divers  barrells  of  beer  for  which  he 
paid  at  various  times  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  shillings  a  barrell  by  reason  of 
which  excessive  rates  the  said  brewers  greatly  profited  but  to  the  great  decay 
and  impoverishment  of  your  orator;  that  the  casks  leaked,  that  the  beer  was 
unwholesome;  that  the  brewers  refused  to  receive  them  back  or  to  make  rebate 
for  the  same;  that  he  became  bounden  to  them  in  a  bond  of  £24  to  secure 
delivery  of  beer;  that  his  wife  Joan  gave  as  further  security  a  bond  of  one 
Henry  Porser  of  Cheapstowe,  Monmouthshire,  and  of  Richard  Gardner  and 
John  Gregg;  that  by  reason  of  "wants,  waste  and  badness  of  the  said  beere" 
your  orator  has  become  bankrupt  and  all  his  creditors  except  Maney  and 
Poole,  have  agreed  to  give  him  five  years  to  redeem  his  indebtedness;  the  said 
Maney  and  Poole  threaten  to  sue  him  unless  he  pays  up  immediately  but  refuse 
to  give  him  any  satisfaction  as  to  the  amount  of  money  he  has  already  paid 
them. 

The  defandants  charge  that  the  fault  was  his  own,  that  the  beere  remained 
undrawn  and  was  spoiled;  that  he  has  confessed  his  indebtedness  to  them  and 
the  acts  of  others  are  immaterial.

Notes  by  C.  E.  Banks. — George  Soule  was  born  about  1552  and  had  known  the 
Park  since  1579  when  he  was  27  years  old.  This  is  the  second  George  Soule  I  have 
come  across  in  all  the  years  of  searching,  and  may  provide  a  basis  for  successful  investi- 
gation. If  the  Bishop's  Transcripts  for  Bedfordshire  are  available,  I  may  get  at  his 
family.  The  wills,  of  course,  are  extant  for  that  county  and  I  shall  try  for  his,  if  he 
left  any. 

Fhtwick,  Bedfordshire,  is  three  miles  south  of  Ampthill  and  ten  miles  south  from 
Bedford.     The  register  dates  from  1661,  too  late  for  our  purpose. 

N.  B, — It  should  be  understood  that  some  of  the  published  notes  by  C.  E.  Banks 
were  found  and  forwarded  soon  after  his  search  began.  Later,  as  will  appear,  he  dis- 
covered many  more  records. 
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Attention  is  called  to  the  following  negative  but  significant  facts: 

I.  Of  the  "three  servants"  brought  over  by  Governor  Winslow 

George  Soule 
Elias  Story- 
Ellen  More 

Neither  of  their   names  appear  in  any  Leyden   records,   so   far  discovered 
and  examined. 

II.  It  is  known  that  nearly  half  of  the  Mayflower  passengers  embarked 
at  Southampton,  from  London  and  vicinity. 

III.  Richard  More,  brother  of  Ellen  More,  was  one  of  these  London 
passengers,  as  he  testified  in  an  affidavit  that  he  lived  at  the  house  of  Thomas 
Weston  in  London.     He  was  Brewster's  servant  or  apprentice. 

IV.  "The  inference  is  clear  that  Soule  and  Story  were  likewise  of  this 
London  contingent,  as  was  Ellen  More  and  other  members  of  Winslow's 
household.  It  strengthens  the  theory  that  George  Soule  was  connected  with 
the  family  of  Robert  Sole  of  London  and  Worcester — the  latter  being  the  native 
county  of  Winslow." — C.  E.  Banks.

In  order  that  you  may  see  one  phase  of  this  Soule  search,  let  me  say  that 
while  George  was  not  a  common  baptismal  name  in  1600,  I  have  found  four 
(4)  of  that  name,  1574-1636,  within  a  radius  of  five  (5)  miles  of  Ashford, 
Kent,  a  region  that  sent  many  emigrants  to  America.  Many  came  from  Ash- 
ford itself.     These  four  Georges  were: 

1.  Of  Bethersden,  baptized  1579. 

2.  Of  Westwell,  will  1587. 

3.  Of  Hothfield,  baptized     1608. 

4.  Of  Sevington,  married     1636. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  No.  3  is  the  same  as  No.  4.  No.  7  was  son  of  Chris- 
topher and  he  was  witness  to  the  will  of  No.  2,  probably  his  brother.  Evidently 
they  were  closely  related  and  George  was  a  common  name  in  the  several 
branches.  No.  3  was  the  son  of  Godfrey  whose  will  of  1625  I  have,  but  he 
does  not  mention  a  son  George — left  everything  to  his  wife,  a  second  wife, 
probably. 
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There  were  Soules  in  nearly  every  county  of  England  in  1600,  and  this 
being  so  it  becomes  necessary  to  consider  the  most  likely  source  of  origin  of 
the  Mayflower  passengers.  We  know  that  35  had  lived  in  Leyden  and  the 
other  67  were  of  the  party  that  started  from  London  in  the  Mayflower  itself, 
where  they  were  joined  by  those  of  Leyden  in  the  Speedwell.  Each  case  must 
be  taken  by  itself  in  connection  with  its  associates. 

There  is  the  complication  of  Soleys  and  Solleys  living  in  the  same  counties — 
Worcestershire,  for  example,  and  there  were  Soleys  and  Soles  in  Kent  in  1600. —

Abstracts  can  be  obtained. 
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During  my  search  I  learned  of  this  venerable  prelate  as  dwelling  at  Guada- 
loupe,  France,  and  immediately  opened  correspondence  with  persons  most 
likely  to  supply  particulars  concerning  his  life  and  character;  but  this  attempt 
was  interrupted  by  the  World  War  and  the  investigation  discontinued  for  the 
time-being.  Since  resuming  my  work  on  the  genealogy  of  the  Soule-Soule 
family  I  have  taken  up  the  subject  and  by  persistent  effort  and  the  mastery  of 
many  obstacles  resulting  from  the  difficulties  of  translation,  have  procured 
much  of  especial  interest,  as  will  appear  in  the  biographical  sketch  prepared 
for  this  publication.  To  obtain  the  information  required  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  employ  diplomacy;  consequently  the  consular  system  between  the 
United  States  and  France  was  brought  into  requisition.  Letters  of  inquiry 
embracing  the  knowledge  desired  were  forwarded  to  Washington  and  through 
the  French  Embassy  to  the  Ambassador,  France;  and  with  his  endorsement 
passed  on  to  the  Archbishop  of  Paris;  and  through  his  good  offices  and  the 
activity  of  his  archivist  the  data  was  brought  to  hand.  With  the  well-com- 
posed letter  received  was  enclosed  a  printing  of  the  Bishop's  especial  coat- 
of-arms. 

Since  the  above  was  written  a  portrait  of  Cardinal  Soule  has  been  received 
as  well  as  copies  from  the  baptisms  of  his  sisters  and  names  of  his  parents. 
See  forward. 


CLEMENT-DOMINICK  SOULE1  was  the  son  of  Sir  Francis  and  Lady 
Jeanne-Felixine  Soule1,  and  was  baptized  in  the  parish  of  Saint  Nicholas, 
Cape  Breton,  France,  10th  Jan.,  1827.  His  godfather  and  godmother 
were  Dominique  Soule1  and  Lady  Maria  Jourdain.  J.  Alva,  priest.  He 
studied  at  the  Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice,  at  Paris;  became  honorary  canon, 
titular  canon,  then  dean  of  the  cathedral  of  Aire;  chosen  archbishop  of  the 
Reunion  (St.  Denis),  Dec.  12,  1876;  was  consecrated  at  Aire,  Feb.  24,  1877; 
dismissed,  Nov.  30,  1880;  became  canon  bishop  of  St.  Denis  (near  Paris); 
named  apostolic  administrator  of  Guadaloupe  Mar.  21,  1892;  was  elected 
titular  archbishop  of  Leontopolis,  March  21,  1895.  Residence  at  Guadaloupe 
from  June  8,  1893  to  July,  1895,  and  from  Feb.  7  to  Aug.  1,  1896.  Dismissed 
in  Oct.,  1898.  He  died  at  Cape  Breton,  Apr.  21,  1919,  aged  92  years.  He 
passed  away  at  the  religious  seminary  of  the  diocese  of  Aire  and  Dax. 

He  was  said  to  have  been  a  most  beautiful  old  gentleman  under  white 
locks  and  it  was  hoped  that  a  portrait  of  him  when  venerable  in  years  could 
have  been  procured,  but  the  one  subjoined  was  all  that  could  be  found.  He 
was  a  most  profound  scholar  and  devoted  prelate  whose  amiable  and  holy 
example  won  to  him  a  multitude  of  warm  friends.

BISHOP  CLEMENT  SOULE 
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I  have  recently  been  informed  that  this  prelate  had  been  elevated  to  a 
cardinal  and  that  he  wore  the  "Cardinal's  cap"  when  his  portrait  was  taken. 
It  has  also  been  learned  that  he  represented  a  very  distinguished  titled  family 
in  France. 

Captain  Jnjm  SLavtU,  §riiisjj  IJabg, 

John  Soule  was,  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1692,  appointed  lieutenant 
of  the  Mary  Galley,  a  frigate  of  34  guns,  which  in  the  ensuing  spring  was  sent 
to  Portugal  to  convoy  thither  the  outward-bound  fleet.  On  his  return  from 
this  service  he  was  appointed  first  lieutenant  of  the  Britannia;  and  from  that 
station  promoted,  on  the  19  October,  1694,  to  be  commander  of  the  Firebrand 
fireship.  Early  in  the  following  year  he  was  sent  to  the  West  Indies  under 
the  command  of  Commodore  Wilmot,  who  advanced  him,  soon  after  his  arrival 
there,  to  the  command  of  the  Winchester,  a  fourth  rate  of  60  guns.  The 
several  events  which  took  place  during  this  very  unfortunate  expedition,  have 
been  already  recapitulated  in  the  life  of  the  Commodore.  The  squadron  was, 
on  its  return  to  England,  after  its  failure,  in  a  wretched  state  of  equipment, 
which  was  rendered  more  distressing  and  serious  by  a  dreadful  reduction  in 
the  crews  of  the  different  ships,  occasioned  by  a  disease  incidental  to  that 
climate,  which  at  that  time  raged  with  a  violence  little  less  than  a  plague. 

In  this  wretched  and  distressed  state  they  were  overtaken  by  a  storm  not 
many  days  after  they  had  quitted  Jamaica.  The  Winchester  was  lost  off  Cape 
Florida;  and  Captain  Soule,  in  consequence  of  the  bodily  fatigue  and  mental 
vexation  he  had  undergone,  died  in  a  few  days  afterwards,  on  the  1st  Oct.,  1695. 
Colonel  Lillingston  has  been  pleased  to  be  exceedingly  sarcastic  in  his  account 
of  the  loss  of  this  ship,  and  darkly  to  insinuate,  it  was  not  entirely  owing 
either  to  accident  or  the  intemperance  of  the  weather;  but  it  is  extremely 
illiberal  to  aggravate  misfortune  by  attributing  to  it  a  wrong  cause;  and  the 
gross  absurdity  of  the  imputation  is  a  sufficient  refutation  of  the  calumny. 

Remarks  on  Attached  Extract  from  "Biographia  Navalis." 

John  Soule  was  Lieutenant  of  Mary  Galley  (Captain  Richard  Griffiths) 
and  returned  from  Newfoundland  in  the  autumn  of  1692. 

The  Mary  Galley  was  back  again  at  Portsmouth  from  her  Lisbon  convoy 
duties  by  July,  1693. 

Soule  was  then  appointed  1st  Lieutenant  of  Dartmouth,  Captain  Roger 
Vaughan  (not  of  Britannia,  which  was  flagship  of  the  Grand  Fleet).  The 
Dartmouth  was  employed  in  the  North  Sea,  and  convoyed  troops  to  Holland. 

In  the  Firebrand,  Soule  accompanied  Wilmot  to  the  West  Indies,  where, 
as  stated  by  Charnock,  he  was  advanced  to  the  command  of  the  Winchester. 

Note. — After  learning  of  the  wreck  on  the  Florida  Shoals  I  opened  correspondence 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  Office  and  this  official  kindly  replied  as  follows: 
"The  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  Office  presents  his  compliments,  and  begs  to  enclose 
a  note  of  all  the  information  in  the  Department  relating  to  Captain  John  Soule.  The 
Admiralty  records  are,  however,  in  the  custody  of  the  Public  Record  Office,  Chancery 
Lane,  W.  C.  I.,  and  are  there  open  to  the  public  for  purposes  of  research."  Correspond- 
ence was  also  opened  with  the  Greenwich  Naval  College  from  which  very  courteous 
letters  were  received. — Author. 
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Letter  from  Captain  Soule  of  their  Majesties'  Bomb-Vessel  Angel. 

Spithead,  21  June,   1694. 

"I  sailed  from  Spithead  on  the  8th  with  a  Dutch  man-of-war  bound  for 
the  fleet,  which  we  joined  on  the  11th;  on  the  night  of  the  12th  I  lost  sight  of 
them  in  a  gale,  and  made  for  Plymouth,  from  which  I  sailed  on  the  19th  with 
the  Lisbon  and  Port  convoy  and  have  now  returned  to  Spithead  to  refit." 

Letter  from  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  dated  4  June,  1694,  to  Edward 
Owen  and  John  Soule  commanding  the  bomb-vessels  Society  and  Angel  to 
join  the  Dutch  man-of-war  left  at  Spithead  to  convoy  the  Dutch  victualers 
to  the  fleet  under  Admiral  Russell. 

On  April  2,  1693,  William  and  Mary  issued  passes  to  John  Soull  to  go 
to  Gravesend  and  Denmark.

The  Chateau  De  Soules. 

HAVE  said  before,  speaking  of  the  Chateau  de  Saint  Lo,  that  the 
fief  of  Soule  was  a  dependency  of  this  chateau  (castle).  I  would 
not  again  speak  of  it  here,  if  I  had  not  found  that  his  dependence 
did  not  last  long,  and  that  a  Seigneur  de  Soule  was  at  the  Con- 
quest, which  is  proved  by  authority  of  a  chronicle  of  Normandy  and  of  Gabriel 
du  Moulin,  but  especially  by  the  chronicle  of  Wasce. 

"After  the  Conquest  I  find  again  neither  this  Seigneur  nor  his  children. 
I  find  only  that  the  land  of  Soule  was  given  to  the  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral 
of  Coutances  for  1238.  Hugue  de  Morville,  then  bishop,  ceded  it  to  the  King 
St.  Louis,  in  order  to  be  freed  from  the  military  service  which  he  owed  to  some 
royal  castle. 

There  must  have  been  a  great  change  in  the  tenure  of  this  fief,  for  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  II.  (Plantagenet)  William  de  Soule  owed  the  King  the  service 
of  a  Knight  and  in  the  county  (Earldom)  of  Mortain,  the  service  of  two  Knights. 
Thirty  years  later  when  Philip  Augustus  caused  the  status  of  the  fiefs  of 
Normandy  to  be  compiled,  the  same  land  owed  the  service  of  a  Knight  for  the 
bishop  of  Coutances. 

"I  have  not  found  for  Soule  the  site  of  a  chateau.  It  is  possible  that  he 
never  had  one.  In  the  uncertainty,  I  have  thought  I  ought  to  mark  this 
place  as  an  object  of  further  research." 


SOULE  (Sabola,  Selensis  pagas).  Ancient  country  of  France,  comprised 
in  French  Navarre  or  Basse  Navarre,  it  Was  formed  by  a  natural  region  con- 
stituted by  the  valley  of  Saison  and  the  Gave  de  Mauleon,  an  affluent  of  Gave 
d'Oloron.  In  ancient  times  this  region  seems  to  have  been  occupied  by  one 
Norempupulane,  the  Sibyallates  mentioned  by  Pliny.  In  the  tenth  century 
Soule  was  bounded  by  Pagus  Oloron  on  the  east,  Pagas  Dax  on  the  north  and 
Labourd  on  the  west.  It  the  middle  ages  it  was  hemmed  in  between  Bearne 
on  the  east  and  north,  Ostabaret  on  the  west,  Navarre  and  Aragon  on  the 
south.  From  the  point  of  view  of  feudal  history  Soule  formed  a  fief  of  the 
duchy  of  Gascony.  The  lords  of  Soule  recognized  the  sovereignty  of  the  King 
of  France  in  1306.  Soule  was  again  annexed  to  the  earldom  of  Foix  about 
1340  and  ceded  to  England  by  the  treaty  of  Bretigny  in  1360  and  reconquered 
by  the  King  of  France  in  1451.  The  administrative  sub-divisions  of  Soule 
were  called  Vies  and  Deguesie.     Soule  had  for  its  Mauleon  and  comprised  the 

Coutances. — This  is  a  town  in  France,  in  Maunche  at  the  confluence  of  the  Soulle 
and  Balsard  streams,  seven  miles  from  the  English  Channel.  The  present  population 
8,008.  The  hamlet  stands  on  a  hill-slope  surrounded  by  an  old  wall;  a  very  ancient 
town,  and  had  a  bishop  in  430  A.D.  Its  cathedral  was  built  about  1056,  ten  years 
before  the  Norman  conquest,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country.  There  is  a  bishop's 
palace,  prefecture,  commercial  college,  public  library,  theatre  and  many  manufactories. 
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actual  cantons  of  Mauleon  and  Tardets  and  a  part  of  the  cantons  of  St-Palais 
in  the  department  of  the  Basses-Pyrenees. 

SOULE  (La)  country,  arrondissement  of  Mauleon.  It  comprised  the 
cantons  of  Mauleon  and  Tardet  entire  and  the  communes  of  Arcone,  Demezain- 
Berrante,  Etcharry,  Gestas,  Ithorots,  Olhaiby,  Lohitzum,  Lohitzum-Oyhercy, 
Osserain-Rivareyle  and  Pagolle  of  the  canton  of  St.  Palais  Sibyllates-Vallis 
Sabola  Fredegaire  Soule  X.  8.  (chapter  of  Navarre,  map  of  Bigorre),  Viscountry 
of  Soule  1005  (Chapter  on  Bayonne).  The  country  of  Soule,  1480.  The 
inhabitants  of  Soule  were  placed  in  the  extremity  of  Reaume,  surrounded 
and  enclosed  between  the  Kingdoms  of  Navarre  and  Arragon  and  the  country 
of  Bearne  and  all  of  the  said  country  and  Viscounty  of  Soule  in  that  ancient 
state. 

SOULI,  a  city  of  the  province  of  Janina,  nine  kilometers  south-west  of 
Derritziana.  It  is  a  plateau  raised  above  the  Macropotamus  (Acheron),  at 
the  surface  of  which  the  Albanians  constructed  at  the  opening  of  1660,  a  certain 
number  of  villages  and  forts.  The  principal  Souli,  generally  called  Kake-Souli, 
was  the  capital  of  this  community.

JEROME  SOULES  was  born  at  Lectoure,  France,  1760.  He  volunteered  in 
the  regiment  of  Hairiant  in  1776;  was  commandant  of  the  Consular  Guard  at 
Marengo  where  for  his  bravery  he  merited  a  sword  of  honor.  He  took  part 
as  a  general  of  brigade  in  the  battles  of  Jena,  of  Eylau,  of  Friedland,  etc.  He 
was  commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  1804;  chevalier  in  1806  of  the  noble 
order  of  military  merit  of  Bavaria;  was  named  Senator  in  1807;  created  Count 
of  the  Empire  in  1808,  and  made  General  of  division  August  15,  1809. 

By  an  order  of  July  4,  1814,  Louis  XVIII.  named  General  Soules  a  peer  of 
France,  chevalier  of  St.  Louis,  and  the  29th  of  July  following,  lieutenant- 
general  of  the  Kingdom.  The  title  of  hereditary  Count  was  confirmed  in 
1817.  He  died  without  issue  Oct.  3, 1833,  and  his  body  rests  in  the  cemetery 
of  Pere-la-Chaise.     His  name  was  inscribed  on  the  Arch  de  Triomphe. 

His  nephew,  ward  and  godson,  Hector  Soules,  son  of  John  Soules  his  brother, 
and  of  his  wife  Miss  Dolin  du  Fresnel,  married  Laura  Patit  Huguenin,  res- 
idence chateau  de  la  Page  (Seine  and  Marne),  whose  only  son,  Ludovic  Soules, 
married  in  May,  1888,  Jane  Millon  of  Montheriant.  Residence,  Paris.  Of 
this  union  were  born,  June,  1889,  James  Soules  and  Peter  Soules,  twins. 

The  Soules  quartered  the  primitive  arms  of  their  family,  sable,  three  suns 
ornate,  with  those  granted  by  the  Emperor  to  General-Count  Soules,  ornate, 
charged  with  two  swords  in  saltire  sable,  accompanied  by  four  stars  gule. 
See  Heraldry  of  the  Soules. 

"—Major,  Oct.  30,  1794;  chief  of  batallion,  Dec.  29,  1794;  chief  of  brigade, 

"Soule. " — A  ball  game  played  in  Brittany.  The  soule  is  a  large  leather  ball  which 
the  players,  divided  into  two  camps,  dispute  with  each  other;  each  camp  represents  a 
parish,  and  the  one  who  carries  the  ball  over  the  territory  of  the  other  parish  is  the 
winner.  This  game,  very  popular  in  Morbihan,  has  frequently  given  place  to  brutal 
scenes,  by  reason  of  the  rivalry  between  two  villages." 


GENERAL  JEROME   SOULES 


HON.  PIERRE  SOULE 
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Dec.  5,  1802;  General  of  brigade,  Oct.  17,  1804;  Senator  of  Empire,  Aug. 
9,  1807;  General  of  division,  Aug.  15,  1809;  peer  of  France,  July  4,  1814; 
Chevalier  of  St.  Louis,  born  at  Lectoure  (Gironde),  Aug.  24,  1760,  died  at 
Paris  Oct.  3,  1833.  He  married  in  1796  Angelique-Nathalie-Alexandrine- 
Josephe  Denton,  who  died  at  Paris,  Aug.  15,  1853,  without  issue. 

"This  Count  of  the  Empire  had  a  brother,  John  Soules,  officer  and  captain 
of  the  place  (1813),  born  at  Lectoure  in  1775,  married  Miss  Dolin  du  Fresnel 
whose  descendants  are  represented  in  our  day." 

FELIX  SOULES,  sculptor,  born  at  Eause  (Gers)  in  1857.  Was  formerly 
a  student  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  of  Toulouse.  He  continued  his  studies 
at  Paris  at  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  under  the  direction  of  Jouffrey  and  Fal- 
giere.  He  obtained  in  1887  a  second  prize  of  Rome  at  the  Salon  of  1889,  a 
second  medal  and  purse  for  traveling  which  permitted  him  to  visit  Spain, 
Italy,  and  Algiers.  About  1892  he  obtained  the  first  medal  of  the  Salon  with 
the  Bachante,  with  the  goat,  which  is  found  at  the  Museum  of  Bordeaux, 
and  the  Rape  of  Iphigenia  at  the  Museum  of  Luxembourg.  His  works  are 
characterized  by  fine  simplicity  of  lines  and  great  elegance  of  form.  Among 
his  principal  works  may  be  cited,  in  addition,  "The  Bird  Charmer,"  the  Statue 
of  General  Lamarque  (inaugurated  at  St.  Levis  in  1896),  Tomb  of  J.  H.  (1897), 
and  funeral  monuments  of  the  family  of  J.  M.  (1898),  "Faun  and  Satyr" 
(1901),  monuments  of  Mont  de  Marsan  (1903),  etc.  We  owe  to  him  besides 
many  busts,  and  several  decorative  works,  among  which  are  different  groups 
for  the  facade  of  the  Grand  Palais. 

FREDERICK  SOULE,  a  French  romancer  and  dramatic  author,  born  at 
Feix  in  1800.  He  died  at  Beive  in  1847.  The  first  poetic  essays,  "Amours 
francaises"  (1824),  passed  unnoticed.  He  was  obliged  to  accept  the  position 
of  manager  of  a  mechanical  carpentry  business,  without  ceasing,  however, 
to  work  for  the  theatre.  The  failure,  at  the  Odeon,  of  his  tragedy  in  five 
acts  and  in  verse,  "  Christine"  (1829),  only  spurred  him  on  to  commence  again. 
He  had  put  on  at  the  end  of  1830  a  comedy  in  five  acts  and  in  prose,  "Nobles 
and  Burghers,"  which  was  hissed.  At  the  same  time  he  put  on  the  stage, 
published  in  book  form,  a  drama,  "Clotilda,"  and  a  romance  of  the  horrible 
and  frantic  kind,  "The  Two  Copies."  His  reputation  was  finally  established 
and  suddenly  took  with  the  "Memoirs  of  the  Devil"  (1837-1838),  the  effect 
of  which  was  prodigious.  From  that  achievement  his  success  was  rapid 
until  a  final  triumph,  the  "Garden  of  Broom"  (Closerie  des  genets,  1846), 
qualified  as  a  dramatic  masterpiece.  Soule  had  never  lavished  so  much 
imagination,  grave,  spirit,  force,  passion,  and  above  all,  heart  as  in  that  last 
piece  drawn  from  his  romances.  "The  Lioness  and  the  Countess  of  Maurion" 
(1846),  a  fine  study  of  sentiment  which  contrasts  with  his  habitual  manner, 
which  he  might,  if  he  had  been  patient  and  scrupulous,  have  brought  into  his 
composition,  the  impress  of  a  great  writer.  We  will  add  to  those  of  his  works 
which  have  already  been  mentioned  two  very  moving  historical  romances, 
"The  Count  of  Toulouse"  (1834);  then  "Diane  de  Chivoy,"  a  prose  drama; 
"General  Confessions"  (1840-1846),  and  among  posthumous  publications, 
another  piece  in  three  acts  and  in  prose,  "Hortense  de  Blengy"  (1848).  His 
portrait  is  in  a  French  book,  City  Library,  Boston.

[ASCE,  the  poet-historian,  has  mentioned  the  chateau  where  the 
Sieur  de  Soules  had  residence  in  Normandy.  Although  the  exact 
location  of  the  stately  and  elegant  structure  is  not  certainly  known 
at  the  present  time,  we  may  with  the  intelligent  license  of  our 
imagination  reconstruct  the  castellated  edifice.  Somewhere  under  the  shadows 
of  the  Pyrenees,  overlooking  the  Vale  de  Soule,  this  residence  raised  its 
embattled  walls  and  pointed  pinnacles.  How  long  the  Sieur  de  Soules  occu- 
pied this  stately  seat  we  do  not  know,  but  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest 
the  families  known  as  the  "men  of  Sole"  were  prominently  identified  with 
the  battle  of  Hastings,  and  by  reason  of  some  changes  of  fortune  those  rep- 
resenting the  greater  wealth  and  social  standing  of  the  family  left,  tempor- 
arily, their  Norman  home,  cast  in  their  lot  with  many  other  families  of 
distinction,  and  made  a  settlement  in  England  and  Scotland.  William, 
Duke  of  Normandy,  before  his  embarkation  had  promised  great  rewards 
for  service  in  his  army  to  those  of  the  nobles  in  Normandy,  and  anticipating 
these  emoluments  many  of  the  families  who  lived  in  chateaus  erected  upon 
the  lands  assigned  to  their  ancestors  by  Rollo  after  his  conquest,  allied 
themselves  with  the  army  of  the  Norman  Duke  and  crossed  the  sea.  There 
is  abundant  proof  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  Sieur  de  Soules  did  not 
permanently  abandon  their  lands  and  chateaus  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest, 
and  although  some  of  these  lordly  representatives  of  the  Norman  family 
became  attached  to  estates  and  were  men  of  great  wealth  and  power  in 
Britain,  they  still  held  their  allegiance  to  their  former  places  of  residence 
and  frequently  passed  their  winters  in  sunny  Normandy.  History  clearly 
proves  that  the  great  barons  of  Norman  origin  settled  in  Liddesdale,  Scotland, 
were  almost  constantly  employed  as  diplomats  transacting  important  business 
between  the  two  governments.  Let  us  leave  grim  Hermitage  Castle  in  Scot- 
land for  a  mental  visit  to  their  seat  amid  the  Pyrenees.  The  style  of  the 
typical  Norman  chateau  was  defiant  and  picturesque.  They  were  modelled 
after  some  of  the  ancient  buildings  erected  by  their  French  predecessors,  but 
differed  from  them  essentially.  They  were  founded  upon  some  projecting 
spur  of  the  mountains  or  on  a  platform  of  overhanging  rock,  a  stream  flowing 
underneath.  Their  position  was  made  difficult  of  approach  by  nature,  assisted 
by  the  art  of  man.  Strong  walls  surrounded  the  central  structure.  There 
were  bastions  and  battlements;  towers,  turrets  and  pinnacles.  The  gates 
were  secured  by  heavy  doors,  iron-bound,  and  every  approach  was  commanded 
by  narrow  mullioned  windows  from  which  archers  could  shoot  their  arrows 
upon  an  enemy.  The  expansive  courtyard  was  carpeted  with  green  turf. 
Within,  these  chateaus  were  dark  and  gloomy,  lighted  only  by  the  sunbeams 
that  filtered  through  the  narrow  openings.  The  dungeons  were  beneath; 
the  great  hall  and  sleeping  apartments  above.  This  high-timbered  hall  alone 
looked  cheerful  and  was  the  only  room  in  the  chateau  making  any  claim  to 
stateliness  and  elegance.     In  this  apartment  there  were  capacity  and  light. 
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Upon  the  broad  hearth  a  great  pile  of  logs  were  consumed  by  a  roaring  fire. 
In  a  residence  practically  like  this  the  Norman  Soules,  the  Sieur  de  Soules, 
found  a  home,  while  their  peasant  kindred  lived  in  their  lowly  cottages  in  the 
Vale  de  Soule  through  which  the  dashing  stream  of  that  name  flowed,  while 
above  them  the  summits  of  the  Pyrenees  were  raised  toward  the  heavens 
and  at  the  close  of  day  their  walls  were  enwrapped  as  the  sun  sank  behind  the 
crimson  curtains  of  his  western  couch.

OHN  SAULES,  late  of  Great  Hale,  deceased,  held  the  tenure  of 
certain  lands  in  that  parish  and  in  Heckington,  County  Lincoln. 
One  John  Saule,  Jane  Saule,  George  Saul  and  Thomas  Saule,  of 
Great  Hale  aforesaid,  on  July  5,  1620,  and  on  divers  dates  fol- 
lowing, entered  into  the  said  premises  notoriously  and  removed  the  crops 
therefrom.  Suit  was  brought  against  them  in  Esther  term  of  18th  James  I. 
Jane  Saule  is  called  "widow"  in  this  suit.  Richard  Saule  of  Grantham, 
brother  of  the  defendant,  John  Saule.  is  mentioned.  Bartholamu  Garwell  of 
Great  Hale  was  a  witness.  John  Saule,  deceased,  was  called  father  of  George 
and  John  Saule.  Perjury  charged  against  them  in  this  suit.  Deposition  by 
Richard  Saule  of  Grantham,  haberdasher,  who  calls  Jane  Saule  his  mother, 
George  and  Thomas  Saule  his  brothers.

[URING  a  long  sojourn  in  England  in  1922-3,  covering  a  period  of 
fifteen  months,  I  made  an  extensive  as  well  as  an  intensive  search 
for  the  family  connections  of  George  Soule,  my  maternal  ancestor. 
Having  from  this  side,  in  previous  years,  pursued  this  same  inquiry 
in  printed  and  other  sources  of  genealogical  information  I  was  amply  prepared 
to  enlarge  my  field  of  study  over  there  by  continuing  the  work  among  the 
endless  manuscript  records  of  the  Mother  Country. 

The  problem  of  his  ancestry  involves  two  principal  factors  in  the  endeavor 
to  locate  and  identify  a  George  Soule  of  suitable  age  and  social  position  who 
would  answer  satisfactorily  the  status  of  the  emigrant.  As  his  age  is  not 
known  and  no  document  has  survived  here  which  connects  him  with  an  English 
parish,  two  prime  clues  are  lacking  and  it  was  necessary  to  conduct  the  siege 
of  the  records  on  two  secondary  bases:  (1)  The  baptismal  name  of  George, 
which  is  very  uncommon  in  England  at  that  period,  and  (2)  on  his  connection 
with  Gov.  Edward  Winslow  as  "servant"  or,  as  we  would  say,  employee. 
Fortunately,  there  was  no  titled  family  of  Sole  existing  then  in  England  with 
a  convenient  younger  son  named  George  born  about  the  appropriate  time 
who  could  be  dressed  up  with  a  Puritan  hat,  white  bands,  drab  coat,  breeches 
and  heavy  clogs,  and  commandeered  (as  many  a  younger  son  has  been  by 
family  genealogists)  to  serve  as  the  ancestor  of  an  American  family.  No 
such  lure  disconcerted  my  investigations.  The  name  of  Soule  in  its  various 
forms  exists  in  nearly  every  county  in  the  southern  half  of  England,  and  had 
the  ancestor  borne  the  name  of  John,  William  or  Thomas,  the  case  would  have 
been  hopeless.  As  it  finally  turned  out,  but  five  Georges  were  found  in  all  the 
numerous  families  of  our  name,  and  these  will  be  considered  in  turn  as  to 
their  possible  or  probable  identity  with  the  emigrant. 

1.  KENT.  The  name  of  George  Sole  is  found  in  Kent  as  early  as  1495,  and 
a  George  Sole  of  Westwell  died  in  1588,  leaving  unnamed  children.  Christopher 
Sole  was  witness  to  his  will — perhaps  a  brother — and  this  Christopher  had 
a  son  George,  baptized  1579,  but  he  cannot  be  the  emigrant,  by  reason  of 
age.  Godfrey  Sole  of  Hothefield  had  a  son  George  baptized  1608,  but  he  is 
too  young  to  be  the  emigrant  of  1620  and  a  signer  of  the  compact.  Godfrey 
Sole's  will  does  not  mention  this  son  George  and  he  probably  died  young,  and 
the  name  Godfrey  does  not  occur  in  the  Pilgrim's  family.  These  are  the 
only  Soles  bearing  the  name  George  found  in  this  county. 

n.  LINCOLNSHIRE.  A  chancery  suit  of  1622  in  which  Richard  Soule  of 
Grantham,  haberdasher,  John  Soule  of  Great  Hale  and  George  Soule  of  the 
same  parish,  brothers  and  called  sons  of  John  Sole  of  Great  Hale,  deceased, 
were  defendants  in  a  suit  of  trespass.     They  were  undoubtedly  tenant  farmers. 
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This  George  would  be  of  the  right  period,  but  the  pleadings  state  that  on 
July  5,  1620,  and  "on  divers  dates  following"  (the  defendants)  entered  on 
the  premises  riotously  and  removed  the  coops  therefrom."  As  the  suit  was 
brought  in  1622  and  the  acts  charged  were  done  in  July,  1620,  and  "on  divers 
dates  following,"  and  the  emigrant  George  sailed  in  September,  1620,  he  could 
not  be  there  two  years  later  to  answer  the  charges.  This  eliminates  that 
particular  George,  as  it  does  not  appear  that  he  was  absent  from  the  trial. 

III.  BEDFORDSHIRE.  A  yeoman  family  of  Sole  was  found  in  this  county 
living  in  the  three  adjoining  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Tingrith  and  Toddington 
as  early  as  1550,  having  a  George  born  1552,  a  nephew  George  (son  of  his  brother 
William)  born  1594,  who  had  in  turn  a  son  George  born  1615,  but  these  later 
Georges  are  accounted  for  as  living  in  Flitwick  long  after  the  emigrant  sailed 
from  Southampton.  The  first  George  was  buried  1629,  the  second  was  church 
warden  in  1620  and  later,  and  the  third  George,  besides  being  too  young,  was 
taxed  in  Tingrith  when  the  Pilgrim  was  ending  his  days  in  Plymouth.  This 
family  seemed  to  provide  enough  Georges,  but  no  theory  would  allow  either  of 
them  to  be  drafted.  They  were  evidently  conformists  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. 

IV.  LONDON.  In  the  great  metropolis  which  at  one  time  or  another  has 
housed  some  member  of  every  family  in  England  in  all  ages,  there  was  found 
a  branch  of  the  Sole  family  of  Worcestershire  of  which  Robert  Sole,  a  member 
of  the  Salters  Company  of  London,  was  the  head.  He  was  the  son  of  John 
Sole  of  Eckington,  Worcestershire,  a  parish  (?)  miles  from  Droitwich,  same 
county.  The  significance  of  this  will  appear  later.  Robert  Sole  doubtless 
went  to  London  as  a  boy  in  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  century  and  was 
apprenticed  to  a  member  of  the  Salters  Company  to  learn  the  "  arte  or  mystery  " 
of  that  occupation.  He  became  free  of  the  craft  on  reaching  his  majority, 
which  made  him  citizen  of  London,  and  thereupon  setting  up  a  shop  for  him- 
self, he  in  turn  took  apprentices.  It  does  not  appear,  however,  that  any  of 
his  sons  followed  in  his  footsteps  in  that  peculiar  business  in  which  the  father 
had  prospered  greatly,  for  he  endowed  them  for  other  fields  of  activity  as 
will  be  explained.  He  lived  in  Bread  Street,  parish  of  S.  Mildred,  but  the 
Great  Fire  of  1666  in  London  destroyed  this  church  and  its  register  so  that 
we  are  deprived  of  any  record  of  his  marriage  or  the  birth  of  his  children. 
The  surviving  ones  appear  in  his  will  (which  follows  this)  and  may  be  all  that 
were  born  to  him — five  sons  and  two  daughters.  From  a  clause  in  his  will 
which  speaks  of  the  "maintenance  of  lamps,  obitts,  lights  or  aniversaryes  or 

Note. — After  long  weighing  of  the  circumstances,  names,  dates,  etc.,  the  author 
of  this  work  finds  himself  obsessed  with  the  haunting  conviction  that  the  George  Soule 
mentioned  in  the  trespass  suit  was  no  other  than  the  Pilgrim  ancestor  of  the  American 
Soules.  This  case  involved  interests  of  considerable  importance  to  the  parties  men- 
tioned, and  as  the  verdict  was  against  the  Soules  it  seems  to  me  that  this  young  George 
sought  to  avoid  the  consequences  by  leaving  the  country.  Certainly  we  have  no  word 
concerning  him  afterward  in  Lincolnshire.  This  speculation  is  but  the  result  of  in- 
dividual impressions  and  must  stand  upon  its  own  merit  for  what  it  may  be  worth.  It 
will  be  seen  that  there  was  ample  time  for  his  departure  between  July  and  September 
when  the  Pilgrims  sailed. 
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other  supsticious  uses"  it  may  be  inferred  that  he  was  a  pronounced  reformist 
in  religious  matters,  and  as  he  sent  two  of  his  sons  to  Cambridge,  which  was 
the  great  Puritan  university  of  that  period,  we  may  further  assume  that  he 
was  in  sympathy  with  the  movement  in  its  early  phases.  In  1591,  two 
years  before  his  death,  he  was  granted  a  crest  by  Queen  Elizabeth  through 
her  Clarencieux  King-at-Arms  and  it  is  thence  inferred  that  already  this  branch 
of  the  Sole  family  were  in  possession  of  a  coat  of  arms  of  which  the  crest  was 
an  addition.  On  the  18th  of  July,  1593,  he  made  his  last  will  and  testament, 
one  of  the  longest  documents  of  the  kind  I  have  ever  seen,  covering  12  folios 
of  the  great  parchment  volumes  in  the  Principal  Registry  of  Probate,  Somerset 
House,  London.  (It  is  also  recorded  in  the  Court  of  Hustings,  Guildhall, 
London.)     The  children  named  in  it  by  him  are  as  follows: 

1.  William,  4.     Thomas, 

2.  Miles,  5.     George, 

3.  Walter,  6.     Mary,  married  Thomas  Arey, 

7.  Jane,  married  George  Critoft. 
As  his  married  daughter  or  their  children  have  no  known  bearing  on  the 
ancestral  problem  they  will  be  dismissed  from  consideration,  and  what  is 
known  of  the  careers  of  his  sons  be  set  forth  in  order.  In  addition  to  those 
surviving  children  it  is  probable  that  he  had  a  daughter  who  married  John 
Chandler,  and  a  son  Edward,  both  of  whom  had  deceased  at  the  date  of  her 
will. 

1.  William.  He  was  the  eldest  (probably),  born  about  1543,  and  in  1557-8 
was  entered  by  his  father  as  a  sizar  in  Clare  College,  Cambridge.  He  was 
graduated  as  B.A.  and  made  Master  of  Arts  three  years  later,  but  his  where- 
abouts in  the  ten  years  following  his  graduation  are  not  known.  In  1572  he 
was  rector  of  Great  Massingham,  Norfolk,  and  the  next  year  his  father  pur- 
chased for  him  the  advowson  of  the  rectory  of  that  parish  at  a  cost  of  £130-6-8, 
and  this  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  his  education  was  set  off  against  him  in 
any  further  bequests  from  the  paternal  estate.  It  is  evident  from  the  language 
of  the  will  that  the  father  and  this  son  were  not  on  friendly  terms  as  a  conse- 
quence of  this  situation.  Rev.  William  married  Alice  Rothwell  of  Great 
Massingham,  30  Nov.,  1573,  and  by  her  had  issue — one  son  and  three  daugh- 
ters. His  will  is  dated  1  Nov.,  1619.  He  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  his  church 
30  Jan.,  1620-21.  His  will  was  proven  19  Feb.,  following.  He  named  the 
following  children:  son  Robert  and  daughters  Jane,  Elizabeth  and  Lucy. 
Robert  may  be  the  one  of  that  name  who  matriculated  as  a  pensioner  at  St. 
John's  College,  Cambridge,  1614,  and  at  the  date  of  his  father's  will  was 
married  to  a  wife  Elizabeth.     Of  the  daughters,  Jane  married  Robert  Cremer; 

Elizabeth  married  (1)  Thomas  Scott,  and  (2) Brassington;  Lucy  married 

Dawson.     The  family  of  William  then  disposed  of  has  only  a  negative 

value  in  the  problem,  as  he  had  no  son  George. 

2.  Miles.  The  second  son  and  evidently  the  favorite  of  his  father,  as  he 
made  him  residuary  legatee  and  executor  of  his  estate,  lived  and  died  in  London, 
unmarried.  He  is  undoubtedly  the  Miles  Sole  who  was  matriculated  at 
Queen's  College,  Cambridge,  in  1567,  but  evidently  did  not  finish  his  course  to 
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obtain  a  degree.  It  presupposes  his  birth  about  1553  and  it  may  be  supposed 
that  he  abandoned  the  plan  of  obtaining  the  baccalaureate  in  favor  of  assisting 
his  father  managing  the  business  of  his  large  real  estate  investments  in  London. 
Frequent  references  to  him  are  found  in  the  London  city  and  county  records 
until  the  date  of  his  will  7  June,  1612,  in  which  he  is  called  "gentleman"  and 
requests  burial  in  St.  Stephens,  Coleman  Street,  "wherein  I  have  long  re- 
mayned."  He  left  all  his  property  to  his  sister,  Jane  Critoft,  and  the  will 
was  proved  by  her  2  July,  1613,  as  sole  executrix.  No  other  relatives  were 
mentioned  in  his  will. 

In  the  Pilgrim's  family  a  grandson  was  called  by  the  unusual  name  of 
Miles,  for  no  known  reason,  unless  we  assume  that  a  great-great  uncle  bore 
it  in  England  and  the  name  was  revived  in  remembrance  of  the  earlier  use 
of  it  by  Miles  of  the  London  branch  who  had  befriended  his  young  orphan 
cousin,   George  of  Eckington. 

3.  Walter,  the  next  son,  disappears  altogether  from  the  record.  He  had 
been  given  "certain  woollen  cloth  or  kersies"  of  the  value  of  £150  evidently 
to  set  him  up  in  the  woolen  trade.  By  will  he  got  a  third  share  of  the  apparel 
of  the  deceased,  of  the  plate  and  the  household  stuff.  A  Walter  Sole  was 
admitted  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  London 
in  1627,  but  this  can  hardly  be  the  son  of  Robert.  A  Walter  Sole,  skinner, 
was  living  in  St.  Botolph,  Aldergate,  in  1641,  and  these  two  may  be  the  same 
person  and  grandson  of  the  salter.  The  name  Walter  does  not  appear  in  the 
emigrant's  family. 

4.  Thomas.  This  son  was,  for  some  reason,  mental  or  physical,  incapable 
of  caring  for  himself,  and  a  trust  fund  of  £10  annually  was  provided  for  him, 
and  he  was  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  his  brothers,  Miles,  George  and  Walter, 
and  sister  Jane,  in  succession. 

5.  George.  The  last  son  to  be  considered  had  been  given  by  his  father 
"a  great  house  or  Inn  scytuat  in  Evesham  in  Worcestershier  and  bought  him 
the  Lease  thereof  which  house  lease  and  other  charges  cost  me  two  hundred 
markes  and  better."  By  will  he  was  given  £10  to  be  paid  in  five  installments 
of  forty  shillings  each.  This  purchase  appears  to  be  of  record  in  the  Feet  of 
Fines,  1584,  when  George  Solly,  gentleman,  bought  houses  and  lands  in  Eves- 
ham, though  the  name  of  Robert  Sole  does  not  appear  in  the  transaction.  The 
father  probably  furnished  the  money  for  this  property,  evidently  for  investment 
only,  as  the  records  of  that  parish  have  no  Sole  entries  for  the  period  under 
consideration  to  establish  his  residence  there.  He  probably  lived  at  Eckington, 
the  ancestral  home,  as  in  1590  George  Soule  of  that  parish  was  co-defendant 
in  a  Star  Chamber  suit  for  refusal  to  pay  tithes  to  the  proprietors  of  the  advow- 
son  of  the  Rectory.  No  further  record  of  him  has  been  found,  but  I  consider 
him  a  possible  parent  of  George  the  emigrant  for  reasons  which  can  be  stated 
in  these  terms:  As  the  only  son  of  the  salter,  bearing  the  name  of  the  emigrant, 
and  with  the  exception  of  Walter,  the  only  one  who  could  have  a  son  named 
George  at  the  right  period,  he  remains  a  factor  until  otherwise  eliminated. 
As  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  married  or  had  issue,  his  status  is  of  doubtful 
importance,  but  needs  be  kept  in  waiting  for  future  developments. 
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V.  WORCESTERSHIRE.  The  parent  stock  of  Soles  in  Eckington,  from 
which  Robert  (the  Salter  of  London)  descended,  continued  in  that  parish. 
They  bore  the  same  names  as  the  London  branch.  Thomas,  Robert  and  George 
and  were,  of  course,  related,  but  how  closely  has  not  been  determined.  Thomas, 
''the  elder,"  a  husbandman,  by  his  will  dated  26  Sept.,  1603,  proved  8  Sept., 
1606,  by  the  executor,  his  son  Robert,  name's  sons  Thomas  and  Henry  and 
grandson  Thomas,  son  of  Robert,  among  the  legatees. 

Robert  (son  of  Thomas),  husbandman,  of  Eckington,  made  his  will  5  Feb., 
1612,  which  was  proved  13  March,  1612,  by  his  son  Robert  as  executor.  He 
names  wife  Elizabeth,  sons  Thomas,  Robert  and  GEORGE.  This,  the  young- 
est son  of  the  decedent,  answers  best  of  all  the  candidates  the  demands  of 
identification,  in  point  of  time,  locality  and  relationship  to  a  Sole  family  which 
had  contact  with  Governor  Winslow  both  in  London  and  Worcestershire. 
It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  Eckington  testator  spelled  the  name  Soule,  a  form 
always  used  by  the  emigrant,  which  is  a  "mickle"  in  point  of  weight,  but 
every  corroborating  fact  makes  a  "muckle." 

Relations  with  Governor  Winslow. 

The  emigrant  ancestor  went  across  in  the  Mayflower  as  "servant"  to 
Edward  Winslow  and  therefore  his  voyage  to  Plymouth  was  in  a  business, 
not  a  religious,  relation  to  the  expedition.  In  other  words,  as  an  indentured 
servant  he  was  not  technically  and  legally  a  free  agent,  but  was  obligated 
to  go  with  his  employer.  In  like  manner  another  "servant"  named  Elias 
Story  (or  Sterry)  was  attached  to  Winslow  and  the  same  legal  status  applied 
to  him.  It  therefore  follows  if  a  connection  can  be  established  between 
Winslow  and  Sole  either  by  residence  or  association  in  proximity  to  each  other, 
that  this  secondary  factor  may  become  important. 

Edward  Winslow  was  a  native  of  Droitwich,  Worcestershire,  (?)  miles 
distant  from  Eckington,  and  the  site  of  salt  works  still  famous  to  his  day. 
It  was  the  kind  of  a  place  from  which  a  person  might  readily  graduate  into  the 
business  of  a  salter.  He  was  born  in  1595  and  his  father  was  evidently  finan- 
cially able  to  afford  him  means  to  travel  in  Europe  as  a  young  gentleman  of 
leisure,  and  before  he  had  reached  his  majority  at  the  age  of  19  he  had  drifted 
to  Leyden,  where  he  married  one  of  the  "Pilgrim"  maidens.  A  few  years 
later  (1618)  he  was  in  London  engaged  in  the  printing  business,  and  thus  we 
have  two  possible  points  of  contact  with  George  Sole: — in  Worcestershire 
where  the  two  families  must  have  had  personal  acquaintance,  in  London  two 
years  before  the  Mayflower  sailed.  George  Sole  of  Eckington  was  an  orphan 
in  1612 — the  year  his  father  died — and  thus  would  be  thrown  upon  his  mother's 
or  his  own  resources.  He  was  near  enough  to  Droitwich  to  be  "put  out" 
to  Winslow  in  Worcestershire  when  the  latter  started  on  his  travels  or  to  be 
employed  by  him  in  London  in  the  printing  business  in  1618,  whither  George 
might  have  gone  by  advice  of  his  near  relatives  of  the  London  Salter's  family 
to  seek  preferment  in  life  in  the  metropolis.  Either  contingency  offers  no 
strained  hypothesis  and  is  consistent  with  every  factor.  No  other  George 
Sole  yet  discovered  by  me  in  years  of  search  combines  these  possibilities  to 
such  a  degree  of  probable  identity,  and  by  the  process  of  elimination  of  all 
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others  George  Sole  of  Eckington  remains  the  surest  candidate  for  the  honor 
of  identification  as  the  "Pilgrim  Father." 

As  a  collateral  point  of  interest,  the  identity  of  Elias  Story,  his  fellow- 
servant,  becomes  of  importance.  In  his  manuscript  history  of  the  Plymouth 
Colony  his  name  is  thus  written  by  Bradford:

Owing  to  the  blotting  of  the  middle  letter  it  may  be  Story  or  Stery,  and 
as  he  died  in  the  "first  sickness"  (1621)  and  Bradford  was  writing  his  list  of 
"increases  and  decreases"  of  the  Mayflower  passengers  over  thirty  years 
later,  it  would  not  be  strange  if  he  had  failed  to  remember  accurately  the

exact  spelling  of  the  name  of  an  unimportant  young  servant  whether  it  was 
Story  or  Sterry.  This  is  suggested  by  an  accidental  discovery  by  me  of  a 
will  of  a  Thomas  Sterry  of  London  in  1578  who  had  a  son  Elias.  This  is  such 
a  rare  baptismal  name  that  it  seems  possible  we  have  the  London  family  to 
which  the  fellow-servant  of  George  Sole  belonged,  and  thus  another  corrob- 
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orative  link  is  forged  to  connect  Winslow  and  his  "servant"  with  London 
as  the  place  where  they  could  be  indentured  to  him. 

The  accompanying  sketch  map  of  a  section  of  Worcestershire  where  the 
Winslows  and  Soules  lived  in  adjoining  parishes  for  several  generations  at  least 
before  1620  will  illustrate  their  propinquity  and  establish  my  contention  that 
the  family  of  Edward  Winslow  must  have  known  the  family  of  Soules  of 
Eckington,  whence  came  George,  the  Pilgrim,  of  this  thesis. 

The  Winslows  were  settled  as  early  as  1500  in  the  parishes  of  Kempsey, 
Severnstoke  and  Earls  Crome  and  equally  early  the  Soules  were  located  at 
Strensham  and  not  much  later  at  Eckington.  These  parishes  were  actually 
adjoining  in  1600  and  scarcely  two  or  three  miles  separated  the  churches  of 
each  from  the  other.  To  visualize  it  by  a  local  example  in  topography — 
all  these  parishes  could  be  laid  down  in  New  York  City  from  the  Battery  to 
the  Bronx, — and  we  should  not  consider  that  distance  too  great  for  neighbor- 
hood familiarity.  This  gives  a  striking  illustration  of  the  probable  and  pos- 
sible association  of  Edward  Winslow  and  George  Sole,  of  Worcester  and 
Eckington   respectively. 

The  loss  of  the  early  parish  register  of  Eckington,  which  was  begun  in 
1678,  has  been  partially  repaired  by  certain  transcripts  for  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  beginning  1612,  but  with  omissions  for  the  years  1613,  1614,  1616, 
1618-20,  1622,  1628.  It  cannot  be  said  that  these  years  are  necessary  to 
the  problem,  but  those  prior  to  1612  are  vital.  An  examination  of  the  years 
remaining  show  that  a  George  Soule  was  married  in  1631  and  that  a  Nathaniel 
Soule,  presumably  his  son,  was  baptized  four  years  later  (1635).  This  is  a 
significant  item,  as  the  Pilgrim  George  had  a  son  of  the  same  name,  born 
about  the  same  time.  This  indicates  the  use  of  two  like  names  in  the  Eckington 
and  Duxbury  branches,  Miles  and  Nathaniel,  contemporaneously,  and  adds 
corroborative  weight  to  the  theory  of  common  origin.  The  loss  of  parish 
records  will  forever  prevent  establishing  of  proof  on  this  point,  for  recurrence 
of  family  names  is  one  of  the  strongest  connecting  links  in  family  identification. 

Note. — A  will  has  been  discovered  in  the  records  of  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canter- 
bury under  the  name  "Soame"  (not  quite  legible),  made  by  a  resident  of  Worcestershire 
in  which,  in  1620,  is  mentioned  his  " desperate  debts"  and  among  them  Edward  Winslow 
as  Deputy  Sheriff  who  has  fled  to  Ireland.  It  is  the  opinion  of  C.  E.  Banks  that  this 
was  the  Pilgrim  and  that  the  testator,  unable  to  find  his  debtor,  supposed  he  had  gone 
to  Ireland,  then  a  refuge  for  debtors.  It  seems  probable  that  Winslow's  absence  gave 
rise  to  the  supposed  flight  across  the  Irish  Sea.  "This,"  says  Colonel  Banks,  "is  a 
theory  never  before  considered." 


Various  Spellings. 

[T  has  been  considered  best  to  publish  in  their  original  arrangement 
and  spelling  such  vital  records  as  have  been  found  in  Plymouth 
County,  Massachusetts,  not  only  for  the  general  information  and 
satisfaction  of  the  living  descendants  but  to  disarm  those  who, 
critically  inclined,  might  otherwise  have  questioned  the  authority  of  the 
compiler's  quotations  in  his  assortment  and  arrangement  of  the  data  he  had 
procured.  Such  a  publication  will,  of  course,  involve  extra  expense,  but  the 
result  will  be  of  practical  importance;  for  if  the  early  recorders  left  errors  in 
the  spelling  of  persons'  names  they  will  be  exposed  and  the  responsibility 
cannot  be  justly  imputed  to  the  author. 

Especial  attention  should  be  called  to  the  unclassified  names  and  dates  to 
be  found  in  the  "Leonard  Papers."  Many  of  the  names  and  particulars  have 
already  been  culled  from  these  valuable  documents  and  properly  incorporated 
with  the  genealogies  of  the  several  families,  while  many  of  the  others  have 
left  us  in  doubt.  These  names  and  records  of  births  and  marriages  are  all 
authentic  and  will  doubtless  be  recognized  and  placed  in  their  proper  positions 
by  their  descendants;  at  least  they  have  been  salvaged  from  the  common 
mass  and  corraled  within  the  family  enclosure. 

Some,  if  not  all,  of  the  records  copied  from  family  Bibles  and  church  reg- 
isters may  also  be  published  in  the  same  order;  but  in  all  cases  the  attendant 
references  will  point  to  their  relation  with  more  detailed  records  of  which  they 
actually  form  a  part. 

Abstracts  of  wills,  deeds,  inventories  and  other  original  documents  will 
appear  in  abbreviated  and  abridged  forms,  but  as  nearly  complete  as  possible, 
consistent  with  the  scope  of  the  book. 

This  may  be  the  most  appropriate  place  to  record  the  collective  forms 
of  spellings  as  found  during  our  search  through  thousands  of  ancient  docu- 
ments and  books;  some  of  them  culled  from  old  English  and  Scottish  books  as 
well  as  from  tombstones  and  inscriptions  in  churches.  Not  all,  or  nearly  all, 
of  these  various  forms  were  ever  adopted  by  the  families  under  treatment;  they 
were  nearly  all  the  result  of  the  ignorance  of  the  scribes,  mistaken  pronunciation 
or  defective  hearing.  Let  us  exercise  as  much  charity  and  compassion  as 
possible. 

Sole — Soal — Soul — Soles — Saul — Soule — Soull — Soules — Soulis — Soulice — 
Sulis — Sowl  —  Sowle  —  Sowles — Solly — Solley — Sollea — Sholes  and  Shoules — 
Soullie. 

Besides  the  foregoing  there  were  the  Latin  and  French  forms  sometimes 
encountered  in  old  books  and  documents. 

Children  generally  adopted  the  same  othography  as  used  by  their  parents, 
but  there  were  isolated  cases  where  they  were  persuaded  by  some  old  Irish 
pedagogue  to  change  for  euphony's  sake,  telling  these  pupils  that  in  the  auld 
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countrae  their  ancestors  would  have  been  ashamed  of  them  if  sailing  under 
such  mongrel  names. 

In  treating  this  phase  of  the  subject  we  must  not  fail  to  dwell  for  a  brief 
space  upon  the  forms  of  spelling  adopted  by  the  two  branches  of  the  families 
in  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  and  those  in  Nova  Scotia.  La  Rochelle  in  France  was 
a  prominent  center  around  which  those  of  the  Reformed  faith,  known  as 
Huguenots,  assembled  and  from  this  quarter  many  who  went  to  England  and 
came  to  America  were  natives.  We  know  that  the  ancestor  from  whom  the 
New  Rochelle  families  were  descended,  came  from  France  first  to  England, 
where  he  was  naturalized  and  married  and  passed  several  years  before  coming 
to  America;  abstracts  of  the  records  proving  these  statements  being  still 
preserved  in  the  family.  The  name  of  this  refugee  was  found  upon  monuments 
spelled  "Soulice,"  but  after  the  settlement  in  New  Rochelle  the  families  of 
descendants  spelled  their  names,  properly,  "Soulis,"  the  same  form  used  by 
the  families  in  France.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  all  of  which  have  been 
admitted  by  descendants,  because  the  name  appeared  as  "Sulis"  on  the 
original  deed  of  conveyance  from  the  Nova  Scotia  authorities  to  Daniel  Soulis 
and  certain  old  documents  purporting  to  have  been  signed  by  him,  some  of 
the  more  conservative  branches  of  the  families  descended  from  this  man  have 
formerly  ignored  the  facts  before  mentioned  and  have  adopted  the  contracted 
form  of  "Sulis"  and  seem  to  have  been  very  insistent  in  their  criticism  of 
those  who,  more  consistent  with  historical  evidence,  have  returned  to  the 
original  form  of  "Soulis"  and  have  for  several  generations  so  written  their 
names. 

Considering  all  of  these  circumstances  and  the  particulars  adduced  from 
both  localities,  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  and  Smith's  Cove,  N.  S.,  we  have  thought 
that  in  consequence  of  his  Royalist  principles  and  his  somewhat  abrupt  de- 
parture from  New  York  as  one  among  the  hundreds  of  refugees  at  that  time 
seeking  a  home  in  the  British  Dominion,  he  might  have  voluntarily  changed 
his  name  from  Soulis  to  Sulis.  Such  transactions  were  not  unusual  among 
these  passengers  fleeing  to  the  British  lines. 

The  compiler  has  no  objection  to  the  use  of  any  form  of  spelling  now  adopted 
and  used  by  families  descended  from  a  known  common  ancestry — it  is  said 
"Variety  is  the  spice  of  life" — but  those  who  are  so  proud  of  their  independence 
and  chose  to  spell  their  names  "Sulis"  should  not  insist  in  their  assumption 
of  being  right  while  they  almost  penalize  their  kindred  because  they  have 
adopted  what  they  believe  to  have  been  the  names  of  their  ancestors  and 
consider  the  spelling  of  the  word  of  greater  euphony  than  the  shorter  forms. 

Our  ears  have  been  attuned  to  different  harmonies,  and  some,  evidently, 
to  inharmonies  and  take  pleasure  in  discordant  sounds.  What  would  be 
called  euphonious  by  one  person  might  prove  repulsive  to  another's  ears.  This 
mystery  seems  to  have  been  especially  emphasized  in  the  origin  and  appro- 
priation of  surnames.  We  have  often  wondered  how  it  happened  that  certain 
names  were  adopted  by,  or  applied  to,  persons  and  families.  Certainly  not 
for  their  orthographical  beauty.  Thus  we  have  "Liverswich,"  "Higgin- 
botham,"  " Toothacher, "  "Drinkwater"  and  "Hornblower."  Such  uncouth 
titles  certainly  were  not  borrowed  from  celestial  objects. 
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To  find  the  origin  of  the  surname  Sole  and  Soule  one  has  not  far  to  go. 
The  surname  and  its  variants  were  doubtless  borrowed  from  the  sole  fish,  the 
"partridge  of  the  sea,"  as  mentioned  elsewhere;  and  the  name  was  applied 
to  this  harmless  inhabitant  of  the  rivers  in  France  not  by  its  choice  but  because 
of  its  resemblance  to  the  sole  of  a  shoe  or  sandal  worn  as  a  protection  for  the 
pilgrims'  feet.  Had  this  name  been  adopted,  or  applied,  as  a  heraldic  feature 
emblematical  of  the  Crusades  and  a  pilgrimage,  that  would  have  afforded 
another  angle  for  visual  survey;  and  we  are  not  quite  sure  that  such  a  theory 
would  be  apocryphal.  In  heraldry  the  cross  and  the  cross-crosslet  were 
emblems  of  the  Crusades.  So  were  the  escalop  shell  so  often  seen  in  Arms, 
such  having  been  used  by  the  Crusaders  along  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean 
Sea,  where  they  abounded  and  were  used  as  drinking  cups.  The  "shepherd's 
staff"  and  the  "script"  were  also  emblematical  of  the  Holy  Land.  The  Sole 
family  was  not  the  only  one  in  whose  shield  the  fish  was  adopted. 

Reverting  briefly  to  our  deductions  relative  to  the  consistency,  or  incon- 
sistency, of  the  use  of  the  surname,  we  should  here  make  it  plain  that  we  have 
never  claimed  that  there  was  a  close  kinship  between  the  Daniel  Sulis  (Soulis) 
and  the  Daniel  Soules  who,  as  a  Royalist,  removed  from  New  York  to  Nova 
Scotia  about  the  same  time;  that  is,  at  the  close  of  the  American  Revolution. 
However,  as  these  heads  of  branches  of  the  two  families  were  settled  for  a  time 
contiguous  to  each  other,  we  have  fancied  them  meeting  occasionally  to  com- 
pare notes  and  claim  some  far-away  common  ancestor.  The  descendants  of 
Daniel  Soules  who  removed  from  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  have  almost  uni- 
versally spelled  their  names  "Soules"  as  did  the  head  of  the  family.  Looking 
backward  we  find  that  many  of  the  families  springing  from  the  same  source 
have  also  used  the  form  of  "Soules,"  preferring  the  terminal  letter.  Some, 
however,  have  informed  me  that,  after  leaving  Canada  for  the  "States"  and 
associating  with  persons  named  "Soule,"  they  adopted  that  form  to  avoid 
confusion  and  their  own  children  have  followed  suit. 

We  have  observed  one  instance  where  two  forms  of  the  name  stand  out 
in  sharp  distinction.  There  has  been  published  a  work  containing  abstracts 
of  New  York  Wills;  and  in  this  valuable  book,  almost  side  by  side,  are  the 
wills  of  "James  Sowle"  and  "George  Soule,"  own  brothers.  The  former  was 
James  Sowle,  the  "hatter,"  and  the  latter,  George  Soule,  the  "blacksmith." 
Both  were  residents  of  the  same  county  and  often  meeting  each  other.  The 
Royalist,  Daniel  Soules,  was  a  son  of  the  "smith"  and  none  of  the  descendants 
of  the  "hatter"  spelled  their  names  "Sowle."  These  statements  show  how 
prone  the  clerks  were  to  write  down  different  styles  of  titles.

'HERE  have  been  but  few  persons  early  settled  in  New  England, 
with  the  exception  of  those  identified  with  official  positions,  whose 
name  has  been  so  frequently  mentioned  and  so  much  written 
about  as  that  of  this  George  Soule,  one  of  the  Pilgrim  band  who 
came  over  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  Prolonged  discussion  concerning  his 
nationality  and  place  of  nativity  has  been  indulged  in  and  much  confusion 
produced  in  consequence.  A  small  faction  interested  in  this  man's  early 
history  has  exerted  themselves  to  make  of  him  a  Frenchman,  a  Huguenot, 
who  fled  from  his  native  land  and  sought  an  asylum  in  the  wilderness  of  the 
New  World.  One  man  in  this  country  was  largely,  if  not  wholly,  respon- 
sible for  this  confusion.  Had  Pierre  Soule  remained  in  France,  the  land  of 
his  nativity,  none  of  the  American  families  descended  from  George  Soule, 
would  have  adopted  the  final  vowel  and  have  changed  their  names  to 
Sou-la.  It  was  no  proof  that  the  Pilgrim  was  of  French  nativity  because 
another  person  who  was  born  in  France  bore  a  resembling  name.  That  George 
Soule  was  born  somewhere  in  England  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  and  no 
reason  to  doubt.  George  was  an  English  name  and  very  rare  in  France. 
English  families  named  their  children  for  their  King,  as  many  families  in 
America  named  their  children  for  their  Presidents.  Recent  investigation  has 
corroborated  this  assertion  for,  contemporary  with  him  Soules  in  England 
seemed  to  abound  with  this  "Christian"  title.  But,  best  of  all,  is  the  fact 
that  the  Pilgrim  himself  wrote  his  name  "George  Soule  Senr."  His  autograph 
found  in  early  documents  was  clearly  inscribed  and  leaves  no  reason  for  doubt. 
See  department  under  caption  "The  Origin  and  Mutation  of  Surnames." 

For  the  further  elucidation  of  this  subject  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
deductions  of  Col.  Charles  E.  Banks,  whose  recent  investigations  in  England 
have  brought  much  documentary  evidence  to  light.  These  researches  prove 
that  the  branch  of  the  Soule  family  to  which  he  is  supposed  to  belong  was  one 
of  prominence,  wealth  and  education.  Robert  Sole  (Soule)  of  London,  evi- 
dently the  head  of  this  line,  had  acquired  wealth  and  educated  his  sons  under 
the  most  erudite  tutors  in  the  institutions  of  highest  standing  then  in  England; 
and  those  of  his  successors,  who  were  not  in  professional  life,  were  designated 
"Gentleman"   in  contemporary  documents. 

The  name  of  George  Soule  does  not  appear  in  any  known  list  of  those 
who  joined  the  Mayflower  company  from  Leyden,  and  there  are  very  strong 
reasons  for  believing  that  Winslow  found  him  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of 
London.  Nor  can  we  believe  the  association  of  the  Pilgrim  with  him  was 
accidental.  He  was  probably  well  known  and  esteemed  for  his  learning  and 
selected  to  become  the  instructor  of  his  children  while  on  the  voyage.  Here 
we  come  across  another  interesting  feature  in  the  traditionary  (?)  history  of 
George  Soule.     The  statement  has  persisted  in  the  Soule  families  for  many 
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years  that  the  Pilgrim  wrote  down  in  a  "Diary"  some  events  that  occurred 
while  on  the  voyage,  and  after  persistent  inquisition  the  author  of  this  work 
has  become  satisfied  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  story.  In  the  first  place  there 
must  be  found  some  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  tradition  itself.  No  ex- 
planation of  the  widely  disseminated  report  has  been  given  and  we  fail  to 
discover  any  motive  that  some  descendant  of  the  Pilgrim  could  have  had  for 
such  a  fabrication  and  forgery.  Inquiry  by  correspondence  of  Mrs.  Kahn, 
who  wrote  the  poem  on  the  "Diary  of  Pilgrim  Soule,"  shows  that  she  had 
never  seen  the  fragment  and  used  the  "poet's  license"  in  the  statements  she 
made;  but  she  borrowed  the  thoughts  expressed  from  lingering  stories  ex- 
tensively circulated.  By  tracing  the  tradition,  the  author  was  led  to  com- 
municate with  a  Soule  family  in  Ohio  originally  from  Massachusetts;  and 
while  the  information  received  at  that  time  has  been  overlaid  or  lost  the  author 
remembers  quite  distinctly  the  substance  of  the  letters  received.  From 
what  was  then  gathered  it  was  evident  that  George  Soule  left  with  his  son 
John  with  whom  he  passed  his  last  days,  some  important  private  papers  and 
these,  with  his  "library,"  were  distributed  among  his  surviving  children. 
Among  these  papers,  so  the  story  goes,  there  was  the  fragment  of  a  Diary  or 
Journal  in  which  this  scholarly  young  man  wrote  down  such  events  as  he 
thought  worth  preserving  and  had  kept  this  record  of  the  voyage  as  a  sacred 
document  for  his  posterity.  By  much  use  and  handling  this  small  manu- 
script-booklet had  become  reduced  to  only  a  few  leaves.  It  seems  that  this 
relic  fell  into  the  hands  of  Josiah  Soule  who  removed  early  to  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  and  as  the  correspondence  between  the  author  and  a  member  of  that 
family  is  remembered,  this  old  manuscript  was  claimed  by  a  maiden  lady  in 
that  family  who  treasured  it  with  jealous  care;  seldom  permitting  any  person 
to  even  see  it  or  examine  it.  It  seems  that  by  the  reason  of  curiosity,  excited 
from  a  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  this  interesting  souvenir  of  the  May- 
flower voyage,  the  owner  secreted  it  and  absolutely  refused  even  to  permit 
any  person  to  see  it;  and  it  was  suggested  that  any  who  wished  to  behold 
the  treasure  must  patiently  wait  till  it  passed  into  other  hands.  Many  years 
have  elapsed  since  the  correspondence  was  carried  on,  and  owing  to  the  failing 
memory  of  one  who  has  passed,  by  three  years,  the  four-score  years  allotted  to 
some  men,  he  will  decline  to  assume  any  further  responsibility  on  this  subject.

But,  Pilgrim  Soule,  your  little  book

We  shall  now  devote  our  attention  briefly  to  a  kindred  subject  with  that 
of  the  lost  "Diary."  There  appears  good  reason  for  believing  that  George 
Soule,  the  student  and  scholar,  brought  with  him  a  library  from  his  English 
home.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  was  an  item  in  the  Inventory  of  his 
estate  denominated  "Books."  Passing  on  to  the  Will  and  Inventory  of  John 
Soule,  eldest  son  of  the  Pilgrim,  we  shall  find  an  item  stated  as  a  "libery" 
(library)  which  evidently  was  that  of  the  "booke"  before  mentioned.  Still 
pursuing  our  search,  we  shall  find  in  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  George 
Soule  2d,  the  Pilgrim's  son,  an  item  of  "Books;"  probably  a  part,  at  least,  of 
the  original  library  brought  across  the  Atlantic.  Shall  we  look  a  little  farther 
into  this  subject?  Where  could  these  books  have  come  from  unless  brought 
over  by  George  Soule?  Books  were  very  rare  in  the  New  England  settlements 
long  after  the  original  Plantation  at  Plymouth  and  seldom,  if  ever,  owned 
by  any  except  clergymen  and  magistrates.  There  were  no  publishing  houses 
or  book  marts  in  the  wilderness  of  the  "New  World,"  as  this  country  was 
early  called.     If  George  Soule  of  Plymouth  owned  a  collection  of  books  they 

Note. — The  recent  discovery  of  the  marriage  and  family  record  of  the  daughter 
of  George  Soule,  Susanna  by  name,  stimulates  the  reasonable  hope  that  other  papers 
containing  family  records  may  yet  be  retrieved  from  some  old  attic  or  rubbish-bin. 
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were  certainly  purchased  before  he  embarked  on  his  ocean  voyage;  and  we 
must  be  permitted  to  take  a  moment's  retrospect  and  fancy  this  young  student 
dallying  along  the  Strand  looking  for  books.  With  what  carefulness  must 
he  have  selected  them.  Probably  with  limited  means  he  would  make  choice 
of  such  works  as  were  standard  at  the  time;  and  we  can  imagine  his  feelings  of 
pride  as,  with  his  precious  parcel  under  his  arm,  he  wended  his  way  toward 
the  rendezvous.  "Once  a  student  always  a  student!"  And  with  fancy  free 
shall  we  not  find  this  adventuresome  young  man,  when  the  Mayflower  did 
not  roll  too  badly,  spending  an  hour  pleasantly  employed  while  poring  over  his 
books?  But  what  of  the  short  winter  days  and  the  long  winter  evenings  while 
living  at  Plymouth  and  Duxbury!  What  more  entertaining  diversion  from 
his  toils  when  procuring  the  supply  for  family  existence  than  to  spend  an 
hour  gaining  knowledge  through  the  medium  of  literature!  Let  the  reader 
draw  a  picture  of  the  evening  scene  and  supply  the  figures  for  the  family  circle. 
For  this  there  need  be  no  especial  elasticity  of  the  imagination,  for  such 
domestic  groups  were  seen  daily  at  Plymouth. 

We  believe  George  Soule  was  born  as  early  as  1590  and  that  he  was  not 
in  his  minority  when  he  signed  the  "Immortal  Compact." 

Soon  after  his  settlement  at  Plymouth  he  was  granted  a  small  tract  of 
land  for  a  house-lot  and  was  virtually  invested  with  the  privileges  and  respon- 
sibilities of  yeomanry  by  which  he  was  taxed  for  the  support  of  the  simple 
government  of  the  colony;  and  when  the  "Jacob"  came  over  bringing  a  cargo 
of  cattle,  George  Soule  was  assigned  "one  of  the  four  black  heifers  called  the 
smooth-horned  heifer"  and  two  "shee  goats."  These  records  indicate  a  family 
supply  and  we  assume  to  state  that  he  married  Mary  Beckett  as  early  as  1622. 
And  what  about  this  young  wife  of  "Pilgrim  Soule?"  Shall  we  for  a  moment 
believe  that  this  young  woman  left  her  native  land  and  faced  a  boisterous 
sea  to  find  a  home  in  the  wilderness  without  the  prompting  of  some  unusual 
impulse  or  cause?  Such  an  assumption  would  be  preposterous  in  the  extreme. 
Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  such  an  adventure  would  require 
heroic  courage  and  a  resolute  will.  There  remains  no  ground  for  reasonable 
doubt  that  she  had  known  young  George  Soule  before  his  leaving  his  English 
home  and  that  the  irresistible  magnet  that  drew  her  to  New  England  was  the 
warm  heart  of  the  man  who  became  her  husband.  Such  an  experience  as 
she  and  the  Brewster  girls  entered  upon  was  not  undertaken  without  much 
thought  and  some  trepidation.  But  the  romance  of  the  conditions  and  occasion 
lend  rays  of  sunshine  to  the  otherwise  gloomy  circumstances  and  we  feel  a 
spirit  of  gladness  and  congratulation  as  we  fancy  them  cosily  sheltered  in  their 
humble  home. 

And  then  the  children  multiplied  around  their  hearthstone.  Were  they 
a  source  of  joy  or  of  sorrow?  No  glamour  of  the  imagination  or  weaving  of 
fabrics  with  a  golden  overshoot  can  eliminate  the  fact  that  this  worthy  husband 
and  wife  shared  in  the  sorrows  incident  to  the  circumstances  that  seem  to  be 
necessary  for  the  discipline  and  the  purifying  of  human  nature;  that  they 
drank  from  the  domestic  chalice  the  bitter  with  the  sweet,  while  the  wayward 
conduct  of  their  children  cost  them  many  a  pang  of  heavy  hearts.  However, 
their  respectability  in  after  life  was  a  very  soothing  and  redeeming  feature 
that  banished  the  memories  of  earlier  days. 
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While  associating  our  thoughts  about  George  Soule  and  his  home  and 
family  in  New  England,  we  must  not  neglect  the  view  through  "back-sights" 
of  the  possible  scenes  about  his  English  residence.  We  have  no  warrant  for 
assuming  that  he  "was  to  the  manor  born,"  for  he  was  evidently  a  city  child. 
His  first  reputed  ancestor  was  John  Sole  (Soule),  sometime  Mayor  of  Worces- 
ter, and  his  near  kindred  dwelt  within  the  radius  of  a  few  miles  of  Eckington 
in  the  same  shire.  He  must  have  spent  several  of  the  years  of  his  minority 
at  college — if  he  was  a  graduate.  While  his  name  has  not  been  found  in  any 
college  list  of  students,  we  know  by  such  catalogues  that  two  of  the  sons  of 
Robert  Sole  were  college  men;  William  and  Miles.  The  parting  with  his 
parents,  if  surviving,  and  his  brothers  and  sisters,  must  have  cost  him  and 
them  heavy  hearts  and  misgivings.  The  ties  of  Nature  then,  as  now,  were 
caused  to  vibrate  with  tender  emotions  when  parting  with  beloved  kindred. 
Whatever  the  home  or  its  environments  left  behind  by  the  Pilgrim,  he  looked 
upon  it  for  the  last  time.  His  emancipation  was  final  and  permanent;  his 
face  steadfastly  set  toward  the  Occident  and  thither  he  went. 

After  the  settlement  of  George  Soule  in  New  England,  his  ability  and 
scholarship  were  recognized  by  his  fellow-citizens  and  he  was  called  to  fill  some 
very  important  positions  in  the  town  and  Colony.  His  home  and  lot  were 
near  Eel  River  at  first,  but  he  had  subsequent  grants  at  "Powder  Point"  and 
at  "Ye  watering  place."  He  sold  these  estates  to  Hicks  and  South  worth; 
and  in  1645  with  his  old  friend  Miles  Standish  and  some  other  special  friends, 
he  crossed  the  bay  and  founded  a  new  home  in  the  town  of  Duxbury,  locating 
himself  at  "Powder  Point."  There  he  resided  the  remainder  of  his  life — 
38  years.  Here  he  served  as  one  of  the  earliest  selectmen  and  civil  magistrates 
and  was  frequently  re-elected  to  fill  the  office.  He  was  also  the  Representative 
to  the  General  Court,  or  Legislature  of  Plymouth  Colony  in  1642;  1645;  1646; 
1650;  1651;  1653;  and  1654.  He  had  for  colleagues  during  his  official  career 
such  distinguished  men  as  Alden,  Southworth,  Peabody  and  Starr.  When 
Bridgewater  was  set  off  from  Duxbury  he  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors 
of  that  town,  but  soon  disposed  of  his  property  there  and  afterwards  became 
one  of  the  earliest  purchasers  of  Dartmouth  and  Middleboro.  The  former 
estates  descended  to  his  sons  George  and  Nathaniel;  the  latter  properties  he 
bequeathed  to  his  daughters  Patience  and  Elizabeth.  He  thus  became  an 
original  proprietor  in  the  founding  of  four  new  settlements,  an  evidence  of  his 
enterprise  and  thrift,  which  were  his  most  distinguished  traits  of  character. 

During  the  troubles  with  the  Pequot  Indians  (1637)  he  was  a  volunteer 
and  five  years  afterwards,  when  the  plot  of  Miantonomah  was  discovered, 
George  Soule  was  appointed  on  the  committee  "for  offensive  and  defensive 
Warr,"  indicating  his  willingness  to  fight  as  well  as  pray  for  the  prosperity 
of  the  settlement  in  the  wilderness. 

George  Soule  was  not  a  litigious  man,  for  during  his  long  life  he  appeared 
in  court  but  once  as  party  to  an  action,  and  then  it  was  to  convince  the  jury 
of  the  righteousness  of  his  case;  and  he  obtained  a  verdict.  This  was  in 
January,  1637,  when  he  sued  and  was  sued  by  Nathaniel  Thomas  to  obtain 
the  control  of  some  cattle.  On  March  1,  1658-9,  Goodwife  Mary  Soule,  his 
consort,  was  indicted  for  being  absent  from  church;  but  that  was  not  an  un- 
common transaction  in  court  and  signifies  nothing  out  of  moral  rectitude. 
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Without  enumerating  the  minor  official  positions  filled  by  George  Soule,  it 
may  be  sufficient  to  allude  to  the  one  important  duty  to  which  he  was  called: 
as  a  collaborator  with  Governor  Prince,  Winslow  and  Constant  Southworth, 
in  the  revision  of  the  Colonial  Laws.  This  position  was  one  of  great  respon- 
sibility and  required  the  exercise  of  superior  ability.  Few  were  the  men  in 
the  settlement  at  that  time  who  were  possessed  with  the  scholarship  and 
judgment  equivalent  to  such  a  task;  and  the  result  was  evidence  of  his  erudition 
and  application. 

In  the  history  of  Duxbury,  Windsor  says  of  George  Soule:  "Though  not 
a  man  distinguished  in  the  government  of  the  colony,  yet  he  was  of  essential 
service  in  his  town,  holding  positions  to  which  he  would  not  have  been  called 
had  he  not  been  a  man  of  integrity  and  probity."  Another  historical  writer 
has  stated,  "Among  the  early  settlers  of  this  town  were  some  of  the  ablest  men 
in  the  colony,  including  John  Alden,  William  Brewster,  Thomas  Prince  and 
George  Soule."  In  an  article  on  the  "Standish  House"  published  in  1876, 
Harper's  Monthly,  it  was  stated,  "Into  this  house  on  Captain's  Hill,  Miles 
Standish  removed  after  his  second  marriage,  and  here  he  drew  around  him  a 
devoted  class  of  friends,  among  them  being  Elder  Brewster,  John  Alden  and 
George  Soule." 

George  Soule  and  his  wife,  Mary  Beckett,  had  at  least  eight  children,  all 
born  before  1650.  In  that  year  it  was  stated,  "George  Sowle  is  still  living  and 
hath  8  children."  The  order  of  their  births  is  not  certainly  known;  some 
writers  assigning  John  as  being  the  oldest  son,  while  others  make  Zachariah 
the  first  born.  The  author  believes  there  were  more  than  four  sons  in  this 
family.  Mary  Soule  died  in  1677,  and  his  death  occurred  in  1680,  being 
"very  aged,"  as  the  records  of  the  Colony  prove.     See  his  will. 

George  Soule  outlived  nearly  all  of  the  passengers  of  the  Mayflower,  his 
old  friend,  John  Alden,  surviving  him  more  than  seven  years.  The  only 
memorial  of  him  known  to  exist  is  a  gourd-shell  once  belonging  to  him,  pre- 
served in  the  Hall  at  Plymouth.

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Soule  and  his  family  hath  in  my  extreme  old  age  and  weakness  bin  very  and 
carefull  of  mee  and  very  helpful  to  me  and  is  likely  so  to  bee  while  it  shall  please 
God  to  continue  my  life  heer,  therefore  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said 
son  John  Soule  all  the  Remainder  of  housing  and  lands,  whatsoever,  to  him 
his  heirs  and  asigns  forever.  Item:  I  give  and  beequeath  unto  my  son  John 
Soule  all  of  my  Goods  and  Chattels  whatsoever. 

Item:  I  nominate  and  appoint  my  son  John  Soule  to  be  my  sole  executor 
of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  and  lastly  I  do  make  null  and  voyd  all 
other  and  former  wills  and  Testaments  by  mee  att  any  time  made.

On  the  11th  day  of  November,  1620  (old  style),  there  was  drawn  on  the 
lid  of  a  chest  on  board  of  the  Mayflower  in  Plymouth  harbor,  and  signed  by 
forty-one  of  the  principal  men  of  the  first  band  of  Pilgrims,  a  platform  of  gov- 
ernment known  as  the  Compact,  and  which  gave  to  these  people  the  claim 
of  being  the  first  "signers"  of  this  great  and  free  United  States  of  America. 
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The  Compact. 

The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  compact: 

In  Ye  Name  of  God,  Amen. 

We  whofe  names  are  underwritten,  the  loyall  fubjects  of  our  dread  fov- 
ereigne  Lord,  King  James,  by  ye  grace  of  God,  of  Great  Britaine,  France  and 
Ireland,  King,  defender  of  ye  faith,  etc.,  haveing  undertaken  for  ye  glory  of 
God  and  advancemente  of  ye  Chriftian  faith,  and  honour  of  our  King  and 
countrie,  a  voyage  to  plant  ye  firft  colonie  in  ye  Northerne  parts  of  Virginia, 
doe  by  thefe  prefentf  folemnly,  and  mutualy,  in  ye  prefence  of  God,  and  of 
one  another,  covenant  and  combine  ourfelves  togeather  into  a  civill  body 
politik  for  our  better  ordering  and  prefervation  and  furtherance  of  ye  end 
aforefaid,  and  by  vertue  hearof  to  enacte,  conftitute  and  frame  fuch  juft  and 
equall  lawes,  ordinances,  acts,  conftitutions  and  offices  from  time  to  time, 
as  fhall  be  thought  moft  meete  and  convenient  for  ye  generall  good  of  ye 
Colonie,  unto  which  we  promife  all  due  fubmiffion  and  obedience.  In  Witnef 
whereof  we  have  hereunder  fubfcribed  our  names  at  Cap-Codd  ye  11  of  No- 
vember, in  ye  year  of  ye  raign  of  our  fovereigne  Lord,  King  James  of  England, 
France  and  Ireland,  ye  eighteenth,  and  of  Scotland  ye  fiftie-fourth,  Ano  Dom. 
1620.

Plymouth  Settlement. 

|NY  attempt  to  describe  the  residence  and  the  domestic  life  of 
Pilgrim  Soule  after  his  settlement  in  Plymouth  must  result  from  a 
long  study  of  the  general  conditions  prevailing  there  at  the  time 
upon  which  we  focus  our  mental  camera.  Many  pages  have  been 
written  about  this  assembly  of  the  families  and  home-life  of  the  residents  of 
those  who  came  over  in  the  Mayflower  and  the  fruits  of  the  imagination 
have  been  nearly  exhausted  in  an  effort  to  draw  ideal  pictures  of  the  domestic 
scene  as  was  daily  witnessed  around  those  narrow  hearthstones  where  the  Pil- 
grim fathers  and  mothers  dwelt  and  brought  up  their  children;  and  the 
material  side  of  the  description  was  doubtless  practically  correct;  the  deeper 
and  more  serious  phases  of  the  daily  existence  remains  too  subtle  and  elusive 
for  any  grasp  of  the  human  fancy  or  verbal  delineation. 

Where  the  Pilgrims  found  the  general  architectural  plans  for  their  houses 
no  known  historian  has  informed  us.  They  were  certainly  not  fashioned 
after  the  old  manor-houses  seen  by  them  when  living  in  their  English  homes. 
There  were  no  cottages  like  them  there.  Their  forms  and  general  features 
seem  to  have  been  a  New  England  conception  and  invention,  and  some  of 
these  material  peculiarities  were  adopted  by  the  pioneers  in  many  of  the  earlier 
settlements  along  the  coasts.  Beauty  must  have  been  subordinated  to  ex- 
pediency, the  actual  comforts  of  existence  considered  before  the  requirements 
of  taste. 

We  must  first  take  into  our  account  the  materials  they  used.  This  has 
always  been  the  imperious  feature  to  govern  the  conclusions  for  the  con- 
struction of  pioneer  dwellings.  In  those  lands  where  stone  has  been  the  most 
accessible  the  builders  appropriated  that  for  the  foundations  and  walls  of  their 
cottages  and  the  wealthy  class  used  this  enduring  substance  for  their  manor- 
houses  and  castles.  Well,  there  were  ledges  and  surface  stone  all  along  the 
New  England  coast,  but  where  were  the  quarryman's  tools  for  the  hewing? 
It  was  many  years  before  there  were  any  houses  of  stone  seen  in  the  settle- 
ments of  New  England;  and  these  were  rude  structures  erected  as  places  of 
defense  and  called  forts.  Even  the  jails  and  prisons  were  long  in  rising.  How- 
ever, the  hills  of  the  New  World  were  heavily  clothed  with  forests  that  afforded 
abundant  materials  for  buildings.  To  this  material  the  Pilgrims  were  prin- 
cipally restricted  when  building  their  houses.  These  dwellings  have  been 
denominated  by  my  predecessors  "rude  huts  and  log-cabins"  and  probably 
these  descriptive  terms  were  well  chosen.  These  humble  homes  were  laid 
up  with  logs  undressed  and  the  openings  filled  with  narrow  scantlings  and 
closed  with  mortar  made  of  clay.  There  was  an  ordinance  sent  forth  that 
every  house  should  be  supplied  with  a  ladder  "in  case  of  fyre."  These  houses 
were  low-posted  and  broad-gabled  and  the  tempests  that  swept  across  the 
Bay  found  little  hold  upon  them.     Many  of  the  roofs  were  "shingled"  with 
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squares  of  bark  peeled  from  great  birches  and  were  thus  made  as  impervious 
to  water  as  if  covered  with  slate.  There  were  but  few  if  any  chimneys.  Like 
their  far-away  ancestors  these  hardy  pioneers  laid  down  a  broad,  flat  stone, 
unhewn,  for  their  hearth.  A  chain  would  be  suspended  from  the  roof-timbers, 
upon  the  links  of  which  the  cooking  utensils  were  hung  over  the  roaring  fires. 
The  "light-of-day"  was  admitted  with  strict  economy  through  translucent 
oiled  squares  of  paper.  Their  household  supplies  must  have  been  very  prim- 
itive, their  furnishing  meagre  and  insufficient. 

Around  such  firesides  and  within  such  walls  these  Pilgrim  families  passed 
their  existence  during  their  first  winters  in  the  New  World,  and  their  social 
and  neighborly  spirit  must  have  been  cherished  and  carried  into  practice. 
Around  their  homes  the  winter  storms  roared  on  and  they  rose  in  the  morning 
to  find  their  houses  nearly  buried  beneath  the  white  enswathement  of  snow. 
Thus  this  "howling  wilderness,"  as  historians  have  described  it,  was  a  lonely 
and  dreary  place  of  abode  and  these  families  climbed  through  the  drifts  and 
reefs  to  visit  each  other  and  gathered  about  their  hearths  to  "while  away" 
their  leisure  hours  in  reciprocal  conversation.  Often  must  their  thoughts 
have  reverted  to  their  old  homes  and  kindred  across  the  seas  and  their  long 
and  tempestuous  voyage  upon  the  Atlantic. 

The  historians  of  the  Plymouth  Colony  have  revealed  to  us  sufficient 
particulars  relating  to  the  situation  of  the  settlement  and  the  hard  domestic 
lives  of  the  families  to  discover  to  us  something  of  the  exterior  and  interior 
of  their  rude  homes  as  well  as  of  their  toilsome  daily  round  of  duties. 

Around  such  hearthstones  the  children  multiplied  and  grew  strong  and 
husky.  Clad  in  coarse  and  homely  garb  they  went  forth  to  greet  their  neighbors 
and  to  hew  the  trees  for  fuel.  Around  these  homes  the  sea  winds  screamed 
while  the  rolling  breakers  pounded  the  rocky  shores.  A  few  cows  and  goats 
contributed  toward  the  daily  supply  of  food  and  were  fed  in  winter  within 
the  low  log  hovels  upon  the  wild  grass  gathered  from  the  natural  meadows 
and  thatch-islands  near  at  hand.  In  such  enclosures  did  George  Soule  provide 
for  his  black,  "smooth-horned  heifer"  and  for  his  two  she-goats — and  what 
about  the  "kids?" 

While  the  long,  dreary  days  and  evenings  were  dragging  their  weary  length 
along,  we  can  fancy  George  Soule,  the  scholar  and  student  still,  the  sage  of 
the  settlement,  with  one  of  his  books  in  hand  poring  over  its  fruitful  pages  and 
feeding  his  eager  mind  with  useful  knowledge.  With  what  jealous  care  must 
he  have  protected  and  preserved  these  precious  volumes!  His  home  was  the 
University  of  the  settlement;  the  head-center  of  knowledge  and  intellectual 
sustenance.  We  fancy  George  Soule  going  forth  among  his  neighbors  to  be 
kindly  greeted  and  to  receive  every  token  of  respect  and -deference  from  them. 
He  was  the  scholarly  man  among  them;  the  man  capable  of  revising  their 
code  of  laws  and  of  formulating  with  goosequill  their  legal  documents.  Winslow 
in  one  instance  has  left  on  record  the  title  "My  man"  while  making  mention 
of  this  tutor  of  his  children;  and  he  was  a  MAN  in  the  noblest  and  deepest 
significance  of  the  word.  Happy  in  his  humble  home,  sitting  with  his  faith- 
ful Mary  Beckett  at  his  side  while  his  sons  and  daughters,  filled  with  the 
exuberance  of  human  nature  and  animal  life,  were  sporting  about  the  room; 
such  was  the  home  circle  and  the  domestic  scene  as  we  view  them  through  the 
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mist  of  time  and  the  stimulated  powers  of  a  picturesque  ideality  that  lingers 
still  with  venerable  years. 

We  now  find  Pilgrim  Soule  "very  aged,"  and,  like  the  patriarch  Jacob, 
leaning  upon  the  top  of  his  staff  for  support.  Like  all  venerable  persons  his 
thoughts  drift  backward  and  cluster  around  the  scenes  of  his  childhood  and 
youth,  while  pictures  emerge  from  the  haze  of  memory  reinvested  with  all  the 
lights  and  shades  familiar  in  early  years,  until  through  the  elusive  clamor 
of  fancy  they  pass  in  review  before  his  stimulated  memory,  and  he  by  real- 
istic vision  almost  literally  lives  them  over  again. 

Whether  born  in  manor-house,  hall  or  cottage  the  result  would  be  the  same 
— familiar  prospects  rising  above  his  mental  horizon  in  panoramic  succession 
for  his  delective  reception.  Pictures  of  devoted  parents  sitting  in  the  chimney- 
nook  are  projected  for  his  mental  survey  as  he  recognizes  every  familiar  feature 
and  form.  Voices  long  silent  or  unheard  come  back  within  the  precinct  of  his 
inward  ear  and  he  hears  again  his  mother's  plaintive  lullaby  or  whispered 
evening  prayer;  these  sweet  sounds  seeming  as  realistic  as  when  listened  to 
in  life's  morning.  He  mingles  again  in  the  family  group  among  brothers  and 
sisters  and  remembers  each  smile  and  pleasant  word.  How  such  memories 
must  have  stimulated  every  tender  emotion  swelling  within  the  pilgrim's 
heart! 

Following  the  current  of  events  in  their  succession  through  the  channels  of 
memory,  he  recalls  the  embarking  on  board  the  Mayflower  and  every  incident 
of  the  dangerous  voyage.  Employed  by  Winslow  as  a  scholar  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  his  children,  this  mature  student  taught  them  the  rudiments  of  their 
education  while  sailing  across  the  stormy  seas.  When  otherwise  at  leisure 
he  bends  with  inkhorn  and  quill-pen  at  hand  to  inscribe  upon  the  narrow  sheet 
a  brief  account  of  the  incidents  connected  with  the  voyage. 

What  will  the  skeptic  say  in  answer  to  the  recorded  fact  that  this  wandering 
Englishman  brought  with  him  from  his  native  land  a  parcel  of  "Books?" 
Such  an  important  equipment  was  not  overlooked  as  proven  by  the  Pilgrim's 
will,  while  a  "libery  "  was  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  son  John  Soule  with  whom 
he  passed  his  last  days.  These  books  that  constituted  the  small  library  must 
have  been  imported.  There  were  no  publishing  houses  in  the  New  England 
wilderness;  there  were  no  book  sellers  within  the  Plymouth  settlement.  This 
valuable  possession  must  have  been  selected  with  great  care  from  the  stock 
from  which  he  culled  them,  and  they  were  a  rare  adjunct  in  the  settlement. 
Only  clergymen  and  magistrates  were  supposed  to  own  libraries  among  the 
pioneer  colonial  communities,  but  this  young  man  saw  the  necessity  of  pro- 
curing in  book  form  some  of  the  best  thoughts  of  the  most  eminent  scholars 
of  the  time  embalmed  within  the  covers  of  bound  volumes.  What  more 
logical  conclusion  can  we  adopt  than  that  while  living  in  the  family  of  his  son, 
John  Soule,  he  with  his  other  effects,  should  bestow  these  volumes  upon  this 
son?  This  was  one  of  the  men  selected  to  assist  in  the  revision  of  the  Colonial 
laws.  Such  intellectual  equipment  must  have  been  recognized  by  his  con- 
temporaries as  worthy  of  especial  respect,  and  it  is  our  belief  that  the  Scholar 
and  Scribe  as  he  moved  about  among  his  neighbors  received  their  veneration 
and  deference.  Thus  we  fancy  this  member  of  the  Plymouth  Colony  who  had 
formed   habits  of  study,   himself  possibly  a   graduate,   continuing  to  enrich 
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his  mind  while  poring  over  his  books  at  his  humble  fireside  in  the  quiet 
home  at  Plymouth.  How  rare  the  recreation!  How  congenial  the  pastime! 
We  now  naturally  inquire  where  these  books  went  to.  They  must  have  been 
the  object  of  solicitude  and  especial  care.  What  sort  of  a  receptacle  were 
they  protected  in?  Children  would  not  be  allowed  to  handle  such  valuable 
treasures.  Their  transfer  would  have  been  known  to  the  other  sons  and 
members  of  the  Soule  family.  The  son  John,  though  not  a  scholar  himself, 
would,  out  of  respect  for  his  father's  wishes,  have  kept  his  "libery"  with  the 
greatest  care  and  protection.  And  what  was  the  final  destination  of  this 
legacy?  May  there  not  be  somewhere,  some  at  least  of  these  volumes  extant? 
Has  any  thorough  and  discriminating  search  been  instituted  for  their  dis- 
covery  and  retrievement?  If  the  "  Diary"  kept  by  the  Pilgrim  was  preserved, 
even  as  a  fragment,  may  there  not  have  been  other  documents  and  some 
volumes  of  the  library  preserved  and  carried  south  by  Josiah  Soule?  This 
may  be  adjudged  a  foolish  speculation  or  conjecture,  but  it  involves  matters 
of  especial  interest  and  possibilities  as  encouraging  as  other  lost  treasures.  We 
mention  the  recent  discovery  of  the  West  Diary  in  which  the  marriage  of 
Susanna  Soule,  a  daughter  of  the  Pilgrim,  was  recorded.  The  fate  of  this 
daughter  had  been  unknown  during  the  search  for  Pilgrim  data  and  was  only 
recently  unearthed  among  the  rubbish  of  an  old  homestead. 


UR  reasonable  and  warranted  fancy  invites  us  in  our  retrospective 
survey  to  visit  the  humble  home  and  the  domestic  circle  of  the 
Pilgrim  and  without  any  elasticity  of  the  imagination  we  can 
practically  reconstruct  and  reinhabit  this  dwelling  at  Plymouth. 
The  history  of  the  colony  reveals  to  us  sufficient  particulars  concerning  the 
situation  of  the  settlement,  the  erection  of  the  houses  and  the  hard  domestic 
experiences  of  the  Pilgrim  families  to  discover  to  us  something  of  the  structure 
of  the  houses  and  the  daily  round  of  incumbent  duties. 

The  frames  of  these  first  houses  were  held  together  by  tennons  and  oaken 
treenails.  They  were  low-posted  and  wide-gabled  and  nearly  immune  from 
the  grip  of  the  tempests.  Though  the  wild  winds  might  roar  in  their 
wrath  and  the  joints  of  these  houses  might  creak  and  even  groan  in  the 
agony  of  fear,  they  held  to  their  foundation  and  their  occupants  were 
safe.  The  floors  were  laid  of  puncheons  leveled  with  the  adze  and  were  uneven 
and  filled  with  splinters.  In  lieu  of  dressers  a  few  pieces  of  scantling  were 
laid  upon  pins  driven  into  the  logs  of  the  wall.  The  furnishing  must  have 
been  meagre  and  rude.  The  capacity  of  the  Mayflower  was  not  sufficient  to 
accommodate  many  household  goods  and  the  Pilgrims  had  to  adjust  themselves 
to  some  very  uncomfortable  positions.  Sawblocks  were  in  many  instances 
improvised  for  seats  and  the  tables,  narrow  and  resting  upon  sturdy  posts, 
would  remind  the  observer  of  those  seen  in  the  homes  of  the  Bonders  of  Norway. 
The  accommodations  for  warming  the  house  and  for  cooking  the  wholesome 
food  must  have  been  rude  and  inconvenient.  Their  hearth-stones  were  prob- 
ably extemporized  from  a  shelf  taken  from  some  granite  ledge  and  laid  down 
upon  the  earth  within  the  center  of  the  living  room,  and  a  sooty  chain  was 
suspended  from  a  beam  overhead  upon  which  the  utensils  were  hung  over  the 
wood  fires.  Some  of  these  Pilgrim  cabins  were  erected  with  a  projecting  story 
above  the  living  apartments  as  a  protection  against  the  Indians.  Ladders 
were  required  to  be  used  in  "case  of  fyre."  For  windows,  squares  of  oiled 
paper,  only  translucent,  admitted  the  light.  The  doors  were  made  from 
rude  scantlings  shaped  with  the  axe  and  fastened  with  heavy  wooden  bars  and 
swung  upon  wooden  hinges.  Many  of  these  houses  were  rolled  up  in  haste, 
following  the  arrival  of  the  Pilgrims,  and  beauty  and  proportion  gave  place 
to  comfort  and  protection.  When  winter's  howling  storms  raged  around, 
these  lowly  houses  were  nearly  buried  in  drifts,  and  from  without  resembled 
great  mounds  like  those  under  which  the  sea  kings  were  entombed.  The 
family  supplies  of  food  must  have  been  coarse  and  meagre.  There  were  a 
few  cows  and  goats  to  help  out,  but  we  fancy  many  a  family  went  to  bed  half 
famished. 

Our  description  has  been  typical  and  approximate,  but  in  all  essential 
features  will  be  found  correct.  Supplementing  this  word-picture  we  must 
invite  the  reader's  attention  to  the  domestic  scene  and  circle.  Around  the 
warm  hearth-stones  the  family  group  assembled  at  the  evening  hour  and  held

such  mutual  converse  as  circumstances  suggested.  Waiving  the  daily  routine 
of  domestic  duties,  we  shall  fancy  George  Soule  with  one  of  the  precious 
volumes  upon  his  knee,  culling  from  its  pages  such  knowledge  as  his  soul 
loved.  The  student  once,  the  student  always.  This  young  man  who  had 
acquired  habits  of  study  during  the  years  of  training  in  letters  in  his  native 
land,  would  not,  even  under  untoward  circumstances,  deny  himself  of  the 
intellectual  nourishment  for  which  he  aspired;  and  as  we  catch  a  mental  view 
of  him  even  in  venerable  years,  he  still  holds  dear  that  small  collection  of 
books  brought  across  the  seas — and  given  to  son  John. 

Exposed  to  the  rigors  of  winter  from  without,  the  families  of  the  Pilgrims 
gathered  about  their  sooty  hearth-stones  to  find  protection,  and  here  the 
frugal  housewives  prepared  the  scanty  meals.  Here  within  the  encroaching 
walls  the  children  multiplied  while  the  common  cares  incumbent  upon  their 
daily  lives  stimulated  them  to  mental  and  manual  activity. 

Clad  in  homely  and  unattractive  garments,  they  went  forth  to  greet  their 
neighbors  with  which  they  shared  the  common  lot.  The  sea  winds  screamed 
about  their  dwellings  and  their  ears  were  saluted  by  the  pounding  of  the  waves 
upon  the  near-by  coast. 

While  reading  these  realistic  pictures  of  Pilgrim  experiences  may  the  families 
descended  from  this  common  ancestor  ever  remember  that  this  George  Soule 
was  one  among  that  self-expatriated  number  who,  impelled  by  noble  motives, 
had  forsaken  his  native  land  and  the  comforts  of  a  well-provided  home  to  face 
the  hard  conditions  of  sacrificial  deprivation  and  assist  in  founding  a  colony  and 
the  establishment  of  a  government  comprising  the  most  sublime  human 
principles  by  which  any  peoples  were  ever  controlled.  Descended  from  a 
Viking  ancestry,  a  race  of  sea  kings,  he  feared  not  the  wrath  of  Neptune  or 
the  menace  of  tempests,  and  boldly  encountered  the  imposed  conditions 
incident  to  the  hazardous  undertaking. 


The  poem  subjoined  comprises  in  a  concrete  form  so  much  suggestive  of  the  inclination    and  experi- 
ence of  the  nautical  Soules  that  we  insert  it  here.

CHILDREN    OF    GEORGE    AND    MART    BECKETT    SOULE. 

1.  John  Soule  (1),  eldest  son  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule,  was 
born  in  Plymouth,  Mass.,  about  1623.  The  author  will  follow  the  reasoning 
of  the  late  Rev.  Francis  A.  SoUle,  a  man  who  had  access  to  all  of  the  known 
original  records  and  had  spent  several  years  in  a  study  of  the  subject.  By 
some  writers  Zachariah  was  made  the  eldest  son  of  the  Pilgrim  and  John  the 
fifth  child.  If  this  be  correct,  then  the  first  four  children  were  all  daughters 
and  the  last  four  sons,  which  is  not  at  all  probable.  And  if  this  theory  is 
true  the  father  must  have  been  married  as  early  as  1622-3.  As  George  Soule 
stated  in  his  will  that  John  was  his  oldest  son,  we  shall  allow  his  name  to  stand 
in  that  position.  If  Zachariah  had  been  the  oldest  and  born  before  1627, 
then  it  must  have  been  four  or  five  years  earlier  to  make  John  the  fifth  child. 
We  admit  that  all  of  these  dates  were  conjectural  and  any  conclusion  can 
only  be  but  approximate. 

The  statement  of  George  Soule  in  his  will  made  Aug.  11,  1677,  and  found 
in  Duxbury  Jan.  23,  1679,  probably  soon  after  his  death,  reads  as  follows: 
11  My  eldest  son  who  hath  in  my  extreme  old  age  and  weakness  ben  tender  and 
careful  of  mee  and  very  helpful  to  mee  and  likely  to  be,  while  it  shall  please 
God  to  continue  my  life  heer;  therefore  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said 
son  John  Soule  all  the  remainder  of  my  housing  whatsoever." 

John  So  ule  was  twice  married  but  did  not  marry  Esther  -Delano  as  has 
been  repeatedly  published,  on  the  authority  that  she  was  the  only  woman  in 
the  colony  at  that  time  who  could  have  been  his  wife.  The  first  wife  of  John 
Soule  was  Rebecca  Simmons,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Sarah  Simmons.  She 
died  and  he  married  second,  in  1678,  Esther  Nash,  daughter  of  Lieut.  Samuel 
Nash,  born  March  6,  1638,  the  widow  of  Samuel  Sampson,  and  the  following 
has  been  found  as  corroborative  evidence:  "She  is  toward  marriage  with 
John  Soule,  and  the  said  Soule  and  the  now  widow  are  willing  that  the  estate 
be  reserved  for  the  future  good  of  the  children."  These  children  were  her 
two  sons,  Samuel  and  Ichabod  Sampson.  Probably  Elizabeth  "  Dillino"  and 
Mary  Howland  were  her  daughters,  as  they  were  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
Samuel  Nash  as  his  "granddaughters."  Thomas  Dillino  and  John  Soule, 
called  his  "Good  Friends,"  were  the  overseers  of  his  will.  This  Samuel 
Sampson  was  killed  in  King  Philip's  war,  and  a  record  in  the  colony  shows 
that  in  1678  his  widow,  Esther  Sampson,  was  married  to  John  Soule,  thus 
proving  positively  that  the  wife  of  John  Soule — his  second  wife — was  Esther 
(Nash)  Sampson  and  not  Esther  de  la  Noye.  This  record  of  somewhat  recent 
discovery  has  disproved  the  long  distributed  statement  concerning  the  wife 
of  John  Soule,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Pilgrim,  and  shows  the  danger  of  "jumping 
at  conclusions"  without  basing  such  assumptions  upon  authentic  records. 

This  John  Soule  died ,  1707,  aged  75  years.     She  died    Sept.  12, 

1733,  aged  95  years.  Their  gravestones  are  standing  in  the  old  Duxbury 
cemetery,  leaning  and  weather-beaten. 

John  Soule  became  a  Freeman  in  1653  and  sometime  during  the  same  year 
he  was  involved  in  a  quarrel  with  Kenelm  Winslow  for  "speaking  falsely  and 
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of  scandalizing  his  daughter  in  carrying  divers  falce  reports  betwixt  Josiah 
Standish  and  her."  After  various  devices  for  delay,  he  was  fined  on  the  8th 
June  £10  and  costs,  in  a  suit  of  defamation  for  £200.  During  the  excitement 
against  the  Quakers  John  Soule  was  fined  for  his  interference  upon  their 
religious  services  2d  Oct.,  1660.  He  was  surveyor  of  highways  in  1672; 
Grand-juryman,  1675-6-7-8  and  1683-4;  arbitrator  between  Marshfield  and 
Duxbury,  1698,  involving  land  disputes;  also  a  witness  to  the  Indian  deed  of 
Bridgewater,  dated  23d  Dec,  1686;  joined  in  a  remonstrance,  1687,  against  in- 
creasing the  salary  of  Rev.  Ichabod  Wiswell.  He  was  also  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  Samuel  Chandler,  1683,  and  chosen  guardian;  and  the  same  year 
was  chosen  guardian  for  John  Simmons  and  Samuel  Sampson,  minors.  He 
must  have  held  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  the  maturity 
of  his  life. 

His  sons  received  their  portion  of  his  estate  during  his  life- time;  the  daugh- 
ters, on  petition  Mar.  5,  1707-8,  were  rewarded  in  an  equal  division  of  five 
lots  of  land,  situated  in  Middleboro,  which  were  appraised  £17-5-0.  His 
personal  property  was  valued  at  £24-12-12.  Among  the  items  mentioned 
in  the  settlement  of  his  estate  was  a  library,  a  rare  possession  at  that  time. 
See  account  as  given  by  the  author  under  George  Soule,  his  father.  This 
was  evidently  the  collection  of  "books"  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  father. 
There  were  ten  children  in  this  family;  all  but  Joshua  by  his  first  wife.  See 
third  generation.

The  exact  date  of  the  death  of  John  Soule,  the  son  of  George  Soule  the 
Pilgrim,  is  not  known;  but  he  died  intestate  and  his  widow,  Hester  (Nash) 
was  appointed  Administratrix  Nov.  14,  1707.  The  Inventory  following  was 
taken  at  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Dec.  3,  1707:

In  the  records  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  John  Soule,  it  was  stated 
that  he  gave  his  sons  their  portion  of  his  property  during  his  lifetime,  but 
the  names  were  not  recorded.  By  a  careful  examination  of  the  Registry  of 
Probate  and  the  Registry  of  Deeds  these  names  were  discovered;  and  we 
subjoin  sufficient  abstracts  to  prove  their  names.  As  represented  in  a  Family 
Record  seen  by  the  author  these  names  were:  Aaron,  Benjamin,  James,  John, 
Joseph,  Joshua,  Josiah,  Moses  and  Zachariah;  the  latter  dying  March  16, 
1690-1. 
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On  July  31,  1695,  John  Soule  of  Duxbury  "for  the  natural  affection  which 
I  bear  unto  my  son  Aaron  Soule"  I  give  him  forty  acres  at  Pudding  Brook 
in   Duxbury. 

On  July  24,  1697,  John  Soule  of  Duxbury  "for  the  affection. which  I  have 
unto  my  son  John  Soule  of  M'iddleboro "  give  unto  him  my  one  hundred  acres 
in  the  Twenty-Six-Men's  Purchase  in  Middleboro,  being  the  22d  Lot  of  the 
last  division  of  Upland  in  said  Purchase. 

On  May  17,  1698,  for  £6-6  paid  unto  my  son  Benjamin  Soule  of  Middleboro 
by  my  son  James  Soule  of  said  town,  sold  him  25  acres  in  the  Twenty-Six- 
Men's  Purchase  being  the  15th  Lot  and  Butteth  upon  ye  Great  River. 

2.  Mary  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule, 
born  in  Plymouth  or  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  May,  1624,  was  "bound  out" 
to  John  Winslow  of  Plymouth  for  seven  years,  Jan.  1,  1652,  but  her  age  and 
the  cause  were  not  given.  The  record  reads:  "And  in  case  the  said  Mary 
Sole  do  not  change  her  condition  by  marriage,  she  is  to  dwell  with  him  the  full 
term  of  eight  years."  Rev.  F.  A.  Soule,  who  has  given  this  family  history 
much  impartial  study,  writes:  "I  infer  from  this  that  she  was  about  ten 
years  of  age  and  that  the  full  term  of  ten  years  would  have  made  her  eighteen 
when  she  would  have  been  legally  released  from  the  contract." 

Mary  Soule  was  married  to  John  Peterson.  See  her  record.  We  abstract 
the  following  from  records  found  in  the  Genealogical  Register  of  date  April, 
1916:  "Mary  Soule,  born  before  1650,  daughter  of  George  Soule  and  Mary 
Beckett  of  Duxbury,  was  married  before  1665  to  John  Peterson,  an  early 
inhabitant  of  that  town.  He  died  between  29th  April,  1718  (date  of  his 
will)  and  26th  March,  1720  (date  of  inventory),  and  was  probably  buried  on 
the  farm  in  Duxbury,  perhaps  on  the  very  spot  where  in  recent  years  excava- 
tions have  revealed  an  ancient  burial  place.  His  farm  was  at  Powder  Point 
and  was  purchased  of  his  father-in-law,  George  Soule,  who,  in  a  deposition  of 
date  27th  Oct.,  1674,  states  that  it  had  been  his  homestead  farm;  and  this 
land  on  which  George  Soule  and  John  Peterson  had  in  turn  lived  remained  in 
possession  of  their  descendants  almost  to  the  present  time. 

3.  George  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule,  was  born 
in  Plymouth  Colony,  Mass.,  about  1624,  and  with  his  brother  Nathaniel  had 
part  of  the  lands  in  Dartmouth  upon  which  he  settled.  His  wife's  name  was 
Deborah  but  her  full  maiden  name  has  not  been  assured.  He  received  a  grant 
of  land  in  1682,  "being  one  of  ye  fyrst-born  children."  From  the  reading  of 
the  preamble  of  his  will  and  the  language  employed  in  connection  with  his 
children  we  estimate  him  as  a  very  pious  man.  Possibly  there  had  been 
premonitions  or  warnings  that  suggested  caution  and  restraint  from  the 
"higher  powers."  George  Soule  second  was  a  "sea  rover"  like  his  brother 
Nathaniel  and  went  with  him  on  many  fishing  voyages.  While  absent  from 
home  Giles  Slocum  seems  to  have  presumed  upon  their  indefensible  situation 
and  entered  upon  their  lands  by  trespass.  The  brothers  went  into  court  for 
adjustment  of  the  case  and  received  a  verdict  of  £150.  For  the  most  of  his 
time  this  man  was  a  farmer  and  lived  from  the  harvest  of  the  land  and  sea. 
He  made  a  will  in  March,  1697,  and  therein  especially  commends  his  wife  and 
children  to  divine  protection.     This  George  Soule  had  a  good  estate  and  would 
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have  been  called  "fore-handed"  by  his  townsmen.  He  was  called  to  fill  some 
minor  municipal  positions,  but  seems  to  have  been  a  very  peaceable  and 
worthy  citizen.  There  was  a  large  family  of  sons  and  daughters.  His  widow 
also  made  a  will  and  this  will  follow  with  other  documents  subjoined.  The 
exact  time  of  their  deaths  is  not  known;  but  somewhere  down  by  the  ocean's 
banks  they  were  laid  down,  where  their  requiem  has  been  chanted  for  two- 
and-a-quarter  centuries.  Peaceful  be  their  rest.  For  children's  names  see 
third  generation.

The  Bond  of  the  Executrix  is  on  a  printed  form  and  is  dated  1  March 
1709.  The  amount  of  the  bond  was  £.60  and  the  subscribers  were  Nathaniel 
Soule  and  Jacob  Soule,  both  of  Dartmouth.  Nathaniel  signed  his  name  to  the 
bond  but  Sarah  and  Jacob  made  their  marks.  The  witnesses  were  Samuel 
Gullup  and  John  Cary.

4.  Elizabeth  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule, 
time  of  birth  unknown,  had  a  sad  record.  It  appears  that  in  1662,  she  fell 
from  grace  by  committing  adultery  with  Nathaniel  Church,  to  whom  she  was 
engaged  to  be  married;  he  refusing  to  fulfill  the  compact,  they  were  both 
convicted  of  the  criminal  act  and  each  was  fined  £5.  However,  the  alliance 
was  continued  and  for  the  second  offense  both  were  publicly  brought  to  the 
whipping  post  and  the  lash  applied.  Refusing  to  recognize  his  obligation 
to  take  her  as  his  wife,  she  sued  him  for  breach  of  promise  for  the  sum  of  £100. 
He  was  convicted  by  the  court,  and  the  jury  awarded  her  £10  and  costs  of 
suit.  She  was  subsequently  married  to  Francis  Walker,  previous  to  1663. 
The  clergyman  before  alluded  to  says:  "These  are  sad  records  to  make  for  a 
child  of  the  Mayflower  Pilgrim,  himself  a  man  of  sterling  moral  character, 
but  neither  Christian  grace  nor  moral  character  are  transmissible,  or  hered- 
itary." 
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5.  Nathaniel  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule,  was 
born  in  Duxbury  or  Plymouth,  the  time  of  his  birth  not  known.  He  married 
Rose  Thorn,  and  settled  on  the  land  assigned  them  by  his  father  with  his 
brother  George  Soule  2d.  As  his  wife  bore  the  same  name  as  the  first  wife  of  Capt. 
Miles  Standish  and  she  had  a  son  Miles,  genealogists  have  believed  there 
was  some  close  relationship  between  the  two  families.  We  shall  leave  this 
subject  for  our  successors  to  elucidate.  However,  Nathaniel  Soule  figured 
in  court  while  living  in  Duxbury  with  a  criminal  reputation.  In  1667  he  was 
fined  £20  ($100)  for  publicly  scandalizing  his  minister,  Rev.  John  Holmes,  and 
he  acknowledged  his  maliciousness  in  so  doing;  but  he  escaped  the  stocks, 
which  was  part  of  the  awarded  penalty,  and  the  disgrace  and  embarrassment 
of  public  exposure,  through  the  intercession  of  the  minister.  Neither  fear  of 
the  penalties  imposed  by  the  court  nor  the  public  spectacle  of  exposure  at 
the  stocks  in  the  market-place,  restrained  him  and  he  fell  from  grace  a  second 
time,  for  in  1671  he  was  fined  £5  and  publicly  whipped  "for  telling  several  lies 
which  tended  greatly  to  the  hurt  of  the  Colony."  We  have  no  evidence  of 
contrition  or  confession  following  this  transgression  but,  instead,  painful 
evidence  of  continuing  in  his  evil  doing;  for  three  years  later — in  1674 — he 
was  again  brought  to  the  whipping  post  and  publicly  flagelated  as  punishment 
for  committing  adultery  with  an  Indian  woman;  and  was  ordered  to  pay 
"ten  bushels  of  Indian  corn"  towards  the  keeping  of  the  child.  Here  fact 
and  tradition  were  interlaced,  but  we  refrain  from  further  comment. 

This  Nathaniel  Soule  settled  on  the  lands  received  from  his  father  in  an 
undivided  condition  and  lived  there  alongside  of  his  brother  George  for  many 
years.  These  brothers  were,  like  nearly  all  of  the  able-bodied  male  members 
of  the  Soule  family,  engaged  in  navigation  and  owned  fishing  craft  in  which 
they  went  to  the  "Banks"  and  brought  home  handsome  "fares"  for  sale  or 
family  supplies.  They  were  often  absent  for  a  considerable  time,  and  taking 
advantage  of  a  hegira  the  Slocumbs  committed  trespass  upon  their  lands; 
and  when  George  and  Nathaniel  returned  from  their  fishing,  they  found 
their  estate  entered  upon  and  occupied.  This  action  resulted  in  court  pro- 
ceedings and  the  Soules  were  given  a  round  sum  as  damages — £150. 

In  the  record  of  the  survey  and  partition  of  their  lands  through  the  petition 
of  their  heirs  the  names  of  George  and  Nathaniel  are  of  frequent  occurrence 
and  were  associated  with  such  expressions  as  "Our  late  honored  father." 

The  number  of  Nathaniel  Soule's  children  is  not  certainly  known;  and 
one,  or  possibly  two,  experienced  genealogists  who  have  given  the  history 
of  this  branch  discriminating  study,  assume  to  say  that  by  the  deficiency  of 
the  records  one  link  in  the  chain  has  been  lost;  that  one  Nathaniel  is  missing 
from  the  pedigree;  but  from  a  careful  examination  and  comparison  of  the 
dates  I  believe  the  family  can  all  be  accounted  for.  The  children  so  far  as 
known  as  the  heirs  were  Nathaniel,  Jacob,  Sylvanus  and  Miles.  The  following 
speaks  for  itself:  "Nathaniel  and  Jacob,  sons  of  Nathaniel  Soule,  late  of  Dart- 
mouth, deceased,  and  William  Soule  and  Nathan  Soule,  sons  of  George  Soule, 

Note. — It  is  probably  a  curious  coincidence  that  the  wife  of  Nathaniel  Soule  should 
be  named  Rose  and  that  a  son  should  be  called  Miles,  the  names  of  Capt.  Miles  Standish 
and  his  wife,  when  they  had  no  daughter  Rose  to  marry  Nathaniel  Soule. 
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late  of  said  Dartmouth,  and  brothers  to  the  said  Nathaniel  and  Joseph  Devol, 
son-in-law  of  said  George  Soule,  agree  to  divide  the  lands  in  Dartmouth  which 
belonged  to  our  fathers,  Nathaniel  and  George  Soule  aforesaid — and  is  all 
the  divided  lands  belonging  to  their  share  of  land  given  them  by  their  father 
George  Soule,  late  of  Dartmouth,  deceased — by  deed  of  gift."  The  county 
records  give  the  boundaries  and  landmarks  pertaining  to  each  lot  assigned  to 
the  sons  of  George  and  Nathaniel  and  the  full  names  of  the  direct  heirs.  The 
division  of  Nathaniel  Soule's  estate  was  on  Sept.  10,  1702.  See  forward  for 
descendants.

Settlement  of  His  Estate. 

Nathaniel  Soule  of  Dartmouth  was  a  son  of  George  Soule  1st  of  the 
Mayflower  and  with  his  brother  George  Soule  2nd  had  the  lands  in  Dart- 
mouth. He  died  intestate  and  his  widow,  Rose  Soule,  was  appointed  Admin- 
istratrix. Her  appointment  was  not  recorded  but  her  bond  dated  October 
12,  1699,  is  preserved  in  the  Register  of  Bristol  County  Probate.  The  only 
other  original  papers  in  the  files  relating  to  this  estate  are  the  Inventory,  which 
was  not  recorded,  and  the  account  of  the  Administratrix.

6.  Susanna  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule, 
was  mentioned  in  her  father's  will.  Her  name  disappeared  from  the  records 
of  Duxbury  and  nothing  was  known  of  her  fate  for  many  years.  Some  who 
were  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Soules  and  who  had  searched  for  some 
recorded  item  that  would  prove  a  clue  to  her  after-life  and  failed  to  find  such 
reference,  came  to  believe  there  was  no  such  daughter  and  discontinued  their 
inquiries;  but  at  last,  some  time  during  the  year  1924,  a  Diary,  or  Memorandum, 
was  found  in  an  ancient  house  not  distant  from  Boston  that  contained  her 
name  and  proved  that  she  was  married  to  one  Francis  West,  who  had  come 
from  England  soon  after  the  first  settlement,  by  whom  she  had  seven  sons  and 
two  daughters  whose  names  were  written  down  under  her  own.  This  discovery 
caused  considerable  excitement  among  genealogists  throughout  New  England 
at  the  time  it  became  known,  and  a  full  account  of  the  finding  with  a  fac-simile 
of  the  page  of  the  Diary  on  which  the  family  record  was  written,  clearly  legible, 
was  published  in  the  Boston  Evening  Transcript.  Continued  research  may 
reveal  much  more  concerning  her  children  and  descendants.  In  his  will  her 
father  had  given  her  "  twelve  pence,"  a  meagre  legacy  that  was  a  hint  of  some 
disaffection.     Her  children  were  named  as  follows:

(4)  Susanna  West  was  the  wife  of  l — —  Barber  and  had  issue. 

(5)  Martha  West  was  married  to  Thomas  Card,  by  whom 
issue. 

7.  Benjamin  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  George  (2)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule,  was 
born  in  Plymouth,  or  Duxbury,  Mass.,  but,  like  the  other  children,  the  date 
of  his  advent  is  unknown.  Among  searchers  and  writers,  this  man's  name 
has  been  disposed  of  with  a  very  brief  statement,  viz.,  "He  was  killed  by  the 
Indians  before  Pawtucket,  26  March,  1676,  leaving  no  issue  so  far  as  known." 

Benjamin  Soule  was  one  of  the  "impressed  soldiers"  called  out  by  the 
Plymouth  Colony  on  February  8,  1675-6,  and  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Michael  Pierce  was  engaged  in  the  ill-fated  battle  against  outnumbering 
Indians  who  out-generaled  him,  led  him  with  his  men  into  a  cunningly  arranged 
ambuscade  and  hewed  them  in  pieces.  From  the  town  of  Scituate  fifteen 
were  slain;  from  Marshfield,  nine  were  slain;  from  Duxbury,  four  were  killed, 
among  them  Benjamin  Soule.  From  a  letter  written  by  Rev.  Noah  Newman 
the  day  after  the  battle,  now  much  decayed  and  partly  illegible,  we  find  the 
names  of  those  killed  in  this  battle. 

We  are  not  ready  to  leave  the  name  of  this  brave  man  without  another 
word  of  comment.  If  he  was  not  born  before  1630  he  was  46  years  of  age  when 
he  was  killed;  an  age  when  he  was  probably  married  and  the  father  of  several 
children.  It  is  no  proof  that  he  was  a  single  man  because  no  record  of  his 
marriage  has  been  discovered,  or  that  he  was  not  the  father  of  children 
because  their  names  and  births  have  not  been  found.  He  and  his  family  may 
have  lived  in  some  contiguous  town  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Plymouth 
County,  although  he  was  accredited  to  Duxbury  in  the  military  records. 
Emerging  from  these  obscure  suggestions  into  the  clearer  light  of  recent  dis- 
covery, we  cite  our  readers  to  some  facts  of  peculiar  interest  on  the  line  of  this 
subject.  Following  the  recorded  names  of  the  Sole-Soule  families  found  in 
the  Census  Returns  of  1790  we  were  led  onward  to  an  investigation  of  the 
public  records  in  North  and  South  Carolina.  The  first  report  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  brought  us  the  beautifully  inscribed  names  of  seven  persons 
who  were  of  the  Sowle  family.  These  were,  with  one  exception,  duplicates  of 
names  peculiar  to  the  Soule  families  in  New  England;  there  were  Benjamin, 
Nathaniel,  Sylvanus,  Timothy,  Joseph  and  Edward.  Pursuing  the  trail  we 
procured  abstracts  from  their  land-grants  and  learned  that  these  "Sowles" 
had  joined  the  great  wave  of  Quaker  migration  that  invested  the  Carolinas 
about  1730-40  and  made  a  permanent  settlement  there.  A  full  account  of 
these  researches  will  be  found  in  a  section  of  this  work  entitled  "Soule  Families 
in  the  South."  These  Soule  families  were  comparatively  illiterate  and  pre- 
served but  meagre  records  of  their  movements  or  affairs.  As  one  proof  of 
their  New  England  origin  we  found  record  of  the  noncupative  will  of  John 
Tibbetts  whose  wife  was  Sarah  Soule,  a  daughter  of  George  Soule  second,  in 
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which  he  mentions  among  his  children  "Avis  Sole"  the  wife  of  George  Soule 
who  removed  to  the  Oblong  in  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.  This  George  Soule 
certainly  married  his  cousin,  Avis  Tibbetts,  and  thus  we  link  the  Northern 
and  Southern  branches  of  the  Soule  family.  Concretely  summing  up,  we  find 
but  one  family  in  New  England  from  which,  these  Southern  offshoots 
could  have  been  broken  unless  Benjamin  Soule  was  a  married  man  and  the 
father  of  those  who  removed  to  the  South.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Soules 
owned  vessels  about  this  time  and  were  engaged  in  maritime  relations  with 
"the  Carolinas"  and  these  relatives  having  learned  of  cheap  lands  that  could 
be  had  "for  the  asking"  took  passage  in  the  "Soule  fleet"  and  emigrated  to 
that  country.  After  a  prolonged  investigation  of  this  interesting  subject  the 
author  finds  no  avenue  in  which  to  look  for  the  origin  of  these  southern  families 
unless  they  were  the  descendants  of  Benjamin  Soule  who  was  killed  before 
Pawtucket.  There  were  no  other  families  in  America  known  at  that  time 
from  whom  they  could  have  sprung.  But  see  a  more  comprehensive  presenta- 
tion of  the  facts  in  the  especial  section  of  this  book  alluded  to  above. 

8.  Patience  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule, 
born  in  Plymouth  or  Duxbury,  Mass.,  became  the  wife  of  John  Haskell  as 
proved  by  the  records  of  Middleboro,  Mass.  She  was  married  "sometime 
in  January,  1666."  She  died  March  11,  1705-6,  in  the  (not  clear)  year  of  her 
age."  Her  husband  died  May  15,  1706,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age.  She  was 
one  of  the  daughters  of  the  Pilgrim  who  received  a  portion  of  his  lands  in 
Middleboro.  They  settled  in  that  town  and  were  there  buried.  Descendants 
of  Patience  (Soule)  Haskell  are  still  living  in  the  West.  Her  children's  names 
do  not  follow  immediately  after  her  marriage  and  the  eldest  probably  died 
in  infancy.     The  names  following  were  recorded  in  the  Middleboro  Registers:

iv.     Patience  Haskell,  born  Feb.   1,   1679;  died  Feb.  14,  1705-6,  in 

her  27th  year, 
v.     Bethyar  Haskell,  born  Jan.  4,  1681,  of  whom  nothing  more, 
vi.     Mary  Haskell,  born  July  4,  1684.     Her  history  unknown, 
vii.     Josiah  Haskell,  born  June  18,  1686;  married  Sarah  Kanady. 

9.  Zachariah  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  George  (1)  and  Mary  (Beckett)  Soule, 
born  (says  Banks)  ante  1627;  married  Margaret  Ford  and  evidently  settled 
on  his  land  at  the  "Gurnett  Meadows."  He  was  made  a  Freeman  June  7, 
1653;  Surveyor  of  highways,  1655;  Grand  juryman,  1658.  This  Zachariah 
Soule  was  lost  in  the  Canada  Expedition,  1663.  After  the  settlement,  his 
estate  at  Powder  Point  fell  to  his  brother  John.  The  reason  for  stating  that 
he  married  Margaret  Ford  is  found  in  the  fact  that  in  1676  she  was  mentioned 
in  the  will  of  William  Ford,  who  was  also  identified  with  the  settlement  of 
the  estate  of  her  late  husband.     There  are  two  rocks  in  Plymouth  Bay,  near 
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Powder  Point,  that  were  called  "Zachary's  Rocks,"  and  probably  derived 
their  names  from  Zachary  Soule.  The  following  copy  from  the  Colony  Records 
contains  many  then  fashionable  legal  repetitions,  but  may  be  worth  preserving 
with  this  son  of  George  Soule  the  Pilgrim;  about  March,  1651:  "Whereas  a 
certain  skiff  came  on  drift  out  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  supposed  to  be  one  that 
ap'taineth  to  Mr.  Hucherson  of  the  said  Massachusetts  and  taken  off  by 
Zachariah  Soule,  of  Duxbury — The  Court  have  ordered  that  the  said  Zachariah 
Soule  deliver  the  said  Skiff  unto  Mr.  William  Paddy  who  was  appointed  to 
demand  the  said  Skiff,  in  the  behalf  of  the  said  Mr.  Hucheson  and  Mr.  Paddy 
to  pay  the  said  Zachariah  Soule  for  his  pains  about  the  said  Skiff." 

This  man  has  been  recorded  as  "sine-prole,"  but  there  are  some  reasons 
for  believing  that  his  widow,  Margaret  (Ford)  Soule  was  again  married,  taking 
with  her  her  small  Soule  children  to  another  section  of  the  Colony,  and  that 
they  may  have  been  among  the  unaccounted-for  families  of  the  name  settled 
in  the  Southern  States.     Time  will  tell.

CHILDREN    OF    JOHN    AND    RIBSCOA    SIMMONS    SOULB, 

1.  John  Soule  (2),  said  to  have  been  the  eldest  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca 
(Simmons)  Soule,  must  have  been  born  before  1674,  the  date  assigned  for  the 
birth  of  another  John  Soule  assumed  to  have  been  a  brother.  I  find  here  a 
genealogical  problem  that  must  be  deposited  among  the  vagrant  Soules  for 
successors  to  establish  in  his  proper  niche.  He  married  Mabel  Partridge, 
probably  daughter  of  George  Partridge  of  Duxbury,  by  whom  two  children 
named  Samuel  and  Lydia.  John  Soule  died  before  1736,  for  on  February  of 
that  year  she  as  his  widow  was  married  to  one  Samuel  Kempton,  son  of  Samuel 
Kempton,  born  April  12,  1714,  whose  mother  was  Mary  Dunham.  Joshua 
Soule,  brother  of  John  and  the  widow,  Mabel,  were  the  administrators  of  the 
estate  in  1734;  he  being  mentioned  as  "lately  deceased."  She  was  married 
2d,  Oct.  2,  1753,  to  William  Coomer,  and  Joshua  Soule  was  appointed  guardian 
for  her  children  then  "under  14  years  of  age."  I  have  not  traced  this  son  and 
daughter  further,  but  assume  to  say  they  were  brought  up  among  the  Soules 
and  their  marriages  recorded.  There  were  several  children  by  Samuel  Kemp- 
ton, of  whom  we  have  the  names  of  Samuel,  Mabel  and  Lydia. 

2.  Sarah  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule, 
was  born  before  1670  and  was  married  to  Adam  Wright,  born  1645,  by  whom 
five  children.  He  married  2d,  Mehitable  Barrows,  by  whom  six  children. 
The  date  of  her  death  is  not  known.     Names  follow: 

I.  John  Wright  died  before  his  father,  without  issue,  and  left  a  will. 
"Being  now  to  go  forth  to  warr"  I  give  to  sisters  Esther  and  Mary 
my  cow,  mare  and  horse.  Receipt  signed  by  Esther  and  Mary 
Wright,  both  by  a  mark,  "received  from  brother  Adam  the  Adminis- 
trator One  Cowe  and  one  Mare  and  Horse  that  was  given  us  by 
John  their  brother,"  June  9,  1676,  at  which  date  both  daughters 
were  unmarried. 

ii.  Esther  Wright,  born  in  Plymouth,  1649,  was  married  to  Ephraim 
Tinkham  and  settled  in  Middleboro,  Mass.  She  had  several  chil- 
dren, among  them  Martha  Tinkham,  born  1678  as  by  date  on  grave- 
stone, and  born  before  the  other  children. 

in.  Isaac  Wright,  born  in  Plymouth,  Mass.,  Aug,  26,  1652;  died  in 
1675-6. 

iv.  Samuel  Wright,  born  1654,  died  before  his  father,  without  issue, 
v.     Mary  Wright  was  married  to Price. 

VI.     Adam  Wright  administered  on  father's  property. 

3.  Joseph  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule,  born 
in  Duxbury,  July  31,  1679;  died  before  1763.  Several  children.  See  forward. 
Died  July  11,  1763.     See  will. 

4.  Moses  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule,  was 
born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  date  unknown.  He  was  probably  named  for  his 
grandfather,  Moses  Simmons.  He  lived  for  many  years  near  Island  Creek, 
a  small  stream  taking  its  rise  in  a  pond  of  that  name,  which  has  been  described 
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as  "a  fine  sheet  ....  situate  in  the  East  central  part  of  Duxbury."  He  was 
quite  an  extensive  land  owner  for  his  time,  his  personal  estate  having  been 
appraised  at  £736-16-5,  besides  which  he  owned  broad  lands  in  other  towns, 
his  territorial  holdings  lapping  over  upon  the  District  of  Maine  as  was  proven 
by  his  will  and  the  legacies  for  his  sons.  See  following.  This  Moses  Soule 
was  ancestor  of  the  Yarmouth  and  Freeport  families. 

He  married  in  1701  Mercy  Southworth,  daughter  of  Edward  Southworth, 
and  she  was  evidently  the  mother  of  all  his  children,  was  born  1670  and  died 
about  1728.  He  was  probably  as  old  as  his  wife.  Winsor  says  land  was 
granted  him  in  1707.  He  married  2d,  Jan.  15,  1729,  Sarah  Chandler,  born 
1714;  only  15  when  she  was  married  to  a  man  of  60.  In  the  division  of  his 
estate  ten  children  were  named.  Edward  Southworth  mentioned  Cornelius 
Soule  in  his  will  as  his  grandson. 

5.  Josiah  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule,  born 
in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1682;  died  Jan.  25,  1764.  He  married  Lydia  Delano, 
May  25,  1704,  by  whom  seven  children  whose  names  see.  He  made  a  will 
with  some  of  the  conditions  following.  She  died  Nov.  24,  1763,  aged  80 
years.     For  his  further  history  see  forward. 

6.  James  Soule  (1),  evidently  one  of  the  eldest  sons  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca 
(Simmons)  Soule,  was  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  in  1659  and  died  in  Middle- 
boro,  Mass.,  Aug.  27,  1744,  aged  85  years.  He  married  Lydia  Thompson, 
daughter  of  John  Thompson  of  said  town  of  Middleboro,  March  14,  1741. 
This  James  Soule  with  his  brother,  John  Soule,  were  pioneers  in  the  township 
and  saw  many  hard  experiences  while  clearing  their  lands  and  other  trying 
hardships  incident  to  those  who  blaze  the  way  for  population.  During  one 
night  in  cold  weather  their  house  caught  fire  and  they  barely  escaped  with  their 
lives.  James  hid  John  in  a  haystack  while  he  crossed  the  river  to  procure 
clothing  and  returned  to  find  their  shelter  in  ashes.  The  names  of  this  family 
appear  very  well  recorded  in  the  town  books,  and  their  children's  names  and 
births  with  many  descendants  will  appear  in  the  department  entitled  "The 
Soules  of  Middleboro,  Mass." 

7.  John  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule,  born 
in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1674  and  died  in  Middleboro,  Mass.,  May  19,  1743,  in  his 

69th  year.     He  married  Martha  Tinckham,  daughter  of ,  who  died  in 

Middleboro,  Feb.  16,  1758,  in  her  80th  year.  This  John  Soule  appears  upon 
the  stage  for  recognition  as  a  problem.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  John  Soule 
was  recorded  as  the  eldest  son  of  John  and  Rebecca  Simmons  Soule,  and  that 
being  married  and  leaving  two  children,  he  died  when  a  young  man.  It 
would  seem  that  if  this  John  Soule  was  so  named  he  must  have  been  born 
afterwards.  Where,  then,  shall  we  place  him?  That  he  was  a  younger 
brother  of  James  Soule  mentioned  and  went  with  him  to  Middleboro  has  been 
conceded  by  all  descendants,  and  here  we  must  permit  him  to  remain  recorded. 
John  and  Martha  Tinckham  Soule  had  credited  to  them  nine  children,  whose 
names  will  appear  with  fourth  generation. 

8.  Benjamin  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule,  born 
in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  as  early  as  1670;  married  Sarah  Standish,  daughter  of 
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Alexander  Standish,  eldest  son  of  Capt.  Miles  Standish,  and  settled  in  the 
town  of  Plympton,  Mass.  He  was  doubtless  named  for  his  uncle  Benjamin 
who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  before  Pawtucket.  For  descendants  and  partic- 
ulars see  department  under  title  "Soules  of  Plympton,  Mass." 

9.  Rachel  Soule  (1),  second  daughter  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)^ 
Soule,  born  Sept.  7,  1688.  Middleboro  records  have  her  birth  "Sept.  5,  1688." 
She  was  married  to  John  Cobb,  who  made  his  will  May  29,  1727.  He  died 
Oct.  18,  1729.  She  diedSept.  18,  1727.  Codicil  added  after  his  wife's  death, 
Sept.  27,  1727.  In  his  will  he  gave  wife  Rachel  "My  Dweling  house  where  I 
now  dwell  with  all  moveable  goods."  Inventory  by  James  Soule  and  John 
Soule,  brothers.  "As  it  hath  pleased  God  to  call  to  his  mercy  the  other  day 
my  dear  wife."  Executor  to  pay  daughters  Martha,  Patience  and  Rachel  £15 
each.     Children  as  follows:

10.  Rebecca  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons) 
Soule,  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1647,  was  married  to  Edmund  Weston,  Dec. 
12,  1688,  and  died  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  Nov.  18,  1732,  in  her  79th  year.  He 
died  intestate  Sept.  23,  1727,  aged  67  years.  His  estate  was  settled  by  "  mutual 
agreement,"  Rebecca  to  receive  £20  out  of  moveable  estate  and  to  be  pro- 
vided with  all  things  necessary  for  her  comfortable  maintenance  both  in  sick- 
ness and  health  by  her  son  Benjamin.  There  were  five  sons  married  and  left 
issue.  Daughter  Rebecca  was  wife  of  Thomas  Darling,  and  had  from  the 
estate  a  lot  of  land  in  the  "South  Purchase"  laid  out  in  the  right  of  John 
Soule  in  Middleboro.     Agreement  dated  Nov.  6,  1727.     Children:

CHILD    OP    JOHN    AND    ESTHER    SAMPSON    SOUXE. 

1.  Joshua  Soule  (1),  youngest  son  of  John  (1)  and  Esther  (Nash)  Sampson 
Soule,  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Oct.  12,  1681;  married  Joanna  Studley 
and  settled  in  his  native  town,  where  he  was  engaged  in  merchandising,  ship- 
building and  navigation.  He  and  some  of  the  other  Soules  built  and  sailed 
two  staunch  ships  named  the  "Seaflower"  and  the  "Dolphin."  These, 
with  the  other  vessels  owned  by  the  family,  were  called  the  "Soule  Fleet." 
These  Soules,  Joshua,  Josiah  and  Joseph,  were  engaged  in  "Bank  Fishing" 
and  in  the  "Whale-Hunting"  of  the  North.  They  were  also  dealers  in  furs, 
making  purchases  from  the  Indians  in  the  backwoods  of  Maine.  My  records 
prove  this.     Will  quote  later.     The  Soule  shipyard  was  on  the  west  shore  of 
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the  "Nook"  and  was  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  first,  in  New  England.  It 
was  near  the  homestead  of  William  Soule.  While  running  a  common  store, 
as  nearly  all  early  merchants  did,  he  sold  ardent  spirit  and  kept  it  in  stock  for 
his  ship-carpenters.  Perhaps  took  a  "sniff"  himself  to  strengthen  his  loins 
and  stimulate  his  buckrum  withal.  As  Parson  Smith  wrote,  "A  good  man, 
errors  excepted."  He  died  May  29,  1767,  and  was  buried  near  the  shore 
where  the  wild  waves  roar.     See  forward  for  children's  names  and  dates.

8.  Mary  Peterson  was  the  wife  of  Joseph  Soule,  son  of  John  and  Rebecca 
(Simmons)  Soule,  by  whom  she  had  several  children.     See  his  record. 

9.  Rebecca  Peterson  was  married  in  Duxbury,  Oct.  1,  1717,  as  second  wife 
to  John  Weston  of  Duxbury,  .by  whom  issue. 

CHILDREN    OF    GEORGE    AND    DEBORAH    SOULE, 

1.  William  Soule  (1),  supposed  to  have  been  the  oldest  son  of  George  (2) 
and  Deborah  Soule  of  Dartmouth,  was  born  as  early  as  1670  and  inherited 
his  share  of  the  undivided  lands,  when  these  lands  were  partitioned  by 
mutual  agreement.  He  married  Hannah  Brewster  and  resided  for  many 
years  in  his  native  town.  He  should  not  be  confounded,  as  he  has  been, 
with  another  William  Soule,  his  contemporary,  who  was  a  son  of  Sylvanus 
Soule,  and  thus  cause  an  entanglement  in  which  descendants  of  the  two  branches 
have  already  become  inextricably  involved.  This  William  Soule  appears 
frequently  in  the  records  of  the  land  divisions  and  his  name  appended  with 
that  of  "Hannah"  his  wife  will  identify  him.  Mrs.  Alden,  the  genealogist, 
says  William  sold  out  his  Dartmouth  lands  and  went  to  Tiverton,  R.  I.  I  be- 
lieve it  was  the  other  William  Soule.  The  lands  were  mentioned  as  a  "Deed 
of  gift"  from  George  and  Nathaniel  Soule  in  the  settlement  of  the  estates. 
On  the  7th  month  8,  1722,  moved  by  affection  he  gave  his  son  Benjamin  half 
of  his  homestead  and  all  of  his  marsh-meadow  at  the  foot  of  his  homestead. 
For  love  and  affection  he  gave  William  Soule,  Jr.,  "the  tract  whereon  he  now 
dwells,"  one  of  the  boundaries  being  a  "meadow  on  Horseneck."  There  has 
been  much  inquiry  concerning  the  full  maiden  name  of  this  William   Soule's 
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wife,  but  she  is  now  believed  to  have  been  Hannah  Brewster.  These  had  a 
numerous  family  and  their  Soule  posterity  must  now  be  numbered  by  many 
hundreds.     For  names  and  families  of  their  children,  see  fourth  generation. 

2.  John  Soule  (3),  a  son  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah  Soule,  born  in  Dartmouth, 
Mass.,  was  married  and  left  a  will.     See  legacies  given. 

3.  Nathan  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah  Soule,  was  born  in 
Dartmouth,  Mass.,  about  1680;  married  Mary  Gifford,  June  12,  1704,  and 
by  her  had  issue  six  children,  whose  names  will  appear  with  fourth  generation. 
Nathan  Soule  died  when  in  young  manhood,  Sept.  10,  1736,  leaving  a  will  in 
which  his  children  and  other  relatives  were  remembered.  His  wife  also  left 
a  will  which  was  instructive  genealogically.  See  "Soules  in  Oblong,  Dutchess 
County,  N.  Y.,"  and  "Soules  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y." 

4.  Deborah  Soule  (1),  eldest  daughter  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah  Soule,  born 
in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  about  1685. 

5.  Mary  Soule  (2),  second  daughter  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah  Soule,  born 
in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  July  30,  1695,  was  married  to  Joseph  Devol.  See 
forward  for  record  of  Devol  family. 

6.  Lydia  Soule  (1),  third  daughter  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah  Soule,  born 
in  Dartmouth.,   Mass.,  1698;  was  married  to . 

7.  Sarah  Soule  (1),  fourth  daughter  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah  Soule,  born 
in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  1700,  was  married  to  John  Tibbetts  of  Greenwich,  R.  I., 
Feb.  20,  1726,  and  went  with  the  other  Soule  families  to  South  Carolina  about 
1730.  He  died  there,  leaving  a  noncupative  will  in  which  he  mentions  his 
daughter  Avis  Soule,  wife  of  George  Soule  of  the  Oblong,  Dutchess  County, 
N.  Y.,  besides  several  other  children.  After  his  death  Sarah  came  back  to 
Dartmouth  or  Duxbury  and  was  assigned  by  the  will  of  her  brother,  John 
Soule,  a  chamber  in  his  house.  The  names  of  her  children  were:  George 
Tibbetts,  Mary  Hopkins,  Avis  Soule,  Bola  Bailey,  Alsey  Hill. 

She  sold  for  £12  New  England  currency  to  her  brother  Nathaniel  her  inter- 
est in  the  eighth  part  of  a  whole  share  in  the  Dartmouth  Lands  given  and  in- 
tended for  her  father  George  Soule,  as  appears  by  his  will  March  25,  1697. 
This  transaction  dated  May  8,  1708. 

CHILDREN    OP    NATHANIEL    AND    ROSE    THORN    SOULE. 

1.  Nathaniel  Soule  (2),  eldest  son  of  Nathaniel  (1)  and  Rose  (Thorn)  Soule, 
born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  Oct.  31,  1687,  was  married  by  William  Arnold, 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  July  20,  1708,  to  Miribah  Gifford,  daughter  of  Chris- 
topher and  Deborah  (Perry)  Gifford.  He  was  styled  "Lieutenant  Nathaniel" 
and  according  to  the  Plymouth  Colony  Records  was  a  prominent  and  useful 
citizen.  He  was  called  to  fill  many  local  offices  and  was  dependable  and 
efficient.  He  was  connected  with  the  early  train-bands  and  militia.  Late  in 
life,  Feb.  13,  1732-3,  he  married  Hannah  Macomber,  daughter  of  William 
Macomber,  by  whom  he  had  one  son,  Wesson  Soule,  head  of  the  Danby,  Vt., 
branch  of  the  Soule  family.  His  name  appears  frequently  in  connection  with 
the  land  division  and  other  transactions.  In  the  settlement  of  his  father's 
estate  he  received  a  "  Dubble  portion"  as  oldest  son.     He  has  assigned  to  him 
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"A  brown  ox,  a  black,  white-faced  cow,  a  dark  brown  heifer,  one  horse,  one 
white-faced  ox,  a  little  red  cow,  a  bed,  two  cannows  (small  boats),  one  gunn 
&  two  pots."  There  were  but  few  children:  Nathaniel,  Sylvanus,  Jacob  and 
Miles,  and  but  few  near  descendants  of  this  Nathaniel  Soule  mentioned  in  the 
early  records,  but  numerous  families  bearing  the  Sole  and  Soule  names  in  the 
Carolinas.     I  may  have  more  about  this  Nathaniel. 

2.  Sylvanus  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Nathaniel  (1)  and  Rose  (Thorn)  Soule, 

was  born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  1689;  married and  had  issue,  of  whom 

hereafter.  At  the  division  of  the  estate  of  Nathaniel  Soule  and  "  Rose  White," 
Sylvanus  was  assigned  "A  pyed  two-year-old  heifer,  a  young  pyed  cow,  a  black 
cow,  a  pyed  yearling  heifer,  a  red  yearling  heifer,  two  stocks  of  bees.  Whole 
amount  £07-05-02."  He  was  one  of  the  cousins  who  petitioned  for  the  dividing 
of  the  "Soule  Lands"  in  Dartmouth  and  at  the  partition  was  assigned  a  large 
tract,  the  bounds  found  in  the  land  records,  but  too  intricate  for  place  here. 
Almost  immediately,  11th  month  20,  1707-8,  Sylvanus  Soule  sold  to  Peleg 
Slocum  for  £140  current  silver  money  a  tract  on  the  west  side  of  Pascamanset 
River,  among  the  bounds  being  a  "Maple  Bush"  and  a  "Crack  in  a  Rock." 
The  number  of  his  children  is  not  known.  We  have  found  no  names  of  daugh- 
ters.    No  date  of  death  seen.     For  descendants,  see  "Soules  in  the  South." 

3.  Jacob  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Nathaniel  (1)  and  Rose  (Thorn)  Soule,  was 
born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  after  1688  and  his  name  appears  frequently  in 
connection  with  the  division  and  settlement  of  his  father's  estate.  He  married 
Rebecca  Gifford,  Jan.  22,  1709-10,  by  whom  several  children  whose  names 
and  descendants  will  be  recorded  hereafter.  This  Jacob  Soule  was,  like  his 
brothers,  a  seaman  and  owned  shares  in  several  ships  engaged  in  fishing  and 
the  whale  hunting  in  the  North.  He  was  also  a  farmer  in  Dartmouth,  living 
on  his  share  of  the  land  given  by  his  father.  He  as  the  "third  son"  had  a 
cherry  cow,  a  red  cow,  a  two-year-old  heifer,  a  white-faced  two-year-old  steer, 
and  a  red  yearling  stage  (stag).  His  part  of  the  estate  was  estimated  at  £19- 
05-02.  There  were  also  the  articles  as  here  mentioned,  plow-tackling,  lumber, 
two  scythes  and  iron  bar  and  some  lumber.  He  died  before  Aug.  12,  1747, 
the  probating  of  his  will  in  which  he  mentioned  his  large  family.  See  forward 
for  descendants. 

4.  Miles  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  Nathaniel  (1)  and  Rose  (Thorn)  Soule,  born 
in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  was  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  partition  of  the 
"Soule  Lands"  that  had  been  held  in  common  until  petitioned  for  a  division, 
and  had  his  share  set  off  to  him  in  proper  proportion  with  the  boundaries  spec- 
ified. But  little  has  been  found  concerning  this  Miles  or  Myles  Soule.  He 
was  probably  named  for  Miles  Standish  the  "Captain"  and  military  com- 
mander of  the  Plymouth  Company.  He  probably  died  unmarried  a  young 
man  and  left  no  descendants.  , 

THE    DEVOL.    FAMILY. 

Mary  Soule,  a  daughter  of  George  (2)  and  Deborah,  born  in  Duxbury, 
Mass.,  was  married  to  Joseph  Devol,  son  of  Jonathan  and  Hannali  Audley 
Devol,  all  of  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  grandson  of  William  Devol.  The  evidence 
of  this  marriage  as  given  in  the  "Mayflower  Descendants"  is  as  follows:  "In 
1706,  Joseph  Devol  and  wife  Mar}7  (Soule)  Devol  gave  a  receipt  to  her  brother, 
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William  Soule,  as  executor  of  his  father's,  George  Soule's,  will."  She  had  books 
and  apparel,  £8,  a  bed,  pair  worsted  combs  (cards),  pewter,  a  warming-pan, 
cow,  lamb,  hogshead  of  cider.  Both  Mary  and  Joseph  Devol  died  in  1726. 
They  had  issue  as  follows: 

i.     Christopher  Devol,  born  Jan.  27,  1700,  married  Patience , 

whose  will  was  dated  October  17,    1759,  at  Crumelbow  Precinct, 
Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  proved  Dec.  24,  1759  (No.  463  D,  New 
York   Calendar  of   Wills).     This   Christopher   first  lived  in   Dart- 
mouth, Mass.,  then  in  Tiverton,  R.  I.,  1739-1747. 
ii.     Lydia  Devol,  born  April  3,  1701. 
in.     Joseph  Devol,  born  Jan.  15,  1703. 
iv.     Mary  Devol,  born  July  14,  1705. 
v.     Hannah  Devol,  born  April  4,  1707. 

vi.  Benjamin  Devol,  born  Jan.  26,  1709:  married  Aug.  23,  1731,  by 
Philip  Taber,  to  Sarah  Mosher,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Experience 
(Kirby)  Mosher,  said  Experience  being  the  daughter  of  Richard 
Kirby  and  Patience  Gifford,  daughter  of  William  Gifford  of  Sand- 
wich. Dissatisfied  with  his  name,  Benjamin  seems  to  have  changed 
it  to  "Devel,"  and  some  descendants  have  followed  suit.  He 
lived  in  Tiverton,  R.  I.,  until  1742,  when  he  sold  his  lands  and 
removed  to  Devel's  Hollow,  Oblong,  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  near 
Wing  Station,  "one  of  the  choicest  pieces  of  land  that  was  laid 
open  by  settlement  of  the  dispute  concerning  boundary  between 
Connecticut  and  New  York,  where  his  descendants  still  live." 
Benjamin  Devel  died  in  the  Oblong  Jan.  19,  1792.  Will  dated 
"24th  3d  Month,  1788,"  and  is  recorded  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y. 
Nine  children  were  born  to  Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Mosher)  Devol. 

(1)  George  Devol,  born  1732;  died  1813. 

(2)  Joseph  Devol,  born  1735;  died  1818. 

(3)  John  Devol,  died  in  1806. 

(4)  Benjamin  Devol,  born  1741;  died  1813. 

(5)  Jonathan  Devol,  born  1749;  died  1823. 

(6)  Sarah  Devol,  born  1763;  died  1809.  Was  married  to 
Edward  Shove  of  Dover,  N.  Y.,  by  whom  Bathsheba, 
Abigail  and  Hannah.  Edward  Shove's  family  later  settled 
at  Laurens,  Otsego  County,  N.  Y.  He  was  descended 
from  Rev.  George  Shove  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  pastor  of  the 
church  from  Nov.  19,  1665-1687;  also  descended  from  Rev. 
William  Witherell  of  Scituate,  Mass.,  pastor  of  the  Second 
Church  from  Sept.  1645- April  1684,  the  friend  and  pastor 
of  Gov.  Josiah  Winslow  of  the  Plymouth  Colony. 

Edward  and  Sarah  Shove  had  a  son,  Edward  Shove, 
who  married  Martha  Whitely  and  settled  in  Laurens, 

Note. — Rev.  George  Shove  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  married  Hannah,  daughter  of  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Bacon  of  Barnstable,  Feb.  16,  1765.  Her  sister,  Mercy  Bacon,  was  the  wife 
of  John  Otis  and  from  them  descended  James  Otis,  the  patriot  of  the  Revolution,  and 
sister,  Mercy  (Otis)  Warren. 
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Otsego  County,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter,  Sally  Ann  Shove, 
born  1803,  married  in  1821  Andrew  Hoag,  son  of  Isaac 
and  Anna  (Powell)  Hoag  of  Laurens,  N.  Y.  (The  Shoves 
and  Hoags  all  Quakers.)  Andrew  and  Sarah  Ann  (Shove) 
Hoag  had  four  children;  two  of  them,  Dennis  and  Isaac, 
died  single.  The  daughter,  Phebe  Ann  Hoag,  was  the 
wife  of  Mr.  Fitch  of  Eagle  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  by  whom  two 
children.  Edward  (Shove)  Hoag  was  born  Oct.  6,  1822, 
and  died  at  Nevada,  Iowa,  Aug.  3,  1892.  He  married 
Jan.  16,  1852,  Sarah  Grace  Stoddard,  a  lineal  descendant 
of  Elder  William  Brewster  of  the  Mayflower.  She  died 
April  24,  1903.  Two  children.

Something  has  already  been  written  concerning  this  Moses  Soule  who 
was  the  head  of  the  Yarmouth  and  Freeport,  Maine,  Soule  families.  On 
September  12,  1707,  the  town  of  Duxbury  granted  him  "six-seven  of  the  town 
common  adjoining  the  lot  he  now  dwells  on."  On  August  3,  1737,  he  was  an 
agent  to  agree  with  Rowson.  In  1739  he  was  a  committeeman.  In  1740  he 
was  a  juryman.  The  following  information  has  been  procured  relating  to  the 
settlement  of  his  estate:

1.  Isaac  Soule  (1),  eldest  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth)  Soule, 
born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  married  Agatha  Perry,  March  11,  1725,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  lived  in  that  town.  He  was  assigned  four  and  three-fourths 
acres  of  salt  meadow  at  Common  Island.  Nothing  known  about  children 
or  time  of  deaths. 

2.  Cornelius  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth) 
Soule,  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1703;  married  Mrs.  Hannah  Scales,  widow 
of  William  Scales,  who  had  been  killed  by  the  Indians,  and  daughter  of  Thomas 
Ayers,  of  Brookfield,  Mass.  He,  Cornelius,  died  Oct.  20,  1755,  and  in  his 
will  dated  Sept.  3,  1755,  he  mentioned  his  wife  as  "  Susanna,"  probably  an 
oversight.  We  shall  subjoin  a  copy  of  this  document  hereafter.  At  the 
settlement  of  his  father's  estate  he  received  twenty-seven  and  three-fourths 
acres  in  Lot  No.  18  in  Duxbury.  He  removed  to  North  Yarmouth,  in  the 
District  of  Maine,  about  1726  where  he  continued  to  reside  till  his  death. 
Cornelius  Soule  became  a  man  of  standing  and  usefulness  in  his  community. 
He  was  prominent  in  town  affairs  and  extensively  engaged  in  land  speculation. 
In  the  registry  of  deeds  of  County  of  York  there  are  records  of  no  less  than 
thirty  transfers  in  as  many  years,  in  which  he  was  an  interested  party,  and  this 
did  not  evidently  represent  the  whole  volume  of  his  business.  In  the  division 
of  property  rights,  in  1727,  he  drew  Lot  No.  48,  which  comprised  38  acres  and 
included  several  islands  and  gave  him  pew  number  19  in  the  First  Church 
of  which  he  was  a  member,  having  been  received  therein  May  9,  1731.  He 
was  the  first  assessor  of  the  town,  in  1733,  constable  in  1734,  and  a  selectman 
many  times.  In  1735  he  joined  with  several  others  in  opposition  to  the  call 
of  Rev.  Peter  Keith  as  pastor.  At  the  ordination  Cornelius  Soule  was  on  the 
committee  of  entertainment,  for  which  the  town  reimbursed  him  to  the  amount 
of  £20-17-9. 

His  reputation  for  ability  and  honesty  reached  beyond  the  limits  of  his 
town  and  county  and  he  became  the  trusted  servant  for  Governor  Shirley  in 
transporting  official  letters  from  Boston  to  the  eastern  frontier,  and  his  journal, 
descriptive  of  the  voyage,  is  still  preserved  in  the  Massachusetts  Archives. 
A  copy  of  this  record,  couched  in  the  abbreviated  language  in  use  by  him, 
will  appear  in  this  section  of  the  family  history. 
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"Satter  Day,  July  3,  1742,  being  bound  by  watter  to  Casco  Bay,  waited 
on  His  Excellency  ye  Governour  for  His  Commands,  promised  to  stay  in 
Boston  till  monday  for  Letters  for  Notifying  ye  Indians  of  the  Entervew: 
went  and  Hired  a  Horse  to  Ride  as  Far  as  North  Yarmouth,  Pd  for  his  Hire 
10s  New  Tenour. 

Monday,  July  5,  Waited  on  His  Excellency  at  the  Time  appointed,  Who 
informed  me  yt  Mr  Secretary  could  not  be  found,  and  ye  Letters  could  not  be 
redy  till  Tuesday  Ten  ©Clock. 

Tuesday,  6,  Waited  on  Mr  Secretary,  Got  ye  Letters  (viz)  one  for  Capt  Jor- 
din,  of  Saco,  one  for  Leuetenant  Nicols,  at  Saco  fort  in  Capt  Cutter's  absence, 
one  for  Cap*  Jordin,  at  Spurwink,  one  for  Cap*  Noble,  at  Georgetown,  one  for 
Capt  Oulton,  at  Richmond,  one  for  Cap*  Robinson,  at  St  George's  Fort:  then 
promised  the  Governour  to  Deliver  ye  sd  Letters  as  soon  as  possible  and  to 
Let  His  Excellence  know  that  I  had  Done  it  before  the  Time  appointed  for 
Embarqueing  for  St  Georgis:  Afternoon  provd  Rainey,  Lodgd  in  Boston  yt 
Night:  Expences  before  I  left  Boston,  8s  6. 

Wednesday,  7,  Went  over  CharlesTown  Ferry  Before  sone  Rise,  Traveled 
that  Day  to  Salsbury:  Expended  4s  7. 

Thirsday,  8,  Set  out  before  sone  Rise,  came  to  York  before  one  ©Clock 
fore  noon:  Afternoon  it  Raind  Hard:  about  Sone  an  Hour  High  Cleard,  I  set 
out,  Recovered  Wells  about  Ten  oClock  at  Night:  Expended  yt  Day  6s. 

Friday,  9,  Set  out  before  sone  Rise,  Came  to  Capt  Jordain's,  Delivered 
his  Letter  about  Ten  ©Clock:  about  one  came  to  Saco  Falls,  found  a  Soldier 
belonging  to  ye  Fort,  Sent  him  up  with  Nicolese's  Letter:  After  3  came  to 
Scarborough,  Hird  a  man  to  carry  Capt  Jordin's  Letter,  &  was  stopd  by  a 
Thunder  Storm  yt  Night:  Expences  yt  Day  4s  8. 

SatterDay,  10,  Got  to  my  House  about  Ten  oClock  forenoon:  Expence  on 
ye  Road  6d. 

Monday,  12,  Got  my  Ship  redy:  Went  and  got  men  to  go  with  me  to  St 
George's:  Frited  stores  to  ye  value  of  8s. 

TuesDay,  Set  out  before  Day:  Came  to  Co11  Nobel's,  delivered  his  Letters 
about  half  an  Hower  after  Sonset. 

WednesDay,  14,  Set  off  before  it  was  well  Light:  Delivered  Capt  Oulton's 
Letters  about  Son  two  Howers  high:  Came  back  to  ye  Chops,  stopd  till  Sonset 
because  of  ye  Swift  Courrant,  then  set  off:  Came  to  Mr  Cummery's  about  Day, 
took  a  nap  &  about  SonRise,  Thirsday,  15  set  off:  Came  to  Fort  Georg  Son 
about  an  Hower  high  at  night  Delivered  Capt  Robinson's  Letter:  Expended  in 
the  way  to  Georgis  2s. 

Friday,  16,  Came  back  to  Pleasant  Point:  Stopd  by  reason  of  high  winds 
that  night:  Expended  7s. 

SatterDay,  17,  Set  out  as  soon  as  it  was  Light  &  got  within  about  Four 
Miles  of  George  Town  and  was  obliged  by  Winds  and  Rain  to  Lodge  that 
Night  by  a  Fire  on  a  Rock. 

Lord's  Day,  Set  out  in  ye  morning  and  came  as  far  as  Brunswick. 

Monday,  19,  Set  of  from  Brunswick  and  come  to  my  House  about  11 
°Clock  forenoon:  Dd  ye  men  yt  went  with  me,  18s. 
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TuesDay,  20,  Got  my  things  on  board  ye  Sloop  and  put  up  stores  to  the 
value  of  10s.  £3,   12,   10 

WednesDay,  21,  About  12  °Clock  set  sail  for  Boston. 
FriDay  Night  Got  safe  to  Boston. 
SatterDay,  22,  Informed  His  Excelency  I  had  delivered  his  Letters. 

Extract  taken  out  of  my  Journal  from  Boston  to  ye  Eastward  and  Back 
again.  Cornelius  Soule." 

"1742,  July  22,  Province  of  The  Massachusetts  Bay,  to  Cornelius  Soul, 
Dr,  for  Carrying  Letters  to  the  Eastward  by  order  of  His  Excellency  the 
Governour,  and  Makeing  Returns  to  Boston,  to  Cash  Expended  as  Enterd  in 
the  within  Journal.     £3,  12,  10. 

To  my  own  Time  and  Trouble,  £5,  14,  0  =£9,  6,  10. 

A  True  act,  Errors  Excepted,  Cornelius  Soul. 

Deduct  out  of  what  is  chargd  for  time  &  Trouble,       £2  =£7,  6,  10. 

Sworn  to  before  A.  S."  [Endorsed]  "Cornes  Sole's  Accot.  Allowd  in 
Council  Sepr   13,   1742.     Warr*  issued." 

He  was  a  representative  to  the  General  Court  attending  at  Boston;  was 
captain  of  Company  F  of  the  Sixth  Massachusetts  Volunteers  under  Colonel 
Sylvester  Richmond  at  the  siege  of  Louisburg  and  the  expedition  against 
the  French,  in  1745.  His  wife  was  admitted  to  the  church  in  Yarmouth 
August  8,  1731,  coming  from  the  church  in  Falmouth,  and  died  May  19,  1762. 
Cornelius  Soule  died  without  issue  and  was  buried  in  the  Old  Graveyard  at 
North  Yarmouth  Foreside,  where  an  old  slate  slab,  moss-grown  and  battered 
by  storms,  bears  the  inscription:

1755.  I  Cornelius  Soule  of  North  Yarmouth  in  the  County  of  York  &  Province 
of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England,  Gentleman,  being  sick  and  weak  in 
body  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory,  Thanks  be  unto  God  therefore,  calling 
to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all 
men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament.     Viz: — 

Principally  and  first  of  all,  I  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  God 
who  gave  it,  and  my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent 
manner,  nothing  doubting  that  at  the  general  resurrection  I  shall  receive 
the  same  again  by  the  mighty  power  of  God. 
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And  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless 
me  with  in  this  life,  I  give,  demise  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  folowing 
manner: — 

Imprs:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Susanna,  my  beloved  wife,  the  improve- 
ment of  all  my  estate,  both  real  and  personal,  during  her  natural  life,  and 
at  her  decease  I  give  and  bequeath  ye  same  to  her  son,  Thomas  Scales  (whom 
I  make,  constitute  and  appoint  my  Sole  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and 
Testamt)  and  to  Cornelius  Sole,  son  of  my  brother  Barnabas  Soul,  to  be 
equally  divided  between  them.  And  I  do  declare  this  and  no  other  to  be 
my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the  day  and  year 
above  written.

Signed,  sealed,  published,  pronounced  and  declared  by  Cornelius  Soul  as 
his  last  will  and  testament  in  the  presence  of  us  witnesses.

"At  a  Court  of  Probate  held  at  York,  Jan.  15,  1756,  The  within  written 
instrument  was  presented  by  Thomas  Scales  Soul,  Sole  Executor  therein 
named. 

York  County  Registry  of  Probate." 

3.  Barnabas  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth) 
Soule,  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Dec.  19,  1705,  and  came  to  North  Yarmouth 
about  1742.  It  has  been  published:  "All  the  rest  of  the  name  in  Freeport, 
Yarmouth,  Pownal,  and  other  towns  in  Maine,  not  tracing  their  lineage  to  him, 
are  descendants  of  his  younger  brother,  Jedediah."  This  was  a  broad  state- 
ment made  by  a  careful  genealogist,  was  accepted  as  correct  until  investigation 
proved  that  there  were  nine  branches  of  Soule  families  settled  in  this  state; 
all  of  course  descendants  of  the  Mayflower  Pilgrim,  George  Soule,  and  kindred 
more  or  less  removed.  The  Freeport  branches,  being  descended  from  the 
two  brothers,  and  very  prolific,  have  been,  possibly,  more  numerous  than 
some  others  of  the  same  generation  but  have  not  become  so  widely  distributed 
throughout  the  country.  This  Barnabas  Soule  bought  a  homestead  of  his 
elder  brother,  Cornelius,  in  1745  and  made  that  his  place  of  residence  ever 
afterwards. 

He  married,  about  1737,  Jane  Bradbury,  the  posthumous  daughter  of 
Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Stockman)  Bradbury  of  Salisbury,  Mass.,  who  was 
baptized  Aug.  4,  1718.  She  was  the  younger  sister  of  Dorothy,  the  wife 
of  Rev.  Ammi  Ruhama  Cutter,  and  great-grandmother  of  the  distinguished 
divine,  Rev.  John  Wheelwright.  Barnabas  and  wife  were  received  as  members 
of  the  First  Church  Aug.  30,  1742,  by  public  profession,  and  in  September 
following,  he  brought  his  two  sons  to  receive- the  sacred  ordinance.  The  home 
of  this  family  became  quite  a  noted  place,  being  situated  upon  a  lofty  elevation 
overlooking  Cousins  River  and  the  glimmering  waters  of  Casco  Bay.  See 
poem  relating  to  this  homestead  written  by  Mrs.  Ida  (Soule)  Kahn  of  Hoquiam, 
Wash.  Mr.  Soule  died  April  8,  1780,  aged  75  years  and  was  buried  in  the 
Old  Cemetery  near  his  home.     There  were  nine  children,  of  whom  hereafter. 
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4.  Ruth  Soule  (2),  a  daughter  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth)  Soule, 
born  in  Duxboro,  Mass.,  received  at  the  settlement  of  her  father's  estate 
three-and-a-fourth  acres  of  marsh  land.     She  was  married  to . 

5.  Ichabod  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth) 
Soule,  was  married  and  died  previous  to  1750,  leaving  a  daughter,  Abigail 
Soule,  who  received  nineteen  acres  from  her  grandfather's  estate  when  divided 
among  the  heirs.  I  believe  this  Ichabod  Soule  went  South  and  settled  some- 
where in  Connecticut  or  New  York,  as  a  man  of  this  name,  and  the  only  one, 
was  married  and  left  issue  now  living. 

6.  Elsie  Soule  (1),  second  daughter  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth) 
Soule,  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  was  married  before  1750  to  Barnabas  Berry, 
March  30,  1732,  and  received  three-and-three-quarters  acres  of  marsh  from 
her  father's  estate.  Supposed  to  have  had  issue.  Southworth  Hist,  says 
"Elizabeth." 

7.  Gideon  Soule  (1),  fifth  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth)  Soule, 
is  credited  with  having  for  wife  Mercy  Sylvester  and  with  two  children, 
but  my  investigation  contradicts  this  assumption.  That  was  another  man 
of  the  same  name.  See  Soules  of  Halifax,  Mass.  This  Gideon  was  non  compos 
mentis  and  was  long  a  town  charge  in  Duxbury.  From  the  records  I  find 
that  his  sister,  Mrs.  Deborah  Hunt,  was  reimbursed  for  his  board  and  care 
several  times  and  at  one  time  he  was  "sold  out"  to  another  family  in  the  town. 
Some  have  designated  this  Gideon  as  an  "insane"  person;  others  as  a  "crazy 
man."  In  Winsor's  history  of  the  town  several  anecdotes  are  related  con- 
cerning him.  Like  many  persons  deficient  mentally,  he  exhibited  remarkable 
specimens  of  "mother  wit"  on  some  occasions.  The  local  minister,  Rev. 
Samuel  Veazie,  was  frequently  visited  by  this  wandering  man  and  permitted 
him  to  tarry  for  the  night  in  the  attic.  Now  Gideon  seems  to  have  had  some 
kind  of  a  "call"  to  preach,  probably  self-made,  and  disturbed  the  family  by 
his  loud  declarations  during  the  night  hours.  On  coming  down  one  morning 
his  entertainer  approached  him  in  a  passion  and  said,  "Gideon,  I  won't  have 
it!  You  must  not  disturb  me  so  over  my  head  with  your  eternal  preaching! 
I  cannot  sleep  a  wink  all  night  for  your  bawling  and  clatter!"  "Preaching, 
Brother  Veazie,"  retorted  Gideon,  "you  cannot  sleep  a  wink  all  night  for  my 
preaching?     Well,  I  can  sleep  all  day  in  spite  of  yours!" 

8.  Deborah  Soule  (1),  third  daughter  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth) 
Soule,  was  married  to  John  Hunt  of  Duxbury,  Mass.,  and  received  fourteen 
acres  of  upland  from  her  father's  estate.  She  long  had  the  care  of  her  un- 
fortunate brother  and  was  paid  by  the  town  authorities.  I  have  not  learned 
whether  she  had  issue. 

9.  Jedediah  Soule  (1),  the  youngest  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth) 
Soule,  came  to  North  Yarmouth  with  his  brothers  from  the  "South  Shore," 
Duxbury,  where  he  was  born  about  1720.  He  settled  on  Long  Island  in 
Casco  Bay.  He  married  in  his  native  town  Nov.  2,  1741,  Tabitha  Bishop, 
who  was  baptized  in  North  Yarmouth  as  an  adult,  Oct.  26,  1766,  as  a  member 
of  the  First  Church.  The  date  of  his  death  and  that  of  his  wife  are  not  known. 
This  worthy  couple  became  the  parents  of  eight  children  whose  posterity, 
still  surviving,  are  very  numerous.     See  forward. 
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CHILDREN    OF    AARON    AND    MARY    WADSWORTH    SOUXE. 

I  have  failed  to  find  much  information  relating  to  Aaron  Soule  or  family. 
I  have  only  what  follows; 

Aaron   Soule. 

The  results  of  a  long  search  for  full  records  of  the  descendants  of  Aaron 
Soule,  Sr.,  are  meagre  and  detached — very  unsatisfactory.  A  brief  account 
of  Aaron  Soule,  eldest  son  of  John  and  Rebecca  Simmons  Soule,  is  given  with 
that  generation,  and  all  we  have  gathered  concerning  the  son  of  that  name 
and  his  family  will  here  appear. 

Aaron  Soule,  son  of  Aaron  and  Mary  (Wadsworth)  Soule,  married  Lydia 
Peterson  of  Pembroke,  Mass.,  May  5,  1727.  Then  I  find  that  Orphan 
Soule,  widow  of  Aaron  Soule  of  Marshfield,  Mass.,  died  Feb.  15,  1791,  in 
her  96th  year.  This  indicated  that  Aaron  first  married  a  second  wife.  Chris- 
topher, son  of  Aaron,  Sr.,  was  baptized  in  Marshfield,  March  28,  1666,  styled 
then  "of  Duxbury."     Aaron  Soule,  Jr.,  had  children  named  as  follows: 

i.     Huldah  Soule,  born  Sept.  27,   1736;  married  Thomas  Church, 

Feb.  24,  1760. 
ii.     Lydia  Soule  was  married  to  Jeremiah  Dwelley,  Feb.  24,  1763. 
in.     Lenity  Soule,  born  Sept.  6,  1748,  died  March  11,  1749. 
iv.     Lydia  Soule,  born  April  4,  1740.     See  back, 
v.     John  Soule,  born  Nov.  8,  1744. 
VI.     Deborah  Soule,  died  March  11,  1745. 

vii.     Leonice  Soule,  born  Jan.  4,  1753,  was  married  to  Isaac  Brewster, 
viii.     Rebecca  Soule,  died  May  17,   1783,  aged  45  years.     (Nov.  21, 
1771.) 
ix.     Selina  Soule,  died  July  8,  1738. 
x.     Aaron  Soule,  died  July  23,  1768,  aged  18-7-13. 
The  information  comprised  in  the  following  biographical  treatment  will 
speak  for  itself: 

Oakes  Sampson  Soule,  son  of  Aaron  and  Ruth  Sampson  Soule,  born  Nov. 
17,  1809,  in  the  town  of  Carver,  Mass.,  but  was  brought  up  in  Plympton, 
Mass.  His  father,  through  the  dishonesty  of  one  from  whom  he  had  purchased 
a  small  farm  in  Carver,  lost  all  of  his  property  and  returned  to  his  former 
place  of  residence  in  Plympton,  and  there  the  conditions  placed  the  children 
of  Aaron  Soule  at  a  disadvantage,  at  least  for  a  while,  but,  perhaps,  proved 
a  blessing  to  them  subsequently,  for  from  necessity  they  became  self-dependent 
and  self-reliant.  Oakes  Sampson  Soule  acquired  a  common  school  education 
and  just  before  he  reached  the  age  of  18,  in  1827,  he  went  to  North  Bridgewater, 
Mass.,  and  apprenticed  himself  to  learn  the  carpenter's  trade  with  Mr.  Augustus 
Jones,  who  was  the  leading  builder  in  the  town  and  vicinity.  His  indenture 
was  for  three  years  and  six  months,  for  which  he  was  to  receive  $30  and  board 
per  year.  He  proved  an  apt  pupil  and  advanced  rapidly,  and  in  1828  he  was 
sub-let  by  his  master  to  contractors  in  Dedham  and  Plympton  at  $20  per 
month,  the  amount  going  to  his  master.  From  1832  to  1846,  Mr.  Soule 
continued  working  at  his  trade  and  was  extensively  engaged  in  building  in 
south-eastern  Massachusetts.  In  1832  or  1833  he  bcame  associated  with 
George  B.  Dunbar,  and  under  the  name  of  Dunbar  and  Soule  they  did  an 
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extensive  business.  In  1846,  Mr.  Soule  engaged  in  the  lumber  business,  the 
partnership  continuing  until  1861  when  Mr.  Dunbar  retired,  and  Mr.  Soule 
carried  on  the  business  alone  till  his  death  on  January  17,  1890,  when  he 
passed  away  suddenly  with  heart  failure  in  the  81st  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  the  oldest  business  man  in  Brockton,  both  in  age  and  service,  and  his 
sixty  and  more  years  residence  and  business  activity  was  so  upright  and  honest 
as  to  reflect  great  credit  upon  himself,  and  honor  to  his  adopted  city.  Just 
two  days  before  his  death  he  received  a  check  for  $45,000  from  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company,  in  payment  for  the  land  occupied  for  his  lumber  yard, 
which  land  Was  utilized  for  improvements  and  the  abolishment  of  grade 
crossings.  Settling  in  North  Bridgewater  in  1827  he  continued  there  for  the 
period  of  sixty-three  years  and  saw  the  small  hamlet  grow  into  a  great  in- 
dustrial city,  and  he  himself  was  an  active  participant  in  the  events  that  brought 
about  this  change,  remaining  in  the  harness  till  the  last,  when  an  octogenarian. 
Back  in  his  early  years  Mr.  Soule  was  identified  with  the  town  militia,  and 
was  commissioned  paymaster  of  the  old  regiment  in  1832  by  Governor  Levi 
Lincoln.  For  sixteen  years,  from  1865  to  1881,  he  was  the  efficient  town 
treasurer  of  North  Bridgewater,  only  retiring  when  the  town  became  the  city 
of  Brockton;  and  his  duties  in  this  office  were  at  all  times  performed  with 
satisfaction.  One  instance  illustrates  his  honesty.  At  one  time  he  deposited 
his  private  money  and  the  town's  funds  in  the  Randolph  Bank  and  was  told 
he  would  be  credited  with  $400  interest  that  year  on  his  deposits.  He  at 
once  credited  the  whole  amount  to  the  town,  and  an  examination  showed 
that  the  town's  balances  for  the  year  had  been  only  $90  more  than  his  own. 
For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  Massasoit  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  He  was  a 
staunch  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church.  Under  the 
heading  of  "A  Good  Clean  Life"  there  was  published  in  the  Brockton  news- 
paper just  after  Mr.  Soule's  death,  the  following:  "If  there  was  ever  a  man 
who  lived  in  this  vicinity  of  whom  it  could  be  said, '  Blessed  are  the  pure  in 
heart'  it  was  Oakes  S.  Soule.  Coming  here  from  an  Old  Colony  town  and 
bringing  the  added  virtues  of  half  a  dozen  generations  of  Pilgrim  ancestors, 
he  was  all  that  might  be  expected  of  a  man  who  without  ostentation  lived  a 
good,  clean  life.  Quiet  attention  to  business,  a  kind  neighbor,  a  devout  mem- 
ber of  the  church,  a  true  and  steadfast  friend  to  the  whole  people,  he  lived 
such  a  life  as  all  might  copy  to  advantage.  He  has  lived  in  this  place  for 
sixty-two  years,  and  during  all  that  time  he  set  a  good  example  in  developing 
the  city,  a  locality  he  has  seen  grow  from  less  than  1500  to  more  than  30,000 
population.  His  place  of  business  is  about  all  there  is  left  of  the  landmarks  of 
old  North  Bridgewater,  remaining  much  the  same  for  nearly  a  century.  No 
man  who  has  lived  here  for  the  last  sixty  years  was  the  superior  of  Mr.  Soule 
in  all  that  goes  to  make  a  man,  and  in  his  death  the  needy  and  unfortunate 
of  the  community  lost  a  good  friend." 

On  Sept.  1,  1833,  Mr.  Soule  married  Rachel  Jones  Snell,  daughter  of 
Oliver  Snell,  by  whom  one  child.  He  married  2d,  Nov.  13,  1872,  Mrs.  Har- 
riet (Palmer)  Kilburn,  daughter  of  William  and  Margaret  (Stubbs)  Palmer, 
and  widow  of  Capt.  Jonathan  Kilburn  of  Provincetown,  Mass.,  who  survived 
him,  and  although  in  her  ninetieth  year  (1912),  she  is  remarkably  well  pre- 
served and  active.

[T  WAS  on  a  balmy  June  morning,  with  my  dear  son  as  a  companion, 
when  I  started  on  a  genealogical  excursion  to  visit  for  the  first  time 
the  home  of  the  Soules  in  Freeport,  Cumberland  County,  Maine. 
The  route  from  the  city  of  Portland  meandered  about  the  convo- 
lutions of  the  seacoast,  and  the  glimmering  waters  of  the  Bay  were  almost 
constantly  in  view.  The  fields  rolling  backward  from  the  roadsides  were 
adorned  with  a  wealth  of  floral  beauty  more  ornate  in  variety  and  splendor 
than  the  most  brilliant  patterns  of  Oriental  weaving.  The  abundant  royal- 
tinted  clover  mingled  in  rich  clusters  with  sweet-scented  honeysuckle,  while 
golden-eyed  daisies  were  peeping  among  the  opulent  lilies  that  nodded  with 
polite  grace  amid  the  waving  tresses  of  timothy  and  browntop  that  rippled 
under  the  caressing  breeze.  Song  sparrows  and  meadow  larks  poured  forth 
their  morning  carols  from  the  hedgerows,  and  swallows  on  graceful  wings 
dipped  in  curvature  of  flight  over  the  gilded  grain  fields.  The  whole  rural 
scene,  the  landscape  and  seascape,  conjoined  in  proffering  a  feast  for  the 
receptive  eye  and  inspiration  for  the  beauty-admiring  soul. 

Passing  the  imposing  walls  of  the  Marine  Hospital,  then  presided  over  by 
Dr.  Charles  Edward  Banks,  the  historian  (in  whose  blood  flows  the  Soule 
current),  and  the  embattled  walls  of  Casco  Castle,  beside  a  hundred  pretty 
villas  and  attractive  rural  homes,  drinking  in  health  with  every  breath,  we 
swept  under  the  graceful  foliage  of  the  elms  in  the  village  upon  the  sign-boards 
of  which  we  saw  the  names  of  several  members  of  the  Soule  family. 

Paying  our  respects  to  the  custodian  of  the  vital  records  of  the  old  town,  he 
courteously  placed  the  great  leather-bound  tomes  at  our  disposal  and  gave  us 
a  convenient  place  to  write.  The  index  volume  contained  two-and-a-half 
columns  of  names  with  page-references  to  the  entries  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths  of  the  Soule  families,  covering  six  generations  during  their  res- 
idence in  the  town.  Here  for  more  than  six  hours  the  father  and  son,  with 
searching  eyes  and  busy  hands,  made  copies  filling  twenty-six  sheets  folio  of 
manuscripts;  a  valuable  contribution  to  supplement  the  genealogical  pamphlet 
published  in  "Old  Times  in  North  Yarmouth"  in  1882.  This  little  book 
was  the  conservatory  of  the  records  representing  the  four  early  generations 
of  the  family  and  was  the  basis  of  this  more  elaborate  and  exhaustive  work. 
Many  branches  of  these  families  whose  posterity  now  resides  in  the  far  West 
and  in  other  New  England  States  have  been  traced  and  something  of  their 
lives  will  appear  in  the  present  work.  Some,  however,  have  become  lost  to 
their  kindred  in  the  East  and  their  places  of  residence  are  unknown. 

Not  distant  from  the  village  stands  the  venerable  homestead  of  Barnabas 
Soule  that  has  been  in  the  family  for  several  generations,  while  there  are  many 
in  whose  veins  flows  the  blood  of  this  family  and  who  look  backward  to  this 
"hailing-place"  with  pride  and  veneration.  Below  the  hillbrow  one  may  see 
the  remains  of  the  old  Soule  Shipyard,  where  for  so  many  years  echoes  from 
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the  teamster's  voice  and  the  corker's  mallet  were  heard  reverberating  and 
chattering  across  the  surrounding  fields,  forming  a  lively  reveille  to  attract  the 
attention  of  every  passer-by.  In  this  mart  of  an  early  industry  were  duplicated 
the  skill  and  persistence  of  the  old  Norse  ancestors  who  laid  their  keels  and 
drove  their  trenails  on  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  and  North  Seas  eight  centuries 
ago,  and  whose  blood  had  trickled  down  by  some  mysterious  law  of  gravity 
to  reassert  itself  in  full  force  on  American  shores.  Somehow  the  salty  atmos- 
phere in  Freeport  proved  a  conducive  element  for  longevity  and  prolific  poster- 
ity, and  the  early  progenitors  of  the  Yarmouth  and  Freeport  families  faithfully 
acquitted  themselves  of  their  responsibility  in  doing  their  share  in  multiplying 
and  replenishing  the  earth;  while  from  these  maritime  homesteads  bordering 
upon  the  fertile  shores  of  Casco  Bay  there  have  gone  forth  hundreds  of  seamen 
and  landsmen  to  assist  in  building  an  Empire  more  magnificent  than  Assyria 
or  Rome.  The  sons  and  daughters  born  on  Freeport's  soil  have  been  citizens 
of  good  repute  at  home  and  abroad.  May  their  descendants  emulate  the 
example  of  their  sires. 

The  experience  of  these  hardy  mariners  from  the  time  when  they  stood 
"before  the  mast"  till  their  retirement  to  resume  the  life  of  a  "land-lubber," 
was  replete  with  startling  adventure  and  imminent  danger,  and  some  of  them, 
having  the  gift  of  story,  as  they  sat  at  their  own  home  firesides,  could  reel  off 
yarns  at  great  length  relating  to  their  struggles  with  the  forces  of  Nature, 
while  their  audience,  composed  of  the  members  of  their  own  families  and  such 
neighbors  as  had  assembled  to  welcome  them  back  to  their  native  land,  sat 
and  listened  with  elevated  eyebrows  to  their  recitals;  but  the  wheels  upon 
which  they  spun  these  nautical  tales  have  ceased  their  revolutions  and  the 
fragile  skeins  have  mostly  been  lost  to  the  present  generation.  Only  a  few 
faint  traditions  linger  in  the  neighborhood  to  remind  the  visitor  of  the  robust 
and  brave  class  of  men  who  sailed  from  these  shores.  Proud  must  have  been 
the  gallant  captains  when  mastering  the  trim  and  noble  craft  constructed  by 
the  skill  and  perseverance  of  their  own  kindred,  and  the  rolling  "sea-gate" 
they  had  borrowed  from  the  heaving  decks  was  brought  back  to  Old  Freeport 
to  attract  the  attention  of  all  who  saw  them.

The  widowed  mother  removed  to  Freeport,  Maine,  with  the  Talbot  family  and 
the  little  daughter  came  to  be  known  as  "Nancy"  and  was  married  by  that 
name.  These  particulars  were  found  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Banks  through  the  accounts 
of  an  early  shoemaker  in  Freeport  who  made  the  footwear  for  the  little  girl  and 
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charged  the  cost  to  her  mother,  who  was  married  again.  Moses  Soule  was 
for  many  years  a  deacon  in  the  Freeport  church.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  a 
race  of  great  scholars  and  teachers.  Nancy  Hughes  was  of  Irish  descent. 
She  died  Sept.  27,  1812.

His  religious  opinions  were  decided,  and  allowed  no  wavering  of 
faith.  For  many  years  he  was  deacon  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  as  such,  I  suppose,  to  the  end  of  his  life,  excused  from  service, 
for  the  last  few  years,  on  account  of  infirmities  and  distance.  He 
regarded  the  Sabbath,  and  made  it  to  be  a  matter  of  conscience  to 
be  early  at  the  place  of  worship  on  that  day,  with  such  of  his  family 
as  could  properly  attend. 
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"  He  was  very  diffident,  but  had  a  clear  and  strong  understanding. 
For  his  times  and  surroundings,  he  was  a  scholar;  very  observing, 
and  of  an  investigating  turn  of  mind.  He  was  often  employed  as 
school-teacher  in  those  new  settlements.  He  was  frequently  chosen 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  town,  and  his  judgment  was  sought 
in  council.  He  highly  esteemed  education  and  strove  hard  to  give 
his  children  the  best  advantages  for  learning. 

"He  loved  his  family  and  provided  well  for  them.  He  played 
with  his  little  children,  but  in  his  house,  his  nod  or  the  tap  of  his 
foot,  uttered  undisputed  command.  He  was  of  a  very  military 
turn,  and  in  early  life,  served  as  first  lieutenant  of  artillery.  He 
lived  to  the  age  of  eighty-two  years,  having  enjoyed  great  respect 
as  a  citizen  and  neighbor.  His  descendants  have  been  pre-eminently 
a  race  of  literary  men  and  educators,  as  will  be  noted  in  the  sub- 
joined record."

mouth, Dec.  3,  1776.  He  also  served  as  "First  Lieutenant  of  Capt.  John 
Gray's  Company,  Col.  Jonathan  Mitchell's  Regiment,"  from  July  7th  to 
Sept.  12th,  1779,  in  the  Bagaduce  Expedition.  Date  of  his  death  unknown.

Mrs.  Susan  Mitchell  Soule  died  in  Freeport,  Me., 
June  13,  1853,  and  Rufus  Soule  married  2d,  Philomena  Talbot, 
daughter  of  Capt.  John  and  Lucy  (Mitchell),  and  3d,  Hannah 
B.  Small,  a  niece  of  his  first  wife.  Hon.  Rufus  Soule  was  one  of 
the  most  eminent  shipbuilders  in  Maine,  having  constructed  85 
vessels  during  his  career,  a  record  unsurpassed  in  the  history  of 
shipbuilding  in  those  days.  He  was  a  man  of  wealth  and  social 
standing  and  had  a  wide  and  commanding  influence  in  the  commu- 
nity where  he  lived.  He  was  a  life-long  Democrat  and  exercised  a 
position  of  authority  in  the  councils  of  that  party.  He  was  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  from  1832  for  six  years;  Representative  in  the 
Maine  Legislature  for  the  years  1832,  1834  and  1836,  and  State 
Senator  from  Cumberland  County  in  1837  and  1838.  He  was  a 
Commissioner  to  Qualify  Civil  Officers  in  1843  and  continued  to 
occupy  this  judicial  position  for  many  years.  He  was  known 
among  his  townsmen  as  "Honorable  Rufus,"  a  title  he  attained 
not  only  from  his  official  life  but  from  the  integrity  of  his  character 
as  well.  Complimentary  obituary  notices  in  many  Maine  news- 
papers at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Freeport,  Sept. 
22,  1867,  accorded  to  him  the  distinction  of  being  Maine's  oldest 
and  most  extensive  shipbuilder.

Charles  Soule  (2),  youngest  son  of  Moses  (2)  and  Nancy  (Hughes)  Soule, 
was  probably  born  in  Freeport,  Maine,  Sept.,  1768.  He  married  Anne, 
daughter  of  William  Kendall  of  Dresden,  Me.,  July  16,  1796.  She  died 
in  1823.

His  parents  were  poor,  hard-working  people,  in  a  section  where 
honest  labor  was  considered  highly  commendable  and  sometimes  a 
distinction.  An  accident — a  fall — resulting  in  a  permanent  injury 
incapacitating  him  for  a  life  of  manual  labor,  turned  his  thoughts 
toward  a  more  liberal  education  than  he  could  acquire  in  the  com- 
mon schools;  and  after  many  years  of  struggle  and  discouragement 
he  graduated  in  1838  from  Wesleyan  College,  Middletown,  Conn. 
After  his  graduation,  on  which  occasion  he  was  class  poet,  he  taught 
in  Mississippi,  but  later,  purchased  a  weekly  journal  and  com- 
menced the  life  and  calling  of  an  editor  in  January,  1844.  Losing 
his  wife  in  1848  after  he  had  become  one  of  the  editors  and  pro- 
prietors of  the  New  Orleans  "  Mercury,"  and  that  journal  failing, 
life  having  become  desolate,  he  assisted  in  organizing  a  company 
and  started  for  the  Golden  Gate,  going  over  the  gulf  to  Corpus 
Christi,  thence  across  the  continent  through  Mexico,  crossing  the 
Colorado  May  29,  1849,  entering  California,  and  reaching  the  mines 
at  Sullivan's  July  4th.  He  remained  in  the  mines  but  one  year 
and  then  assumed  the  temporary  editorial  charge  of  the  "Alta 
California."     He  managed  this  journal  satisfactorily  until  the  return 
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of  the  proprietors  from  the  East.  He  was  then  asked  to  stand  a 
candidate  for  the  State  Senate,  and  was  elected  by  a  majority  of 
about  two  to  one  over  his  opponent,  and  was  the  only  Whig  in  the 
state  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1851.  In  1853,  he  with  others, 
established  the  California  "Chronicle,"  a  daily  journal  which  was 
prosperous  till  the  Vigilance  Committee,  in  its  blind  rage,  destroyed 
the  journal  which  had  stood  for  the  rights  of  the  people  against  all 
dishonesty  in  the  city  and  state  legislation.  Subsequently,  Mr. 
Soule  was  attached  to  the  San  Francisco  "Times,"  doing  all  its 
editorial  labor  preceding  the  presidential  election,  for  which  he  got 
neither  salary  or  party  favor.  He  then  accepted  a  position  in  the 
Custom  House,  but  soon  assumed  the  position  of  editorial  writer 
on  the  "Mercury  Call."  In  1865,  just  before  the  assassination  of 
President  Lincoln,  he  was  appointed  collector  of  internal  revenue  for 
the  San  Francisco  District,  including  also  the  county  of  San  Mateo. 
This  position  was  held  by  him  for  but  nine  months,  when  through 
political  intervention  another  man  was  put  in  his  place.  At  the 
end  of  eight  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  Federal  Government  he 
had  lost  every  dollar  he  possessed,  a  striking  example  of  the  pros- 
perity of  honest  men  who  hold  federal  offices.  From  1872  to  1881  Mr. 
Soule  had  been  editor  of  the  old  "  Alta. "  During  life  he  has  given  many 
leisure  hours  to  poetical  composition.  One  of  his  unpublished  poems 
is  destined  to  be  of  special  interest  to  Californians,  describing  the 
adventures  of  a  youth  who  followed  the  sea,  visited  many  strange 
lands  and  experienced  many  vicissitudes,  closing  with  the  stirring 
times  of  the  advent  of  the  Argonauts,  who  came  from  the  four 
quarters  of  the  globe  to  the  golden  treasures  of  California.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  authors  of  a  work  entitled  "Annals  of  California," 
published  in  early  days  when  authorities  were  scarce  in  the  state 
and  current  history  was  based  on  many  local  traditions.  This 
family  spells  the  name  with  an  accent  on  the  final  vowel  and  pro- 
nounce the  patronimic  as  a  word  of  two  syllables.  This  model  was 
adopted  by  the  Hon.  Frank  Soule,  while  in  New  Orleans,  under  the 
impression  that  the  emigrant  ancestor  was  a  French  Huguenot.

PROFESSOR  FRANK   SOULE 
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Prof.  Frank  Soule',  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  F.  Soule,  born  Aug.  6,  1844; 
married.  Graduated  from  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  N.  Y., 
in  the  class  of  1865  and  resigned  in  1869  to  join  the  University  of  California 
faculty  as  assistant  professor  of  mathematics.  In  1872  the  Department  of 
Civil  Engineering  was  created  and  Professor  Soule  was  appointed  to  that 
chair.  He  continued  in  the  active  service  in  the  University  of  California  as 
Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Dean  of  the  College  of  Civil  Engineering 
until  1907 — after  a  period  of  thirty-one  years.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Berkeley, 
2511  Hillgrass  Ave.,  Friday,  Feb.  14,  1913,  aged  69  years.  A  memoir  of  his 
life  was  published  in  the  Transactions  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers, 
Vol.  1913,  page  2246.     Children's  names  on  page  241. 

FRANK  SOULE',  M.  Am.  Soc.  C.E.

Frank  Soule  was  born  at  Woodville,  Miss.,  on  August  6th,  1844.  He  came 
from  New  England  ancestry,  being  a  descendant  of  the  Mayflower  Pilgrims, 
and  tracing  his  lineage  directly  to  John  Alden,  Priscilla  Mullins,  and  George 
Soule.  His  father,  Benjamin  F.  Soule,  went  to  California  in  May,  1849,  where, 
later,  he  was  well  known  as  a  journalist  and  as  one  of  the  authors  of  the 
"Annals  of  San  Francisco." 

Professor  Soule  received  his  early  education  at  Bridge  Hampton,  N.  Y., 
and  at  the  San  Francisco  High  School.  In  1862  he  was  appointed  to  the 
United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1866.  Immediately  thereafter,  he  was  assigned  to  duty  as  Assistant 
Ordnance  Officer.  In  1868  he  was  ordered  to  West  Point  as  Instructor  in 
Ordnance  and  Gunnery,  and  also  performed  the  duties  of  Assistant  Professor 
of  Mathematics. 

In  1870  he  resigned  from  the  Army  to  join  the  Faculty  of  the  University 
of  California,  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics.  In  1872  the  Board  of 
Regents  established  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering  by  creating  a  chair 
for  that  subject;  and  on  the  appointment  of  Professor  Soule  to  that  chair,  they 
added  Astronomy  to  his  responsibilities. 

The  records  of  the  University  of  California  for  the  period  ending  with 
1880  will  show  how  prominent  was  the  work  of  Professor  Soule  in  those  early 
days.  He  not  only  gave  his  time  to  Mathematics,  Astronomy,  and  Engineer- 
ing, but  also  organized  the  Military  Department.  In  1886  the  Students' 
Astronomical  Observatory  was  designed  and  built  by  him  with  special  State 
appropriations.  In  the  next  ten  years,  under  his  direction  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  late  Professor  George  Davidson,  Hon.  M.  Am.  Soc.  C.E., 
many  important  geodetic  studies  were  maintained  and  measurements  made. 
He  inaugurated  the  Weather  Bureau  Record,  which  later  was  distributed 
by  the  Department  of  Astronomy,  and  now  is  reported  by  the  Department  of 
Geography.  In  1890,  the  exacting  demands  of  the  rapidly  growing  Civil 
Engineering  College  forced  Professor  Soule  to  relinquish  his  interest  in  astro- 
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nomical  work,  although  he  retained  the  title  of  Professor  of  Astronomy  with 
that  of  Civil  Engineering  for  several  years  afterward.  In  the  early  Nineties, 
after  a  visit  to  prominent  Eastern  and  European  schools,  he  built  and  equipped 
a  testing  laboratory  which  from  a  modest  beginning  has  grown  into  the  present 
Experiment  Station  of  the  Civil  Engineering  Department. 

Professor  Soule  continued  in  the  active  service  of  the  University  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Civil  Engineering  and  as  Dean  of  the  College  of  Civil  Engineering 
until  the  summer  of  1907,  a  period  of  38  years.  In  1907  he  spent  a  sabbatical 
year  in  foreign  travel,  visiting  Egypt  and  most  of  the  countries  of  Europe. 
On  his  return  to  California  in  1908,  he  was  retired  on  the  Carnegie  Foundation, 
becoming  Professor  Emeritus  of  Civil  Engineering.  Although  his  active  work 
had  ceased,  he  still  retained  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  and  rapid  growth  of 
the  College  which  he  had  organized.  It  is  given  to  few  men  to  serve  an 
institution  for  a  span  of  44  years  and  in  such  varied  capacities. 

He  was  a  man  of  multifarious  tasks  and  of  many-sided  usefulness.  No 
one  was  in  closer  touch  with  the  students  than  he,  both  by  virtue  of  his  one- 
time office  as  Commandant  of  the  Cadets  and  by  the  nature  of  his  own  interests. 
He  was  a  military  man  in  bearing  and  in  thought,  and  believed  in  discipline 
and  in  authority.  He  laid  upon  himself  the  heavy  hand  of  self-control,  but 
was  always  kindly  toward  and  thoughtful  of  others,  and,  above  all  things, 
was  a  man  of  unfailing  courtesy. 

During  the  last  ten  years  of  his  service,  it  was  his  deserved  pleasure  to 
witness  the  great  expansion  of  the  Engineering  Colleges  of  the  University. 
From  1870  to  1900  his  school,  like  San  Francisco,  developed  slowly.  It  was 
about  1895  that,  as  a  University,  California  began  to  grow  with  leaps  and 
bounds.  In  his  immediate  Civil  Engineering  College  a  Department  of  Irriga- 
tion was  established;  courses  relating  to  Forestry  and  Public  Health  were 
planned;  and  the  relations  between  Agriculture  and  Engineering  were  denned. 
Sanitary  studies  formed  a  vital  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  instructors  in 
Municipal  and  Sanitary  Engineering  were  called  to  co-operate  with  the  Med- 
ical Department  in  Bacteriology,  Animal  Industry,  and  Hygiene.  In  Civil 
Engineering  there  is  now  close  contact  between  the  sanitary  instructors  and 
the  interests  of  the  University  known  as  Domestic  Science.  The  Professors 
of  Sanitation  and  Irrigation  are  concerned  with  the  practical  Agricultural 
School  at  Davis.  The  Structural  Departments  are  associated  with  Architec- 
ture, no  less  than  with  Engineering.  The  Testing  Laboratory  is  in  touch 
with  State  problems.  Surveying  courses  lead  to  instruction  in  Geodesy, 
through  which  channel  the  students  are  brought  in  contact  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Astronomy.  Through  railroad  work  they  deal  with  Economics;  by 
the  writing  of  contracts  and  specifications  they  lean  on  the  Law;  in  the  design 
of  buildings  they  become  interested  in  fire-proof  construction,  fire  protection, 
and  prevention,  and  are  led  to  commune  with  the  Departments  of  Economics 
and  Insurance.  All  these  relationships  now  exist,  are  daily  developing,  and 
are  bringing  Civil  Engineering  into  closer  sympathy  and  bond  with  the  Uni- 
versity. Professor  Soule  served  his  University  for  44  years;  he  saw  it  start 
from  the  humblest  beginning,  and  witnessed  its  growth  into  one  of  the  most 
powerful  institutions  in  the  country,  a  University  which,  in  1913,  is  second 
in  numbers  in  the  United  States.     Moreover,  as  an  Instructor  in  Engineering 
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he  lived  through  those  eventful  years  in  the  development  of  Engineering  Edu- 
cation— from  the  pioneer  days  of  instruction  in  Applied  Science  to  the  present 
decade  of  great  promise. 

Professor  Soule  was  always  interested  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lived.  Whenever  a  movement  looking  to  a  betterment 
in  politics  and  community  life  developed  in  California  in  recent  years,  that 
movement  found  in  him  a  ready  helper.  In  earlier  days  his  active  interest 
was  in  Oakland ;  later,  this  was  transferred  to  Berkeley,  where  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Committee  which  framed  the  now  famous  New  Charter  for  that  city. 
He  was  an  active  member  of  the  City  Club  of  Berkeley,  and  often  presided 
and  spoke  at  citizens'  meetings. 

As  Professor  Soule  gave  much  of  his  energy  and  life  to  community  interests 
and  problems,  it  was  only  natural  that  he  should  be  associated  with  many 
societies.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Association  of  Graduates  of  the  U.  S. 
Military  Academy,  and  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  U.  S.  A.;  Colonel  in  the  National 
Guard;  life  member  of  the  Geographical  Society  of  the  Pacific;  member  of 
the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants;  and  life  member  of  the  Society  of 
California  Pioneers.  For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Athenean 
Club  of  Oakland,  and  of  the  University  Club  and  the  Bohemian  Club  of  San 
Francisco. 

Professor  Soule  did  not  practice  continuously  his  Profession  as  a  Designing 
and  Consulting  Engineer;  he  was  too  busy  with  educational  and  social  tasks, 
as  already  stated.  Nevertheless,  for  thirty  years  he  was  a  force  in  Engineering 
circles  in  the  State  of  California,  often  serving  in  an  advisory  capacity  or  as 
a  Consulting  Engineer.  He  was  a  judge  of  materials  and  their  tests,  and 
frequently  reported  on  road,  street,  sewer,  and  water  supply  projects  for 
Berkeley,  Oakland,  and  other  growing  towns  and  cities.  Perhaps  his  most 
important  reports  were  those  which  related  to  irrigation  studies  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  and  to  the  difficult  foundation  problems  for  the  Ferry  Building 
and  adjoining  docks  in  San  Francisco. 

Professor  Soule  was  elected  a  Member  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers  on  March  1,  1905.

1.  Rev.  Charles  Soule,  A.M.,  born  Aug.  29,  1794;  married  Mrs.  Phebe 
(Bartol)  Veasie,  widow  of  Samuel  Veasie,  daughter  of  George  and  Jane 
(Soule)  Bartol,  Sept.  1,  1824,  by  Rev.  Enos  Merrill.  She  was  born  April 
14,  1784  and  died  Jan.  25,  1876.  He  died  May  31,  1869.  He  graduated 
at  Bowdoin  College  in  1821,  and  Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  1823.  He 
was  first  called  to  the  Congregational  Church  at  Belfast,  Maine,  March  8,  1824, 
on  a  salary  of  $200  per  annum.  This  sum  was  later  increased  to  $400  "in 
order  that  Mr.  Soule  may  be  free  from  worldly  cares  and  avocations."  He 
was  ordained  June  30,  1824.  The  services  were  held  in  the  Unitarian 
Church.  On  account  of  ill-health,  he  asked  and  received  a  dismissal  at  the 
close  of  his  second  year.  He  then  assumed  charge  of  the  Academy  at  North 
Bridgton,  Me.,  and  was  afterwards  settled  over  the  church  in  that  town.  He 
next  went  to  East  Machias,  as  the  principal  of  Washington  Academy,  and 
from  thence  to  Norway  in  1835,  where  he  remained  in  the  pastorate  eleven 
years.  He  then  moved  to  Portland  and  entered  the  services  of  the  Maine 
Missionary  Society,  supplying  the  little  churches  of  Patten,  Amherst,  and 
Aurora,  in  Penobscot  County.  He  was  then  called  to  the  church  in  Gorham, 
and  later  to  Standish,  finally  removing  to  Portland,  his  last  residence. 

He  was  a  fine  writer,  both  in  prose  and  poetry,  and  left  behind  him  many 
unpublished  specimens  of  each.

Rev.  Dr.  William  Warren  wrote  of  him  as  follows:  "I  am  forced  to  speak 
affectionately  of  Charles  Soule.  He  was  my  teacher;  afterwards  my  parish- 
ioner. He  was  a  complete  man  in  outward  form,  dignity  and  grace  of  manner, 
and  in  mental  and  moral  culture.  His  tastes  were  fine;  his  style  clear  and 
sententious,  his  discrimination  nice,  and  his  logic,  when  he  assumed  to  argue, 
was  severe.  His  inquisitive  mind  gave  him  a  fondness  for  scientific  as  well  as 
literary  knowledge.  In  these  he  made  commendable  attainments.  He  had 
the  modesty  that  connects  itself  with  genius  and  rare  excellence. 

"It  will  be  asked  why  one  with  such  gifts  was  so  little  known.  There 
was  a  tendency  in  Brother  Soule  to  shrink  from  responsibility  and  observation. 
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He  did   not  like  to  come  in  conflict  with  others.     His  capability    went    far 
beyond  his  consciousness  of  it.     He  had  not  the  toughness  of  nerve  to  en- 
counter opposition.     He  retired  before  a  foe.     If  what  we  call  "brass"  had 
equalled  in  his  composition  the  brain  power  he  would  have  stood  with  the 
first.     He  was  somewhat  wanting  in  the  element  or  faculty  of  will.     He  had, 
however,   uncommon  serenity  of  mind,   real   wealth  of  thought  and  beauty 
of  character.     I  feel  that  his  record  is  not  written  on  earth,  and  it  is  with  a 
loving  heart  that  I  raise  this  poor  memorial  at  his  death."     Children: 
i.     Martha  Soule,  born  April  23,  1826,  died  Aug.  10,  1847. 
n.     Ellen  Soule,  born  Sept.  28,  1828,  was  married  to  Edward  Prince 
Banks,   son  of   Dr.   Elias  and   Lucretia   (Prince)    Banks  of  North 
Yarmouth  and  Danville,  Maine,  where  he  was  born,  22  Nov.,  1811. 
Mr.  Banks  came  to  Portland  as  a  boy  to  become  an  apprentice  in 
the   watchmaking  and  jewelry   trade  and   when   his  freedom   was 
obtained  in  due  course  he  entered  into  business  for  himself  in  Port- 
land.    This  was  his  occupation  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Banks  &  Hatch  and  later  for  himself  alone,  at  47 
Exchange  Street  in  that  city.     In  1870  he  entered  the  U.  S.  Customs 
Service  in  which  he  continued  till  1882  when  he  retired  at  the  age 
of  seventy  and  soon  removed   to  Somerville,   Mass.     He  died   17 
September,  1892,  at  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital,  Portland,  Maine, 
while  on  a  visit  to  his  eldest  son,   and  was  buried  at  Evergreen 
Cemetery.      Mr.    Banks   was   never  identified   with   public   affairs, 
though  taking  a  keen  interest  always  in  national  politics.     He  was 
an  early  adherent  of  the  Free  Soil  party  and  was  its  candidate  for 
mayor  in  1855,  its  first  venture  in  local  campaigns.     He  represented 
Ward  6  in  the  Common  Council  the  next  year  and  that  terminated 
his  active  political  associations.     He  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the    Odd    Fellows    in    Portland    and    the    State    and    became    the 
chief  officer  of  Ancient  Brothers  Lodge;  then  Grand  Master  of  the 
order  in  the  state  and  Grand  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of   the    United    States.     He   was   an   early    member   of   St.    Paul's 
Episcopal  Church  and  served  as  vestryman  and  warden.     Issue: 
(1)     Charles    Edward    Banks,    born   July    6,    1854;  married 
Margaret  Root,  1880,  and  was  for  many  years  surgeon 
in  the  U.  S.   Marine  Hospital  Service.      In  1882  he,  with 
the  assistance  of  Capt.  Enos  C.  Soule,  compiled  and  pub- 
lished the  well-known  "Soule   Pamphlet,"   containing  the 
genealogy  of  the  Freeport,  Yarmouth  and  Pownal  branches, 
then  up  to  date,  of  the  Soule  family.     This  small  collection 
forms  the  basis  of  this  department  in  the  General  History 
of  the  family.     From  early  life  Dr.  Banks  has  exhibited  a 
warm  interest  in  history  and  genealogy  and  has  written  many 
articles  on  those  subjects.     He  has  compiled  and  published 
a   history   of    Martha's   Vineyard,    Mass.,    and   is   now   in 
England  collecting  data  for  the  ancestral  and  other  sections 
of  a   history   of   the   town   of  York,    Maine.     During   his 
absence  abroad   he  has  found   time   to  investigate   more 
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critically  the  ancient  records  and  documents  in  which  there 
were  records  of  the  Sole-Soule  families — seeking  to  discover 
the  line  of  ancestry  and  parentage  of  George  Soule,  the 
Mayflower  Pilgrim,  who  landed  at  Plymouth  in  1620. 
What  degree  of  success  he  has  attained  will  appear  prin- 
cipally, in  the  sketch  written  by  him  on  the  "Identity  of 
George  Soule,  the  Pilgrim."  Dr.  Banks  has  retired  from  the 
U.  S.  Service  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  is 
giving  his  time  and  talent  almost  exclusively  to  literary 
work.

He  married  Elizabeth  Phillips, 
daughter  of  Noah  Emery,  of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  Aug.  26,   1822.     She  was  born 

Aug.   15,   1794,  and  died .     Gideon  Soule  entered  Bowdoin  College  as  a 

Junior  and  graduated  in  1818.  He  then  went  to  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
remaining  a  little  more  than  a  year.  He  returned  in  1822,  and  was  instructor 
till  1838,  when  he  was  elected  principal.  He  was  connected  with  this  institu- 
tion for  more  than  fifty  years  and  was  principal  from  1838  to  1873  when  he 
resigned.  He  was  the  second  head  of  the  Academy,  and  the  great  success  of 
the  school  has  been  largely  due  to  his  efforts.  He  was  one  of  the  noted  instruc- 
tors of  his  day,  and  his  character  has  been  portrayed  in  a  short  biographical 
sketch,  "The  Teacher,"  written  by  Rev.  John  H.  Morrison.     Issue:

Doctor   Nicholas   Emery   Soule. 

Dr.  Nicholas  E.  Soule,  Exeter's  oldest  citizen,  who  had  the  coveted  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  oldest  graduate  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and  of  Harvard 
College,  died  at  his  home  on  Court  Street,  in  his  94th  year.  Up  to  the  early 
fall  his  general  health  was  good  and  his  mind  keenly  alert.  In  September 
he  visited  Rochester  to  see  a  grandson,  recently  born.  Soon  afterward  he 
grew  increasingly  feeble  and  since  October  he  had  not  been  down  stairs  at 
his  home.  The  peaceful  end  came  suddenly.  It  is  ascribed  to  an  affection 
of  the  heart,  with  chronic  bronchitis  as  a  contributory  cause. 
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Dr.  Soule  was  born  in  Exeter  June  13,  1825,  one  of  five  children  of  Dr. 
Gideon  L.  Soule,  second  principal  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  and  of  Elizabeth 
(Emery)  Soule.  His  father  was  born  in  Freeport,  Me.  His  mother  came  of 
an  old  and  prominent  Exeter  family.  In  1835  he  entered  the  Academy,  which 
three  years  later  passed  from  the  principalship  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Abbott  to 
that  of  his  father.  He  had  thus  been  the  pupil  of  the  school's  first  two 
principals  and  his  relation  to  it  was  otherwise  unique.  Upon  completion  of 
the  course  his  father  deemed  him  too  young  to  enter  college  and  he  consequently 
remained  in  the  Academy  for  advanced  courses.  He  entered  Harvard  in 
1842  and  was  graduated  in  1845,  receiving  the  master's  degree  of  the  college 
in  1848.  Making  choice  of  the  physician's  profession,  he  was  graduated  from 
the  medical  school  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1851.  For  two  years 
he  practised  his  profession  in  Cincinnati,  where  his  scholarly  tastes  then 
caused  him  to  enter  upon  private  school  work.  His  pupils  included  Charles 
P.  Taft,  and  at  a  recent  visit  former  President  Taft  eagerly  improved  the  op- 
portunity to  call  upon  Dr.  Soule.  For  three  years  of  the  Civil  War  he  was 
busied  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  in  work  of  the  Sanitary  Commission,  and  he  then 
opened  at  Cincinnati  a  private  school  for  boys,  which  he  successfully  conducted 
until  1875.  In  that  city  he  was  especially  prominent  in  social  and  literary 
circles.  In  1875  Dr.  Soule  returned  to  Exeter  to  be  with  his  aged  parents,  his 
father  dying  in  1879  and  his  mother  in  1883.  In  this  period  he  entered  upon 
helpful  service  as  a  trustee  of  the  Academy,  an  office  he  held  from  1879  to  1886, 
and  of  Robinson  Seminary.  He  also  served  upon  the  Public  Library  and 
school  committees.  He  was  later  a  vestryman  of  Christ  Church.  On  January 
2,  1886,  he  was  married  to  Dr.  Lucy  R.  Weaver,  Nantucket,  Mass.,  likewise 
a  physician.  In  1888-1902  he  resided  in  Worcester,  Mass.  He  had  since  lived 
in  Exeter,  keenly  interested  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity and  held  by  it  in  the  highest  regard. 

This  period  of  ease  and  retirement  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  Dr.  Soule. 
He  watched  the  passage  of  his  son  through  school,  college  and  professional 
school  and  saw  him  established  in  professional  life.  He  renewed  and  strength- 
ened lifelong  friendships  and  made  new  ones.  For  years  he  enjoyed  almost 
daily  intercourse  with  a  friend  from  boyhood,  the  late  Dr.  William  G.  Perry. 
Their  rambles  about  Exeter  both  keenly  enjoyed.  Almost  to  the  last  Dr.  Soule 
retained  his  fondness  for  the  best  in  literature.  He  read  much  and  kept 
thoroughly  informed  on  the  trend  of  current  events.  He  had  at  command  a 
fund  of  interesting  reminiscence  and  he  had  written  entertainingly  of  the  Acad- 
emy of  his  student  years.  In  this  school  he  ever  retained  a  solicitous  interest. 
He  seldom  failed  to  attend  the  closing  exercises  as  an  honored  guest  and  he  was 
naturally  especially  interested  in  the  G.  L.  Soule  Literary  Society.  Very 
fittingly  it  devolved  upon  him  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  present  Academy 
building  on  November  5,  1914.  In  his  distinction  as  Harvard's  oldest  graduate 
he  took  pardonable  pride.  This  honor  came  to  him  March  8,  1916,  or  more 
then  three  years  ago.  It  is  exceptional  and  noteworthy  that  another  Exeter 
man,  the  late  Dr.  William  Perry,  long  enjoyed  the  same  distinction.  At 
the  meeting  in  Exeter  a  few  years  ago  of  the  New  England  Federation  of 
Harvard  Clubs  Dr.  Soule  was  an  honored  guest  and  after-dinner  speaker.     He 
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was  given  an  ovation.  An  upright,  cultured  and  lovable  man,  a  perfect  type 
of  the  old  school  gentleman,  has  passed  out  of  the  community  life. 

Dr.  Soule  has  left  his  wife  and  one  son,  Rev.  William  E.  Soule,  rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer  at  Rochester  and  registrar  of  the  Academy  alumni. 
Of  his  own  family  he  was  the  last  survivor.  Two  sisters  died  in  infancy.  Of 
his  brothers,  Charles,  the  elder,  had  a  distinguished  legal  career  in  New  York, 
and  the  younger,  Augustus  L.,  was  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Hon.  Augustus  Lord  Soule,  son  of  Gideon  L.  Soule  (principal  of  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy)  and  Elizabeth  Phillips  (Emery)  Soule,  was  born  in  Exeter, 
N.  H.,  April  19,  1827.  He  fitted  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and 
graduated  at  Harvard  in  1846.  He  studied  law  with  Judge  French  of  Exeter 
and  at  Harvard  Law  School,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Springfield, 
Mass.,  in  1849.  After  practicing  in  Chicopee  two  years  he  removed  to  Spring- 
field, Mass.,  and  continued  his  residence  there  until  1880,  when  he  removed 
to  Boston  where  he  died  in  1887.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  in  1873,  and  a  member  of  the  commission  to  revise 
the  judicial  system  of  the  Commonwealth.  From  1877  until  his  resignation 
in  1881,  he  was  one  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and  after- 
wards counsel  for  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Co.  He  married  in  Exeter, 
N.  H.,  1853,  Maria  Gray,  daughter  of  Harrison  Gray  of  Boston.  He  died 
in  1887. 

3.  Moses  Soule  (4),  fourth  son  of  Moses  (2)  and  Martha  (Lane)  Soule,  born 
in  Freeport,  Me.,  March  18,  1805;  married  Mrs.  Eliza  (Chetwood)  Shep- 
herd, widow  of  Clement  B.  Shepherd  and  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah 
(Paul)  Chetwood,  of  Philadelphia.  She  was  the  granddaughter  of  Chief 
Justice  Chetwood  of  New  Jersey,  and  was  born  Aug.  27,  1796  and  died  Sept. 
27,  1875.  He  married  2d,  Mrs.  Mary  (Bull)  Downs  of  Hilton,  Hunting- 
donshire, England,  daughter  of  John  and  Ann  (Downs)  Bull,  Oct.  19,  1876. 
She  was  born  Aug.  9,  1820. 

This  Moses  received  his  preparatory  education  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
and  from  thence  entered  Bowdoin  as  Sophomore  in  1826,  graduated  in  1829. 
He  then  entered  the  law-office  of  Esquire  Belcher,  but  soon  accepted  a  call  to 
the  Germantown  (Penn.)  Academy  in  the  spring  of  1830.  He  opened  a  clas- 
sical school  in  Philadelphia,  where  he  remained  till  1839  and  then  returned 
to  the  old  homestead  in  Freeport,  Me.,  which  he  purchased  in  1841  and  for  a 
while  cultivated  the  soil;  but  was  induced  to  remove  to  and  take  charge  of 
Gould's  Academy,  at  Bethel,  Maine.  There  he  had  for  students,  and  trained 
to  be  men,  Governor  Lafayette  Grover  of  Oregon,  Gen.  Cuvier,  U.  S.  Army, 
and  Dexter  A.  Hawkins,  the  great  Wall  Street  lawyer.  The  remembrance 
of  him  had  not  faded  in  forty  years;  when  the  seventy-fifth  birthday  occurred, 
two  students  sent  him  substantial  checks  to  aid  in  the  celebration. 

In  September,  1843,  he  was  elected  principal  of  Bridgton  Academy,  where 
his  brother  Charles  had  served,  but  left  for  Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  in  1849  where 
with  Joseph  Miller,  a  Presbyterian  elder,  he  built  and  for  several  years  run, 
a  fine  flouring-mill  and  linseed-oil  mill  combined.  He  finally  sold  out  to  his 
partner,  and  converted  his  funds  and  attention  to  the  purchasing  and  editing 
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of  the  "Wabash  Express"  which  was  pushed  with  much  vigor  for  nearly  two 
years.  He  afterwards  edited  the  "Western  Star,"  a  campaign  paper  in  the 
interest  of  John  C.  Fremont.  In  1851  he  first  joined  the  Presbyterian  church, 
under  the  excellent  William  M.  Cheever,  and  was  susequently  ordained  by 
him  as  Ruling  Elder.  Then  he  opened  a  school  in  the  County  Seminary 
building,  but  was,  in  1859,  elected  superintendent  of  the  Public  High  School 
in  Belvidere,  111.  From  this  position  he  took  charge  of  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment of  the  Clinton  Military  School,  in  1860,  and  the  next  year  the  same 
position  in  the  Fulton  Military  Institute.  He  removed  to  Lyons,  Iowa,  and, 
after  teaching  in  the  Northern  Illinois  College,  again  settled  down  in  his  home 
as  a  teacher,  where  he  was  living  when  last  heard  from.  He  had  one  daughter, 
Martha  Soule,  born  Aug.  16,  1837;  died  Aug.  18,  1837. 

4.  John  Babson  Lane  Soule  (1),  youngest  son  of  Moses  (2)  and  Martha 
(Lane)  Soule,  born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  April  4,  1815;  married  Sept.  3,  1840, 
Mary  L.  Stevens,  daughter  of  Rev.  Ethan  and  Mary  Stevens  of  Hallowell, 
Maine.  She  died  June  19,  1848,  and  he  married,  2d,  Aug.  1,  1849,  Caroline 
E.  Gookins,  daughter  of  Seymore  and  Fidelia  (Loomis)  Gookins  of  Terre 
Haute,  Indiana. 

After  the  usual  period  spent  upon  the  homestead-farm  while  in  youth,  he 
prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  under  Dr.  Benjamin  Abbott, 
and  was  publicly  pronounced  by  him  the  best  classical  scholar  who  came  under 
his  tuition  during  the  fifty  years  of  his  principalship,  a  compliment  of  which 
any  man  might  feel  proud.  He  was  graduated  from  Bowdoin  College  in  1840, 
and  then  began  to  study  law  in  the  office  of  Judge  Emmons,  of  Hallowell, 
Me.  He  was  preceptor  of  Hampton  Academy,  N.  H.,  two  years,  and  then 
removed  to  Indiana,  in  1845,  where,  in  1848,  he  was  appointed  professor  of 
Greek  and  Belles  Lettres  in  the  Collegiate  Institute  of  Terre  Haute.  He  was 
editor  of  the  "Charleston  Courier"  and  afterwards  of  the  "Terre  Haute  Daily 
Express."  Finally,  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry,  and  had  charge  of  churches 
in  Wisconsin  and  Indiana  for  several  years. 

He  was  elected  professor  of  Ancient  Languages  in  Blackburn  University, 
Illinois,  in  1865,  in  which  position  he  served  with  great  success  for  about 
eleven  years.  He  has  since  been  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Highland 
Park,  Illinois,  and  moderator  of  the  Chicago  Presbytery.  He  has  received 
the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Highland  College,  1879,  and  D.D.  from  Blackburn 
University,  1880.  Mr.  Soule  is  a  man  of  fine  literary  ability,  pleasing  as  a 
writer  of  prose  or  poetry,  and  many  of  his  sketches  and  poems  have  been 
widely  circulated.  It  is  believed  that  a  collection  of  his  fugitive  verses  has 
been  published  in  book  form  to  please  his  many  friends.

Jedediah  Soule  (1),  son  of  Moses  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth)  Soule, 
born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1720,  and  was  one  of  the  three  brothers  who  emi- 
grated to  North  Yarmouth,  Me.,  from  the  "South  Shore,"  to  Casco  Bay,  where 
he  settled,  on  Long  Island.  His  descendants  comprise  more  than  half  of  the 
number  who  have  borne  the  name  of  Soule  in  Freeport,  Me.  He  married  in 
Duxbury,  Mass.,  Nov.  2,  1741,  Tabitha  Bishop  who  was  baptized  after  she 
came  to  North  Yarmouth  in  adult  life,  Oct.  26,  1766,  at  the  First  Church.  He 
served  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  as  private.  He  enlisted  Feb.  1,  1776,  in 
a  company  raised  in  North  Yarmouth,  Brunswick,  Harpswell  and  Windham, 
New  Boston  (Gray),  Cumberland  County,  for  two  months  service  during 
the  siege  of  Boston.     No  date  of  his  death.     Eight  children.     See  forward.

Jesse  Soule  (1),  son  of  Jedediah  (2)  and  Mary  (Pinkham)  Soule,  born 
May  29,  1791;  married  1st,  Hannah  Eels,  by  whom  he  has  several  chil- 
dren whose  records  see.  His  wife  dying,  he  married  2d,  Caroline  Cummings 
and  by  her  had  three  more  children.  I  find  some  discrepancy  between  the 
statement  in  the  Banks  pamphlet  and  the  family  records  supplied  by  descend- 
ants now  living.  The  statement  found  in  the  booklet  was  as  follows:  "Jesse 
Soule,  a  son  of  Jedediah  and  known  as  "Colonel,"  a  title  he  probably  acquired 
from  service  in  the  militia,  born  about  1759,  married  Abigail  Hill,  21  Nov. 
1782.  He  died  28  Jan.,  1842."  It  will  be  seen  that  this  Jesse  Soule,  being 
born  in  1791,  could  not  have  served  in  the  Revolution;  but  another  of  the  same 
name  certainly  did,  as  his  brothers  testified.

He  continued  in  the  service  until  the  expedition 
closed,  and  was  discharged  in  September,  1779.  The  brig  was  cruising  off 
Gouldsboro  when  the  British  fleet  arrived,  and,  consequently,  escaped  the 
fate  of  the  remainder  of  the  American  ships.  He  applied  for  a  pension  Aug. 
17,  1832,  his  residence  being  in  Freeport,  Me.,  to  which  town  he  removed  in 
1785.  Certificate  Oct.  25,  1832,  for  land  and  sea  service.  Robert  Anderson 
of  Lewiston,  Me.,  75  years  of  age  in  1832,  testified  to  service  with  Soule  in 
Capt.  Worthley's  company.  Samuel  Scales  of  Freeport,  Me.,  75  years  of 
age  in  1832,  was  with  him  in  the  armed  brig  "Pallas"  in  1779.

Stationed 
at  Mt.  Hope,  where  he  was  discharged  Nov.  27.     Arrived  at  home  Dec.  7,  1776. 

In  1780-81,  enlisted  at  Marblehead,  Mass.,  on  board  the  sloop  "Thorn" 
of  60  guns  and  about  140  men,  commanded  by  Capt.  Samuel  Tucker.  Cruised 
about  a  month  in  the  Bay  of  Chaleur,  where  their  vessel  was  captured  by  the 
British  frigate  "Hinds,"  Captain  Young,  commander,  and  carried  first  to 
St.  John's  Island,  then  to  Halifax  and  imprisoned  on  board  a  guard  ship.  He 
and  four  others  escaped  by  swimming  half  a  mile  to  the  shore  on  a  dark  night, 
where  they  took  a  boat  and  returned  home  by  water,  arriving  the  latter  part 
of  August.  Jesse  Soule  lived  in  the  place  of  his  birth  until  nine  years  of  age, 
when  his  father  moved  to  North  Yarmouth.  He  applied  for  pension  Oct.  12. 
1832.  His  claim  was  allowed  and  his  certificate  issued  May  3,  1832.  Res- 
idence at  time  of  application,  North  Yarmouth.  He  died  Jan.  29,  1842,  and 
his  widow  applied  for  pension,  aged  80  years,  and  her  claim  was  granted. 
He  was  born  on  Long  Island,  in  Casco  Bay,  June  2,  1759. 

Jedediah  Soule  of  Freeport,  Me.,  aged  81  years  in  1832,  testified  he  was 
brother  of  Jesse  Soule  and  was  knowing  to  his  service  in  Captain  Baston's 
Company. 

Jonathan  Soule  of  Freeport,  Me.,  aged  75  years  in  1832,  testified  that  he 
was  knowing  to  his  brother  Jesse  Soule's  service  and  that  a  few  days  after 
his  return  he,  Jonathan,  was  drafted  to  go  to  Peekskill,  N.  Y. 

James  Soule  of  Freeport,  Me.,  78  years  of  age  in  1832,  testified  that  in 
1776  he  was  a  soldier  stationed  at  Fort  Independence  and  that  his  brother, 
Jesse,  came  there  in  Captain  Wentworth's  Company;  and  they  often  saw 
each  other.

When  but  a  lad  Charles  Soule  would  often  amuse 
himself  with  his  guardian's  pencil  and  brush,  and  on  the  sly,  draw 
and  paint  whatever  he  saw  about  him,  and  was  sometimes  severely 
punished  therefor.  Moved  by  a  taste  and  ambition  that  could  not 
be  repressed,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  ran  away  from  his  uncle 
and  went  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  he  worked  at  carriage  and  sign 
painting  and  whatever  his  hands  found  to  do,  but  still  cherishing 
his  ideals  for  opportunities  to  gratify  and  cultivate  his  tastes  for 
higher  works  of  art;  using  his  spare  moments  meanwhile  practising 
with  his  pencil  and  brush.  At  this  time  he  took  up  portrait  painting 
as  a  pastime  and  his  singular  power  of  delineation  attracted  atten- 
tion. By  the  advice  of  Mr.  Plum,  who  had  employed  him  in 
painting  carriages,  he  turned  his  attention  exclusively  to  the  painting 
of  portraits,  and  some  of  these  early  works  are  still  in  existence  in 
Dayton,  Ohio.  His  ability  was  seen  to  be  so  meritorious  that  he 
was  soon  crowded  with  orders.  In  1836  and  1837,  after  a  brief 
interval  of  inattention  to  his  profession,  he  resumed  with  new 
inspiration  his  work  of  art.  He  produced  portraits  of  prominent 
persons  in  Cincinnati,  Columbus,  Cleveland,  and  in  other  western 
cities.  From  1836  to  1843,  he  filled  many  orders  from  St.  Louis, 
Mo.  About  1857  he  went  to  New  York  and  New  Jersey  and 
attracted  much  attention  in  those  cities;  among  those  taking 
especial  notice  of  him  being  Charles  Elliott,  who  took  occasion  to 
speak  of  Mr.  Soule's  wonderful  power.  He  returned  to  the  West, 
however,  and  opened  a  studio  in  Cleveland  where  he  painted 
portraits  for  numerous  prominent  persons.  The  skill  of  this  artist 
consisted  in  his  rare  ability  to  paint  people  at  their  best,  giving 
to  his  pictures  a  peculiar  spirituelle  seldom  seen  even  in  the  works 
of  famous  artists.  Painters  of  great  experience  envied  him,  but  his 
faculty  could  neither  be  inculcated  nor  communicated  to  others. 
Among  his  most  distinguished  patrons  were  Major-General  Wood 
and  Hon.  Salmon  P.  Chase.  The  wife  of  Charles  Soule,  Elizabeth 
Mead,  was  the  daughter  of    Benjamin  Mead    of  Wiscasset,  Me. 
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and  first  cousin  to  Daniel  Webster.     He  established  the  first  art 
store  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  0.

7.  Enos  Soule  (1),  fifth  son  of  Barnabas  (4)  and  Jane  (Dennison)  Soule,  born 
in  Freeport,  Me.,  Nov.  29,  1792.  He  early  chose  the  life  of  a  sailor,  and  rose 
by  slow  but  certain  steps  to  the  command  of  some  of  the  largest  ships  hailing 
from  the  harbors  of  this  state.  After  his  retirement  from  this  branch  of  his 
life  work  he  engaged  in  ship-building  in  company  with  his  brothers,  Hench- 
man and  Clement,  of  whom  hereafter,  and  they  were  together  engaged  in  this 
occupation  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  call 
attention  to  the  character  of  the  vessels  launched  from  their  ship-yard  in 
Freeport,  for  these  were  famous  wherever  the  United  States1  flag  was  unfurled. 
Some  of  the  staunchest  and  handsomest  vessels  ever  built  in  this  or  any  other 
state  were  constructed  and  launched  under  their  supervision,  comprising  ten 
large  ships,  five  barks,  two  brigs  and  three  schooners.  Capt.  Enos  Soule  served 
in  the  War  of  1812,  and  when  about  twenty  years  of  age  was  taken  prisoner 
on  the  high  seas  and  confined  in  Dartmoor  prison,  England,  where  he  suffered 
great  torment  and  indignities  during  the  two  years  he  was  within  the  walls. 
For  many  years  subsequent  to  his  return  from  England  he  superintended  the 
ship-building  business  in  the  celebrated  yard  at  Freeport,   Me.,  where  the 
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following  named  vessels  were  launched:  "Glen,"  in  1848;  "Souter-Johnny," 
1851;  "Harraseeket,"  1856;  "Uncle  Toby,"  1857;  "Lafayette,"  1858.  His 
record  in  his  native  town  as  a  model  citizen,  public-spirited,  patriotic,  with 
unbending  integrity,  survived  him.  His  homestead  was  on  the  road  between 
Freeport  and  South  Freeport  on  land  once  owned  by  John  Hayes;  but  he 
afterwards  removed  to  the  old  field  called  the  "Neck,"  where  he  died  Nov. 
8,  1869.  His  wife  was  locally  known  as  "Aunt  Sally  Soule"  and  was  a  woman 
of  sterling  character,  a  true  helpmate  to  her  husband.  She  always  cultivated 
a  beautiful  flower  garden,  and  when  wax  flowers  were  in  fashion  she  exhibited 
great  skill  in  the  reproduction  of  her  favorites.  She  laid  away  in  lavender 
great  stores  of  linen  for  her  daughters  when  they  married.  She  died  in  Free- 
port,  Me.,  Dec.  31,  1881,  aged  83  years.  There  were  twelve  children  whose 
names  will  follow.

He  discontinued  building  in  1878,  under  the  conviction  that  iron 
would  soon  replace  wood  in  naval  architecture.  He  afterwards 
engaged  in  the  management  of  his  vessels  afloat  and  represented, 
possibly,  the  last  of  the  old  regime  of  shipmasters  who  sailed  from 
Freeport  in  her  palmy  days.  He  subsequently  removed  to  Newton, 
Mass.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  history  and  genealogy  of 
the  Soule  family.

Captain  Soule,  though  venerable  in  years  and  one  of  the  most  aged  men 
in  the  town,  is  sprightly  and  very  active.  He  acquired  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Freeport  and  the  Abbott  School  in  Farmington.  He  and 
his  father  turned  out  some  of  the  finest  craft  that  ever  floated  in  the  Atlantic 
ocean.

John  Soule,  parents'  names  unknown*  was  born  in  Freeport,  Cumberland 
County,  Me.,  in  1798.  His  father  was  an  early  settler  in  town  where  he 
cleared  a  tract  of  wild  land  and  became  a  prosperous  farmer.  Mr.  Soule 
acquired  his  education  in  the  common  schools  of  Freeport  and  was  early 
trained  for  agricultural  pursuits.  He  was  employed  in  early  manhood  as  a 
brick  maker  but  relinquished  this  craft  for  the  more  congenial  interests  of 
cultivating  the  soil,  and  by  the  exercise  of  sound  judgment  and  industry  he 
became  one  of  the  most  prosperous  farmers  in  the  town.  He  was  widely 
known  as  a  staunch  and  useful  citizen.  He  affiliated  with  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  of  which  he  was  a  worthy  member.  Politically,  he  was  a  loyal 
supporter  of  the  Republican  party  from  its  organization. 

He  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Mitchell,  daughter  of 
an  old  Yarmouth  family,  by  whom  there  were  six  sons,  three  of  whom  were 
living  in  1896.  He  married  2d,  Miss  Sarah  Mason,  who  was  born  in  Yar- 
mouth Feb.  5,  1814,  being  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Lusanna  (Baker) 
Mason;  her  grandfather,  of  English  descent,  was  an  early  settler  in  Yarmouth, 
and  her  father  a  sea  captain.  Mrs.  Soule  was  living  in  1896  and  unusually 
sprightly  for  one  of  her  age;  she  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
Congregational  church,  having  united  with  it  in  1840.

He  began  a  sea-faring  life  when  seventeen  years  of  age,  became 
master  in  1846  and  so  continued  till  1860  when  he  retired  to  settle  the  estate 
of  his  uncle,  Henchman  Soule.  He  began  building  vessels  in  the  old  yard  so 
long  occupied  by  his  father,  and  under  his  supervision  seven  large  ships,  a  brig 
and  a  schooner  were  launched.  He  discontinued  building  in  1878  under  the 
conviction  that  iron  vessels  would  soon  take  the  place  of  wood  in  naval  archi- 
tecture. He  then  devoted  his  attention  to  the  management  of  his  vessels 
afloat,  and  represented,  perhaps,  the  last  of  the  old  regime  of  master-mariners 
who  sailed  from  Freeport  in  the  palmy  days.  He  afterwards  removed  to 
Newton,  Mass.,  where  he  died.  He  was  not  in  any  actual  business  after  he 
left  Maine  in  1881.     He  was,  however,  a  director  of  the  Boston  Marine  In- 
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surance  Company  and  made  his  headquarters  there  till  his  death.  He  was 
much  interested  in  the  history  and  genealogy  of  the  Soule  family,  and  assisted 
Dr.  C.  E.  Banks  in  compiling  the  pamphlet  taken  from  the  pages  of  the  serial 
publication  called  "Old  Times  in  North  Yarmouth."  He  had  a  family  of 
nine  children,  named  as  follows:

Point  required  a  nearer  residence  and  she  bought  the  present  Soule  house  when 
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it  was  abandoned,  in  which  we  pass  our  summers  and  my  children  sit  under 
the  portrait  of  their  great-grandfather,  Capt.  Enos  Soule,  when  we  assemble 
around  the  cheerful  open  fireplace  where  we  spend  many  of  our  evenings." 

Elmer  L.  Wengren,  born  Nov.  25,  1866;  married  Gertrude  Baker 
Hopkins  at  Passaic,  N.  J.,  Dec.  10,  1904,  being  an  only  child.  He 
had  four  years  at  Harvard  College,  getting  his  A.B.  in  1889.  After 
traveling  a  year  in  Europe  and  trying  various  occupations,  he  took 
two  years  of  architectural  study  at  Boston  School  of  Technology 
and  built  some  houses,  but  finally  settled  down  into  the  investment 
business  in  1902,  which  he  continues.  He  says:  "I  have  found  this 
most  interesting  and  reasonably  profitable;  but  I  find  it  requires 
continual  thrift  to  get  ahead  and  I  credit  the  most  of  my  success  to 
the  habits  my  mother  schooled  into  me  when  young." 

Mr.  Wengren  passes  his  winters  at  his  pleasant  city  residence  in 
Portland  and  the  vacation  season  of  summer  at  their  rural  seat  in 
Freeport,  where  the  whole  family  enjoys  the  landscape  and  seascape 
that  stretches  out  around  them.  Gathering  around  the  open  fire- 
place of  evenings  the  flickering  light  delineates  their  likenesses  upon 
the  walls  and  throws  its  radiance  through  the  windows  to  guide  the 
passing  pilgrim  on  his  way.

James  Edward  Wengren  was  the  son  of  Charles  Gustaf  Edward  and  Anna 
Charlotte  (Koopman)  Wengren.  born  in  Gothenburg,  June  21,  1843  and  came  to 
Freeport,  Maine  in  1855,  a  lad  of  only  12  years,  in  the  ship  "Lexington"  to  live 
with  his  uncle  James  Koopman,  then  a  sea  captain  at  South  Freeport,  where 
he  was  employed  for  a  while  in  a  store;  attended  the  local  school  and  became  a 
teacher  of  penmanship.  He  made  one  voyage  to  Savannah  and  Liverpool 
in  the  ship  of  Captain  Enos  C.  Soule;  but  later  was  a  student  at  Poughkeepsie, 
N.  Y.,  Business  College  where  he  made  good  progress. 

In  1865  he  married  Margaret  P.  Soule,  a  daughter  of  Captain  Enos  Soule, 
Sr.     He  first  settled  on  Pearl  Street  in  Portland  and  was  passed  by  the  great 

The  Koopman- Wengren  Families.  Koopman  seems  to  have  been  a  Dutch  name 
but  there  were  many  of  such  origin  in  Scandinavian  lands.  The  families  of  Koopman, 
Lindquist  and  Wengren  were  among  the  most  ancient  and  distinguished  in  Sweden, 
and  such  names  have  figured  conspicuously  in  Norse  literature  for  centuries.  Capt. 
Niklas  Koopman  was  a  distinguished  officer  in  the  Swedish  navy.  He  married  Miss 
Frederika  Lindquist  and  was  the  father  of  Charles  Frederick  Koopman  who  resided  in 
Freeport,  Me.,  the  uncle  of  James  Edward  Wengren  who  kindly  made  a  home  for  this 
wandering  lad  and  educated  him  for  a  business  career.  Capt.  Niklas  and  Frederika 
Koopman  were  also  the  grandparents  of  the  distinguished  scholar  and  librarian  of  Brown 
University,  Harry  Lyman  Koopman,  a  native  of  Freeport,  whose  many  volumes  of 
choice  poetry  are  well  known  to  all  admirers  of  good  literature.  Streams  taking  their  rise 
from  fountains  that  pour  forth  their  waters  upon  the  same  mountain  side  often  flow  in  a 
diverse  course,  and  after  many  hundreds  of  miles,  governed  by  the  topographical  surface 
of  the  earth,  converge  and  mingle  their  waters  as  they  form  a  confluence  at  the  ocean. 
This  seems  to  illustrate  the  history  of  families  and  it  has  been  a  matter  of  interest  to 
consider  how  these  old  branches,  of  Norse  descent,  after  long  separation  and  many  ex- 
periences, should  meet  in  New  England  and  their  blood  again  commingle.  This  is  an 
historic  incident  worthy  of  intelligent  study. 
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fire.  For  a  time  he  was  a  bookkeeper  for  the  Shurtliff  Shoe  Company  and  was 
himself  in  the  business  under  the  firm  name  Jackson  &  Wengren,  but  was 
carried  to  bankruptcy  by  another  house.  He  subsequently  worked  in  the 
banks  and  when  the  First  National  Bank  was  formed  entered  its  employ,  where 
he  remained  in  some  capacity  to  the  time  of  his  death,  having  been  Director  for 
twenty  years. 

Mr.  Wengren  visited  his  native  land  in  1879,  1900,  1909  and  1923.  In  1895 
he  bought  a  house  adjoining  the  old  family  seat  at  South  Freeport  and  remod- 
elled it  into  an  attractive  home.  He  was  long  one  of  the  supporters  of  the 
Portland  Arts  Society.  In  early  years  he  attended  the  Second  Parish  Church 
and  later,  having  moved  westward,  he  was  identified  with  the  High  Street 
Church.     He  died  July  3,  1924. 

Mr.  Wengren  was  for  many  years  a  familiar  figure  upon  the  streets  of 
Portland  and  his  pleasant  fraternal  greetings  among  his  business  contemporaries 
were  greatly  missed  when  he  was  summoned  from  their  presence.  He  was 
a  man  of  systematic  business  habits,  who  regarded  truth  as  a  cardinal  virtue. 
By  prudence  and  strict  attention  to  his  affairs  he  acquired  a  handsome  estate 
which  was  inherited  by  his  son.  He  was  courteous  and  suave  in  his  deportment, 
but  was  inclined  to  a  quiet  and  unostentatious  life  and  avoided  the  discordant 
elements  of  commercial  and  political  activities.  He  was  well  informed  upon 
the  current  events  of  his  day.  His  moral  principles  were  distinctive  and 
uncompromising.

He  then  went  to  Boston  and  was  employed  as  a  commercial 
traveler  in  the  same  line  of  business.  In  1892  he  became  associated  with 
Cyrus  W.  Davis  of  Waterville,  Me.,  forming  the  firm  of  Davis  &  Soule,  and 
they  have  since  been  actively  engaged  in  the  investment  business,  having 
become  organized  under  the  laws  of  Maine  and  have  the  management  of  some 
of  the  largest  mining  operations  in  Colorado  and  California.  This  company 
has  offices  in  Boston  and  Waterville.

Thomas  Soule  (2),  of  the  6th  generation  from  George  Soule  the  Pilgrim, 
and  a  son  of  Barnabas  and  Jane  (Dennison)  Soule,  was  born  in  Freeport, 
Me.,  Oct.  20,  1787;  married  1st,  Dec.  31,  1815,  Bethiah  Dunham.  By  his 
first  wife  he  had  two  children,  by  the  second  wife  one  child.  His  second  wife, 
to  whom  he  was  married  Oct.  14,  1821,  was  Sarah  Follansbee.  He  com- 
mitted suicide.  He  was  captain  of  a  schooner  named  the  "Fairplay,"  a 
privateer  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  was  captured  by  the  British  and  carried  to 
Dartmoor  Prison,  a  terrible  den  in  which  several  other  Soules  were  immured, 
where  he  was  subjected  to  such  inhuman  treatment  that  he  probably  never 
fully  recovered  from  its  effects.  A  silhouette  of  him  now  owned  by  the  family 
was  supposed  to  have  been  made  while  he  was  in  prison. 

(His  second  wife  was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Keziah  Currier  of  New-

.they  settled  in  his  native  state  about  1855.     He  then  removed  to 
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Pennsylvania  and  in  1859  he  removed  to  Illinois  where  he  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  farm  machinery.  He  was  president  of  the  Illinois 
Iron  and  Bolt  Co.,  Carpenterville,  111.,  1865-70.  He  later  went  to 
Fort  Madison,  Iowa,  and  was  president  of  the  Soule  Kritsinger  &  Co. 
Foundry  and  Iron  Works,  and  in  1876  went  again  to  California  where 
he  tried  prospecting  and  placer  mining.  In  1883  he  returned  to  the 
sea,  but  only  remained  two  years.  In  1885  the  family  moved  to 
Hoquiam,  Washington,  where  many  of  them  still  reside.  Captain 
Soule  returned  East  and  died  while  there  in  New  York  City.  He 
was  buried  in  Passaic,  N.  J.  In  his  early  days  he  was  not  only 
master  of,  but  part  owner  in,  several  of  the  ships  built  at  the  Soule 
ship  yards  in  Freeport.  Like  nearly  all  of  this  branch  of  the  family 
he  was  bred  "true  to  form"  through  the  inheritance  of  a  vigorous 
strain  of  Norse  blood  and  took  as  naturally  to  the  sea  as  the  pro- 
verbial "duck"  to  the  puddle.  Several  children  were  born  to 
this  union  who  died  in  infancy.

47,  Capt.  Rufus  Soule  brought  over  two  Irish  girls,  Annie  and  Margaret,  to 
save  them  from  starvation.  Annie  was  sickly  and  did  not  survive  long. 
Margaret  was  adopted  by  Joshua  Soule.  She  was  a  remarkable  girl,  the  life 
of  the  home  circle,  a  sincere  Christian  and  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church. 
She  became  a  milliner  and  went  into  business  in  Augusta,  Me.,  where  she  made 
her  home  with  friends  of  the  family  of  Hon.  James  G.  Blaine.  She  did  as  much 
for  the  comfort  of  Joshua  and  Rachel  Soule  in  their  declining  years  as  any  of 
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their  children.     She  was  married  to  an  educated  and  handsome  man  who  had 
the  misfortune  to  have  lost  a  leg.     Her  son  was  young  when  she  died.

Copied  Letter  from  George  G.  Soule. 

"Capt.  Cornelius  Soule  was  born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  but  we  know  nothing  of  his 
people.  My  father  was  married  twice,  my  mother  being  the  second  wife.  His  first 
wife's  name  unknown.  I  have  heard  my  mother  tell  the  story  and  will  write  it  to  you 
as  near  as  I  can.  My  father  was  captain  of  a  sailing  ship  and  left  some  port  for  a 
voyage.  His  ship  was  lost  at  sea  and  he  was  cast  upon  some  island  where  he  remained 
for  a  long  time,  and  when  he  was  rescued  he  returned  to  Maine  and  found  that  his  wife 
had  died  during  his  absence,  leaving  a  daughter  named  Hattie  Soule.  A  few  years 
afterwards  he  sent  her  to  school  in  France  to  be  educated,  and  while  she  was  there  he 
eame  to  New  York  through  an  appointment  made  by  Capt.  William  Care  of  Virginia, 
to  meet  George  and  Nathaniel  Griswold  who  were  extensively  engaged  in  navigation 
and  required  a  master,  and  was  employed  by  them.  It  was  at  this  time  and  place  that 
my  father  was  introduced  to  my  mother  and  they  were  married  in  New  York  City.  He 
then  brought  his  daughter  home  from  France.  She  was  introduced  to  John  Russell 
of  Peoria,  111.,  and  was  married  to  him.  Being  afflicted  with  some  trouble  with  her 
lungs  her  physician  recommended  a  sea  voyage  and  my  father  took  her,  his  wife  and 
myself  to  California  where  this  daughter  died  and  was  buried  in  Oakland  cemetery. 
My  mother  and  myself  did  not  accompany  my  father  on  his  last  voyage  on  account 
of  the  birth  of  my  sister  Mamie.  My  sister  Florence  died  while  my  father  was  absent 
on  his  last  voyage  as  his  ship,  the  Hellespont,  was  lost  on  Pigeon  Point,  California, 
and  all  were  lost  excepting  the  cabin  boy.  My  mother  was  Mary  J.  Smith,  born  in 
Cherry  Street,  New  York  City,  and  her  mother  Jane,  born  in  Carlisle,  Penn.  My 
grandfather,  Samuel  Smith,  was  born  in  New  York  City.  My  sister,  Mrs.  R.  T.  Mathe- 
son,  has  an  old  family  Bible.  She  has  a  place  situated  on  the  shores  of  Thompson  Lake, 
in  Oxford,  Maine."  This  was  the  last  communication  I  received  from  this  branch  of  the 
Old  Freeport  family. 

Author's  Note. 

A  Freeport  Family.  While  searching  for  information  amongst  the  early  wills 
in  the  probate  office  in  New  York  the  author  found  the  will  of  Captain  Cornelius  Soule, 
a  native  of  Freeport,  Maine;  also  the  will  of  his  second  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Soule.  Turning 
to  my  records  of  this  branch  of  the  Soule  family  I  found  the  birth  of  this  man  and  wrote 
the  son,  Mr.  George  G.  Soule  of  New  York  and  Mahwah,  N.  J.,  giving  him  the  partic- 
ulars as  found  in  Maine.  I  was  soon  after  requested  to  visit  the  office  of  the  late 
Judge  Whitehouse  and  instantly  responded  to  the  summons.  While  there  I  learned 
that  this  New  York  Soule  had  written  these  lawyers  to  investigate  the  Maine  end  of  the 
family  history,  evidently  anticipating  the  discovery  of  some  vast  territorial  estate 
belonging  to  them  as  the  legal  heirs  of  the  gallant  Captain  Cornelius — and  thus  ends 
the  story. 

By  his  will  Captain  Soule  left  a  small  estate  to  his  wife  and  she,  in  turn,  by  her  will, 
left  her  small  property  to  her  two  children,  George  G.  Soule  and  Mrs.  R.  T.  Matheson.

[ENJAMIN  SOULE7  (4),  second  son  of  John  (3)  and  Elizabeth 
(Mitchell)  Soule,  born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  April  15,  1770;  married 
Eunice  Frost,  Oct.  14,  1791.  He  removed  from  his  native 
town  of  Pownal,  Me.,  where  the  majority  of  his  descendants  made 
their  homes  for  many  years;  but  have  been  distributed  into  many  sections 
of  the  country.  This  branch  will  now  stand  separated  from  the  main  line  of 
the  Freeport  families  under  the  above  title.  Benjamin  was  interested  in 
military  affairs  and  was  commissioned  during  the  war  of  1812-13  as  Major 
and  was  widely  known  as  "Major  Ben."  Tradition  makes  him  a  stately  and 
dignified  specimen  of  manhood  who  took  great  pride  in  his  martial  appearance 
when  on  the  field.  Found  no  record  of  his  death  or  that  of  his  wife  in  Pownal 
and  suppose  he  died  in  some  other  town.

1.  Capt.  John  Soule  (4),  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost) 
Soule,  born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  April  15,  1770;  married  Nov.  30,  1815,  Mary 
True,  who  was  born  Feb.  16,  1794.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  1812, 
being  but  a  lad  when  he  enlisted,  Sept.  6,  1814.  He  lived  in  Pownal,  Phillips, 
and  Turner.  Was  a  farmer  and  blacksmith,  but  moved  to  Falmouth  where 
he  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business.  In  September,  1849,  he  settled  in 
Cumberland,  Me.,  and  after  the  death  of  his  wife  there,  Jan.  19,  1869.  he  went 
with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Rideout,  to  Herndon,  Va.,  where  he  died  March  22, 
1875,  and  by  especial  request  before  leaving  Maine,  his  remains  were  brought 
back  and  buried  by  the  side  of  his  wife.  Captain  Soule  was  a  man  of  very  genial 
nature  and  gathered  about  him  many  warm  friends  wherever  he  went.  For 
children  see  8th  generation. 

Captain  Soule  was  in  the  War  of  1812  and  received  a  land  warrant  for  a 
homestead  in  the  West,  but  sold  it  for  a  nominal  sum.  He  was  something  of 
an  athlete  and  no  man  he  had  met  dared  to  measure  strength  with  him  in 
friendly  tussle.  When  advanced  in  life  he  was  observed  planting  apple  trees 
and  was  asked  why  he  did  so  as  he  would  not  live  to  eat  the  fruit  they  bore; 
and  he  replied  that  somebody  might  live  to  enjoy  it;  but  he  ate  thereof  himself. 

2.  Phineas  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost)  Soule, 
born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  March  21,  1794;  married  Elizabeth  Noyes,  April 
16,  1822.     I  have  failed,  in  searching  for  his  family  history.     Lost  at  sea. 

3.  Benjamin  Soule  (5),  third  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost)  Soule, 
born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  Jan.  4,  1796;  married  Joanna  York  in  1822,  died  July 
11,  1866,  aged  70  years  and  six  months.  He  was  drafted  Sept.  6,  1814,  when 
but  18  years  of  age,  at  Pownal,  Me.,  under  Capt.  Daniel  Mitchell  and  Col. 
Joseph  Foxcroft's  regiment  in  the  Massachusetts  Militia.  He  was  discharged 
April  24,  1815.  Soldier  died  July  11,  1866.  Widow  applied  for  pension 
March   27,    1878.     Claim   admitted.     Bounty  land   warrant  (160  acres)    No.

5.  Dennison  Soule  (2),  fifth  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost)  Soule, 
born  at  Pownal,  Me.,  May  15,  1800;  married  first,  Dorothy  Mann;  second, 
Abigail  Osgood.  By  first  wife  there  were  eight  children;  by  second  wife  he 
had  two  children  whose  names  will  appear  with  8th  generation.  I  have  failed 
to  find  any  particulars  concerning  this  large  family.  No  dates  of  deaths  of 
himself  or  his  wives.  He  evidently  lived  in  some  other  section  of  the  state 
or   country. 

6.  William  Soule  (4),  sixth  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost)  Soule, 
born  in  Pownal,  Me.,  May  6,  1802;  married  Eliza  Harris  of  North  Yarmouth, 
Me.,  Dec.  28,  1826.     Subsequent  history  unknown.     Moved  to  Bangor. 

7.  Louisa  Soule  (2),  eldest  daughter  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost) 
Soule,  born  in  Pownal,  Me.,  April  12,  1804;  was  married  to  John  Burnham, 
Sept.  23,  1823.     Had  issue  whose  records  are  unknown. 

8.  Rufus  Soule  (2),  seventh  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Eunice  (Frost)  Soule, 
born  in  Pownal,  Me.,  May  27,  1806,  and  by  first  wife  named  Jane,  he  had  three 
children.  This  may  have  been  a  Rufus  Soule  mentioned  in  another  place. 
Names  of  children  with  8th  generation. 

9.  Washington  Soule  (1),  eighth  son  of  Benjamin  (3)  and  Eunice  (Frost) 
Soule,  born  in  Pownal,  Me.,  Jan.  1809;  married  Dorcas  Merrill,  daughter 
of  Josiah  and  Eunice  (Merrill)  Merrill,  Dec.  16,  1830,  who  was  born  Dec.  15, 
1810,  and  by  whom  he  had  no  less  than  seven  children.  He  married  Aug.  25, 
1853,  Elizabeth  M.  True,  by  whom  he  had  two  more  children.  No  record  of 
deaths.  In  one  document  he  was  styled  "Captain  Washington"  and  I  assume 
to  say  he  served  in  the  State  Militia  under  commission. 

George  Washington  Soule  (6),  a  son  of  Captain  Washington  (1)  and 
Dorcas  (Merrill)  Soule,  was  born  in  Freeport,  Maine,  Aug.  25,  1837;  mar- 
ried Susan  Pratt  Brewer,  was  a  member  of  an  old  Freeport  family.     There 
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were  six  children  in  his  father's  family.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  very 
young  and  he  went  to  sea  with  his  father  when  only  eleven  years  of  age,  and 
when  he  was  fourteen  he  was  rated  an  able  seaman.  Mr.  Soule  followed  the 
sea  until  1859  when  he  became  interested  in  the  reports  concerning  the  gold 
mines  of  California  and  with  his  brothers  went  to  San  Francisco;  from  this- 
point  he  journeyed  to  the  widely  known  Salmon  River  diggings  in  Oregon 
and  finally  tried  silver  mining  in  Nevada.  During  his  stay  in  the  West  for 
about  five  years  he  led  an  adventurous  career  such  as  was  common  in  those 
days  among  the  pioneers  in  such  a  wild  territory.  Returning  home  on  a  visit 
with  the  intention  of  going  back,  he  became  acquainted  with  his  wife,  was 
married  Dec.  19,  1866,  and  decided  to  settle  down  in  the  East.  Like  so  many 
of  his  kindred  he  went  to  the  shipyard  and  handled  "ribs  and  keel"  until  1873, 
when  he  entered  the  employ  of  a  Boston  firm  of  contractors  and  builders  of 
wharves,  railroads  and  general  construction  work.  He  remained  with  this 
company  about  ten  years,  but  resigned  the  position  to  accept  the  super- 
intendency  of  the  Portland  Street  Railroad  Company.  This  was  when  the 
cars  were  drawn  by  horses,  and  he  continued  to  hold  this  situation  until  1886 
when  he  resigned  to  engage  in  a  general  contracting  business  for  himself,  in 
which  he  was  successful. 

In  his  nev/  venture  Mr.  Soule  associated  with  him  George  Dillingham, 
under  the  title  of  "Soule-Dillingham  Co.,"  and  it  began  its  prosperous  career- 
in  1887.  Entering  the  paving  and  street  railway  contracting  business  he 
built  street  railway  lines  in  several  cities  in  Massachusetts.  He  had  stated 
that  he  intended  to  retire  from  business  when  he  was  60  and  he  kept  his  word, 
selling  out  to  his  partner  in  1897  and  returned  to  Freeport,  where  he  devoted 
the  remainder  of  his  life  to  personal  pursuits  and  to  making  other  people  happy. 
He  was  a  great  sailor  by  the  inheritance  of  Viking  blood,  and  one  of  his  chief 
delights  was  to  sail  over  Casco  Bay  in  his  own  well-known  sloop  "  Mayflower, " 
taking  with  him  any  person  who  would  get  aboard.  Though  he  took  a  lively 
interest  in  local  affairs  he  declined  all  offers  of  public  preferment,  but  his- 
influence  was  very  much  felt  and  the  fact  that  the  electric  railroad  between 
Yarmouth  and  Brunswick  was  laid  out  by  South  Freeport  may  be  credited  to 
his  effective  work  in  connection  with  deciding  that  route. 

The  education  of  Mr.  Soule  was  acquired  in  the  local  schools  of  his  native 
town,  at  the  Gould  Academy  and  the  old  Franklin  School  at  Topsham.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 

His  death  after  a  short  illness  was  incident  to  advanced  age.  A  man  of 
wonderfully  pleasing  personality,  whose  great  desire  seemed  to  be  to  contribute 
to  the  enjoyment  of  others,  his  loss  was  keenly  felt  in  the  community  where 
he  had  so  long  been  known;  and  especially  among  the  visitors  at  the  seaside 
from  many  sections  of  the  country.  There  were  four  children  in  this  family, 
whose  names  will  appear.

Capt.  George  Washington  Soule,  a  resident  of  Freeport,  Me.,  and  the 
commander  of  vessels  built  at  the  Soule  Ship  Yards  in  that  town,  seems  to 
have  married  three  times.  He  had  a  family  of  seven  children.  His  first  wife 
was  Dorcas  Merrill,  by  whom  were  borne  Eunice,  George,  Phineas,  Emily, 
Elden  and  Alfred.  His  wife  died  when  quite  young  and  he  married  2d,  Eliza- 
beth Merrill,  by  whom  Jessie  Soule.  According  to  the  Freeport  vital 
records  he  married  3d,  May  17,  1863,  Eunice  Tukesbury.

He  was  road  master  for  what  was  then  known  as  the  West  End 
Street  Railway  Company  of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  while  he  held  this  position 
the  corporation  experienced  the  worst  strike  in  its  history  but  the  cars  were 
kept  running,  although  at  one  time  there  were  thirty  employees  only  who  re- 
mained loyal.  Mr.  Soule  drove  the  first  car  from  the  barn  after  the  strike  was 
declared  and  returned  with  every  window  broken.  For  this  fidelity  to  duty 
he  was  well  rewarded  and  considerable  was  published  by  the  local  press  in 
approval  of  his  heroism.  He  then  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother, 
George  W.  Soule  and  Mr.  George  A.  Dillingham,  and  they  built  many  rail- 
roads throughout  New  England.     His  daughter,  Edna  Washington  Soule,  was 


married  to  John  A.  L.  Odde,  Esq.,  a  Boston  attorney,  and  they  have  one  son, 
Lorance  Alexander  Odde,  born  April  2,  1912,  who  is  living  at  home.  Mrs. 
Alfred  Soule  still  survives  and  by  her  request  the  accompanying  portrait  of  her 
late  husband  is  published.

D.  Hanson  as  president  and  Ernest  F.  Soule  as  treasurer  and  general  manager. 
On  March  1,  1912  they  removed  to  larger  quarters  at  534  Congress  Street  and 
added  a  retail  department  to  their  business.  In  1912  they  opened  a  retail 
branch  store  at  Waterville,  Me.,  and  also  wholesale  trimmed  hat  stores  in  New 
York  and  Boston.  In  1915  they  opened  a  branch  retail  store  in  Augusta  and 
in  1917  one  in  Lewiston,  Me.  Mr.  Hanson's  interest  was  purchased  in  1919 
by  Mr.  E.  F.  Soule,  and  Mrs.  Dora  H.  Soule  was  elected  president  of  the 
concern.  From  a  small  beginning  this  business  has  constantly  been  expanding 
until  it  has  assumed  its  present  extensive  proportions,  being  one  of  the  largest 
concerns  of  its  kind  in  New  England. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Soule  has  exhibited  remarkable  business  aptitude  and  by  strict 
attention  to  every  detail  has  been  very  successful,  standing  amongst  the  most 
prominent  tradesmen  in  the  city. 

He  has  contributed  to  the  financial  support  of  the  Soule  Genealogy  as  well 
as  toward  its  illustrations.

Mrs.  Soule  was  a  lady  of  superior  intelligence  and  refinement  who  brought 
up  her  large  family  and  administered  the  affairs  of  her  household  with  prudence 
and  discretion.  Modest  and  unassuming,  she  interested  herself  in  the  current 
events  of  the  day  and  enriched  her  mind  with  the  best  literature.  She  was 
a  genuine  home  maker,  feeling  this  to  be  an  honorable  position  to  fill,  and  her 
influence  in  the  government  of  her  children  was  quietly  exerted  while  they, 
in  turn,  recognized  her  claim  to  their  obedience.  Patient,  self-composed,  and 
hopeful,  she  went  forward  faithfully  performing  her  daily  tasks;  while  her 
children  delighted  to  do  her  honor  and  called  her  blessed.  These  have  ex- 
emplified the  injunctions  she  inculcated  and  the  care  and  favor  of  Providence 
has  followed  them.

6.  Elwin  Arthur  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  Benjamin  (4)  and  Celia  (Creech) 
Soule,  born  in  Turner,  Me.,  June  10,  1852;  married  at  Rochester,  N.  H., 
July  4,  1879,  Elizabeth  J.  Waterman  of  Buxton,  Me.,  representing  one  of 
Maine's  oldest  and  most  respectable  families,  who  had  been  a  teacher  in  the 
local  town  schools,  aged  27  years.  Mr.  Soule  began  his  business  career  as  a 
book  agent,  and  later  was  a  brakeman  on  the  Maine  Central  Railroad,  running 
from  Bangor  to  Vanceboro.  He  was  afterwards  in  company  with  his  father, 
engaged  in  driving  droves  of  cattle  from  Aroostook  County  to  Portland  and 
then  shipping  them  to  the  Brighton  markets.  While  a  young  man  he  was 
connected  with  the  well-known  Milliken-Tomlinson  Company  of  Portland, 
wholesale  merchants,  and  represented  that  house  for  about  30  years  as  traveling 
salesman;  finally  becoming  a  stockholder  in  the  business.  Making  his  home 
in  Gorham,  Me.,  he  became  interested  in  corn  packing  and  became  the  chief 
owner  of  the  Gorham,  Starks  and  Monmouth  factories.

Several  errors  had  crept  into  the  records  as  published  in  a  small  pamphlet, 
but  these  were  corrected  by  copies  of  the  records  in  Pownal,  Me.,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  family  about  Portland.  The  following  comprises  all  that  we  know 
about  this  family  connection.

She  afterwards  studied  with  some  of  the  most  prominent  teachers  of  Dramatic 
Art  in  America — aiming  to  obtain  the  best  in  the  method  of  each  one  of  such 
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eminent  instructors.  She  soon  gave  up  school  teaching  for  that  which  appealed 
to  her  more,  the  teaching  and  demonstrating  of  elocution  and  dramatic  art. 
She  refused  many  flattering  offers  to  go  on  the  stage,  preferring  to  work  along 
individual  lines.  Miss  Soule  has  been  much  before  the  public,  however,  as  a 
dramatic  reader  and  was  for  several  seasons  at  the  head  of  the  'Soule  Dramatic 
Company'  which  gave  entertainments  throughout  the  New  England  States  and 
Canada.  Miss  Soule  has  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the  study  of  Shake- 
speare and  is  an  authority  on  all  that  relates  to  his  work.  An  actress  of 
exceptional  ability,  she  has  won  success  as  an  exponent  of  'Portia,'  'Lady 
Macbeth,'  and  others  of  Shakespeare's  women,  receiving  golden  opinions  from 
the  press.  As  a  whole  she  has  preferred  to  allow  her  talent  to  appear  in  the 
work  of  her  pupils,  many  of  whom  are  filling  important  stations  upon  the 
professional  stage.  Miss  Soule  has  also  been  in  the  lecture  field  and  has  trav- 
eled extensively.  She  is  a  writer  of  ability  and  a  member  of  the  New  England 
Woman's  Press  Association  Club  of  Boston,  and  an  honorary  member  of 
several  other  clubs."

Deacon  Ezekiel  Branch. 

N.  B. — As  the  records  of  the  Woolwich  and  Winslow  Soules  are  so  wanting  in  connections  and,  some- 
times, impossible  to  properly  adjust,  I  think  it  best  to  publish  full  transcrip+s  with  my  small  comment. 
These  records  will  be  thus  preserved  in  their  entirety  and  the  descendants,  when  they  shall  see  them,  may 
adjust  them  with  notations. 

[EACON  EZEKIEL  SOULE  (2),  son  of  Joshua  (2)  and  Joanna  (Studley) 
Soule,  was  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Feb.  17,  1711;  married  Hannah 
Delano,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Hannah  (Doten)  Delano,  Jan.  4, 
1733.  He  settled  first  in  his  native  town  as  farmer  and  fisherman. 
Like  so  many  of  his  kindred  he  was  in  early  life  a  seaman  and  was  soon 
in  command  of  his  own  ship.  He  was  elected  Deacon  of  the  Congrega- 
tional church  of  Duxbury,  March  5,  1749,  and  was  afterwards  called  "Deacon 
Soule,"  more  out  of  respect  for  his  Christian  character  than  for  the  influence 
of  the  title.  He  continued  the  cultivation  of  his  land  and  gathered  his  harvest 
from  the  sea  until  his  removal  to  the  District  of  Maine  in  the  year  1766, 
about  contemporaneously  with  other  branches  of  the  Soule  family.  He  had 
already  visited  the  locality  where  he  finally  established  his  pioneer  homestead 
several  years  previous  to  his  removal  to  the  wilderness  of  "the  Eastward," 
and  having  secured  title  to  a  large  tract  of  wild  land  about  ten  years  pre- 
viously, took  possession  and  erected  his  spacious  log  house  and  cattle  barn. 
After  a  visit  to  this  locality  in  the  spring  of  1766  and  the  planting  and  sowing 
for  his  anticipated  removal  he  returned,  and  with  his  live  stock,  his  house- 
hold furnishings  and  his  family,  upon  his  own  ship,  sailed  for  Woolwich  in 
Maine.  He  had  assisted  in  the  building  of  his  schooner  in  the  Soule  ship- 
yard in  Duxbury  where  so  many  craft  had  been  "keel-founded,"  and  being 
born  a  mariner  by  his  inheritance  from  a  race  of  Norsemen,  he  took  to  the 
sea  as  instinctively  as  the  proverbial  "duck"  to  the  water. 

We  subjoin  copies  of  titles  obtained  by  Deacon  Soule,  as  they  supply  doc- 
umentary evidence  of  statements  of  his  movements  and  transactions. 

To  all  People  unto  whome  these  Prefents  shall  come  Greeting. 
Know  ye  that  we  Isaac  Savage  of  Woolwich  in  the  County  of  Lincoln  & 
Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Yeoman,  and  Daniel  Savage  &  Edward 
Savage  of  a  place  called  Fort  Western  in  said  County  Housewrights,  for  and 
in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Sixty  Six  Pounds  thirteen 
shillings  and  four  pence  Lawfull  Money,  to  us  in  hand  at  the  enfealing  & 
Delivery  of  these  Prefents  well  and  truly  paid  by  Ezekiel  Soule  of  Duxbury  in 
the  County  of  Plymouth  and  Province  aforesaid  Gentleman,  the  receipt 
whereof  we  do  hereby  acknowledge,  Have  &  by  these  Prefents  Do  freely,  fully 
&  abfolutely  give,  grant,  bargain  fell  and  convey  unto  the  said  Ezekiel  Soule 
all  that  certain  Tract  or  pracell  of  Land  with  the  Proprietors  Rights  thereto 
belonging  in  the  Meeting  House  in  said  Woolwich,  lying  and  being  in  Woolwich 
aforesaid  containing  one  hundred  acres  bounded  as  follows,  viz:  Beginning 
at  the  Head  of  a  small  Creek  adjoining  to  Elder  Stinsons  Land,  fo  running 
South   Forty   Degrees   East  twenty   Poles,   thence   East  twenty   six   Degrees 
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North  thirty  five  poles,  thence  North  forty  five  Degrees  East  twenty  four 
Poles,  thence  North  twenty  two  Degrees  East  Ninety  Poles  to  an  old  stump 
to  the  Northward  of  Hay  Landing  adjoining  the  Mill  Lott,  thence  North 
forty  Degrees  West  eight  Poles,  thence  North  thirty  two  Poles,  thence  North 
two  Degrees  East  forty  six  Poles,  thence  West  four  Degrees  North  seventy 
nine  Poles,  thence  South  four  Degrees  West  on  the  Division  Line  between 
Elder  Stinsons  and  the  said  Grantors  one  hundred  and  eighty  five  poles, 
thence  South  fixteen  Degrees  West  fifty  six  Poles  to  the  first  mentioned 
Bounds,  Together  with  all  the  Profits  and  Privileges  thereto  belonging.  To 
have  and  to  hold  the  fame  unto  the  said  Ezekiel  Soule  his  Heirs  and  Afsigns 
to  his  &  their  only  proper  use,  benefit  and  behoof  forever.  And  we  the  said 
Isaac  Daniel  &  Edward  for  ourselves  our  Heirs  Executors  &  Administrators 
do  covenant  with  the  said  Ezekiel  His  Heirs  and  Afsigns  by  the  Prefents  in 
manner  and  form  following.

And  Further 
that  we  the  said  Isaac  Savage  Daniel  Savage  and  Edward  Savage  our  Heirs 
Executors  and  Administrators  shall  and  will  Warrant  and  defend  all  the 
said  granted  Lands,  Rights  in  the  said  Meeting-House  Premises  and  Appur- 
tenances unto  the  said  Ezekiel  Soule  his  Heirs  and  Afsigns  forever  against  the 
lawfull  claims  and  Demands  of  all  and  every  Perfon  and  Perfons  whatsoever 
by   these    Prefents.

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Captain  Ezekiel  Soule  did  not  relinquish  his  sea-faring  employment  after 
his  removal  to  the  "  East'ard,"  as  proven  by  an  act  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  which  granted  to  him  the  privilege  of  shipping  as  much  corn  and 
other  grain  as  his  ship  would  hold  from  the  Piscataqua  to  the  eastward. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  deed  of  his  land  he  was  styled  "Ezekiel 
Soule.  Gentleman."  a  title  of  peculiar  significance  at  that  time  and  only  applied 
to  men  of  character  and  estates. 

The  records  of  Woolwich  show  that  Ezekiel  Soule  took  an  active  part  in 
local  political  affairs  immediately  after  his  settlement  on  his  newly  acquired 
lands;  and  that  his  influence  and  ability  were  salutary  in  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment there.  On  March  20.  1767,  the  year  following  his  removal,  it  was 
voted  "At  ye  Meeting  House"  that  a  petition  be  sent  to  the  General  Court  to 
have  certain  lands  rated  on  the  Tax-list,  and  that  Deacon  Soule  be  the  person 
"to  prefer  said  Petition."  At  the  same  election  it  was  voted  to  have  the 
Public  Records  brought  to  some  regularity,  agreeable  to  the  request  of  Ezekiel 
Sole."  On  March  6,  1775.  he  was  chosen  a  "Warden."  but  the  nature  of  his 
official  duties  were  not  specified.  April  7.  1794.  voted  to  see  if  the  town  will 
agree  to  turn  a  road  that  leads  from  "Bason  Brook'' to  Mr.  Humphrey's  house 
northward,  agreeable  to  the  request  of  Deacon  Soale  and  others." 

After  his  settlement  in  Woolwich  he  was  a  regular  attendant  upon  the 
church  services  nearest  to  his  home  and  was  venerated  by  all  who  knew  him. 
He  declined  to  accept  any  ecclesiastical  office,  but  frequently  consented  to 
bear  the  sacred  emblems  when  requested  on  Communion-days.  His  home 
was  located  at  the  eastern  section  of  the  town  of  Woolwich,  four  miles  from 
the  present  city  of  Bath.  He  died  Dec.  8.  1799.  aged  88  years,  in  the  fulness 
of  the  ripened  corn  ready  for  harvest.  The  original  deed  by  which  his  Wool- 
wich lands  were  conveyed  was.  when  last  known,  in  possession  of  the  late 
Gilbert  Soule.  but  since  his  death  has  been  lost  to  sight. 

May  27.  1761  Ezekiel  Soule  petitioned  the  General  Court  asking  for  money 
to  pay  charges  concerning  Levi  Delano  and  his  father  David  Delano  who 
were  brought  from  the  army  sick  with  small  pox.  The  son  died  in  December 
and  the  father  in  January  of  that  year.  He  was  granted  £8-14-8.  Expenses 
for  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  were  paid  from  the  Public  Treasury;  to  Capt. 
11  Briggs  Alden  for  Ezekiel  Soule  in  full." 

The  descendants  of  Ezekiel  Soule  are  numerous  and  widely  distributed, 
and  full  statistics  and  particulars  of  their  family  and  personal  history  could 
not  be  obtained.     Many  of  them  were  seamen,  and  several  commanders  of 
fine  ships.    As  a  class  these  Soules  have  been  a  peaceable,  law-abiding  people; 
loyal  citizens  and  useful  and  active  in  every  commendable  enterprise.     They 
were  religiously  inclined  and  some  of  them  were  honored  by  the  title  of  deacon 
like  their  devoted  progenitor.     The  following  pages  will    contain  all  of  im- 
portance  known  concerning   this  branch  of  the  Soule  family.     The   history 
and  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  his  oldest  son.  Major  William  Soule,  the 
Loyalist,  will  appear  in  another  section  of  this  work.     Children  as  follows:

CHILDREN    OF    EZEKIEL    AND    HANNAH    DELANO    SOULE. 

1.  Amasa  Soule  (1),  supposed  eldest  son  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah  (Delano) 
Soule,  was  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  in  1738,  and  probably  died  in  youth,  as 
another  son,  born  in  1761,  bore  the  same  name. 

2.  John  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah  (Delano)  Soule,  born  in 
Duxbury,  Mass.,  dates  unknown,  went  with  his  parents  to  Woolwich,  Maine, 
in  the  year  1766,  being  about  18  years  of  age.  He  married  for  first  wife 
Patience  Wabswotrth,  Jan.  11,  1757.  She  died  Dec.  1,  1777,  being  the 
mother  of  three  children.  He  married  2d,  Sept.  1870,  Martha  Farnham, 
widow  of  David,  her  maiden  name  being  Card;  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Farnham 
being  Jan.  10,  1762.  He  resided  in  Woolwich  as  a  farmer.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Congregational  church,  but  on  March  10,  1817,  received  a  certificate 
in  the  "Manner  prescribed  by  law"  to  unite  with  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  which  he  had  "actually  become  a  member."  We  should  like  to  know  by 
what  "law."  John  Soule  died  in  Woolwich,  Me.,  Aug.  21,  1795.  Mrs.  Martha 
Soule  died  in  that  town  May  27,  1831,  surviving  her  husband  by  36  years. 
For  children's  names  see  forward.  We  subjoin  copies  of  the  titles  obtained 
by  John  Soule,  son  of  Deacon  Ezekiel.

Monswegue  Bay  fifteen  rods,  Southwesterly  on  Land  of  the  said  Soule,  and 
to  run  back  West  from  said  Bay  holding  the  width  of  fifteen  rods  until  twenty 
five  acres  be  compleated  with  the  priviledges  and  appurtenances  thereof. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  him  the  said  John  Soule  his  heirs  and 
assigns  to  his  and  their  sole  use  forever.

3.  Lucy  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah  (Delano)  Soule, 
baptized  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Sept.  28,  1745,  went  with  her  parents  to  Woolwich, 
Me.,  in  1766  and  died  there  unmarried,  Dec.  13,  1813,  aged  about  65  years. 

4.  Hannah  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Ezekiel  (1),  and  Hannah  (Delano)  Soule, 
born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  was  married  in  Woolwich,  Me.,  to  Joel  Card,  April 
22,  1780.     I  have  found  no  record  of  children. 

5.  Deborah  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah  (Delano) 
Soule,  born  about  1748,  went  with  her  parents  to  Woolwich,  Me.,  in  1766, 
and  on  March  26,  1767,  she  became  the  wife  of  Isaac  Savage,  who  was  one 
of  the  "Savage  brothers"  from  whom  her  father  purchased  his  land.  I  have 
no  record  of  children,  though  she  may  have  been  a  mother. 
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6.  Amasa  Soule  2d  (2),  a  son  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah  (Delano)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Nov.  2,  1761,  and  was  brought  in  childhood  to 
Woolwich  by  his  parents  in  1766.  He  was  evidently  named  for  an  older 
brother  who  had  died  in  infancy;  and  the  two  should  not  have  been  confounded 
as  they  have  frequently  been.  This  Amasa  Soule  married  Susan  Holbrook, 
born  Nov.  8,  1769.  He  settled  first  in  Woolwich  but  later  removed  to  Palermo, 
Me.,  where  he  and  wife  spent  the  remainder  of  their  days.  He  died  at  the 
age  of  92  and  she  lived  to  reach  her  101st  vear.  He  was  reputed  to  have  been 
a  man  of  peculiar  hardihood  and  industry.  He  owned  a  large  farm  in  Palermo 
which  had  descended  to  the  present  generation  and  is  now  owned  by  George 
B.  M.  Soule.  The  buildings  have  been  destroyed  by  fire  and  many  family 
heirlooms  were  also  lost  with  valuable  records  and  documents.  This  couple 
were  the  parents  of  a  numerous  race  of  Soules  whose  blood  commingles  with 
many  of  Maine's  respectable  families.     See  forward  for  children. 

Amasa  Soule  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  He  died  in  Palermo,  Me., 
Aug.  30,  1853,  and  his  widow  applied  for  bounty  land  March  26,  1855,  aged 
95  years.  (Soldier  was  19  years  of  age  when  he  enlisted,  1779.)  Residence 
in  Palermo,  Waldo  County,  Me.  She  stated  that  she  was  the  widow  of  Amasa 
Soule  who  was  a  private  in  the  company  of  Lieut.  Nathaniel  Tibbetts  and 
Major  William  Lithgow's  regiment.  He  was  drafted  in  Woolwich,  Lincoln 
County,  Me.,  in  September,  1779.  Served  three  months  and  was  honorably 
discharged  at  Townsend,  Dec.  1,  1779.  A  certified  copy  of  marriage  intention 
in  Lincoln  County,  Me., is  on  file  with  her  application  for  bounty  land.  "Amasa 
Soule  of  Woolwich  and  Susanna  Holbrook  of  Pownalborough,  intend  marriage," 
dated   Sept.   23,    1783. 

On  Oct.  5,  1855,  Samuel  Soule  of  Palermo,  Me.,  57  years  of  age,  testified 
he  was  a  son  of  Amasa  and  Susanna  Soule,  that  he  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Alna  and  that  he  had  often  heard  his  father  say  that  he  had  lived  in  WToolwich, 
Me.,  when  he  was  drafted  and  served  under  Lieutenant  Tibbetts,  and  that 
his  father  lived  in  Alna  before  removing  to  Palermo. 

7.  Lydia  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah  (Delano)  Soule, 
was  baptized  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  May  5,  1745,  and  went  with  her  parents  to 
Woolwich  in  the  "  Kennebeck  Country"  in  1766.  She  was  married  to  Charles 
Curtis  of  Woolwich,  April  30,  1767,  who  died  there  June  12,  1812,  aged  67 

Note. — Amasa  Soule  removing  from  Woolwich,  settled  on  the  land  now  incorporated 
within  the  town  of  Palermo,  Maine.  This  location  was  on  a  section  of  the  territory 
claimed  by  the  " Plymouth  Company"  but  by  reason  of  many  conflicting  claims  and 
the  uncertainty  of  boundaries  was  considered  to  be  open  to  the  settlement  of  squatters 
without  legal  titles;  but  after  long  disputes  between  the  proprietors  the  General  Court 
instituted  an  inquiry  and  survey  of  the  farms  upon  which  these  squatters  had  established 
their  homes,  and  it  was  decided  that  all  who  had  held  their  lands  for  twenty  years  in 
peaceable  possession  should  not  be  disturbed,  while  those  whose  residence  in  the  town- 
ship had  been  less  than  that  time  should  either  vacate  or  pay  a  certain  sum  for  the  lands 
to  the  proprietors.  If  the  local  residents  refused  to  pay  and  vacated  the  premises,  then 
the  proprietors  should  reimburse  them  for  their  improvements.  After  the  survey  of 
the  farms  and  an  inventory  had  been  taken  and  the  sums  assessed,  settlements  were 
made  and  nearly  all  remained  on  their  farms.  Among  the  settlers,  Amasa  Soule  for 
one  hundred  acres  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  proprietors  $60.  He  had  settled  on  the 
land  in  1784.

She  was  the  daughter  of  David  and 
Martha  (Card)  Farnham,  born  May  30,  1768,  and  John  Soule  had  married 
her  mother  for  his  second  wife.  Samuel  Soule  was  a  farmer  and  early  became 
a  communicant  of  the  "Old  Standing  Order,"  the  Congregational  Church, 
but  on  March  8,  1809,  was  granted  a  certificate  to  unite  with  the  Baptist 
society  in  Bowdoinham  and  Woolwich  "in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law."

2.  Abial  Soule  (1),  daughter  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook)  Soule, 
born  in  Woolwich,  Me.,  Oct.  8,  1785;  was  the  wife  of  Henry  Sanford  by 
whom  issue  whose  records  are  wanted. 

3.  Joseph  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook)  Soule, 
born  in  Woolwich,  Me.,  May  20,  1787;  married  Hannah  Nason  of  Wiscasset, 
Me.,  and  while  a  young  man  was  a  sailor;  but  after  his  marriage  settled  on  a 
farm  in  Palermo,  Me.  He  removed  to  Bradford,  Me.,  in  1861,  where  he 
died  May  4,  1884.  His  marriage  was  on  Sept.  1,  1812.  Wife  died  in  Brad- 
ford, Aug.  7,  1862.  This  Joseph  Soule  served  in  the  war  of  1812.  He  was  a 
firm  believer  in  witchcraft,  had  a  strong  will  which  amounted  to  obstinacy, 
and  it  has  been  reported  that  this  characteristic  has  "not  died  out"  in  the 
Soule  family  since.  He  was  a  strong,  vigorous  man,  retaining  his  vitality  and 
agility  until  far  advanced  in  life.  On  the  morning  of  his  ninetieth  birthday 
he  dressed  himself  and  started  for  the  home  of  his  son  without  a  word  of 
announcement  to  anyone.  It  was  assumed  by  his  family  that  he  had  gone 
to  call  on  his  daughter  who  lived  half-a-mile  away,  something  he  frequently 
did;  but  when  he  returned  near  noon,  he  said  to  his  son's  wife,  "  Mary,  where 
do  you  suppose  I've  been?"  She  replied,  "Down  to  see  Marcy,  I  suppose." 
His  answer  was,  "No,  I've  been  out  to  Bradford  Corner."  Mary  said,  "You 
haven't  walked  all  the  way  out  there  and  back?"  Standing  erect  and  with 
a  look  of  pride,  he  replied,  "Yes,  I  have  too,"  and  for  a  long  time  afterwards 
he  was  wont  to  tell  people  just  how  many  hours  and  minutes  he  was  on  the 
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road,  covering  the  four  miles  and  back  on  the  morning  of  his  90th  birthday, 
"just  three  hours  and  forty  minutes."  When  his  son,  with  whom  he  found  a 
home,  heard  of  this  feat  he  was  much  chagrined,  as  there  were  horses  standing 
in  the  barn;  but  the  old  gentleman  said,  "You  should  be  proud  to  know  I 
could  do  this  stunt." 

4.  Susan  Soule  (2),  second  daughter  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook) 
Soule,  born  Oct.  11,  1789,  was  married  to  William  Hamilton. 

5.  Hannah  Soule  (3),  third  daughter  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook) 
Soule,  born  March  14,  1791,  was  married  to  Daniel  Sanford. 

6.  Nancy  Soule  (1),  fourth  daughter  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook) 
Soule,  born  Oct.  18,  1794,  was  married  to  Spencer  Arnold  and  died  in  Bangor, 
Me.,  Jan.  20,  1874,  aged  80-2-8.  He  died  Nov.  24,  1874,  aged  80-1-8.  A  son 
was  a  blacksmith  in  Bangor,  Me.     Her  children  were  named  as  follows:

Marden,  born  in  New  Hampshire  in  1793  and  died  in  Palermo,  Me.,  Jan.  3, 
1866.  Her  children  were  named  Bradford,  Salvina,  Alvah,  Francis,  Richard, 
Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Ambrose  and  Augustus.  I  have  searched  far  and  wide  to 
find  the  full  account  of  this  large  family,  but  the  following  is  all  procured: 

i.  Alvah  Marden,  born  Sept.  28,  1819,  in  Palermo,  Me.,  married 
Nov.  7,  1848,  Julia  Ann  Clifford,  born  Jan.  23,  1827,  in  Grantham, 
N.  Y.,  and  died  Jan.  21,  1899.  He  died  in  Janesville,  Wis.,  Oct. 
24,  1903.  For  a  time  he  lived  on  a  farm  in  Freedom,  Me.  and  in 
Rockland,  Me.,  till  1855,  when  he  went  to  Wisconsin  and  lived  in 
Magnolia  till  1882,  when  he  removed  to  Janesville.  A  Methodist 
in   religion. 

8.  John  Soule  (3),  third  son  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook)  Soule, 
born  April  29,  1796,  was  a  seaman  and  master  mariner;  was  lost  at  sea  when 
a  young  man;  unmarried. 

9.  William  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook)  Soule, 
born  June  25,  1799;  married  Jane  Taylor,  a  native  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  was 
engaged  in  the  lumber  business  in  Miramichi  for  several  years;  was  there 
when  the  great  fire  swept  the  town  in  1849.  He  buried  his  household  goods 
to  save  them,  while  he,  his  wife  and  children  "took  to  the  river"  that  they  might 
escape  the  ravages  of  the  flames.  Having  sustained  a  loss  of  his  property  he 
returned  to  Palermo,  Me.,  late  in  life,  but  finally  went  to  Bradford,  Me.,  where 
he  died  in  1882-3,  aged  about  85  years.  See  forward  for  the  record  of  his 
children. 

10.  Samuel  Soule  (3),  fifth  son  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook)  Soule, 
born  Feb.  27,  1800;  married  Elizabeth  Marden,  daughter  of  James  Marden  of 
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Palermo,  Me.,  born  Feb.  3,  1803,  and  became  a  permanent  resident  on  the 
old  Sole  homestead  in  his  native  town,  where  he  carried  on  quite  extensive 
farming  and  lumbering  operations  for  many  years.  He  died  there.  There 
were  nine  children.     See  forward  for  names  and  particulars. 

11.  Richard  Soule  (1),  sixth  son  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook) 
Soule,  born  in  Palermo,  Me.,  Dec.  31,  1803,  was  a  seaman  and  went  away 
never  to  return;  supposed  wrecked  or  drowned  at  sea. 

12.  Eliza  Soule  (1),  sixth  daughter  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna  (Holbrook) 
Soule,  born  in  Palermo,  Me.,  Sept.  28,  1805.     Supposed  married. 

13.  Mattie  Soule  (1),  seventh  and  youngest  daughter  of  Amasa  (2)  and  Susanna 
(Holbrook)  Soule,  born  in  Palermo,  Me.,  in  1807.     No  other  record. 

FAMILY    OF    CAPT.    GILBERT    SOULE. 

1.  Capt.  Gilbert  Soule  (1),  eldest  son  of  David  (1)  and  Elizabeth  (McMurchie) 
Soule,  was  born  in  Woolwich,  Me.,  Dec.  6,  1820;  married  in  1853,  Eliza 
Ann  Mills,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Adams)  Mills,  of  Detroit,  Me., 
by  whom  six  children  whose  names  will  hereafter  appear.  He  was  descended 
from  a  long  line  of  sea-faring  ancestors  and  adopted  their  profession  early  in 
life.  He  was  soon  promoted  to  the  master  mariner's  position  and  for  many 
years  was  a  successful  and  popular  commander  of  staunch  ships.  The  quarter- 
deck did  not  afford  sufficient  room  for  the  ambition  and  ability  of  Captain 
Soule,  and  sometime  during  the  forties  he  left  the  sea  and  went  to  Minnesota 
where  he  became  the  commander  of  the  first  steamboat  that  plied  on  the 
Mississippi  River  above  St.  Anthony's  Falls.  After  sailing  upon  the  upper 
waters  of  this  mighty  artery  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  for  several  years  he 
returned  to  his  native  state  and  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  on  the  Penob- 
scot River.  In  1869  he  went  to  Groveton,  N.  H.,  and  purchased  a  controlling 
interest  in  an  extensive  lumbering  concern.  In  the  autum  of  1871  he  moved 
his  family  from  Brewer,  Me.,  to  Groveton,  where  he  continued  in  the  manu- 
facture of  lumber  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Portland,  Me., 
June  20,  1884.  Captain  Soule  was  a  man  of  herculean  physical  proportions, 
weighing  about  250  pounds.  He  was  also  endowed  with  fine  intelligence  and 
a  fondness  for  reading.  He  was  an  eager  seeker  for  useful  information  and 
kept  abreast  of  current  events;  and  by  his  well-ordered  example  and  upright 
conduct  held  the  esteem  of  his  contemporaries  as  an  industrious,  public- 
spirited  and  benevolent  citizen.  He  was  possessed  of  untiring  energy  and 
excellent  business  ability.  He  was  genial,  accommodating  and  socially  inclined 
and  these  estimable  qualities  drew  around  him  a  circle  of  loyal  friends  who 
keenly  mourned  his  death.  As  a  master  mariner  during,  his  earlier  years,  he 
demanded  strict  obedience  from  those  under  his  command,  but  was  never 
unreasonable  in  exacting  that  which  his  subordinates  were  unable  to  perform. 
Thus  his  dealing  with  men  when  sailing  the  high  seas,  qualified  him  in  a  peculiar 
way  for  the  responsibilities  when  he  was  engaged  in  business  on  the  land. 

In  his  political  associations  he  was  a  staunch  Republican  and  in  his  re- 
ligious preferences  a  Congregationalist.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Ammonoosuc  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  Of  his  six  children,  four  reached  maturity 
and  will  be  heareafter  noticed.  See  the  portrait  of  Captain  Soule  in  this  work; 
an  excellent  likeness  of  the  man  in  his  active  years. 
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i.  George  Soule,  barn  Feb.  24,  1854,  died  when  young. 
ii.  Gilbert  Mills  Soule,  born  March  25,  1856;  married  Gertrude 
Collins,  by  whom  six  children,  all  living.  Mr.  Soule  was  employed 
in  his  father's  extensive  lumber  business  from  his  early  manhood 
and  after  the  death  of  the  head  of  the  family  became  manager 
while  it  was  continued  by  the  heirs.  He  continued  in  this  position 
until  Jan.  1,  1898,  when  he  transferred  his  interests  to  his  brothers 
and  removed  to  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.

After  his 
father's  death  in  1898  in  company  with  his  brother,  James  B.  Soule, 
he  became  associated  in  the  lumber  business  in  Groveton,  N.  H., 
under  the  title  of  "Soule  Brothers,"  of  which  he  was  the  manager. 
He  was  a  man  of  probity  and  business  ability;  was  interested  in 
public  affairs  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Feb.  1,  1898,  was  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  selectmen.  He  was  an  advanced  Free  Mason 
and  belonged  to  the  North  Star  Lodge,  the  Chapter  and  the  Com- 
mandery,  all  of  Lancaster,  N.  H.  He  was  also  a  charter  member 
of  the  Ammonoosuc  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.     Children  named  as  follows:

Mr.  Soule  was  carried  to  the  new  home  when  but  a  child 
and  may  be  said  to  have  grown  up  in  the  lumber  business;  after 
the  death  of  his  father  he  was  for  some  time  chief  manager  of  the 
plant,  associated  with  his  brother,  Edward  B.  Soule.  After  the 
disposal  of  the  lumber  business,  Mr.  Soule  settled  in  Portland,  where 
he  has  since  been  active  in  business  affairs.  He  was  for  some  time 
in  the  automobile  trade  and  had  an  extensive  garage  in  the  West 
End  with  facilities  for  repair.  He  has  a  beautiful  residence  in  the 
Deering  district.  More  recently  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  whole- 
sale lumber  business  and  has  valuable  holdings  of  growing  timber 
within  the  state.  It  is  proper  to  state  in  this  connection  that  James 
B.  Soule  was  the  first  person  to  solicit  the  services  of  the  author  of 
this  work  in  the  investigation  of  the  Soule  family  history,  and  was 
the  first  to  sustain  the  work  of  research  financially;  he  has  mani- 
fested a  consistent  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  undertaking  ever 
since  with  liberal  financial  assistance.     Certainly  the  whole  Soule- 
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Sowle  race  should  consider  themselves  under  a  debt  of  gratitude  for 
this  generous  contribution  to  a  worthy  enterprise.  He  has  also  con- 
tributed his  father's  portrait  to  the  work.

Golden  Wedding  of  James  Riley  Soule  and  Wife. 

On  Sept.  27,  1897,  the  golden  wedding  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Riley  Soule 
was  celebrated  in  regal  style,  more  than  200  invitations  being  sent  out.  The 
cards  were  neatly  printed  with  edges  of  gold.  At  the  top  of  the  fold  was  the 
title 

"A    Golden    Wedding" 

"Dearest  one,  we  both  remember 

Fifty  years  ago  today, 
How  the  sky  was  bright  with  splendor 

As  we  wove  our  marriage  lay. 
Fifty  years  of  holy  union 

Calls  for  gratitude  divine. 
Fifty  years  of  sweet  communion 

Now  awaken  joys  sublime." 

The  assembly  was  entertained  in  a  fifty-foot  tent  shipped  from  Boston.  In 
the  evening  the  grounds  were  illuminated  with  Chinese  lanterns.  On  a  large 
flag  suspended  across  the  road  were  the  dates  1847-1897.  All  of  the  eight  chil- 
dren of  the  couple  were  present.  There  were  stories,  singing  and  handshaking 
from  morning  till  evening,  and  a  general  good  time  enjoyed.

Amasa  Soule,  fifth  son  of  Samuel  and  Joanna  (Farnham)  Soule  and  grand- 
son of  Deacon  Ezekiel  Soule,  was  born  in  Woolwich,  Sagadahoc  County,  Me., 
Feb.  10,  1804;  married  Nov.  6,  1831,  Sophia  Low,  daughter  of  William  and 
Mary  (Percy)  Low  of  Bath,  Me.,  born  May  4,  1807  and  died  in  Lawrence, 
Kan.,  in  1900.  He  died  in  Lawrence,  Kan.,  in  1860.  By  this  union  there 
were  five  children  whose  names  will  presently  appear.  My  notes  mention 
eighteen  children  in  this  family. 

Amasa  Soule  went  to  Bath  to  learn  the  cooper's  trade,  was  married  in  Bath 
and  lived  there  several  years;  moved  to  Chelsea,  Mass.,  but  after  a  few  years 
became  interested  in  the  "Community"  movement  and  went  to  Freeport,  Me., 
where  he  and  his  family  and  two  or  three  other  families  lived  at  Wolf's  Point 
for  three  years.  This  venture  proving  unsuccessful  he  returned  to  Chelsea. 
He  was  a  strong  Abolitionist  and  an  active  agent  of  the  "Underground  Rail- 
road."    In  1854,  he  and  his  son  William  joined  the  second  party  of  the  "  Emi- 
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grant  Aid  Society"  and  went  to  Kansas.  They  located  on  Coal  Creek, 
about  ten  miles  from  Lawrence;  built  a  log  cabin  in  which  they  lived  through 
the  winter.  The  next  fall  the  remainder  of  the  family  joined  them.  He  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  first  State  Legislature  of  Kansas  but  died  before  the 
assembling  of  that  body.  He  was  buried  on  his  farm  but  his  remains  were 
afterwards  removed  to  the  public  cemetery  in  the  town  of  Lawrence. 

As  remembered  by  his  daughter,  Amasa  Soule  was  not  tall,  and  rather 
spare,  with  smooth  face  and  iron-gray  hair  which  stood  up  thick  and  bushy, 
caused  by  his  habit  of  running  his  fingers  through  it.  His  forehead  was  high 
and  intellectual  and  his  chin  square.  A  distinguished  phrenologist  once  took 
a  plaster  cast  of  his  head,  to  show  the  "bump"  of  mirthfulness,  which  he  said 
was  the  largest  he  had  ever  seen.  He  had  an  almost  phenomenal  memory 
and  could  recite  page  after  page  of  prose  and  poetry.  He  had  principles  of 
his  own,  was  a  "Come-outer"  from  the  church  and  did  not  unite  with  any 
secret  society;  was  a  man  of  firm  will,  decided  in  his  opinions,  but  generous.

May  2,  1883,  Ellen  Wagner  (daughter  of  Judge  Wagner,  who  removed  to 
the  Pacific  coast  from  Illinois),  in  San  Bernardino,  California,  by  whom  he 
had  two  children.  He  was  brought  up  in  Massachusetts  and  started  to  learn 
the  printing  business  in  Boston  at  the  age  of  14.  He  set  the  first  "stick"  full  of 
type  ever  used  within  the  boundary  of  Kansas  on  a  newspaper  named  the 
"Herald  of  Freedom,"  established  at  that  time  in  Lawrence,  Kansas.  Being 
like  his  illustrious  namesake,  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  an  uncompromising 
enemy  of  slavery,  and  an  active  participant  with  John  Brown  and  other 
champions  in  the  five  years'  struggle  that  made  Kansas  a  free  state,  besides 
being  born  and  bred  an  Abolitionist,  the  son  of  a  man  who  had  worked  shoulder 
to  shoulder  with  Garrison,  Greeley  and  Garret  Smith  in  the  anti-slavery  cause, 
he  had,  as  journeyman  printer,  traveled  quite  extensively  in  the  South  and 
had  personally  witnessed  the  blighting  effect  of  human  slavery. 

In  1859  Mr.  Soule  took  a  quartz  mill  to  Colorado,  which  he  set  up  and  ran 
for  two  years.  Returning  to  Kansas  in  1861  he  served  as  marshal  at  Law- 
rence until  that  city  was  destroyed  by  Quantrell,  in  1863.  Soon  after  that 
event  he  entered  the  army  and  served  his  term,  a  portion  of  the  time  as  super- 
intendent under  quartermaster  Rankin,  in  the  Department  of  the  Cumberland 
in  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Georgia  and  Alabama,  with  Sherman's  command. 
On  returning  from  the  army  he  went  back  to  Colorado,  and  was  for  a  time 
with  the  editorial  staff  of  the  "Colorado  Farmer,"  and  while  there  he  collected 
the  matter  and  wrote  part  of  the  work  entitled  "The  Black  Hills  and  Big  Horn 
Country,"  a  12  mo  volume  of  about  500  pages,  published  by  Robert  Strahorn. 
During  the  years  intervening  between  1873  and  1879,  Mr.  Soule  filled  the 
office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Ouray  County.  He  was  postmaster  at  Irwin, 
Gunnison  County,  two  years. 
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In  December,  1879,  taking  the  advice  of  his  physician  he  went  to  California 
for  the  benefit  of  his  health.  After  spending  the  winter  in  San  Diego  and 
finding  his  health  improved,  he  was  seized  with  the  prospecting  fever  and, 
starting  out,  finally  located  on  the  site  of  Calico,  where  he  erected  the  first 
building,  opened  the  first  store  and  founded  and  named  the  town  in  1881. 
He  was  the  first  postmaster  and  the  first  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  place,  and 
continued  as  joint-partner  in  a  general  store  in  Calico  along  with  some  mining 
interests  there.  His  partner,  Mr.  Stacy,  succeeded  him  as  postmaster.  He 
has  considered  San  Bernardino  County  his  home  for  several  years,  and  was 
elected  auditor  on  the  Republican  ticket  in  the  fall  of  1888,  assuming  the 
duties  in   1889.

3.  Capt.  Silas  Stillman  Soule,  son  of  Amasa  (4)  and  Sophia  (Low)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Woolwich,  Sagadahoc  County,  Me.,  July  26,  1838,  and  went  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  with  his  father's  family  in  1854.  He  was  also  an  ardent 
Abolitionist  and  had  the  full  courage  of  his  convictions.  He  was  assassinated 
in  Denver,  Col.,  as  he  was  serving  in  the  office  of  provost  marshal.  While 
Dr.  Charles  Day  was  in  jail  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  for  assisting  slaves  to  gain 
their  liberty,  Captain  Soule  Went  there  and  as  a  raw  Irishman  had  permission 
to  visit  him  and  found  an  opportunity  to  give  him  notice  of  an  attempt  to 
rescue  him  that  night.  After  ten  oclock  at  night  he  again  visited  the  jail 
in  company  with  his  brother  William  L.  G.  Soule  and  some  other  friends 
who  claimed  to  have  just  arrested  him  (Captain  Soule)  for  some  crime  and 
requested  that  he  be  locked  up  for  the  night.  The  warden  opened  the  door 
and  was  instantly  disarmed,  the  keys  taken  from  him,  Dr.  Day  released  and 
the  other  prisoners  securely  locked  in.  The  rescued  man  was  taken  across 
the  river  in  a  boat,  thence  by  wagon  to  Lawrence,  Kansas.  The  party  were 
pursued  several  miles  into  Kansas,  but  having  the  fleetest  horses,  they  escaped. 
After  the  capture  of  John  Brown  at  Harper's  Ferry  and  his  incarceration 
in  prison,  Capt.  Silas  Soule  went  there  and  figured  the  drunken  Irishman.  He 
succeeded  in  getting  locked  in  for  the  night,  and  while  thus  in  confinement, 
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investigated  Brown's  situation  with  a  view  of  planning  his  escape;  but  finding 
no  hope  of  being  able  to  release  him  and  his  followers,  he  sobered  off  and  was 
given  his  freedom  next  morning  without  his  identity  or  intention  being  dis- 
covered or  suspected  by  the  authorities. 

Silas  S.  Soule  married  April  1,  1865,  Hessa  Coberly  in  Denver,  Colorado. 
He  was  Captain  of  the  First  Colorado  Regiment  during  the  Civil  War.  His 
assassination  was  on  April  21st,  1865,  about  three  weeks  after  his  marriage. 
His  wife  was  afterwards  married  to  a  Mr.  Lea  of  Colorado,  and  Gen.  Homer 
Lea,  of  Chinese  fame,  was  their  son. 

He  was  the  principal  prosecuting  witness  in  the  Court  Martial  of  Colonel 
Chivington.  He  was  assassinated  while  as  Provost  Marshal  he  was  trying  to 
quell  a  street  fight  at  the  corner  of  what  is  now  16th  and  Arapahoe  Streets, 
Denver,  Colorado.  He  was  esteemed  one  of  the  most  efficient  officers  in  the 
territory,  as  well  as  a  man  of  intrepid  bravery  and  of  great  geniality.  A 
large  marble  shaft  was  erected  to  his  memory,  by  the  survivors  of  the  First 
Colorado  Regiment,  which  is  still  standing  in  the  older  Evergreen  Cemetery, 
but  has  not  been  kept  in  good  condition. 

4.  Emily  Norwood  Soule,  born  Aug.  3,  1840,  now  living  in  Bangor,  Me. 
Unmarried.  She  went  with  the  family  to  Kansas  in  1855,  but  the  climate 
disagreed  with  her  and  she  returned  to  Bath  the  next  year.  She  learned 
the  printing  business  and  has  for  many  years  been  employed  in  an  office 
in  the  city  of  Bangor.  She  was  born  in  Bath,  but  her  education  was 
mostly  acquired  in  Chelsea,  Mass.  She  has  made  several  journeys  to  visit 
her  kindred  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  was  there  in  the  summer  of  1863  when 
the  celebrated  Quantrell  Raid  occurred,  and  with  her  mother  and  brother 
escaped  through  a  corn  field  just  before  their  house  was  burned  down.  She 
was  returning  to  Bangor  in  1889  from  a  visit  to  California  when  the  train  was 
caught  in  the  Johnstown  flood.  Miss  Soule  is  a  lady  of  superior  intelligence 
and  refinement  and  a  beautiful  writer.  She  is  still  serving  as  compositor  and 
proof-reader. 

5.  Ann  Julia  Soule,  born  Sept.  26,  1842;  was  married  to  Dr.  S.  B.  Prentis 
of  Lawrence,  Kansas,  who  died  in  1892.  She  attended  school  in  Chelsea,  Mass., 
until  the  family  moved  to  Kansas;  afterwards  returned  to  Bath  where  she 
attended  and  taught  school  about  two  years.  Returning  to  Kansas,  she 
taught  among  the  first  in  Lawrence,  and  was  teaching  in  Kanwaka,  only  a 
few  miles  from  Lawrence,  at  the  time  of  the  Quantrell  Raid.  Her  residence  is 
now  (1914)  at  905  Tennessee  Street,  Lawrence,  Kansas. 

Dr.  S.  B.  Prentis  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  at  Lawrence, 
Kansas,  at  the  time  of  the  sacking  of  the  Eldrich  Hotel  by  Government  troops 
before  the  Civil  War.  He  was  Surgeon-General  of  Jim  Lane's  Kansas  Army. 
He  was  the  first  President  of  the  Missouri  Valley  Medical  Association,  and 
was  prominently  known  throughout  the  West  during  his  lifetime  as  a  surgeon. 
Ann  J.  Soule  was  his  third  wife.  She  was  married  June  21,  1866,  to  Sylvester 
Bemis  Prentis,  a  native  of  Chester,  Mass.,  in  Douglas  County,  Kansas.  Her 
daughter  Hattie  May  died  in  infancy.  Charles  Addison  Prentis,  her  son,  is 
assistant  attorney  of  the  city  and  county  of  Denver,  Col. 

6.  Amasa  Edwin  Soule,  born  in  Freeport,  Me.,  died  in  infancy. 
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Halifax  Branch. 

HE  early  records  relating  to  this  branch  of  the  Soule  family  were 
so  detached  and  fragmentary  that  we  were  left  in  some  doubt  con- 
cerning the  proper  genealogical  connections,  but  more  recent  in- 
vestigation of  the  town  records  of  Halifax  and  the  examination  of 
the  county  files  at  the  Register  of  Probate  in  Plymouth,  has  disclosed  con- 
siderable additional  evidence  which  dispels  the  obscurity  and  affords  just  the 
documentary  corroborative  proof  so  long  desired.  There  were  several  Gideon 
Soules  in  Duxbury,  Plympton,  and  Halifax  whose  ages  and  marriages  were  so 
nearly  contemporary  that  we  were  uncertain  of  the  proper  relationship  existing 
between  them,  but  the  discovery  of  some  hitherto  unknown  vital  records  in 
a  branch  of  the  Soule  family  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  supplementing  abstracts 
from  the  Probate  files,  supply  more  solid  ground  upon  which  we  can  support 
our  pretensions  and  we  launch  our  assumptions  with  greater  confidence  and 
boldness  as  we  present  our  conclusions  to  the  scattered  families  still  existing 
descended  from  a  common  progenitor. 

Benjamin  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  Benjamin  (1)  of  Plympton,  Mass.,  and  Sarah 
Standish,  born  in  Plympton,  June  5,  1704,  married  Harriet  Whitman,  March 
31,  1730.  He  died  in  Plympton  Feb.  6,  1774.  She  died  there  Sept.  22,  1776. 
These  had  eight  children  whose  names  and  births  were  not  recorded  in  any  of 
the  pedigrees  of  that  branch  yet  seen,  and  to  preserve  these  I  shall  now  inscribe 
them  within  this  section  of  my  work.

Gideon  Soule  (1),  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Hannah,  was  born  in 
Plympton,  Mass.,  Oct.  15,  1719;  married  Abigail  Cushman  in  1738  and  by 
her  had  two  or  more  children.     His  son 

Gideon  Soule  (2),  born  March  5,  1738-9,  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  was  twice 
married;  first  to  Mercy  Sylvester  of  Pembroke  and  in  said  town,  by  whom 
he  had  issue.  He  married  2d,  Dec.  23,  1763,  Ruth  Harden,  of  Pembroke, 
who  was  the  mother  of  several  children.  He  died  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  Sept. 
15,  1792,  in  his  53d  year.  His  widow,  Ruth  Soule,  was  appointed  administra- 
trix of  his  estate  Oct.  1,  1792,  and  gave  bonds  with  the  sureties  of  three  res- 
idents of  that  town  besides  two  witnesses.  The  appraisers  of  the  estate 
were  appointed  the  same  day.     Inventory  dated  Oct.  25,  1792.     Oath  admin- 
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istered  to  Ruth  Soule  Nov.  5,  1792.  In  her  account  dated  Plympton,  Oct. 
3,  1796,  there  is  an  item,  "A  pew  in  the  meeting  house."  These  documents 
reveal  the  fact  that  this  Gideon  Soule  did  not  come  to  the  District  of  Maine. 
His  children,  some  of  them,  at  least,  did  remove  to  and  settle  in  the  state  soon 
after  the  Revolution,  and  the  name  "Gideon"  was  perpetuated  among  his 
descendants.  This  member  of  the  Soule  family  served  in  the  Revolution 
with  his  son  Asa  and  possibly  other  sons.  He  was  a  private  in  the  company 
of  Lieut.  Judah  Woods  in  the  regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Thomas  Lothrop 
and  served  15  days.  He  was  marched  from  Halifax  to  Bristol,  R.  I.,  Dec. 
9,  1776,  on  an  alarm.  He  was  also  a  corporal  in  the  company  of  Capt.  Calvin 
Partridge  and  regiment  of  Col.  Abijah  Stean;  marched  April  7,  1778.  Dis- 
charged July  2,  1778.  Service  2  months  and  17  days.  Company  raised  in 
Plymouth  County  and  stationed  at  Dorchester  Heights.  Gideon  Soule  of 
Halifax  was  also  a  private  in  Capt.  James  Allen's  company  and  regiment  of 
Col.  John  Thomas.  Return  dated  Roxbury  Oct.  6,  1775.  Also  corporal  in 
Capt.  Amasa  Soper's  company,  Col.  Thomas  Marshall's  regiment.  Abstracts 
for  advanced  payments,  mileage,  etc.,  sworn  to  at  Castle  Island,  Aug.  13, 
1776.  Engaged  July  13,  1776,  three  months  and  19  days.  Mileage  allowed 
for  40  miles.  His  children,  as  far  as  recorded,  were  named  as  follows:

Mercy  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Gideon  (2)  and  Mercy  (Sylvester)  Soule, 
born  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  Nov.  15,  1739-40;  probably  named  for  her  mother, 
and  probably  died  in  childhood. 

Asa  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Gideon  (2)  and  Mercy  Sylvester  Soule,  who  were 
married  July  6,  1764,  was  born  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  Feb.  3,  1765.  He  married 
Ruth  Howland  Stetson  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  Dec.  27,  1784,  by  whom  two 
children  before  removing  to  Maine.  He  served  in  the  Colonial  Army  during 
the  War  of  the  Revolution,  having  enlisted  in  April,  1781,  under  Capt.  Zebulon 

Note. — The  recent  discovery  of  the  above  Family  Record  shows  that  the  original 
Bible  containing  it  was  brought  to  Maine  by  the  children  of  Gideon  and  Ruth  Soule  and 
remained  with  them  till  carried  to  the  West  by  Solomon  Soule  sometime  before  1850. 
From  the  History  of  Garland,  Maine,  we  learn  that  several  families  of  these  Soules 
were  settled  in  that  town  between  1820  and  1830  and  that  the  majority  of  them  were 
identified  with  the  Freewill  Baptist  Church.  The  fortunate  discovery  of  the  family  rec- 
ord of  births  in  far-away  Utah  was  seasonable  and  satisfying.  Certainly  these  Soules 
were  no  less  nomadic  in  their  habits  than  their  Norse  ancestors.  See  forward  for 
verification  of  this  assumption.       Author. 
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King  in  the  regiment  of  Col.  John  Brooks,  the  7th  Massachusetts  Line,  for 
three  years.  He  was  at  the  battle  of  King's  Bridge.  His  Muster  Roll  was 
dated  at  West  Point,  May,  1781;  another  dated  York  Hutts,  in  December, 
1781,  and  he  was  granted  a  furlough  that  year.  In  his  descriptive  list  his  age 
was  stated  as  17  years;  his  stature,  5  feet  4  inches;  a  short  man.  His  com- 
plexion light,  his  hair  brown.  Residence,  Halifax,  April  4,  1781.  He  was 
discharged  at  Newburg,  N.  Y.,  in  July,  1783,  after  serving  his  full  time  of 
three  years.  He  applied  for  pension  March  10,  1818,  soon  after  the  Pension 
Law  was  passed.  His  age  then  stated  as  52  years.  Residence,  Sidney,  Me. 
In  1820,  he  was  residing  in  Garland,  Me.,  where,  as  the  historian  of  that  town 
says,  "he  made  a  beginning,"  that  is,  commenced  clearing  land  for  a  farm. 
He  was  a  " clothier"  by  trade  and  the  town  voted  to  build  a  mill  and  give  the 
management  of  the  same  to  him.  This  craft  then  comprised  the  dressing  and 
dyeing  of  cloth,  the  cloth  woven  by  the  farmers'  wives  at  their  homes,  also 
the  cutting  and  making  of  garments;  the  handling  of  the  shears  and  the 
"goose."  He  gave  a  schedule  of  his  property  when  he  applied  for  his  pension. 
Had  no  real  estate.  Unable  to  work  on  account  of  rheumatism.  Had  in  his 
family  Ruth  (his  wife)  aged  59  years  and  "very  infirm."  Had  a  son  Lewis, 
aged  20  years;  son  Gaius,  aged  18  years,  "slender  in  constitution;"  a  daughter 
Charlotte,  aged  16  years  and  "sickly."  At  time  of  application  for  pension 
for  his  widow  the  town  clerk  of  Halifax,  Mass.,  wrote:  "On  Dec.  27,  1784, 
Asa  Soule  and  Ruth  Howland  Stetson  were  joined  in  marriage  by  Rev.  Ephraim 
Briggs."  Asa  Soule  was  a  man  of  "nomadic"  proclivities,  wandering  from 
town  to  town  and  remaining  but  a  short  time  in  any  locality.  He  cultivated 
small  tracts  of  land  and  followed  his  craft  of  cutting  and  making  clothing  for 
the  farmers.  He  was  an  expert  on  "snug-bodies"  and  "hammer-tails,"  and 
could  formulate  a  pair  of  breeches  guaranteed  to  have  plenty  of  room  for 
bodily  articulation.  A  quiet,  peaceable  person  who  was  respected'  for  his 
honesty  and  truthfulness.  He  died  in  Rome,  Me.,  July  17,  1838,  and  his  widow 
went  to  live  with  her  son,  Galen  Soule,  in  Fairfield,  Me.  He  made  a  will  for 
which  his  son,  Stetson  Soule,  was  made  executor.  She  died  March  22,  1854. 
The  names  of  her  children  claiming  the  benefit  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July 
7,  1838,  were:  Stetson  Soule  of  Montville,  Me.,  aged  66  years;  Rufus  Soule, 
Galen  Soule,  Priscilla  Soule  and  Fanny  Keen.  In  1820,  the  children  of  Asa 
and  Ruth  Soule  were  named  Lewis,  Gaius,  Charlotte.  Their  last  claim  for 
government  aid  was  rejected  because  their  mother  did  not  live  till  1842.    (Sic.) 

Much  confusion  has  resulted  from  the  fact  that  there  was  another  family 
living  in  the  contiguous  towns  in  which  the  children's  names  were  nearly  the 
same  as  those  of  Asa  and  Ruth  Soule.  Besides,  he  was  almost  everywhere 
confounded  with  another  Asa  Soule  of  Winslow,  Me. 

Tradition  has  assumed  the  existence  of  an  old  Bible  in  which  records  of 
this  family  were  written  down,  and  we  believe  the  report  to  be  true;  but  dil- 
igent search  has  failed  to  trace  this  record  and  hence  the  full  account  of  this 
family  cannot  be  given.  The  names  of  the  children  as  stated  by  a  venerable 
member  of  the  family  were:  Stetson,  Galen,  Gaius,  Lewis,  Rufus,  Louisa, 
Fanny  and  Priscilla.  These  names  were  also  found  in  Garland,  Me.  The 
following  is  all  that  has  been  found  concerning  this  branch  of  the  Soule  family.

2.  William  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Gideon  (1)  and  Ruth  (Harden)  Soule, 
born  June  21,  1769,  at  Halifax,  Mass.,  married  Rachel  Pool  in  Arlington, 
Mass.,  and  went  to  the  District  of  Maine  with  other  members  of  the  family. 
The  historian  of  Garland,  Me.,  referring  to  a  William  Soule  residing  in  that 
town  in  1820,  says  he  had  a  large  family.  He  settled  in  the  "Parkman  Neigh- 
borhood" south  of  the  pond.  William  Soule  went  West  before  1850.  The 
record  of  his  children  as  follows:

Solomon  Soule  (1),  born  June  22,  1800,  at  Mt.  Vernon,  Mass.,  married 
1st,  Keziah  Page,  born  at  Mt.  Vernon,  Mass.,  Jan.  19,  1800,  died  Oct.  9, 
1829.  Children  by  first  wife.  Solomon  Soule  and  wife  were  buried  at  Wood- 
ward's Landing,  Washington  Territory.

Miranda  Adams,  by  whom  he  had  Mrs.  Mamie  Brower,  S.  A.

ried to  John  McDougal,  by  whom  two  sons,  John  Aubrey  McDougal 
and  one  unknown.

in.     Keziah  Besse  Soule,  born  Dec.  9,  1831;  died  April  8,  1846.

David  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  William  (2),  born,  probably,  in  Garland, 
Me.,  April  9,  1802;  married  in  Dexter,  Me.,  June  15,  1830,  Clarissa  A.  Hop- 
kins of  Garland,  Me.  David  settled  on  land  sold  to  him  by  an  original  pro- 
prietor, and  being  unable  to  meet  the  payments  the  town  raised  $100  and 
permanently  secured  him  a  home.     Nothing  known  about  this  family. 

3.  Ruth  Soule  (1),  second  daughter  of  Gideon  (2)  and  Ruth  (Harden)  Soule, 
born  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  June  14,  1773.  Nothing  more  has  been  learned  con- 
cerning this  woman.     She  probably  went  to  Maine  with  her  father's  family. 

4.  Rufus  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Gideon  (2)  and  Ruth  (Harden),  Soule,  born 
in  Halifax,  Mass.,  July  14,  1777,  went  from  Maine  early  to  Illinois  and  was 
reported  "prosperous."  He  married  and  is  supposed  to  have  had  children. 
This  man  has  been  confounded  with  another  of  the  same  name  who  was  born 
in  Freeport,  Me.  Rufus  Soule  acquired  extensive  lands  in  the  West  and 
wishing  to  benefit  his  nephew,  Virgil  Marcellus  Soule,  who  was  living  with  his 
uncle  Galen  Soule  in  Fairfield,  Me.,  induced  him  to  visit  him  in  the  West  by 
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promising  him  a  homestead  tract  there.  The  young  man  went,  but  soon 
returned  to  Maine. 

5.  Lucy  Soule  (1),  third  daughter  of  Gideon  (2)  and  Ruth  (Harden)  Soule, 
born  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  Jan.  21,  1782,  probably  removed  with  her  parents  to 
Maine  in   1820.      No  other  information. 

6.  Stetson  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  Gideon  (2)  and  Ruth  (Harden)  Soule,  born 
in  Halifax,  Mass.,  June  14,  1784.  But  little  has  been  found  concerning  this 
man.  His  name  appears  in  several  Eastern  Maine  towns  where  he  was  evi- 
dently only  a  nominal  resident.  He  was  a  resident  of  Garland,  Me.,  in  1820-

He  resided 
in  several  towns.  Was  postmaster  in  Fairfield,  Me.,  for  several  years  and 
was  a  man  of  some  prominence.  Galen  Soule  enlisted  in  Albion,  Maine, 
June  25,  1814  (another  statement  has  it  "  Nobleboro  and  Bristol,  Maine"), 
under  Captain  Danforth  and  Lieut.  Deane,  to  serve  during  the  war.  He  went 
to  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  and  remained  there  until  his  discharge  June  1,  1815.  He 
applied  for  pension,  1871,  aged  71  years,  and  his  claim  was  admitted.  Res- 
idence then,  Albion,  Me.  Another  says:  Galen  Soule  was  a  private  in  the 
U.  S.  Infantry  service,  45th  Regiment,  Mass.  Volunteers.  Born  1796.  He 
saw  a  naval  battle  on  Lake  Champlain.  Married  in  Albion,  Me.,  Hannah 
Kidder.  He  was  afterwards  a  resident  of  Benton  and  Albion,  Me.  He  died 
in  Benton,  Me.,  Nov.  12,  1872,  and  by  will  left  to  his  sister,  Fanny  Keen  of 
Appleton,  Me.,  $100,  and  to  his  nephew  and  namesake,  Galen  S.  Keen,  $100. 
Mentioned  sons,  George  A.  Soule  and  Frederick  G.  Soule.  His  widow,  Hannah 
G.  Soule,  died  in  Albion,  Me.,  and  left  a  will  of  date  "Second  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary, 1872;"  Robert  Crosby,  executor.  She  gave  all  of  her  wearing  apparel 
to  her  three  sisters,  names  not  given.  Remainder  of  her  property  held  in 
trust  for  Frederick  Soule,  when  he  was  21  years  of  age.  This  Hannah  Wood- 
cock Soule  may  have  been  a  third  wife.  The  names  and  number  of  his  children 
are  not  certainly  known.     See  forward. 

2.  Asa  Winsor  Soule  (2),  said  to  have  been  the  second  son  of  Asa  (1)  and 
Ruth  Howland  Stetson  Soule,  born  in  Halifax,  Mass.,  1778,  was  twice  married. 
He  married  first,  Susanna  Emery,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Susan  (Woodbury) 
Emery,  of  New  Gloucester,   Me.,   in   1815,   by  whom  three  daughters.     His 
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second  wife  was  Miriam  Whitney,  by  whom  he  had  several  children  whose 
names  will  appear.  Like  his  father  and  many  of  this  family  this  Asa  was  a 
wandering  man,  his  name  appearing  in  several  Maine  towns.  He  is  said  to 
have  died  June  2,  1839,  aged  67  years.  Born  in  1772.  There  is  some  dis- 
crepancy concerning  his  real  name.  Relatives  assume  that  his  name  was  "Asa 
Winsor  Soule."  Another  authority  has  it  "Asa  Winslow  Soule."  The  Winsors 
of  Duxbury  were  intermarried  with  the  Soules  and  this  may  have  been,  some- 
how, of  that  line.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  no  less  than  three  children.  By 
the  second  wife  there  were  three,  possibly  four.     See  forward.

5.  Louisa  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Asa  (1)  and  Ruth  Howland  Stetson  Soule, 
of  whom  I  have  no  other  information. 

6.  Priscilla  Soule  (2),  a  daughter  of  Asa  (1)  and  Ruth  Howland  Stetson  Soule, 

was  married   to Allison,  and  her  daughter,  Mrs.    Edwin   Chesley,   in 

Boston,  can  give  no  information  concerning  her.      Pity! 

7.  Fanny  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Asa  (1)  and  Ruth  Howland  Stetson  Soule, 
born  somewhere  in  the  District  of  Maine  in  1787;  was  married  to  Howland 
Keen  in  1799  and  settled  first  in  Bristol,  Me.,  but  removed  to  a  farm  in  Apple- 
ton,  Me.,  in  1829,  where  she  died  in  1876.

ONATHAN  SOULE  (1),  a  son  of  Micah  (1)  and  Mercy  (South- 
worth)  Soule,  was  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1758;  married  at 
Marshfield,  Mass.,  Feb.  9,  1776,  Honor  Southworth,  his  cousin, 
and  removed  soon  after  the  war  of  the  Revolution  to  the  District 
of  Maine,  settling  in  Winslow,  Kennebec  County.  He  enlisted  Sept.  23,  1776, 
as  private  in  the  company  of  Capt.  Calvin  Partridge  in  Colonel  Cushing's 
regiment,  and  served  58  days.  He  also  served  in  the  company  of  Capt. 
James  Barlow,  Col.  Ezra  Wood's  regiment,  as  private  for  8  months  and  4 
days.  He  died  Jan.  6,  1832,  in  Waterville,  Me.,  aged  84  years,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Elm  Street  Cemetery,  but  removed  in  1875  to  the  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery,  where  his  grave  is  marked  by  a  modest  marble  slab  in  front  of 
which  there  is  a  bronze  tablet  showing  that  he  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revo- 
lution. His  widow  applied  for  pension  Jan.  19,  1850,  then  a  resident  of 
Waterville,  Maine,  aged  93  years.  Her  claim  was  granted.  His  reply  was 
to  those  who  asked  him  how  he  captured  a  Hessian  and  brought  him  to  camp, 
"I  surrounded  him."  Jonathan  Soule  was  a  farmer  during  his  whole  active 
life,  and  a  respectable  citizen.  He  was  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  father, 
Micah  Soule. 

On  August  20,  1850,  Abigail  Soule  of  Duxbury,  Mass.,  testified  she  was  96 
years  old  and  a  daughter  of  Abisha  Soule.  Her  brothers'  names  were  John, 
Nathaniel  and  Abisha.  Nathaniel  was  the  only  one  living  in  1850.  John 
went  to  Maine  and  died  there.  Abisha  died  at  sea.  She  testified  she  knew 
Jonathan  and  Honor  Soule,  who  was  her  own  cousin;  also  stated  that  Honor 
had  another  sister,  Sylvia,  who  was  married  to  Noah  Simmons.  After  Jonathan 
and  Honor  were  married,  they  lived  for  a  time  in  the  home  of  Abisha  Soule. 

Nathaniel  Soule  of  Duxbury,  Mass.,  83  years  of  age,  on  August  12,  1850, 
born  on  the  "Gurnet,"  stood  watch  with  his  father  at  the  Gurnet  on  the  night 
the  British  left  Marshfield  and  while  three  British  vessels  lay  off  the  harbor. 
He  knew  Jonathan  and  Honor  Soule,  lived  in  one  part  of  his  father's  house  until 
they  moved  to  Maine  in  the  fall  of  1780. 

Certified  copies  of  land  deals  given  by  Jonathan  Soule  are  on  file  with  the 
application  for  pension.  One  bearing  date  Sept.  28,  1807.  Jonathan  Soule 
of  Waterville,  Kennebec  County,  Yeoman,  is  seized  of  an  undivided  one-half 
part  of  a  piece  of  salt  marsh  land  situated  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  a  part  of  the 
estate  of  his  father,  Micah  Soule  late  of  said  town,  deceased.  Appoints 
Asa  Soule  of  Waterville,  Yeoman,  as  his  attorney  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said 
land,  etc. 

On  Sept.  8,  1780,  Jonathan  Soule  sells  to  John  Webb,  cordwainer,  of  Boston, 
for  26  pounds,  13  shillings  and  4  pence,  of  silver  lawful  money,  a  certain  piece 
of  woodland  at  Green  Harbor  Brook  adjoining  Simeon  Weston's  land,  contain- 
ing about  15  acres.  Wife  Honor  consents  to  the  deed  and  relinquishes  her 
rights. 
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On  Oct.  27,  1807,  Jonathan  Soule  and  Asa  Soule,  are  seized  in  tenants  and 
in  common  of  one  acre  salt  marsh  meadow,  Duxbury  Marshes,  which  meadow 
lies  in  common  with  two  acres  of  meadow  belonging  to  the  heirs  of  Joshua 
Soule,  late  of  Duxbury,  Yeoman,  deceased.  Asa  Soule  for  himself  and  Jona- 
than, for  the  sum  of  60  dollars  sells  the  one  acre  of  land  to  Charles  Drew  of 
Duxbury,  ship  carpenter. 

The  compiler  found  the  fly-leaf  removed  from  the  Bible  of  Jonathan  Soule, 
containing  the  family  record  of  the  marriage  and  the  births  of  the  nine  children 
stored  in  the  archives  of  the  Pension  Office  to  which  it  had  been  sent  as  evidence 
when  pension  was  applied  for;  and  this  "Family  Memorial"  still  remains 
there.     We  subjoin  a  copy  of  this  record.

Pelatiah  Soule  of  Waterville,  Me.,  enlisted  there  Sept.  10,  1814,  under 
Captain  Gitchins  and  Colonel  Sherwin  in  the  Massachusetts  Militia.  Bounty 
Land  Warrant,  No.  38,451."  Soldier  died  March  25,  1849.  Pension  issued 
to  Sarah  Soule,  widow  of  late  Pelatiah,  March  29,  1879.  Dropped  from  the 
roll,  Feb.  1881.  Insufficient  service.  First  wife  died  in  1824.  He  was 
married  to  Sarah  Cromett  at  Waterville,  Me.,  Feb.  16,  1826,  by  Abiah 
Smith.  Her  age  was  71  in  1878.  Was  discharged  Sept.  25,  1814,  at  Augusta, 
Maine. 
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3.  Zebedee  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Jonathan  (1)  and  Honor  (Southworth) 
Soule,  born  in  Winslow,  now  Waterville,  Me.,  June  12,  1781;  married  Priscilla 
Crapo,  Dec.  26,  1820,  who  died  Dec.  30,  1864.

Allen  Pelatiah  Soule  (1),  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  a  son  of  Charles  and  Audra 
Allen  (Wing)  Soule,  was  born  in  Waterville,  Me.,  Aug.  14,  1855.  The  Wings 
were  an  old  Duxbury  family.  Like  many  young  men  he  worked  on  his  father's 
farm  until  the  age  of  sixteen,  meanwhile  attending  the  district  schools.  After 
fitting  for  college  at  Waterville  Classical  Institute,  he  entered  Colby  University 
in  1875  and  graduated  therefrom  in  1879.  During  his  college  course  he  taught 
town  schools  to  defray  his  expenses.  He  was  subsequently  principal  of  the 
High  School  in  Oakland  and  Dexter,  Me.  At  a  later  period  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  schools  in  Hingham,  Mass.  In  1887  Mr.  Soule  became  the  New 
England  representative  of  the  New  York  book  publishing  house  of  Iverson, 
Blakeman  &  Company  with  headquarters  in  Boston.  One  year  later  he 
represented  A.  S.  Barnes  &  Company,  another  New  York  publishing  firm, 
and  since  the  consolidation  of  these  with  other  publishing  houses  in  1890  under 
the  title  of  the  American  Book  Company,  he  has  continued  his  position  with 
this  organization  until  the  present  time,  1925.  Allen  P.  Soule  is  a  member  of 
the  various  Masonic  bodies,  and  also  of  the  Massachusetts  Schoolmasters 
Club  and  other  fraternal  organizations.  In  politics  he  has  always  been  a 
Democrat. 

He  married  Dec.  31,  1887,  Harriet  L.  Seymore  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  by 
whom  there  were  three  children.

He  removed  in 
1846  overland  through  New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  central  New  York,  to 
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Joliet,  Illinois,  where  he  remained  one  summer.  He  was  accompanied  by  his 
wife  and  two  small  daughters;  by  his  parents,  Zebedee  and  Priscilla  Soule, 
and  his  sister,  Amanda  Soule.  In  1847  he  went  to  Wisconsin  and  bought  a 
tract  of  land  in  Rutland  Township,  16  miles  from  Madison  and  one  mile  west 
of  Stoughton.  Here  the  family  settled  permanently  and  entered  upon  the 
task  of  clearing  their  farm,  where  they  had  a  prosperous  life  for  many  years. 

Having  a  strong  desire  to  visit  the  land  of  his  birth  and  to  look  once  more 
upon  the  faces  of  his  kindred,  in  the  spring  of  1876  he  conceived  the  idea  of 
making  an  overland  trip.  He  purchased  three  horses  from  the  plains  of  Mon- 
tana and  put  with  them  a  beautiful  Morgan  mare  of  his  own  raising,  and  with 
two  wagons  covered  with  black  oilcloth  to  protect  his  belongings  from  the 
rain,  he  was  well  equipped  for  his  journey.  One  wagon  was  stored  with 
bedding,  trunks,  provisions  and  cooking  utensils,  while  the  other  wagon,  named 
the  "Passenger  Carriage,"  accommodated  the  family.  Leaving  Stoughton  on 
May  15,  1876,  the  party,  consisting  of  Sullivan  Soule  and  wife,  Frank  Soule 
and  wife  and  child,  Henrietta  Soule,  Frances  and  Sullivan  Conner,  the  chil- 
dren of  Lucinda  Soule  and  James  Conner  her  husband  of  Osage,  la.,  with  Ola 
J.  Oleson,  a  Scandinavian,  who  lived  with  the  Soule  family,  took  the  most 
direct  route  via  Chicago  and  visited  the  principal  cities  on  the  way.  Two 
weeks  were  spent  in  Philadelphia  while  attending  the  Centennial  Exposition; 
then  they  proceeded  eastward  to  New  England,  reaching  Dexter,  Maine,  July 
29,  1876.  After  a  little  rest  they  visited  Ripley,  Wellington,  New  Portland 
and  Waterville,  where  they  were  joyfully  greeted  and  entertained  by  old 
friends  and  relatives.  On  their  return  they  went  by  boat  from  Cleveland  to 
Milwaukee,  reaching  their  home  in  Rutland,  Wis.,  the  25th  of  August,  1878. 
His  wife  having  died  leaving  four  children,  he  married  2d,  in  1853,  Miss  Han- 
nah Bowker,  by  whom  there  were  two  daughters.  In  1858  he  married  Miss 
Esther  Adams  of  Stillwater,  N.  Y.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Rutland,  Wis., 
Aug.  28,  1878.

His  house  in  Winslow  was  located  on  the  Sebasticook 
River  two  or  three  miles  above  the  village.  This  was  a  brick  story-and-a-half 
house  and  the  deed  was  dated  1850;  probably  now  the  home  of  the  Fuller 
family.     Mr.  Soule  and  wife  died  in  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Charles  Parsons  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  Philander  (2)  and  Abigail  Morris 
(Burnham)  Soule,  born  in  Winslow,  Me.,  Sept.  18,  1851;  married  at  Hamilton, 
Nev.,  Aug.  6,  1872,  Mary  Agnes  Kennedy  (nee  Herriott),  who  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  her  father  being  Ephraim  Herriott  and  her  mother  Frances 
Waugh.  He  attended  the  common  schools  at  Winslow,  Me.,  Orono,  Upper 
Stillwater,  Bangor  and  Newport,  and  finally  the  (then)  Preparatory  Institute 
at  Waterville,  Maine.  He  left  for  California  with  his  parents  and  sister,  Oct. 
29,  1867;  sailed  from  New  York  on  the  steamer  "Arizona"  for  the  Isthmus, 
November  1st,  and  arrived  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Nov.  23,  1867;  taking  pas- 
sage from  the  Isthmus  on  the  steamer  "Golden  City." 

In  San  Francisco,  he  attended  Business  College  until  July  18,  1868,  on 
which  date  he  entered  the  Bank  of  California  as  messenger  boy,  where  he 
remained  until  1870,  then  went  to  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  as  bookkeeper  for 
the  Virginia  &  Truckee  Railroad  Company,  but  after  a  severe  illness  he 
returned  and  re-entered  the  Bank  of  California  as  a  clerk,  and  was  sent  to  its 
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agency  in  Hamilton,  Nev.,  as  bookkeeper  in  July,  1871.  In  January,  1873, 
he  went  to  Austin,  Nev.,  as  cashier  of  the  banking  house  of  Paxton  &  Curtis, 
where  he  remained  till  the  summer  of  1889,  when  he  returned  to  San  Francisco 
and  took  the  steamer  "Humboldt"  for  Eureka,  Cal.,  July  13,  1889.  This 
movement  was  to  take  an  interest  in  the  position  of  director  and  cashier  of 
the  bank  of  Eureka,  and  the  Savings  Bank  of  Humboldt  County,  being  one 
of  the  incorporators  of  those  two  banks,  and  continued  with  them  as  long  as 
he  lived.  In  1902,  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Eureka  and  vice-president 
of  the  Bank  of  Humboldt  County;  one  year  later  being  elected  president  of 
the  Savings  Bank  of  Humboldt  County,  and  afterwards  served  as  director  and 
president  of  both  banks  till  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
Humboldt  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  1891;  was  elected  one  of  the  first  board 
of  trustees  and  was  elected  yearly  as  trustee  and  treasurer,  save  the  year  when 
he  was  president  of  the  chamber  in  1904.  He  was  a  member  of  the  advisory 
board  of  the  California  Promotion  Committee  for  several  years.  He  was  one 
of  the  organizers  of  the  Humboldt  Club  of  Eureka,  Cal.,  and  served  as  trustee, 
treasurer  and  president.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Elks  and  Masonic  orders, — 
Blue  Lodge  Chapter,  Knights  Templar,  Shrine,  and  32d  degree  Scottish  Rite. 
He  took  an  active  part  in  securing  the  erection  of  the  Carnegie  Library  in 
Eureka,  costing  more  than  $35,000;  also  City  Hall  costing  over  $100,000. 
Always  a  staunch  Republican  he  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  political  affairs, 
and  was  especially  active  in  promoting  every  enterprise  pertaining  to  the 
upbuilding  of  the  city  and  county.  He  assisted  in  securing  from  the  National 
Government  over  three  million  dollars  for  building  the  jetties  at  the  entrance 
of  Humboldt  Bar  and  work  within  the  harbor. 

Personally  his  hobbies  were  fishing  and  hunting,  horseback  riding,  etc. 
Mr.  Soule  became  mentally  injured  through  a  severe  attack  of  influenza,  and 
on  the  morning  of  April  17,  1922,  committed  suicide  by  shooting  himself  in 
the  mouth,  and  as  nothing  of  the  report  was  heard,  nothing  was  known  of  the 
tragedy  until  his  wife  went  to  the  room  to  call  him  to  breakfast  and  found 
him  lying  in  his  bed  dead,  with  the  revolver  near  him.  There  was  no  evidence 
of  any  struggle,  and  death  was  evidently  instantaneous.  There  was  no  motive 
known  for  this  act.  He  had  no  business  troubles,  or  in  fact,  troubles  of  any 
kind.  However,  since  his  severe  experience  under  the  poisonous  attack  of 
the  grippe  he  was  mentally  afflicted  and  was  forced  to  relinquish  business 
activities.  The  local  newspapers  contained  much  of  a  laudatory  and  appre- 
ciative character  at  the  time  of  the  sad  event  and  indicated  the  high  esteem 
in  which  Mr.  Soule  was  held.  He  was  the  owner  of  an  elegant  modern-style 
residence  in  the  city  of  Eureka  and  with  his  pleasant  family  was  surrounded 
with  all  the  attractions  and  comforts  that  ample  means  supplied. 

There  was  but  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Amy  Dayton  Soule,  born  in  Austin, 
Nevada,  May  17,  1873;  was  married  at  Eureka,  Cal.,  July  2,  1896,  to  Howell 
W.  Lownsberrey  of  Oakland,  Cal.,  and  resides  at  San  Jose,  Cal. 

Charles  Parsons  Soule  exhibited  a  keen  interest  in  the  history  and  genealogy 
of  the  Soule  family  and  supplied,  by  request  of  his  sister,  the  information 
comprised  within  this  sketch.  He  also  pledged  payment  for  the  portraits  and 
residential  view;  the  old  homestead  in  Winslow,  Me.,  where  he  was  born  and 
to  which  he  once  made  a  visit  with  his  father. 
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Samuel  Philander  Soule,  second  son  of  Philander  (2)  and  Abigail  Morris 
(Burnham)  Soule,  was  born  in  Clinton,  Me.,  May  10,  1843;  married  Feb.  15, 
1874,  to  Dorcas  Maria  Mansfield,  from  New  York  City,  deceased.  He 
died  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Oct.  11,  1915.  He  resided  in  his  native  state  until 
he  was  twenty  years  of  age,  when  he  enlisted  in  Company  "I,"  First  Maine 
Heavy  Artillery,  on  the  30th  of  January,  1863.  Sometime  in  the  summer  of 
1865,  he  was  discharged  at  Augusta,  Me.,  and  soon  went  to  Wisconsin  where 
he  remained  till  his  removal  to  San  Francisco  in  1873.  His  company  went 
into  the  siege  of  Petersburg  with  about  fifty  men  and  came  out  of  the  battle,  one 
of  the  bloodiest  of  the  war,  Jan.  18,  1864,  with  only  ten,  he  being  one  of  that 
number.  He  was  at  one  time  confined  in  Libby  Prison,  but  being  paroled 
obtained  a  thirty-days  furlough  and  went  home,  during  which  time  the  war 
closed.  There  were  five  daughters  in  this  family,  but  full  dates  were  not 
supplied.

His  wife  was  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  of 
Minnesota.     There  were  two  children  in  this  family. 

After  going  West  he  made  a  trip  through  the  Southern  States  before  the 
war  and  before  his  marriage,  as  manager  for  some  large  publishing  house. 
He  finally  located  at  Beaver  Dam,  Wis.,  where  he  was  employed  by  a  mer- 
cantile house.  He  was  an  expert  accountant.  He  also  studied  telegraphy 
and  was  one  of  the  first  "Sound"  operators  in  the  United  States  as  it  was  dis- 
tinguished from  the  "Tape"  system.  He  was  employed  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies and  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  as  accountant  and  manager 
at  Des  Moines  and  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  In  the  latter  city  he  had  his  residence 
for  many  years.  He  was  also  employed  by  the  Peck  Line  of  Missouri  River 
steamboats  as  expert  accountant.  He  died  at  the  home  of  his  son  in  Rapid 
City,  South  Dakota,  in  1910  and  was  buried  there.  He  married  Ellen 
Frances  Ward  who  died  at  the  home  of  her  son,  Edward  H.  Soule,  at  Spokane, 
Wash.,  in  1915.  There  were  two  children  born  to  this  marriage,  W.  W.  Soule 
and  Edward  H.  Soule. 
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William  Ward  Soule  (1),  son  of  Charles  Sprague  (2)  and  Ellen  F.  Soule, 

born ;  married  Marion  E.  Frisbie,  daughter  of  William  Wallace  Frisbie 

and  Zelia  Anna  (Phillips)  Frisbie  of  the  Vermont  family.  Mrs.  Soule  died  in 
Rochester,  Minn.,  Sept.  6,  1916.  William  W.  Soule  was  the  first  municipal 
judge  of  Sioux  City,  Iowa;  has  practised  law  about  40  years.  He  moved 
from  Sioux  City  to  Chicago,  111.,  and  in  1906  settled  in  Rapid  City,  S.  D., 
where  he  served  as  city  attorney  for  several  years.  He  is  now  a  member  of 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture;  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  of  South  Dakota  during  the  World  War,  and  was  president  of  the 
District  Board  of  Exemptions  of  the  state  from  the  fall  of  1917  to  the  end 
of  the  war.  He  is  the  present  head  of  the  law  firm  of  Soule  &  Soule,  Rapid 
City,  South  Dakota.  His  first  public  work  was  as  Municipal  Judge  of  Sioux 
City,  South  Dakota,  and  later  City  Attorney  for  Rapid  City,  S.  D.  He  was 
then  appointed  by  the  governor  of  that  state  as  member  of  the  Council  of 
Defense,  and  later  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  District  Board  of  the  State 
during  the  World  War.  More  recently  he  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  as 
Member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.     Children  named  as  follows:

Edward  H.  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Charles  Sprague  (2)  and  Ellen  F. 
Soule,  is  living  at  1135  Birch  Street,  San  Francisco,  California.  He  has  been 
reputed  the  custodian  of  certain  records  and  interesting  information  relating 
to  the  Soule  family.     He  has  not  responded  to  my  inquiries. 

3.  William  Gilbert  Soule  (2),  third  son  of  Thomas  (1)  and  Mary  Ann  (Gilbert) 
Soule,  born  in  Waterville,  Me.,  Nov.  19,  1835;  married  Fannie  E.  Davis,  the 
adopted  daughter  of  Capt.  George  W.  and  Joanna  Y.  (Pomeroy)  Davis,  by 
whom  two  children.  After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Waterville,  was 
fitted  for  the  Institute  under  the  tutelage  of  H.  M.  Plaisted  who  was  afterwards 
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Governor  of  Maine.  When  seventeen  years  of  age  he  graduated  from  the 
Waterville  Institute  and  went  to  Portland  where  he  found  employment  as 
clerk  with  his  uncle,  J.  J.  Gilbert.  A  year  later  he  took  another  position  as 
clerk,  and  subsequently  went  to  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  and  as  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Noble  &  Soule,  engaged  in  the  lumber  business.  When  the  Civil 
War  came  on  he  enlisted  in  the  secret  service  and  then  entered  the  U.  S.  Navy 
and  was  in  the  battle  off  Hatteras,  Charleston  and  Port  Royal.  He  was  after- 
wards on  blockade  duty  and  was  employed  in  transporting  troops  to  the 
South. 

After  his  discharge  from  the  navy  he  was  associated  with  several  partners 
in  the  grocery  business  in  Portland;  but  leaving  this  department  on  account 
of  failing  health  in  1868,  he  entered  the  insurance  business  in  1870.  He  was 
subsequently  confidential  clerk  and  bookkeeper  for  the  wholesale  drug  business 
of  Tarbox,  Carney  &  Co.  for  four  years.  During  the  last  ten  years  he  has 
been  in  the  commission  and  brokerage  business,  representing  several  importing 
houses,  and  more  recently  that  of  N.  W.  Taussig  &  Co.,  the  largst  concern  of 
the  kind  in  the  United  States,  they  having  branch  houses  in  Boston  and  New 
Orleans.  Besides  attending  to  the  local  trade  Mr.  Soule  ships  goods  on  orders 
from  this  house,  to  Canada  and  the  South. 

Mr.  Soule  has  retired  from  business.  He  celebrated  his  eighty-eighth 
birthday  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Edwin  Woodman,  in  West  Boyls- 
ton,  Mass.,  Nov.  19,  1923.  His  wife  died  ten  years  ago.  Col.  Soule  is  in 
excellent  health  and  passes  much  of  his  time  in  reading  and  writing.  A  resi- 
dent of  Portland  more  than  fifty  years. 

In  politics  Mr.  Soule  is  a  staunch  Republican.  He  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Common  Council  in  1864  and  1865,  and  in  1879  and  1880.  In  1889 
he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Burleigh  as  a  commissioner  to  represent  the 
State  of  Maine  at  the  Washington  Centennial,  each  state  being  represented 
by  its  Governor  and  his  staff,  besides  the  commissioners.  When  the  Australian 
ballot  system  was  introduced  he  was  nominated  as  one  of  the  candidates  for 
mayor,  but  unwilling  to  contest  for  the  office,  he  withdrew  in  favor  of  George 
W.  True  who  was  elected.  William  G.  Soule  is  an  honorary  member  of  the 
13th  Maine  regiment  and  also  a  member  of  the  Lincoln  Club  of  Portland, 
having  been  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  since  its  organization  in 
1890.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Wholesale  Grocers'  Association  and  has  also 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Mr.  Soule  finds  relief  from  the  pressure  of  his  engrossing  business  cares  in 
his  pleasant  home  on  Dow  Street,  Portland,  Me.  He  is  a  man  of  culture  with 
fine  literary  tastes  and  ability,  being  the  author  of  numerous  poems,  which  have 
appeared  in  the  periodical  press.  Among  the  most  widely  known  contributions 
may  be  mentioned  "Our  Brotherhood"  and  the  "Reply  of  Old  Willey  to 
David  Barker."  When  the  poet  Whittier  was  visiting  Portland,  he  invited 
Mr.  Soule  and  his  family  to  call  on  him  at  the  home  of  Samuel  T.  Pickard, 
and  he  had  the  pleasure  of  a  long-to-be-remembered  interview  with  that 
beloved  poet.  Mrs.  Soule  was  on  the  barque  "Tennessee,"  one  of  her  father's 
vessels,  when  it  was  wrecked.

[SA  SOULE  (1),  a  son  of  Micah  (1)  and  Mercy  (Southworth)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  May  15,  1773;  married  Olive  South- 
worth,  daughter  of  Edward,  April  IS,  1773,  and  lived  in  his  native 
town  until  his  two  eldest  children  were  born;  then  followed  his 
brother  Jonathan  to  the  Kennebec  Valley  and  settled  alongside  of  him  in 
the  Township  of  Winslow,  Maine.  He  soon  took  an  active  part  in  local 
affairs  and  served  as  selectman  after  he  became  a  resident  of  Waterville, 
which  was  formerly  a  part  of  Winslow.  He  was  an  assessor  and  served  on 
the  school  committee.  District  No.  10  was  known  as  "Asa  Soule's  District" 
and  comprised  all  of  the  land  in  Waterville  south  of  District  No.  9,  and  be- 
tween No.  8  and  Snow  Pond. 

This  Asa  Soule  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  He  enlisted  under  the 
Resolve  of  June  5,  1780,  and  for  Springfield  July  10,  1780.  His  age  was  28 
years;  stature,  5  feet  7  inches;  complexion,  dark.  Engaged  for  the  town  of 
Marshfield.  WTas  armed  at  Springfield,  July  8,  1780.  Marched  to  camp  July 
10,  1780,  under  Capt.  Daniel  Shayes.  Was  also  in  the  company  of  Captain 
Riggs.  Had  regimental  furlough,  Dec.  24,  1781.  Was  discharged  June  15, 
1783,  by  George  Washington.  Asa  Soule  was  a  man  of  strong  will,  strictly 
honest  and  withal  a  worthy  and  respected  citizen.  His  farm  seems  to  have 
been  in  that  section  of  Waterville  since  incorporated  as  the  town  of  Oakland 
and  some  of  his  descendants  still  linger  about  the  old  hearthstone.  The  date 
of  his  death  is  not  known.

1.  Alfred  A.  Soule  (1),  eldest  son  of  Philander  (1)  and  Hadassah  (Wheeler) 
Soule,  born  in  Waterville,  Me.,  May  12,  1813;  married  Prudence  Dillingham 
Bradford  in  Harmony,  Me.,  Dec.  21,  1843;  she  was  born  in  Turner,  Me., 
April  1,  1822,  being  a  direct  descendant  of  Governor  Bradford  of  Massachusetts. 
He  died  at  Cumberland,  Wisconsin,  Jan.  8,  1883.  From  sketches  published 
in  the  western  newspapers  soon  after  his  death  we  cull  the  following:  He 
resided  at  Orono,  Me.,  running  a  large  water  mill  until  1851.  He  then  went  to 
Wisconsin  where  he  located  pine  lands  for  the  Washburns  and  Morrisons,  of 
Minneapolis,  with  his  brother.  During  the  hard  times  of  1857  he  went  South 
and  purchased  a  mill  in  Illinois,  which  he  operated  until  1865,  during  the  war 
sawing  the  largest  share  of  the  lumber  used  in  building  gunboats  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi at  Mound  City,  Illinois,  above  Cairo.  In  1865,  with  two  partners,  he 
established  at  Desark,  Ark.,  on  White  River,  a  saw  mill,  grist  mill,  planing  mill, 
and  foundry,  and  also  owned  a  steamer  on  the  river  running  between  St.  Louis 
and  that  point.  From  1865  to  1869,  he  had  his  residence  at  Bloomington, 
Illinois,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  insurance  business.  In  October,  1869, 
he  emigrated  to  Mountain  Lake  and  was  one  of  the  first  persons  who  voted 
at  the  first  election  there.  In  1879,  he  moved  to  St.  Paul  and  made  his  home  at 
that  place,  Cincinnati,  O.,  and  at  Cumberland,  Wis.  His  busy  life  was  mostly 
spent  in  manufacturing  lumber.  Mr.  Soule  was  a  great  reader,  and  for  several 
years  made  astronomy  a  study,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  preparing  to 
settle  in  St.  Paul  in  order  to  gain  access  to  a  library  for  the  cultivation  of  his 
mind.  The  New  York  Tribune  had  been  his  political  paper  for  years.  He 
always  voted  the  Whig  and  Republican  ticket  except  in  1872  when  he  voted 
for  Horace  Greeley,  of  whom  he  was  a  strong  supporter.  He  was  a  most 
loyal  supporter  of  the  Union  forces  during  the  Civil  War  and  very  active 
in  southern  Illinois  when  that  section  was  filled  with  traitors  and  deserters. 
The  battle  with  Jake  Thompson,  the  guerilla,  at  Commerce,  Mo.,  was  to 
prevent  him  from  overrunning  southern  Illinois  and  burning  Mr.  Soule's  mills, 
which  were  cutting  lumber  for  gunboats. 

In  1874  he  was  urged  to  accept  the  nomination  for  Representative  to 
Congress  in  the  39th  District  of  Illinois,  but  declined,  as  he  had  always  preferred 
the  duties  of  the  citizen  to  those  of  an  official.  Mr.  Soule  was  acquainted 
with  Grant,  Oglesby,  David  Davis  and  other  public  men,  and  during  the  war 
shared  their  confidence  and  esteem.  In  his  religious  faith  he  was  a  liberal 
thinker,  but  his  life  was  one  of  love  and  kindness  and  he  exemplified  the  spirit 
of  the  Golden  Rule.  While  studying  astronomy  he  seemed  to  have  this  sen- 
tence in  his  mind,  "Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee." 

Another  editor  has  said:  "He  was  a  pleasant  gentleman,  and  in  times  pre- 
ceding the  building  of  the  Omaha  road,  his  comfortable  home  was  a  welcome 
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resting  place  to  visitors  and  travelers  whose  business  called  them  to  that 
locality."  Another  has  written:  "We  remember  well  the  arrival  of  this  gentle- 
man several  years  ago  in  Manketo  with  his  bark  canoe.  He  launched  his 
little  craft  in  the  Minnesota  River  at  the  old  levee  fully  equipped  for  roughing 
it,  and  pushed  into  the  stream  headed  for  the  West.  He  said  he  was  seeking 
for  a  home  and  preferred  this  method  of  finding  one.  "  The  following  abstracts 
from  an  article  published  in  the  Windom  Reporter,  in  June,  1885,  two  years 
after  Mr.  Soule's  death,  affords  an  idea  of  his  home  at  "Oakwood:"  "He 
settled  here  in  1869,  purchasing  the  pre-emption  right  of  a  trapper  and  his 
equity  in  an  adjoining  tract  of  land  which  was  heavily  timbered.  The  farm 
consists  of  400  acres  enclosed  by  a  willow  hedge  except  on  the  lake,  on 
which  it  has  a  frontage  of  one  and  a  quarter  miles,  and  which  the  cottage 
faces.  The  dwelling  is  of  a  size  well  adapted  to  a  farm  of  this  magnitude. 
The  barns  where  the  cattle,  horses  and  sheep  are  housed  are  capacious  and 
were  built  from  frames  hewn  from  oaks  cut  on  the  place.  There  is  a  root 
house  of  approved  pattern  with  set-boilers  for  cooking  food,  corn  crib  and 
creamery  and  including  all  kinds  of  machinery  to  facilitate  the  work.  The 
whole  farm  is  utilized  for  trees,  buildings,  pasture,  grass  and  grain  to  which 
275  acres  were  sown  in  one  year.  Three  living  springs  afford  an  ample  supply 
of  water  for  the  stock.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Soule  the  farm  was  under  the 
management  of  Sydney  H.  Soule,  his  son.  Five  men  are  employed  on  the 
place.  The  stock  consisted,  in  1885,  of  750  blooded  sheep,  50  head  of  graded 
cattle,  30  horses  and  175  swine.  Mr.  Soule  was  the  first  man  to  introduce 
blooded  stock  into  Cottonwood  County,  bringing  to  his  farm  a  pair  of  Short- 
horn cattle  from  Illinois.  All  that  a  refined  taste  could  suggest  and  art  supply 
has  been  supplied  to  make  this  a  beautiful  place.  Beautiful  drives  have  been 
laid  out  through  the  groves  that  are  overhung  by  trailing  foliage,  while  a  choice 
variety  of  flowers  abound.  Good  order  is  everywhere  in  evidence.  Here  in  his 
pioneer  days  Mr.  Soule  entertained  his  visitors  in  his  log  cabin  from  which 
he  and  his  family  graduated  into  the  present  capacious  dwelling  which  has 
been  furnished  and  supplied  with  every  comfort  of  modern  times." 

Alfred  A.  Soule  was  a  man  of  public  spirit  and  enterprise,  and  during  the 
time  of  the  grasshopper  scourge  he  relieved  distress  from  his  private  means,  no 
account  of  which  he  would  permit  his  friends  to  make  public.  He  was  pos- 
sessed of  large  means,  owning  property  in  Illinois  and  in  the  Southern  States. 
He  owned  large  and  valuable  timber  lands  in  Wisconsin.  He  left  a  wife,  and 
two  sons,  Howard  and  Elmer.  He  was  buried  in  Bloomington,  Illinois.  For 
an  account  of  his  descendants,  see  forward. 

Haskett  Severance  Soule  (1),  eldest  son  of  Alfred  (1)  and  Prudence  D. 
Bradford,  born  in  Orono,  Me.,  July  10,  1845;  died  there  Sept.  11,  1847. 

Sidney  Howard  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Alfred  (1)  and  Prudence  D.  Brad- 
ford Soule,  born  in  Orono,  Me.,  Jan.  23,  1849;  married  Sept.  6,  1874,  at  Moun- 
tain Lake,  Minn.,  Mary  Alice  Yale,  descended  from  the  same  family  by 
whom  Yale  College  was  named,  living  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  who 
died  at  Mountain  Lake,  April  8,  1884,  aged  34  years.  By  this  union  there 
were  four  children.  He  married  2d,  April  29,  1894,  Helene  Julia  Sheldon. 
Residence,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.     Mr.  Soule  went  West  with  others  of  the  family 
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in  18 — ,  was  engaged  in  an  extensive  advertising  and  merchandising  business, 
handling  a  great  variety  of  small  wares,  and  deeply  interested  in  the  genealogical 
work  to  which  he  contributed  a  moderate  sum,  and  had  he  survived,  had  made 
a  conditional  pledge  of  more.  During  his  last  days  he  exerted  himself  in  col- 
lecting the  data  required  for  his  branch  of  the  old  Waterville  family  and  sought 
to  stimulate  an  interest  amongst  other  families  who  settled  in  the  West.  For 
a  long  time  he  suffered  from  a  cancer  in  his  tongue,  and  after  trying  many 
remedies  and  the  knife  succumbed  to  the  fatal  malady.  He  was  a  man  of 
great  kindness  of  heart  and  sympathy,  who  found  comfort  in  assisting  others.

4.  William  King  Soule,  born  in  Waterville,  Me.,  August,  1820,  third  son 
of  Philander  and  Hadassah  (Wheeler)  Soule,  was  named  in  honor  of  William 
King,  the  first  Governor  of  Maine.  He  moved  with  his  parents  (about 
1830)  to  Harmony,  Maine.  Aug.  12,  1850  he  married  Frances  Adeline 
Patten,  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  (Clark)  Patten  of  Newport,  Me.,  the 
ceremony  being  performed  in  Bangor,  Me.  Mr.  Soule  spent  the  most  of  his 
early  life  in  teaching  school  near  Harmony,  Me.  Soon  after  his  marriage  he 
emigrated  to  Illinois,  going  by  way  of  the  lakes  to  Chicago,  and  from  that 
point  by  wagon  to  Decatur.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  millwright  by  trade 
and  during  the  Civil  War  was  engaged  with  his  brother  Alfred,  in  a  saw-mill 
at  Ullin,  111.,  where  they  got  out  oak  timber  for  double-decking  and  protecting 
government  war  ships.  In  1865  he  bought  a  farm  near  Pontiac,  Illinois,  where 
he  moved  his  family,  intending  later  to  join  them  and  make  that  place  his 
permanent  home,  but  on  the  very  day  of  his  intended  departure  he  was  injured 
by  a  boiler  explosion  in  the  mill,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  April  12, 
1869.  He  was  5  feet  11  inches  in  height  and  of  medium  build  and  complexion. 
In  political  faith  he  was  a  staunch  Republican  and  was  interested  in  every  move- 
ment calculated  to  promote  the  welfare  of  his  fellow-men;  a  good  citizen  and 
man  of  honor. 

Sheridan  William  Soule,  son  of  the  preceding,  William  King  and  Frances 
(Patten)  Soule,  was  born  in  Ullin,  111.,  Sept.  12,  1865,  moving  with  his  mother 
in  the  spring  of  1866  to  Pontiac,  111.,  where  he  received  his  Education  in  the 
public  schools.  He  remained  at  Pontiac  till  1882,  then  moved  to  Billings, 
Montana,  arriving  on  July  22,  1882,  where  he  has  made  his  home  since.  Much 
of  his  life  has  been  spent  in  the  mercantile  business.  He  opened  one  of  the 
first  general  mercantile  stores  in  Billings,  and  also  had  stores  in  Red  Lodge, 
Montana,  and  in  Sheridan,  Wyoming.  For  three  years  he  was  deputy  county 
clerk,  afterwards  organized  and  was  president  of  the  Yellowstone  Investment 
Company  and  the  Yellowstone  County  Abstract  Company.     He  was  a  charter 
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member  of  Rathbone  Lodge  No.  28,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  later  served 
as  grand  chancellor  of  the  State  of  Montana.  He  also  belongs  to  Billings 
Lodge  58,  B.  P.  0.  E.,  and  was  a  member  of  the  building  committee  in  the 
erection  of  their  $150,000  club  building.  He  also  served  as  alderman  of  the 
city  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  chariman  of  the  police  commission.  Mr. 
Soule  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church  of  Billings. 

He  was  married  to  Agnes  Hilton  Durbin  (nee  Young)  on  Nov.  30,  1893; 
she  being  the  daughter  of  George  Andrew  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  and  Lydia  (Baker) 
Young  of  Anson,  Me.  One  child,  a  daughter,  Frances  Agnes  Soule,  is  the 
result  of  this  union,  born  July  13,  1898,  now  single.  This  lady  is  a  harpist  of 
some  note  and  has  been  on  the  concert  and  lyceum  stage  for  five  seasons, 
playing  in  almost  every  state  in  the  Union. 

5.  Cordelia  Soule  (1),  second  daughter  of  Philander  (1)  and  Hadassah 
(Wheeler)  Soule,  born  in  Waterville,  Me.,  May  24,  1822;  was  married  to  Peter 
Folsom  in  Harmony,  Me.,  Jan.  1,  1844;  he  was  born  in  Perry,  Me.,  Aug.  16, 
1817.  They  removed  from  Harmony,  Me.,  to  Bloomington,  111.,  in  1845,  where 
he  taught  school  and  engaged  in  surveying.  About  1849  he  went  to  Baraboo, 
Wisconsin,  but  after  two  years  returned  to  Bloomington,  where  he  engaged  in 
surveying,  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business  until  his  death,  Feb.  17,  1890.

HE  public  records  reported  destroyed  by  fire.  Family  records  de- 
ficient and  disconnected.  Some  burial  inscriptions  copied.  Though 
often  applied  to,  several  branches  of  this  now  numerous  family 
declined  to  render  assistance  and  the  appearance  of  the  present 
account  is  unsatisfactory.  Some  incidents  of  local  history  will  be  preserved. 
As  near  as  the  compiler  could  ascertain  there  were  two  brothers  from  Duxbury 
who  removed  to  the  wild  land  in  the  township  now  incorporated  in  Waldoboro, 
Nathan  Soule  and  Levi  Soule.  These  men  were  engaged  in  farming  and,  in 
a  small  way,  perhaps,  in  navigation  and  fishing.  They  were  not  Royalists, 
however,  and  one  of  them  lost  his  life  in  consequence  of  his  loyalty  to  the 
Colonial  cause. 

During  the  haying  season  of  1780,  a  party  consisting  of  four  Tories  came 
from  the  eastward  in  the  night,  guided  by  one  Pendleton,  and  secreted  them- 
selves in  the  barn  of  Capt.  Levi  Soule.  Then,  on  the  spot  where  John  F. 
Soule's  barn  has  since  stood,  as  he  went  to  feed  his  cattle  before  day,  he  was 
made  a  prisoner.  Being  in  his  shirt-sleeves  he  gained  permission  to  visit  his 
house  to  see  his  invalid  wife  and  get  his  coat;  closely  guarded,  with  his  arms 
pinioned  behind  his  back.  Having  obtained  a  large  knife  that  lay  on  the 
table,  Captain  Soule  approached  his  wife's  bed  and  asked  her  to  cut  the  ropes 
behind  his  back.  When  he  heard  this  request,  Pendleton  threatened  to  fire 
if  he  persisted  in  trying  to  free  himself.  The  reply  of  Captain  Soule  was, 
"Cut."  At  that  instant  the  Tory  fired  and  shot  him  dead,  the  same  bullet 
breaking  one  of  Mrs.  Soule's  fingers.  Fearing  the  report  of  the  musket  might 
arouse  some  of  the  neighbors  and  cause  an  alarm,  the  party  made  haste  to 
depart.  The  distress  of  the  poor  woman  cannot  be  described.  She  often 
related  the  circumstances  to  her  descendants,  showing  her  crooked  finger  as 
evidence  of  the  truthfulness  of  her  story.  The  transaction  cast  a  spirit  of 
gloom  over  the  entire  settlement  and  created  great  excitement  among  the 
inhabitants.  Captain  Soule's  body  was  buried  on  the  farm  since  owned  by 
Capt.  Andrew  Storer,  but  the  exact  spot  where  his  grave  was  made  is  not  known 
today.  Stephen  Pendleton,  the  perpetrator  of  this  murderous  act,  lived  in 
Searsmont  after  the  war  was  over. 

These  families  of  Soule  came  to  Broad  Bay,  Waldoboro,  Maine,  and  pur- 
chased farms  vacated  by  families  removing  to  North  Carolina,  and  being 
people  of  great  industry  and  good  judgment,  became  prosperous.  They  seized 
upon  the  water-powers  in  the  township  and  erected  mills  and  have  been  con- 
tinuously engaged  in  some  kind  of  manufacturing  business  ever  since.

Duxbury  Branch. 

HE  genealogy  of  this  branch  of  the  Soule  family  will  be  introduced 
by  the  name  of  Joshua  Soule,  a  son  of  John  Soule,  the  son  of  George 
Soule  the  Pilgrim  whose  biography  may  be  found  in  a  preliminary 
section  of  this  work.  This  family  connection  early  became  ardent 
supporters  of  the  Methodist  church  and  as  much  of  the  information  contained 
in  this  part  of  the  work  was  compiled  and  written  by  the  late  Rev.  Francis 
Asbury  Soule,  a  distinguished  Methodist  clergyman,  a  nephew  of  the  eminent 
Bishop  Joshua  Soule,  D.D.,  it  may  seem  biased  toward  that  denomination; 
and  more,  this  gentleman  frankly  stated  in  his  introductory  paragraphs  that 
as  he  had  written  especially  for  his  own  family  connection  he  had  been  more 
prolific  of  personal  particulars  than  he  should,  otherwise,  have  been.  If  such 
descriptive  fashion  is  criticised  as  too  prolix  and  an  error,  it  certainly  "leaned 
to  virtue's  side,"  and  we  can  only  wish  that  others  who  have  supplied  data  for 
the  books  had  been  as  verbose  in  description. 

1.  Joshua  Soule  (1),  reputed  the  youngest  son  of  John  (1)  and  his  second 
wife,  Esther  (Nash)  Sampson,  was  born  Oct.  12,  1681;  married  Joanna  Stud- 
ley  and  settled  in  Duxbury,  where  he  died  May  29,  1767.  Following  the 
fashion  of  their  Norse  ancestors  the  early  Soules  of  Plymouth  and  Duxbury 
engaged  quite  extensively  in  ship  building  and  in  maritime  industries  in  the 
first  part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  first  shipyard  in  Duxbury  was  on 
the  west  shore  of  the  "Nook"  adjoining  the  homestead  of  William  Soule;  and 
among  the  first  to  engage  in  the  fishing  business  were  Moses,  Joshua  and 
Josiah  Soule,  whose  ships  were  almost  constantly  employed  at  Cape  Sable. 
They  also  embarked  in  the  whale  fisheries  along  the  shore  between  the  capes, 
extending  their  excursions  as  far  as  Newfoundland  and  the  Gulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence. On  a  blank  leaf  found  in  an  old  account  book  belonging  to  Joshua 
Soule  there  is  a  curious  memorandum  which  reads  as  follows:  "Whale  fishing 
began.  Elisha  Cobb  sayled  from  here  March  ye  4th  and  from  Plymouth  ye 
7th,  1729."     When  this  was  written  he  was  48  years  of  age. 

This  Joshua  Soule  was  also  a  trader  in  Duxbury,  probably  long  before  the 
above  date;  and  an  old  day-book  of  that  time  tells  a  sad  story  of  one  feature 
of  his  business.  At  that  time  and  for  more  than  a  century  afterwards,  all 
country  merchants  conducted  variety  stores  and  dealt  quite  extensively  in 
the  liquor  business,  and  Captain  Soule  was  no  exception  to  the  general  rule. 
From  this  venerable  account  book  a  few  extracts  indicating  the  character  and 
extent  of  his  trade  will  herewith  be  submitted.  Such  charges  as  the  following 
are  scattered  through  the  pages:  "April  21,  1730,  Nathaniel  Chandler  to  1 
quart  of  rum,  Is,  and  6d.  At  Wden,  2  gal.,  14s.  and  4d."  Dec.  6,  1732,  Sam 
Fish  was  Dr.  to  yi  quart  rum  sweetened,  8d.  One  half  pint  spiced,  8d.  Next 
morning,  >£  pint  more,  7d.  etc.  From  this  old  tell-tale  book  we  learn  that 
between  September  and  January,  1730,  he  had  in  stock  more  than  45  gallons 
of  rum  for  his  general  customers;  and  in  the  following  May  he  had  a  barrel 
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of  rum  for  his  ship-carpenters  and  33  gallons  more  to  sell.  He  owned  at  least 
two  vessels,  named  the  "Sea-flower"  and  the  "Dolphin,"  which  were  employed 
in  the  coasting  trade  between  Virginia,  Maryland,  and  the  Carolinas.  In  these 
ships  were  probably  transported  those  families  of  Soule  who  settled  in  the 
South  whose  history,  as  far  as  known,  will  appear  in  another  place. 

Mr.  Soule  was  evidently  a  man  of  considerable  energy  and  business  ability, 
and  there  are  good  reasons  for  believing  that  he  attended  promptly  to  his 
religious  and  civil  duties  as  a  Christian  citizen.  This  Joshua  Soule  died  May 
29,  1767.     He  had  made  his  will  May  8,  1767,  which  was  proved  Oct.  20,  1767.

Ezekiel  Soule,  a  small  piece  of  salt  meadow  lying  on  the of  the  mouth 

of  Phillips  Creek."  Also  "one  third  of  my  right  in  the  Great  Cedar  Swamp," 
also  "I  give  him  the  ballance  of  what  he  is  indebted  to  me  which  I  believe  is 
about  two  hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  or  more."     To  son  Joseph,  "all  my 

right to  all  the  lands  and  islands  belonging  to  me  in  the  township  of  North 

Yarmouth  in  the  County  of  Cumberland."  Also  "my  half  of  Hamor  Island 
and  meadow  bought  of  Samuel  Baker  at  Pine-Point.  (Sic.)  To  my  son 
Nathan  "the  westerly  part  of  the  farm  I  now  live  on,  from  the  hither  or  first 
wall,  beginning  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Drews  land,  that  I  bought  of  Eze- 
kiel Soule,  so  running  to  the  northward  as  the  old  wall  fence  runs  to  the  bank 
so  the  same  course  to  the  last  ebb,  always  reserving  a  common  cartway  out 
of  the  Neck  on  the  upland  through  gates  and  bars."  Also  "one  half  of  my 
woodlot  and  one  third  of  my  right  in  the  Cedar  Swamp  and  one  half  of  my 
meadow  I  bought  of  Mr.  Abraham  Sampson  and  my  Gotom  lot."  To  "my 
grandson  Samuel  Soule  the  other  part  of  my  farm  that  I  now  live  on  or  that 
layeth  to  the  Eastward  of  the  old  wall  fence — with  all  the  buildings  that  are 
now  upon  it."  "Also  one  half  of  my  wood  lots  and  one  third  of  my  Cedar 
Swamp  and  the  meadow  that  was  my  fathers  at  Wood  Island,  and  the  other 
half  that  I  bought  of  Mr.  Abraham  Sampson."  "To  my  daughter,  Zuriah 
Sampson  wife  of  Ebenezer  Sampson,  a  small  piece  of  salt  meadow  of  mine  he 
used  to  cut  lying  on  the  Skirt,"  also  "ten  pounds  to  be  paid  in  cash  in  two 
years  of  my  decease."  "To  my  daughter  Abigail  Drew,  wife  to  Perez  Drew, 
the  house  and  farm  whereon  they  now  live  with  the  building  yard  (Ship-yard) ; 
also  £10  in  two  years  after  my  decease."  "To  my  daughter  Sarah,  the  wife 
of  Aaron  Bisbee  the  sum  of  eighteen  pounds  to  be  paid  by  my  ex'cor  of  my 
estate  as  they  shall  agree  or  in  cash  in  two  years  after  my  decease."  "To  my 
granddaughter  Lidia  Simmons,  wife  of  Jedediah  Simmons  six  pounds — in  two 
years  after  my  decease." 

"My  will  is  that  my  legacies  and  debts  and  funeral  charges  be  paid  out 
of  my  personal  estate — and  if  any  remain  after  they  are  paid,  I  give  to  my 
grandson  Samuel  Soule,  whom  I  make  my  sole  Executor." 

The  witnesses:  Joseph  Cushman,  Elizabeth  Cushman  and  Judah  Delano. 
The  will  was  presented  for  probate  by  Samuel  Soule  the  Executor  therein 
named,  then  present  Judah  Delano  and  Joseph  Cushman,  two  of  the  witnesses. 
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Schedule  of  the  Real  Estate. 

The  records  show  that  Samuel  Soule,  who  had  been  appointed  executor  of 
his  grandfather's  will,  had  died,  and  Joseph  Soule,  one  of  the  sons,  had  been 
appointed  in  his  place.

He  died 
March  30,  1806,  and  the  following  was  copied  from  his  headstone  in  Livermore, 
Me.:  "His  life  was  governed  by  the  precepts  of  the  gospel,  and  through  faith 
in  the  Son  of  God  he  obtained  a  complete  victory  over  the  fear  of  death."

7.  Rev.  Joshua  Soule  (4),  born  in  Bristol,  Me.,  Aug.  1,  1781.     See  sketch. 

8.  Nathan  Soule  (3),  born  in  the  new  settlement  on  Sandy  River,  July  2, 
1784,  and  always  claimed  to  have  been  the  first  white  child  born  in  that  colony. 
He  was  married  June  29,  1806,  to  Nancy  Howland,  daughter  of  Capt.  Elijah 
Howland,  of  Avon,  Me.,  born  May  23,  1788.  He  was  precocious,  gifted  and 
very  zealous  in  his  religious  experience,  but  unlike  his  brother  Joshua,  the 
Bishop,  was  constitutionally  diffident  and  self-distrustful.  He  also  felt  called 
to  the  office  of  the  ministry,  but  shrank  from  its  responsibilities  and  never 
took  any  prominent  part  in  church  work,  notwithstanding  his  excellent  ability. 
He  was,  however,  superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  school,  and  one  of  the  trustees 
of  the  church.  He  was  an  ardent  temperance  man,  and  a  frequent  lecturer 
on  the  subject.  He  also  held  several  town  offices.  In  stature  he  was  gigantic, 
being  six  feet  and  three  inches  in  height,  and  in  the  maturity  of  his  manhood 
weighed  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds.  His  frame  was  large  but  not 
clothed  with  superfluous  flesh.  His  muscular  strength  was  great.  He  assumed 
the  care  of  his  parents  during  their  declining  years  and  acquitted  himself  of 
his  charge  in  the  most  conscientious  manner.  Between  the  years  1804  and 
1816,  he  sold  his  farm  in  Avon,  Me.,  and  purchased  a  tract  of  choice  land  for 
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a  homestead  near  that  of  his  brother  Joshua,  in  the  town  of  Livermore,  where 
he  resided  till  1840.  He  died  in  Harmony,  Me.,  Jan.  17,  1849;  his  wife  died 
in  LaGrange,  Me.,  Jan.  3,  1868.     Eleven  children.     See  7th  generation. 

9.  Polly  Soule  (3),  born  in  Avon,  Me.,  Aug.  1,  1786;  was  married  to  Col. 
Theodore  Marston  of  Phillips,  Me.,  in  April,  1811.  He  was  born  in  Mt. 
Vernon,  Me.,  in  1792.  She  was  a  tall  woman  of  queenly  bearing;  largely 
endowed  in  mind  and  heart  by  nature,  and  enriched  by  culture  and  grace; 
a  noble  Christian  lady.  She  was  the  ruling  spirit  in  the  household  and  neigh- 
borhood and  shed  on  all  the  benign  influence  of  her  saintly  character.  She  was 
a  ministering  angel  to  the  poor,  the  sick  and  suffering;  all  of  whom  found  in 
her  a  wise  counsellor  and  sympathizing  friend.  She  died  in  Phillips,  Me.,  Jan. 
1,  1868,  and  was  sincerely  lamented  by  her  kindred,  the  church,  and  com- 
munity. Her  husband  was  possessed  of  many  estimable  qualities  as  a  man, 
a  husband,  a  father  and  citizen.  He  was  honest,  industrious,  frugal  and  hos- 
pitable; amassed  a  good  estate  and  died  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.

Joshua  Soule  (2),  eldest  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Mercy  (Fullerton)  Soule, 
born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Nov.  14,  1743;  married  Mary  Cushman,  Feb.  14, 
1765;  died  in  Avon,  Me.,  May  8,  1808.  His  wife  was  born  Dec.  22,  1744,  in 
Phillips,  Me.,  and  died  there  March  27,  1819. 

They  were  first  buried  in  Avon,  Maine,  but  their  bodies  were  removed 
and  re-interred  in  Livermore,  Me.,  in  1822.  He  resided  in  Duxbury,  Mass., 
till  his  removal  to  Bristol,  Me.,  probably  in  1772.  Here  he  lived  at  Round 
Pond,  but  Aug.  13,  1773,  he  sold  his  farm  called  the  "Chamberlin  Place"  to 
Rev.  A.  McLean,  and  removed  to  Broad  Cove  in  that  neighborhood.  This 
last  place  was,  by  the  division  of  the  township,  in  the  town  of  Bremen.  He 
was  highly  respected  in  Bristol,  as  in  all  places  where  he  resided.  His  name  is 
of  frequent  occurrence  in  the  town  records  of  those  days,  and  was  highly 
spoken  of  in  official  documents  and  local  histories.  He  was  one  of  the  select- 
men in  Bristol  in  1781.  While  living  in  Bristol,  Capt.  Soule — as  he  was  called — 
was  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev. 
A.  McLean;  then  called  by  some  a  "Scotch  Presbyterian  Church."  He  was 
well  posted  in  the  scriptures,  fortified  with  a  ready  memory,  and  few  men  were 
disposed  to  discuss  with  him  doctrinal  questions.  In  1782-3  he  removed  to 
Avon,  Me.,  then  a  new  settlement  on  Sandy  River.  This  was  a  wild,  dreary 
country,  but  the  hardy,  heroic  pioneers  of  civilization  soon  caused  the  wilder- 
ness to  blossom  as  the  rose.  The  little  river  is  a  tributary  of  the  Kennebec, 
and  rising  among  the  hills  often  overflows  its  banks  in  the  rainy  season,  doing 
great  damage  to  fences,  land  and  crops.  Along  the  borders  of  the  stream  there 
are  narrow  intervales  which  are  very  productive;  but  in  other  localities  the 
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hills,  rocky  and  bleak,  were  clothed  with  heavy  forests  of  that  northern  clime, 
making  the  natural  scenery  highly  romantic;  just  the  environment  to  give 
grandeur  and  strength  of  mind  and  energy  to  the  rural  population.  Here 
Capt.  Soule  purchased  a  large  tract  of  wild  land,  comprising  both  hill  and 
intervale,  and  built  him  a  large  log-house  only  a  few  hundred  yards  from  the 
river  into  which  he  moved  his  family  consisting  of  his  wife  and  six  children, 
during  the  winter  season. 

But  into  this  settlement  of  the  Province  at  that  time,  there  had  come  several 
excellent  families  of  the  best  Puritan  stock  from  Massachusetts,  and  others 
soon  followed,  so  in  a  short  time  there  was  an  intelligent  community  of  sterling, 
enterprising  settlers  scattered  up  and  down  the  river,  and  among  these  inhab- 
itants he  was  a  leading  spirit.  Here  he  devoted  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
twenty-six  years,  to  agricultural  pursuits.  In  a  few  years  after  his  settlement 
he  saw  spread  out  before  him  broad  fields  of  grain  and  pastures  covered  with 
flocks  and  herds.     For  the  first  years,  his  privations  and  toils  were  very  great. 

Capt.  Soule  possessed  unusual  endowments  of  both  mind  and  body;  and 
although  his  early  school  advantages  for  acquiring  an  education  were  limited, 
he  had  mastered  navigation,  and  for  several  years  was  captain  of  a  ship  and 
would  doubtless  have  continued  his  sea-faring  life,  had  not  his  vessel  been 
destroyed  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

He  was  also  a  good  surveyor,  and  quite  a  master  in  mathematics.  By 
general  reading  of  a  few  choice  books,  by  observation  and  social  intercourse, 
he  became  a  well-informed  man  upon  general  topics  and  especially  upon  relig- 
ious subjects.  Having  been  brought  up  after  "the  most  straitest  sect"  of 
the  Puritan  religion,  he  was  a  sturdy  Calvinist,  tenaciously  adhering  to  its 
dogmas  and  forms  till  1797,  when  he  from  conviction,  became  an  Arminian  in 
faith  and  with  his  wife  and  eight  children  j.oined  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  13  years  after  its  organization.  From  that  time  his  house  was  both  a 
preaching  place  and  a  home  for  the  itinerant  ministers  till  his  death  in  1808. 
He  was  honored  with  several  lay  offices  in  the  church,  and  served  with  diligence, 
zeal  and  fidelity,  "till  he  his  body  with  his  charge  laid  down,"  at  the  age  of 
65  years.  After  his  change  of  views  he  had  a  richer  experience  of  divine  grace, 
but  he  was  no  less  bold  and  avoided  as  a  disputant  by  those  who  assailed  his 
faith  or  reproached  his  church,  than  before.  He  was,  however,  more  free  from 
sectarian  bigotry,  more  liberal  in  spirit,  and  more  zealous  in  duty,  than  when 
adhering  to  the  creed  and  forms  of  his  fathers,  of  the  Puritan  Church. 

He  died  of  disease  in  the  maturity  of  his  Christian  character,  leaving  a 
good  name,  a  virtuous  example  and  a  small  estate  as  a  legacy  to  his  family, 
wisely  disposing  of  his  property  by  will  to  his  children,  who  loved  and  revered 
him  in  life,  and  mournfully,  tenderly  followed  him  to  his  grave  in  the  new 
settlement  far  from  the  tombs  of  his  kindred. 

Mrs.  Soule  was  noted  for  her  strength  and  breadth  of  intellect,  her  general 
intelligence  and  decision  of  character.  She  had  views  and  opinions  of  her 
own,  and  although  a  woman  of  few  words,  she  was  ever  ready  to  express  her 
convictions  and  faith  on  all  occasions.  She  survived  her  husband  eleven  years, 
living  with  her  son,  and  died  at  the  age  of  75,  loved  and  lamented  by  all.  She 
was  interred  by  the  side  of  her  husband  in  Livermore  rural  burying-ground. 
These  had  nine  children,  of  whom  with  sixth  generation. 
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Joshua  Soule  (3),  fifth  son  of  Joshua  (2)  and  Mary  (Cushman)  Soule,  was 
born  in  Bristol,  Me.,  Aug.  1,  1781;  married  Sarah  Allen,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Allen  of  Wickford,  R.  I.,  Sept.  18,  1803;  he  died  near  Nashville,  Tenn.,  on 
March  6,  1867.     His  biography  as  supplied  is  as  follows: 

Rev.  Joshua  Soule  entered  the  traveling  connection  at  a  session  of  confer- 
ence held  in  New  York  City,  June  19,  1799,  and  was  stationed  on  the  Portland, 
Me.,  circuit,  the  colleague  of  Timothy  Merritt. 

He  had  just  passed  his  eighteenth  year,  and  with  a  limited  education,  showed 
extraordinary  ability  as  a  preacher;  was  studious  and  greatly  devoted  to 
his  work.  In  1800  he  was  on  Union  River  circuit,  in  Maine,  without  a  col- 
league, when  his  labors,  exposures,  and  trials  were  great,  but  he  was  greatly 
blessed  in  his  work,  and  had  a  very  successful  year.  At  the  New  England 
Conference  held  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  July  17,  1801,  he  was  received  into  full  con- 
nection in  that  body  and  ordained  by  Bishop  Whalecoat.  He  was  stationed 
this  year  on  Sandwich  circuit,  Mass.,  which  embraced  all  of  Cape  Cod,  except 
Provincetown.  Here  his  executive  ability  was  evinced  in  bringing  the  various 
societies  into  Methodistic  order,  and  he  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  great  success 
attend  his  labors.  In  1802  he  was  stationed  on  Needham  circuit,  Mass.,  with 
Daniel  Berry  for  colleague,  one  of  the  largest  circuits  in  New  England.  There 
were  societies  in  the  following  towns:  Harvard,  Needham,  Westboro,  Mil- 
ford,  Holliston,  and  Maiden,  besides  preaching  stations  in  various  other  places. 
The  territory  embraced  in  this  circuit  was  extensive  enough  for  a  good  sized 
Presiding  Elder's  District.  Before  leaving  the  circuit,  he  prepared  a  book  of 
records  which  opens  with  the  following  note  in  a  very  legible  hand,  a  very 
fine  specimen  of  writing:  "As  the  interest  of  the  Methodist  society  greatly 
depends  upon  the  pious  and  assiduous  exertions  of  the  official's  character,  I 
sincerely  hope  that  my  successors  in  the  holy  cause,  on  this  circuit,  will  be 
faithful  to  inculcate  the  discipline  in  the  fear  of  God. 

4 'As  no  records  have  been  kept  previous  to  my  coming  into  the  circuit, 
whereby  I  could  obtain  information  concerning  the  antecedent  state  of  the 
societies,  I  can  leave  no  chronicle  of  circumstances  existing  prior  to  my  personal 
knowledge."     Signed,  "Joshua  Soule.     Harvard,  Feb.  14,  1803." 

In  1803  he  was  stationed  on  the  island  of  Nantucket  in  Massachusetts 
which  was  his  first  station,  his  talent  being  confined  to  a  single  society.  His 
labors  were  abundant  and  successful  on  this  island  of  the  sea  in  building  up  a 
society,  which  for  a  long  time  was  one  of  the  most  promient  Methodist  churches 
in  New  England.  In  1804-5  he  was  appointed  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Maine 
District  which  included  the  entire  state.  What  a  field!  Who  can  describe 
his  exposures  and  sufferings  during  those  two  years?  But  they  were  glorious 
years  for  Methodism  with  great  revivals  in  all  directions.  In  1806  the  work 
had  been  so  extended  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  divide  the  District  into 
Portland  and  Kennebec;  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  latter,  where  he  was 
continued  for  two  years.  In  1808  he  was  appointed  to  the  Portland  District 
where  he  was  continued,  making  eight  years  of  continuous  labor  as  Presiding 
Elder  in  Maine;  and  those  were  great  years  for  Methodism  in  that  state. 
The  triumphs  were  marvelous.     In  1812,  he  was  stationed  in  Lynn,   Mass., 
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with  Daniel  Webb  for  colleague.  Here,  where  Jesse  Lee  preached  on  his  first 
visit  to  New  England,  and  where  he  found  so  hearty  a  welcome,  and  soon 
organized  a  society,  were  at  that  time  two  societies  of  considerable  strength, 
and  the  two  preachers,  well  united  and  adapted  to  the  work,  found  a  soil 
especially  congenial  to  Methodism,  and  their  year's  labor  was  crowned  with 
excellent  success.  But  as  great  as  his  success  had  been,  and  as  greatly  as  he 
was  endeared  to  the  people,  they  could  not  keep  him  from  Maine,  which  seems 
to  have  had  a  pre-empted  claim  on  him,  so  he  must  go  back  to  the  Presiding 
Eldership  of  the  Kennebec  District  in  1813,  where  he  remained  for  three  years, 
and  had  not  the  General  Conference  in  1816,  laid  hands  on  him  and  placed  him 
as  Agent  of  the  Book  Concern  in  New  York,  his  native  state  might  have  kept 
him  within  its  domain  as  long  as  he  lived. 

So,  of  the  seventeen  years  he  spent  in  the  ministry  in  New  England,  thirteen 
of  which  were  spent  in  Maine,  eleven  on  Districts,  and  four  in  Massachusetts, 
in  all  of  these  he  witnessed  great  results  for  the  cause  of  Methodism  under  his 
labors.  He  was  among  the  chief  of  the  giant  and  heroic  men  who  planted 
Methodism  on  the  old  Puritanic  soil,  and  his  name  will  ever  be  honored  by 
those  who  were  descended  from  those  who  were  so  greatly  blessed  by  his  labors. 

Joshua  Soule  was  a  great  man,  and  in  some  respects  but  few,  if  any,  have 
been  raised  more  than  his  equal  in  American  Methodism.  He  was  physically 
great.  In  person  he  was  grand,  noble,  commanding,  and  in  the  streets  of 
any  city,  he  would  attract  attention  of  all  beholders.  His  gait  was  majestic. 
He  seemed  to  move  his  feet  deliberately  and  by  rule,  never  raising  one  foot  until 
the  other  had  been  squarely  planted  on  a  sure  foundation.  He  was  calm  and 
self-controlled  in  every  movement. 

His  mind  was  clear,  broad,  comprehensive,  and  he  never  failed  in  mastering 
the  subject  he  had  in  hand.  Though  not  an  orator,  he  was  often  eloquent,  and 
though  he  might  not  have  been  considered  a  great  logician,  his  reasoning  was 
often  masterly,  sweeping  over  an  audience  as  tempest  moves  the  forest.  His 
breadth  and  depth  of  thought,  and  his  direct,  earnest,  commanding  delivery, 
always  gave  great  power  to  his  puplit  efforts;  and  his  hearers  were  always 
conscious  that  they  were'  listening  to  an  able  minister  of  the  gospel,  whose 
object  was  to  bring  them  to  a  better  acquaintance  with  the  Lord  and  Master. 

His  industry  was  remarkable.  As  a  student  he  was  untiring  in  his  efforts 
to  acquire  knowledge.  With  limited  advantages  for  acquiring  an  education 
and  his  time  devoted  to  the  arduous  duties  of  an  itinerant  ministry,  he  became 
possessed  of  a  respectable  fund  of  knowledge.  As  a  writer,  his  style  was 
vigorous,  clear  and  strong,  and  commanded  the  respect  of  his  readers.  On 
publishing  the  first  volume  of  the  Methodist  Magazine,,  January,  1818,  the 
opening  address  from  his  pen  is  a  specimen  of  writing  for  clearness,  compre- 
hensiveness and  force,  which  has  seldom  been  equalled  in  the  denominational 
literature. 

In  whatever  position  he  was  placed,  as  pastor  of  a  circuit  station,  or  Presid- 
ing Elder  of  a  District,  Agent  of  the  Book  Concern,  Editor,  Bishop,  he  was 
equal  to  the  occasion  or  situation. 

The  life  of  Bishop  Joshua  Soule  was  not  published  till  nearly  half  a  century 
after  his  death.  He  had  stated  on  the  conference  floor  that  he  did  not  want 
his  life  written  by  any  man  and  went  to  his  home  to  destroy  such  documents 
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as  he  thought  might  be  used  for  such  a  purpose.  There  were  reasons,  after 
this  long  lapse  of  years,  assumed  to  have  been  of  sufficient  weight  to  ignore 
the  restrictions,  and  the  Southern  branch  of  the  Methodist  church  published 
a  small  but  well-arranged  volume  covering  the  most  salient  features  of  his 
active  and  useful  life.  The  materials  to  be  used  for  this  work  were  meager  and 
widely  scattered  and  there  were  deficient  sections  to  be  regretted.  There 
were  also  several  errors  of  statement  that  the  discoveries  during  the  last 
research  will  enable  the  compiler  of  this  volume  to  correct. 

The  introductory  chapters  in  this  "Life  of  Bishop  Soule"  were  so  rich  in 
historical  statement  relating  to  the  early  history  of  the  Norse  ancestors  of  the 
Soule  family  that  I  have  quoted  freely  from  them.  These  descriptions  will 
also  disclose  some  misstatements  that  will  be  rectified  in  the  more  extensive 
preliminary  sections  of  the  present  work.  In  one  particular  the  author  of  the 
"Life"  has  made  prominent  only  one  member  of  the  ancient  Scottish  family, 
several  of  whose  representatives  were  the  most  distinguished  soldiers  and 
diplomats  of  those  days.  We  shall  quote:  "The  early  New  England  race  of 
Soules  were  sea-kings — skippers  of  whaling  and  fishing  vessels  or  masters  of 
merchant  ships  that  braved  the  mid-Atlantic.  The  second  generation  settled 
about  the  shores  of  Martha's  Vineyard  and  Nantucket  Island  in  the  open 
face  of  the  surf.  They  took  to  the  sea  as  by  intuition.  The  spray  was  in  their 
hair  and  the  salt  was  in  their  blood.  The  deep  was  their  affinity.  Their  very 
virtues  were  ocean-like — resistless,  unconfined.  Courage  and  candor  were  in 
their  hearts.  On  the  sea  they  welcomed  the  storm,  and  on  the  land  they 
turned  not  back  from  any  purpose  or  enterprise. 

"The  persistence  of  the  sea-faring  life  in  the  choice  of  this  generation  was 
not  fortuity,  nor  in  the  ref^ence  of  their  physical  and  temperamental  qualities 
to  the  blood  and  heredity  „±  the  sea-kings  either  fanciful  or  accommodated. 
The  Soules  in  the  south  of  Scotland  and  in  the  north  of  England,  dwellers 
about  the  Tweed,  as  well  as  those  of  France,  were  Normans  of  the  Normans. 
Their  ancestral  blood  ran  red  in  the  veins  of  those  whose  prowess  Rollo  the 
Norwegian,  in  the  tenth  century,  established  himself  on  the  northern  shores  of 
France.  From  Rollo  and  his  Vikings  were  descended  those  mighty  dukes  and 
feudal  lords  who  conquered  England  and  gave  to  it  new  blood  and  the  capacity 
of  a  new  faith.  It  was  from  the  midriff  of  one  of  Rollo's  Vikings  that  the 
race  of  Soules  were  sprung.  The  love  of  the  sea  and  its  mysteries  and  the 
longing  for  lands  unknown  which  entice  to  adventure  the  pagan  sires  enticed 
their  Christian  sons  to  seek  in  many  lands  the  goal  of  liberty  and  freedom  of 
thought. 

"The  very  name  of  Soule  is  an  echo  of  the  sagas,  new  and  old.  Its  root  is 
the  true  Norse  word  sjo,  or  so,  the  equivalent  of  the  English  see,  the  moving, 
restless  one,  to  which  root  has  been  conjecturally  referred  the  English  word 
Soul.  Here  is  a  lineage  that  loses  itself  among  the  sons  of  Woden,  a  race 
tree  as  ancient  and  mysterious  as  Ygdrasil  itself. 

"As  to  the  true  spelling  (and  pronunciation)  of  the  name  there  was  confu- 
sion even  in  England  just  before  the  Cromwellian  period.  The  spelling  on  the 
Plymouth  list  is  Sowle.  In  France  the  name  is  a  word  of  two  syllables  and 
accented  on  the  final  letter.  At  an  early  date  in  Normandy  the  name  was 
spelled  Soulis,  which  was  no  doubt  the  original  form;  but  to-day  it  is  met  in 
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the  capital  and  other  cities  about  the  Seine  as  Soule.  A  brother  of  the  Bishop, 
who  removed  from  New  England  to  the  West  in  advance  of  his  more  noted 
kinsman,  replaced  the  Gallic  accent,  and  his  descendants  continue  to  be  known 
by  the  name  of  Soule.  The  Bishop  in  his  later  years  was  known  to  be  sensitive 
concerning  this  reversion  to  precedent,  and  stoutly  insisted  that,  so  far  as 
regards  his  own  name,  the  Plymouth  rule  of  pronunciation  should  apply. 

"In  Stubbs'  Chronicle  of  the  reign  of  Edward  First  and  Edward  Second,  is 
given  a  particular  account  of  Sir  John  Soulis  (should  be  'Soule'  as  now  proven 
by  ancient  charters  witnessed  by  him),  who  belonged  to  one  of  those  Anglo-Nor- 
man families  who  settled  in  Scotland  in  the  reign  of  Malcolm  III.  This  thir- 
teenth century  link  in  the  chain  of  the  modern  Bishop's  family  was  cast  in  a 
rude  but  heroic  mould.  He  was  the  compeer  and  accomplice  of  the  Baliols  and 
the  Bruces,  the  Lords  of  Hastings  and  their  great  clan  barons,  who  in  the 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries  played  between  England  and  France  the 
games  of  diplomacy  and  war,  with  the  crown  and  kingdom  of  Scotland  as  a 
stake.  By  turns  Sir  John  Soulis  was  a  soldier  and  diplomat  of  fortune;  and 
not  a  few  were  the  freebooting  enterprises  which  he  undertook  along  the  land 
and  on  the  seas,  thus  showing  himself  a  veritable  Viking  of  the  later  age. 
Though  a  natural  ally  of  the  Scottish  king,  John  Baliol,  he  was  sometimes  in 
the  employ  of  the  English  sovereign  Edward  I  and  yet  at  other  times  on  mis- 
sions for  the  king  of  France;  but  he  invariably  sought  those  enterprises  which 
had  in  them  the  elements  of  adventure  and  daring.  Appointed  by  King  John 
as  co-guardian  with  John  Comyn,  of  Scotland,  while  the  king  was  in  exile  of 
war  he  assumed  almost  regal  power  and  began  to  treat  with  the  court  of  Rome 
against  the  English.  To  further  his  designs  he  took  to  the  sea  on  an  embassy 
to  France,  and  soon  the  ships  of  England  were  scouring  the  Channel  in  search 
of  him  and  his  companions.  He  was  thus  for  a  time  the  disturber,  if  not  the 
dictator,  of  Europe.  Though  baffled  in  the  effort  to  realize  his  vast  schemes, 
the  latent  Norse  instinct  of  his  nature  led  him  to  continue  the  feudatory 
strife  along  the  Scottish  border.  Later  his  name  became  terrible  as  a  foeman 
amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  English  shires.  Finally  he  joined  himself  to 
Edward  Bruce,  a  younger  brother  of  King  Robert  Bruce,  who  early  in  the 
fourteenth  century  led  a  sea  expedition  to  Ireland  and  had  himself  proclaimed 
king  in  the  north  of  that  island.  In  a  great  battle  at  Dundald,  which  recalled 
1  the  last  great  battle '  of  Arthur  with  the  Picts  in  Cornwall,  the  prince  and  his 
Norman  ally  perished  side  by  side." 

Bishop  Soule' s  Family. 

Sarah  Allen  Soule,  the  bishop's  wife,  was  a  rare  specimen  of  piety,  prudence, 
industry  and  economy.  To  show  his  benevolence  it  may  be  stated  that  he 
received  as  members  of  his  household  three  maiden  sisters  of  his  wife,  the 
Misses  Allen,  and  made  them  comfortable  for  many  years;  then  he  saw  them 
respectfully  buried.  He  said  he  wanted  no  other  epitaph  upon  his  tombstone 
than  this:  "The  man  who  helped  the  poor  to  live  here." 

During  the  early  years  of  his  itinerant  ministry  he  was  often  a  stranger 
in  his  own  family.  During  his  long  journeys  as  a  circuit-rider  and  as  presiding 
elder  through  the  wilderness  of  Maine,  he  was  so  long  absent  that  when  re- 
turning, his  younger  children  did  not  recognize  him  as  their  father;  and  more 
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than  once  he  found  a  babe  in  the  cradle  whom  he  had  not  seen.  On  reviewing 
his  experiences  before  the  Conference  after  he  had  been  a  bishop  more  than 
twenty  years,  he  said:  "I  have  occupied  the  humblest  cabin,  scarcely  supplied 
with  the  necessaries  of  life.  I  have  slept  on  the  earth  with  a  bearskin  for  my 
couch  and  the  heavens  for  my  only  protection.  I  have  bedded  on  snow  from 
three  to  four  feet  deep,  the  heavens  spread  over  me;  and  from  such  scenes  of 
exposure  I  have  entered  the  stately  mansion  house  with  every  comfort  earth 
can  afford." 

In  his  letters  to  his  relatives  in  Maine  he  frequently  mentioned  his  chil- 
dren; especially  when  acquiring  their  education.  He  expressed  great  confidence 
in  their  ability  and  successful  advancement  in  their  studies  and  states  his  inten- 
tions concerning  their  future.  He  had  made  choice  for  each  of  his  sons  of  the 
profession  they  were  to  adopt  and  seems  assured  of  their  success  therein.  He 
mentions  with  no  less  interest  his  daughters  and  their  studies  of  French,  music 
and  art.  He  says  these  were  in  institutions  of  the  first  respectability  and  that 
they  were  so  far  advanced  that  they  could  translate  almost  any  French  book 
into  good  English;  and  that  on  their  vacations  the  French  language  was  very 
common  in  his  family. 

His  stately  and  statuesque  form  was  truly  commanding,  and  supplementing 
this  with  the  rather  stern  expression  of  his  strongly  marked  features,  were  a 
warning  against  unwarranted  familiarity.  When  attending  the  Wesleyan  Con- 
ferences in  England  and  Ireland  his  carriage  and  facial  expression  were  com- 
pared to  Lord  Nelson,  the  "Iron  Duke."  Certainly  his  rank  as  an  ecclesiast- 
ical commander  was  equal  to  that  of  the  highest  military  official  and  his  author- 
ity recognized  equally  by  his  brethren  and  colleagues.  With  his  massive  head 
thrown  back  and  his  falcon  eyes  directing  his  gaze  steadfastly  ahead,  his 
attitude  was  one  of  confidence  and  responsibility.  In  him  was  sharply  marked 
the  antithesis  between  a  haughty  spirit  and  an  humble  heart.  His  greatness 
was  the  reflection  of  his  goodness;  his  authority  based  upon  a  consciousness 
of  integrity. 

At  one  time  when  Bishop  Soule  was  on  a  journey  he  had  occasion  to  tarry 
for  a  night  at  a  village  hotel.  At  the  time  the  landlord  was  absent  and  the 
hostelry  was  left  in  the  care  of  a  typical  Irishman  whose  observations  were 
acute  and  his  expressions  graphic.  When  the  proprietor  had  returned  late 
at  night,  Pat  informed  him  of  the  coming  of  the  stranger  guest.  "And  what 
sort  of  a  man  do  you  think  he  is?"  Tipping  his  head  in  a  position  of  deep 
inquiry  the  Hibernian  replied:  "Well,  I  don't  just  mind,  but  I'll  wager  me 
faith  that  he's  aither  a  gineral  or  a  bishop." 

His  bosky  thicket  of  hair  rising  high  above  his  towering  brow  was  like  the 
wind-tossed  mane  of  an  Arabian  charger  and  formed  a  secure  place  of  repose 
for  his  spectacles  while  employed  in  the  enthusiasm  of  preaching.  His  semi- 
profile  portrait  shows  his  face  to  have  been  moulded  after  the  typical  Soule 
model.  His  descriptive  list  represents  his  nose  as  "Roman,"  but  it  was  but 
slightly  Romanized  and  deviated  but  little  from  the  aquiline.  The  fashion  of 
his  face  was  somewhat  elongated  and  very  rugged  in  aspect;  the  general 
structure  being  composed  of  hills  and  valleys.  His  cheek  bones  were  prom- 
inent and  his  ample  forehead  overhanging.  His  brows  were  long,  thick  and 
outstanding  and  gave  to  his  expression  a  solidity  and  determinate  character. 
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His  mouth  was  surmounted  by  a  long,  close-shut  upper  lip  which  was  the 
unquestionable  material  synonym  of  firmness  and  resolution.  His  chin  was 
square-cut  and  granitic  and  stood  forth  as  the  unyielding  foundation  and  secure 
support  of  what  was  above  it.  However,  this  whole  facial  area  was  lighted  by 
the  spiritual  fire  that  burned  within  his  soul  as  an  electric  flame  shines  through 
the  translucent  globe  of  glass;  radiating  over  his  features  as  a  softened  light 
is  diffused  through  a  room. 

No  person  who  ever  looked  upon  the  face  of  Bishop  Soule  could  doubt  that 
he  was  a  man  of  unyielding  will  and  uncompromising  determination.  There 
was  in  the  settled  expression  of  his  features  the  unmistakable  evidence  of  a 
lofty  personality  and  independence  of  character  that  could  brook  no  inter- 
ference nor  countenance  any  intrusion.  His  yea  was  yea  and  his  nay  was  nay. 
An  instance  that  illustrates  this  unyielding  purpose  was  when  he  had  been 
requested  to  assist  in  the  dedication  of  a  Methodist  meeting-house  somewhere 
in  Michigan.  He  was  greeted  at  the  railway  station  by  the  local  pastor,  a 
very  excellent  man,  and  while  on  their  way  to  the  new  edifice,  he  was  informed 
that  a  great  exertion  had  been  made  to  provide  music  for  the  occasion;  and 
that  among  the  instrumental  accompaniments  there  would  be  a  violin.  On 
hearing  this,  Bishop  Soule  turned  on  his  heel  with  the  remark,  "Go  ahead  and 
dedicate  your  church,  but  I  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  it,"  and  took  the  next 
train  for  his  home. 

As  was  his  father  before  him,  Bishop  Soule  was  a  very  strict  governor  in 
his  own  home,  demanding  strict  obedience  to  parental  authority  and  the  letter 
and  spirit  of  domestic  law.  An  expression  of  his  face  or  a  motion  of  his  hand 
was  sufficient  to  correct  any  digression  from  the  mandate  of  home  statutes. 
However,  this  seeming  imperious  sway  of  the  father's  scepter  was  tempered 
with  deep  affection  and  solicitude  for  his  children's  future  welfare.  The  do- 
mestic Book  of  the  Law  was  embossed  in  gold;  its  title  was  emblazoned  upon 
the  scroll  of  love.  Children  who  are  indifferent  to  home  government  will 
disregard  the  civil  and  political  law  when  they  become  responsible  citizens. 

His  Farm  in  Livermore,  Maine. 

From  a  series  of  letters  written  to  his  brother  in  Maine,  it  appears  that 
Bishop  Soule  was  the  owner  of  a  farm  in  Livermore,  Maine;  if  not  the  parental 
homestead,  the  farm  to  which  his  father  had  moved  in  an  adjacent  town.  He 
had  signified  his  intention  of  removing  to  his  native  township  and  securing 
the  rest  and  quietude  he  so  much  longed  for,  but  his  physicians  warned  him 
that  his  weakened  physical  system  would  not  resist  the  strain  of  a  northern 
climate  and  he  abandoned  all  hope  of  a  permanent  settlement  in  his  native 
land.  He  had  announced  his  wish  to  visit  Maine  and  be  present  at  a  reunion 
of  the  remaining  members  of  his  father's  family,  and  his  friends  cordially 
sanctioned  this  desire  and  presented  him  with  funds  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  journey;  but  he  did  not  go  and  never  afterwards  visited  his  early  home. 

His  Southern  Residence. 

After  a  residence  in  the  Bishop's  House  erected  for  him  and  family  in  the 
city  of  Nashville,  longing  for  the  free  air  of  the  rural  districts,  he  purchased  a 
farm  some  miles  from  Franklin  and  about  two  hours  drive  from  Nashville; 
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an  estate  consisting  of  about  fifty  acres,  with  a  substantial  manor  or  farm 
house  thereon.  Here  by  an  out-of-door  life  and  the  care  of  his  meadows, 
crops  and  garden  his  health  was  much  improved.  Leaving  this  estate,  some- 
time in  1855  he  established  his  residence  on  the  Gallitin  Pike  about  seven 
miles  from  Nashville,  which  comprised  a  meadow,  an  orchard,  a  garden  and 
a  few  acres  of  tillage.  The  farm-house  was  a  modest  but  most  cosy  and  rest- 
ful place,  and  there  the  venerable  man  indulged  to  the  fullest  extent  his  love  of 
reading  and  gardening.  Here  he  spent  the  remnant  of  his  days,  saving  the 
last  few  months  which  were  passed  in  the  city  of  Nashville.  After  a  dozen 
years  of  rest  and  quiet  in  this  modest  homestead  swept  around  with  the  ex- 
tending fields  swathed  with  bluegrass  and  clover,  the  Civil  War  came  on  and 
the  city  of  Nashville  was  occupied  with  Federal  troops.  He  was  thus  isolated 
from  his  colleagues  and  deprived  of  many  privileges.  He  had  not  taken  the 
oath  to  either  the  North  or  the  South;  no  man  had  required  him  to  do  so. 
So  careful  was  he  in  the  expression  of  his  convictions  that  for  some  time  his 
own  family  did  not  locate  his  sympathies  in  the  war  raging  around  them,  and 
it  was  only  through  a  single  remark  made  after  one  of  the  great  battles  of  the 
sixties  had  been  fought  that  he  betrayed  his  preference  for  the  arms  of  the 
South. 


During  the  growing  weakness  of  his  advancing  years,  Bishop  Soule  insisted 
on  kneeling  when  he  prayed  and  had  to  be  assisted  as  he  bowed  before  his 
Maker. 

On  March  2,  1867,  he  was  attacked  with  a  fatal  malady  and  sank  rapidly. 
He  was  convinced  that  the  end  was  near  and  often  asked  the  hour.  He  was 
asked  by  his  attendant  if  he  felt  any  pain  and  replied,  "None  at  all."  This 
question  was  repeated  about  midnight  and  he  answered,  "A  little,  not  much." 
When  he  was  inquired  of  concerning  his  hope,  "Is  all  clear  before  you?"  the 
answer  was  "Yes,  yes."  About  one  o'clock  he  seemed  near  the  end  and  was 
asked  "Is  all  right  still?"  and  with  unmistakable  emphasis  he  replied,  "All 
right,  sir,  all  right."  When  seen  to  cross  his  hands  on  his  breast  he  was  asked: 
"Are  you  praying,  Bishop?"  he  replied  "Not  now,"  and  these  were  his  last 
words.  Without  a  struggle,  groan  or  any  evidence  of  pain,  he  passed  away. 
Such  a  closing  of  life  can  only  be  experienced  by  the  virtue  of  living  faith  in 
the  atonement  of  the  Saviour.  The  functions  of  that  massive  brain  were 
accomplished;  the  throbbings  of  that  noble  heart  were  forever  stilled.  What 
was  beyond? 

The  first  interment  of  the  remains  of  Bishop  Soule  was  in  the  Old  City 
Cemetery  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  There  his  dust  remained  with  that  of  his 
kindred  for  ten  years,  when,  by  request  of  the  Church  officials  and  the  con- 
sent of  the  family  it  was  removed  to  a  place  of  sepulture  upon  the  ground  of 
Vanderbilt  University.  This  spot  is  one  of  the  most  restful  to  be  found. 
It  lies  swarded  in  blue  grass  and  red  clover  under  the  shadow  of  fragrant 
trees.  It  was  a  glorious  day  in  October,  in  the  year  1876,  that  this  soil  was 
opened  and  the  remains  of  this  father  of  the  church  was  lowered  by  reverent 
hands  to  rest  until  the  trump  of  God  shall  proclaim  the  resurrection  of  the 
body.     The  bells  in  the  twin  towers  of  the  University  building  tolled  a  solemn 
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requiem  as  the  funeral  act  proceeded.  At  the  ceremony  of  the  spreading  of 
superficial  dust,  and  amid  the  silence  of  nature's  making,  the  bells  having 
ceased  their  monodies,  an  eloquent  eulogy  was  delivered  by  Bishop  McTyeire. 
Since  the  second  interment  of  the  remains  of  Bishop  Soule,  a  monument  of 
granite  in  the  form  of  a  modern  pulpit  surmounted  by  a  Bible  and  hymn  book, 
was  erected  on  the  spot,  and  here  all  that  was  mortal  of  the  great  man  rests 
till  the  consummation  of  all  things. — Compiled  from  the  Life  of  Joshua  Soule. 

Bishop  Soule's  Bible  and  Family  Record. 

In  an  old  brown,  leather-covered  volume  upon  the  back  of  which  there 
is  printed  in  gold  letters  the  name  "Joshua  Soule,"  now  the  property  of  Miss 
Florence  Teague  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  was  found  written  by  his  own  hand  the 
vital  records  of  his  family  beginning  with  his  own  birth  and  marriage  and  ending 
with  the  birth  of  his  youngest  child. 

As  the  early  life  of  Bishop  Soule  was  that  of  an  itinerant  minister  and  the 
removal  of  his  hearth-stone  from  one  locality  to  another,  his  children  were 
born  in  divers  towns  and  no  connected  records  could  be  found  in  the  town 
registers.  In  consequence  of  this  state  of  affairs  it  was  thought  doubtful  whether 
a  well-connected  family  record  could  be  compiled ;  but  to  the  great  satisfaction 
of  the  author  of  this  history  there  awaited  more  cheering  prospects.  In  a 
parcel  of  books  retrieved  by  one  of  his  daughters  who  spent  her  evening  of 
days  in  her  father's  home,  Mrs.  Martha  Conwell,  there  was  discovered  the 
Bishop's  Bible  containing  a  nearly  complete  record  of  the  births  of  his  chil- 
dren. While  searching  from  town  to  town  where  Bishop  Soule  had  resided 
during  the  births  of  his  children,  resulting  in  the  possession  of  three  names 
only,  the  author  continued  to  believe  that  a  man  of  the  thoughtfulness  of  the 
father  of  this  numerous  family  would  have  made  record  of  the  names  and 
births  of  his  children;  and  after  long  search  and  patient  waiting  the  coveted 
chronicles  were  found.  However,  his  children  and  grandchildren  became  so 
scattered  and  isolated  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  procure  the  full  records 
of  their  individual  families,  and,  hence,  there  will  be  some  of  the  dates  wanting 
or  given  as  problematical.  The  publication  of  this  family  record  with  such 
supplementary  information  as  could  be  gathered  by  an  extended  correspondence 
with  descendants,  will  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  this  family  memorial.

CHILDREN    OF    JOSHUA    AND    SARAH    ALLEN.   SOULE. 

1.  Maria  Soule  (1),  eldest  daughter  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Nantucket,  Mass.,  July  10,  1804.  She  was  married  to  Rev. 
Henry  Van  Dyke  of  the  Kentucky  Conference.  She  was  a  teacher  of  classic 
education  before  her  marriage.  Before  the  removal  of  her  father  from  Lebanon, 
Ohio,  she  went  to  Nashville,  Tenn.,  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  won  to  her 
heart  many  warm  friends.  She  was  represented  as  an  attractive  woman  who 
became  dearly  beloved.  She  died  in  Nashville,  Oct.  14,  1847,  only  one  year 
after  the  settlement  of  the  family  in  the  South  and  was  the  first  to  find  sepulture 
in  southern  soil.     She  did  not  leave  children. 
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2.  Dr.  Joshua  Soule  (4),  eldest  son  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule, 
born  in  Nantucket,  Mass.,  Dec.  6,  1805,  and  was  twice  married.  His  first 
wife  was  Julia  Lawton,  by  whom  there  were  three  children.  She  died  and 
he  married,  second,  Aug.  16,  1838,  Eliza  M.  Lawson,  by  whom  he  also  had 
issue.  Joshua  was  frequently  mentioned  in  his  father's  letters  to  his  brother 
in  Maine.  He  was  a  classical  scholar  and  a  graduate  from  the  Baltimore 
Medical  College.  He  settled  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  where  he  was  a  successful 
practitioner  many  years.  While  pursuing  his  studies  he  was  said  to  have 
mastered  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages  with  remarkable  facility.  In  one 
of  his  father's  letters  he  wrote:  "My  oldest  son  from  his  habits  and  education 
is  unfit  for  manual  labor  on  a  farm."  He  died  in  Indianapolis,  Aug.  15,  1853, 
and  was  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  on  Kentucky  Avenue.  His  second  wife 
was  left  a  widow  and  was  buried  at  Carthage  in  the  Friends  cemetery.  Her 
only  son  made  his  home  with  her  during  her  last  days.  No  record  of  the 
births  of  his  children  has  been  found. 

i.     Henry  Clay  Soule,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  died  far  from  home  when 

a  young  man.  No  particulars. 
ii.  William  Nelson  Soule,  born  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  abruptly  left 
home  when  a  youth  and  probably  never  returned.  He  located  in 
Paducah,  Ky.,  where  he  was  a  successful  druggist  and  prominent 
citizen;  a  man  of  great  moral  worth  and  probity.  He  was  prob- 
ably a  medical  doctor  by  profession.  He  died  and  was  buried  in  the 
Paducah  cemetery.  His  residence  remains  in  the  town  and  was 
considered  a  very  attractive  seat.  Such  information  as  his  descend- 
ants have  supplied  will  follow. 

(1)  Lee  Soule,  son  of  William  Nelson,  died  in  his  youth. 

(2)  Leslie  Soule,  son  of  William  Nelson,  married  Bettie 
Young  West  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  daughter  of  Henry  Clay- 
burn  and  Mildred  Loving  West,  by  whom  there  were  five 
children  whose  names  will  follow.  Mr.  Soule  died  at  the 
early  age  of  32  years. 

(a)  Mildred  Loving  Soule,  was  married  to  William 
Coolege,  by  whom  three  children:  William  Nelson, 
Henry  and  Frances  Coolege. 

(b)  Lucette  Earle  Soule,  was  married  to  Dr.  R.  R. 
DuCasse,  a  skin  specialist  of  Cincinnati,  O.  Two 
children,  Ralph  R.  and  Mary  Lucille  DuCasse. 

(c)  William  Nelson  Soule,  married  Ann  Case,  but  had 
no  issue. 

(d)  Henry  C.  Soule,  died  in  infancy. 

(e)  Frances  Leslie  Soule,  born  Jan.  30,  1898,  was 
married  to  Herman  Toof  of  Paducah,  Ky.,  April 
20,  1916,  and  has  two  daughters,  Mary  Toof,  born 
Feb.  26,  1917,  and  Bessie  Soule  Toof,  born  Aug.  22, 
1918. 

in.     James  Collins  Soule,  born  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  was  married  and 

died  in  Kentucky  many  years  ago,  leaving  a  wife  and  daughter, 
iv.     Julia  M.  Soule,  born  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  in  1845  and  was  for 
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many  years  a  popular  teacher  at  College  Hill,  Ohio,  in  a  girls'  insti- 
tute, where  she  was  greatly  esteemed  for  her  moral  worth  and  her 
professional  ability.  She  long  had  a  home  with  a  respectable  family 
in  the  town,  but  her  pupils  seldom  heard  her  mention  any  of 
her  relatives.  Later  she  went  West  to  Seattle,  Washington,  with 
the  intention  of  founding  a  school,  but  became  acquainted  with  and 
was  married  when  about  52  years  of  age  to  a  Mr.  Davis;  she  did 
not  long  survive — not  more  than  two  yeais.  She  was  buried  in  a 
spot  of  her  own  choice  on  the  ranch  far  away  from  all  of  her  kindred. 
A  letter  before  me,  written  by  her  many  years  ago,  shows  a  delicate 
and  graceful  chirography  and  correct  literary  style, 
vi.  Cornelia  Virginia  Soule,  eldest  daughter  of  Dr.  Joshua  Soule, 
born  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Sept.  15,  1839;  was  married  Sept.  14,  1857, 
to  Reuben  Wasson  Kettron,  by  whom  she  had  four  children.  Her 
husband  died  in  1874,  and  she  was  married  2d  to  James  Bell,  by 
whom  one  son.  She  died  in  Indianapolis  July  7,  1916. 
VII.  Margaret  Soule,  second  daughter  of  Dr.  Joshua  Soule,  born  Jan. 
18,  1842,  was  married  in  1862  to  Samuel  B.  Andrews  of  Indiana, 
and  after  his  death  in  1892  she  was  married  to  William  Dennis  of 
Indiana;  after  his  death  she  was  married  3d,  to  Thomas  Kearns 
of  Kansas  and  removed  to  that  state,  where  she  has  since  died. 
Mrs.  Ada  Kearns  is  his  daughter-in-law. 
Viii.  Charles  Edward  Soule,  third  son  and  youngest  child  of  Dr. 
Joshua  Soule,  was  born  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  1857;  was  married 
about  1893-4  to  a  widow  named  Mrs.  Helen  McCracken  Wright. 
He  was  by  trade  a  printer  and  worked  at  his  case  many  years  in  his 
native  city.  He  went  to  Long  Beach,  Cal.,  for  his  health,  where 
he  died  Sept.  9,  1909.     His  wife  died  there  May  3,  1923.     No  issue. 

3.  Amelia  Soule  (1),  second  daughter  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Winthrop,  Me.,  Aug.  1807;  was  married  to  Rev.  William  Burton 
of  the  Episcopal  church  and  Professor  in  Allegheny  College.  The  author's 
statement  as  follows:  "Amelia  Isabella  Soule,  daughter  of  Bishop  Soule,  was 
married  April  13,  1837,  to  Rev.  William  Miller  (born  June  16,  1808;  died 
Nov.  1858),  A.M.,  Wesleyan  University;  ordained  by  Bishop  Onderdonk  in 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  Sept.  16,  1840."     No  issue. 

4.  Jane  Augusta  Soule  (1),  third  daughter  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen) 
Soule,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  Sept.  28,  1809;  was  married  to  Dr.  James  Madi- 
son Clark,  born  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  July  9,  1809,  son  of  James  and  Sarah 
Alter,  and  resided  there  many  years. 

I.  Frederick  Peyton  Clark,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  was  married  and 
had  a  family  of  nine  children.  Carriage  trimmer  by  trade.  He 
served  in  the  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  War;  visited  the  home 
of  his  grandfather  when  his  regiment  was  passing  and  saw  the 
devastation  of  the  estate.  He  was  held  as  a  hostage  at  one  time. 
II.  Mary  Augusta  Clark,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  never  married, 
in.     Sarah   Elizabeth   Clark,    born   in    Mississippi,    was   married   to 
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George  Van  Harlengen  of  Lebanon,  0.,  by  whom  two  sons  and  a 
daughter. 

iv.     Georgina  Clark,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  died  in  1848  quite  young. 

v'  Amelia  Burton  Clark,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  April,  1841,  died  there 
when  a  young  lady,  unmarried. 

VI.  Edmund  Soule  Clark,  born  in  Lebanon,  O.,  1844,  graduated  at 
the  State  Normal  School  and  entered  immediately  upon  the  work 
of  teaching.  He  has  been  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools  in 
Cairo,  111.,  and  is  now  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Henderson,  Ky. 
He  was  married  in  1858.  Professor  Clark  is  a  teacher  of  splendid 
abilities  and  fine  personal  appearance;  has  a  cultivated  mind  and 
is  an  accomplished  musician. 

5.  Ernestine  Cordelia  Soule  (1),  third  daughter  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah 
(Allen)  Soule,  born  Jan.  7,  1812,  was  married  July  26,  1832,  to  Rev.  Joseph 
Hill  of  the  Ohio  Conference.  On  the  eighteenth  anniversary  of  her  marriage 
she  "left  for  heaven  in  great  peace."  She  was  of  feeble  constitution  and  went 
South  for  her  health.     She  left  two  children,  named  as  follows: 

i.     Joshua  S.  Hill  died  when  six  months  of  age.     Born  July  2,  1834. 

ii.     Sarah  Ernestine  Hill,  born  Jan.  23,  1836,  was  married  to  Abram 

V.  Gest  and  had  four  sons  and  a  daughter.     Mr.  Gest  was  born 

July  29,   1826. 

When  Mr.  Gest's  mother  was  left,  an  only  child,  without  her  mother's  care, 

Joseph  J.  Hill  placed  her  in  the  old  Wesleyan  Female  Seminary  in  Cincinnati, 

O.,  to  be  educated.     When  eighteen  years  of  age  she  returned  to  his  home  in 

Lebanon,  and  soon  after  was  married  to  Abram  Vance  Gest,  descended  from 

Governor  Vance,  sometime  Governor  of  Ohio.     Unfortunately  the  decanter 

always  sat  on  the  Gest  sideboard  and  wrought  his  ruin,  and  her  history  was 

one  of  long,   sad  years.     Her  sons  took  upon  themselves  the  care  of  their 

mother;  she  lived  till  advanced  years  and  was  laid  to  rest  in  a  small  country 

churchyard  at  Mainsville,  near  Cincinnati,  Ohio.     Her  husband  left  her  when 

his  youngest  child  was  but  four  years  old  and  nothing  is  recorded  concerning 

him  afterwards.

6.  James  Soule  (6),  third  son  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule,  born 
in  1814,  died  in  early  infancy. 

7.  Joseph  Allen  Soule  (5),  fourth  son  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule, 
born  Jan.  25,  1815;  died  unmarried  near  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Dec.  12,  1881.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Augusta  College,  Kentucky,  and  valedictorian  of  his  class. 
He  afterwards  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.     He  was  at  one  time 
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a  teacher  and  is  remembered  by  some  of  his  surviving  pupils  with  tender 
affection.  Certainly  he  was  a  man  of  fine  talent  and  remarkable  literary  at- 
tainment; a  cultivated  musician.  He  was  noble  in  moral  character  and  uni- 
versally respected.  His  father  mentioned  this  son  as  an  almost  precocious 
student  and  anticipated  for  him  a  conspicuous  position  in  life.  He  was  of 
a  frail  physical  constitution  and  died  of  heart  disease  of  long  standing.  For 
several  years  he  lived  at  his  father's  homestead  with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Martha 
Soule  Conwell. 

8.  Sarah  Soule  (3),  fifth  daughter  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule, 
born  Sept.  17,  1817,  died  in  infancy. 

9.  William  McKendrie  Soule  (4),  fifth  son  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen) 
Soule,  born  in  New  York,  May  11,  1821,  was  twice  married.  His  children 
by  his  second  wife,  were  a  son  and  daughter.  He  was  living  at  one  time  at 
Ashland,  Tenn.  His  father  in  a  letter  to  his  brother  in  Maine  says  of  William, 
"This  son  is  not  fitted  for  a  farmer's  life  either  by  health  or  habits."  He 
seems  to  have  been  of  a  reckless  and  dissipated  inclination.  He  was,  how- 
ever, esteemed  by  his  relatives  for  his  generous  nature.  He  died  in  February, 
1870,  leaving  two  children,  a  son  and  daughter,  both  of  whom  are  living  in 
Nashville,  Tenn.  They  have  been  requested  to  supply  dates  and  particulars 
concerning  their  parents,  but  have  declined.  The  daughter  is  Mrs.  Mattie 
Smith;  the  son  is  William  Henry  Soule,  a  carpenter  in  Nashville,  unmarried. 
William's  children  were,  Edward,  Isabel  and  William  Henry.  Mr.  Soule  was 
mentioned  by  his  father  as  progressing  well  with  his  studies  and  as  if  his  future 
prosperity  was  assured.     He  was  evidently  a  graduate  of  some  college. 

10.  Martha  Soule  (4),  sixth  and  twin  daughter  of  Joshua  (3)  and  Sarah  (Allen) 
Soule,  was  born  in  New  York,  May  11,  1821;  was  married  in  Lebanon,  Ohio, 
March  24,  1843,  to  Dr.  Ira  Conwell,  a  surgeon  who  served  in  Hood's  army 
during  the  Civil  War  and  was  at  one  time  a  successful  practitioner  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.  He  died  during  the  cholera  epidemic  after  treating  a  patient  afflicted 
with  that  disease.  His  family  was  advised  of  his  illness  and  made  haste  to 
reach  him,  but  he  died  before  they  could  see  him.  Martha  Soule  Conwell  was 
a  lady  of  many  virtues  and  fine  intelligence,  as  her  letters  indicate.  After  the 
death  of  her  husband  she  was  appointed  matron  of  Wesley  Hall,  Vanderbilt 
University,  where  she  was  beloved  by  all  who  came  under  her  influence;  espec- 
ially by  the  students  there.  She  was  a  cripple  all  of  her  life,  sometimes  leaning 
upon  crutches,  sometimes  able  to  walk  without  them.  In  her  letter  dated 
"Iva  Cottage,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  July  16,  1883,"  she  says,  "The  shadows  in 
my  path  are  beginning  to  lengthen,  proclaiming  the  approach  of  the  close  of 
day,  and  rest  is  not  very  far  in  the  distance."  The  names  of  her  children  will 
follow. 

i.  Jennie  Conwell,  daughter  of  Ira  Conwell,  M.D.,  and  his  wife 
Martha  (Soule)  Conwell,  and  granddaughter  of  Bishop  Joshua  (4) 
and  Sarah  (Allen)  Soule,  born  Aug.  17,  1852,  was  married  to  Rev. 
T.  H.  Haden  at  Wesley  Hall,  Vanderbilt  University,  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  July  27,  1895;  they  sailed  for  Japan  as  missionaries  the  same 
day.     She  died  at  Kobe,  Japan,  March  31,   1917,  and  was  buried 
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in  the  Kasugan  cemetery  there.  Dr.  Haden  was  the  son  of  William 
Henry  and  Susan  Miriam  Haden  of  Palmyra,  Va.  He  is  now  Dean 
of  the  Theological  Department,  Kwansei  Gakuin,  Kobe,  Japan. 
Mrs.  Haden  left  good  portraits  of  her  parents  framed. 
II.  Florence  N.  Conwell  was  for  about  thirty  years  librarian  of  the 
Theological  Department  of  Vanderbilt  University,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
where  her  mother  was  matron  of  Wesley  Hall.  Florence  died  June 
18,  1913,  aged  57  years.

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CHILDREN    OF    NATHAN    AND    NANCY    HOWLAND    SOULE. 

1.  Asa  Whiting  Soule,  born  in  Avon,  Me.,  Jan.  8,  1808;  died  May  13,  1835, 
aged  27  years.  He  was  small  of  stature,  with  a  keen,  flashing  eye  and  great 
activity.  He  was  a  fine  scholar  and  a  great  favorite  among  the  young  people. 
His  ruling  taste  was  for  music  and  in  this  he  early  excelled,  being  very  skillful 
on  several  kinds  of  instruments,  some  of  which  he  made  for  himself  in  perfec- 
tion and  beauty  of  workmanship,  and  of  rich  Lone.  In  consequence  of  a  white 
swelling  on  his  knee  he  was  unable  to  engage  in  laborious  employment,  and 
for  several  years  taught  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  He  became  fully 
reconciled  to  God  while  on  his  bed  during  his  last  illness,  and  passed  the  time 
of  his  confinement  in  his  room  in  tranquility  of  spirit.  A  short  time  before 
his  death  he  sent  for  one  of  his  pupils  in  Strong,  a  fine  musician,  and  gave 
him  his  favorite  violin,  which  was  his  own  handiwork,  as  a  token  of  his  love. 
While  this  gentleman  was  present,  some  of  the  best  singers  in  Livermore  were 
invited  in  and  asked  to  stand  around  the  bed.  Mr.  Soule  was  then  supported 
on  pillows  and  his  father  held  his  arm,  and  giving  out  "Old  Hundred,"  he 
played  the  tune  on  his  violin  while  they  sang  the  words.  When  this  was  done 
he  said  in  great  weakness  to  his  father,  "I  can  say,  what  I  think  no  dying 
man  has  ever  said,  that  the  violin  is  a  real  satisfaction  to  me  on  my  death-bed." 
He  calmly  distributed  his  clothing,  books,  instruments,  etc.,  to  the  family  and 
his  personal  friends  and  patiently  waited  for  his  dissolution. 

2.  Pliny  Britt  Soule,  born  in  Avon,  Me.,  July  25,  1810;  married  Anna  Car- 
roll of  Hallowell,  Me.,  and  settled  in  LaGrange,  Me.,  where  he  had  mills  for 
the  manufacture  of  lumber,  and  a  farm,  which  with  his  official  business  in  the 
church  and  town,  gave  him  a  busy  life.  He  was  a  Whig  in  early  life,  then  a 
staunch  Republican  in  politics,  and  an  uncompromising  Prohibitionist.  He 
was  not  strong  in  youth,  but  with  limited  school  privileges  acquired  a  good 
English  and  business  education;  fitting  him  to  efficiently  serve  in  the  munic- 
ipal and  legislative  offices  to  which  he  was  called.  He  had  a  family  of  three 
children,  Augustus,  Maria,  and  Lewis.  Augustus  was  married,  lived  at  home, 
had  the  farm  and  cared  for  his  parents  during  life.  Maria  married  Joseph 
Rogers  and  lived  in  Bangor,  Me.     Lewis  died  young. 

3.  Fanny  Cushman  Soule  (1),  born  in  Avon,  Me.,  Sept.  4,  1812;  died  un- 
married Sept.  21,  1833.  She  was  a  young  woman  of  remarkable  intellectual 
gifts.  Her  memory  was  quite  unusual,  and  by  reading  a  chapter  in  her  Bible 
on  her  way  to  Sabbath-school  she  could  recite  it  correctly  to  her  teacher.  She 
was  tall,  slender  and  graceful  in  person;  affectionate  and  gentle  in  disposition, 
and  dearly  beloved  by  a  wide  circle  of  friends.  While  engaged  in  the  millinery 
business  in  Winthrop,  Me.,  she  returned  home  to  care  for  the  family  while 
her  mother  was  absent  in  Bangor  nursing  her  sick  father,  and  was  taken 
suddenly  ill  with  hectic  fever,  became  delirious,  and  died  within  a  week. 

4.  Sophronia  Soule  (1),  born  in  Avon,  Me.,  Aug.  30,  1814;  died  Oct.  2,  1816. 
A  lovely  child. 

5.  Rev.  Francis  Asbury  Soule,  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  April  27,  1817.  (See 
notice.) 
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6.  Nancy  Howland  Soule  (2),  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  Oct.  30,  1819,  resembled 
her  mother  when  young,  being  tall,  slender  and  gracefully  formed;  her  com- 
plexion was  fair  and  delicate;  a  fit  subject  for  consumption,  of  which  she  died 
at  home,  sitting  in  her  chair,  Feb.  15,  1841. 

7.  Nathan  Augustus  Soule  (3),  born  in  Livermore,  Me.;  married  Almira 
Timberlake  of  Livermore,  Me.,  July  16,  1846.  He  died  in  Lowell,  Mass., 
March  26,  1887.  His  wife  died  July  26,  1885.  He  is  said  to  have  had  better 
advantages  for  an  education  than  his  older  brothers.  Was  fond  of  music  and 
taught  vocal  classes  in  Eastport  and  Pembroke  when  but  21  years  old.  He 
became  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  in  1837  and  was  licensed  to  preach  in 
1843  at  Eastport,  Me.  He  soon  after  joined  the  Maine  Conference  and  became 
an  itinerant  circuit-rider.  He  was  transferred  to  the  New  England  Con- 
ference and  stationed  at  Gloucester,  Mass.  His  health  failed  and  for  some 
time  he  was  superannuated;  but  having  recovered  in  a  measure,  he  again 
became  effective  and  preached  on  light  charges.  His  health  failing  again,  he 
retired  to  the  superannuated  ranks.  He  was  moderately  successful,  and  taught 
music  on  several  charges  to  aid  in  the  support  of  his  family.  Five  children. 
See  eighth  generation. 

8.  James  Harvey  Soule  (4),  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  May  11,  1824;  married 
Julia  A.  Rolf;  died  in  Erie,  111.,  March  1899,  and  was  buried  by  his  wife  in 
Rockford,  111.  He  was  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  and  being  licensed  to 
preach,  traveled  several  circuits  in  the  East  Maine  Conference.  Was  ordained 
a  deacon  in  Rockland,  Me.,  by  Bishop  James  and  was  employed  by  the  Presid- 
ing Elder  in  the  Providence  Conference.  He  removed  to  Illinois  and  traveled 
under  the  Presiding  Elders,  refusing  to  be  ordained  or  to  join  the  Conference. 
He  was  never  fond  of  books  or  study,  but  was  kind-hearted  and  had  a  mind 
to  work.      Four  daughters.     See  forward. 

9.  Mary  Jane  Soule  (5),  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  Dec.  20,  1826;  married 
Calvin  Dore  of  Harmony,  Me.,  when  young,  by  whom  she  had  two  sons. 
After  living  together  several  years  he  left  his  home  and  thereafter  furnished 
his  family  with  no  means  of  support.  After  maintaining  herself  and  children 
for  some  time  and  being  free  from  Dore,  she  was  married  to  John  R.  Kenney, 
a  photographer.     She  died  in  Lowell,  Mass. 

10.  Elijah  Hedding  Soule  (1),  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  Aug.  16,  1829,  a  twin 
to  Joshua  E.  They  were  never  strong;  were  very  fond  of  each  other  and  un- 
willing to  be  separated.  Was  employed  for  a  time  in  the  lumber  mills  of  his 
brother  Pliny.     He  died  with  consumption  March  27,  1857. 

11.  Joshua  Emery  Soule  (4),  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  Aug.  16,  1829,  being 
twin  to  Elijah.  He  was  licensed  to  preach,  began  his  preparation  for  college 
at  the  East  Maine  Conference  Seminary,  and  was  making  fine  progress,  but 
having  taken  a  cold  during  his  summer  vacation,  went  into  a  decline  and  died 
of  consumption  at  the  home  of  his  brother,  Francis  A.  Soule,  in  Farmington, 
Me.,  Aug.  30,   1854.

He  was  a  carpenter;  she 
was  a  dressmaker.     One  son,  Lewison  Orison  Rogers,  died  in  infancy. 

3.  Lewis  W.  Soule,  born  in  LaGrange,  Me.,  Jan.  11,  1852,  and  died  there 
Aug.  8,  1862.     "A  promising  child." 

CHILDREN    OF    REV.    FRANCIS    ASBURY    SOULE. 

Rev.  Francis  Asbury  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Nathan  (3)  and  Nancy  (How- 
land)  Soule,  was  born  in  Livermore,  Me.,  April  27,  1817;  married  Susan  Allen, 
daughter  of  Andrew  and  Mary  Allen  Sprague  of  Pembroke,  Me.,  July  4,  1843. 
She  was  born  April  1,  1821,  and  died  at  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.  Mr.  Soule 
died  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  Nov.  4,  1897.  His  boyhood  was  passed  in  hard  work 
on  his  father's  farm  and  his  educational  advantages  limited  to  the  district  and 
high  schools.  After  a  hard  struggle  with  inbred  sin  he  was  converted  in  the 
autumn  of  1836  and  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church;  he  was  soon  licensed  to 
exhort  by  Rev.  John  Allen,  better  known  as  "Camp-meeting  John  Allen,"  in 
the  spring  of  1837.  Preached  his  first  sermon  in  Livermore  in  May  of  that 
year.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  and  recommended  to  the  Maine  Annual 
Conference  for  the  itinerary  ministry  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the 
Livermore  Circuit  in  June,  1838.  In  July,  1838,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Rumford  and  Dixfield  Circuit.  He  was  admitted  to  full  connection  and 
ordained  as  deacon  by  Bishop  Joshua  Soule,  his  kinsman,  at  the  Conference 
in  Readfield,  Maine,  July  26,  1840;  ordained  Elder  by  Bishop  Waugh  in 
Gardiner  in  1842.  He  performed  hard  service  on  circuits  and  stations  till 
the  session  of  the  Conference  in  Bangor  in  1855  when  he  was  appointed 
Presiding  Elder  of  the  Bucksport  District,  in  which  capacity  he  served  four 
years.  In  1859  he  was  transferred  to  the  Rockland  District,  and  two  years 
later  to  the  Troy  Conference,  where  he  did  effective  work  for  ten  years.  In 
1871,  because  of  his  wife's  illness  he  asked  for  and  received  superannuated 
relations.  He  then  removed  to  Ossining,  New  York,  where  he  resided  until 
1891,  when  he  removed  to  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  where  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Ellen 
S.  Carhart,  resided. 

During  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Soule  from  the  active  service  of  his  ministry, 
he  indulged  his  interest  in  the  history  of  the  Soule  families  of  America  by  a 
.searching  inquiry  into  their  genealogical  connections;  and  assembled  much  of

interest  and  value  which  was  well  arranged  in  large  sheets  of  manuscript  and, 
after  his  demise,  was  turned  over  to  the  author  of  the  present  volume.  He 
had  intimated  that  he  was  more  verbose  than  he  should  otherwise  have  been 
because  he  intended  this  memorial  for  his  own  line  of  the  family.  This  feature 
is,  however,  of  such  interest  and  so  valuable  as  a  factor  that  it  has  been  in  a 
large  measure  preserved  in  the  present  publication.  The  correspondence  of 
Mr.  Soule  placed  in  my  hands  has  been  valuable  by  the  information^  con- 
tained concerning  other  and  distant  branches  of  the  Soule  family. 

The  wife  of  Rev.  F.  A.  Soule  was  descended  from  Col.  John  Allen,  who  was 
born  in  Edinburgh  Castle,  Scotland,  Feb.  7,  1805;  a  son  of  a  Scottish  gentle- 
man of  means,  an  officer  in  the  British  army,  whose  wife  was  Isabella,  daughter 
of  Sir  Eustice  Maxwell  of  Edinburgh.  She  is  also  a  descendant  of  the  Pilgrim 
family  of  Howland  maternally. 

Rev.  Francis  A.  Soule  was  a  man  of  noble  and  dignified  bearing  and  was 
said  to  have  resembled  the  Bishop,  his  uncle,  in  a  marked  degree.  See  his 
portrait  in  this  work.

O  stately  soul,  moving  from  strength  to  strength

As  in  the  morn  of  life  the  great  command,

Sandy  River  Valley. 

From  this  remote  and  romantic  region  has  gone  forth  the  representatives 
of  families  who  have  become  distinguished  for  great  intellectuality  and  moral 
worth.  These  qualities  are  in  part  to  be  attributed  to  the  arbitrary  and 
unerring  laws  of  heredity  and  an  indefinable  influence  emanating  from  the 
topography,  the  grandeur  of  the  natural  scenery  and  the  atmosphere  of  the 
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locality.  It  is  a  well  known  and  generally  recognized  fact  that  families  and 
individuals  born  and  reared  amid  towering  mountains  and  sequestered  valleys, 
hills  clothed  with  towering  and  verdant  forests  interspersed  with  dashing 
streams  and  the  murmuring  music  of  waterfalls  and  tuneful  songsters,  are 
mentally  influenced  and  physically  moulded  in  a  very  distinctive  manner  by 
such  scenes  and  environments,  and  that  they  inherit  the  susceptibility  and 
fruitful  possibilities  of  development  in  a  noticeable  degree;  high  mental  ca- 
pabilities and  minds  quick  to  perceive  and  appropriate  such  intellectual  nourish- 
ment and  stimulants  as  are  necessary  for  the  production  of  a  high  and  refined 
order  of  work — in  literature,  art,  music,  science  and  spiritual  possessions. 
Hence  from  the  Sandy  River  Valley  and  the  fruitful  acres  composing  its  fertile 
intervale  farms  there  have  emerged  scores  of  scholars,  divines,  historians  and 
statesmen  to  disseminate  knowledge,  Christian  instruction  and  useful  citizen- 
ship; a  people  whose  characters  and  influence  was  worthy  of  the  highest 
appreciation  and  praise.  Amongst  these  characters  were  known  the  distin- 
guished divines  named  Soule,  their  posterity,  and  the  brainy  Abbotts.  We 
refer  our  readers  to  the  biography  and  personal  history  of  the  families  descended 
from  a  Maine  ancestry. 

Bishop  Joshua  Soule  and  his  useful  nephews  graduated  from  the  steaming 
furrows  on  the  alluvial  intervales  that  bounded  the  Sandy  River,  and  carried 
away  with  themselves  the  possibilities  of  grand  achievement  in  the  world  of 
letters  and  the  fields  of  moral  adventure.  Rev.  Francis  Asbury  Soule  was  a 
notable  instance  of  both  inherited  and  acquired  ability,  while  his  scholarly 
daughter,  Mrs.  Ellen  Soule  Carhart,  the  teacher  who  succeeded  Frances  E. 
Willard  as  teacher  and  Lady  Principal  at  Ann  Arbor  as  well  as  her  daughter, 
Miss  Margaret  Sprague  Carhart,  Ph.D.,  instructor  of  English  Literature  in 
the  University  of  California, — these  and  others  whose  names  and  careers  are 
not  as  well  known  have  graven  their  names  in  high  altitudes  upon  the  hillsides 
of  Fame. 

1.  Julius  Emery  Soule  (1),  son  of  Francis  Asbury  and  Susan  Allen  Soule, 
born  in  Palmyra,  Maine,  Dec.  20,  1844;  married  Amelia  Emma  Lockner 
of  Albany,  New  York,  August  21,  1867.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  at  the  East  Maine  Conference  Seminary.  Also  at  the  Janesville 
Academy  and  Bryant  and  Stratton's  Business  College  at  Albany,  New  York, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1864.  In  1867  was  made  a  professor  in  Bryant 
and  Stratton's  College,  in  Boston,  Mass.,  and  in  1868  was  called  to  a 
similar  position  in  Philadelphia.  In  1872  the  principal  died  and  Mr.  Soule 
was  called  to  fill  his  place.  He  held  this  position  till  Aug.  31,  1876,  when  he 
purchased  the  institution  and  thus  became  both  proprietor  and  president.  He 
made  great  improvements  in  the  accommodation  for  students,  in  its  curriculum 
and  government,  and  raised  it  to  a  high  standard  among  kindred  institutions. 
He  later  sold  the  college  and  engaged  in  other  pursuits.  He  was  in  banking 
and  brokerage  for  a  number  of  years;  and  afterwards  was  engaged  in  art 
engrossing  where  his  business  was  very  extensive,  numbering  among  his  patrons 
the  courts  or  government  of  the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  Sweden,  Norway, 
Russia,  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Spain,  Venezuela,  Brazil,  Mexico,  Japan, 
Canada,  etc. 
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Mr.  Soule  has  traveled  extensively  in  every  state  and  territory  of  our 
country,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Canada,  Mexico,  Cuba,  Madeira, 
France  and  Africa,  going  500  miles  up  the  river  Nile.  He  has  always  been 
interested  in  amateur  sports  and  was  one  of  six  chosen  to  represent  the  United 
States  for  the  amateur  billiard  championship  at  the  Racquet  Club,  New  York 
City.  He  himself  won  the  amateur  championship  in  shooting,  and  later,  the 
open  championship  of  North  America.  Was  one  of  the  champion  "  Big  Four" 
for  many  years.  He  is  fond  of  tennis,  boxing  and  golf.  He  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Union  League  of  Philadelphia  since  July  9,  1870,  and  was  one  of  the 
governors  for  five  years.  He  has  been  identified  with  no  less  than  twenty 
clubs  and  popular  societies  and  was  the  founder  and  honorary  life  member  of 
several  of  these.  Residence  in  Philadelphia  since  1868.  His  wife  died  in  1914. 
There  are  three  children  all  living  at  this  date,  September,  1923.  He  is  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Kittle  Club  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  sometimes 
called  "The  Kittle's  Grand  Old  Man."

Thomas  House  Soule,  born  Nov.  11,  1801,  was  an  only  son  of  James  Soule, 
uncle  of  Bishop  Joshua  Soule.  His  mother  was  Margaret  Cook,  who  died 
when  her  two  children  were  small  and  left  four  others  to  bring  up.  Thomas 
was  adopted  by  John  Hopkins  when  about  ten  years  of  age  and  learned  the 
trade  of  tanner  and  currier  at  Murdock,  Ohio.  He  married  first  a  Miss 
Shields  by  whom  there  were  three  children,  Martha  Jane,  Ira,  and  David.  He 
married  second,  Barbara  Hildebrand,  by  whom  there  were  five  children,  viz: 
Elizabeth,  Lucius,  William,  Thomas,  Jefferson  and  Lida.  On  the  death  of 
her  mother  this  daughter  was  given  to  her  grandmother,  Betsey  Hildebrand. 
She  was  then  about  four  months  of  age.  This  Lida  Soule  was  married  to  David 
Arten,  by  whom  she  had:  Harry  H.,  John  R.,  Hattie  B.,  Florence  and  Nellie 
E.  Arten. 

Thomas  House  Soule  was  a  large  man  with  "snow-white"  hair  and  beard, 
the  later  "full  and  curling."

They  were  all  obliged 
to  remain  on  this  island  forty-eight  hours,  when  they  were  rescued  by  a  passing 
boat  named  the  "War  Eagle."  In  1855,  he  pre-empted  150  acres  of  land  in 
Grant  township  (a  name  he  had  the  honor  of  bestowing)  when  there  were  but 
six  families  settled  there.  There  he  built  a  shanty,  using  only  eight  dollars 
worth  of  lumber,  and  for  one  of  the  posts  he  appropriated  a  burr-oak  tree. 
When  he  and  his  family  took  possession  of  their  new  western  home  they  had 
only  a  month's  supply  of  provision  and  48  cents  in  cash.  Little  by  little  he 
gained  a  foothold  and  by  economy  and  industry  he  became  quite  independent. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  in  1861 ;  clerk  of  the  town  of  Grant  twenty- 
two  consecutive  years;  assessor  of  taxes  12  years;  justice  of  the  peace  26 
years  (1882).  He  took  the  state  and  U.  S.  census  several  times.  Was  county 
commissioner  eight  years.  In  1878  he  presented  his  farm  to  his  two  sons, 
reserving  17  acres  for  himself,  on  which  he  erected  good  buildings,  and  there 
subsequently  made  his  home.  See  9th  generation  for  record  of  children.  All 
of  the  births  recorded  as  at  Stillwater,  Minn.,  took  place  at  the  same  old  farm. 
The  post  office  was  changed  when  the  "Soo"  railroad  was  built  through  the 
neighborhood  and  a  station  was  built  there.

HE  eldest  son  of  Jabez  (1)  and  Lucy '-(Morton)  Soule,  Zachariah 
Soule  (3),  born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  Nov.  10,  1780;  married  Oct.  30, 
1807,  Abigail  Crosswell  of  Falmouth''Mass.,  and  settled  in  Farm- 
ington,  Maine.,  as  an  attorney  at  law,  in  which  profession  he 
continued  a  lucrative  practice  for  many  years.  He  was  a  man  of  liberal  educa- 
tion but  the  institution  from  which  he  was  graduated  is  not  known.  He 
served  in  the  war  of  1812-13  as  sergeant  in  U.  S.  Infantry.  Enlisted  Jan.  11, 
1813  under  Captain  Proctor  and  was  discharged  Oct.  11,  1813.  This  soldier 
died  in  June,  1836  in  Springfield,  Mass.  Widow  applied  for  pension  April  18, 
1871;  claim  allowed.

HE  lineage  of  this  branch  of  the  family  has  been  clearly  established. 
Nathaniel  Sowle  (5),  second  son  of  Henry  (3)  and  Barbara  (Cot- 
terall)  Sowle,  was  born  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  Jan.  7,  1746;  married 
Abigail  Vose  in  the  Congregational  church  of  that  town  May  1, 
1779,  and  settled  on  land  in  Westport,  Mass.  He  was  a  seaman  and  was  early 
in  life  elevated  to  be  master  mariner  and  commander  of  merchant  ships,  sailing 
to  foreign  ports.  He  took  his  sons  with  him  even  in  their  youth  and  they 
learned  to  climb  the  shrouds  with  the  agility  of  squirrels.  The  time  of  deaths 
in  this  family  is  not  known.     There  were  several  children.

Ebenezer  Vose  Sowle  (1),  son  of  Nathaniel  (5)  and  Abigail  (Vose)  Sowle, 
was  born  in  Westport,  Mass.,  not  distant  from  the  original  seat  where  his 
ancestors  sat  down,  about  1780-85;  married  Jan.  20,  1803,  Deborah  Mahew, 
by  whom  several  children  whose  names  will  appear  hereafter.  Descended  from 
a  race  born  "web-footed,"  he  followed  them  "true  to  form"  and  early  made 
choice  of  a  seaman's  life.  He  took  his  place  "before  the  mast"  while  yet  a 
lad.  His  advancement  through  the  nautical  curriculum  was  rapid  and  before 
he  had  reached  his  majority  he  was  acclaimed  a  competent  navigator  and 
assigned  to  the  command  of  a  staunch  merchant  ship  trading  in  foreign  ports. 
He  was  proud  of  his  lineage  and  a  firm  believer  in  the  high  social  standing  of 
the  family  from  which  the  Pilgrim  descended;  and,  impelled  by  this  sentiment, 
while  his  vessel  was  in  London,  he  visited  the  Herald  Office  seeking  for  an 
authentic  coat-of-arms,  but  finding  none  bearing  the  spelling  of  its  claimant 
identical  with  his  own,  "Sowle,"  he  procured  the  "next  thing  to  it,"  the 
insignia  of  "Soule."  This  heraldic  picture  was  long  preserved  in  the  family 
and  is  remembered  by  members  of  the  connection  as  hanging  in  the  best  room 
(probably  the  "fore-rume"),  of  the  homestead  in  Gouldsboro  as  a  family 
memorial  of  almost  priceless  value,  till  it  was  lost  when  the  old  farmhouse  was 
burned  down.  The  motto  on  this  coat  was:  "Investure  Sequator  Honor," 
translated  from  the  Latin  into  English,  "He  who  seeketh  honor  shall  find  it." 

Note. — There  stood,  many  years  ago,  in  Westport,  Mass.,  on  the  "Lower  Road" 
between  the  "Point"  and  New  Bedford,  surrounded  by  shrubbery,  the  tall  and  naked 
chimney  of  an  old  farmhouse  that  had  been  dismantled  or  burned  down  and  marked 
the  seat  of  an  early  homestead  locally  known  as  the  "Widow  Sowle  Place."  Tradition 
said  the  property  was  wasted  in  litigation  between  the  heirs  and  was  lost  to  the  Sowle 
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Hilliard  M.  Sowle,  a  son  of  Capt.  Ebenezer  Vose  Sowle,  was  born  in  West- 
port,  Mass.,  in  1803  and  died  in  Gouldsboro,  Me.,  Dec.  4,  1882,  aged  79  years 
10  months  and  14  days.  He  made  his  way  to  the  eastern  state  when  a  lad 
about  1826,  and  was  employed  in  his  uncle's  store  for  several  years;  then 
bought  out  the  business  and  was  a  country  merchant  for  more  than  sixty  years 
in  the  same  store.  During  this  time  he  exhibited  such  executive  ability  that 
he  was  called  to  fill  several  important  positions  by  his  townsmen  and  became 
widely  known  for  his  accommodating  disposition  and  his  faithful  official  per- 
formance of  his  duties.  He  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife,  to  whom  he 
was  married  June  19,  1829,  was  Abigail  Wilson,  a  daughter  of  Go  wan  and 
Lydia  Wilson  of  an  old  Kittery  family,  born  Jan.  10,  1802,  and  died  Dec.  7, 
1846.  She  was  the  mother  of  six  children.  He  married  secondly  (recorded 
Nov.  1,  1846,  Flora  E.  Whitaker,  who  died  May  6,  1901,  aged  43  years  and 
9  months.  She  was  the  mother  of  four  children  whose  names,  with  those  of 
the  first  wife,  will  presently  appear.  Hilliard  M.  Sowle  had  a  farm  in  Goulds- 
boro situated  on  "Sowle's  Hill"  in  that  part  of  the  town  known  as  "West 
Bay."  The  estate  was  inherited  by  his  son,  William  W.  Sowle,  and  the  house 
was  destroyed  with  many  precious  heirlooms  several  years  ago.  Town  records 
show  that  Hilliard  M.  Sowle  was  constable  of  the  town  in  1836;  one  of  the 
superintending  school  committee  in  1836-37;  surveyor  of  lumber  and  meas- 
urer of  wood  and  bark,  1836-37;  engaged  in  retail  business,  1829-30-31-32; 
justice  of  the  peace,  1837;  town  clerk  for  a  period  of  years  beginning  1841.

family.  There  are  men  still  living  who  remember  this  stark  old  wayside  monument  as 
it  raised  its  embattled  head  among  the  surrounding  trees  and  who,  in  their  childhood 
days,  regarded  it  with  feelings  akin  to  fear  or  veneration.  There  is  always,  to  the 
thoughtful  observer,  something  impressive  about  any  remains  that  mark  the  site  of  an 
abandoned  or  demolished  homestead.  An  old  cellar  depression  as  an  inverted  monu- 
ment, or  an  old  half-decayed  apple  tree,  will  attract  the  attention  of  the  pilgrim  as  he 
journeys  and  realistic  mental  pictures  will  be  conjured  as  he  contemplates  the  scene. 
Around  this  old,  abandoned  hearthstone  many  adventures  of  the  seaman's  life  were 
doubtless  rehearsed  and  many  a  lonely  evening  passed  while  waiting  for  the  return 
of  the  absent  husband  and  father.  Alas!  the  once  bright  flames  and  flickering  firelight 
whose  radiance  threw  weird  shadows  upon  the  wainscoted  walls,  were  long  ago  ex- 
tinguished, and  for  want  of  cultivation  the  once  fertile  fields  were  permitted  to  revert 
to  the  dominions  of  nature.  The  soothing  lullaby  droned  by  the  mother's  plaintive 
voice  that  kept  time  to  the  cradle's  rhythmic  rock,  has  died  behind  the  hastening  years 
and  passed  to  the  realms  of  eternal  silence.  The  hands  that  wrought  in  the  fields  and 
firesides  have  long  ago  been  folded  and  clasped  the  mould  beneath  the  sward  of  the 
valley.  While  musing  over  this  pathetic  scene  how  little  the  descendants  appreciate 
the  experiences  of  toil  and  deprivation  of  their  ancestors! 

Note. — As  one  of  a  company  Hilliard  M.  Sowle  purchased  Township  Number  Seven 
adjoining  Gouldsboro  which  was  divided  between  the  purchasers  and  one-fourth, 
assigned  to  Mr.  Sowle,  contained  4,900  acres.  Of  this  territory  he  conveyed  to  his 
son,  Benjamin  T.  Sowle,  2,900  acres  and  to  son  William  2,000  acres,  and  also  the  Trout 
Pond  Lot.  From  this  2,900  acre  lot  Mr.  Sowle  cut  timber  for  several  years.  It  seems 
that  the  Sowles  erected  a  sawmill  on  their  lands  but  it  was  allowed  to  fall  into  desuetude 
and  decay. 
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Dunbar,  the  intention  recorded  May  7,  1852,  and  died  many  years 
ago  without  issue,  probably  in  the  town  of  Steuben,  Me.

William  W.  Sowle,  born  Oct.  8,  1850;  married  Lizzie  E.  Holbrook  of 
Milbridge,  Me.  (intention  Oct.  23,  1882),  and  lived  all  of  his  life  on  the  old 
homestead  farm.  He  was  engaged  in  lumbering  and  farming.  He  had  one 
daughter,  Jennie  E.  Sowle,  who  was  married  to  James  Lyman  Gray  of  Ston- 
ington,  Me.,  Dec.  25,  1908,  and  died  Oct.  18,  1916,  aged  32  years.  William 
W.  Sowle  died  May  5,  1915,  aged  64-6-29. 

Benjamin  Tripp  Sowle,  born  June  14,  1856,  and  was  married  twice.  His 
first  wife  was  Flora  E.  Atwood,  by  whom  several  children.  She  died  and 
he  married  2d,  Carrie  E.  Dowe  of  Deer  Isle,  Me.,  who  bore  him  one  son.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  Hancock  County  Bar  in  1882  and  is  the  oldest  member  now 
living.  He  has  been  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  on  a  small  scale  a  large 
portion  of  his  active  life.  He  joined  the  Masons,  Odd  Fellows  and  Knights  of 
Pythias,  many  years  ago,  and  has  been  affiliated  with  the  Methodist  church  since 
a  young  man  and  gives  it  his  support.  Mr.  Sowle  is  the  oldest  member  of 
his  family  and  has  been  able,  therefore,  to  contribute  much  information  for  the 
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history  of  his  people.  He  has  manifested  much  interest  in  the  genealogical 
undertaking  and  has  donated  the  portrait  of  his  late  father  to  accompany  the 
sketch  herein  published.

AMES  SOULE,  born  in  Taunton,  Mass.,  wife  from  Plympton,  Mass., 
came  to  Maine  from  Massachusetts,  when  a  young  man,  published 
March  13,  1788,  and  soon  married  in  township  "Number  Four," 
now  New  Gloucester,  Molly  Holmes,  Aug.  18,  1788,  and  I  suspect 
that  he  was  closely  related  to  the  other  families  of  the  name  settled  in  that 
vicinity — possibly  from  Middleboro,  Mass. 

One  Daniel  Soule  of  Plympton,  Mass.,  testified  when  application  was 
made  for  pension,  that  he  knew  James  Soule  had  served  twelve  months 
during  the  Revolution,  the  kinship  not  stated.  He  seems  to  have  been  a 
resident  of  Maine  when  he  enlisted,  as  he  served  in  regiments  raised  in  what 
is  now  the  territory  of  this  state.  He  enlisted  Dec.  25,  1775,  and  served  one 
year  in  the  company  of  Captain  Hill  of  the  regiment  commanded  by  Col. 
James  Phinney.  He  received  an  honorable  discharge  at  Fort  George.  He 
applied  for  a  pension  soon  after  the  Revolutionary  Pension  Law  was  passed, 
April  29,  1818.  His  claim  was  allowed  and  his  certificate  issued  July  26,  1819. 
At  this  time  his  place  of  residence  was  Freeport,  Me.  Jonathan  Byram, 
aged  64  years,  testified  to  service  with  him  in  Captain  Hill's  Company.  In 
1820  he  gave  a  schedule  of  his  personal  property.  By  occupation  a  farmer. 
Had  no  real  estate.  Unable  to  work  by  reason  of  "Lameness  and  broken 
limbs."  Mentions  wife  Molly,  aged  66  years;  "infirm  and  unable  to  labor." 
He  died  March  29,  1829,  and  his  widow,  Moll)7,  applied  for  and  received  a 
pension  on  a  claim  executed  Aug.  28,  1838,  her  age  being  given  as  69  years,  and 
her  residence  Hebron,  Maine.  She  signed  with  her  "mark."  In  1848  she 
asked  for  an  increase  in  pension  under  an  act  of  Congress  Feb.  2,  1848,  being 
then  a  resident  of  Oxford,  Maine.  In  1849  her  pension  was  increased  from 
$40  to  $60  per  annum.  As  the  widow  of  James  Soule,  she  applied  for  a  grant 
of  bounty  land  and  stated  that  her  husband  had  served  two  years  in  the 
Revolution  and  that  he  died  March  25,  1830,  in  Oxford,  Maine.  She  was 
granted  160  acres  on  Warrant  Number  11412  under  the  Act  of  1855. 

We  shall  now  turn  to  the  civil  record  of  this  James  Soule.  The  record  shows 
that  James  Soule  of  Shepardstown,  and  Molly  Holmes  of  New  Gloucester, 
were  married  Aug.  18,  1788.  He  bought  of  Isaac  Bolster  of  Paris,  Maine, 
Lot  No.  6,  in  the  Sixth  Range  of  the  Second  Division  and  two  years  later  sold 
part  of  this  tract  to  Zadoc  Dean  of  Hebron,  Maine. 

James  Soule  opened  the  first  tavern  in  the  town  of  Oxford  and  for  a  long 
term  of  years  performed  the  graceful  duties  of  landlord  in  the  pleasant  employ- 
ment of  entertaining  travelers.  He  was  represented  as  the  typical  old-time, 
portly,  brusque  and  dignified  landlord  and  made  his  house  a  popular  "putting- 
up  place."  This  large,  roomy  house  was  warmed  by  a  great  open  fireplace  in 
which,  during  the  long  winter  evenings,  the  weary  guests  gathered  around  the 
long  hearthstone  and  drank  flip  in  metal  mugs  while  telling  stories  and  chal- 
lenging the  howling  storms  without.  Here,  tradition  long  affirmed,  were  seen 
many  a  bacchanalian  bout  and  revelry  to  match  till  late  hours  found  the  guests, 
still  gossiping,  climbing  the  creaking  stairs,  to  bed.     Mrs.  Soule  was  a  model 
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of  graceful  manners  and  became  a  noted  old-fashioned  cook  and  hostess  who 
entertained  her  company  with  great  demonstrations  of  politeness.  This  old 
hail-scarred  tavern  still  raises  its  bold  gables  against  the  tempests  and  seems 
good  for  another  century. 

This  man  and  wife  were  the  parents  of  a  large  family  whose  names  we  have 
salvaged  from  the  crumbling  hillsides  of  Time  and  shall  publish  all  that  seems 
pertinent  concerning  them.  Descendants  have  promised  the  author  again  and 
again,  quite  full  information  relating  to  these  sons  and  daughters,  but  failed 
to  supply  the  data  when  wanted.  Much  of  the  blood  of  this  worthy  couple 
has  been  diffused  through  the  families  of  Oxford  and  adjacent  counties  and  we 
fondly  hope  that  this  red,  rushing  current  will  jump  with  stimulation  when 
this  volume  is  perused.

Artillery  service.  Discharged  at  Boston,  Mass.,  Aug.  6,  1814.  He  applied 
for  pension  March  25,  1871,  aged  75  years.  His  wife  applied  for  pension  and 
was  paid  till  December,  1893.  She  died  Jan.  17,  1893.  Bounty  Land  War- 
rant No.  1,594.  Inquisition  at  Dover,  revealed  evidence  of  surviving  issue. 
The  old  citizens  did  not  remember  him.  This  branch  of  the  family  may  be 
extinct  in  male  line.

Middleboro  Branch. 

This  family  was  from  Middleboro,  Mass.,  as  proven  by  records  found  in  an 
old  Bible  printed  in  London  by  "John  Backett,  Printer  to  the  King's  most 
Excellent  Majesty  M.D.  CCXL. "  On  a  fly  leaf  preceding  the  family  record 
is  written  the  following:  "William  Soule  his  Bible  which  fell  to  him  out  of  the 
Division  of  Books  that  were  left  by  his  honored  Grandfather  James  Soule  and 
honored  father  Jacob  Soule  who  departed  this  life  A.D.  1744."  There  was 
another  family  of  Soules,  probably  from  the  same  ancestry,  at  one  time  settled 
in  Sumner,  Maine,  and  now  represented  by  Elijah  Soule,  a  veteran  of  the 
Civil  War,  living  in  Parma,  Mich.  See 'the  record  of  his  family  in  another 
section  of  this  work.  By  reference  to  the  History  and  Genealogy  of  the  main 
lines  of  the  Middleboro  family  the  ancestry  of  this  branch  can  be  readily 
traced. 

William  Soule  (1),  son  of  Jacob  (1)  and  Mary  Thomas  Soule,  was  born  in 
Middleboro,  Mass.  He  procured  a  tract  of  land  from  the  Plymouth  Company 
in  a  plantation  then  known  as  East  Butterfield,  linked  to  Hartford,  to  which 
he  came  about  the  close  of  the  Revolution  and  took  possession.  After  clearing 
a  piece  of  land  and  rolling  up  a  log-house  he  returned  to  his  native  town  in  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  where  he  married  Sarah  Briggs  of  Halifax,  Oct. 
30,  1760,  and  rode  back  to  Butterfield  on  horseback,  guided  by  spotted  trees 
he  had  blazed  to  mark  the  trail  for  that  purpose.  This  primitive  cabin  was 
on  the  land  since  covered  by  an  orchard  owned  by  William  Palmer  and  not 
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distant  from  the  present  Ricker  Homestead.  The  farm  cleared  by  William 
Soule  was  quite  extensive  and  the  Palmer  farm  was  included  in  the  original 
grant  by  the  Plymouth  Company.  After  his  death  his  widow  married  Timothy 
Cobb  of  Carver,  Mass.  Mr.  Soule  died  in  Sumner,  Maine,  Dec.  9,  1777. 
Children  named  as  follows. 

As  a  full  record  of  the  children  of  William  and  Sarah  (Briggs)  Soule  appears 
in  the  Registers  of  Middleboro,  Mass.,  I  believe  there  must  be  some  mistake 
concerning  the  "Spotted  trees"  and  the  "horseback  ride."  These  children 
were  probably  born  in  Middleboro.

The  granddaughters  of  William  Soule  grew  to  womanhood,  being  brought 
up  by  their  grandparents.  William,  the  oldest  son  of  Dr.  Betherd  Cary,  mar- 
ried Mary  Clark  April  9,  1809,  and  these  settled  on  the  Soule  farm  and  cared 
for  the  aged  grandparents  and  Lydia  the  maiden  sister. 

By  industry  and  frugality  the  Soules  were  prosperous  and  were  active  in 
town  affairs.  A  substantial  frame  dwelling  took  the  place  of  the  log-house 
and  was  furnished  substantially  and  with  some  pretentions  to  elegance.  The 
present  Cary  Farm  has  been  in  possession  of  the  family  since  William  Soule 
hewed  it  from  the  wilderness  nearly  a  century  ago.  In  the  present  house,  built 
in  1840,  many  heirlooms  are  preserved.  Here  are  the  same  knee-breeches  and 
buckles  worn  by  William  Soule  more  than  a  century  ago.  Many  fine  old 
dishes  grace  the  cabinets,  some  bearing  English  and  Chinese  trade-marks  that 
bear  dates  long  before  the  coming  of  the  Soule  family  to  Sumner,  Maine.  An 
ancient  looking  warming-pan  and  two  very  old  Bibles,  one  of  them  printed  in 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,   of  date  M.D.CC.LLL.     The  other  dated  M.D.CC.X:L:

Jonathan  Soule,  a  son  of  Alden  Soule,  is  said  to  have  had  two  sisters:  one,

Wood,  who  married  Mary  Jane  Soule,  his  first  cousin,  daughter  of  Jonathan 
and  Alonzo  Wood,  whose  son,  Roscoe  Wood,  resides  in  Auburn,  Me.

It  seems  that  Hon.  Sumner  Soule  was  of  this  family,  but  descendants  are 
not  well  informed  on  the  history  and  genealogy  of  ancestry  and  the  author 
regrets  this  deficiency  in  this  branch. 

Hon.  Sumner  Soule. — At  a  little  after  2  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon,  Assessor 
Johnson  went  to  the  room  of  Tax  Collector  Sumner  Soule  (Augusta,  Maine),  and  there 
found  him  dead  at  his  desk.  At  first  it  was  thought  that  he  was  having  a  nap  but  it 
was  soon  seen  that  he  was  dead. 

The  gloom  that  was  cast  over  the  city  on  learning  the  fact  was  great,  for  he  was  well 
known  and  considered  by  all  a  close  friend.  Mr.  Soule  had  been  enjoying  good  health 
of  late,  even  speaking  of  it,  and  though  at  this  time  his  work  was  hard,  he  attended 
to  it  in  every  detail,  he  having  deposited  some  $1200  in  the  morning  and  having  col- 
lected since  then  some  $600  more.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  writing  out  a  notice 
and  that  death  was  without  a  struggle  was  evident  as  the  pen  he  was  using  was  found 
by  the  side  of  his  chair,  where  it  fell. 

Mr.  Soule  was  born  in  the  town  of  Livermore  July  28,/ 1829  and  there  obtained  his 
early  education.  From  there  he  went  to  Natick,  Mass.,  where  he  passed  a  few  years 
working  at  odd  jobs.  He  returned  to  Livermore  for  a  short  time  and  then  went  back 
to  Natick,  where  he  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  In  this  now  thriving  shoe 
city  of  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Soule  was  the  pioneer  and  his  shoes  went  in  all  directions. 
It  was  in  this  place  that  he  was  married  to  Miss  Margaret  Brown  of  Livermore,  who 
died  several  years  ago.  From  Natick  he  came  to  Canton,  where  he  again  engaged  in 
the  shoe  business,  the  firm  being  Soule  and  Springer.  Next  he  went  to  Winthrop  and 
opened  a  retail  shoe  store  where  he  remained  until  1882  when  he  came  to  Gardiner. 
While  in  Winthrop  he  was  a  deputy  sheriff  for  four  years  and  was  one  of  the  active 
ones  during  the  count-out  at  Augusta.  On  coming  to  Gardiner  he  opened  a  retail 
shoe  store  with  his  son,  Herbert  Soule,  as  a  partner  and  ran  this  until  1894  when  he 
sold  out  to  Cusick  and  Lincoln.  After  this  he  was  an  ice  broker  and  later  traveled  over 
the  State  selling  fertilizers.  While  engaged  in  the  latter  business  he  visited  almost 
every  part  of  the  State  engaged  in  farming  and  there  are  few  of  the  farmers  who 
will  not  remember  him.     From  1903  to  1907  he  was  a  deputy  sheriff  under  Sheriff  Ham. 

A  son,  Herbert  E.  Soule  of  Boston,  a  granddaughter,  Miss  Marion  Soule  of  Augusta, 
and  a  brother,  William  Soule  of  Livermore,  survive. — Augusta  (Maine)    Newspaper.

|AJOR  WILLIAM  SOULE  (1),  eldest  son  of  Ezekiel  (1)  and  Hannah 

(Delano)  Soule,  was  born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  Sept.  4,  1738,  and 
baptized  there  in  1742.  He  married  Anna  Sewall  whose  parentage 
and  place  of  nativity  are  not  known.  Tradition  says  she  was  of 
Irish  descent  but  we  attach  but  little  importance  to  such  statements.  It  has 
been  recorded  and  published  that  he  was  a  shipbuilder  while  living  in  Dart- 
mouth and  owned  a  "fleet"  of  vessels  plying  between  Maine  and  other  New 
England  ports,  sometimes  sailing  as  far  south  as  the  Carolinas  and  making 
occasional  voyages  to  England.  We  entertain  no  doubts  concerning  his  posi- 
tion as  a  master  mariner,  but  hardly  an  admiral.  Some  years  before  the  Rev- 
olution he  removed  to  Spencertown,  N.  Y.,  but  not  distant  to  the  Massachusetts 
line.  He  was  an  ardent  Royalist,  then  called  "Tories,"  and  joined  the  British 
army  that  was  then  encamped  in  the  locality  where  he  resided.  His  name 
appears  in  some  of  the  military  records  seen  by  me  among  the  "  Royal  Rangers" 
and  also  as  a  sergeant.  Published  statements  make  him  the  holder  of  a  com- 
mission as  Major  in  the  British  army,  but  I  have  not  found  any  documentary 
evidence  of  this.  He  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Saratoga  Oct.  17,  1777,  and 
was  taken  prisoner  at  the  surrender.  He  was,  however,  released  under  parole 
and  returned  to  his  farm.  Knowing  that  his  estate  would  be  confiscated  and 
anticipating  his  personal  fate,  he  immediately  began  preparations  for  a  removal 
to  the  British  Colony  of  Upper  Canada,  now  Ontario.  Being  a  mariner  he 
naturally  decided  to  make  a  voyage  across  Lake  Champlain  and  the  arrange- 
ment adopted  by  him  was  novel  indeed.  Having  procured  two  large  flat-boats 
he  lashed  them  together  and  with  his  horse,  his  cow,  his  household  goods  and 
his  family  this  bold  Viking  of  the  western  hemisphere  launched  forth  with  his 
eyes  fixed  on  the  North  Star.  A  store  of  provisions  was  placed  on  board  for 
the  family  while  on  the  voyage,  some  samp  and  meat  which,  supplemented  by 
the  milk  of  the  cow  and  the  fish  caught,  supplied  the  family  needs.  Guided 
by  the  old  compass  he  had  sailed  by  when  navigating  the  Atlantic  many  years 
before,  he  moved  toward  the  Canadian  line.  After  several  days  and  nights 
of  exposure  and  assuming  that  he  had  crossed  the  boundary  between  the  Amer- 
ican colony  and  the  Canadian  border,  he  disembarked  and  staked  out  his 
land  for  a  homestead.  Some  of  his  five  sons  were  husky  young  men  and  had 
assisted  at  the  oars  while  crossing  the  lake,  and  they  now  busied  themselves 
with  clearing  away  the  forest  and  the  breaking  of  the  virgin  soil.  But  William 
Soule  had  made  a  mistake  in  his  estimates  and  when  the  boundary  was  estab- 
lished found  himself  and  family  three  miles  south  of  the  British  line.  Here 
tradition  is  out  of  harmony.  Some  of  the  descendants  have  assumed  that, 
immediately  after  his  discovery,  he  was  a  squatter,  in  Isle  of  Wight  County, 
Vermont,  that  he  "pulled  up  stakes"  and  trecked  further  North.  Others  say 
that  time  had  softened  the  hatred  between  the  inhabitants  in  the  Colony  and 
the  Canadians  and  as  land  was  considered  of  little  value,  the  family  was  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  their  improvements  and  finally  acquired  a  large  and  valuable 
estate.     However,  the  Land  Records  at  Toronto  disclose  the  fact  that  William 
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Soule  and  some  of  his  sons  applied  for  grants  of  land  in  Canada  and  that  their 
requests  were  honored. 

From  the  pen  of  his  grandson  who  had  removed  to  the  West  and  who  re- 
membered him  well,  we  have  a  description  of  Major  William  Soule.  "He  was 
of  medium  stature,  broad-shouldered  and  muscular;  a  man  of  powerful  frame 
invested  with  unusual  strength  and  constitutional  hardihood.  His  hair  was 
very  dark  or  black,  his  facial  features  somewhat  elongated  after  the  typical 
family  type;  his  expression  of  countenance  was  rather  stern  and  determined 
and  he  was  a  man  of  invincible  courage  and  heroic  activity.  Certainly  a  man 
not  to  be  imposed  upon  or  trifled  with.  He  was,  however,  possessed  of  great 
kindness  of  heart  and  benevolence;  a  reliable  citizen  and  good  neighbor.  He 
died  in  Alburg,  Vermont,  March  13,  1811,  aged  72  years.  His  wife  died  there 
Nov.  27,  1825,  aged  86  years.  Their  graves  were  marked  by  hard  slate  stones 
which  remain  well  preserved  and  the  inscriptions  are  clearly  legible;  being 
copied  especially  for  this  work. 

As  previously  intimated,  there  were  seven  sons  in  this  family  but  no  daugh- 
ters. The  names  were:  Timothy,  Joseph,  Stephen,  John,  Lewis,  William  and 
David.  Some  of  these  sons  changed  their  names  to  Sole,  Sowle  and  Sowles. 
Two  or  more  settled  in  Canada  and  raised  their  families  there.  Some  of 
the  third  generation  removed  to  the  West  and  their  descendants  will  be  ac- 
counted for  in  the  proper  section  of  this  work. 

The  Two  Families  of  Soule. 

The  heads  of  the  families  of  Soule  and  Sowle  settled  in  Northern  Vermont 
were  both  Royalists,  or  Tories,  during  the  Revolution,  and  yet  tradition  says 
through  the  declaration  of  several  venerable  persons  whose  memory  of  early 
events  seems  very  distinct,  that  if  any  member  of  the  Alburg  branch  of  the 
family  met  the  displeasure  of  the  Fairfield  families  they  were  sometimes  called 
in  derision  "An  Old  Tory,"  as  though  they  were  a  superior  class,  whereas  it 
was  recorded  that  Joseph  Soule,  son  of  Timothy  Soule,  and  head  of  the  Fair- 
field families,  had  served  as  Corporal  in  the  British  army  while  in  New  York, 
Certainly  this  branch  were  descended  from  ardent  Loyalist  stock.  Timothy 
Soule,  the  father  of  Joseph,  was  a  hot-headed  Tory  and  signed  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  to  King  George  III.  He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  "  hard  agin" 
the  Colonies.  Having  been  brought  up  "after  the  straitest  sect"  a  Royalist 
he  evidently  had  not  "turned  his  coat"  when  he  fled  from  his  home  to  find 
protection  within  the  Canadian  wilderness.  But  let  us  follow  him  and  his 
sons  to  the  British  territory.  Like  the  family  settled  in  Allenburg,  they  made 
a  mistake  in  trying  to  locate  the  boundary  between  the  Colony  and  Canada 
and  supposed  they  were  on  British  soil  when  they  staked  out  their  homestead 
lands.  If  they  had  not  been  Tories  while  living  in  New  York  and  had  served 
with  the  local  army,  why  do  we  learn  by  the  Land  Records  in  Toronto  that 
Joseph  Soule,  as  well  as  his  sons,  applied  for  grants  of  land  with  the  claim 
of  "United  Empire  Loyalists?"  What  claims  had  they  upon  the  bounty  and 
benevolence  of  the  Canadian  authorities  when  they  could  cite  no  spirit  of 
loyalty  cherished  or  service  performed;  why  were  they  upon  their  knees  "pray- 
ing" for  grants  of  the  Canadian  lands  if  they  were  ashamed  to  be  known  as 
loyal  to  the  King?     The  shoe  sometimes  pinches  on  another  foot  or,  after  long 
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years  of  absence,  the  "chickens  come  home  to  roost."     Let  boasting  be  ex- 
cluded. 

It  may  be  styled  a  "coincidence,"  but  the  two  branches  located  on  parallel 
lines  in  adjoining  counties  in  quite  neighborly  relations  and  both  were  quite 
sure  that  they  were  on  Canadian  soil — their  objective. 

The  Village  of  Alburg. 

The  principal  parts  of  the  village  of  Alburg,  which  is  laid  out  in  streets 
and  blocks,  was  located  on  a  section  of  the  original  homestead  of  the  Soule 
family.  The  farm  bordered  on  Lake  Champlain  on  the  west  and  the  interven- 
ing lands  were  covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of  timber,  only  a  small  cluster 
remaining  between  the  village  and  the  shore.  The  proprietor  offered  decided 
objections  to  the  crossing  of  his  lands  by  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  from 
the  east  to  the  west  and  the  consequent  cutting  down  of  his  growing  timber; 
and  some  twenty  years  ago  another  railroad  was  built  a  little  back  of  the 
homestead,  called  the  Rutland  Road,  where  the  corporation  has  its  buildings 
and  yards;  thus  the  march  of  improvements  has  mutilated  and  subdivided  and 
defaced  the  farm  till  it  bears  but  little  resemblance  of  its  original  beauty. 

The  Old  Soule  farmhouse,  as  remembered  by  descendants  of  the  family, 
was  a  story-and-a-half  erection  of  wood  and  covered  with  narrow  clabpoards. 
The  roof  slanted  toward  the  road  and  the  house  sat  some  distance  back  of  the 
present  highway.  This  building  has  been  remodeled  into  a  three-tenement 
block. 

The  view  from  the  east  is  extensive  and  pleasing.  Here  the  Green  Moun- 
tains of  Vermont  may  be  clearly  seen.  On  the  west  from  the  highway  there 
are  gradually  descending  cultivated  fields  extending  to  the  lake  shore,  and  the 
glimmering  waters  are  much  in  sight.  Then  the  visitors'  eyes  will  be  diverted 
from  these  adjacent  scenes  to  behold  the  beautiful  Adirondack  Mountains  in 
the  not  distant  State  of  New  York  and  with  ranges  of  hills  reaching  into 
Canada,  through  what  is  called  Odelltown  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

The  Soule  Cemetery,  Alburg,  Vermont. 

The  old  burial  ground  in  which  William  Soule,  the  Loyalist,  and  his  wife 
and  so  many  of  their  descendants  were  interred,  is  situated  on  the  east  side 
of  the  highway  leading  from  the  village  of  Alburg,  Vt.,  to  the  Canadian  line. 
The  lots  in  this  old  "Settlement  of  the  Departed"  which  has  but  recently  been 
incorporated  and  much  enlarged,  are  about  eight  feet  and  broad  enough  for 
seven  or  eight  persons  side  by  side.  There  are  many  old-fashioned  slate  and 
soapstone  monuments  standing  in  the  yard  and  they  are  of  such  hard  materials 
and  so  impervious  to  the  elements  that  they  have  been  little  defaced  during 
the  many  passing  years;  the  inscriptions  chiseled  on  them  are  still  clearly 
legible.  Here  Major  William  Soule  and  Anna  Sewall  his  wife  were  laid  to  rest; 
here  Hon.  Lewis  Sowle,  his  two  wives  and  three  of  his  married  sons  and  their 

Note. — Lewis  Soule,  a  son  of  William  the  "Loyalist,"  was  the  first  of  this  branch 
to  change  his  name  from  Soule  to  "Sowle"  and  "Sowles."  He  attributed  this  mutation 
to  the  instruction  of  a  schoolmaster,  who  suggested  that  such  spelling  would  be  more 
euphonious.  Since  that  sad  change  the  members  of  this  family  have  adopted  such 
titles  as  Sole,  Soule,  Sowle  and  Sowles — a  mixed  medley. 
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families  were  buried  in  separate  lots.  The  Lymans,  intermarried  with  the 
Sowles,  whose  mansion  was  near  the  Canadian  border,  were  here  interred. 
Indeed  the  silent  population  assembled  within  this  quiet  enclosure  may  out- 
number their  living  kindred.  The  cemetery  is  situated  on  the  north-east  side 
of  Alburg  village,  being  on  the  Peninsula  and  nearly  surrounded  by  water 
in  the  lake  with  the  exception  of  the  north  where  it  crosses  the  Dominion  line. 
This  narrow  strip  of  land  is  five  miles  in  breadth  and  fourteen  miles  in  length, 
but  grows  smaller  toward  the  south,  and  the  extreme  end  is  called  ''Points  of 
the  Tongue."

CHILDREN    OF    WILLIAM    AND    ANNA    SEW  ALL    BOTTLE. 

I.  Timothy  Soule  (1),  the  eldest  son  of  William  (1)  and  Anna  (Sewall)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  or  Spencertown,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  10,  1762;  married 
Bridget  Sewall,  probably  his  cousin,  after  the  settlement  in  Vermont  and 
owned  an  extensive  and  productive  farm  at  Alburg  Springs,  afterwards  so-called. 
He  subsequently  conducted  an  old-fashioned  tavern.  The  story  of  the  discov- 
ery of  the  celebrated  mineral  springs  that  have  since  made  this  locality  famous 
is  of  interest.  Timothy  Soule  had  employed  a  wood-chopper  in  the  forest  some 
distance  from  the  house  and  one  day  he  came  out  pale  and  exhausted  and  said 
he  had  been  poisoned.  He  was  weak  through  fear  and  so  much  excited  that 
he  could  not  give  an  intelligent  account  of  what  had  happened;  but  was  sure 
he  would  soon  die.  The  family  soon  learned  that  he  had  been  drinking  from  a 
spring  of  water  which  had  a  peculiar  taste.  He  had  become  so  thirsty  from 
his  strenuous  exertion  that  he  had  not  noticed  the  sulphur  flavor  till  after  his 
thirst  was  quenched.  The  singular  appearance  of  the  man  so  excited  the 
curiosity  of  the  Soules  that  they  went  in  search  of  this  singular  fountain  and 
found  the  tracks  of  animals  that  had  come  there  to  drink;  and  when  the 
frightened  woodsman  had  recovered  his  equilibrium  and  returned  to  his  employ- 
ment he  found  that  his  fears  of  fatal  results  were  unfounded  and  became  a 
great  patron  of  the  spring.  Timothy  Soule  owned  extensive  outlying  lands 
from  which  he  gave  his  sons  farms  and  a  good  start  in  life.  From  an  old 
journal  now  in  possession  of  James  McGrath,  Esq.,  of  Dover  Plains,  Dutchess 
County,  N.  Y.,  it  has  been  learned  that  Timothy  Soule  was  living  there  in 
1793,  consequently  he  had  not  gone  north  with  his  father  immediately  after 
the  Revolution.  His  nephew  informed  the  author  that  Timothy  was  a  man 
who  never  weighed  more  than  138  pounds.  He  died  in  Alburg,  Vt.,  Aug.  2, 
1834,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age.     Bridget  Sewall,  his  wife,  died  there  Sept. 

II,  1825.  The  inscriptions  were  copied  from  their  headstones  now  standing 
in  the  "Old  Cemetery."  There  were  five  children  in  this  family  whose  names 
will  appear  in  the  third  generation. 

Note. — Capt.  Marvin,  father  of  the  wives  of  John  and  Timothy  Soule,  was  a  soldier 
of  the  Revolution  and  after  coming  North  lived  in  a  house  a  quarter  of  a  mile  south 
of  the  Soule  house  where  Mrs.  Soule  was  born.     These  children  used  to  pass  the  Marvin 

Slace  when  going  to  school.     He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Thomas  Marvin,  a  local 
lethodist  preacher  and  a  sincerely  pious  man  who  when  taking  dinner  at  tavern  and 
among  strangers,  always  "said  Grace"  before  eating. 
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The  Timothy  Soules  Tavern.  This  "Ordinary"  or  old-time  tavern  owned 
by  Timothy  Soules  was  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Champlain  and  then  on  the 
main  road  on  the  lake  shore  to  Canada.  It  was  a  popular  resort  during  the 
war  of  Papineau  (1836-7)  when  the  United  States  had  soldiers  stationed  along, 
and  the  boys  of  the  neighborhood  gathered  in  many  "coppers"  for  polishing 
the  officers'  boots.  The  site  of  the  old  tavern  is  still  well-known  and  there 
are  clusters  of  lilac  bushes  flourishing  there  to  mark  the  spot.  Residents  at 
Alburg  Springs  remember  when  the  large  barns  connected  with  the  tavern  were 
taken  down.  The  United  States  soldiers  were  stationed  here  to  protect  the 
local  residents  from  the  raids  from  Canada,  of  which  there  were  several,  when 
farm  buildings  were  burned  and  cattle  stolen  and  driven  off. 

2.  Joseph  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  William  (1)  and  Anna  (Sewall)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Spencertown,  N.  Y.;  married  in  Ontario,  Canada,  where  he  settled 
in  the  year  1839,  his  permanent  home  being  in  the  township  of  Olden,  County 
Frontenac,  at  the  forks  of  three  roads  afterwards  known  as  "Soles  Corners," 
the  buildings  consisting  of  a  log  house,  drive-shed  and  barn  where  he  kept  a 
public  house,  for  the  accommodation  of  travelers,  for  many  years.  He  had 
been  a  resident  of  Vermont  from  the  time  when,  with  his  father  and  four 
brothers,  he  had  removed  from  New  York  State.  He  had  lived  with  a  man 
named  Shibbacaw,  or  Chibba,  who  was  a  celebrated  hunter  whose  mode  of 
life  he  largely  adopted,  and  for  many  years  he  followed  trapping  and  trailing 
in  the  forest  and  along  the  streams  adjacent  to  his  home.  His  first  settlement 
was  on  Long  Island  in  Frontenac  where  he  married  but  removed  to  Crustown 
on  land  afterwards  owned  by  Sidney  Warren;  thence  he  removed  to  Portland 
township  and  lastly  sat  down  in  Olden.  He  married  Sarah  Burrley,  a  woman 
said  to  have  been  of  Spanish  extraction,  who  was  born  June  6,  1812  and  died 
Feb.  5,  1898.  She  went  to  Canada  in  1839.  She  had  two  sisters  and  three 
brothers.  He  had  a  grant  of  land  from  the  Crown  of  which  he  gave  a  lease 
to  Sidney  Warren  and  his  title  was  "killed"  by  having  the  land  sold  for  taxes; 
"a  put-up  job."  See  the  sketch  of  his  life  and  adventures  written  by  Robert 
Flynn,  Esq.,  who  was  well  acquainted  with  him  for  many  years.  He  had  six 
sons  named  as  follows:  Alphonso,  Robert,  Thomas,  Albert,  Ferdinand,  and 
Warren.     See  forward  for  records.

Among  the  noted  hunters  and  trappers  in  the  backwoods  of  Canada  was 
Joseph  Soles  (Soules  probably).  He  was  evidently  born  somewhere  in  Ver- 
mont, possibly  in  the  state  of  New  York,  before  the  removal  of  the  Loyalists 
(Tories)  from  that  state  to  Canada  after  the  Revolution.  He  did  not  know 
the  date  of  his  birth  but  was  nearly  90  at  time  of  his  death.  He  was  about 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height  with  dark  complexion  and  hair,  elongated  features 
and  slender  body.  He  stood  very  erect  and  was  lofty  and  graceful  in  his 
bearing.  He  was  very  strong-limbed  and  fleet  of  foot.  From  a  lad  he  had 
loved  the  forest  and  streams  and  was  a  keen  trail  hunter.  He  was  familiar 
with  all  the  habits  of  the  animals  and  birds  that  inhabited  the  forests  and 
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outwitted  them  in  sagacity.  He  was  familiar  with  the  nature  and  habits  of 
the  Indians  and  could  give  their  war-whoop  in  the  most  thrilling  fashion. 
This  he  often  did  to  frighten  the  other  hunters  from  his  line  of  traps.  A 
surveying  party  heard  him  give  this  war-whoop  about  two  miles  across  the 
water  of  a  lake  on  a  calm  evening  as  told  by  a  surviving  member  of  the  crew. 
He  was  experienced  in  all  the  arts  of  woodcraft  and  adapted  himself  to  the 
deprivations  and  hardship  of  the  wood  ranger's  life,  with  courage  and  contempt 
of  danger.  He  could  construct  a  comfortable  camp  with  his  hatchet  in  an 
hour  and  sometimes  had  a  line  of  traps  and  logfalls  from  40  to  50  miles  in  length. 
He  was  famous  for  his  craft  in  doing  up  a  pack  with  an  Indian  blanket  and 
the  "thomp  strap"  to  carry  with  his  head;  and  frequently  carried  two  hundred 
pounds  in  this  way.  He  could  make  snowshoes  equal  to  the  most  ingenious 
Indians  and  was  an  expert  in  traveling  on  them.  When  returning  from  a 
long  hunting  expedition  he  would  tell  his  wife  to  mix  some  powder,  shot  and 
caps  in  his  tea;  that  would  be  tea  "three-fold  strong."  He  was  well  known 
and  respected  by  all  the  noted  men  of  the  country,  such  as  the  late  Sir  Henry 
Smith,  Judge  Burries,  D.  D.  Caven,  lumber  merchants,  and  Sir  William  Logan 
who  made  the  geographical  survey  of  Canada  from  ocean  to  ocean,  giving  him 
a  great  deal  of  information  respecting  the  ranges  of  mountains  and  flow  of 
water  in  the  lakes  and  streams.  He  moved  from  Long  Island  at  the  foot 
of  Lake  Ontario  to  Portland,  then  a  wild  forest  township,  alongside  of  Long 
Lake,  about  1840.  Then,  in  1849,  he  removed  to  the  township  of  Olden,  a 
dense  wilderness,  where  he  established  "Sole's  Corner,"  on  the  headwaters 
of  the  Fall  River  known  as  Sharbot  Lake,  on  the  Frontenac  government  road. 
Here  he  took  land  lots  19-20  in  the  sixth  concession  in  the  Township  of  Olden, 
400  acres,  with  Sharbot  creek  flowing  across  his  land,  a  good  hunting  ground 
and  fishing  place. 

When  the  section  of  Canada  had  become  well  settled  and  the  roads  pass- 
able, there  grew  to  be  considerable  travel  and  he  turned  his  attention  to  the 
accommodation  of  travelers  over  night.  He  kept  a  supply  of  liquor  and  was 
quite  successful.  Mrs.  Soles  was  the  pushing  force  in  this  business,  while  he 
was  not  a  financial  success  in  life.  In  his  will  he  conveyed  his  estate  to  his 
sons  with  the  provision  that  they  support  and  care  for  their  mother.  The 
property  has  now  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Soles  family.  He  died  17th 
September,  1879,  and  was  buried  in  Mountain  Grove  Cemetery.  He  had  a 
remarkable  store  of  knowledge  covering  a  wide  range  of  country;  especially 
concerning  New  York,  Vermont  and  Michigan. 

He  could  not  tell  the  date  or  place  of  his  birth.  He  hunted  and  trapped 
in  Canada  as  far  as  the  head  of  Lake  Superior.  He  used  to  tell  much  about 
the  Black  River  and  the  "Flats."  At  one  time  he  was  employed  in  assisting 
slaves  across  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  He  sometimes  talked  about  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe  and  told  stories  about  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin.  He  was  familiar 
with  the  geography  of  the  country  from  the  great  lakes  to  the  headwaters  of 
all  the  principal  rivers.  He  was  "at  home "  in  relating  stories  about  happenings 
in  New  York,  Vermont  and  Michigan.  He  was  exceedingly  superstitious  and 
a  believer  in  ghosts,  spiritual  intelligences  and  white  deer. 

Mrs.  Soles  was  of  Spanish  descent,  well  featured,  with  black  hair  and 
eyes.     She  said  they  were  married  on  an  island  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Ontario. 
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They  had  quite  a  wedding  celebration,  Dr.  Beemish  and  D.  D.  Colven  being 
present  as  well  as  some  of  the  Indian  chiefs.  She  was  then  about  16  years 
of  age.  She  was  very  clever,  made  closed  mocassins  and  could  cook  good 
bread  in  the  hot  embers  at  the  camp.  She  remained  on  this  island  alone  for 
months  at  a  time,  but  when  Soles  returned  he  brought  a  bundle  of  furs  and 
a  pocket  full  of  money.  She  often  said  they  never  saw  hard  times  till  they 
left  camp  life  and  settled  at  Portland.  She  was  a  very  useful  woman  in  the 
neighborhood  where  she  lived,  especially  in  times  of  sickness.  There  were 
no  doctors  in  the  backwoods  settlements  then,  and  she  could  set  an  arm  bone 
and  dress  a  gunshot  wound.  She  was  known  as  "Grandmarm  Soles"  far  and 
near.     She  died  about  1898  and  was  interred  beside  her  husband. 

3.  John  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  William  (1)  and  Anna  (Sewall)  Soule,  born  in 
Spencertown,  Columbia  County,  N.  Y.,  March  19,  1772;  married  March  25, 
1794,  Sylvia  Marvin,  daughter  of  Capt.  Benjamin  Marvin  of  Brookhaven, 
Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  who  was  born  Jan.  26,  1776,  and  died  at  Alburg,  VtM  Aug. 
17,  1830.  He  died  in  that  town  March  30,  1812.  The  house  built  by  him 
soon  after  the  close  of  the  Revolution  was  about  two  miles  south  of  the  Canada 
line.  His  farm  consisted  of  nearly  300  acres  and  was  divided  between  his 
sons  Stephen  B.  Soule  and  Lewis  Soule,  and  was  held  in  joint  ownership  until 
1852  when  Stephen  sold  to  his  brother  and  Thomas  Marvin,  and  went  west. 
John  Soule  was  a  very  religious  man  who  brought  up  his  children  under  the 
most  careful  discipline;  and  the  descendants  were  without  exception  influential 
in  the  church.  The  following  inscriptions  were  copied  from  the  gravestones 
standing  in  the  "Old  Cemetery"  in  Alburg,  Vt.

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4.  Hon.  Lewis  Soule  (1),  fifth  son  of  William  (1)  and  Anna  (Sewall)  Soule. 
born  in  Spencertown,  Columbia  County,  N.  Y.,  May  19,  1774;  married  Mary 
Marvin,  a  daughter  of  Capt.  Benjamin  Marvin,  born  in  Norwalk,  Conn., 
Jan.  27,  1779.  He  was  a  representative  in  the  State  Legislature  and  a  civil 
officer  during  the  war  of  1812  under  the  Embargo  Law  of  1809;  seized  some 
goods  that  were  smuggled  across  the  Canadian  line  and  was  afterwards  sued 
for  them,  but  he  fought  his  opponents  in  court  and  was  given  a  verdict.  He 
was  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court  as  early  as  1809  and  served  till  1815,  and 
again  from  1817  to  1824,  when  he  was  elevated  to  the  Chief  Judgeship.  Like- 
wise when  the  Circuit  Judges  became  the  presiding  officers,  he  was  again 
elected  Assistant  Judge,  serving  from  1826  to  1831.  He  was  a  small  man  and 
sometimes  called  "The  little  Giant."  He  was  a  man  of  brilliant  mind  and 
well  read  in  the  principles  of  law.  As  a  presiding  judge  he  was  courteous  and 
dignified.  He  died  March  13,  1851,  in  Alburg,  Vt.  His  wife  died  Feb.  18, 
1856.  There  were  fourteen  children  whose  names  will  appear  with  the  third 
generation. 

5.  David  Soules  (1),  a  son  of  William  (2)  and  Anna  (Sewall)  Soule,  was  born 
in  Spencertown,  Columbia  County,  N.  Y.,  March  12,  1777,  and  crossed  Lake 
Champlain  with  his  parents  and  others  of  the  family  in  1782.  When  a  young 
man  and  after  his  father's  discovery  that  he  had  settled  in  Vermont  and  not 
within  the  British  Dominions,  David  crossed  the  borders  and  as  the  son  of  a 
United  Empire  Loyalist  applied  for  a  grant  of  land;  but  being  then  a  minor 
he  did  not  secure  his  claim  till  Aug.  31,  1802.  This  grant  was  located  in  the 
Township  of  Sutton,  now  in  Ontario,  and  here  he  settled  alongside  of  his 
kindred.  He  married  Jimima  Salmon,  from  an  old  Vermont  family,  and  began 
domestic  life  in  the  "bush"  beside  his  stone  fireplace,  in  a  rude  log  hut.  Here 
he  cleared  a  farm  and  lived  for  several  years  but  he  was  not  contented  under 
British  rule  and  returned  to  Vermont.  In  the  year  1838,  with  his  son  and 
daughters  he  removed  to  Ohio  and  from  that  state  to  Michigan,  but  both  he 
and  his  wife  returned  to  Alburg,  Vt.,  and  were  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  there. 
She  was  born  March  1,  1778  and  died  Sept.  18,  1852.  Mr.  Soule  died  in  Al- 
burg, Vt.,  when  90  years  of  age  and  was  interred  beside  his  wife.  A  kinsman 
who  remembered  this  David  Soule  represented  him  as  a  large  and  powerful  man 
who  was  considered  something  of  an  athlete  and  champion  wrestler  when  young. 
He  changed  his  name  from  Soule  or  Sowles  to  "Sole"  as  a  matter  of  economy 
and  distinction  and  many  of  his  descendants  have  followed  suit.  His  old 
Bible  carried  to  the  West  and  containing  the  family  record,  was  sent  the 
author  and  he  found  the  names  of  the  family  spelled  "Sole."  See  record  of 
descendants. 

6.  Stephen  Soules  (2),  sixth  son  of  William  (1)  and  Anna  (Sewall)  Soule, 
born  in  Spencertown,  Columbia  County,  N.  Y.,  May  15,  1768.  He  was  one 
of  the  "seven  brothers"  who  removed  with  his  parents  and  six  brothers  across 

Note. — Tradition  coming  from  the  West  represented  David  Sole  and  wife  Jimima 
as  having  left  Alburg  with  the  family  of  their  son,  but  after  they  came  back  from  Canada 
they  continued  to  live  among  their  kindred.  They  were  living  in  Alburg  in  1860, 
aged  73  and  72  respectively,  and  he  was  a  "laborer."  Ten  years  later,  when  he  was 
83,  we  find  him  living  in  the  family  of  Ichabod  Babcock,  his  son-in-law. 
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Lake  Champlain  and  settled  in  Alburg,  Vt.  After  the  establishment  of  the 
boundary  between  the  state  and  Canada,  he  crossed  and  applied  for  a  grant 
of  land  as  "the  son  of  a  United  Empire  Loyalist."  This  "Prayer"  for  land 
was  of  Dec.  8,  1786,  wishing  it  located  at  Missisquoi  Bay.  He  also  applied 
for  a  tract  in  Hemmingford  Township,  Lower  Canada,  June  15,  1795.  His 
"prayers"  were  answered  and  after  some  investigation  and  delay  several  allot- 
ments were  assigned  him.  He  finally  settled  in  Matilda  or  Iroquois,  where 
he  devoted  his  life  to  farming  and  the  bringing  up  of  his  family.  His  wife's 
maiden  name  was  Lord  but  the  history  of  her  family  is  unknown.  He  died 
April  15,  1810,  and  with  his  wife  was  buried  in  the  Old  Cemetery,  possibly 
somewhere  on  his  own  land,  in  Iroquois  or  Matilda,  Canada.  Mrs.  Lurancy 
Soule  remembers  a  visit  he  made  among  his  kindred  in  Alburg,  Vt.,  when  she 
was  a  child.  He  was  described  as  a  man  of  medium  stature  and  frame  with 
dark  hair  and  complexion.     See  forward  for  record  of  children. 

7.  William  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  William  (1),  born  in  Spencertown,  N.  Y.,as 
early  as  1764,  crossed  Lake  Champlain  with  the  others  of  the  family  and  when 
he  applied  for  a  grant  of  land  Nov.  30,  1790,  he  was  styled  as  "late  of  Cald- 
well's Manor  but  now  of  Matilda."  His  request  was  complied  with  and  he 
received  200  acres  as  a  United  Empire  Loyalist.  This  tract  was  located  in 
"  Upper  Canada."  His  allotment  was  granted  Aug.  31,  1802,  in  Lower  Canada. 
Charity  Soule  of  Matilda  Township,  as  the  wife  of  William  Soule,  Jan.  26, 
1808,  applied  for  land  as  the  "daughter  of  Joshua  Losee  the  Elder,  who  was 
a  U.  E.  Loyalist,"  and  was  granted  200  acres.  This  petition  was  read  in 
Council  and  the  certificate  signed  by  the  Lieut.-Governor.  These  grants  of 
land  indicate  that  this  husband  and  wife  became  joint  owners  of  their  holdings, 
and  commenced  domestic  life  with  hopeful  material  outlook. 

There  is  the  spice  of  romance  in  the  transactions  mentioned  that  we  must 
not  overlook.  The  Losee  family,  originally  French,  were  resident  in  Dutchess 
County,  N.  Y.,  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution  and  removed  to  Canada  at  its 
close — probably  sailing  in  the  same  "fleet"  across  the  lake,  and  this  gallant 
William  Soule  had  kept  an  eye  on  her  till,  following  from  Caldwell's  Manor, 
he  had  married  her.     As  they  were  husband  and  wife  in  1802  it  seems  evident 


Note. — As  relatives  in  Alburg,  Vt.,  insisted  that  William  Soule  2d  settled  in  Corn- 
wall, opposite  Covington  in  New  York,  I  investigated  by  correspondence  with  intel- 
ligent persons  in  the  former  town  and  could  trace  but  one  person  connected  with  the 
family  living  there,  a  Mrs.  (Soule)  MacDonald,  an  old  lady  who  could  not  supply  any 
reliable  information  concerning  her  relatives. 

Note. — The  tradition  has  long  existed  in  this  branch  of  the  Vermont  family  that 
William  Soule  2d  was  educated  in  some  college  in  or  near  Montreal  and  that  he  was  for 
several  years  employed  as  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools.  This  may  have  been  true, 
but  my  investigation  of  the  subject  has  failed  to  corroborate  the  statement.  Certainly 
he  was  a  man  who  appreciated  the  advantages  of  education  and  his  sons  were  men  of 
considerable  ability.  William  Soule  3d  was  on  the  staff  of  the  Toronto  Globe  at  one 
time  and  died  in  that  city  while  in  his  prime,  leaving  a  wife  and  child.  John  Soule, 
who  settled  in  or  near  Louisville,  N.  Y.,  was  in  early  life  a  teacher.  Among  the  de- 
scendants were  many  graduates  and  professional  teachers. — Author. 

Note. — The  Rev.  Joshua  Losee  was  the  first  preacher  to  introduce  Methodism 
into  Canada  and  as  an  evangelist  gathered  and  organized  many  churches. 
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that  William  Soule  was  one  of  the  older  sons,  born  as  early  as  1764.     He  was 
well  educated  and  has  been  called  a  "  Graduate." 

William  Soule  made  a  permanent  settlement  in  Matilda  Township,  Lower 
Canada,  and  there  cleared  a  large  farm  and  brought  up  his  children.  He  and 
Charity  were  buried  in  an  old  cemetery  there,  possibly  on  his  own  land.  His 
sons  drifted  westward,  some  to  New  York  and  some  to  California,  and  nearly 
all  of  his  descendants  are  now  living  upon  the  Pacific  Coast.  One  son  whose 
name  is  unknown  was  educated  for  a  printer  and  was  on  the  staff  of  the  Toronto 
Globe.     The  number  of  his  children  is  not  known.

Note. — This  son  of  Lewis  and  the  housekeeper,  born  out  of  wedlock,  disappeared, 
was  lost  sight  of  and  his  fate  unknown.  A  few  years  ago  a  butcher  in  Alburg,  Vt.,  was 
arrested  for  smuggling  opium  and  was  tried  in  New  York  City.  While  in  court  a 
stranger  named  Soule  became  interested  in  the  case.  He  learned  the  man  was  from  Al- 
burg, Vermont,  where  he  said  his  ancestors  were  buried  in  a  small  cemetery  at  Alburg 
Springs,  and  he  has  since  come  every  summer  to  view  the  graves  of  the  Sowles  family. 
Is  this  the  son  of  Lewis  Soule  and  the  Cook  woman?    He  is  now  a  "Man  of  Mystery."

Hiram  Sowles  was  a  merchant  in  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  and  considered 
well  off  but  early  went  West  and  settled  at  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  and 
writing  from  that  place  in  1912  and  nearly  helpless  from  paralysis, 
he  said:  "I  left  St.  Albans  in  1854  and  came  to  Iowa  where  I  lived 
till  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War;  then  I  enlisted  and  served  nearly 
three  years,  being  mustered  out  as  second  lieutenant,  on  account  of 
some  trouble  with  my  eyes.  I  afterwards  went  to  the  plains  in 
Wyoming  and  Utah  where  I  engaged  in  mining."

— sometimes  to  play  questionable  jokes  upon  each  other,  and  when  the  fire- 
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water  flowed  too  freely,  to  fight.  At  one  time,  the  story  goes  (reaching  me 
from  an  old  lady  who  was  born  in  Alburg  but  is  now  on  the  Pacific  coast),  a  man 
came  to  this  old  rendezvous  in  a  very  poor  suit  of  clothing  and  an  especially 
dilapidated  hat;  and  being  something  of  a  local  character  and  a  rhymer  withal 
the  company  offered  to  buy  him  a  new  hat  if  he  would  extemporize  some  lines 
upon  the  subject.  Removing  the  repulsive  headgear  he  threw  it  on  the  counter 
and  began — 

"There  is  my  old  hat, 

And  pray  what  of  that? 

As  good  as  the  rest  of  my  raiment. 

If  I  buy  me  a  better 

You  would  make  me  a  debtor 

And  send  me  to  jail  for  the  payment."

He  attended  the  common  schools  of  his  native  town  and  worked 
in  his  father's  store,  but  when  he  reached  a  suitable  age  prepared 
for  college  under  the  instruction  of  his  uncle,  Henry  Adams,  one  of 
the  leading  lawyers  of  St.  Albans,  Vt.  This  course  of  study  was 
supplemented  by  his  attendance  at  the  Johnson  Academy,  and  in 
September,  1853,  he  entered  the  University  of  Vermont  for  the 
regular  course  and  graduated  in  the  class  of  1857.  During  the  same 
year  he  entered  the  Albany,  N.  Y.,  Law  School,  and  was  graduated 
in  1858,  and  admitted  to  practice  in  New  York  State.  Returning 
to  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Franklin  County  bar  on 
motion  and  soon  after  formed  a  law-partnership  with  Hon.  William 
W.  White  which  was  continued  until  the  death  of  that  gentleman  in 
June,  1862.  From  that  time  Mr.  Soule  practiced  alone  until  he  was 
chosen  the  successor  of  Mr.  Bellows,  a  president  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  St.  Albans,  whose  death  occurred  in  Oct.,  1876,  and  which 
appointment  had  the  effect  of  drawing  him  away  from  the  diversity  of 
general  practice,  although  ever  since  identified  with  the  profession.

David,  the  daughter  of  Alpha  and  Mary  (Compton)  David,  Nov.  11,  1820. 
She  was  born  Sept.  2,  1806  and  died  Aug.  31,  1872.  In  1838  he  and  his  father 
and  sisters  went  West  to  Kirtland,  Ohio,  then  a  stronghold  of  the  Mormons, 
where  he  became  acquainted  with  their  "Idol,  Joseph  Smith."  He  was  also 
acquainted  with  Brigham  Young.  In  1839,  he  removed  to  Ann  Arbor,  Mich., 
and  in  1840,  to  Portland,  Mich.  He  was  a  prime  mover  in  the  organization 
and  a  charter  member  of  the  Congregational  society  in  Portland  and  long  an 
active  communicant  of  the  church  there.  He  died  Jan.  18,  1894,  aged  92 
years,  being  the  oldest  man  in  the  town.  He  was  hale  and  hearty  till  within 
a  few  days  of  his  demise.  His  wife  and  all  of  his  children  were  at  his  bedside 
when  he  passed  away.  His  funeral  services  were  held  in  the  church  where 
he  had  so  long  worshiped  and  were  attended  by  a  large  concourse  of  the  people 
who  knew  him.  He  was  an  honest,  upright  man,  a  respected  citizen  and 
devoted  Christian  who  was  to  be  long  remembered  for  his  excellent  character 
and  salutary  influence  for  good.  He  was  elected  constable  of  his  township  in 
1845,  and  with  one  exception,  was  elected  every  year  for  forty  years. 

In  the  early  days  while  serving  in  his  position  as  constable,  and  when  that 
office  was  of  much  more  importance  than  afterwards,  he  had  some  sharp 
adventures  in  handling  prisoners  he  had  arrested.  At  one  time  he  had  taken 
into  custody  a  young  man  who  had  escaped  the  authorities  in  New  York  who 
proved  to  have  been  a  desperate  burglar.  Having  plenty  of  money  at  his 
command  this  fellow  bribed  some  of  the  citizens  and  resorted  to  many  schemes 
to  make  his  escape.  Mr.  Soles  was  approached  by  strangers  and  presented 
with  certain  documents  purporting  to  be  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  and  released 
the  prisoner;  but  he  soon  learned  that  this  was  a  fraud  and  determined  to 
re-arrest  him.  Having  learned  where  he  was  stopping  he  crept  through  the 
thicket  and  watched  the  house.  He  had  not  long  to  wait  before  he  saw  the 
owner  of  the  house  drive  away  with  his  buggy.  He  then  hastily  mounted  his 
horse  and  followed,  and  discovered  the  runaway  secreted  in  a  farmhouse.  Dis- 
mounting and  knocking  at  the  door,  he  was  met  by  the  man  who  had  driven 
away  in  his  carriage;  and  as  he  faced  Mr.  Soles  he  said,  "Well,  you  have  out- 
witted me  this  time;  the  man  wanted  is  here."  Though  the  escaped  criminal 
was  armed  he  was  soon  overcome  and  placed  in  custody.  The  man  who  had 
tried  to  help  the  escaped  refugee,  offering  to  take  the  prisoner  back  to  town  in 
his  buggy,  Soles,  over-confident,  let  him  start  that  way,  riding  behind  on 
horseback.  Having  a  hired  horse  and  supposing  all  was  well,  he  dismounted 
to  leave  him;  but  at  that  moment  the  man  with  the  team  struck  his  horse  a 
sharp  cut  with  his  whip,  there  was  a  rattling  of  wheels  and  through  a  cloud 
of  dust  he  saw  the  man  and  prisoner  disappearing.  Instantly  mounting  the 
hired  horse  he  went  in  pursuit,  overtaking  the  two,  and  seized  the  young  man 
again.  It  need  hardly  be  said  that  he  kept  a  close  watch  on  him  afterward. 
He  asked  for  instructions  from  New  York  and  the  authorities  sent  an  officer 
for  the  burglar.     He  was  convicted  and  afterwards  died  in  Auburn  prison. 

Mrs.  Soles  was  born  Dec.  19,  1828,  being  a  native  of  Steuben  County,  N.  Y. 
She  had  been  a  teacher  before  her  marriage  and  a  Presbyterian  in  religious 
faith,  but  later  united  with  the  Congregational  church  in  Portland.     She  was

John  Soule,  father  of  Allen  Barber  Soule,  a  native  of  Canada,  was  a  cabinet 
maker  by  trade  but  lived  on  a  small  farm  in  Louisville  and  Potsdam,  N.  Y. 
He  married  Camilla  Barber,  and  her  father,  a  medical  doctor,  was  drowned 
on  a  stormy  night  when  crossing  the  St.  Lawrence  River  on  horseback  to  visit 
a  patient. 

John  Soule's  father  was  educated  at  Montreal  College  and  settled  in 
Matilda  township,  Canada,  not  distant  from  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  His 
children  were:  John;  Charles,  who  had  a  family  in  Matilda;  Stephen,  who 
married  Augusta  Lord  and  went  to  California;  Sylvia;  William,  who  was  on 
the  editorial  staff  of  the  Toronto  Globe  but  died  a  young  man,  leaving  a  wife 
and  children. 

Mrs.  Allen  Barber  Soule  writes:  "I  wish  I  could  tell  you  more  about  the 
family  of  my  husband's  father.  They  were  related  to  the  Alburg,  Vt.,  families 
but  I  cannot  tell  how.  My  father  and  mother  were  both  teachers  before  mar- 
riage. There  had  been  no  acquaintance  or  intercourse  between  the  two  families 
till  my  father  and  John  Soule  met  in  Franklin,  N.  Y.,  soon  after  the  Civil  War 
and  claimed  to  be  cousins. 
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"The  Barbers  were  American  stock  but  were  intermarried  with  Scotch 
folk.     There  were  two  sisters,  the  mother  of  Camilla  Barber  and  one  married 

Myers,  and  Charles,  who  was  Attorney  General  of  New  York.     After 

Camilla's  father's  death  (she  was  an  only  child)  the  children  of  the  two  families 
were  brought  up  together,  so  I  naturally  knew  much  about  my  cousin  Charles 
Myers  and  have  his  letter  to  my  husband  of  1851." 

The  author  of  this  work  has  carefully  examined  the  Land  Records  of 
Toronto  and  procured  abstracts  from  all  of  the  patents  granted  to  Soles, 
Soules  and  Sowles,  and  found  that  some  settled  in  Matilda  Township,  but  has 
failed  to  find  this  connection.

John  Sowles,  born  in  1768,  settled  in  Canada;  removed  to  a  farm  in  Louis- 
ville, N.  Y.,  where  his  children  were  born  and  educated  at  Potsdam  Academy. 
His  daughter,  Kate  Soule,  was  especially  proficient  in  music,  in  French  and 
Latin  languages,  and  studied  Spanish.  She  was  married  to  Henry  Mul- 
holand  at  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa.  She  died  after  the  birth  of  a  son  that  also  died 
a  year  after.     Mr.  Sowle  died  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  in  1892. 

Dr.  Artemus  G.  Sowles  (1),  a  son  of  William  (2),  born  in  Alburg,  Vt.,  Dec. 
23,  1820,  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Vermont  Academy;  grad- 
uated from  Berkshire  Medical  College,  Pittsfield,  in  1846  and  from  Bellevue 
Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York,  in  1844.  He  established  himself  first 
at  Movers,  Clinton  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1847,  and  removed  to  San  Francisco  in 
1850.  He  then  located  at  the  Mines  on  the  Yuba  River  in  company  with  a 
physician  who  died  with  cholera  there  in  1852.  In  the  fall  of  1854  he  moved 
to  Marysville,  and  to  San  Francisco  in  April,  1864.  In  September,  1864,  he 
was  elected  city  physician  and  superintendent  of  the  county  hospital  and  had 
full  charge  of  the  medical  wards  for  the  six  ensuing  years.  He  then  made  a 
special  study  of  chest  diseases  and  by  careful  auscultation  and  autopsies  revealed 
to  the  profession  the  fact  of  the  great  frequency  of  internal  aneurisms,  all  of 
which  were  verified  by  autopsies.  He  was  president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Medical  Society  in  1873,  and  its  treasurer  from  its  organization  till  that  time. 
He  was  a  contributor  on  the  subject  of  internal  aneurism  to  various  medical 
journals  and  medical  societies.  He  was  treasurer  of  Marysville  in  1856  and 
again  in  1858,  and  city  and  county  physician  of  Marysville,  from  1860  to  1862; 
in  the  latter  year  he  served  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  McDougal  General 
Hospital,  Fort  Schuyler,  for  a  few  months.  He  was  married  in  1848,  to  Mary 
M.  Ransom  of  Clinton,  N.  Y. 

Major  William  Soule  joined  the  Royal  Rangers  and  was  a  private  in  Wil- 
lett's  Company,  Van  Renselaer's  Regiment.  Was  corporal  June  14,  1778; 
Quartermaster's  Sergeant  in  Putnam's  Company,  Willett's  Regiment,  June  25, 
1778.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Saratoga,  was  permitted  to  go 
to  his  home  on  parole,  but  left  for  Canada  in  1782.  He  received  a  grant 
of  land  from  the  Crown  in  1790  as  a  Loyalist  and  settled  in  Matilda  District. 
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On  May  24,  1798,  he  had  assigned  to  him  lot  16  (200  acres)  in  the  Fourth 
Concession,  Landsdowne. 

His  name  and  the  names  of  his  seven  sons  appear  in  the  Census  Returns  of 
1790  as  residents  of  Clinton  County,  Vermont.  He  settled  in  Isle  of  Wight 
County. 

William  Soule,  Jr.,  had  lot  20  in  First  Concession  and  other  lands  (250 
acres)  in  Marlborough  District,  May  17,  1802. 

John  Soule,  son  of  William,  Sr.,  had  Lot  23,  and  other  lands  (250  acres) 
in  Marlborough  District,  May  17,  1802. 

John  Soule  (often  spelled  "Sole")  was  a  soldier  in  the  British  army  and  after 
the  Revolution,  about  1797,  removed  from  Vermont  to  Canada  and  was  granted 
government  land  in  Frontenac  County.  His  original  farm  was  the  site  where 
the  village  of  Milton  now  stands.  The  records  at  Kingston  show  that  he  re- 
ceived a  crown  deed.  His  sons  were  named  Joseph,  William,  John  and  Tobias; 
the  daughter,  Lydia. 

Joseph  Sole,  the  hunter,  was  born  on  that  farm,  but  settled  at  Long  Lake 
in  Alden  Township ;  afterwards  moved  to  Sharbot  Lake.  His  sons  were 
Robert,  Alphonso,  Thomas,  Albert,  Vanders,  Richard.     See  another  account. 

Was  it  not  William  Soule  who  headed  this  family?

[IMOTHY  SOULE  (1),  fourth  son  of  Nathan  (1)  and  Mary  (Gifford) 
Soule,  was  born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  April  10,  1714;  married 
Sarah  Allen,  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Margaret  Allen,  Jan.  6, 
1736-7.  How  long  he  remained  in  his  native  town  is  not  certainly 
known,  but  he  held  the  office  of  surveyor  there  March  29,  1745.  He  removed 
to  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  soon  after,  along  with  his  brother,  George 
Soule  (who  married  Avis  Tibbetts)  and  many  others  of  the  Soule  family;  but 
this  territory  was  then  supposed  to  be  in  Connecticut.  See  preliminary  section. 
He  was  an  ardent  Loyalist  and  signed  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  King  George  in 
1760  when  that  monarch  received  his  crown.  Timothy  Soule  was  commis- 
sioned a  justice  of  the  peace  and  served  as  a  local  magistrate  long  after  his 
residence  in  New  York.  Legal  documents  bearing  his  signature  are  preserved  in 
the  Court  Registers.  His  name  also  appears  with  an  account  in  the  books 
of  Merrill's  store  and  in  a  journal  now  preserved  at  Dover  Plains,  in  Dutchess 
County,  N.  Y.  He  administered  the  estate  of  his  brother,  George  Soule.  The 
precise  date  of  his  death  is  not  known,  but  his  widow,  Sarah  Soule,  asked  the 
Court  for  letters  of  administration  (granted  April  27,  1770),  and  his  mother, 
in  her  will,  mentioned  him  as  her  son  deceased,  that  year.  His  father,  also, 
mentioned  him  as  his  youngest  son  in  his  will;  hence  his  identity  has  been 
fully  established. 

We  now  encounter  a  problem  supplied  by  long  tradition  and  with  many 
good  reasons  for  believing  in  its  truthfulness.  Was  this  Timothy  Soule  the 
father  of  more  than  one  son?  There  is  abundant  proof  that  Joseph  Soule 
who  settled  in  Fairfield,  Vt.,  was  his  son,  but  there  survive  many  families  still 
living  in  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  who  claim  descent  from  this  man.  These 
assume — without  any  known  documentary  evidence — that  he  had  a  second 
son,  Ebenezer  Soule,  named  in  honor  of  his  grandfather,  Ebenezer  Allen,  whose 
descendants  have  multiplied  gloriously  in  the  community.  During  my  in- 
vestigation of  the  history  of  this  branch  of  the  family  and  the  hundreds  of  legal 
papers  examined,  I  have  not  found  one  record  to  corroborate  this  tradition. 
It  seems  but  another  instance  where  some  persons  wishing  to  find  an  ancestor 
and  being  unsuccessful,  have  borrowed  one  from  another  family  and  therefore 
were  guilty  of  petty  larceny. 

Was  this  Timothy  Soule  one  of  the  pioneers  who  received  grants  of  land 
in  North  Carolina  at  the  time  of  the  extensive  emigration  of  the  Quakers 
from  New  England  early  in  the  eighteenth  century?  He  was  the  only  one  of 
this  name  known  to  have  been  living  at  that  time.  However,  he  did  not  make 
a  permanent  settlement  there,  though  the  name  was  continued. 

From  all  that  has  been  found  it  is  evident  that  "Esquire  Soule"  was  a 
discreet,  sober  and  every  way  honorable  Quaker  and  possessed  of  considerable 
executive  ability;  and  we  are  gratified  in  knowing  that,  left  in  remembrance 
of  him,  there  are  many  descendants  who  emulate  his  example. 
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Joseph  Soule  (1),  the  only  known  son  of  Timothy  (1)  and  Sarah  (Allen) 
Soule,  was  born  in  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  in  the  year  1747;  according  to  the 
inscription  on  his  gravestone  still  standing  in  Fairfield,  Vt.  He  had  been  car- 
ried to  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  so  many 
Quaker  families  in  that  locality  and  there  grew  to  manhood,  married  and 
brought  up  his  family.  He  probably  lived  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Dover 
Plains  and  his  name  appears  on  record  with  his  account  on  the  soiled  pages  of 
an  old  ledger  in  the  town.  He  was  descended  from  a  very  ardent  Loyalist, 
otherwise  "Tory,"  family  and  himself  had  served  during  the  Revolution  with 
the  local  British  forces  as  a  corporal,  and  a  record  of  this  fact  is  preserved  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y.  At  the  close  of  the  struggle  his  farm  was  confiscated  by  the 
Colonial  authorities  and  following  the  other  families  of  Soule  who  were  found 
on  the  wrong  side,  he  with  his  large  family  turned  their  faces  toward  Canada. 
Their  means  of  transportation  has  not  been  ascertained.  The  journey  was 
made  about  the  same  time  that  Major  William  Soule  crossed  Lake  Champlain 
for  the  same  purpose,  and  who  knows  but  there  was  concerted  action  and  that 
this  family  did  not  go  in  the  same  "Fleet"  that  conveyed  so  many  Royalist 
families  to  the  North?  Their  objective  was  certainly  the  Canadian  border, 
and  only  by  mistaking  the  location  where  they  sat  down,  did  they  fail  of 
reaching  that  destination.  They  "pitched  their  tent"  in  Franklin  County,  only 
a  few  miles  south  of  the  boundary  and  only  learned  by  the  legal  establishment 
of  the  line  that  they  were  not  residents  of  the  British  Province.  They  were 
"nigh  neighbors"  of  the  Soule  families  settled  on  the  Peninsula  in  Isle  of 
Wight  County,  and  about  on  parallel  lines.  It  would  seem  that  it  was  the 
local  tradition  that  gave  Joseph  Soule  the  reputation  of  having  been  loyal  to 
the  Colonial  cause  during  the  struggle  with  the  British,  and  it  has  been  said  his 
sons  sometimes  accused  the  Alburg  families  of  having  been  "Tories"  and  that 
the  accusation  was  not  denied.  However,  it  has  long  been  said  that  "Chickens 
come  home  to  roost,"  and,  fortunately,  though  at  a  late  day,  the  research  for 
materials  to  incorporate  within  this  work  has  extended  into  the  record  offices 
of  Canada  and  discoveries  made  that  throw  rays  of  light  and  truth  upon  earlier 
history.  These  annals  show  that  Joseph  Soule  as  well  as  his  sons  went  into 
Canada  and  "prayed"  for  grants  of  land  as  "United  Empire  Loyalists"  and 
such  concessions  were  granted  to  them  in  "Lower  Canada"  around  Lake 
Memphremagog  and  Hemingsford;  these  applications  were  of  date  3d  June, 
1786  and  4th  Sept.,  1794,  respectively.  After  the  sons  had  attained  their 
majority,  31st  August,  1802,  Joseph  Soule  and  sons  received  lease  of  the 
"Crown  and  Clergy  Lots"  in  Lower  Canada.  Some  of  the  daughters  also 
applied  for  and  received  allotments  of  land  from  the  authorities,  "Read  in 
Council,"  and  their  Patents,  were  signed  by  the  Lieut. -Governor.  These  quo- 
tations are  sufficient  to  prove  that  the  family  of  this  Joseph  Soule,  son  of  the 
commissioned  Tory,  Timothy  Soule,  were  "true-blue"  Royalists  during  the 
Revolution  and  removed  North  impelled  by  the  same  motives  as  their  name- 
sakes of  the  Alburg  branch  of  the  family. 

This  Joseph  Soule  married  Eunice  Hungerford,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Hungerford,  of  an  old  and  respectable  Connecticut  family  whose  memory  has 
been  preserved  by  "Hungerford  Street"  in  the  city  of  Hartford.  Samuel 
Hungerford  was  the  proprietor  of  extensive  lands  in  northern  Vermont  and 
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the  family  of  Soule  probably  first  established  their  home  on  some  of  his  holdings. 
There  were  six  sons  and  two  daughters  in  this  family,  and  one  was  named 
Timothy  for  his  grandfather. 

Joseph  Soule  made  a  will  which  was  probated  June  30,  1820,  in  which  he 
mentioned  as  his  children,  Isaac  Newton  Soule,  Harry  Soule,  Salmon  Soule, 
Timothy  Soule,  and  Joseph  Soule,  Jr.  He  died  May  12,  1820,  aged  73  years, 
and  the  inscription  on  his  gravestone  in  the  old  cemetery  in  Fairfield  is  still 
legible.  His  wife  was  born,  probably,  in  New  Fairfield,  Conn.,  in  1751,  and 
died  in  Fairfield,  Vt.,  Aug.  19,  1839.  aged  88  years.  Her  monument  stands 
beside  that  of  her  husband,  well-preserved  and  clearly  inscribed.  She  made  a 
will  presented  for  probate  Sept.  13,  1839,  in  which  she  mentioned  her  heirs  by 
name  as  Cynthia  Phelps,  Sally  Smith,  Hiram  Soule,  Joseph  Soule,  Timothy 
Soule,  Salmon  Soule,  Isaac  N.  Soule,  Harry  Soule.  These  heirs  will  be  men- 
tioned in  that  department  of  this  work  under  sub-head  "Second  Generation."

1.  Timothy  Soule  (2),  probably  the  eldest  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice 
(Hungerford)  Soule,  born  about  1768  in  Connecticut,  removed  with  his  father's 
family  from  Dover,  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  about  1792  (the  records  in  Toronto 
are  of  date  as  early  as  1782),  and  settled  in  the  western  section  of  Fairfield, 
Vt.  He  married  Betsey  Elliot,  a  native  of  Connecticut,  by  whom  he  had 
as  many  as  twelve  children  whose  names  will  presently  appear.  His  life 
embraced  the  stirring  events  of  the  Revolution,  the  growth  of  the  new  gov- 
ernment and  the  wonderful  development  of  the  country.  He  acquired  a  val- 
uable agricultural  estate  and  proved  himself  an  honorable  and  useful  citizen. 
He  died  in  Fairfield,  Vt.,  Dec.  27,  1860,  aged  92  years  and  6  months.  His  wife 
died  about  1843.  His  will  probated  Jan.  28,  1861,  contains  the  names  Salmon 
Soule  2d,  Harmon  Soule,  Addison  Soule,  Timothy  Soule  3d,  Eunice  Hotchkiss, 
Amanda  Northrop,  Polly  Olmstead,  Clarissa  Beals,  Sally  Soule,  Betsey  Soule, 
Alvin  Soule,  James  M.  Soule. 

2.  Isaac  Newton  Soule  (1),  probably  second  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice 
(Hungerford)  Soule,  born  probably  in  Connecticut,  say  1770,  removed  with 
his  parents  when  a  young  man  to  Fairfield,  Vt.,  where,  on  the  homestead,  he 
attained  his  manhood.  He  married  Rhoda  Merrill,  and  for  second  wife, 
Lelia  Beals.  He  settled  in  Fairfax,  Vt.,  as  a  farmer  and  continued  there 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life;  but  the  time  of  his  death  is  unknown.  By 
his  first  wife  there  were  six  children;  by  his  second  wife  only  one,  the  father's 
namesake.  A  very  instructive  letter  comprising  much  of  family  history  re- 
ceived from  his  granddaughter,  has  been  lost  and  the  records  are,  consequently, 
deficient.     See  forward  to  Third  Generation. 

Anson  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Isaac  Newton  Soule,  was  a  lawyer  in  Fairfax,  Vt., 
born  in  1739  and  in  the  census  of  Franklin  County,  Vt.,  1850,  he  was  stated  to 
be  81  years  of  age.  His  son,  Charles  Soule,  born  in  Fairfax,  Vt.,  studied  law 
in  his  father's  office  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  the  June  term  of  Court 
in  1855.     For  several  years  he  practiced  his  profession  in  his  native  town  under

the  firm  title  of  A.  &  C.  Soule  &  Buck,  and  after  the  removal  of  the  latter 
to  the  county  seat  of  St.  Albans  the  title  was  changed  to  A.  &  C.  Soule  and  so 
continued  till  the  son  removed  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  where  he  perished  in  the 
great  fire.  In  1860  Anson  had  Eliza,  aged  28  (he  was  58);  Julia,  aged  24; 
Almira,  aged  22;  Hiram  E.,  aged  21;  Elizabeth,  aged  18. 

3.  Salmon  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice  (Hungerford)  Soule, 
born  Dec.  13,  1771;  mentioned  in  his  father's  will  June  30,  1820;  married 
Sarah  Bradley,  born  May  23,  1779;  died  in  Fairfield  May  23,  1846,  daughter 
of  Andrew  and  Ruth  (Wakeman)  Bradley.  He  died  in  Fairfield,  Vermont, 
June  23,  1858. 

Dr.  Rensselaer  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Salmon,  went  to  Lower  Canada  and  from 

Stanbridge  prays  for  a  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  Province,  Jan.  19, 

1831.     He  married   Susanna   Richardson,  and   in   the  census  of   Franklin 

County,  Vt.,  1860  he  was  56  years  of  age;  his  wife  aged  47.      Children: 

i.     Jane  Soule,  aged  56  in  1860;  census  record. 

ii.     Henry  Child  Soule,   born  Feb.   9,  1835;  died   March   18,  1835. 

Buried  in  Bradley  Cemetery,  Fairfield,  Vt. 
hi.  Rensselaer  Soule,  born  March  27,  1836;  married  Jan.  4,  1860, 
Cornelia  Hawley,  born  June  25,  1836,  daughter  of  Lyman  and 
Betsey  (Farnsworth).  They  resided  in  Lansing,  Mich.,  and  are  said 
to  have  had  four  children, 
iv.  Helen  Soule,  aged  14  years  in  1860;  census  record.  She  died 
Nov.  4,  1864,  aged  18-7-29. 

4.  Cynthia  Soule  (1),  eldest  daughter  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice  (Hungerford) 
Soule,  was  married  to  Ebenezer  Phelps,  son  of  Joel  and  Jerusha  Phelps  of 
Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  by  whom  he  had  issue  as  follows:

5.  Henry  Soule  (1),  fourth  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice  (Hungerford) 
Soule,  born  in  Connecticut,  died  at  Durham  Flats  in  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
Canada.  He  was  mentioned  in  his  father's  will  June  30,  1720  and  in  his 
mother's  will  Sept.  13,  1839.  He  came  with  his  parents  from  Dover,  N.  Y., 
in  1791  and  settled  in  Fairfax,  Vt.,  as  a  farmer,  but  went  later  to  Canada.  He 
was  the  father  of  several  children  but  particulars  are  wanting. 

6.  Joseph  Soule  (2),  fifth  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice  (Hungerford)  Soule, 
born  in  Dover,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  3,  1777  and  removed  with  his  parents  to  northern 
Vermont,  locating  in  Franklin  County,  about  1791.  He  married  Esther 
Whitney,  daughter  of  Sherwood  and  Abigail  Whitney,  in  January,  1809,  by 
whom  several  children  whose  names  will  appear.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
wilderness  and  endured  the  deprivations  of  a  strenuous  existence.  The  neces- 
sities of  his  early  life  taught  him  prudence  and  caution  and  he  managed  to 
acquire  a  good  estate.  The  opportunities  for  an  education  were  limited,  but 
being  possessed  of  undaunted  industry  and  a  zeal  that  knew  no  defeat,  by 
diligent  application  to  the  reading  of  classic  literature  during  his  spare  moments, 
he  obtained  a  wide  range  of  useful  information.  Having  a  retentive  and  accu- 
rate memory  he  made  a  practical  use  of  the  knowledge  he  acquired  and  became 
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a  widely  known  and  very  useful  man.  His  life  was  literally  self-made.  For 
many  years  he  was  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  and  that  he  gained  confidence 
and  esteem  of  his  townsmen  was  evident  from  his  having  filled  every  important 
office  within  the  gift  of  the  people.  He  was  town  clerk  for  thirty-nine  years 
and  was  elected  for  the  fortieth  time  on  the  year  of  his  death.  He  was  for 
several  years  sent  to  represent  his  town  in  the  Legislature  and  often  chosen  to 
act  as  a  councillor  and  the  administrator  of  estates;  and  in  every  position  he 
was  called  to  fill  he  acquitted  himself  with  conscientious  fidelity  and  the 
satisfaction  of  the  people.  He  was  especially  interested  in  local  affairs  and 
used  his  influence  and  means  for  the  advancement  of  every  good  enterprise. 
He  volunteered  under  Parson  Wooster,  and  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Platts- 
burg  during  the  War  of  1812.  He  died  in  Fairfield,  Vt.,  Aug.  25,  1863.  His 
wife  was  born  in  Reading,  Conn.,  Sept.  29,  1789,  and  died  June  6,  1870.  They 
were  buried  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  town. 

His  homestead  was  near  that  of  Sherwood  Whitney,  two  and  a  half  miles 
from  Fairfield  Center,  in  1873.     For  children  see  forward. 

7.  Hiram  B.  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Joseph  (1)  and  Eunice  (Hungerford)  Soule, 
probably  born  in  Connecticut  March  12,  1790;  married  Oct.  28,  1816,  Lu- 
cretia  Olmstead,  who  was  born  Dec.  9,  1795,  died  Oct.  30,  1877,  daughter  of 
Timothy  and  Eunice  Page  (Ufford).

She  was  married  to  Joseph  Merrill  who  died  before  1805,  and  she  was  mar- 
ried 2d,  to  Capt.  Joel  Smith,  born  in  Oakham,  Mass.,  Sept.  9,  1774  and  died  in 
Fairfield,  Vt.,  Jan.  26,  1858,  son  of  William  and  Rebecca  (Palmenter)  once 
called  "The  Father  of  the  Town."

To  illustrate  the  conditions  existing  during  the  early  days,  Mr.  Soule  told 
the  following:  "When  I  was  a  boy  my  mother  sent  me  to  St.  Albans  with  two 
pails  of  butter,  giving  me  strict  charge  to  sell  it  for  cash  or  bring  it  home. 
I  carried  the  two  pails  suspended  from  the  ends  of  a  "sapyoke"  as  I  had  carried 
the  sap-bucket  when  making  sugar,  and  became  very  weary  with  my  heavy 
burden  before  reaching  the  village  where  I  had  hoped  to  dispose  of  my  butter 
and  find  relief;  but  although  I  called  at  every  house  I  could  not  find  a  customer. 
Unwilling  to  carry  the  heavy  load  back  over  the  long  journey,  I  made  a  canvass 
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of  the  stores  in  the  village  but  found  no  merchant  who  would  pay  cash  for  the 
butter.  When  about  to  turn  my  weary  feet  homeward,  at  last,  one  store- 
keeper had  compassion  on  me  and  offered  to  exchange  groceries  for  the  produce 
of|the  farm  at  eight  cents  a  pound.  The  bargain  was  closed  on  these  terms 
and  I  returned  home  to  meet  the  frowns  of  my  mother  whose  disappointment 
was*great."

The 
author  has  forwarded  to  their  address  several  carefully  dictated  letters  asking 
the  brothers  to  supply  genealogical  data,  but  they  have  continued  silent.  In 
consequence  of  such  refusal  to  assist  a  commendable  enterprise  this  branch  of 
the  Soule  family  must  remain  forever  deficient  of  essential  features  to  the 
disappointment  of  many  who  were  ready  to  co-operate. 

Mary  Soule,  a  sister  of  Buel  and  Stanley  Soule,  is  a  distinguished  musician 
and  teacher  of  piano.  She  now  spells  her  name  " Marie"  and  the  family  name 
Soule. 

Silas  Holyoke  Soule,  a  son  of  Charles  Rollin  Soule,  was  born  in  Fairfield, 
Vt.,  in  1860;  married  Hattie  L.  Houghton,  Oct.  1,  1885,  by  whom  he  had 
one  son.  She  was  born  in  Fairfax,  Vt.,  May  15,  1863,  the  daughter  of  James 
Stillman  and  his  wife  Sarah  Elizabeth  Ayers  of  Bakersville,  Vt.  She  was  mar- 
ried secondly  to  Clarence  P.  Hall,  Feb.  11,  1909,  at  Chicago,  111.  After 
removing  to  the  West  Mr.  Soule  was  married  again,  but  the  name  of  his  wife 
is  not  known.

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year  entered  the  U.  S.  Naval  service,  where  he  served  for  twenty  months, 
being  honorably  discharged  as  Chief  Petty  Officer.  He  then  resumed  his 
former  business  of  manufacturing  and  marketing  office  filing  systems,  at  the 
same  time  retaining  his  connections  with  the  National  Merchants'  Protective 
Association,  of  which  he  is  now  Treasurer  and  Manager.  When  the  "Soules 
Sales  Corporation"  was  formed  in  1920  he  was  made  President.  He  is  now 
a  resident  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  One  daughter,  Elizabeth  (Betty)  Soule,  born 
Oct.  23,  1920.

AM  not  sure  about  the  origin  and  connections  of  this  family.  Those 
who  are  living  in  the  State  of  New  York  claim  for  their  ancestor  a 
Vermont  derivation  and  I  shall  not  dispute  them.  Gideon  was  not 
a  Vermont  name  but  prevailed  to  some  extent  among  the  early 
Duxbury  and  Halifax  families.  It  was  transplanted  into  the  Province  of  Maine 
and  lingered  there  for  a  few  years,  then  was  carried  to  the  West  where  I  found 
the  Bible  Record  of  the  family  reaching  back  to  1762.  I  shall  make  record 
of  what  I  have  of  this  family. 

Gideon  Soule,  a  native  of  Vermont,   went  to  New  York.     He  married 

Abigail ,  who  was  born  July  1,  1791.     He  was  born  Feb.  14,  1783  and  died 

March  22,  1813.  After  his  death  his  widow  was  married  to  a  Presiding  Elder 
and  by  him  had  several  children  named  Purdy  that  were  left  at  his  death  for 
one  of  his  sons  for  whom  to  provide. 

Aaron  Crane  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Gideon  (1)  and  Abigail,  was  born  some- 
where in  New  York  Aug.  24,  1809;  married  Almira  Zada  Brackett,  who  was 
born  Dec.  24,  1812  and  died  Aug.  22,  1887.  He  died  June  12,  1880.  He  went 
to  Warsaw,  N.  Y.,  after  his  marriage  and  accumulated  some  wealth  which  he 
lost  by  having  to  pay  notes  endorsed  for  others.

JHIS  branch  of  the  old  Duxbury  family  has  been  traced  with  some 
facility.  It  was  one  of  the  earliest  offshoots  of  the  parent  stock  to 
pioneer  in  a  new  locality  and  continued  in  touch  with  the  Old  Home 
Town  for  many  years.  They  were  a  prolific  race  and  their  "vines 
soon  grew  over  the  wall"  and  bore  fruit  in  western  settlements.  Like  several 
other  Vermont  branches,  they  have  spelled  their  names  variously;  a  majority 
using  the  form  of  Sowle  and  Sowl.  Removing  to  the  New  York  Colony  before 
the  boundaries  had  been  legally  established  they  led  the  advance  of  settlement 
and  planted  homes  in  many  sections  of  that  country.  Unconsciously,  led  on- 
ward by  the  restless  current  of  Viking  blood  in  their  veins,  they  went  farther 
westward  and  opened  farms  among  the  prairies  and  territories  where  human 
feet  had  seldom  pressed  the  soil.  To  follow  them  in  their  migrations  and  ac- 
quaint ourselves  with  the  history  of  their  adventures,  has  been  a  task  attended 
with  some  difficulties  and  failures.  Such  as  we  have  found,  comprising  many 
errors,  will  herein  appear. 

Wesson  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Nathaniel  Soule  (3)  and  Hannah  Macomber, 
was  born  in  what  has  since  been  called  Westport,  Mass.,  but  was  a  part  of  the 
town  of  Duxbury,  where  so  many  of  the  third  generation  of  the  descendants 
of  the  Pilgrim  ancestor  were  born.  He  was  three  times  married.  First,  Sept. 
22,  1753,  to  Ruhama  Hicks,  daughter  of  William  and  Ann  (Durfee)  Cory,  by 
whom  all  of  his  children.  She  died  and  he  married  second,  Sarah  Wilber, 
daughter  of  Aaron  and  Sarah  Wilber,  Dec.  10,  1772.  He  married  third,  Aug. 
16,  1803,  Philena  Manchester,  being  both  of  Westport.  WTesson  Soule  pur- 
chased land  in  Vermont,  "being  one  of  the  first  proprietors  of  the  town." 
Like  so  many  of  the  name  he  was  a  seaman  in  early  life  and  saw  trying  experiences 
when  on  some  of  his  voyages.  He  was  a  man  of  gigantic  physical  strength 
and  endurance,  living  March  21,  1825  and  dying  at  the  age  of  96.  This  man's 
name  was  written  by  the  early  scribes  "Wesson"  and  "Weston"  and  was  prob- 
ably in  some  way  descended  from  the  family  of  Weston. 

Wesson  Soule,  son  of  Nathaniel  Soule,  had  a  natural  son  born  by  Philena 
Manchester  called  Hiram  Manchester  and  afterwards  Hiram  Soule;  and  his 
descendants  were  called  Soules.  This  man  was  born  in  December,  1774;  mar- 
ried April  29,  1798,  or  June  24,  1798,  Lydia  Earle  of  Westport,  Mass. 

Wesson  Soule  made  his  will  Sept.  29,  1804,  at  Westport,  Mass.,  and  men- 
tions Mary  Allen,  wife  of  Gershom  Allen;  Elizabeth  Earle,  wife  of  James 
Earle,  and  her  daughter  Hannah;  granddaughter  Ruhama  Robinson,  daughter 
of  his  daughter  Ann  Wood,  deceased;  granddaughter  Barbara  Wood;  grandsons 
Joseph,  Abner,  Sylvester,  Wesson  and  Nathan;  granddaughter  Elizabeth 
Austin,  daughter  of  Barbara  Davis  and  grandson  Gardner  Davis,  son  of  Bar- 
bara Davis. 

Wife  Philena  Soule.  Gave  all  (use)  lands  and  buildings  in  Westport  which 
I  hold  by  virtue  of  a  lease  given  me  during  my  natural  life  and  after  my  death 
to  Philena  Manchester  during  her  natural  life  if  she  survives  me  and  remains 
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unmarried,  which  lease  was  given  me  by  Hiram  S.  Manchester  the  7th  March, 
1797. 

Codicil  Oct.  6,  1810.  All  that  was  for  Elizabeth  Earle  to  her  daughter 
Hannah.  To  grandson  William,  my  handsome  volume  paged  430.  Jacob 
Soule,  Westport,  Mass.  Wife  Abigail,  three  sons,  Stephen,  Avery  and  Elisha.

James  Soule  served  in 
several  offices  in  his  town,  as  the  records  prove.  He  was  a  good  citizen  and 
respected  for  his  integrity  and  neighborly  kindness.

He  married 
Eliza  Williams  Jan.  11,  1816,  daughter  of  Stephen  Williams,  and  soon  re- 
moved to  the  so-called  "Holland  Purchase;"  thence  removed  to  Iowa  where 
he  died,  leaving  three  children,  James,  Henry,  and  Mary  Ann. 

2.  Wesson  Soule  (2),  second  son  of  James  (1),  born  in  Danby,  Vt.,  Sept.  11, 
1791;  married  Elizabeth  Curtis  who  was  born  in  Dorset,  Vt.,  in  April,  1796, 
and  settled  on  the  homestead  farm  in  Danby,  Vt.  He  was  a  house  builder 
for  many  years;  then  worked  in  an  iron  furnace  at  Dorset  for  nineteen  years. 
In  1848  his  eyesight  began  to  fail  and  in  1854  he  was  blind.  He  died  in  Dorset, 
Vt.,  March  21,  1888.  Was  the  father  of  a  large  family  whose  names  will  appear 
in  7th  generation. 

3.  Gardner  Sowle  (2),  third  son  of  James  (1)  and  Patience  (Macomber)  Soule, 
born  in  Danby,  Vt.,  April  4,  1794;  married  Abigail  Curtis,  born  Dec.  15, 
1801,  and  lived  in  his  native  town  for  several  years.  He  learned  the  cooper's 
trade  and  followed  that  occupation  for  eigheen  years.  In  1834  he  went  West, 
so-called  at  the  time,  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Middleburg,  Wyoming  County, 
N.  Y.  In  1842,  he  removed  to  Darien,  Genesee  County,  where  he  lived,  with 
the  exception  of  three  years,  until  1865,  when  he  discontinued  farming  and 
removed  to  Allegany,  Cattaraugus  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  till  his 
death,  Dec.  30,  1879.  Like  his  brother  before-mentioned,  his  sight  began  to 
fail  and  he  soon  became  totally  blind,  but  he  did  threshing  with  a  flail,  and  many 
other  kinds  of  farm  work;  unwilling  to  be  found  idle.  He  was  an  honest, 
truthful  and  industrious  man;  a  good  husband,  father  and  citizen.  He  had 
eleven  children,  of  whom  presently.     See  forward. 

4.  James  Sowle  (2),  fourth  son  of  James  (1)  and  Patience  (Macomber)  Soule, 
born  in  Danby,  Vt.,  June  15,  1798. 

5.  John  Soule  (1),  fifth  son  of  James  (1)  and  Patience  (Macomber)  Soule, 
born  in  Danby,  Vt.,  Sept.  28,  1800.

1.  James  Curtis  Soule  (3),  eldest  son  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis), 
born  in  Danby,  Vt.,  1820;  removed  with  parents  to  State  of  New  York  and 

when  on  a  visit  to  his  native  town  married  his  cousin, Soule,  and  lived 

there  until  1856,  when,  along  with  several  other  families,  he  went  West  and 
settled  in  Dorset,  Monroe  County,  Wis.,  where  he  lived  the  remainder  of  his 
days.  They  had  a  daughter,  Alice  Soule,  who  married  and  lived  near  her 
parents.     No  more  data. 
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2.  Charles  Soule  (1),  second  son  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis),  born  in 
Danby,  Vt.,  1822,  went  to  New  York  with  parents  in  1843.  He  married 
Clarissa  Rowley.  They  were  farmers  until  1865,  when  they  sold  and  moved 
to  Allegany,  Cattaraugus,  County,  N.  Y.,  and  went  into  the  lumber  business 
in  several  places.  A  few  years  before  his  death  he  retired  and  went  to  live  with 
his  son  in  Nicholasville,  Ky.,  where  he  died  Feb.  9,  1902.  His  body  was  brought 
to  Allegany  and  buried  beside  his  wife  who  died  two  years  previously.  In  the 
early  sixties  he  volunteered,  and  as  an  officer  joined  the  64th  Regiment,  New

They  resided  in  Allegany,  N.  Y., 
till  1914  when  they  moved  to  Winter  Haven,  Florida,  where  she  still 
lives;  her  husband  died  in  1920.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Presby- 
terian church. 
in.  Albert  R.  Soule,  born  in  Bennington,  N.  Y.,  in  1849,  went  with 
parents  to  Allegany,  N.  Y.,  where  he  married  Jennie  Soule  whose 
parents  were  John  and  Abigail.  He  worked  about  the  sawmills  till 
health  failed  and  he  died  in  1886.  Buried  in  Allegany,  N.  Y. 
iv.  Lorenzo  A.  Soule,  born  in  Allegany,  N.  Y.,  in  1851;  was  married 
to  W.  A.  Frazer  and  went  to  Alpena,  Mich.,  where  they  lived  till 
his  death,  1921.  She  is  now  living  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  nearly  blind. 
She  has  two  sons,  viz:  Winfred-Hugh  and  William-Elwood.  The 
former  lives  in  Kansas  City  and  travels  for  an  automobile  firm.

I.  Elizabeth  Soule,  born  near  Allegany  in  1851;  was  married  in  1878 
to  Webster  Alger,  and  is  now  living  in  Olean,  N.  Y.  Two  chil- 
dren. Henry  Alger  graduated  from  the  New  York  State  Agricul- 
tural School  and  is  now  superintendent  of  a  milk  station  in  Baltimore, 
Md.     David  Alger  is  living  in  Olean,  N.  Y. 

ii.  Henry  A.  Soule,  born  in  Allegany,  N.  Y.,  in  1853;  married  Rose 
Bentley  and  studied  for  a  druggist.  He  was  quite  active  in  politics 
for  many  years,  School  Commissioner,  Auditor  of  Excise,  Inspector 
and  then  Deputy  Commissioner.

Mrs.  H.  S.  Gray,  daughter  of  Mary  Soule  Sinclair,  writing  from  St.  Louis, 

Mo.,  in  1815,  states  as  follows:  "  My  mother  has  a  scriptural  album  containing 

many  autographs  of  the  family,  and  the  name  was  in  every  instance  spelled 

'Sowle.'      Mother  also  has  a  small  block  of  white  marble  (a  paper  weight)  on 

which  her  name  was  engraved  in  black  letters,  '  M.  Sowle.'     This  specimen  from 

her  father's  'Dairy  Farm'  on  which  there  was  a  marble  quarry;  but  he  did 

not  know  of  its  existence  until  it  was  sold  to  his  brother  John  who  was  never 

married;  and  being  of  unsound  mind  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  farm  was 

willed  to  the  family  who  kept  house  for  him. 

"  My  grandmother  was  a  Curtis,  daughter  of  David  Curtis,  and  her  brother, 
Hon.  James  Curtis,  was  Governor  of  Vermont  and  a  United  States  Senator. 

"Phoebe  Ann  Soule  was  married  to  Hiram  A.  Soule,  a  cousin  and  a  wid- 
ower, and  they  had  Gardner  Soule's  old  family  Bible.  They  are  both  dead  and 
I  suppose  the  children  have  it  now. 

"Among  my  mother's  treasures  is  an  old  daguerreotype  of  a  young  man 
dressed  quite  swell  in  the  old  Colonial  style,  whose  name  was  H.  Sowle.  Also 
there  is  in  mother's  album  the  autograph  of  'James  B.  Sowle,  South  America, 
Nov.  12,  1848.'  This  is  a  beautifully  written  composition,  inscribed  in  several 
styles. 

"Have  you  discovered  any  estates?  I  would  not  object  to  a  few  millions 
from  some  of  my  kindred." 

iv.  Ellsworth  Sinclair,  born  near  Port  Austin,  Mich.,  married  and 
lived  on  the  homestead  for  many  years.  Sold  out  and  removed  to 
Detroit. 

5.  John  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis),  born  somewhere 
in  Vermont  in  1827;  went  with  his  parents  to  New  York  in  1847  and,  later, 
went  to  live  with  his  grandfather  Curtis  in  Darien,  Genesee  County,  N.  Y., 
where  he  learned  the  trade  of  blacksmith,  about  1848.  He  married  three  times: 
first  to  Mary  Gilbert  of  Darien,  N.  Y.,  who  died  leaving  him  with  a  son, 
Gilbert  Soule.  He  married  2d,  Hannah  Merrill  of  Darien,  N.  Y.,  who  died 
leaving  a  daughter,  Jennie  M.  Soule,  who  was  married  to  Albert  Soule  who 
died  in  Michigan,  1907,  who  was  a  son  of  Charles  Soule.  He  lived  in  Allegany, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  was  engaged  in  lumbering  for  many  years.  His  second  wife 
died  about  1887,  and  he  married  3d,  Nancy  Freeland  and  moved  to  Huron, 
Mich.,  where,  in  company  with  his  brother,  he  built  a  steam  sawmill  and  where 
they  had  established  a  post  office  known  as  "Soule  Post  Office."  After  this 
firm  had  manufactured  all  the  available  timber,  he  built  a  "smiddy"  and  carried 
on  the  business  till  his  death.

ii.  Isaiah  Altenburg  Soule,  born  Feb.  22,  1873;  was  married  Aug.  20, 
1895,  to  Minnie  Louisa  Sheldon,  daughter  of  Norton  and  Louisa 
(Brown)  Sheldon. 

in.  Jennie  Soule,  daughter  of  John  and  Hannah  Soule,  born  in  Darien, 
N.  Y.,  was  married  to  Albert  Soule,  son  of  Charles  Soule,  her 
cousin.  See  back.  Albert  Soule  died  Feb.,  1886,  in  New  York. 
His  wife  died  in  Oct.,  1892,  in  Huron,  Mich.,  leaving  two  daughters, 
Lydia  Soule  died  March  21,  1874,  and  Myrtle  Soule,  Mrs.  Hagle. 
(Possibly  two  other  daughters.) 

6.  Phebe  Ann  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis)  Soule, 
was  born  in  Danby,  Vt.,  in  1829;  went  West  with  her  parents;  graduated  from 
Alexander  Seminary  and  taught  in  the  schools  for  thirty  years.  She  finally 
became  the  wife  of  Hiram  A.  Soule  and  went  to  live  in  Tomah,  Wis.  She  was 
a  very  devoted  and  active  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  and  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U., 
until  her  death  in  1898.     Buried  in  Tomah.     See  the  family. 

7.  Emmaroy  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis),  born 
in  Danby,  Vt.,  in  1831,  went  West  with  her  parents  in  1847,  and  was  married 
to  Samuel  Church  in  1850.  They  removed  to  Flint,  Mich.,  where  they  re- 
mained till  the  close  of  life.     Member  Baptist  church.     Daughter  Alice  Soule 

was  married  to Murray  and  lived  in  Detroit.     After  death  of  husband 

went  home  to  Flint,  where  she  died  in  1923. 

8.  Milon  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis),  born  in  Danby, 
Vt.,  in  1833,  went  to  New  York  State  with  the  others  in  1847,  and  in  1852  went 
to  Allegany,  where  he  married  Helen  Altenburg  and  where  he  united  with 
the  Free  Methodist  church.  He  died  in  1857.  Buried  in  Allegany.  Three 
children,  Minnie,  Winnie  and  James.  The  two  former  died  single.  James  was 
married  to Munroe  and  died  in  Cassadaga.

9.  Eunice  Soule  (1),  a  daughter  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis),  born  in 
Middlebury,  Wyoming  County,  N.  Y.,  1836;  was  married  to  John  Alten- 
burg in  1855  and  lived  in  that  town  till  her  death  in  1887.  This  pair  had  a 
family  of  eight  children:  Ulma,  Henry,  Edward,  Rose,  Belle,  Kathryn,  Joseph 
G.  and  George. 

i.     Ulma  Altenburg  was  married  to  James  Soule  and  lives  in  Florida, 
ii.     Henry  Altenburg  married  Lizzie  Munroe  and  lives  in  Allegany, 
New  York. 
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in.     Edward  Altenburg  died  when  about  ten  years  of  age.

10.  William  Soule  (3),  a  son  of  Gardner  (2)  was  scalded  to  death  when  near 
eighteen  months  of  age. 

11.  William  H.  Soule  (4),  youngest  son  of  Gardner  (2)  and  Abigail  (Curtis), 
born  in  Bennington,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  1841,  learned  the  carpenter's  trade  and  cared 
for  his  parents  from  1856  to  1865.  He  married  Ellen  S.  Smith  of  Cowlesville 
in  same  state,  Aug.  16,  1865.  Was  owner  of  the  "Soule  House"  at  Alfred, 
Pa.,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  at  the  burning  of  the  town.  He  has  since 
carried  on  business  in  Buffalo  and  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  but  by  reason  of  age  retired 
to  "Mountain  Rest  Cottage,"  a  country  resort,  in  Honeoye,  N.  Y.,  where 
tourists  are  entertained  during  the  summer  months.  During  the  last  years 
Mr.  Soule  has  collected  the  data  now  incorporated  in  this  genealogy  of  the 
descendants  of  Gardner  and  Abigail  Soule,  and  the  whole  family  will  be  under 
obligations  to  him  for  its  preservation.

1.  William  Soule  (4),  eldest  son  of  Wesson  (2)  and  Elizabeth  (Curtis),  born 
in  Danby,  Vt.,  April  22,  1815;  married  Margaret  Morrison  Nov.  20,  1835, 
and  in  May,  1854,  he  removed  to  Wilton,  Wis.,  near  the  waters  of  Kickapoo 
River,  as  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  the  township.  He  was  a  farmer  and  in 
religious  faith  a  Methodist.  He  died  in  Wilton,  Monroe  County,  Wis.,  April 
29,  1877,  in  the  63d  year  of  his  age,  of  apoplexy.  He  had  retired  in  his  usual 
health  but  under  great  mental  strain  in  consequence  of  the  alarming  illness 
of  his  son,  and  about  thirty  minutes  afterwards  he  was  discovered  to  be  wholly 
unconscious,  in  which  condition  he  lingered  till  his  death.  He  was  a  man  of 
untiring  industry  and  of  strictly  temperate  habits;  a  good  citizen  and  a  firm 
believer  in,  and  consistent  professor  of,  the  Christian  religion,  and  his  influence 
in  the  community  where  he  had  lived  so  long  was  lasting  and  salutary.  The 
following  was  clipped  from  a  western  newspaper: 

"At  the  residence  of  his  mother  in  the  town  of  Wilton,  May  5,  1877,  Alfred 
L.,  only  son  of  William  and  Margaret  Soule,  in  the  19th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  a  steady  and  industrious  young  man,  an  honor  to  his  family  and  a  favorite 
with  the  young  people  of  the  neighborhood.  His  premature  death  has  cast 
a  gloom  over  the  community.  This  double  bereavement  fell  with  crushing 
weight  upon  his  mother,  but  was  mitigated  by  the  uniform  kindness  and 
sympathy  of  the  neighbors  who  were  unremitting  in  their  attention  during  the 
affliction  of  the  family."

She  was  never  in 
vigorous  health  and  died  in  Saline,  Mich.,  March  25,  1906.  There  were  four 
children  whose  names  will  follow.

JENJAMIN  SOULE  (2),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons) 
HJ  Soule,  born  in  Duxbury,  Mass.,  as  early  as  1670;  married  Sarah 
Standish,  daughter  of  Alexander  Standish  and  granddaughter  of 
Captain  Miles  Standish  of  the  Mayflower.  According  to  an  old 
manuscript  spread  out  before  me,  this  Benjamin  Soule  lived  in  a  house  in 
Plympton,  Mass.,  which  stood  but  a  rod  or  two  eastward  of  the  " homestead 
where  Daniel  McLean  lived  in  1829."  He  was  named,  probably,  for  his 
uncle  Benjamin  Soule  who  was  slain  by  the  Indians  before  Pawtucket  on 
March  26,  1676.  He  died  December  1,  1729,  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age 
and  his  place  of  burial  was  54  feet  southwest  from  the  old  hearse-house  in 
Plympton,  Mass.  His  widow  died  March  4,  1740,  and  her  grave  was  3}4  feet 
south  of  that  of  her  husband.  She  was  in  her  74th  year.  He  was  a  man  of 
great  energy  and  sound  judgment  and  accumulated  a  large  territorial  estate 
besides  much  other  valuable  property.  In  his  desire  to  acquire  a  large  extent 
of  land  he  resembled  his  grandfather  the  Pilgrim.  His  holdings  were  not 
all  in  Plympton  but  somewhat  scattered  and  isolated;  and  a  considerable 
proportion  of  his  outlying  territory  was  overlooked  when  his  will  was  made 
and  was  divided  among  the  heirs  "by  mutual  consent"  when  the  settlement 
was  finally  made.  He  was  owner  in  two  sawmills,  the  owner  of  a  gristmill  and 
a  fullingmill.  He  owned  two  dwelling-houses  and  pews  in  two  meeting-houses. 
The  location  of  his  lands  was  designated  by  somewhat  singular  titles.  Men- 
tioned among  these  various  allotments  were  the  following:  The  "Scedar 
Swamp,"  "Beehive  Brook,"  "Dunham's  Neck,"  "King's  Neck,"  "King's 
Brook,"  "Colchester  Brook,"  "Beetree  Neck,"  and  "Raven's  Brook."  He 
owned  shares  in  a  house  and  a  well  in  Providence,  R.  I.  The  records  indicate 
that  he  was  a  man  of  progressive  ideas  and  was  a  loyal  supporter  of  the  govern- 
ment. By  his  will  he  gave  his  wife  one-third  of  the  homestead  and  the  other 
two-thirds  to  sons  Benjamin  and  Ebenezer;  and  to  the  latter  all  of  his  upland 
and  meadow  on  Winnatuxitt  river  with  two-thirds  of  his  movable  estate.  After 
the  death  of  his  widow  her  holdings  on  the  homestead  were  to  become  the 
property  of  his  sons  Benjamin  and  Ebenezer.  To  his  son  Zachariah  Sole  300 
acres  "where  he  now  dwelleth,  lying  on  a  broken  spruce."  Although  some 
genealogists  have  mentioned  but  one  child  of  this  Benjamin  Soule,  there  were 
six  children  whose  names  will  appear  with  the  fourth  generation.

CHILDREN    OF    BENJAMIN    AND    SARAH    STANDISH    SOUXE. 

1.  Zachariah  Soule  (2),  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Sarah  (Standish) 
Soule,  born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  March  21,  1694;  married  June  9,  1720,  cere- 
mony by  Rev.  Isaac  Cushman,  Mary  Eaton.  He  was  endowed  by  the  will 
of  his  father  with  three  hundred  acres  of  land  "where  he  now  dwelleth"  and 
was  a  farmer  of  considerable  means.     He  died  May  3,  1751,  in  the  prime  of 
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life,  leaving  several  children  whose  names  will  presently  appear.  His  grave- 
stone was  41  feet  from  the  monument  of  Caleb  Loring,  but  there  is  no  inscrip- 
tion or  record  of  the  death  of  his  wife.  Tradition  has  placed  his  house  on 
"Standish  Neck"  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  near  the  road-corners  where  Mr.  Joseph 
Bosworth  lived  in  1830.  This  Zachariah  was  doubtless  named  in  honor  of 
his  uncle,  who  was  lost  in  the  Canada  Expedition  about  1663.  When  the 
surplus  lands  not  accounted  for  in  his  father's  will  were  divided,  he  was  assigned 
the  territory  at  "King's  Neck"  appraised  at  £600  besides  one  fifth  part  of  the 
ten  divisions  of  another  tract  on  "  Beetree  Neck."  On  May  22,  1740,  Zachariah 
Soule  administered  on  the  estate  of  Sarah  Sole,  widow,  who  died  intestate. 
His  inventory  and  report  of  payments  for  medical  attendance  indicated  a 
protracted  illness.  Payments  were  made  to  Doctor  Labarron,  Doctor  Park- 
son  and  Doctor  Loring,  besides  "  My  cost  of  charges  in  action  vs.  Benjamin  and 
Ebenezer  Sole  £6-1-9."  Although  the  heirs  of  Benjamin  Soule  had  settled 
his  estate  "by  mutual  consent"  all  was  not  harmonious  between  them  after- 
wards. 

2.  Hannah  Soule  (1),  eldest  daughter  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Sarah  (Standish) 
Soule,  born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  March  18,  1696,  was  married  to  George 
Sampson,  her  cousin,  who  was  born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  March  10,  1690-1, 
and  resided  in  a  house  only  a  few  rods  north  of  the  lower  millpond  on  the  bank 
of  the  Winnetuxett  River,  and  on  the  east  side  of  the  highway.  Will  dated 
Aug.  27,  1773,  and  proved  April  8,  1774.  She  was  mentioned  in  her  father's 
will  Nov.  2,  1729,  by  which  she  received  £70  and  a  feather  bed.  When  the 
surplus  lands  not  of  mention  in  the  testament  were  divided  into  shares,  the 
first  and  ninth  sections — subject  to  gates  and  bars — for  the  accommodation 
of  Ebenezer  Sampson,  brother  of  her  mother,  were  assigned  her.  No  record 
of  children  or  of  her  death  were  found. 

3.  Sarah  Soule  (2),  second  daughter  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Sarah  (Standish), 
born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  May  9,  1699,  died  Nov.  19,  1716,  unmarried. 

4.  Deborah  Soule  (1),  third  daughter  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Sarah  (Standish), 
born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  April  23,  1702;  was  married  Jan.  24,  1724,  to 
Jabez  Fuller  as  his  first  wife. 

5.  Benjamin  Soule  (3),  a  son  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Sarah  (Standish)  Soule 
born  June  5,  1704;  was  married  by  Rev.  Isaac  Cushman,  March  31,  1730,  to 
Hannah  Whitman.  He  died  April  19,  1751,  and  his  widow  was  married  to 
Isaac  Little  Jan.  10,  1754.  She  died  Oct.  3,  1778,  in  her  79th  year.  This 
Benjamin  Soule  lived  on  the  road  that  passes  eastward  of  the  "Southerly  end 
of  the  Green  by  Plympton  meeting-house  and  if  this  residence  were  standing 
(1829)  it  would  be  the  third  dwelling  on  said  road."  By  his  father's  will, 
made  Nov.  2,  1729,  he  was  given,  with  his  brother  Ebenezer,  then  a  minor, 
two-thirds  of  the  homestead  "where  I  now  dwell  on  both  sides  of  the  road;" 
also  "all  my  upland  and  meadow  ground  on  Dunham's  Neck;  also  the  meadow 
and  upland  on  Winnetuxett  River;  also  a  lot  of  the  Seader  Swamp  called 
"Colchester  Sceader  Swamp."  Also  all  remaining  upland,  meadow  and  swamp 
on  "King's  Neck."  There  were  six  children  whose  names  will  appear  with 
fifth  generation. 
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6.  Ebenezer  Soule  (1),  third  son  of  Benjamin  (2)  and  Sarah  (Standish) 
Soule,  born  in  Plympton,  Mass.,  Feb.  16,  1710;  was  married  Aug.  9,  1733,  by 
Rev.  Jonathan  Parker  to  Susanna  Coomer,  daughter  of  William  Coomer, 
by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  family;  his  posterity  is  not  quite  as  numberless  as 
the  sands  on  the  seashore.  This  was  the  earliest  mention  of  the  name  Ebenezer 
found  in  the  Soule  family,  and  signifies,  according  to  sacred  authority,  "Hith- 
erto the  Lord  hath  helped  me."  He  was  a  man  of  deep  piety  and  an  official  in 
the  Orthodox  church  who  honored  his  position.  He  was  made  a  beneficiary  by 
will  in  his  father's  estate  and  lived  for  many  years  on  a  section  of  the  home- 
stead lands  in  Plympton,  but  later  in  life  sold  and  removed  to  Hinsdale,  N.  H., 
where  he  was  an  inmate  of  the  home  of  his  son  and  where  he  died  Sept.  17, 
1792,  in  his  82d  year.  Susanna,  his  widow,  died  there  Sept.  7,  1807,  aged  93 
years.  They  were  buried  there  and  inscribed  monuments  mark  their  graves. 
During  their  last  years  they  were  under  the  care  of  their  son,  Ivory  Soule. 
There  were  ten  children  whose  names  will  appear  with  the  fifth  generation.

Service  of  nine  days.  His  company  marched  by  two  alarms  at  Dartmouth, 
1778.  Roll  was  dated  at  Middleton,  Mass.  Also  in  Capt.  Jonah  Washburne's 
company,  Col.  Eben  White's  Regiment.  Marched  Aug.  1,  1780;  discharged 
Aug.  9,  1780;  service  eight  days.  His  company  marched  to  Rhode  Island  on 
two  alarms.  Roll  sworn  to  in  Middleboro,  Mass. 
On  the  gravestone  of  Beza  Soule  (died  Jan.  4,  1835) : 

"Great  God,  I  own  thy  sentence  just 
And  nature  must  decay. 
I  yield  my  body  to  the  dust

"In  February,  or  March,  1776,  a  soldier  named  Harris  who  had  been  in 
the  army  at  Dorchester,  came  to  Barre  and  said  a  fifer  was  wanted  in  a  com- 
pany stationed  there.  Ivory  Soule  went  forward,  and  finding  the  Captain 
absent,  enlisted  in  the  company  under  the  Lieutenant  with  the  understanding 
that  if  the  Captain  brought  a  fifer  with  him  on  his  return,  Soule  was  to  be 
discharged.  He  served  three  weeks  and  having  found  a  musician,  Soule  was 
discharged  and  returned  to  his  home. 

In  July,  1776,  he  enlisted  under  Capt.  Benjamin  Gates  and  joined  the  army 
at  New  York.  He  was  attached  to  Col.  Holman's  regiment,  Gen.  Fellows' 
brigade.  Was  at  the  battle  of  Harlem  Heights.  Was  also  stationed  at 
Quaker  Ridge  and  discharged  at  the  end  of  his  term,  five  months. 

When  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Bennington  reached  Barre,  Soule,  with 
about  fifty  other  young  men,  volunteered  and  marched  under  Capt.  Benjamin 
Gates  to  Bennington,  thence  to  Stillwater.  After  the  battle  began,  his  com- 
pany was  ordered  to  Fort  Edwards,  so  he  was  not  in  the  engagement.  He  was 
dismissed  next  day  after  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne  and  returned  home.  Served 
three  weeks.  After  the  close  of  the  war  he  removed  to  Chesterfield,  N.  H., 
thence  to  Hinsdale  "more  than  five  years  ago." 

He  applied  for  pension  Aug.  10,  1832.  Claim  allowed  and  certificate  sent 
to  L.  C.  Mead,  Chester,  N.  H. 

Captain  Ivory  Soule  had  issue  Irving  Soule,  who  married  Hannah  Sander- 
son of  Chesterfield,  N.  H.,  Nov.  17,  1786.  He  was  styled  of  Hinsdale,  N.  H.

He  died  May  15,  1900,  and  his  funeral  discourse  was  preached 
by  his  kinsman,  Rev.  Sherrod  Soule,  D.D.  It  comprised  a  classic  eulogy  in 
which  the  salient  features  of  his  beautiful  character  were  delineated.  This  was 
printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  contains  so  much  of  the  family  history  that  we 
fain  would  publish  it  entire.  The  text  was  "The  Beloved  Physician,"  taken 
from  a  title  applied  to  St.  Luke  the  Apostle. 

Dr.  William  Soule  was  no  ordinary  man  and  his  benevolence  and  many 
acts  of  disinterested  kindness  bestowed  in  the  community  where  he  practised 
greatly  endeared  him  to  families  he  visited,  in  the  hours  of  suffering,  by  some- 
thing stronger  than  professional  ties,  and  when  his  familiar  form  was  no  longer 
seen,  his  death  was  sincerely  and  deeply  lamented.  See  his  portrait  in  this 
work.

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IDDLEBOROUGH  was  first  settled  in  1632  by  the  people  from  Ply- 
mouth. Twelve  years  had  elapsed  since  the  first  settlement  by  the 
Pilgrims  and  as  their  number  had  greatly  increased  by  emigration 
larger  allotments  of  land  were  required  by  the  inhabitants  and 
gradually  the  boundaries  of  the  bay  were  occupied.  Evidently  there  were 
families  settled  in  Duxbury  before  1630-1631;  but  they  returned  to  Plymouth 
in  the  winter  for  privileges  of  public  worship  as  well  as  because  of  their  exposed 
position  which  might  invite  an  attack  from  the  Indians  at  such  a  remote  dis- 
tance from  the  possibility  of  immediate  assistance. 

Among  the  first  settlers  in  Duxbury  were  seven  of  the  signers  of  the  civil 
compact  in  the  cabin  of  the  Mayflower  in  November,  1620,  one  of  them  being 
George  Soule  who  sat  down  beside  his  old  friend  Capt.  Myles  Standish,  the 
blood  of  the  two  so  soon  to  commingle;  and  the  name  applied  to  the  town  was 
derived  from  Duxbury  Hall,  the  English  seat  of  the  Standish  family.  This 
territory  was  incorporated  as  a  town  June  7,  1637. 

The  Indian  name  of  Duxbury  was  "  Mattakeesett;"  but  the  north-western 
section,  now  Pembroke. 

The  oldest  records  of  Middleborough  were  kept  in  a  pigskin-covered  volume 
which  was  not  numbered,  but  labelled  "Early  Records."  Some  of  the  leaves 
in  this  old  book  are  in  a  bad  condition  through  age  and  much  handling  and 
require  careful  repairs  for  the  preservation  of  their  contents.  This  old  Register 
contains  the  earliest  Proprietors'  Records,  many  municipal  records  and  a  few 
pages  of  the  vital  records.  On  the  outside  of  the  front  cover  is  written,  "John 
Soule  built  his  house  in  ye  year  1700."  The  records  of  the  families  of  the 
early  inhabitants  were  fairly  well  kept — their  births,  marriages  and  deaths — 
in  the  later  Town  Books  as  well  as  in  the  old  Church  Registers.  The  old  Mid- 
dleborough burying  ground  contains  many  inscribed  monuments  to  mark  the 
places  "where  the  fathers  of  the  hamlet  sleep."  These  early  fathers  were 
neighbors  and  walked  to  the  house  of  God  in  company  while  they  lived  and  it 
was  fitting  that  they  should  be  companionable  when  laid  down  to  rest. 

James  Soule  (2),  a  son  of  John  (1)  and  Rebecca  (Simmons)  Soule,  born  in 
Plymouth,  Mass.,  Oct.  4,  1659,  died  in  Middleborough,  Mass.,  Aug.  27,  1744, 

The  Old  Sprout  Tavern  in  Middleboro,  Mass.,  was  kept  in  1700  by  James  Soule. 
There  is  a  picture  of  the  venerable  structure  in  the  Historical  Magazine  at  page  321. 

In  the  will  of  George  Soule  he  left  his  Middleboro  lands  to  his  two  daughters,  Eliza- 
beth, who  was  the  wife  of  John  Haskell,  and  Patience,  who  became  the  wife  of  Francis 
Walker.  There  seems  to  have  been  some  fear  that  their  brother,  John  Soule,  might 
try  to  dispossess  these  sisters  and  a  codicil  was  subjoined  to  prevent  any  such  attempt. 

James  Soule  moved  from  Duxbury  to  Middleboro  in  1690  with  his  younger  brother 
John,  then  a  small  boy.  He  married  Lydia  Thompson,  daughter  of  John  Thompson, 
and  built  his  first  house  about  1700  which  was  burned  down  on  a  cold  night,  and  James 
placed  John  in  a  haystack  while  he  crossed  the  river  to  procure  some  garments  for 
him.  Exposed  to  the  inclement  weather  and  escaping  from  the  burning  house  almost 
naked,  these  suffered  extremely  from  cold.  This  house  was  situated  where  the  house 
of  Isaac  Soule  was  afterward  erected. 
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aged  85  years.  He  married  Lydia  Thompson,  daughter  of  John  Thompson  of 
that  town,  who  died  there  March  14,  1741,  in  her  83d  year.  Their  residence 
was  on  the  farm  since  owned  by  Isaac  and  Ezra  Soule.  James  Soule  was  of 
the  town  of  Middleborough.  On  May  17,  1698,  he  paid  his  brother  Benjamin 
Soule  six  pounds  six  shillings  for  25  acres  in  the  "Seventy-six  men's  purchase, 
being  the  15th  Lot  and  butteth  upon  ye  Great  River."  James  Soule  of  Mid- 
dleborough, 1680,  was  impressed  to  go  to  Maine  during  the  Indian  war,  and 
refusing  to  go,  was  sentenced  to  pay  £4  into  the  treasury  of  the  town  or  to  be 
imprisoned  until  paid  with  fees.  He  gave  the  town  for  a  training  field  two 
acres  near  the  meeting-house  June  20,  1717.  "For  the  good  will  I  bear  unto 
the  military  officers  and  company."  He  sold  another  lot  March  30,  1717, 
price  40  shillings,  for  a  burial  ground,  he  reserving  one  share,  "it  being  part 
of  my  fifty-acre  lot  lying  near  the  land  I  gave  for  a  Training  Green,  on  the 
twenty-six  men's  purchase."  The  number  of  his  childen  is  not  known  and 
those  whose  names  follow  were  all  found  recorded. 


Note: — As  this  family  of  Thompson  was,  by  two  intermarriages,  connected  with 
the  Soule  families,  through  the  Standish  families,  and  the  children  of  John  Soule  of 
Middleborough,  Mass.,  and  those  of  Benjamin  Soule  1st  of  Plympton,  Mass.,  were 
cousins,  it  seems  proper  to  preserve  the  records  herewith  subjoined  with  this  department 
of  the  Soule  Genealogy.

At  the  time  of  the  visit 
to  this  country  in  1825  by  Lafayette,  Moses  Thompson  went  to  Boston  to  see  him 
and  was  cordially  received,  but  was  not  quickly  remembered  and  was  asked  if  he  could 
not  recall  some  incident  which  occurred  while  he  was  in  the  regiment.  Moses  said,  "Do 
you  not  remember,  General,  when  our  regiment  was  detailed  to  watch  the  movements 
of  Lord  Cornwallis,  and  of  fording  a  creek  near  Brandy  wine  River;  the  current  was 
very  rapid  and  our  regimental  drummer,  being  a  small  man,  floated  down  the  stream 
with  his  drum,  and  was  rescued  by  one  of  the  tall  soldiers?  "  General  Lafayette  patted 
Moses  on  his  shoulder  and  said:  "You  were  there,  you  were  there,  for  I  remember  the 
circumstance."  Lord  Cornwallis,  writing  home,  mentioned  this  occurrence  and  said: 
"I  thought  I  was  sure  of  the  little  Frenchman,  but  he  gave  me  the  slip." 

Moses  Thompson  died  Dec.  2,  1858,  aged  96  years  and  5  months.  His  wife  died

in  company  with  his  wife,  Amanda  Sears  Soule,  celebrated  their  golden  wedding 
during  the  week,  and  received  the  congratulations  from  relatives  and  friends 
who  had  gathered  to  do  them  honor.     It  was  a  great  occasion  in  the  eyes  of

George  Soule.  It  has  always  been  a  source  of  pride  with  him  that  the  house 
where  the  pleasant  festivities  of  the  wedding  anniversary  were  held  had  been  in 
the  family  for  generations  and  was  the  very  first  house  erected  in  Middleboro. 
Mrs.  Soule  can  also  trace  her  ancestry  back  to  the  first  days  of  Plymouth,  and 
with  her  husband  has  been  prominent  for  years  in  the  affairs  of  the  Congre- 
gational church  at  '  The  Green. '  Though  interested  in  farming  to  a  great 
extent,  Mr.  Soule  has  for  many  years  operated  a  shingle  mill,  which  is  run  in 
the  old-fashioned  manner  by  a  water-wheel,  and  he  takes  delight  in  showing 
visitors  how  the  machinery  is  managed. 

"In  spite  of  their  age  this  couple  enjoy  very  good  health,  and  their  one 
child,  Mrs.  Albert  Deane,  who  resides  with  them,  assisted  them  in  the  enter- 
tainment of  their  guests." 

Otis  Winslow  Soule,  a  son  of  Otis  Soule,  acquired  his  education  in  his 
native  town  and  in  early  days  was  employed  in  his  father's  tannery;  in  1844  he 
secured  a  position  in  a  shoe  manufactory  in  Abington,  Mass.  While  obtaining 
his  livelihood  by  manuel  labor  he  displayed  considerable  ability  as  a  financier 
and  as  a  public  servant,  and  increasing  responsibilities  were  thrust  upon  him 
by  his  townsmen.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Abington 
Savings  Bank.  In  1864  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Investment, 
and  was  President  since  1892.  In  1861  and  1862  he  represented  his  district 
in  the  Legislature.  In  1864  he  was  appointed  Trial  Justice,  and  held  the  office 
till  1874,  when  the  District  Court  was  established  and  he  was  appointed  Clerk 
and  held  this  position  about  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  well  known  to 
the  public  and  had  many  warm  friends  among  the  members  of  the  legal  fra- 
ternity. He  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  in  1884,  and  served 
in  this  capacity  four  years.  In  every  official  position  to  which  he  was  elected 
he  faithfully  performed  his  duties.  His  wife  was  descended  from  Rev.  Samuel 
Brown,  the  first  minister  in  the  town.  Mr.  Soule  and  his  wife  celebrated  their 
Golden  Wedding  Feb.  21,  1897. 

Otis  Winslow  Soule  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  belonging  to  John 
Cutler  Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.;  Pilgrim  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch;  and  Old 
Colony  Commandery,  Knights  Templar.  In  religious  faith  he  was  a  Congre- 
gationalist;  in  politics,  a  staunch  Republican. 

There  is  a  fine  portrait  of  Mr.  Soule  in  "The  Biographical  Review"  of 
Plymouth  County,  Mass.,  page  256.

The  brothers,  James  Soule  and  John  Soule,  settled  in  Middleboro  at  the 
same  time  and  it  was  proper  to  make  record  of  their  families  with  equal 
carefulness  and  fullness;  but  the  account  of  the  descendants  of  John  are 
not  as  well-preserved  as  those  of  James  and  the  connections  cannot  be  made 
with  the  same  assurance.  These  descendants  of  John  Soule  may  not  have  been 
as  prolific  and  more  families  bearing  the  name  may  have  moved  to  other  sections 
of  the  country.     Such  as  we  have  found  will  appear. 

John  Soule  (2),  younger  son  of  John  (1)  and  Esther  (Nash)  Soule,  born  in 
1674,  received  a  share  of  the  paternal  lands  in  Middleboro,  Mass.,  and  settled 
there  alongside  of  his  brother  James  Soule.  He  married  Martha  Tinkham, 
by  whom  a  numerous  family  and  his  posterity,  as  far  as  known,  will  appear  by 
names  and  dates.  He  died  May  19,  1734,  and  was  buried  in  the  "Old  Cemetery" 
in  Middleboro,  Mass.  Martha,  his  widow,  died  Feb.  16,  1758,  in  her  80th 
year.  On  the  outside  of  the  cover  in  the  first  Register  of  the  Town  Records,  is 
the  written  description,  "John  Soule  built  his  house  in  ye  year  1700."  Some 
local  historians  question  the  correctness  of  this  statement.  However,  we  know 
that  John  Soule,  along  with  his  brother  James,  suffered  many  exposures  and 
wearisome  experiences  during  the  pioneer  days.     Their  children  were:

Leander  Soule  went  to  Taunton  when  20  years  of  age;  and  four  years  later 
was  elected  chorister  of  the  Winslow  church  choir,  a  position  he  filled  for  twenty- 
five  years.  At  the  request  of  the  pastor  he  formed  a  chorus  choir  of  fifty 
voices  to  assist  in  the  services  at  Cedar  Street  Chapel;  the  greater  part  of 
which  he  transferred  to  Broadway  Church  when  he  was  called  to  take  charge 
of  that  choir.  At  the  age  of  27  he  was  induced  to  open  a  singing-school.  In 
1865  he  was  appointed  to  take  the  lead  of  Taunton  National  Band,  which 
achieved  a  high  reputation.  In  1869  he  was  chosen  director  of  the  Beethoven 
Society  which  at  that  time  had  an  average  attendance  of  50  but  was  soon  under 
his  management  increased  to  125.  Mr.  Soule  was  highly  successful  in  drilling 
the  chorus  for  the  Jubilees  in  1869  and  1872,  for  which  he  received  the  com- 
pliments of  the  musical  public.

At  its  organization  he  was  appointed  sec- 
retary, which  position  he  long  held,  contributing  largely  by  his  interest  and 
activity  toward  its  high  attainment.  Those  who  listened  to  the  inspiring 
chorus  of  the  "Oratorio  of  Emmanuel,"  and  the  following  very  able  chorus 
work,  at  the  250th  Anniversary  exercises,  at  Music  Hall  in  June,  1889,  both 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Soule,  will  attest  to  his  ability  as  a  conductor  and 
disciplinarian.

Silas  Tinkham  Soule  (1),  a  son  of  John  (4)  and  Lydia  (Tinkham)  Soule, 
born  in  Middleboro,  Mass.,  Nov.  1,  1811;  married  Nancy  Pierce  Macomber 
of  that  town,  who  survived  him,  his  death  occurring  in  August,  1878,  at  his 
home  in  Wareham,  Mass.

In  his  political 
preferences  he  was  a  staunch  Whig  and  later  a  Republican.  He  was  a  delegate 
to  the  convention  which  nominated  General  Grant  for  the  Presidency.  He 
married  as  above  and  by  this  union  had  issue  as  follows: 

George  L.  Soule,  a  prominent  business  man  and  well  known  citizen  of 
Middleboro,  Mass.,  where  he  was  born  March  25,  1832,  son  of  George  and 
Mary  (Harlow)  Soule.  The  elder  George  Soule  established  himself  in  the  town 
as  a  funeral  director  and  successfully  continued  the  business  for  a  number  of 
years,  having  a  large  patronage  incident  to  the  growth  of  the  town.  He  died 
at  the  age  of  67.  Mrs.  Mary  Harlow  Soule  was  living  in  Middleboro  in  1897 
and  though  86  years  of  age  was  in  excellent  health  and  very  active.  Their 
children  were:  George  L.  Soule,  Charles  W.  Soule  and  a  daughter  who  died 
in  infancy. 

George  L.  Soule  acquired  a  good  education,  attending  the  common  schools 
in  town  and  the  Pierce  Academy.  He  inherited  a  taste  and  talent  for  music 
and  was  for  some  time  successfully  engaged  in  the  sale  of  musical  instruments  as 
well  as  teaching  music.  He  also  assisted  his  father  in  his  business,  and  after 
his  death  he,  in  company  with  his  brother,  assumed  the  management  of  the 
business  and  was  at  the  head  of  a  lucrative  enterprise.  A  writer  has  stated  that 
"Mr.  Soule  was  endowed  with  the  faculty  that  secures  financial  success  and 
he  also  knows  how  to  win  and  hold  friends,  an  important  factor  in  social  and 
business  life."  A  Republican  in  politics,  Mr.  Soule  represented  his  town  in 
the  State  Legislature  in  1892  and  1894.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Pru- 
dential Committee  of  Middleboro  Fire  Department  since  its  organization.  In 
several  of  the  fraternal  bodies  he  has  manifested  an  active  interest,  being  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  order,  the  Sons  of  Temperance  and  the  local  Grange. 
In  his  religious  preferences  he  is  a  Congregationalist.

[OSIAH  C.  SOULE  (2),  a  son  of  Daniel  (2)  and  Sarah  (Cushman) 
Soule,  of  Plympton,  Mass.,  born  March  9,  1774;  married  Sally 
Young  of  Marcham,  Mass.,  June,  1817,  and  immediately  removed 
to  Warren,  Ohio.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a  man  of  exemplary  char- 
acter, well  respected  by  his  fellow-citizens.
